Afteb  a  service  of  prayer  for  half  an  hour,  conducted  by  Mo.  Prof. 
Wm.  G.  Williams,  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  in  which  Mrs.  Dr.  Leavttt,  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  and  other  ladies  participated ;  at  10.30  A.  M.,  the 
President,  Mrs.  Ruthkrforh  B.  Hayes,  opened  the  first  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

In  kind  and  cheering  words  she  expressed  deep  interest  iu  the  work 
of  the  Society  and  cordial  sympathy  with  its  purposes  and  plans.  Jt 
gave  her  especial  pleasure  to  meet  with  the  ladies  in  this  their  first  annual 
gathering.  As  her  distance  from  the  General  Executive  Board  had  com- 
pelled her  to  be  absent  from  most  of  their  meetings,  and  hence  had  kept 
her  from  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  workings  of  the  Board, 
she  felt  unable  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  conducting  the  business 
suasions  of  the  Convention.  Assuring  the  friends  that  her  heart  was  with 
them  in  all  the  plans  for  advancing  the  interests  of  the  Society,  she  trans- 
ferred the  work  of  direction  to  Mrs.  John  Davis,  the  first  Vice-president. 
I  Mrs.  Davis  extended  a  warm  welcome  to  the  delegatus  and  strangers 

■  Id  behalf  of  the  Cincinnati  ladies,  and  in  fitting  words  spoke  of  the  encour- 
agement which  the  presence  of  so  large  a  number  brought  to  her  heart  as 

|  ihe  realized  the  aid  which  the  Society  would  receive  from  their  advice  and 

■  counsel.  The  responsibility  carried  by  a  few,  would  be  shared  by  many. 
The  anxious  plans  and  deliberations,  that  the  foundations  of  the  Society 

|    might  be  wisely  and   firmly  laid,  would   now  become  less  a  burden  and 

more  a  delight  as  all  joined  hands  in  tjiis  work  for  Christ. 
!  She  referred,  briefly,  to  the  needy  homes  in  our  own  land,  and  to  the 

■  calls  for  help  from  wnm  11  in  fields  so  near  us,  who  are  praying  that  some 
missionary  may  bring  Ihe  Gospel  light  into  the  darkness  which  is  all 
around  them.  The  work  of  the  present  gathering  was  vast  in  its  impor- 
tance; the  needs  pressing  upon  the  Indies  enlisted  in  this  cause  seemed 
almost  sufficient  to  appall  one;  but  the  hand  of  God,  promised  to  all  his 
workers,  was  able  to  sustain  and  strengthen  in  the  ni'vereat  tiisk. 

Thus,  with  a  cheerful  spirit,  she  entered  upon  the  work  of  the  Ccnvcn- 
tion,  as  she  realized  the  new  inspiration  which  the  approval  and  co-opera- 
tion of  these  ladies  from  varied  parts  of  the  country  would  give  to  the  cause 
of  Home  Missions.

The  President,  Mrs.  Haves,  then  introduced  Bev.  I.  J.  Lansing, 
Stamford,  Connecticut,  as  speaker  of  the  evening. 

His  address  was  a  strong  and  eloquent  plea  for  the  evangelization  ol 
American  homes,  and  for  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety. His  words  carried  conviction  to  many  hearts,  and  he  retired  amid 
the  warmest  enthusiasm  of  the  audience.

Devotional  exercises  were  held  at  9.30  A.  M.,  led  by  Mre.  Col.  Sr-n 
of  Anamosa,  Iowa. 

At  10  o'clock  the  meeting  was  formally  called  to  business,  the  President 
in  the  chair. 

The  Minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  approved. 

Mrs.  Oliver  Mahcy  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ben- 
eficiaries. After  some  discussion,  on  motion,  the  report  was  referred  back 
to  the  Committee,  that  they  might  act  on  the  suggestions  offered  by  the 
Convention. 

A  communication  from  the  Woman's  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Interior, 
then  convened  in  the  Seventh  Street  Congregational  Church,  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Dr.  Hoyt,  inviting  the  ladies  to  attend  their  sessions. 

A  Committee  of  Two,  Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe  and  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver, 
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were  appointed  to  convey  fraternal  greetings  and  present  the  thanks  pf 
the  meeting. 

The  subject  of  union  between  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  being  brought  forward,  it  was  voted  that  the  whole  ques- 
tion involving  the  relations  of  the  two  Societies  should  be  referred  to  the 
General  Executive.  Board  for  decisive  action. 

Reports  from  conferences  were  again  called  for. 

Newark  Conference— The  Corresponding  Secretary  reported  by  letter,  and 
Mrs.  Hills,  a  visitor  from  that  Conference,  spoke  concerning  the  work.  The 
plan  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  considered  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Annual  Conference  in  1881,  and  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell  appointed 
Corresponding  Secretary.  There  has  been  a  general  interest  taken  in  the 
work,  which  promises  good  results  in  the  future.  Several  shares  have 
been  secured  for  the  Utah  Fund,  but  as  yet  no  auxiliaries  have  been 
organized. 

Louuriana  Conference — Mrs.  J.  C.  Hartzkll,  Corresponding  Secretary, 
being  detained  by  sickness,  reported  by  letter.  The  Home  Missionary 
work  has  been  established,  auxiliaries  have  been  formed,  and  a  good  work 
is  being  accomplished.

Reports  from  Auxiliaries  being  called  for,  Mrs  C.  S.  Fahrar,  of  Akron, 
O.,  reported  for  the  Auxiliary  at  that  place.    (See  page  24.) 

Three  questions  brought  before  the  Convention  by  Mrs.  Wm.  G.  Will- 
iams, were  referred,  by  motion,  to  a  special  Committee  on  Formulated 
Instructions  for  Auxiliaries — Mrs.  J.  M.  Dawson,  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  and 
Mrs.  L.  A.  Belt. 

The  final  report  of  the  Committee  on  Beneficiaries  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  Oliver  Makcy,  and  it  was  adopted.     (See  page  27.) 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  tbat  report,  a  Committee 
of  three  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Mrs.  K.  S.  Rust,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bayliss, 
and  Mrs.  A.  Weasel. 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived,  the  meeting  adjourned  till  2  P.  M. 


Wednesday  Afternoon. 

Promptly  at  2  P.  M.,  the  President  in  the  chair,  the  afternoon  session 
was  opened,  and  after  singing,  prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Hills,  of  Newark, 
New  Jersey. 

The  Minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  to  send  greetings  to  the  Juvenile  Band  at 
Ashland,  which  had  worked  so  nobly  for  Home  Missions. 

Reports  of  Standing  Committees  were  then  presented. 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Formulated 
Instructions  for  Auxiliaries,  which  was  adopted.     (See  page  27.) 

A  request  was  made  of  this  Committee,  that  it  prepare  a  set  of  rules 
governing  the  action  and  reports  of  Auxiliaries ;  but  there  not  being  suffi- 
cient time  for  accomplishing  this  before  the  close  of  the  Convention,  on 
motion  of  Mrs.  Culver,  a  Committee  of  Five  Conference  Corresponding 
Secretaries  was  appointed  to  prepare  such  rules,  report  to  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  after  their  approval  and  revision,  print  the  rules  in 
leaflet  form  for  general  distribution.  The  ladies  constituting  that  Committee 
are  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  Mrs.  Wm.  G.  Williams,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Cory,  Mrs.  E.'  C. 
Wright,  Mrs.  Oliver  Marcy. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Bayliss  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws.  On  motion,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  Constitution  for 
Juvenile  Societies  as  printed.  The  report  was  then  accepted  and,  on  mo- 
tion, taken  up  $eriatim.  The  items  of  the  report  elicited  much  discussion, 
but  were  each  adopted,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.  (See 
P"ge  27.) 
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Mrs.  Olivkr  Mabcy,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination  of 
Officers  (or  the  ensuing  year,  presented  her  report,  which  was  adopted. 
[See  lint  of  Officers  on  page  3.) 

A  gift  of  twenty  dollars  was  reported  as  received  from  Mr.  W«.  M. 
Akpt,  for  the  purpose  of  making  Mrs.  Ahpt  a  life  member  of  the  Society. 

On  motion,  it  was  voted  that  the  Treasurer,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  be  per- 
mitted to  insert  in  her  annual  report  the  moneys  received  at  the  present 
meeting. 

Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions,  offered 
the  following,  which  were  adopted  with  a  rising  vote :

The  business  of  the  convention  still  remaining  unfinished,  on  motion, 
it  was  voted  to  adjourn  till  7  F.  M. 


Wednesday  Evening. 

At  seven  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,  Mrs.  John  Davis  in 
the  chair. 

While  the  business  session  was  being  held,  a  large  audience  assembled 

in  the  lecture-room  of  St.  Paul  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  where  they 

|    listened  to  fine  addresses  by  Mrs.  Dr.  Oliver  Marcy,  of  Evanston,  Illinois, 

I    and  Mrs.  Col.  Springer,  of  Iowa.    These  ladies  held  the  close  attention  of 

1    all,  as  they  presented  the  claims  of  our  Home  Mission  Fields,  and  the  influ- 

|    ence  of  women  in  advancing  the  interests  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  our  land. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Minutes,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Cory  presented  the  report 

of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Intelligence,  which  was  adopted.    (See 

page  28.) 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone,  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Bayliss  were 
appointed  as  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  therein  recommended. 

Mrs.  Col.  Springer  read  a  partial  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
and  Mission  Fields.    It  was  accepted,  and  then  considered  by  separate 
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items.  The  first  item  was  adopted.  The  second  item  was,  on  motion, 
amended  to  $500  instead  of  $250,  as  an  appropriation  for  the  Indian  work. 
The  several  items  wore  read  and  adopted  ;  but  it  being  only  a  partial  report, 
it  was  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  completion. 

Later,  the  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  the  meeting,  being  small, 
be  made  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  act  upon  the  report 

On  motion,  $1,000  was  appropriated  for  Alaska,  and  $600  for  work  in 
Texas. 

On  motion,  $100  was  appropriated  to  frontier  work  in  Northern 
Michigan. 

The  report,  thus  completed,  was  adopted  as  a  whole.    (See  page  29.} 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clare,  a  Special  Committee  was  appointed  to 
confer  with  the  General  Missionary  Society  in  New  York. 

Mrs.  John  Davis  and  Mrs.  R.  8.  Rust  were  appointed  the  committee. 

Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  made  the  request  that  an  Assistant  Corresponding 
Secretary  should  be  appointed ;  and  it  was  voted  to  refer  the  subject  to 
the  General  Executive  Board,  with  the  instruction  to  appoint  such  an 
assistant. 

On  motion,  the  resolution,  referring  the  matter  of  union  between  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  and  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society, 
to  the  General  Executive  Board,  was  reconsidered. 

As  a  substitute,  Mrs.  It.  S.  Rust  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Raolved,  That  tbe  Committee  of  Conference  with  the  Missionary  Soci- 
ety be  instructed  to  arrange,  if  practicable,  for  a  union  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Pacific  Coast  with  the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  provided  the  Missionary 
Society  will  continue  necessary  appropriations  till  said  Society  is  strong 
enough  to  carry  the  whole  work. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

A  resolution  was  offered  that  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
take  into  consideration  the  interest  of  the  Indian  work,  and  unite  with 
other  societies  to  urge  upon  Congress  the  duty  of  abiding  by  the  treaties, 
and  of  making  provision  for  the  education  of  the  Indian  youth. 

This  was  adopted,  and  a  Committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Mrs. 
L.  D.  McCo.bc,  Chairman,  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham. 

On  motion,  the  Secretaries  wore  appointed  the  Publishing  Committee. 

Letters  of  congratulation  for  the  work  already  accomplished  and  true 
sympathy  with  the  cause  of  Home  Missions,  were  received  from  Dr.  Fow- 
ler, Dr.  Vincent,  Dr.  Kynett,  Chaplain  McCabe,  and  several  of  the  Bishops. 
Several  of  these  were  rend  by  the  Secretary.  On  motion,  it  was  voted  that 
these  letters,  or  extracts  from  them,  be  printed  with  the  Minutes. 

Mrs.  Davis  then  offered  her  sincere  thanks  to  the  ladies  who  had  so 
earnestly  co-operated  in  the  work  of  the  meeting,  and  spoke  of  the  bonds 
of  friendship  made  more  strong  in  the  mutual  service  for  Christ.  The  So- 
ciety felt  greatly  encouraged  by  the  deep  interest  that  had  been  awakened. 
The  large  attendance  of  pastors  from  various  Churches,  and  of  leading  citi- 
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tens,  as  well  as  their  frequent  expressions  of  sympathy  with  the  object, 
gave  assurance  of  its  future  success. 

Thus  with  the  feeling  of  joy  for  the  past,  and  inspiration  forthe  future, 
the  First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  drew

^OMAN'S  I7OME  CESSIONARY  SOCIETY 

METHODIST   EPISCOPAL   CHURCH. 


AKTICLE  I.      Mttmc. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE    II.-  Objects. 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
witti  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and 
missionary  work. 

ARTICLE  III.-   OrgHiiUaHou. 

Section.  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General 
Executive  Board,  and  reside  in.  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  anil  shall  consist  of 
the  General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sec.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be : 

(1.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  he  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in 
accordance  with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated ;  to  arrange 
with  the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by 
each  Conference,  and  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are 
complete,  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresiionding 
Secretary  of  the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 
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(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society 
may  demand ;  provided  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  interim,  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sac.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

(I.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

(2. )  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society  between  the  annual 
lions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording 
Secretary  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission  field,  to 
correspond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  all  needful  information;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work  which  will  be  accessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission  field,  and 
publish  the  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  annual 
meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only 
such  bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and 
Recording  Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in 
her  hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  the 
year  the  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the 
purpose. 

ARTICLE   IV.— Conference  Organisation. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's  dis- 
trict, a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer ;  (the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall  con- 
stitute the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  These 
officers  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till  others 
are  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

To  co-operate  in  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Society 
within  the  Conference  bounds;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  Meeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exercises;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that 
the  interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec  4. — (1.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  Bhall 
be  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treas- 
urer in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

(2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice-presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
ize Auxiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,  and  by  all  proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  and  zeal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
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I  Wies  in  the  work  of  the  Society  ;  to  organize  auxiliary  societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference ;  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  (o  effect  a 
ronferenee  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution ;  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
•Miliary  societies  within  the'  Conference,  With  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and  beneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference ;_  to 
forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Executive  ! 
Bnard  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society,  and  to  present 
an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly, 
keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.— Special  work.— Individuals,  auxiliaries,  or  Conference  Socie- 
tiea  may,  subiect  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Board,  and  of  the  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor  and   provide  for  the  ■ 

.  support  of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  they  may  also  educate  ben- 

I  etkiaries  selected  by  themselves. 

■  ARTICLE  V.-AuilllHry  Societies. 

Section  1.  Ten  or  more  women  who  shall  organize  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereby  lie- 
come  a  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.  And  the  pastor 
is  requested  to  report  the  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

Sec  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  no  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they 
shall  report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General 
Executive  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twenty  dollars  life  membership.  Anv  person  paring  one  hundred  dollars 
Khali  become  an  Honorary  Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  lor  life. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Relations  to  other  Branches  of  church  work. 

I  Section  1.  While  the  organization   known   as   the  Woman's  Foreign 

'    Missionarv  Society  confines  its  work  distinctively  lo  the  foreiijn  field,  this 
Society  will  engage  exclusively  in  missionary  labor  in  our  own  land. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  will  work  in  harmony  with,  and  under  the  supervi- 
sion of,  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  following  particulars: 

a.  The  appointment,  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  mission- 
aries shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

6.  The  fields"  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of 
this  Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

e.  All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  o'f  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  lo  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

«f.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionarv  Society  shall  not  he    I 
2  "  1 
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raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular  Church 
service,  nor  in  Sun  day-school  s,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing  members, 
life  members,  honorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  and  by  such 
other  methods  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  will  not  interfere  with 
the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

e.  All  funds  thus  raised  shall  belong  to  the  Society  to  be  used  by  the 
Executive  Board  as  in  their  judgment  shall  best  promote  the  interest  of 
the  general  work. 

Sec.  3.  «.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  shall  be  the  general 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societv. 

'■    "-  shall  receive  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive 


open  an  account,  and  credit  all  money  bo  received  to  the  said  Woman  s 
Home  Missionary  Society. 

He  shall  nay  only  on  the  order  of  the  proper  authorities  of  the 


Home  Missionary  Society. 

tl.  He  shall  render  accounts  at  such  times  (monthly  or  quarterly)  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Sue.  4.  The  Missionary  Societv  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church* shall 
act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman  s  Home  Mission""-  Siwiptv  in  nil  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  them  real  estutt 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  may  desire. 

Sec.  5.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  which  determines  its  work  for  the  year,  shall 
be  so  arranged  that  its  plans  may  be  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Missionary  Society  for  approval,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  November. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

(1.)  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Homb  Missionary  Society  shall 
end  November  1st. 

(2.)  Auxiliary  Societies— The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  specified  in  4th  and  5th,  "  By-Latn 
for  Auziliaria,"  December  15th,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and  September  loth. 

(3.)  Conference  Societies — The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer shall  send  tlieir  quarterly  reports,  as  prescribed  in  Article  IV,  Confer- 
ence Organization,  January  15th,  April  15th,  July  loth,  and  October  15th. 

(4.)  General  Executive  Board. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall 
furnish  the  reports  specified  in  Section  8,  Article  III,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  15th  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October.

REPORTS  OF  GONFERENGE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARIES. 

CENTRAL  OHIO  CONFERENCE.  * 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  this  Conference  was  organ- 
bed  at  the  session  ot  the  Conference  held  in  Marion,  September,  1681. 

The  Vice-presidents  and  District  Secretaries  were  chosen  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Presiding  Elders ;  but  many  of  the  ladies  thus  appointed 
without  previous  consultation,  declined  active  service. 

The  one  who  accepted  the  work,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Belt,  of  Marion,  has  been 
doing  excellent  service.  She  reports  five  auxiliaries  from  Delaware  Dis- 
trict, and  the  receipt  of  $161.70,  forty-one  dollars  of  which  was  given  for 
special  work.  There  has  also  been  organized  an  Auxiliary  at  Fremont, 
which  has  paid  sixty  dollars,  and  constituted  Mrs.  li.  B.  Hayes  a  Life 
Member. 

An  all-day  meeting  was  held  at  Lakeside  in  August,  presided  over  by 
Mr*.  Hayes,  at  which  addresses  were  made  by  Bishops  Wiley  and  War- 
ren, and  many  others,  arousing  much  enthusiasm  on  the  subject  of  Home 
Missions.  As  a  proof  of  its  success,  a  Lakeside  Auxiliary  was  formed, 
which  bids  fair  to  be  a  permanent  organization.

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CIHCINHATI  COHFEHEKCE. 

Tmc  work  was  organized  in  Springfield,  Ohio,  September,  1881.    

East  Cincinnati  District  there  have  been  formed  five  Auxiliaries,  five 
Juvenile  Bands,  and  two  Committees.  West  Cincinnati  District  has  nine 
Auxiliaries,  six  Bands,  and  three  Committees. 

Dayton  District  lias  one  Auxiliary,  one  Band,  and  one  Committee. 
There  are  two  Auxiliaries  in  Hiilsboro  District,  and  the  same  number  in 
Springfield  District.  One  Life  Member  has  been  reported  from  Ripley 
District.

EAST  OHIO  COSFEREHCE. 

In  this  Conference  ten  Auxiliaries  have  been  organized,  $324.04  have 

been  gained  for  the  General  Fund,  and  $25  for  the  Utah  Fund,  while  a 

pledge  has  been  given  that  five  hundred  dollars  will  be  contributed  next 

year.    One  hundred  dollars  of  last  year's  receipts  were  raised  in  Cleveland.

NORTH  OHIO  COHFEREHOE, 

This  Conference,  though  not  fully  organized,  promises  to  be  an  efficient 
helper  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

There  are  at  present  six  Auxiliaries  doing  active  work,  the  member- 
ship of  which  amounts  to  two  hundred.  The  Auxiliaries  have  contributed 
by  membership  fees  $138.65;  and  have  also  collected  forty  dollars  for  the 
Utah  Fund. 

Four  Vice-presidents  have  been  appointed,  and  they  anticipate  a  year 
of  Increased  interest  and  success  in  the  work.

ROOK  RIVER  COHFERESCE. 

Tbb  organization  at  Evanston  was  voluntary,  and  took  place  before  the 
Conference  Secretary  had  received  her  appointment.  This  Auxiliary  con- 
sists of  thirty-nine  members,  and  has  raised  one  hundred  and  fifty-two 
dollars,  sixty  dollars  of  which  was  for  the  Utah  Fund. 

The  work  of  the  Conference  Secretary  has  been  general.  Being  ap- 
pointed in  June,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  commence  the  work  by 
S relenting  it  at  the  Camp-meetings  and  tbe  Conference,  and  this  has  been 
one  with  the  following  results: 

At  the  Lake  Bluff  Missionary  Convention  a  society  was  organized  of 
fourteen  members,  and  $160  pledged  for  the  Utah  Fund.  At  Des  Flaines 
Camp-meeting  the  subject  of  Home  Missions  was  presented  in  connection 
with  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  an 
Auxiliary  was  formed,  consisting  of  sixteen  members,  and  $150  pledged 
for  the  Utah  Fund. 

The  work  in  Chicago  and  vicinity  has  been  commenced  on  the  plan  of 
a  Union  Society  of  the  Methodist  Churches.  This  plan  it  was  thought 
would  make  it  possible  for  weak  Churches  to  participate  in  the  work. 
Nothing  has  as  yet  been  attempted  by  pnblic  meetings  and  addresses  in 
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(he  city  to  arouse  attention  and  give  impulse  to  the  work.  This  is  an- 
I  ticipated  for  the  coming  Winter.  There  are  already  sixteen  members  in 
■  tee  Chicago  Union ;  total  amount  of  money  pledged,  $448.

ERIE   CONFEHEKCE. 

August  1,  1880,  an  Auxiliary  was  organised  in  Reno,  Penn.    This  Aux-  > 
iliary  wan  among  the  first  organized  in  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home 
I  Missionary  Society.     At  the  session  of  the  Erie  Conference,  held  in  Corry, 
[  Penn.,  Mrs.  Dr.  R.  S.  Rust  organized,  on  September  25,  1380,  the  Erie  Con- 
ference Society.    This  Society  has  been  reported  as  the  first  formed  in  the 
I  history  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

During,  the  first  year  our  Conference  Society  did  not  come  into  com- 
plete working  order ;  but  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  a  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Board  was  held,  and  the  work  bo  systematized  that  our  pro- 
gress lias  since  been  manifestly  accelerated.  At  this  meeting  our  Execu- 
tive Board  authorized  the  preparation  of  a  hand-book  of  reference  and  in- 
struction, which  was  published  and  has  been  supplied  to  the  officers  of  all 
oat  Auxiliaries  throughout  the  Conference.  From  the  first  movement  in 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  our  Conference, 
there  has  been  the  utmost  harmony  between  this  Society  and  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  because  we  saw  that  the  new  Society  was 
simply  the  remaining  part  of  the  great  commission  given  us,  "  Go  ye  into  all 
the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  A  number  of  our 
Auxiliaries  hold  their  monthly  meetings  con  jointly,  yet  having  their  organ- 
isations perfectly  distinct.  With  the  two  Presidents  on  the  rostrum,  the 
two  Secretaries  at  the  table,  and  the  programme  equally  divided,  the  har- 
mony of  effort  and  feeling  is  happily  maintained.  In  Franklin  District 
will  he  held,  in  a  few  days,  a  District  Missionary  Meeting,  in  which  both 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  Woman's  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society  will  unite,  being  represented  by  delegates. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in 
Erie  Conference  is  as  follows:  Number  of  Auxiliaries,  12.  (The  twelfth  was 
organized  at  close  of  year,  and  is  not  included  in  the  financial  statement.) 
So.  annual  members,  287 ;  No.  life  members,  3;  total,  290.  So.  Juvenile 
Societies,  3 ;  (No.  of  members  of  these  Societies  not  reported ;  the  third  of 
these  was  organized  at  close  of  year. )  Financial  statement :  Total  amount 
of  moneys  contributed  during  the  past  year,  $482.85 ;  total  number  of  boxes, 
1;  total  value  of  boxes,  ¥100.50;  total  moneys  and  boxes,  S583.35.  In  the 
above  amount  are  included  seven  shares  in  the  Home  Building  of  Suit 
lake  Seminary. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Erie  Conference  Society,  September  25, 
1880,  the  following  amount  has  been  contributed  :  Moneys,  8(105.42;  boxes, 
$161.50;  total,  $766.92.  We  move  slowly,  but  we  do  move,  and  we  move 
orucard.    To  God  be  all  the  praise.

NEW  ENGLAND  CONFERENCE. 

The  Annual  Conference,  in  1881,  cordially  approved  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  appointed  a  committee  of  ladies  . 
and  gentlemen  to  organize  a  Conference  Society.  This  was  accomplished 
during  the  year,  and  Auxiliaries  formed  at  Lynn  and  Maiden.  Also,  a 
missionary  was  supported  one  year  at  Chattanooga  by  the  efforts  and  con- 
tributions of  Rev.  V.  A.  Cooper.     In  March,  general  meetings  were  held  in 

.  churches  in  Boston  and  neighboring  cities,  and  since  then  five  Auxiliaries 
have  been  added  to  the  Conference  Society.  Last  year  three  beneficiaries 
were  aided  in  Clark  University,  Atlanta,  by   Mrs.  Dr.  Ladd,  who  contrib- 

!   utes  this  year  a  scholarship  of  fifty  dollars  annually.    Ladies  in  Maiden 
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contributed  six  life  memberships  before  the  organization  of  an  Auxiliary. 
The  Society  at  Lynn  Common  includes  one  life  member,  and  has  con- 
tributed to  the  Utah  fund.  It  pledges  for  the  coming  year  $100,  the  sum 
required  to  support  a  teacher  in  Utah.  The  outlook  for  the  work  in  the 
Conference  is  promising. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  was  unexpectedly  detained  from  the  An- 
nual Meeting,  and  sent  a  written  report.

This  conference  has  but  two  Auxiliaries,  one  in  Greensburg,  and  one 
in  Lawrenceburg.  The  former  was  organized  a  year  ago  in  July,  and  is 
full  of  enthusiasm  for  the  work.  From  this  Society  two  of  the  most  active 
Christian  missionaries  have  been  sent  to  labor  in  Ogden,  and  hence  it 
naturally  has  a  deep  interest  in  that  mission  field,  and  has  desired  tliat  its 
funds  shall  go  to  the  mission  work  in  Utah.

UTAH  CONFERENCE. 

The  Conference  has  not  been  organized,  but  a  Corresponding  Secretary 
has  been  appointed,  and  two  Auxiliaries  formed.  These  Auxiliaries,  one 
in  Ogden,  and  one  in  Salt  Lake  City,  are  doing  moat  effective  work.  There 
is  great  need  of  missionary  labor  all  through  this  State.  The  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  has  supported  teachers  in  the  schools  which 
were  established  in  Ogden  and  Salt  Lake  City  by  the  Parent  Missionary 
Society.  These  schools,  through  which  we  trust  to  reach  the  people  more 
quickly  than  in  any  other  way,  have  each  been  attended  by  more  than  one 
hundred  scholars.    The  teachers,  by  Christian  training,  try  to  open  their 
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eyes  to  the  Bin  within  their  own  homes,  and  to  show  them  the  parity  and 
nobleness  of  a  Christian  life.  These  youth,  well  educated,  with  hearts 
given  np  to  Christ's  service,  will  be  the  strongest  factor  in  transforming 
the  homes  and  Christianizing  the  people. 

The  Auxiliaries  in  these  places  have  also  divided  the  two  cities  inUi 
sections,  and  sent  out  Christian  ladies  to  visit  the  homes  in  each  section, 
thus  striving,  as  far  as  possible,  to  reach  the  hearts  of  the  Mormon 
women.  The  Ogden  Auxiliary  has  raised  during  the  year  over  two  hun-

AUXILIARY  OF  AXROH.  OHIO. 

The  Society  was  organized  January  7,  1881,  with  forty-six  names,  and 
his  increased  to  fifty-five,  at  present  actively  engaged  in  the  work.  We 
hive  one  life  member,  and  have  sent  to  the  aid  of  Miss  Cowgill's  work,  in 
New  Orleans,  three  boxes  of  clothing,  Bibles,  and  literature  for  Church  and 
Sabbath -schools,  valued  respectively  at  fifteen,  thirty-five,  and  seventy-five 
dollars.  The  Society  has  paid  $106.25  dues  to  theTreasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society.  Our  praver  is  for  wisdom  and  strength  to  go  on, 
though  we  are  sometimes  almost  discouraged  because  we  can  do  so  little 
when  the  need  is  so  great.

In  Akron  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  provided  the  organ- 
ization by  which  a  needed  local  work  was  accomplished.  Last  December 
it  appointed  a  committee  to  care  for  the  several  hundred  colored  people  in 
the  city  who  were  poor  and  in  need  of  Christian  sympathy  and  guidance. 
They  had  no  suitable  place  for  worship,  and,  besides,  were  embarrassed  by 
debt.  Aided  and  encouraged  by  these  ladies,  they  now  have  a  neat  and 
comfortable  church,  well  finished,  and  able  to  seat  over  two  hundred  per- 
sons. "The  Church  is  organized  with  trustees,  steward,  and  agO'Kl  Sabbath- 
sebool,  which  numbers  seventy  scholars,  and  has  a  library  of  lt>5  volumes. 
A  committee  of  ladies  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  aid  in 
the  superintendence  and  teaching."  This  has  been  secured  at  a  cost  of 
$8(S0.O6  in  money  and  contributions  of  seats,  books,  etc.,  given  by  the  citi- 
zens, outside  of  the  treasury  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  By 
developing  the  strength  of  the  Church  at  home,  the  Society  may  become  a 
blessing  to  every  community  where  it  is  organized.  And  in  proportion  as 
the  Church  is  strong  and  prosperous,  of  course,  will  be  its  ability  to  labor 
successfully  iu  the  mission  sections  of  our  own  country  and  in  other  lands.

REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SEGRETARY. 


"  The  object  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  to  enlist  and 
organize  tbe  efforts  of  women  to  co-operate  with  the  other  societies  and 
agencies  of  the  Church  in  behalf  of  women  and  children  in  our  own 
country,  who  are  in  need  of  Christian  help." 

The  Society  was  organized  in  Cincinnati,  July  6,  1880,  by  Christian 
ladies  of  this  city  and  vicinity,  but  it  did  not  enter  upon  its  work  till  tha 
Fall,  receiving  its  first  contribution  in  September,  and  sending  its  first  mis- 
sionary in  October. 

This  being  the  first  formal  representation  of  the  Association  in  an  an- 
nual report,  it  is  proper  to  refer  to  the  motives  which  led  to  its  organiza- 
tion, for  the  Woman  s  Home  Missionary  Society  did  not  have  its  origin  in 
the  impulse  of  hasty  thought  and  feeling  on  the  part  of  a  few  enthusiastic 
women  in  Cincinnati,  but  in  a  deep  and  widespread  conviction  in  the 
hearts  of  Christians  throughout  the  entire  Church.  The  sentiment  had 
been  strengthening  for  years  in  the  minds  of  many  earnest  men  and  women 
in  the  Methodist  Church,  that  there  was  need  of  a  special  work  in  behalf 
of  the  ignorant  and  neglected  women  and  children  in  our  own  land. 

Those  interested  in  establishing  our  missionary  and  educational  work 
in  the  South  and  West,  found  that  their  efforts  were  greatly  weakened  by 
the  conditions  of  want  and  wretchedness  and  vice  in  the  homes  of  the 
people;  that  the  teaching  of  the  pulpit  and  the  school  could  accomplish 
but  little  amid  so  much  demoralizing  influence.  They  appealed  to  the 
women  for  aid,  as  in  the  nature  of  the  case  it  was  a  work  that  could  not  be 
successfully  accomplished  bv  men.  The  women  of  the  Church  had  re- 
sponded to  a  similar  appeal  in  behalf  of  women  and  girls  in  foreign  lands, 
and  yet  of  the  more  than  one  million  female  members  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  lees  than  seventy  thousand  are  engaged  in  that  work. 
This  fact  gave  assurance  that  a  home  mission  work  could  be  carried  on 
without  hardening  the  Church  or  those  already  enlisted  in  the  foreign 
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work.  But  we  could  not  entertain  the  thought  that  those  whose  hearts 
had  been  touched  by  the  love  of  Jesus  in  behalf  of  our  benighted  sisters 
abroad  would  consent  to  have  their  sympathies  and.  charities  routined  to 
this  single  lienovolenee,  and  take  no  part  in  the  movement  of  bringing  to 
Christ  the  multitudes  that  nock  to  our  shored  and  the  neglected  ones  in 
destitute  parts  of  our  own  country.  In  common  with  our  brethren  we 
are  anxious  to  cast  our  bread  upon  all  witters,  and  participate  in  every  en- 
terprise designed  to  relieve  human  Buttering  and  save  the  world.  Our 
sisters  laboring  in  foreign  fields  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  organization  of 
this  borne  work.  Mrs.  Parker,  missionary  in  India,  and  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  others,  have  sent  mem- 
bership fees  for  the  Home  Society,  thus  joining  liands  with  us  in  the  effort 
to  save  this  country  for  Christ,  for  which  object  every  true  missionary  at 
home  or  abroad  has  great  solicitude. 

The  ladies  who  undertook  to  inaugurate  the  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary Society  were  inexperienced  in  such  work,  and  they  hesitated  to  as- 
sume the  responsibility  and  the  publicity  it  involved;  but  believing  they 
had  heard  the  call  of  the  Savior,  they  hastened  to  obey  his  command. 
They  knew  that  the  women  of  the  Church  did  not  realize  that  wretchedness 
and  heathenism  existed  to  such  an  alarming  extent  in  various  parts  of  our 
own  country,  and  that  the  enterprise  could  not  be  carried  forward  without 
great  labor. 

The  organization  of  a  new  society  was  not  undertaken  till  other  means  of 
accomplishing  the  work  had  failed.  Efforts  had  been  made  to  secure  the  ob- 
ject through  one  of  the  existing  societies  in  the  Church,  but  it  wits  found  that 
neither  of  them  was  so  organized  as  to  lie  able  to  include  this  special  work. 

Failing  to  secure  a  recognition  of  the  claims  of  tho  home  field  by  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which  was  the  only  association  in  tbe 
Church  controlled  by  women  that  could  co-operate  with  us  in  work  for 
women,  missionaries  were  employed  and  sent  by  private  enterprise  to 
needy  localities  in  the  South.  The  most  important  of  these  efforts  was 
that  inaugurated  in  New  Orleans  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hnrtzcll.  and  sustained 
through  several  vears  under  the  care  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society.  A 
mission  was  established  in  Atlanta,  originating  in  a  gift  for  "  Work  among 
Freedwomen"  by  the  mother  of  the  lamented  Bishop  Gilbert  Haven. 
Bishop  Warren  takes  a  deep  interest  in  this  work,  and  has  sustained  a 
missionary  at  his  own  expense  for  more  than  a  year  in  Atlanta,  and 
another  in  South  Carolina. 

The  last  General  Conference  approving  this  work,  and  the  demands  for 
aid  in  various  sections  of  the  country  being  so  urgent.  Christian  ladies 
felt  impelled  to  organize  a  Society  to  aid  in  evangelizing  the  destitute 
portions  of  our  country.  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societies  had  been 
organized   in    several    other   religious   denominations,   and    this    encour- 

rl  the  Methodist  women  to  organize  one  in  our  own  Church.  It  was 
an  encouraging  coincidence  that,  unknown  to  each  other,  and  almost 
at  the  same  time  the  organization  was  effected  in  Cincinnati,  a  similar 
movement  was  projected  m  Philadelphia,  favored  by  Bishop  Warren,  Dr. 
Kynett,  and  other  influential  persons  of  that  city.  But  the  greatest  en- 
couragement to  the  movement  has  been  given  by  Bishop  Wiley,  who  aided 
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The  fields  of  labor  of  the  Society  will  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  the  annual  sessions-  This  Board,  mode  up  of  delegates  from  all 
the  Conference  Societies,  will  select  the  localities  most  urgently  demanding 
missionary  labor,  and  appropriate  to  these  localities  the  money  which  the 
contributing  Conferences  have  placed  in  the  common  treasury.  A  great  im- 
pulse has  been  given  to  Christian  obligation  in  Churches  where  Auxiliaries 
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have  been  organized.  Committees  have  been  formed  to  lookafter  the  needs 
of  the  destitute,  and  to  bring  them  into  Christian  sympathy  and  Church 
fellowship,  thus  strengthening  the  Church  at  home. 

If  there  won  no  other  need  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
|    than  to  inspire  the  Church  to  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  suffering  ones  of  our 
great  cities,  it  would  have  an  important  field  of  usefulness.  Bui  it  is  toward    J 
the  frontiers  South  and  West  tliat  its  attention  should  now  he  specially    j 
directed,  leaving  to  prosperous  Christian  Churches  the  duty  of  providing 
j     for  those  requiring  aid  in  their  midst.     In  these  less  favored  sections  there    \ 
•re  dangers  from  the  ajgjressive  institutions  of  Mormonism,  the  wrongs  of    j 
the  Indians,  the  fearful  ignorance  and  degradation  in  New  Mexico  and    ' 
|    various  parts  of  the  South,  as  well  as  from  the  tide  of  immigration  flow-    j 
j     ing  in  upon  us  from  the   East  and  from   the  West,  that  may  well  claim 
1    the    attention   of  the   Christian   and   the   philanthropist,   and    cause   the 
statesman  and  the  patriot  to  tremble  for  the  safety  of  our  Christian  iu- 

Wuimin's  heart  beats  resixmaive  to  human  suffering,  and  she  hastens  j 
to  its  relief.  When  the  cry  ot  agony  from  the  hospitals  where  England's, 
warriors  were  suffering  anil  dying  swept  over  the  land,  Florence  Nightin- 
gale heard  the  sad  wail,  and  rushed  to  the  rescue,  and  the  world  resounds 
with  praises  of  this  heroic  act.  When,  in  the  hour  of  her  need,  America's 
sims  freely  laid  fame  and  home  on  the  altar  of  country,  and  thousands  of 
them  lay  bleeding  on  dismal  battle-fields,  or  were  suffering  the  torture*  of 
hunger,  cold,  and  fever  in  dreary  prisons,  the  women  of  the  nation  has- 
tened to  their  relief.  And  now  we  feel  certain  that  as  soon  as  the  women 
of  our  Church  know  that  millions  of  our  sisters  are  wearing  out  weary  lives 
of  wretchedness,  in  homes  of  poverty  and  degradation,  from  which  death 
furnishes  the  on.lv  relief;  that  multitudes  of  helpless  children  arc  coming 
into  these  raiserarjle  homes  to  enter  surely  upon  lives  of  vice  that  will  l>c 
I  continual  menaces  to  our  civilization,  they  will  come  to  their  aid  with 
■    prayer  and  consecrated  giving. 

Dear  sisters,  from  cabins  in  the  South,  and  Indian  wigwams,  and  aiiol>e 

houses,  and   Mormon   harems,  and  Chinese  quarters,  hands  are  reaching 

out   to  us  for  help;  wistful,  yearning  faces  are  turned  toward  us,  pleading 

with  dumb  eloquence  for  counsel  and  guidance.    Shall  we  turn  a  deaf  ear 

I    to  their  appeal,  and  grant  them  no  relief  ? 

I  A  plaintive  wail  of  human  misery  is  vibrating  through  the  laud.    It 

J    has  reached  the  ear  of  God,  and  the  Savior  stands  pleading  in  their 

'     behalf,  assuring  us  that  if  we  shall  render  assistance  to  the  least  of  these 

suffering  ones  we  shall  do  it  unto  Him. 

WHAT  HAS  BEEN  ACCOMPLISHED  BY  TUB  SOC1E 

Miss  Josephine  Cowgilt  has  been  two  years,  and  Miss  Beeken,  Mrs. 
Bon  t  ley,  and  Mrs.  Williams  each  one  year  in  'New  Orleans ;  Miss  James  one 
year  in  Chattanooga  and  one  year,  in  Atlanta ;  Mrs.  Bristol  one  and  one- 
half,  and  Miss  Kimball  and  Miss  Abbott  each  one  year,  in  Atlanta ;  Miss 
Lamp  ton  one  season  in  Nashville;  Mrs.  Dun  ton  two  years  in  Greenville 
District,  South  Carolina ;  Mrs.  Bristol  and  Mrs.  Lewis  since  December  in 
Savannah,  Georgia ;  in  Utah,  Miss  Bardwelt  has  been  one  year  in  Sail  Lake, 
and  .Miss  Smith  and  Miss  Daily  each  one  vear  in  Ogden.  Others  have 
labored  without  salary  in  destitute  places  tor  shorter  periods  of  time. 
These  ladies  have  studied  the  needs  of  their  respective  fields,  and  have 
adopted  the  line  of  work  best  calculated  to  benefit  the  people. 

In  Sew  Orleans,  Miss  Cowgill  and  Miss  Beeken  devoted  themselves  to 
family  visitation  and  to  Sunday-school  and  evangelistic  work,  inspiring  the 
people  to  improve  their  homes,  educate  their  children,  and  live  honest 
'■"■m.    Industrial  schools  have  been  established,  in  which  women  and  girls 

prepared  for  practical  life.    The  labors  of  these  ladies  in  New  Orleans 
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have  been  greatly  blessed,  and  the  poor  people  look  upon  them  as  angels  of 
mercy.     We  quote  from  the  monthly  report  of  one  of  them : 

April — Thirty  days  of  labor.  Visited  377  families;  gave  eighty -three 
Bible  readings:  addressed  twenty-two  sewing-schools  and  children's  meet- 
ings ;  brought  into  these  meetings  during  the  month  920  i>ersons ;  aided  In 
seven  Sunday  -schools  and  other  meetings;  brought  into  Sunday-schools 
twentr-five  persons." 

ti.TR.  Bristol,  Miss  Kimball,  and  Miss  Abbott,  in  Atlanta ;  Miss  Lamp- 
ton,  in  Nashville,  and  Mrs.  Lewis,  in  Savannah,  have  conducted  a  mission 
work  of  the  same  character;  their  labors  yielding  abundant  fruitage  of 
Souls  saved,  thriftless  homes  changed  to  neatness  and  comfort,  and 
lives  inspired  to  purer  motives  and  higher  efforts. 

Miss  James  commenced  her  labors  among  the  colored  people,  but  she 
found  so  much  wretchedness  and  poverty  among  the  whites,  that  she  felt 
compelled  to  give  much  of  her  time  to  them.  The  sufferings  of  the  people, 
resulting  from  ignorance  and  vice,  were  truly  heartrending,  and  she  was 
distressed  that  slie  could  not  do  more  to  relieve  their  wants. 

Mrs.  Dunton  has  had  a  wider  field.  Her  husband  is  presiding  elder 
in  the  South  Carolina  Conference,  with  eighty  eliarges  in  his  district,  and 
she  has  accompanied  him  on  his  visits  over  ttie  district.  During  two  years 
of  labor  she  has  organized  Sun  day -schools  in  nearly  every  charge,  and 
with  an  average  attendance  of  seventy-five.  She  addresses  the  people,  en- 
forces the  laws  of  health,  the  sanctity  of  the  family  relation,  and  gives  in- 
struction in  the  practical  moralities  essential  to  the  Christian  home.  She 
has  organized  thirteen  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Unions,  with  a 
membership  of  over  fifteen  hundred,  and  juvenile  temperance  societies  in 
nearly  every  Sunday-school;  and  through  these  influences  8,500  persons 
have  signed  the  temperance  pledge  in  this  district,  and  the  Prohibition 
ticket  triumphed  at  the  late  election. 

When  we  remember  that  in  large  sections  of  this  country  seventy-five 
per  cent  of  all  the  people,  white  and  colored,  above  ten  years  of  age  are 
uneducated,  and  that  ignorance,  superstition,  and  vice  go  hand  in  hand,  we 
can  appreciate  the  blessing  that  the  efforts  of  Christian  ladies  are  to  these 
communities.  They  find  pastors  who  do  not  own  a  Bible,  and  could  not 
read  it  if  they  did,  and  Churches  and  Sunday-schools  deplorably  destitute 
of  everything  necessary  to  carry  on  the  services  intelligently. 

The  ladies  engaged  in  Utah  have  taught  in  the  schools  established  by 
the  Missionary  Society  in  Ogdeii  and  Salt  Lake  City.  They  have  visited 
the  homes  of  the  people  wherever  they  could  gain  access  to  them,  winning 
the  confidence  of  the  Mormon  mothers,  and  securing  the  attendance  of 
their  children  at  school.  These  Mormon  Territories  offer  a  promising  field 
for  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  pulpit  can 
not  successfully  reach  the  people,  as  Mormons  do  not  enter  the  churches, 
and  few  Gentiles  in  Mormon  communities  have  courage  enongh  to  favor 
such  services.  Adult  Mormons  are  very  rarely  converted  to  Christianity, 
but  the  children  can  be  reached  by  Christian  education,  and  ladies  are 
much  more  successful  than  men,  as  only  ladies  can  gain  access  to 
the  homes. 

SPECIAL  WORE. 

In  view  of  the  peril  to  our  Christian  institutions  from  Mormonism,  bj 
women,  we  take  the  deepest  interest  in  the  overthrow  of  that  system  of  in 
iquily,  and  believing  that  Christian  education  is  essential  to  the  protectioi 
of  the  people  front  this  delusion,  and  that  a  Christian  school  well  estab- 
lished in  the  center  of  Mormonism  will  be  a  power  for  good,  the  Society 
has  appealed  to  the  Church  for  $5,000,  to  erect  a  home  and  boarding  de- 
partment for  the  Seminary  at  Salt  Lake  City.  That  sum  has  been  divided 
into  five  hundred  shares  of  ten  dollars  each,  and  friends  have  been  asked 
to  aid  by  taking  one  or  more  of  these  shares.  We  earnestly  appeal  for  the 
full  amount  required  to  complete  the  building  before  September,  1883. 
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BBKETICIABIEa 

There  are  thousands  of  promising  young  girls  in  the  South  and  West 
who  have  not  the  means  to  attend  school.  A  comparatively  email  sum, 
judiciously  appropriated  to  their  use,  will  enable  these  young  persons  to 
remain  in  school  long  enough  to  fit  themselves  for  usefulness.  The  schools 
established  by  the  Church  offer  to  students  an  opportunity  to  meet  a  part 
of  their  expenses  by  service;  fifty  dollars,  and  often  twenty-fivo  dollars, 
wilt  enable  a  girl,  with  what  she  and  her  friends  ran  providc;  to  remain  in 
school  a  year.  Such  assistance  has  been  rendered  to  pupils  in  Central 
Tennessee  College,  the  Ladies'  Seminary,  Augusta,  Ky. ;  Clark  University, 
■  j  Atlanta,  Ga. ;  East  Tennessee  University,  Athena,  Tenn. ;  Clafiin  Uni- 
I  versity,  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  and  Cookman  Institute,  Jacksonville,  Fla.  Ap- 
|  !    peals  lor  aid  have  come  to  us  from  Utah,  Arizona,  and  New  Mexico.

!The  record  of  this  pioneer  of  the  Juvenile  Societies  is  highly  creditable, 
and  can  not  fail  to  stimulate  others  in  this  good  work.  They  have  aided 
four  beneficiaries — two  white  and  two  colored  girls,  $05;  Camp  Washing- 
ton Mission,  $25;  Fairmount  Mission,  S25;  church  improvements,  $35.33;

The  Society  has  had  no  paid  agents  or  officers  to  organize  the  work, 
and  the  burden  has  fallen  heavily  on  a  few  Women  who  nave  done  what 
they  could  in  organizing  Auxiliaries,  and  collecting  funds  in  such  localities 
as  they  could  reach.  The  enterprise  has  been  approved  by  formal  action 
in  forty-three  of  our  Annual  Conferences.  Ministers  readily  appreciate  the 
imjiortance  of  lifting  up  the  neglected  women  of  the  country,  for  they 
know  that  if  thev  are  left  in  ignorance  and  degradation,  future  generations 
will  feel  the  terrible  effects  of  this  neglect,  and  tiie  beat  hopes  of  the  Nation 
will  be  blighted.  The  chief  hindrances  to  the  rapid  inauguration  of  this 
,  movement  nave  been  the  hesitancy  felt  by  some  in  welcoming  a  new  society 
into  the  Church,  the  indifference  of  another  class,  and  the  prc-occu patio n  of 
many  in  other  branches  of  Church  work.     Notwithstanding  these  embar-

terwting  tact  that  the  first  auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Homo  Missionary 
Society  was  organized  at  St.  Paul  Church,  Delaware,  O.,  July  27,  1880,  and 
the  second  was  organized  at  Reno,  Pcnn.,  August  1,  1880,  by  Mrs.  C.  V. 
Calver,  and  the  first  Conference  Societv  was  formed  at  Corry,  Pcnn.,  Erie 
Conference,  September  27,  1880. 

CONFERENCE   SECRETARIES 

Have  been  appointed  in  fourteen  other  Conferences,  while  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties have  been  formed  in  Churches  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
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The  deep  interest  felt  in  the  Society  by  those  laboring  in  mission  si 
tions  is  a  strong  testimony  to  the  utility  of  its  work.     Societies  have  been 
formed  in  many  of  these  outposts  of  the  Church,  and,  although  thoy  work 
under  many  discouragements,  thoy  have  the  strongest  faith  in  its  ultimate 
success. 

At  Salt  Lake,  the  ladies  of  the  Society  divided  the  citv  into  sections, 
and  arranged  to  visit  Mormon  families  wherever  they  could  gain  access  to 
them. 

At  Ogrlen,  the  ladies  have  labored  with  energy  and  success. 

An  Auxiliary  of  fifty-two  members  has  been  formed  in  the  Cheyenne 
Nation,  Indian  Territory.  They  heard  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society,  and  believing  it  a  good  work,  organized  a  Society,  and  sent  this 
request:  "The  members  are  willing  to  work  if  they  know  how.  We  ask 
your  prayers  and  advice,  that  our  infant  Society  may  prove  a  blessing  both 
to  others  and  ourselves." 

The  West  Texas  Conference  has  special  claims  upon  our  sympathy. 
omen  within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference  organized  a  Society,  raised 
money,  and  collected  materials  for  aid  of  the  aged  and  the  needy  in  their 
midst.  This  Society  has  paid  fifty  dollars  into  the  general  treasury  in  addi- 
tion to  its  local  disbursements.  Kindred  organizations  throughout  the 
South  might  be  established,  and  a  large  amount  of  money  collected,  coul ' 
suitable  persons  be  found  to  act  as  agents  in  the  execution  of  this  plar 
This  would  develop  self-reliance  among  the  people  and  furnish  stimulus 
for  effort  and  improvement 


WOMAN  8  HOME 

Communications  have  been  received  from  this  association  proposing 
a  union  of  the  two  Societies.  Its  work  is  in  behalf  of  the  Chinese  people 
in  their  midst,  and  is  carried  on  under  the  care  ol  the  Missionary  Society. 
A  union  of  the  branches  of  the  Women's  Home  Mission  Work  of  tlie 
Church  seems  very  desirable,  and  if  the  contemplated  arrangement  for 
co-operation  with  the  Missionary  Society  be  effected  the  work  of  women 
for  women  in  this  country  will  probably  be  transferred  to  this  Society. 


Funds  to  enlarge  the  work  where  it  has  been  commenced  and  estab- 

h  it  in  new  and  needy  localities.     Our  Society  should   support   twenty 

teachers  the  coming  year  in  the  Mormon  Territories,  as  many  more  among 

the  Indians  and  the  people  of  New  Mexico,  and  scores  would  not  meet  the 

demand  in  the  South. 

Homes  for  Our  Missionaries. — To  moke  the  work  permanent  and  ef- 
fective, the  missionary  should  have  a  home.  The  one  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  is 
exerting  a  very  beneficial  influence. 

Literature. — The  successful  development  of  the  work  demands  a  me- 
dium through  which  to  communicate  intelligence  and  facts  representing 
the  work  and  its  necessities.  The  Church  papers  have  been  kind,  and  we 
acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  courtesy  and  assistance  rendered,  but  the 
Society  needs  an  organ  of  its  own  that  it  may  awaken  a  new  interest  in 
mission  work  in  our  land. 

Recommendations. — We  believe  the  strength  and  resources  of  the 
Church  would  be  enlisted  more  fully  and  intelligently  for  benevolent  en- 
terprises by  securing  relations  of  sympathy  and  mutual  support  between 
the  workers  in  our  mission  fields  and  the  Church  at  home,  and  that  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  may  greatly  aid  the  cause  of  Christ  by 
becoming  the  agency  to  effect  this  object.  A  missionary  in  the  frontier 
could  be  placed  in  care  of  a  prosperous  Church  and  a  special  bureau  be 
established  to  arrange  the  details.    There  are  hundreds  of  Churches  that 
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would  cheerfully  collect  and  forward  a  box  of  clothing  each  year  worth  o 
or  tiro  hundred  dollars  for  the  comfort  of  the  pastor  and  the  destitute  of 
the  Church  and  Sabbath-school.  If  two  thousand  Churches  were  enlisted 
for  this  object  and  each  should  contribute  a  box  worth  fifty  dollars  a  year, 
it  would  aggregate  8100,000.  Correspondence  would  naturally  be  entered 
into  between  the  parties,  thus  insuring  to  the  Church  missionary  intelli- 
gence that  would  secure  large  collections  for  all  our  Church  benevolences. 
These  pioneers  of  the  Church,  suffering  privations  and  discouragements, 
ire  toiling  to  establish  its  altars  in  our  frontiers,  anil  they  ueed  the  sympa- 
thy and  prayers  of  the  Church  at  home. 

Sabbath-schools  might  engage  in  a  kindred  enterprise  without  inter- 
fering with  the  missionary  collection,  except  to  increase  it.  A  Christmas 
offering  could  be  made  to  "  Home  Missions,"  each  scholar  contributing 
KHnething,  from  picture  cards  or  a  book  to  a  garment  Cor  a  destitute  child. 

CONCLUSION. 

Women's  responsibility  in  this  Home  Missionary  work  is  increased  by 
the  consideration  that  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  our  own  land  that  only 
women  can  do.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  our  Church  are 
women,  and  it  depends  upon  them  to  make  and  preserve  homes  of  intel- 
ligence and  purity  where  ignorance,  Mormonism,  and  vice  attempt  to  de- 
grade them. 

The  grandeur  of  this  mission,  who  can  measure.  Our  country  is  the 
most  inviting  field  of  Christian  effort  in  the  world.  Its  territory  is  im- 
mense, its  soil  is  productive,  its  resources  boundless,  its  jicople  are  intelli- 
gent and  active,  and  its  institutions  are  free.  The  streams  of  immigration 
are  pouring  into  it  a  million  of  people  a  year;  more  foreign  people  come 
to  our  shores  than  we  could  reach  in  distant  lands. 

In  this  country  they  are  free  from  caste  anil  the  chains  forged  by  centu- 
ries of  formalism,  and  they  are  ready  to  yield  to  the  genial  influence  of  our  in- 
stitutions, and  to  be  moulded  into  Christian  communities.    These  elements 


.  )  fruitful  of  good  if  properly  cared  for,  hut  if  neglected  they  become 
the  elements  of  danger  and  death,  and  a  few  generations  will  settle  the 
question  whether  we  shall  be  governed  by  Mormonism  and  infidelity  or 
by  morality  and  religion. 

It  is  evident  that  to  secure  the  highest  efficient?  of  the  Society  as  a 
power  for  good  in  the  Church,  it  must  work  in  cTose  and  harmonious 
co-operation  with  our  other  benevolent  societies,  particularly  the  Mission- 
ing Woman's  work  in  the  mission  sections,  South  and  (Vest,  must  bo 
carried  on  in  connection  with  that  of  the  Missionary  Society.  The  Church 
only  can  garner  and  make  effective  the  work  of  the  teacher  and  the 
missionary. 

The  work  thus  presented  may  not  be  deemed  of  great  importance,  but 
H  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  largely  preparatory,  sowing  the  fields  to 
be  cultivated,  ascertaining  its  merits,  adjusting  its  organization  to  the 
ability  and  sphere  of  its  workers,  and  to  the  associations  already  existing  in 
the  Church.  Foundation  work  is  never  showy  or  attractive,  until  supple- 
mented by  beautiful  and  majestic  structures.  Our  grand  old  Missionary 
Society  had  a  similar  history,  raising  only  eight  hundred  dollars  the  first, 
■  thousand  the  second,  and  twelve  hundred  the  third  year,  and  any  make 
i  great  mistake  who  estimate  this  movement  of  the  women  bv  the  little 
band  of  missionaries  sent  into  the  field,  and  the  few  thousands  collected 
for  their  support.  These  are  only  indicative  of  the  spirit  of  the  founders, 
snd  are  the  first  fruits  of  the  abundant  harvests  of  the  future. 

When  we  take  into  consideration  the  vastness  of  this  field  of  Christian 
effort,  the  little  attention  given  to  it  bv  the  women  of  our  own  Church,  not 
nntil  lately  organizing  any  effort  in  its  behalf;  when  we  realize  the  im- 
portance of  this  work  and  attempt  to  estimate  its   far-reaching  influence 
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for  good,  and  the  grout  work  already  accomplished  in  this  field  by  the 
women  of  sinter  CI  lurches,  it  seema  evident  that  the  women  of  our  own 
Church  should  hesitate  no  longer  to  enter  this  field  and  take  an  active 

Krt  in  the  effort  to  save  our  country  from  the  dangers   that  threaten  it 
•m  the  multitudes  pouring  into  it  from  abroad,  as  well  as  from  the  mill- 
ions of  ignorant  and  degraded  citizens  at  home.

Mas.  R.  S.  Rust,  Cor.  Secretary  of  the  Woman'*  Home  Muuionary  Society: 

I  very  much  regret  that  I  can  not  be  present  to  participate  in  the"  Anniver- 
sary exercisesof  the  Woman's  Homo  Missionary  Society,  but  it  is  necessary 
forme  to  leave  on  Monday  morning.  It  is  not  necessary  to  say  to  you  and  your 
immediate  associates  that  I  highly  appreciate  and  am  in  nearly  sympathy 
with  your  Society  ;  hut  I  may  write  you  a  few  lines  that  may  show  to  others 
how  much  I  am  concerned  for  the  success  of  your  new  Society.  A  few 
years  ago  I  was  among  the  first  to  hail  the  birth  of  the  Woman  s  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  and  to  welcome  it  to  a  place  among  the  missionary 
activities  of  our  Church.  I  felt  that  the  time  had  then  come  in  the  cir- 
"  i  foreign  countries,  when  the  women  of  the 


Church  might  take  an  efficient  and  personal  part  in  the  groat  missionary 
work,  by  directing  their  efforts  to  the  needs  of  women  in  the  fields  where 
the  Church  was  working.  I  have  watched  with  great  admiration  and 
thankfulness  the  growth  and  steadily  increasing  strength  and  efficiency  of 
that  organization.  I  have  been  glad  to  see  how  promptly,  earnestly,  wisely, 
and  successfully  these  ladies  could  enter  into  their  work,  ami  have  re- 

f'jiccd  in  the  evidences  that  God  has  accepted  and  blessed  their  labors. 
t  was  a  timely  organization.  I  think  I  can  now  as  clearly  see  that  the 
time  has  come,  when  the  zeal,  wisdom,  and  devoteducss  of  our  Christian 
ladies  are  also  needed  in  connection  with  our  mission  work  at  home;  that 
we  need  now  for  our  home  work  what  we  saw  the  need  of  then  in  our  for- 
eign work ;  that  women  must  work  for  women  in  the  mission  fields  of  our 
own  country,  as  well  as  for  the  women  of  foreign  lands.  God's  providence 
brought  into  life  the  former  organization  in  due  time ;  in  the  same  timely 
way  God  is  bringing  your  organization  into  the  great  field. 

1  need  not  take  your  time  to  speak  of  these  inviting  fields  and  open 
doors  for  womanly  activity  in  the  mission  work  of  our  own  country.  Doubt- 
less these  fields  will  be  the  subjects  of  discussion  in  your  meetings.  The 
fact  that  one-half  our  missionary  work  is  in  the  United  States,  and  that  one- 
half  of  our  missionary  funds  are  necessarily  expended  at  home,  indicates  that 
our  own  land  furnishes  an  ample  field  for  genuine  and  necessary  mission- 
ary labor.  And  if  the  work  of  women  has  been  found  to  be  a  valuable, 
and  now  an  indispensable,  auxiliary  to  our  foreign  work,  it  is  evident  that 
the  same  kind  of  activity  can  be  made  an  important  adjunct  to  our  home 
work.  To  my  mind  the  work  of  Christian  women  for  their  needy  sisters 
in  our  own  country  is  now  as  indispensable  as  for  the  foreign  work.  And 
the  work  must  be  much  of  the  same  kind ;  namely,  women  working  in  the 
homes  of  women,  and  in  the  education,  emancipation,  and  uplifting  of 
women  wherever  they  are  wretched,  or  ignorant,  or  down-trodden.  Alas  I 
there  are  multitudes  of  such  women  in  this  fair  land,  and  it  is  fully  the 
time  when  their  better-favored  sisters  should  come  to  their  help. 

But  I  only  meant  to  express  my  hearty  appreciation  of  your  Society, 
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your  meetings,  and  guide  you  in  all  wisdom  in  completing  your  organiza- 
tion and  in  planning  for  the  future.

Rev.  Dr.  J.  M.  Rfjo  has  given  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety his  "  fullest  sympathy,  and  has  been  its  warm  friend  and  adviser. 
He  was  invited  to  address  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
but  was  unexpectedly  called  out  of  the  country.  We  make  the  following 
extracts  from  his  eloquent  address  delivered  at  Chautauqua,  July  28th. 
where  a  series  of  meetings  were  held  in  the  interest  of  the  Society.  Said 
Dr.  Reid : 

_ "  I  come  to  bring  you  a  God-speed  in  this  new  and  special  work  upon 
which  von  have  beenVleased  to  enter.  .  .  .  The  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  would  be  false  to  every  principle  upon  which 
it  is  founded,  if  it  did  not  welcome  you  to  this  groat  work.  .  .  .  We  profess 
to  be  engaged  in  a  business  that  has  been  prompted  by  a  burning  deBire  to 
bring  the  whole  race  Ui  Christ.  So  vast  an  undertaking  as  to  spread  the 
glorious  Gospel  over  the  whole  world  needs  the  employment  of  every  Chris- 
tian man  and  woman  and  child.  .  .  .  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has 
always  given  the  first  place  to  the  home  work." 

The  speaker  dwelt  upon  the  claims  of  the  Chinese  women  and  girls 

npon  our  own  shores,  the  freedwomen,  the  Spanish  yesicans,  the  Indians, 

the  Italians;  and  said  that,  as  the   Missionary  Society  h:id  given   to  the 

Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  the  woman's  work  in  foreign  lands,  so 

1   "We  want  to  pass  over  to  you  all  our  schools  among  the  Indians;  we  want 

Ito  pass  over  to  you  all  our  schools  in  Utah ;  we  want  you  to  take  our  schools 
and  orphanages  in  New  Mexico,  some  of  which  are  vacant  to-day  because 
we  are  not  able  to  give  them  that  supervision  which,  I  am  sure",  a  ladies' 
association  would  give  to  them.  We  want  you  to  do  a  like  work  in  Ari- 
I  »na.  ...  Do  you  know  that  there  are  fifty'  thousand  Indian  children  in 
this  country  as  heathen  as  the  Indians  in  the  north-west  provinces  of 
Hindostan;  savage,  untutored,  knowing  nothing  of  God,  growing  up  to  be 
men  full  of  blood-thirstiness  and  of  hatred,  from  whose  hands,  if  yon  would 
teach  them  the  Gospel  of  Christ,  you  would  take  the  sword,  anil  out  of 
their  hearts  the  spirit  of  revenge;  and  your  prayers  and  your  toils  might 
|   (five  wars  that  would  coat  the  nation  millions  of  dollars? 

"About  the  women  of  Utah  :  I  sometimes  think  that  polygamy  is  only 
the  least  of  the  abominations  in  Utah,  and  yet  how  great  an'  abomination 
thatis,  and  how  it  threatens  the  very  life  of  the  nation.  .  ,  .  Sisters,  it 
seems  strange  to  me  that  these  sistereof  yours  have  waited  so  long.  I  have 
:  wondered  that  you  have  been  silent  so  long.  They  are  waiting,  the  women 
|  of  Utah  have  groaned;  the  Indians  have  remained  in  their  heathenism. 
They  have  waited.     You  have  lived  amid  your  ceiled  dwellings ;  you  have 
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prayed  and  sighed  for  the  Kingdom  of  God ;  but  Dot  until  now  have  you 
made  a  special  visitation  to  those  at  your  doors.  Thank  God,  you  are  going. 
[Amen.]  A  Mister's  hand  is  to  be  outrcaehed  (o  these  sisters  of  yours,  and 
you  are  to  lift  them  up.  They  are  to-day  ignorant ;  they  are  degraded;  they 
arc  unhappy;  they  are  unsaved.  You  are  to  give  them  your  hand  and  lift 
them  up  to  knowledge,  to  virtue,  to  happiness,  to  holiness,  and  to  heaven. 
God  speed  you  in  the  work."

"  Why,  I  hear  them  tread ;  they  are  on  my  track,  and  my  soul  meas- 
ures up  to  the  stupendous  question,  what  is  to  become  of  us?  Are  we  to 
have  an  infidel  community,  a  drinking  community,  a  Sabbath -breaking 
community;  are  all  the  traditions  of  our  fathers  to  be  swept  away?  Three- 
fourths  of  these  emigrants,  it  is  estimated,  are  paupers.  W  e  know  that  very 
many  of  thoin  are  criminals.  A  large  number  of  them  are  the  very  best  of 
people,  and  some  of  them  bring  money  with  them,  hut  yet  these  propor- 
tions mu.st  be  borne  in  mind.  They  come  here,  thev  settle  down  in  com- 
munities; there  are  towns  and  cities  springing  up  almost  before  you  know 
it;  they  have  their  old  traditions,  their  old  customs;  they  will  found  an  old 
town,  an  old  city,  unless  you  carry  to  them  a  little  American  thought  and 
American  feeling.  They  know  nothing  about  the  witness  of  the  Spirit  and 
the  hope  of  everlasting  life  that  warms  my  soul  and  yours,  unless  you  carry 
it  to  them.  God  has  sent  them  here,  I  verily  believe,  for  the  purpose  that 
you  should  go.  Go !  in  the  name  of  God,  go !  And  go  quickly !  Do  n't  let 
tins  Society  be  ten  years  organizing,  for  I  tell  you  that  these  communities 
crystallize  with  wonderful  rapidity  into  a  form  out  of  which  thev  can  not 
be  taken.  .  .  .  Let  this  Society  have  all  the  means  that  may  DO  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  its  great  and  glorious  work  throughout  the  earth.  Dr.  Vin- 
cent put  it  rightly.    Wliat  we  want,  to  save  this  nation,  is  the  family."

Dear  Friends, — Your  pleasant  and  suggestive  letter  of  October  2d  is 
before  me,  and  I  take  this  earliest  opportunity  to  reply.  I  have  given  the 
subject  a  good  deal  of  thought,  and  I  see  a  field  where  much  important  work 
must  be  done.    There  arc  a  million  homes  in  the  South  among  the  colored 


people,  and  twice  as  many  more  among  the  poor  whites  of  the  South  that 
need  some  one  to  enter  with  new  ideas  and  new  spirit,  that  they  may  be 
elevated  into  Christian  homes.    This  work,  gentle  ladies,  lies  at  your  feet. 


There  arc  families  of  missionaries  on  the  frontier  and  among  the  pioneers 
that  could  be  blessed  with  many  comforts,  were  on  efficient  agency  at  work 
in  the  field.  There  is  a  sad  voice  from  the  broken-hearted  women  of  Utah 
that  has  already  penetrated  the  ear  of  God  and  must  soon  reach  the  heart 
of  the  Christian  women  of  this  land.  This  work  is  seeking  somebody's 
feet,  where  it  may  fall  and  plead.  I  sec  no  reason  why  this  angel  of  benev- 
olence, SO  full  of  aymj  "'  '  '"■'  '  '' 
something  to  do,  may 
usefulness  in  these  fields,  so  wide,  so  vast,  and 

In  the  workings  of  your  Society,  the  relations  suggested  by  the  condi- 
tions sent  forward  from  our  Board  seem  to  me  a  great  advantage  to  you  and 
of  tbe  least  embarrassment  to  us.  The  Societies  ought  to  be  essentially 
one,  for  tbe  Church  is  one.  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  while 
having  sufficient  independence  to  secure  zeal  and  enthusiasm,  and  sufficient 
responsibility  to  insure  frequent  pressure  from  obligation,  ought  to  be  sub- 
■*"    ■  ■  r.    You  have  much  to  make 

a  question  of  consultation  of 
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committees  in  reference  to  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  may  be  embarrassed  bv  some  practical  difficulties ;  yet 
tbe  end  can  be  reached  either  by  sending  forward  the  action  of  your  Com- 
mittee to  our  Committee,  or  possibly  by  a  joint  meeting  on  your  appropria- 
tions, though  this  latter  does  not  seem  to  me  so  practicable. 

The  candor  of  your  very  welcome  letter  leads  me  to  volunteer  a  sug- 
gestion at  a  point  where  I  apprehend  possible  peril.  The  chance  to  repair 
i  parsonage  or  its  furniture,  or  to  employ  a  visitor  in  a  home  Sunday-school, 
or  to  make  over  clothes  for  the  poor  children  connected  with  the  Church, 
and  have  this  reported  as  missionary  contributions  would  be  a  strained  use 
of  tiie  word  "missionary"  in  your  name.  It  would  also  quite  certainly  en- 
■ble  over-cautious  people  to  put  off  their  old  clothes  upon  the  Lord's  poor 


the  conviction  that  they  were  making  a 
sionary  contribution.     I  am  certain  this  point  wauls  to  bo  very  carefully 
guarded. 

I  will  not  ask  you,  ladies,  to  pardon  the  frankness  and  directness  of  ray 
statements,  for,  as  I  understand  it,  these  suggestions  and  views  are  exactly 
what  you  have  written  for.  I  think  too  much  of  the  great  work  being  com- 
mitted to  your  care,  not  to  utter  my  utmost  word  to  help  you.  I  know  you 
will  pardon  me  for  saying  that  your  ability  and  your  judgment  in  such  crit- 
ical matters  will  find  whatever  value  there  may  be  in  these  suggestions. 
May  I  say  that  I  have  a  high  appreciation  of  the  spirit  that,  turns  away 
from  comfortable  and  quiet  nomes  to  the  rattle  of  railroad  trains  in  sun- 
shine and  storm,  and  to  the  disquietude  and  suffocation  of  sleeping  cars,  in 
Summer  and  Winter ;  that  exchanges  the  pleasures  of  a  circle  of  Christian 
friends  in  the  midst  of  the  comforts  and  refinements  of  our  modern  civiliz- 
ation for  the  chaffing  and  nagging  of  public  careers  that  are  certain  of  only 
two  things — vanishing  fame  and  abiding  criticism. 

May  tb,e  Lord  bless  yon  in  your  heroism  and  crowd  abundant  work 
into  your  lives,  for  the  deeds  done  in  the  body  arc  the  steps  by  which 
mortals  rise  to  the  conspicuous  ranks  of  the  skies.  Believe  me  always 
yonr  friend,  C.  H.  Fowler,  Corresponding  Secretary.

"Tub  moat  finished,  the  most  splendid,  the  most  pathetic  work  of 
ancient  eloquence,"  is  the  oration  of  Demosthenes  "On  the  Crown."  It 
grew  out  of  ft  proposal  to  recognize  the  civic  worth  of  the  great  orator  by 
presenting  him  with  a  crown  of  gold.  Against  this  movement  of  his 
friends,  his  enemy,  Machines,  had  opposed  a  powerful  speech. 

Detnoethenes,  replying,  speaks  on  the  simple,  personal  ground  of  his 
m  deserviug;  and  though  the  subject  might  seem  too  narrow  to  be 
worthy  of  his  effort,  the  great  Attic  orator  makes  it  the  occasion  of  pre- 
senting the  claims  of  justice  to  one  patriotic  citizen  in  the  light  of  nil  its 
relations  to  religion,  to  national  honor,  and  to  virtue;  bo  that,  from  a  per- 
sonal subject,  he  deduces  and  elaborates  these  high  principles  in  their 
ii versa]  application. 

Similar  in  occasion  and  character  is  one  of  the  greatest  speeches  in 
classic  English  by  the  most  philosophical  of  British  statesmen,  that  of 
Edmund  Burke,  "On  the  Nabob  of  Arcot's  Debts."  When,  after  a  night's 
debate,  Burke  arose  in  Parliament  to  plead  for  justice  in  administering  the 
affairs  of  a  petty  Indian  prince  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  globe,  one  would 

■cely  have  supposed  it  possible  that,  from  a  subject  apparently  so  limited 

.  unimportant,  he  could  have  deduced  so  broad  and  majestic  a  speech. 
Tracing  the  connection  of  those  small  and  distant  events  with  the  whole 

y  of  justice  and  humanity,  he  really  made  his  plea  for  these  outraged 
sentiments  as  illustrated  and  embodied  in  the  maladministration  of  the 
affairs  of  an  unknown  and  otherwise  inconsequential  ruler. 

Since  in  subjects  so  narrow  the  profound  thinking  of  great  minds  can 
trace  such  comprehensive  principles,  what  might  we  not  expect  if  minds 
like  those  should  undertake  to  explain  to  us  a  subject  of  the  magnitude  of

that  presented  to  us  in  the  pious  and  philanthropic  project  of  Home  Evan- 
gelization embodied  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Soci- 
ety?  In  this  era  of  great  subjects  of  which  so  many  are  continually  press- 
ing upon  our  attention,  the  speaker  of  moderate  powers  is  to  be  congrat- 
ulated that,  while  lacking  the  ability  of  the  masters  of  speech,  he  is  called 
upon  to  plead  causes  so  great  that  their  merest  outline  is  impressive,  mat- 
ters so  vast  that  an  unadorned  sketch  of  their  proportions  arrests  and 
commands  attention. 

Inspired  by  the  manifest  merits  of  a  theme  so  grand,  let  us,  in  a  mi 
ner  however  humble  and  with  ability  however  inadequate,  review  the  great 
principles  and  the  wide-reaching  effects  of  Home  Evangelisation. 

You  scarcely  need  to  be  reminded  that  this  Society  is  composed  of 
Christian  women  who,  prizing  their  own  homes  and  perceiving  in  contrast, 
with  sorrow  and  pity,  the  degradation  of  thousands  of  families  throughout 
the  United  States,  have  banded  themselves  together  to  elevate  the  sunken 
mid  degraded  to  a  Christian  plane.  This  they  propose  to  do  by  sending 
representative  women  into  these  miserable  families,  whose  work,  begun 
with  the  female  members  of  the  household,  shall  be  directed  to  making  a 
home  of  cleanliness,  order,  intelligence,  and  piety. 

At  once  you  perceive  a  difference  between  the  immediate  purpose  of 
this  Society  and  that  of  the  other  evangelistic  and  missionary  agencies 
with  which  we  are  familiar.  Our  general  Missionary  Society  'directs  its 
efforts  to  the  conversion  and  elevation  of  the  individual  men  and  women 
to  whom  it  sends  its  messengers.  The  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  attempts 
the  mental  and  spiritual  education  of  the  students  in  its  schools.  In  both 
these  plans  the  objective  point  of  effort  is  the  individual.  But  in  t 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  the  object  to  which  effort  is  directed 
is  the  home  as  such,  in  its  corporate  unity  and  relationships.  Those  Soci- 
eties propose  to  devote  their  chief  attention  to  making  the  man  a  Christian 
disciple  in  his  relations  to  God.  But  this  Society  proposes  equally  to  make 
a  Christian  son,  a  Christian  husband, a  Christian  father;  in  a  word,  to  make 
Christian  in  their  fundamental  home  relations  every  member  of  the  fam- 
ily. In  directing  their  efforts  to  the  salvation  of  the  home  they  conceive 
that  the  individual  is  not  alone,  and  that  he  is  to  be  regenerated,  not  as 
alone,  but  as  united  to  others  in  necessary  and  permanent  relations  by  the 
ordinance  of  God. 

The  account  ot  the  institution  of  the  family  as  given  in  Genesis  ii,  is 
as  striking  as  it  is  obviously  truthful.  There,  as  prevailing  at  the  dawn  of 
creation,  in  condensed,  convincing  words  is  stated  the  deep  yet  plain  phi- 
losophy, "  It  is  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone."  Neither  his  course  of  life 
nor  the  method  of  his  education,  neither  his  work  nor  his  destiny,  can 
be  considered  as  though  he  were  alone  because  he  is  vitally  united  to 
others  in  the  family.  This  sacred  institution,  the  first  which  God  ordained— 
before  the  Church,  containing  the  Church ;  preceding  the  State,  embracing 
the  State — is  worthy  of  the  wisdom  of  God  both  os  to  the  time  and  man- 
ner of  its  ordination.    The  family  contemporaneous  with  the  individual  is 
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(he  body  of  which  he  is  forever  u  part;  and  hie  relations  to  it,  and  its  rela- 
tions to  hint,  can  never  be  dissociated  from  his  individual  life. 

Is  justifying  and  encouraging  the  work  of  tbis  Society,  whose  objective 
point  of  missionary  work  is  the  home,  we  find  convincing  reason,  first  of 
ill,  in  that, 

I. 
Tux  Home  is  the  Unit  of  Society. 
By  the  nnit  of  society  we  mean  the  germ  from  which  the  existence 
and  order  of  society  spring.  In  familiar  phrase  wc  say  that  the  unit  of 
measure  of  length  is  an  inch,  a  foot;  the  unit  of  money  ia  a  cent,  a  dollar, 
ud  the  unit  of  a  living,  physical  organism  is,  we  are  told,  a  cell.  So  the 
nnit  of  human  society  is  the  Home.  It  is  the  cell  in  which  exist,  and 
from  wbich  are  developed,  all  individuals  and  communities.  Whatever 
change  for  the  better  can  be  wrought  in  the  germinal  cell  must  be  for  the 
improvement  of  its  fully -developed  product,  and  one  would  naturally 
fappoee  that  the  surest  and  easiest  way  to  produce  great  changes,  in  the 
full-grown  offspring  would  be  to  make  those  changes  in  the  unexpnnded 
germ.  The  improvement  and  regeiieration  of  society  can  better  be  effected 
through  the  transformation  of  its  unit,  the  home,  than  by  any  other  process. 
This  theory  which  I  have  stated  does  not  command  universal  assent. 
Two  theories  are  possible,  one,  that  the  family  is  the  social  unit,  the  other, 
that  the  unit  of  society  is  the  individual.  By  the  formes  the  salvation 
of  society  is  to  be  wrought  through  the  uplifting  of  the  family,  by  the  latter 
the  conversion  and  culture  of  the  individual  is  made  the  source  of  social 
improvement.  So  practically  are  these  two  theories  related  to  life  and  ac- 
tion that  to  direct  our  practice  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  determine 
wbich  of  the  two  is  correct. 

1.  Certain  it  is  that  the  individual  is  not  the  physical  unit  of  society. 
Society  can  not  spring  from  one  person,  but  demands  two  for  its  origination 
and  in  its  beaven-ordained  form  no  more  than  two.  No  less  is  it  true  that 
undue  attention  to  the  education  of  the  individual,  to  what  we  may  rail  the 
culture  of  individualism,  pursued  at  the  exj>ense  of  neglecting  the  family, 
is  positively  injurious  and  destructive  to  society.  The  tendency  in  our  age 
is  to  cultivate  the  individual  at  the  expense  of  the  family,  and  so  to  the 

manifest  detriment  of  society.     We   might  justly  call  this  the  age  of 

individualism. 

The  excessive  development  of  the  spirit  of  personal  liberty,  until  men 
we  irreverent  toward  law,  both  divine  and  human,  assaults  and  threatens 
■11  governments,  and  the  times  are  producing  monstrous  rebellions  against 
tie  wholesome  restraints  of  just  and  necessary  laws.  Wc  call  those  inani- 
iratations  in  the  political  world,  Nihilism  in  Russia,  Socialism  in  Germany, 
ud  Communism  in  Prance,  England,  and  America. 

2.  Russia,  especially,  ia  a  theater  of  dread  and  dangerous  revolution 
Uirough  tbis  cause.  The  liberation  of  her  serfs  and  the  great  spread  of  gen- 
eral and  higher  education  have  been  accompanied  by  the  growth  of  that 

L_ 
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hostility  to  government  whose  manifestoes  are  as  savage  as  they  are  insane. 
Where  shall  we  seek  the  cause  whose  effect  is  anarchy  contending  with 
despotism  ?  I  answer,  you  may  find  the  cause  of  Russian  Nihilism  in  the 
fact  that  Russia  has  no  pure  homes.  From  the  guarded  czar  in  his  Win- 
ter palace  on  the  Neva  to  the  peasant  in  his  hovel  on  the  wide  steppes  there 
is  scarcely  a  pure  home  to  be  found  in  the  empire.  Through  a  Russian 
refugee  who  escaped  the  horrors  of  Siberian  exile,  now  laboring  in  this 
country  to  reform  his  fatherland,  I  am  informed  that  the  real  root  of  Nihil- 
ism is  that  no  pure  and  sacred  home  life  is  actual  or  possible.  The  soldiery, 
representatives  of  arbitrary  power,  stationed  in  every  place,  are  accustomed 
to  demand  of  the  householder  his  wife  and  daughters  for  their  lusts;  and 
he  can  not,  dare  not,  refuse  at  his  peril.  If  he  says  nay,  he  is  disposed  of  by 
a  power  as  cruel  as  the  grave.  Selfish  lust  makes  its  demands,  and  the 
home  is  ruined  to  gratify  them.  Rottenness  in  the  family,  degradation  of 
the  home  co-exist,  therefore,  in  the  dominions  of  the  czar  with  an  ungov- 
erned  selfishness  which  despises  all  government,  contemns  all  restraint. 
Until  in  the  home  the  principle  of  subordination  to  government,  with  un- 
selfish regard  to  others'  welfare,  is  taught  and  enforced,  there  can  never  be 
peace  or  stability  in  Russia. 

3.  But  come  to  our  own  New  England,  and  read  there  a  page  of  kindred 
facts  so  nearly  related  to  us  as  to  be  more  really  startling.  To-day  in  that 
favored  section  of  the  United  States  there  doubtless  exist  more  personal  lib- 
erty and  a  higher  grade  of  knowledge  than  at  any  former  period  of  her 
history.  Schools  and  colleges  are  multiplied,  and  students,  male  and  female, 
throng  their  portals.  The  standard  of  individual  knowledge  ia  more  ele- 
vated, information  is  more  widely  distributed,  and  general  social  reforms 
are  better  supported  than  ever.  But  look  at  the  serpent  that  lurks  in  tbe 
midst  of  this  Eden.    To-day,  in  New  England,  sins  against  the  family  are 

re  numerous  than  ever  before.  There  are  fewer  marriages,  more  di- 
ces, and  greater  licentiousness.  To  a  document  affirming  these  shock- 
ing facts,  issued  by  the  New  England  Divorce  Reform  League,  we  have 
the  signatures  of  the  eminent  Theodore  D.  Woolsey,  Ex-president  of  Yale 
College,  John  D.  Long,  Governor  of  Massachusetts,  Bishop  Paddock,  of 
Boston,  General  Chamberlain,  President  of  Bowdoin  College,  and  others, 
representative  men,  among  the  most  careful,  judicious,  and  honored  sons 
of  New  England.  The  lamentable  facts  thus  affirmed  of  New  England  are 
true  of  the  far-famed  Western  Reserve  of  Ohio,  and  of  Cook  County,  Illi- 
nois, in  which  is  situated  Chicago;  sections  of  the  West,  representative  of 
its  best  intellectual  life  and  individual  power.  Who  can  for  even  a  mo- 
ment doubt  that  one  principal  cause  of  these  sins  is  found  in  that  theory 
of  society  so  prevalent  in,  these  sections  which  exalts  the  individual  to  the 
disparagement  of  the  family ;  and  equally,  who  but  sees  that  a  theory  of 
society  which  makes  the  home  its  unit,  and  home  piety  and  morality  its 
gauge,  is  the  only  basis  on  which  to  organize,  maintain,  or  regenerate  society? 

4.  The  curse  which  threatens  ruin  to  New  England  fell  on  ancient 
Rome.    She  declined  to  her  fall  not  because  wealth  had  diminished  within 
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her  borders — the  days  of  her  poverty  were  daya  of  power — nor  because  she 

,  bid  not  a  good  form  cf  go  eminent  and  a  wise  code  of  laws,  together  with 

increased  learning  and  the  prsjt.ue  of  historic  renown.     But  the  families  of 

|  Home  grew  corrupt.    Selfishness  sou  ;';t  gratification  in  the  exercise  of  lust 

while  it  evaded  family  cares.     Men  who  had  neither  wives  nor  children 

used  to  be  brave  in  war  or  self-denying  in  peace.    Gibbon  tells  its  that 

ic  of  her  emperors,  perceiving  the  cause  and  hoping  to  stay  the  manifest 

decline  of  the  empire,  offered  presents  and  honors  to  those  families  where 

the  largest  number  of  children  were  raised  up.    But  ail  in  vain.    Too  late 

i  be  attempted  to  turn  the  tide  against  a  selfish  individualism  which  would 

not  sacrifice  its  own  licentiousness.    And  so  Rome  fell  because  her  families 

tre  destroyed,  and  with  them  her  virtues  and  her  valor. 

5.  But  rejecting  the  theory  of  individualism,  see  how  truly  the  home  is 
e  unit  of  society.  Not  one  objection  can  hold  against  this  view.  (1.)  The 
borne  ib  the  physical  unit  from  which  society  has  its  existence.  (2.)  It  is 
the  social  unit,  whose  relationships  are  essential,  most  readily  confessed, 
most  binding.  (3.)  It  is  the  unit  of  the  Church,  having  in  father, 
mother,  and  child  the  best  earthly  representation  of  the  Divine  Trinity, 
and  of  the  organized  and  spiritual  fellowship  of  Christians.  (4.)  It  is  the 
unit  of  the  state,  its  government  being  at  once  intelligent,  kind,  and  neces- 
:,  a  pattern,  an  ideal  state.  (5.)  And  it  is  the  type  and  foretaste  of 
heaven,  than  which  no  higher  type  is  known  to  man.  Not  one  danger 
s  from  pushing  this  idea  i.f  the  home  to  the  extremest  limit,  and  from 
the  ntmost  attention  to  home  culture  only  good  can  come. 

Therefore,  in  bending  their  efforts  upon  the  home  as  the  objective 

point  of  their  labors,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  have  planned 

with  rare  wisdom.    Let  that  sacred  home  center  be  elevated  in  the  love  of 

•  its  members  and  in  the  ideas  of  society,  and  the  Gospel  has  at  once  its 

most  fruitful  field  and  its  most  blessed  illustration. 
i  Let  no  one  suppose  in  turning  the  power  of  the  Gospel  primarily  upon 

'  the  family  as  the  unit  of  society  that  therefore  individual  regeneration 
■  and  improvement  is  likely  to  be  forgotten,  or  that  in  restraining  an  exces- 
1  give  development  of  individualism,  the  personal  salvation  and  culture  of 
I    men  will  be  neglected.     On  the  contrary, 

II. 
i  Ths  Home  is  tub  Best  School  op  Personal  Culture. 

I  In  attempting  the  salvation  of  the  family  as  a  whole,  the  Woman's 

Home  Missionary  Society  gives  the  l>est  and  largest  culture  to  every  indi- 
vidual.    What  shall  we  do  to  lift  each  person  to  the  highest  plane  of  life';1 

1   What  surroundings  and  methods  best  serve  that  purpose  ? 

We  are  agreed  that  personal  culture  should  he  carried  to  the  highest 
limit  of  excellence.    But  what  is  culture  and  what  is  its  product?    Culture 

I    to  be  worthy  of  the   name  must  produce  character.     Knowledge  of  facts 

!    does  not  constitute  it.     Encyclopedias  of  information   do   not  include  it. 
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The  possessor  of  mnch  knowledge  may  have  no  wisdom ;  he  may  have 
largo  capacity  and  little  ability,  great  talent  and  no  usefulness.  Indeed,  by 
one-sided,  ill-judged  methods  of  education,  the  individual  may  be  made  nor 
only  less  useful  but  positively  more  harmful  to  society  than  as  if  he  were 
untaught.  All  true  culture  must  form  character.  The  one  is  the  producet, 
the  other  the  product.  And  what  makes  character?  Character  in  made  by 
settling  the  mind,  the  heart,  and  the  will  in  great  fundamental  principles 
by  which  one  can  live,  and  live  right,  and  character  is  a  mind  and  heart 
established  and  confirmed  in  right  principles.  Conduct,  good  conduct, 
must  be  the  expression  of  character,  while  right  principles  of  conduct  con- 
stitute its  essence.  The  properly  taught  and  cultivated  man  must  rever- 
ence law,  submit  to  government,  practice  self-restraint  and  unselfishness, 
hold  life  itself  subordinate  to  high  principle,  and  possess  a  love  of  God 
and  of  man  which  shall  supply  steady  motive  power  for  incessant  industry. 
Benevolence  toward  others — all  the  many  possible  expressions  of  unselfish 
love — must  furnish  the  inspiration  and  direct  the  manifestation  of  his  life. 
Where  shall  these  principles  be  learned,  and  in  what  school  shall  they  be 
so  clearly  taught  and  so  deeply  implanted  in  the  soul  that  tbey  can  never 
be  uprooted?  I  answer  in  the  home.  Here  is  the  natural  nursery  and 
field  of  exercise  for  every  principle  necessary  to  that  character  which 
pleases  God  and  blesses  mankind. 

1.  Among  the  first  and  most  necessary  lessons  to  be  learned  in  forming 
character  is  that  of  subordination  to  law  and  reverence  towards  its  rightful 
executor.  This  is  the  first  principle  of  religion  as  it  is  of  civil  citizenship, 
The  child  born  in  the  home,  as  soon  ae  he  comes  to  years  of  understanding, 
finds  himself  under  a  strong,  intelligent,  wise,  and  kind  government.  He 
looks  up  into  bis  father's  face,  and  sees  there  as  in  a  mirror  the  strength  of 
God ;  into  his  mother's,  and  sees  God's  love.  Their  power  to  control  him, 
their  right  to  do  so,  the  wisdom  and  love  with  which  they  rule,  are  all 
obvious  to  his  mind.  Their  government  is  for  his  good,  and  if  he  does  not 
understand  ail  its  reasons,  he  can  not  doubt  its  motives.  The  idea  he  thus 
gains  of  government  and  law  is  immeasurably  superior  to  that  which  can 
be  obtained  through  purely  mental  observations  and  general  investigations. 
Slowly,  by  painful  experience,  a  man  may  learn  that  he  is  in  a  universe  of 
law,  that  if  a  stone  falls  on  his  head  it  will  crush  him;  but  then  as  is  too 
frequently  the  case,  the  stone  itself  is  not  harder,  more  impersonal  and 
unsympathetic  than  is  the  idea  of  law  and  its  origin  and  executor  which 
it  brings  to  his  mind.  And  so  if  left  to  learn  the  first  principle  of  life, 
subordination  to  government,  from  nature,  man  may  become  an  atheist 
with  a  total  misconception  of  the  nature  and  spirit  of  God's  government. 
But  how  easy  a  transition  from  the  observation  of  parental  love,  taking 
its  place  as  the  gracious  and  benevolent  guide  of  a  feeble  life,  to  the  con- 
ception of  our  Father,  God,  who  made  and  upholds  and  redeems  us  in  the 
unspeakable  tenderness  of  his  goodness,  righteousness  and  love! 

Tims  governed  and  accepting  the  true  theory  of  government,  the  child 
learns  his  place  in  the  state,  sees  in  government  the  necessary  and  benevo- 
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lent  expression  of  social  order  and  possible  progress,  and  is,  in  spirit,  the 
patriotic,  public-spirited  citizen,  living  in  the  fear  of  God,  before  lie  passes 
from  under  the  parental  roof. 

2.  Another  essential  principle  of  character,  demanded  by  a  manly 
culture,  is  to  own  the  mastery  of  a  great  controlling  affection  by  which 
onr  personality  is  molded  and  controlled.  The  boy  becomes  the  man, 
and  love  springs  up  in  his  heart  toward  his  equal  of  the  opposite  sex.  He 
wooes  a  maiden  for  a  wife  and  love  possesses  his  soul.  We  need  not  at 
length  celebrate  the  transforming  power  of  this  ennobling  passion,  which 
when  pore  exercises  so  blessed  a  supremacy  over  the  mind  and  heart.  He 
who  is  possessed  by  it  gains  by  giving,  and  in  the  equality  of  another 
whose  union  with  him  is  through  love  and  honor  and  truth,  he  learns  to 
consecrate  himself  unselfishly  to  a  ruling  principle  for  which  it  is  a  hap- 
piness to  live  and  die. 

Forbearance,  mildness,  and  mutual  service,  the  duties  and  the  rewards 
of  love,  thus  find  their  places  in  his  life  and  character.  The  family  rela- 
tion has  become  a  school  which  tenches  him  that  love  is  stronger  than 
death,  and  that  self  is  subordinate  to  a  higher  and  holier  principle  than 
mere  self-care. 

3.  Let  me  name  another  high  principle  which  is  the  product  of  home 
culture.  It  is  the  principle  of  self-restraint,  the  use  of  all  our  powers  in 
subordination  to  reason  and  religion.  For  the  natural  and  just  restraints 
upon  appetite  are  found  in  the  responsibility  resulting  from  the  care-of 
offspring.  By  himself  and  selfishly  regarding  his  own  desires,  a  man  may 
be  reckless  of  the  consequences  of  indulgence,  but  in  the  family  lie  learns 
the  far-reaching  consequences  and  vast  responsibility  which  should  govern 
the  activity  and  regulate  the  indulgence  of  all  his  powers.  He  seen  his 
child  lie  in  the  cradle.  It  can  not  feed  nor  clothe  nor  watch  over  him, 
nor  even  care  for  itself.  It  can  do  nothing  for  him  which  unholy  selfish- 
ness could  ask.  But  for  that  child  he  gladly  labors  and  sacrifices  and  suf- 
fers, receiving  full  compensation  in  the  smile  which  in  its  helplessness,  it 
gives  him,  and  in  the  baby  ways  which  touch  nnd  enrich  his  heart.  It  is 
not  unworthy  of  the  dignity  of  this  elevated  theme  to  say  Unit  when  a 
father,  wakened  in  the  night  by  the  cry  ol  his  little  child,  relieves  a  weary 
mother  by  taking  it  with  large-hearted  love  into  his  strong  arms,  he  in  that 
act  knows  more  of  an  exalted  and  ennobled  manliness  than  ever  a  selfish 
man,  careful  only  of  his  own  ease,  can  find  on  earth.  The  labors  for  his 
children  with  no  hope  of  repayment  other  than  the  immaterial  hut  eternal 
rewards  of  love  and  gratitude,  lift  a  man  to  that  height  of  self-sacrifice 
which  in  its  larger  exercise  has  made  the  patriot  die  for  his  country,  the 

I  martyr  for  his  God. 

4.  The  traits  and  training  essential  to  the  development  of  manly 
I  character  are  no  less  demanded  for  that  of  woman.  Every  woman  should 
|  bow  the  high  purpose  which  is  involved  in  consecration  to  home  and 

borne  life,  and  looking  forward  to  it  with  a  chaste  ambition  as  the  throne 
to  which  she  may  come,  should  be  so  educated  as  to  be  best  qualified  for 
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its  duties.  Observe,  I  do  not  say  that  it  is  her  duty  to  learn  this  or  that 
sort  of  household  work,  or  even  to  understand  it  But  I  do  affirm  that 
she  should  look  on  the  duties  and  ministries  of  home  as  a  field  for  the 
acquisition  and  exercise  of  the  highest  graces  of  life. 

If  there  be  a  mode  of  education  for  women  which  destroys  her  rever- 
ence for  wifehood  and  motherhood,  that  method  is  her  enemy  and  the 
equal  foe  of  the  whole  human  race.  Better  that  the  female  colleges  of  tl 
land  were  razed  to  the  ground  than  that  they  should  proceed  to  make  ii 
tellcctual  but  selfish  women  who,  despising  the  home,  seek  only  to  shine 
in  positions  of  selfish  ease;  as  better  for  men  that  the  learning  of  the 
universities  were  unknown  than  that  they  lose  the  love  of  home,  a  desire 
to  assume  its  responsibilities,  and  a  just  valuation  of  the  culture  which 
comes  from  its  priceless  experiences.  The  woman  who  supposes  that  l< 
influential  she  must  take  a  public  position,  forgets  tbat  the  broadest 
empire  of  humanity  is  under  the  home  roof,  and  thence  extends  the 
scepter  which  sways  the  world.  To  parade  in  silks  and  jewels  c 
streets,  to  stand  radiant  with  self-admiral  ion  under  the  gaslights  of  the 
ball-room,  may  seem  to  a  selfish  woman  the  most  satisfying  type  of  life. 
In  those  positions  she  is  not  at  the  climax  of  womanliness;  she  is  only  a 
doll.  But  under  the  mild  light  of  home  love  and  adorned  with  the  jewels 
of  her  household  graces,  she  is  a  queen,  an  angel  of  mercy  blessing  the 
world.  When  she  reverences  wifehood  and  motherhood,  involuntarily  we 
reverence  her. 

Who  can  doubt  from  this  suggested  outline  of  a  culture  which  forms 
that  great  essential  character  that  the  home  is  its  first  and  natural  school, 
and  that  the  evangelization  of  tbe  borne  secures  the  regeneration  of  the 
individual  members  of  that  home? 

Laying  firm  hold  on  this  true  theory  of  individual  culture,  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  undertaken  in  its  work  the  broad- 
est basal,  personal  education. 
Once  again  I  commend  the  purpose  and  work  of  this  Society  because, 

III. 
The  Home  is  the  Central  Objective  Point  or  Reformatory  Work  a 

the    Stbonqbst   Subjective  Human   Force   in   Accohpi 

Reform. 

In  the  human  body  are  nerves  which,  like  the  lines  of  telegraphic 
wire,  are  the  conveyers  of  each  impression  to  its  destined  and  ordered 
place.  And  there  are  also  centers  or  knots  of  nervous  tissue  known  s 
ganglia,  whose  office  seems  to  be  not  primarily  to  carry  impressions,  but 
like  the  relay  cups  of  a  telegraphic  battery,  to  store  up  and  upon  occasion 
to  give  out  the  force  which  the  message  needs.  In  the  body  of  human 
society  while  many  agencies  transmit  the  forces  which  work  for  its  regen- 
eration, the  family  seems  to  be  the  special  ganglion  of  power  which  gen- 
crates,  treasures,  and  transmits  the  most  powerful  influences  to  the  sur- 
rounding mass. 
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Great  evils. are  about  us,  giant  vices  and  legalized  crimes  whose 
destructive  influences  affect  every  part  of  the  social  and  civil  body. 
Against  these  ail  agencies  which  can  avail  any  thing  may  well  be  used. 
Bat  when  agitation  and  moral  suasion  and  laws  have  done  all  they  can, 
the  family  remains  the  force  to  apply,  and  the  point  at  which  to  apply,  the 
main  reformatory  influence  which  God  sends  to  regenerate  the  world. 

1.  Consider  the  relation  of  the  family  to  the  great  temperance  reform, 

I'  ■'  We  attempt  to  sober  the  drunkard  and  to  destroy  the  liquor  traffic, 
and  at  the  outset  are  met  with  the  declaration  that  the  man  whom  we 
I  undertake  to  reform  has  an  hereditary  appetite  for  strong  drink.  What  is 
(his  evil  heredity  7  It  is  the  perverted  appetite  which  his  parents  gave  at 
j  birth  into  the  very  marrow  of  their  son.  Can  this  dreadful  transmission 
I  be  a  fact  ?  No  doubt,  to  a  large  degree,  it  is  horribly  true.  The  man  was 
born  with  a  drunken  frensy.  Where  shall  we  make  application  of  the 
most  powerful  corrective  force  for  the  reformation  of  hereditary  tendencies 

I'  to  intoxication  ?  Go  to  the  family,  to  the  father  and  mother  before  the 
child  is  born,  and  appeal  to  tbem  by  every  sentiment  of  parental  love  to 
Ibe  sober  for  the  sake  of  children  yet  to  be  given  them. 
Or  if  not  bora  drunk,  your  drtnkard  may  be  habituated  to  drink  from 
example  and  education.  The  child  saw  the  parent  use  liquors,  and  learned 
Ito  do  the  same.  And  bow  shall  we  meet  this  which  is  the  bane  of  so 
many  inebriates?  By  going  to  the  family  and  persuading  the  parents  to 
>    sign  the  pledge.    That  parental  pledge  kept,  then  no  child  becomes  a 

drunkard  from  parental  example. 
'  We  too  often  forget  the  mighty  power  of  family  forces  for  arcomplish- 

i   ing  great  results.    We  attend  more  to  grown  men  than  to  little  children, 
|  though  the  children  are  to  live  longer  and  do  more  In  the  world  than  any 

It  seems  no  longer  ago  than  last  night,  in  my  memory,  that  my  father 

led  me,  a  little  boy  of  eleven  years,  to  the  desk  whereon  lay  ft  temperance 
|  pledge,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  lecturer  who  had  spoken  feelingly  and 
j  powerfully  of  the  evils  of  strong  drink,  aided  me  to  sign  that  pledge. 

What  it  meant  I  fully  knew,  and  next  time  we  boys  passed  our  neighbor's 
I  cider  mill  where  I  bad  always  before  drank  cider  with  them,  I  said  :  "No, 
1  I  will  not  touch  it,  for  I  have  signed  the  pledge,"  and  from  that  day  to  this 
i  I  have  never  tasted  it.  I  was  only  a  little  boy  then.  Yes,  but  that  eveu- 
I   ing  was  twenty-five  years  ago.    I  am  a  man  now,  and  I  can  but  inquire 

what  would  the  status  of  the  temperance  reform  be  now  if  every  little 
I  boy  and  girl  twenty-five  years  ago  had  been  encouraged  to  sign  the  tem- 
|   perance   pledge?    What  au   enormous  influence  would  thus  have  been 

exerted  through  this  past  quarter  of  a  century  and  how  much  nearer  the 
'   victorious  end  would  it  have  advanced  the  conflict  of  to-day. 
•  For  the  temperance  conflict  I  would  seize  and  wield  the  weapons  of 

the  ballot,  the  law,  the  reform  clubs,  the  unions;  but  for  the  battalion 
I   whose  power  ia  the   final  force  to   win   the  victory,  commend  me  to 

tbe  home.

2.  If  yon  call  to  mind  the  great  work  among  the  freedmen  made  i 
essary  by  etnanci patio n,  to  which  wort  this  Society  directs  special  effort, 
j'iq  find  another  cogent  ill  a  strati  on  of  the  need  of  reformatory  power  in 
tbe  homo,  and  an  equal  commendation  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Woroi 
Home  Missionary  Society.  What  was  slavery's  heaviest  curse?  Where 
did  i\:~  WL'ht  fall  sorest  upon  the  slave?  And  in  what  part  of  his  life  did 
it  work  the  deepest  ruin  ?  Did  the  curse  fall  heaviest  in  the  lashes  which 
drew  blood  from  his  back?  No.  Was  it  in  being  compelled  to  work  bat 
denied  ju-t  wages?  N«.  Was  he  wronged  most  deeply  when  denied  the 
privilr-p-  of  learning  to  read?  So.  Or  when  forbidden  to  vote  as  a  i 
Tj-n ?  Not  in  i lii.i-  Was  it  that  his  freedom  of  action  was  restrained  by 
galling  chains?  Say,  none  of  these.  The  heaviest,  deadliest,  sorest  curse 
of  slavery  was  this,  that  the  slave  had  no  family,  no  home;  that  his  wife 
was  not  his,  tliat  his  children  were  the  property  of  another.  They  might 
be  torn  apart  at  any  time,  sold  upon  the  block  and  scattered  to  distant  and 
separate:  places.  And  worec,  they  might  be  demanded  to  serve  the  brutal 
lusts  of  the  oppressor,  as  thousands  were,  and  the  man-slave  bad  do  power 
to  protect  himself  or  defend  them.  Here,  here  was  the  withering  curse  of 
the  system  of  slavery.  When  slavery  thus  destroyed  the  home,  it  de- 
graded slave  and  master,  black  man  and  white,  so  that  their  morals  were 
rather  those  of  heathens  than  Christians.  And  by  what  means  can 
moral  degradation  resulting  from  slavery  and  still  existing  be  removed? 
Not  by  the  ballot,  not  by  the  civil  rights  bill,  not  by  increased  wealth,  n< 
through  the  spread  of  primary  schools  and  education,  but  only  by  the 
restoration  and  purification  of  the  family.  When  the  freedman  learns  t( 
be  a  loyal  husband  and  a  loving  father,  when  his  children  and  his  wife  an 
to  him  a  holy  family,  then  and  not  till  then  will  the  Southern  problem  be 
effectually,-  humanely,  and  righteously  solved.  The  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  understands  this,  and  if  assisted  to  do  the  grand  work 
already  begun  will  accomplish  wonders  in  hastening  the  desired  solution. 

3.  Tbe  .Mormon  is  the  Turk  in  America.  Assuming  the  sanctions  of 
religion,  he  plants  beside  the  monogamous  home  the  polygamous  harem. 
He  has  thrown  down  a  defiant  challenge,  and  the  question  is  fairly  before 
us  whether  we  shall  reform  Jlormonism  or  whether  Mormonism  shall 
deform  America.  It  is  as  old  ss  depravity  and  almost  as  universal,  this 
spirit  of  lust.  It  is  well  intrenched.  It  has  beastly  appetite  in  its  favor. 
Now  we  are  to  decide  by  what  measures  this  apostate  pseudo-religion  shall 
be  supplanted  and  the  Mormon  shall  become  a  clean  and  wholesome  por- 
tion of  Western  civilization. 

We  can  not  settle  this  matter  by  Bible  words,  because  many  people  in 
this  country  are  not  governed  by  the  authority  of  the  Bible.  If  we  say  to 
the  Mormons,  "  You  are  unclean  beasts,"  they  sharply  and  snecringly  re- 
ply, "  You  have  more  unlawful  licentiousness  than  we  do."  We  blush  for 
shame  at  a  charge  so  difficult  to  deny.  Shall  those  whose  depraved  lusts 
war  against  the  families  of  the  country  be  relied  opon  to  assist  in  extirpat- 
ing Mormonism  ?  No,  among  them  it  is  likely  to  spread  in  name  as  in  fact. 
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Shall  the  multitude  of  illegally  divorced  people  who  have  been  styled 
"Consecutive  Mormons,"  be  reckoned  upon  as  a  powerful  auxiliary  force 
to  the  work  of  obliterating  this  foul  blot  ?  No,  how  conld  they  ?  Nor  can  we 
rely  on  the  Edmunds  law,  which  will  be  evaded,  or  on  the  reasonings  or 
threatenings  of  irreligious  and  immoral  citizens  and  voters. 

Only  one  adequate  force  appears  under  God  for  the  reformation  of  the 
Mormons.  What  can  it  be  bnt  the  pure  home  7  Plant  it  along  side  their 
harems.  Let  its  fruit  of  love  and  purity,  character  and  power,  be  seen 
and  known,  by  its  holier  loves  draw  women  away  from  plural  marriage, 
and  men  from  authorized  lust.  Let  the  agents  of  this  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society,  representatives  and  champions  of  the  home,  go  among 
the  deluded  and  degraded,  teaching  in  theory  and  illustrating  in  practice 
the  graces  which  grow  out  of  a  Christian  family.  By  this  alone  can  the 
work  be  wrought,  and  what  law  can  not  effect  against  fanaticism  can  be  ac- 
complished by  pure  men  and  women  in  their  home  capacity.  But  unless 
the  homes  of  monogamy  are  pure,  I  despair  of  ever  curing  the  Mormon 
leprosy.  It  will  rather  increase  and  spread,  finding  aiders  and  abettors,  if 
not  converts,  in  all  the  slaves  of  lust 

Thus  have  I  briefly  referred  to  the  family  as  the  objective  point  for 

[  reformatory  labors,  and  have  suggested  its  force  as  a  reforming  power, 

when  applied  to  the  work  of  undoing  the  great  evils  of  society.    Its  force 

will  be  more  clearly  recognised  when  you  consider  the  number  and  the 

'   power  of  those  refined  sentiments,  which,  clustering  around  the  home, 

|    furnish  a  ground  of  moving  appeal  to  every  member  of  the  family. 

4.  Measureless,  indeed,  is  the  power  of  a  sentiment,  the  value  of  which 
does  not  so  much  appear  through  reasoning  as  by  conviction  and  intuition. 
Great  struggles  have  been  fought  with  a  sentiment  for  their  inspiration, 
and  when  thought  out,  that  sentiment  is  often  found  to  be  warranted  by 
reason  and  religion,  though  many  who  held  and  contended  for  it  had  not 
thought  it  ont.  The  sentiment  of  our  great  civil  war  was  "the  Union,"  a 
sentiment  for  which  few  could  give  a  definitive  and  satisfactory  reason,  but 
it  made  a  stirring  battle-cry,  and  in  its  defense  a  million  of  men  offered  to 
lay  down  their  lives.  It  is  by  the  cultivation  of  sentiments  whose  power 
sways  us,  that  the  great  changes  in  human  character  and  society  arc 
Kiought.  And  the  concession  must  be  universally  made  that  around  the 
home  cluster  the  highest  sentiments  of  the  mind  and  heart,  next  to 
those  of  religion.    Number  and  measure  them  to  see  their  acknowledged 

The  love  of  lovers,  the  man  and  woman  the  issue  of  whose  pure  de- 
votion is  marriage,  is  not  only  the  most  absorbing  passion  of  human  life, 
but  so  retains  its  influence  over  every  mind  and  every  age  as  to  constitute 
the  chief  charm  of  almost  every  work  of  fiction  and  imagination.  Over  it 
*e  pore  in  books  and  in  life  from  childhood  to  age  with  no  diminution  of 
"Or  intense  interest.  Of  this  delicious  bud,  wedded  life  is  the  fragrant 
blossom,  whose  praises,  sung  in  song  and  told  in  story,  can  never  equal  its 
real  excellence.    Then  think  on  a  mother's  love,  that  most  tender  of  earthly

ties,  so  strong  and  true  that  it  represents  better  than  any  other  earthly  im- 
age the  love  of  God  to  roan ;  so  tender  tliat  the  gray-haired  inan  who  hears 
me  now,  recalls  with  tremulous  lip  and  falling  tears,  the  form  of  that 
sainted  mother  who  long  ago  passed  from  his  sight,  yet  even  now  with  re- 
membered looks  of  love,  draws  him  heavenward.  Sacred,  indeed,  is  that 
beaven-born  institution  which  gives  us  a  mother's  love  and  care.  Still 
other  home  sentiments  exist  of  great,  if  lesser,  power.  To  those  already 
mentioned  add  a  father's  devotion,  a  son's,  a  daughter's  filial  gratitude,  a 
brother's,  a  sister's  pure  fraternal  leve.  Surely  no  other  garden  of  earth 
affords  the  ground  in  which  such  cherished  affections  could  grow.  The 
literature  of  these  family  sentiments  is  scarcely  second  to  that  of  religion, 
and  if  its  books  were  destroyed  more  than  half  the  poetry  of  the  world 
would  shrivel  to  smoke  and  ashes.  The  number  and  beauty  of  these  home 
sentiments  are  not  so  great  as  their  power  appealing  to  the  human  heart 
They  almost  survive  the  wreck  of  manhood  in  the  human  breast,  and  build 
their  nests  like  singing  birds  on  ruined  household  walls,  when  the  fire  has 
died  out  on  the  cold  hearth,  and  roofless  are  the  battered  walla  and  sink- 
ing floors. 

The  father  who  through  the  accursed  cup  has  almost  drowned  his 
sense  of  responsibility  to  Ood  will  be  touched  when  you  appeal  to  him 
for  his  children's  sake.  The  brother  hears  in  your  plea  a  gentle  sister's 
voice ;  and  your  appeal,  when  it  vibrates  again  the  chords  long  since  struck 
by  a  mother's  prayers,  is  nearer  compelling  a.  right  answer  than  as  if  it 
were  the  command  of  a  king. 

All  these  powerful  sentiments  assist  that  work  which  from  the  home 
stand-point  attempts  the  reformation  of  man  and  society. 

Operating  in  this  province  of  human  life  this  Home  Missionary  Society 
becomes  one  of  the  wisest  workers  and  one  of  the  most  powerful  evan- 
gelists. It  seizes  with  womanly  tact  and  heaven -implanted  wisdom  ou  the 
strongest  force  for  attack,  and  the  most  vulnerable  point  for  assault  in 
every  great  evil  of  society  against  which  God  bids  us  to  contend. 

Yet  have  we  not  fully  presented  the  work  and  the  claims  of  this  Soci- 
ety on  the  sympathies  and  aid  of  the  Church,  until  we  have  asked  you  to 
reflect  that  it  is  organized  for, 

IV. 
The  Evangelization  of  American  Homes. 

The  importance  to  the  world  of  making  pure  homes  on  the  peninsula 
of  India,  or  in  any  other  part  of  the  heathen  world,  can  not  match  the  im- 
mense significance  to  the  world  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  uplifting  of  the 
homes  of  America. 

1.  The  position  of  America  among  the  nations  of  the  earth  is  of  un- 
paralleled influence  and  importance.  It  is  no  vain  and  empty  feeling  of 
patriotic  self-importance  that  leads  to  this  assertion.  As  Athens  was  called 
"  the  eye  of  Greece,"  so  the  United  States  of  America  may  be  called  the 
eye  of  the  world.     Between  the  frigid  North  and  the  tropic  South  she  oc- 
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copies  the  cone  in  which  nearly  nil  the  great  empires  of  the  world  hare 
flourished.  The  focal  point  geographically  of  all  lands,  she  is  also  the 
center  of  interest  to  which  all  eyes  are  turned  as  the  aun  from  which  free- 
dom radiates  her  kindliest  rny,  and  to  whose  warmth  and  light  are  wel- 
comed all  who  flee  from  the  cheerless  dungeons  of  old-world  tyranny. 

There  is  not  an  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  the  whole  year  round,  but 
that  fleets  of  great  steamships  loaded  with  immigrants  to  America  are  on 
the  high  seas.  Through  every  moment  of  the  twenty-four  hours,  and  of 
the  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days,  the  ceaseless  throb  of  their  mighty 
engines  answers  to  the  thunder  of  waves,  and  the  revolutions  of  their 
great  propellers  whiten  the  seas  with  foam.  And  the  sun  never  goes 
down  in  the  west  when  it  is  not  hopefully  gazed  upon  by  the  voyager 
who  longs  for  the  bright  western  shores  on  which  the  sun  of  liberty  dif- 
fuses its  brighter  beams. 

On  the  land  aa  on  the  sea  the  tides  of  immigration  *re  always  mov- 
ing.    Long  trains  of  cars  meet  the  ships  at  the.  sea-board,  and  receiving 
their  living   freight,  with  never-resting  wheels  bear  them  forward  to  the 
waiting  prairies  of  our  undeveloped  West.    You  need  not  put  your  ear  to 
the  ground  to  hear  the  tramp,  tramp,  tramp  of  the  peaceful  armies  who  in- 
vade onr  country.    Coming  they  remain.    Of  immigrants  we  hnve  nearly 
three-quarters  of  a  million  a  year;  of  emigrants  none.    They  come  to  stay. 
Depopulating  distant   lands,  they  become   permanent   residents  of   this. 
This  vast  movement  of  population  to  America  has  scarcely  a  parallel  in 
the  world's  history.    Greater  movements  there  have  been,  but  not  of  this 
character.    "When  the  hordes  of  the  great  Asian  plain  moved  westward  to 
Europe,  they  came  "  with  banner,  brand,  and  bow."    Death  strewed  the 
track  of  their  savage  march,  and  desolation  was  their  rear  guard.    The 
fertile  plains  before  them  became  fields  of  battle,  and  heaps  of  slain,  not 
piles  of  grain,  were  the  harvest  of  their  implements  of  war  and  slaughter. 
|  tic-  when  the  Goths,  Vandals,  and  Huns  poured  over  the  Alps  upon  the  fair 
plains  of  Italy,  they  came  as  their  northern  torrents  when  in  the  spring- 
time, unbound  from  icy  fetters  by  the  sun,  they  desolate  the  sunny  south- 
era  fields.    Pressing  forward  for  plunder,  their  hoarse  voices,  fiercer  than 
tlie  howling  northern  blast,  did  not  bo  terrify  the  shuddering  air  as  did  the 
rain  shrieks  for  mercy  of  the  hapless  people  whom  they  massacred.    But 
to*  great  the  contrast  of  the  present  migration  of  all  people  to  America? 
Over  the  broad  ditch  of  two  oceans  and  the  parapets  of  our  extended 
Mil,  they  pour  incessantly,  seeking  a  home  of  peace  and  industry.     Re- 
Imtintly  they  leave  their  native  lands  only  that  they  may  improve  their 
Mndition  in  a  country  more  wide  and  free.     Their  hands  grasp  not  the 
burner  of  conquest  nor  the  reeking  sword  of  cruelty,  but  rather  uplift  the 
W-'ipi  of  peace  and  hold  the  implements  of  their  skilled  and  honest  in- 
i  dnflries.    The  world  Feeras  to  be  pouring  into  America! 

2.  Coming  here  they  must  be  met  and  here  be  Christianized.    The 
"train  on  onr   institutions  at  this  juncture  is  immeasurable.     What  shall 
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assimilate  all  these  peoples  to  the  ways  of  the  Republic,  and  make  them 

s  trusted  and  useful  citizens?  I  answer  it  must  be  home  missions, 
need  not  leave  our  own  shores  to  find  the  representatives  of  nearly  all 
nationalities,  and  in  all  stages  of  degradation.  Here  at  home  we  can 
preach  the  Gospel  to  all  the  world. 

Let  me  not  be  understood  as  speaking  in  disparagement  of  those  great 
and  glorious  missionary  societies  which  are  laboring  to  evangelize  the 
mote  parts  of  the  earth.  They  deserve,  and  I  trust  receive,  our  m 
cordial  co-operation.  Nevertheless,  I  may  say,  with  great  deference  to 
■ir  work  (and  I  think  I  hear  them  all  echoing  the  sentiment  as  their 
n),  no  field  for  missions  to-day  is  more  important  than  the  United 
States  of  America. 

The  Christian  civilization  which  we  can  show  to  foreign  visitors  and 
immigrants  should  be  such  as  to  make  a  powerfully  favorable  impression 
n  all  these  peoples;  for  what  we  appear  in  their  eyes  will  have  a  vast  iu 
fluenee  in  favor  of  or  against  Christianity  in  the  minds  of  their  friends  b 
whom  they  send  reports  of  the  actual  character  of  Americans.  In  choos- 
ing America  for  their  field  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has 
really  taken  the  world  for  its  parish. 

3.  If  the  relatione  of  your  work  are  so  important  to  those  who  come 
hither,  no  less  so  are  they  to  the  missionaries  who  go  oat  from  us  to 
lands  and  heathen  peoples.  The  purity,  power,  and  sway  of  real  Chris- 
tianity in  America  will  be  the  most  powerful  ally  of  our  missionaries 
abroad.  The  evangelist  goes  forth  to  sow  good  seed  in  bis  Master's  field, 
but  the  reckless,  unconverted  misrepresentative  of  a  Christian  land  follows 
him  to  sow  the  tares.  The  wicked  American  sailor  and  adventurer  undoes 
a  large  share  of  the  devoted  missionary's  work.  A  gentleman  who  has 
traveled  far,  and  whose  heart  and  hand  are  deeply  devoted  to  the  cause  of 
Christian  missions,  recently  told  me  that  the  visible  evil  done  by  anti- 
Christians  from  Christian  lands  was  almost  as  great  in  foreign  countries  as 
the  good  done  by  gelf-sacriflcing  missionaries.  The  Sandwich  Islands  fur- 
nish a  shocking  illustration  of  this.  Half  a  century  ago  they  threw  away 
their  idols,  and  began  under  divine  guidance,  the  practice  of  the  Christian 
religion.  But  the  wicked  emissaries  of  Satan  from  America  and  England 
appeared  in  their  midst  to  destroy  the  good  begun  work.  They  debauched 
the  natives  to  such  a  degree  that  a  citizen  of  Honolulu,  the  host  of  my 
friend,  stated  to  him  that  there  were  scarcely  a  score  of  pure  native  women 
or  men  in  that  city  of  fourteen  thousand  inhabitants,  and  that  the  native 
population,  a  prey  to  nameless  vices,  is  fast  dying  out.  {See  Ency.  Brit. 
9th  ed.,  Vol-  XI.,  p.  629).  The  increase  of  commerce  and  wealth  is  not 
among  the  native  but  the  imported  populations. 

And  what  is  thus  so  painfully  illustrated  by  the  Sandwich  Islands  is 
equally  true  of  the  Australian  continent.  There  the  last  of  the  Maoris,  the 
native  race  of  exceptionally  superior  natural  endowments,  have  disap- 
peared, slain  by  the  vices  of  wicked  men  from  so-called  Christian  lands, 
until  the  misapplied  term  Christian,  used  as  the  synonym  of  Englishman, 
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is  the  general  name  for  robber,  ravisber,  and  murderer,  while  in  like  man- 
ner the  North  American  Indiana,  whom  the  missionaries  can  not  protect 
[roii  tbe  leprous  contact  of  unprincipled  white  men  in  this  Christian  land, 
»re  perishing  through  their  vices  more  rapidly  than  by  the  sword. 

Facing  these  appalling  drawbacks  to  the  noble  endeavors  of  foreign 
missionaries,  what  can  be  clearer  than  that  the  purification  of  America 
must  be  tbe  greatest  possible  re-enforcement  to  the  missionary  work  which 
ire  are  doing  in  foreign  fields?  If  the  tradesman,  the  sailor,  the  traveler 
who  goes  from  America  to  the  ntmost  parts  of  the  earth  shall  have  learned 
in  a  pure  home  that  respect  for  its  relationships  which  makes  them  chaste 
ud  devout,  sober  and  unselfish,  we  may  see  him  go  abroad  not  with 
alarm  as  an  enemy  of  the  cross,  but  with  glad  assurance  that  he  will  be 
i  helper  in  the  Gospel. 

In  prosecuting  their  home  work  moat  vigorously  in  our  own  country, 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  doing  the  utmost  possible 
Mrrice  to  every  American  missionary,  and  to  the  people  among  whom 
inch  missionaries  are  laboring. 

Large,  indeed,  and  grand  is  the  conception  of  the  Home  Missionary 
Society,  the  cultivator  of  every  virtue,  the  helper  of  every  good  work.  I 
congratulate  you  thai  you  have  raised  so  much  money  and  sent  out  so 
many  laborers  the  past  year.  And  while  I  can  not  but  regret  that  delay 
which  mnst  curtail  the  development  of  your  plans  ere  you  shall  command 
moneys  in  proportion  to  the  value  and  breadth  of  your  undertaking,  I  will 
not  be  impatient  of  the  providential  process  which  makes  it  necessary  that 
you  should  increase  your  resources  by  presenting  your  great  idea  until  the 
minds  of  the  people  grasp  it,  and  the  heart  of  the  Church  expands  to 
it.  For  the  sake  of  the  family,  the  corner-stone  of  society  as  ordained  of 
God,  for  the  improvement  of  society  by  the  only  wise  method  of  indi- 
vidual development,  for  the  sake  of  the  individual  cultivated  through  the 
family  relation  to  the  highest  elevation  of  virtue  and  character,  in  the  inter- 
ests of  every  reform  to  which  you  summon  and  apply  the  power  of  the 
borne  as  the  most  efficient  human  helper,  for  the  sake  of  America  in  her 
great  mission  to  the  world,  for  the  assistance  and  well-being  of  every  people 
under  the  whole  heaven,  for  Christ  and  iiis  glorious  kingdom,  I  join  with 
jou  in  commendations  of  the  purpose  and  prayers  for  the  success  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.

Mfi  B.  Hayss,  and  delivered  the  following  address: 

When  any  new  society,  Christian  or  benevolent,  cornea  before  the 
public  lor  acceptance,  and  to  ask  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Church  and 
Christian  people,  It  la  a  duty  it  owes  to  that  public  to  show  reason  for  its 
eriitence,  why  it  is  a  society,  why  it  organizes  in  this  way,  and  what  is 
the  work  that  it  undertakes  to  do.  It  has  a  work  It  purposes  accomplish- 
ing, and  the  question  is  whether  this  work  and  these  methods  are  such  as 
to  commend  themselves  to  the  wisdom  and  good  judgment  of  the  public. 
Sou  we  have  such  a  new  society  to  present  to  your  hearing  and  for  your 
consideration  to-night.  It  asks  yon  to  receive  it,  It  asks  you  to  co-operate 
*ithit,snd  I  trust  before  the  meeting  closes  it  will  ask  you  generously 
to  contribute  toward  it  for  the  accomplishment  of  its  purposes. 

Why,  then,  should  we  have  a  Home  Missionary  Society?  And  that 
question  might  give  rise  to  another  one — Is  it  not  possible  that  all  this 
work  these  good  ladies  propose  to  do  could  be  done  by  the  general  organ- 
iatfon  of  the  Church,  by  the  general  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church, 
oythe  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  or  hy  agencies  already  in  existence? 
1  bow  that  there  are  many  good  people  who  dislike  the  introduction 
of  to  many  different  societies,  and  many  of  those  people  are  good 
*ork«s  in  the  Church,  zealous  Christian  people.  Now  let  me  say  to 
"■»•  people  that  there  is  no  organisation  in  the  Church  that  can  ac- 
complish the  work  these  ladies  propose  to  do.  The  only  organization 
tt*t  would  come  near  accomplishing  these  results  would  be  our  great 
"wionary  Society.  But  I  presume  our  whole  Church  understands  that 
"V  Missionary  Society  has  about  as  much  in  hand  as  it  can  possibly 
'toomplish.  We  have  to  acknowledge  the  fact  that  our  great  Mission- 
J|T  Society  is  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  debt,  and  that 
•Kfety  can  take  no  more  in  hand  than  it  has  at  present.    Then  the  society 
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to  which  I  call  your  attention  to-night  has  a  peculiar  and  special  work 
among  women,  and  for  women;  and  long  ago,  in  the  experience  of  the 
Missionary  Society,  it  was  seen  that  that  society,  as  such,  could  not  effi- 
ciently enter  Into  the  peculiar  and  special  work  of  women.  That  the 
Church  realized  some  years  ago,  and  out  of  that  conviction  arose  a  society, 
one  of  the  greatest  and  most  successful,  perhaps,  that  modem  days  has 
given  to  the  Church.  I  mean  the  great  organization  in  our  own  Church 
and  other  Churches  which  bears  the  name  of  the  "Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society."  The  Church  felt  that  there  was  a  work  tliat  woman 
alone  could  do  in  this  department  of  foreign  mission  work;  and  when  onr 
Methodist  Church,  and  the  Churches  in  general  perceived  it,  this  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  waa  organized  in  connection  with  nearly  all 
the  evangelical  denominations  of  the  land;  and  now  the  work  this  efficient 
organization  has  accomplished  in  foreign  lands,  both  in  our  own  Church 
and  in  our  sister  Churches,  and  the  work  these  good  women  hare  accom- 
plished in  something  like  a  dozen  of  years,  has  been  really  marvelous  in 
the  history  of  the  Church.  Their  achievements  have  demonstrated  that  the 
movement  was  providential  and  necessary,  and  that  the  blessing  of  God 
was  all  the  time  resting  upon  it. 

A  dozen  years  ago,  as  I  have  stated,  the  Missionary  Society,  as  such, 
could  not  enter  into  this  specific  work  for  women,  and  especially  in  foreign 
lands,  and,  therefore,  a  society  was  formed  to  meet  this  pressing  demand 
in  foreign  countries.  Then  the  question  comes  up,  can  not  this  society, 
already  organized  among  the  women,  and  for  women's  work,  also  accom- 
plish this  work  which  we  bring  before  you,  and  which  claims  your  atten- 
tion to-ni-ht?  I  will  answer  that  that  society  has  been  organized  for 
mission  work,  and  whether  it  would  be  possible  for  that  society  to  enlarge 
its  field  of  operations,  and  Btrike  out  the  word  "  foreign,"  and  have  it 
embody  foreign  and  home  work,  might  he  a  question  for  yon  to  consider. 
The  society  which  has  done  such  good  and  marvelous  work,  has  as  much 
as  it  can  do  to  take  care  of  women's  needs  in  foreign  lauds,  and,  therefore, 
desires  to  remain  the  "Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society;"  and  if  they 
can  not  take  care  of  women's  home  needa  then  is  there  need  of  an  organ- 
ization to  do  it. 

Now,  is  there  a  work  at  home  that  must  be  done,  and  is  there  a  field 
hero  wliero  the  Church  must  look  to?  And  if  there  is,  and  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  can  not  reach  it,  then  we  must  organize  another 
society  by  which  this  need  cun  bo  met.  That  is  the  situation  in  w":ich 
these  ladies  are  placed.  The  work  is  to  be  done  by  another  organization, 
and,  therefore,  we  must  organize  the  Home  Missionary  Society.  Instead 
of  this  multiplicity  of  societies  in  the  Christian  Church  being  a  subject  of 
alarm,  they  should  be  received  with  gratitude  by  the  Church.  They  slibw 
the  vitality  of  the  Church,  they  show  the  progress  of  the  Church,  and 
that  she  is  not  ready  to  fold  up  her  hands  and  sit  still— it  is  a  progressive 
Church,  a  growing  Church,  one  that  means  to  redeem  (lie  world  for 
Christ,  one  that  means  to  meet  all  the  wants  of  our  poor  fallen  humanity 
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■broad,  and  the  needs  of  those  in  our  midst  as  well.  And  as  the  Church 
grows  great  these  new  works  of  necessity  come  up;  and  that  they  do  come 
□p  must  be  a  source  of  thanksgiving  on  the  part  of  our  Church,  as  it 
shows  the  earnestness  and  activity  of  the  Church  when  she  is  perpetually 
called  upon  to  step  out  Into  new  fields,  and  engage  in  new  activity  in  God's 
cause  and  work.  Now,  the  necessity  for  all  these  societies — the  General 
Missionary  Society,  the  Sunday-school  Society,  the  American  Bible  Society, 
arid  all  the  Other  societies — is  simply  this,  that  we  are  not  large  enough  to 
take  them  all  in  at  once.  We  poor  human  beings  can  not  look  from  afar, 
can  not  take  in  all  the  broad,  comprehensive,  field  of  humanity  at  one 
time,  and  we  must  hence  bring  the  work  down  to  our  understandings, 
where  we  can  work  effectively. 

No  one  vast  organisation  can  embrace  all  these  good  purposes.  God 
can  do  it,  and  he  alone  can  do  it  And  this  is  not  peculiar  to  the  work  of 
Christians.  It  is  just  as  peculiar  to  every  department  of  knowledge,  busi- 
ness, and  activity  in  the  world.  The  United  States  Government  must 
have  a  series  of  departments.  It  is  so  in  science,  and  it  must  divide  and 
classify  itself  into  branches  before  men  can  master  it.  Then  why  should 
not  the  Church  organise  itself  into  departments  and  organisations  just  as 
well  as  the  departments  of  learning  and  business? 

Now  let  as  see  if  God  has  brought  any  such  field  of  labor  to  press 
upon  the  attention  and  needs  of  the  Church.  I  am  much  obliged  to  my 
good  friend  and  sister,  Mrs.  Davis,  for  briefly  outlining  the  field  in  which 
this  new  society  is  to  work,  but  I  must  re-glance  at  that  which  she  has 
touched  upon.  What  is  the  work  in  which  this  society  intends  to  en- 
gage? First,  it  is  limited  to  our  own  country;  it  is  a  home  missionary 
society.  And  then  it  is  limited  to  women.  It  contemplates  aworkcliieflyfor 
women  in  our  own  land.  Where  do  the  women  in  our  own  land  need  such 
care  and  attention  as  to  require  an  organization  of  tilis  kind?  Is  it  really 
so,  somebody  would  say,  in  this  great  Christian  land  that  there  is  a  need 
of  special  home  missionary  work  ?  Now  that  question  is  a  large  one.  Yon 
look  around  your  own  beautiful  city  of  Cleveland,  is  there  need  of  mission- 
ary work  here?  Are  there  no  poor,  sinful,  stricken  women  in  Cleveland? 
Are  there  none  in  other  cities  of  our  land?  Are  there  not  thousands  of 
desolate  homes  in  our  land?  Are  there  not  thousands  of  aching  hearts 
within  the  shadows  of  some  of  your  churches,  hearts  that  are  touched  by 
do  kindness  and  know  no  sympathy?  You  may  sweep  over  this  broad 
land,  and  in  every  town  throughout  the  country,  and  you  will  find  sorrow- 
ful, sinful  women  by  the  thousands,  aye,  by  the  millions.  Is  there  no 
woman's  heart  of  sympathy  to  go  out  into  these  fields  lying  immediately 
around  our  churches  to  bear  the  glad  message  of  the  Gosj>el  to  these  de- 
serted thousands?  But  this  society  proposes  to  teach  every  community 
to  organize  a  Missionary  Home  Society  in  every  Church  in  tha  land,  out  of 
which  shall  come  gracious  influences  and  Christian  life,  and  Christian 
sympathy  to  the  thousands  of  homes  in  our  great  cities  and  towns. 
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Departing  from  this  subject  of  the  good  to  be  done  in  our  cities  and 
towns,  and  to  be  extended  all  over  our  land,  let  as  enter  into  some  specific 
field,  where  the  cry  comes  up  as  loudly  as  from  any  land  on  the  face  of 
the  globe.  Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  South.  What  are  there  in  the 
South?  Some  ten  millions  of  women.  Some  aa  grand  women  as  you  are, 
aa  far  ou  in  Christian  civilization  as  any  of  us  here  in  this  city.  But  mill- 
ions of  them  are  not.  In  the  first  place,  as  to  the  great  class  of  colored 
women  of  the  South — who  are  they  ?  There  are  thousands  of  them  who 
were  in  slavery.  Our  Church  societies  have  sent  missionaries  among  them 
who  have  established  schools ;  our  Church  Extension  Society  has  built  little 
cheap  churches  for  them,  and  we  have  tried  to  meet  their  general  wants 
just  as  our  Church  has  extended  its  influence.  Our  great  society  could  not 
touch  the  women  of  China,  it  did  not  reach  the  women  of  Japan,  and  it 
foiled  to  avail  for  the  women  of  India.  If,  then,  it  was  necessary  a  society 
should  be  organized  among  the  women  for  Japan,  for  China,  and  for  India, 
and  it  has  gone  into  their  homes,  and  carried  the  glories  of  the  Gospel  to 
their  firesides,  and  taught  them  to  make  their  homes  beautiful  and  happy, 
because  it  was  on  an  errand  of  blessings,  and  of  mercy  and  truth,  the  same 
needs  exist  among  certain  classes  in  our  Southern  States. 

I  know  what  the  women  are  in  Japan — I  have  lived  among  them ;  I 
know  what  the  women  are  in  China,  for  I  have  been  with  them ;  I  know 
what  the  women  are  in  India,  and  I  know  that  in  the  South  there  is  just 
as  much  need  of  help,  and  of  work,  as  in  foreign  lands,  and  there  are  just 
the  same  needy  women  among  tbo  colored  women  of  the  South  as  in  Japan, 
China,  and  India;  and  from  my  own  personal  knowledge  and  observation 
I  moke  the  corollary  that  if  there  is  need  to  send  women  missionaries  into 
China,  Japan,  and  India,  there  is  need  of  help  and  organization  in  the 
South.  Now  we  propose  to  do  in  the  South,  among  certain  classes,  pre- 
cisely what  our  good  sisters  are  doing  in  Japan,  China,  and  India.  And 
if  this  work  is  necessary  in  Japan  it  is  necessary  in  the  South.  And  a  little 
of  this  kind  of  work  among  the  frcedmen  of  the  South  is  as  good  and  Chris- 
tian-like as  in  any  other  land.  A  very  few  lessons  would  have  a  marked 
influence.  Take  one  of  these  women  and  tell  her  how  to  arrange  her  house 
in  neatness  and  order,  to  keep  the  pigs  outside  of  the  house  instead  of  the 
inside,  the  chickens  in  the  yard  instead  of  the  kitchen,  and  to  wash  the 
children  at  least  once  or  twice  a  day;  teach  thorn  to  speak  kindly  and  ten- 
derly to  the  hard-working  husband  after  he  comes  borne  from  his  daily  toll, 

And  now  to  depart  from  this  special  field,  we  may  enter  into  the  Ter- 
ritories of  our  country.  Permit  mo  to  make  this  general  remark  before  we 
go  further,  that  it  is  my  honest  conviction,  that  the  greatest  missionary 
field  on  the  face  of  the  globe  is  the  United  States  of  America.  The  work 
the  most  important  to  be  done,  is  here.  The  field  when  the  greatest 
amount  of  work  to  tell  upon  the  destinies  of  the  future  is  to  he  done,  is  in 
this  great  American  land  that  God  in  his  goodness  has  given  to  us.  In  its 
peculiar  population,  in  its  peculiar  location  to  other  parts  of  the  globe,  in 
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ha  peculiar  attractiveness  to  other  great  peoples  of  the  world,  and  in  a 
thousand  other  things,  this  ia  the  greatest  of  fields.  The  world  is  centering 
here  in  America.;  from  other  lands  people  are  coming  to  us.  God  in  his 
providence  has  made  this  land  the  center  of  influences  out  of  which  are  to 
go  down  ia  the  future  immeasurable  power  to  evangelize  the  world.  We 
reach  oat  one  hand,  and  touch  all  Europe.  We  reach  out  our  other  hand, 
and  touch  all  Asia  with  great  might  and  power.  God  has  made  this  Ameri- 
can nation  the  center,  and  into  it  come  the  peoples  of  all  foreign  lands. 
Here  we  welcome  the  French,  here  we  receive  the  Irish,  the  black  man 
from  Afri^  and  our  Chinese  brethren,  and  our  nearer  neighbors  still,  from 
Japan,  and  to  this  country  God  in  his  wisdom  is  sending  these  represent- 
atives of  the  world. 

Now  let  ns  enter  these  countries,  these  Territories  where  these  people 
from  other  lands  are  coming  to  take  possession  of  lands  and  homes.  The 
first  one  I  will  touch  upon  is  New  Mexico.  There  we  have  a  large  territory, 
larger  than  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois  together.  There  we  have  a  popu- 
lation brought  over  in  great  part  from  Mexico.  The  population  is  mainly 
Spanish  and  Portuguese,  the  same  kind  of  people  as  we  have  in  Mexico. 
Now,  we  have  a  mission  in  Mexico.  Our  ladies  of  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  send  women  into  Mexico.  Is  it  not  quite  as  important  that  we 
should  send  missionaries  into  New  Mexico  ?  Is  it  not  equally  important 
that  we  should  take  care  of  our  own  ?  It  is  a  part  of  our  country.  If  it  is 
important  to  have  an  influence  upon  the  Catholicism  of  Old  Mexico,  it  is 
equally  important  that  we  counteract  the  influence  of  it  in  New  Mexico. 
Our  ladies  propose  doing  in  New  Mexico  what  other  ladies  are  doing  in 
Old  Mexico. 

A  little  further  out  yon  will  find  Utah.  It  is  the  richest  in  Its  re- 
sources of  all  the  Territories  in  our  land,  large  enough  to  carve  into  four 
States  nearly  as  large  as  our  State  of  Ohio.  It  has  mountains  loaded  with 
gold  and  silver.  It  has  a  soil  as  rich  ss  a  garden,  the  moment  you  put 
water  on  it.  A  climate  In  which  almost  every  tiling  under  God's  heavens 
will  grow,  and  a  climate  in  which  any  man  almost  on  earth  can  live. 
There  ia  not  in  the  whole  sweep  of  the  United  Stales  a  more  beautiful  land 
or  a  Territory  better  adapted  in  all  its  climatic  resources  for  man  than  this 
Territory  of  Utah. 

It  is  now  occupied  by  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  people, 
one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  of  whom  are  Mormons ;  and  reaching  out 
further  into  Nevada  and  other  Territories,  you  get  twenty  thousand  more 
Mormons,  and  then  you  have  the  full  number,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand Mormons.  I  Intended  to  stop  to  tell  you  what  Mormonism  is,  but 
can  only  give  you  some  of  its  features.  Wo  have,  then,  in  the  heart  of 
our  country  one  of  the  most  abominable  and  vile  caricatures  upon  religion, 
and  disgraces  upon  civilization  that  now  exists  in  the  world.  Just  think 
of  itl  In  the  heart  of  this  Christian  land,  in  the  full  noon  of  this  nine- 
teenth century,  on  the  richest  and  most  beautiful  territory,  is  growing,  and 
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prospering,  and  magnifying  every  day  one  of  the  foulest  abominations  of 
thill  earth ;  one  of  the  most  terrible  impositions  ever  practiced  on  man 
and  woman ;  one  of  the  moat  wicked  deceptions  ever  imposed  upon  people 
abroad,  and  one  of  the  moat  subtle  that  ever  gained  a  foothold  in  our 
country.  These  are  very  hard  words,  but  true,  every  one  of  them.  As  a 
religion  it  is  false,  and  as  a  system  it  is  a  tyranny.  It  is  vile,  root  and 
branch,  stem  and  leaf.  I  make  the  indictment  coolly  and  deliberately,  be- 
cause I  know  what  it  is. 

Now  what  does  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  Mormons  mean  ?  It 
means  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  people  who  believe  in  Joseph 
Smith's  bible;  in  Mormon  revelation,  under  the  divine  inspiration  of  Brig- 
ham  Young;  one  hundred ■  and  fifty  thousand  people  who  now  believe  in 
the  inspiration  and  divine  revelation  coming  through  John  Taylor;  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  people  who  believe  the  best  man  among  them 
is  the  "Honorable"  J.  Q.  Gannon,  very  profusely  married,  to  be  their 
representative  or  delegate  to  the  United  States  Congress;  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  people  believing  in  plural  marriages;  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  people  who  believe  in  marrying  for  time  and  eternity,  mar- 
rying half  a  dozen  wives  down  here,  and  half  a  dozen  more  up  there ;  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  people  who  set  at  defiance  the  laws  of  the 
United  States;  and  yet  year  after  year  the  patient  American  Nation  lets  it 
alone.    There  is  no  place  else  in  this  world  where  this  blot  could  exist. 

Now  let  me  analyze  a  little  further.  One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
Mormons !  That  means  seventy-five  thousand  Mormon  females.  It  may 
mean  a  little  more  than  that  in  such  a  society,  but  it  means  at  least  sev- 
en ty-flvo  thousand  women,  and  that  means  about  forty  thousand  above 
the  marriageable  age,  and  thirty  thousand  below  it  There  are  forty  thou- 
sand married  women,  then,  in  Mormonism  forty  thousand  women  who 
are  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  twelfth  wife  of  a  man.  Thirty 
thousand  below  them,  little  girls,  and  those  just  opening  ont  into  woman- 
hood, yet  to  marry,  with  the  same  kind  of  life  lying  before  them.  Forty 
thousand  women  married  into  Mormonism,  and  I  venture  the  assertion 
that  twenty  thousand  of  them,  to  say  tho  least,  are  not  happy  in  it  They 
would  have  it  otherwise  if  they  could ;  with  thirty  thousand  it  is,  perhaps, 
a  silent  acceptance  of  the  circumstances  that  are  around  them,  against 
which  they  have  no  power.  Now,  sweep  ahead  ten  years,  and  what  will 
those  thirty  thousand  girls  be  ?  They  will  be  plural  wives  in  the  next  ten 
years.  No,  there  won't  be  thirty  thousand.  There  will  be  ten  thousand 
of  them  that  will  have  force  enough  to  rebel  against  their  Mormon  life, 
with  American  spirit  enough  to  say  "  I  won't,"  (voices,  "  amen")  and  they 
won't  There  are  girls  about  Salt  Lake  City,  Ogdcn,  Beaver,  and  else- 
where, where  the  Gentile  population  is  accumulating,  and  where  they  have 
been  made  to  feel  the  degradation  of  this  infamous  life,  who  will  say  that 
they  will  not,  and  they  will  not  do  it.  But  twenty  thousand  of  them  will, 
and  will  live  in  the  faith,  and  die  in  it ;  and  you  will  sit  still,  and  be  quiet 
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and  patient  ?  And  the  American  women  will  nit  still,  and  be  quiet  and 
patient,  and  let  twenty  thousand  of  their  Bisters  be  held  in  this  infamy? 
(A  voice,  "  God  forbid.")  It  seems  to  me  astonishing  that  this  nation,  es- 
pecially the  women  of  this  nation,  have  not  arisen  with  an  indignation 
that  would  shake  Washington  to  its  foundation,  and  demanded  that  some- 
thing be  done  at  once. 

I  will  relate  an  incident  to  bring  it  home  to  your  heart  While 
oot  there  last  July  I  waa  going  up  from  the  city  of  Ogden  into  Mon- 
tana Territory,  and  in  passing  out  from  Ogden  into  the  little  town  called 
"Brigham,"— by  the  way,  that  Is  the  general  name  for  things  out  there, 
the  baptismal  name — we  stopped  some  twenty  minutes  for  refreshments. 
Meantime  my  companion  and  I  walked  down  the  platform.  This  was 
just  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  a  large  company  of  Mormon  immigrants 
into  the  country.  They  had  Just  reached  Utah,  and  were  being  distributed. 
As  we  walked  along  the  platform  we  came  to  a  young  girl  of  some  eight- 
een years,  crying  as  if  her  heart  would  break.  We  asked  her  what  was 
the  matter.  She  made  no  reply,  bat  another  girl  stepped  forward  and 
said,  "This  girl  is  a  Swede  and  can  not  talk  any  English,  but  I  have  been 
in  the  country  some  four  or  five  years  and  can  talk.  They  came  over  to 
Sweden  and  preached  Mormonism,  and  told  this  girl  that  if  she  would 
come  to  this  country  she  would  have  a  husband  furnished  her,  and  s 
home  and  many  delightful  things,  and  she  met  the  husband  when  she  got 
here  and  found  he  had  already  four  wives,  and  the  poor  girl  has  cried  as 
if  her  heart  would  break."  I  said,  Will  the  girl  marry  him?  "Of  course," 
said  the  girl;  "she  says  she  won't,  but  she  will."  That  is  a  specimen 
of  the  deceptions  practiced  by  Mormonism.  Now  the  government  has  its ' 
work  to  do,  but  many  things  it  can  not  do.  Our  great,  and  now  revered 
President,  who  so  lately  has  left  us  and  gone  to  God,  saw  the  necessity  of 
this  work,  and  recommended  to  Congress  that  something  be  done.  God 
grant  that  his  successor  will  have  as  large  a  mind  and  as  good  a  heart  in 
reference  to  this  thing. 

But  the  govemmen  can  not  do  every  thing.  It  can  not  touch  Mor- 
monism as  a  religious  system.  It  con  only  reach  it  in  its  social  and  polit- 
ical relations,  and  after  Congress  shall  have  done  all  that  it  can  it  will 
still  leave  a  vast  responsibility  resting  upon  the  Christian  Church.  Into 
this  field  the  Church  must  enter  in  force,  bringing  to  hear  upon  it  her 
powerful  evangelizing  influences.  It  is  amazing  that  the  Church  has  not 
seen  this  before.  It  is  a  matter  of  gratitude  that  she  is  now  beginning  to 
realize  it.  Into  this  field  this  society  proposes  to  enter  as  a  missionary 
and  educating  force. 

But  I  h:;ve  not  time  to  speak  of  Indian  women,  for  whom  scarcely 
any  thing  in  the  way  of  genuine,  sympathizing,  missionary  labor  lias  hardly 
yet  been  done,  and  of  Chinese  women,  offering  a  large  and  hopeful  field 
on  our  western  coast.  Into  all  these  fields  these  women  propose  to  enter 
as  the  Church  recognizes  their  work  and  furnishes  them  means.

ITS  PUN  of  operation.- This  society  aims  to  organise 
auxiliaries  among  the  women  all  over  the  Church,  for  the  purpose  of  diffu- 
sing intelligence  and  awakening  a  deeper  interest  on  lite  subject  of  mis- 
sions. It  will  set  forth  the  wants,  perils,,  and  possibilities  of  our  great 
country,  anil  the  importance  of  raising  fnnds  to  prepare  and  send  forth 
teachers  and  missionaries  to  the  ignorant  and  degraded  in  the  destitute 
sections  of  our  land. 

■Tat  funds,- These  are 'obtained  from  membership  fees  and  other 
donations;  and,  as  there  are  nearly  a  million  of  females  connected  with  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  it  ia  earnestly  hoped  that  their  hearts  will  be 
moved  in  behalf  of  the  unenlightened  women  of  our  own  land,  and  that 
their  money  will  be  freely  given  to  help  make  these  darkened  homes  bright 
and  beautiful  with  the  blessed  influences  of  the  Gospel.  All  moneys  for 
the  Society  should  be  forwarded  to  the  treasurer,  and  other  communications 
to  the  corresponding  secretary.

Tax  8«cond  Axkfal  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  began  Tuesday,  November  20th,  at  2  P.  M.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  who  was  prevented  from 
attendance,  the  First  Vice-president,  Mrs.  John  Davis,  presided  over  the 
deliberations. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Bugbee  was  elected  Secretary,  and  Mrs.  S.  0. 
Eoyal  Assistant  Secretary. 

A  service  of  prayer  for  half  an  hour  was  conducted  by  Mrs.  L.  D. 
McCabe,  of  Delaware,  Ohio. 

Following  this,  the  sad  announcement  was  made  of  the  sudden  death 
of  Mr.  James  Dale,  husband  of  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Society. 
Mrs.  Dale  had  been  actively  engaged  in  preparation  for  this  meeting,  and 
she  had  been  relied  on  for  further  valuable  services  during  its  progress- 

Mrs.  Davis,  in  behalf  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  ladies  of  Cincin- 
nati, extended  greeting  to  the  delegates  and  visitors  present,  and  expressed 
the  pleasure  felt  in  meeting  them. 

She  said  the  Executive  Board  were  glad  to  render  an  account  of  their 
stewardship,  of  the  work  they  had  been  doing  the  past  year.  The  pressure 
of  labor  and  responsibility  had  been  so  great  upon  them  as  a  body  that 
every  faculty  had  been  on  the  alert  and  every  sense  busy.  Sometimes 
they  had  been  almost  overborne  with  concern  lest  their  financial  engage- 
ments should  not  be  met,  and,  lest  the  numberless  things  should  not  be 
thoroughly  done  which  belong  to  the  planting  and  fostering  of  a  new  en- 
terprise in  the  affections  of  people  that  are  unacquainted  with  its  claims. 
And  now  that  the  delegates  have  come  to  this  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  in  the  work,  the  Board  take  a  long  breath  of  relief,  and  relentlessly 
roll  the  burden  upon  their  shoulders,  while  at  the  same  time  giving  them 
a  hearty  welcome  to  the  hospitality  of  the  homes  now  opened  to  them. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  has  been  very  encouraging,  as  will  be  shown 
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by  the  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer.  It  seems, 
indeed,  that  the  day  of  small  things  for  this  Society  is  passing  away,  and  a 
wide  door  is  opening  before  it. 

The  money  received  from  the  various  auxiliaries  baa  been  conscien- 
tiously disbursed.  The  Board  realise  the  grave  responsibility  of  disbursing 
money  that  has  been  collected  with  laborious  pains,  representing,  as  it 
often  does,  the  gifts  of  devoted,  lowly  ones,  who  have  given  of  their  penary 
because  of  their  genuine  interest  In  the  work;  and,  with  constant  care, 
they  have  watched  the  expenditure  of  funds  which  have  added  to  their 
financial  value  the  greater  value  of  Christian  sentiment — the  prayer  and 
faith  and  self-denial  of  the  giver. 

Mrs.  Davis  earnestly  desired  the  Society  to  maintain  pleasant  relations 
with  other  organizations  of  a  similar  character  in  our  Church,  and  begged 
the  delegates  not  to  forget  that  missionary  work  is  a  unit ;  that  the  mission- 
ary spirit  is  love;  that  no  greater  harm  could  come  to  our  conference  soci- 
eties or  our  auxiliaries  than  the  indulgence  of  a  spirit  that  falls  short  of 
this  standard.  She  hoped  this  spirit  will  prevail  more  and  more,  and  that 
the  society  will  incorporate  into  every  fiber  of  its  life  the  golden  rale,  which 
transmutes  the  asperities  into  the  amenities,  and  the  human  desire  for  pre- 
ferment and  personal  success  into  that  heavenly-mindedness  which  will 
make  each  member  esteem  others  better  than  herself. 

Referring  to  the  death  of  Mrs.  C.  L.  Williams,  Secretary  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati Conference  Society,  she  described  with  deep  pathos  the  last  inter- 
view in  the  sick  chamber,  and  repeated  the  final  message  sent  by  Mrs. 
Williams  to  her  sister-workers:  "  Say  to  the  ladies  of  our  Society  that  I  am 
going  just  a  little  in  advance  of  them.  I  shall  soon  meet  them  again  on  the 
other  side." 

In  conclusion  Mrs.  Davis  said :  We  ought  to  get  more  out  of  this  meet- 
ing than  the  work  which  shall  occupy  us  for  the  next  three  days.  It  is  the 
privilege  of  each  one,  while  mutually  engaged  in  the  Master's  business,  to 
receive  from  him  a  new  uplifting  of  soul,  fresh  courage,  new  joy,  and  quick- 
ened zeal.-  Last  Summer  it  was  my  privilege  to  participate  in  a  series  of 
meetings  at  Chautauqua,  held  in  the  interests  of  missionary  and  philan- 
thropic work,  at  which  representative  women  from  all  parts  of  the  country 
assembled.  At  one  of  these  conferences,  held  on  a  quiet  Sunday  evening, 
in  a  large  room  filled  to  overflowing,  I  listened  with  intense  interest  as  one 
after  another  touched,  in  a  few  brief  words,  upon  their  spiritual  experi- 
ences, or  expressed  their  earnest  desires  to  work  for  the  Lord  in  any  way 
he  might  direct. 

My  own  heart  glowed  with  sudden  rapture.  I  seemed  to  see  the  Son  of 
man  walking  softly  in  the  midst  of  his  consecrated  ones ;  and  as  he  looked 
into  each  loyal  heart  and  saw  that,  with  all  its  mistakes  and  inconsistencies, 
its  lack  of  fervor  and  of  faith,  there  was  a  deep,  underlying  purpose  to 
love  and  serve  him,  I  seemed  to  hear  him  whisper  to  one  and  another, 
"My  daughter,"  "My  daughter,"  "You  are  mine,"  "I delight  in  yon."  I 
looked  into  his  face,  so  full  of  infinite  love,  and  felt  to  say,  "  Our  Lord  is 


here,  wafting  in  Ms  garden."    "He  approves  of  us.    He  is  glsd  in  his 
Mints."    For  is  it  not  said,  "The  Lord's  portion  is  his  people?" 

My  dear  sisters,  let  us  now  begin  this  work,  which  is  His  work,  in  this 
onr  first  session,  with  this  assurance,  that  He  Is  really,  consciously  present ; 
present  to  speak  to  as,  to  encourage  us,  to  give  us  divine  wisdom.  Let  His 
be  the  voles  which  shall  way  to  each  of  you,  "  You  are  welcome,  thrice 

Mrs.  Maxcy,  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  from  abroad,  said  in  response :  We 
heartily  thank  you  for  your  earnest  words  of  welcome  ;  we  accept  the  cour- 
tesy of  your  recognition  u  guests,  though  it  is  accompanied  with  an  invi- 
tation to  "  hard  wort."  Host  of  us  gathered  here  know  the  full  import  of 
this  phrase ;  and  although  we  may  vainly  have  imagined  that  the  annual 
return  to  head-quarters  might  give  us  somewhat  of  a  respite  from  toil ;  al- 
though we  may  have  fancied  that  this  gathering  would  bring  us  relaxation 
from  severe  tasks  In  the  delight  of  social  reunion,  we  gladly  gird  ourselves, 
at  your  bidding,  for  the  conflict,  and  cordially  accept  your  sincere  invitation 
to  hard  work,  especially  since  we  know  that  there  is  in  store  for  tu  the  en- 
joyment of  hospitable  homes  in  your  city,  renowned  for  culture. 

Bat  we  come  not  here  for  your  sokes  alone ;  our  needs  are  mutual.  Our 
work  is  new,  and  no  one  mind  yet  measures  its  full  scope.  We  gather 
here  from  various  directions,  each  with  thought  and  interest  modified  by 
oar  own  localities,  to  consider  and  discus  the  claims  of  the  different  fields, 
■nd  thus  receive  the  information  necessary  to  a  comprehensive  understand- 
iag  of  the  whole  work. 

We  come  also  to  gain  strength.  In  carrying  forward  this  new  enter- 
prise we  meet  many  obstacles.'  Ignorance  and  indifference,  if  not  direct 
opposition,  we  all  have  to  encounter,  and  we  need  the  inspiration  that 
comes  from  contact  with  enthusiastic  thought,  from  conviction  and  success- 
ful achievement,  to  speed  us  on.  And  so  we  come  together  for  sympathy. 
Wo  wish  to  look  into  each  other's  faces,  and  unite  our  hearts  and  voices  in 
prayer  and  praiae. 

And,  perhaps,  more  than  all,  we  need  also  information  with  regard  to 
methods  and  means.  In  the  multitude  of  counselors  there  is  wisdom,  as 
veil  as  safety.  Therefore,  we  come  to  learn  of  each  other,  to  discuss 
methods  and  compare  results. 

We  come  to  develop  plans  of  work.  Our  country  cries  to  us  from  its 
four  quarters,  and  already  we  arc  besieged  with  requests  for  assistance  far 
beyond  onr  ability  to  meet.  Our  policy  and  plans  for  work  are  to  he  de- 
I  lermined  more  fully,  and  the  bounds  of  our  proper  field  of  labor  to  be  set. 

Emerson  has  somewhere  said,  in  effect,  that  we  have  indemnity  from 
.  oblivion  only  in  combined  labor.  He  who  links  his  memory  to  great  issues 
|  lives  in  them.  For  ourselves  alone  there  is  no  immortality  of  fame.  As 
I  individuals  we  die  and  are  forgotten  ;  hut  great  deeds  are  immortal. 

And  the  Scriptures  teach  as  the  some  lesson.  "  If  ye  live  after  the 
flesh  "—lead  a  selfish  life—"  ye  shall  die ;"  "  But  if  through  the  spirit  ye 
I  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  flesh  "-lead  a  life  devoted  to  the  good  of  the 
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world,  to  the  upbuilding  of  humanity— "  ye  shall  live  "  in  the  results.  Aa 
individuals  we  may  not  be  remembered,  but  as  builders  together  with  God 
our  work  shall  stand  forever. 

I  believe  this  home  missionary  work  is  the  one  to  which  the  women 
of  our  Church  at  the  present  time  are  especially  called.  There  are  causes 
in  operation  that  threaten  our  civilization ;  and,  as  has  been  said,  no  one 
can  estimate  the  influence  of  the  next  twenty  years  of  American  history 
upon  the  evangelization  of  the  world.  Let  us,  then,  build  in  this  glorious 
temple  of  our  country's  peace  and  purity,  and  though  our  names  be  soon 
forgotten,  the  monument  of  our  work  will  stand  immortal. 

The  delegates  were  introduced,  and  seated  by  conferences.

Mrs.  Hoyt  has  frequently  furnished  to  the  Wettern  Chrittkm  Advocate 
intelligence  on  matters  of  interest  pertaining  to  the  society.  In  the  mis- 
sionary columns  of  that  paper  a  much  larger  amount  of  information  con- 
cerning home  mission  work  hss  been  published  than  in  any  other  of  our 
Church  papers.

Mrs.  B.  S.  But,  Corresponding  Secretary,  read  ber  annual  report,  in 
which  she  gave  a  comprehensive  and  interesting  rftumi  of  the  history  of 
the  Society,  its  work  during  the  year,  and  its  proposed  plans  for  the  future.

Hiss  Barrett  song,  most  acceptably, "  Flee  as  a  bud  to  your  mountain." 

The  President  introduced  fraternal  delegates  from  sister  Churches,  and 
a  ball-hour  was  pleasantly  spent  in  listening  to  short  addresses  from  them.- 

Mrs.  Murray  Shipley  reported  from  the  Friends'  Society,  whose  work 
includes  10,500  Indians,  at  a  total  cost  of  $11,177.  Manual-labor  schools 
have  been  established  among  the  colored  people  and  poor  whites.  Some 
of  the  finest  scholars  in  the  land  have  passed  through  their  Philadelphia 
colored  schools.  A  colored  lady  graduate  has  been  received  at  St  James's 
Court,  and  the  duchess  of  Sutherland  owns  her  as  a  correspondent 

Hiss  Ella  Smith  represented  the  women  of  the  Christian  Churches,  re- 
ferring briefly  to  the  work  planted  at  Montana,  India,  Jamaica,  and  other 
places.  The  last  year's  receipts  were  $20,328.34,  with  a  balance  of  over 
$1,000  in  the  treasury. 

Mrs.  8.  K.  Leavitt  next  spoke  of  the  Baptist  women  and  their  work, 
in  a  most  pleasing  manner,  moving  her  audience  alternately  to  smiles  and 
tears.  She  said  that  the  Methodist  ladles  told  Baptist  stories  through  their 
Secretary;  for  the  Baptist  women  have  diffused  their  energies  among 
twenty-one  States  and  Territories,  among  freedmen,  Indians,  foreigners, 
and  Mormons.  A  training-school  is  in  most  successful  operation  in  Chi' 
cago,  and  Mrs.  Leavitt  earnestly  recommended  the  enterprise  to  the  Meth- 
odist women  present,  adding  that  races  and  homes  will  never  rise  above 
the  status  of  their  womanhood. 

Miss  Esther  Pugh,  of  the  National  Woman's  Christian  Temperance 
Union,  was  introduced,  and  made  a  happy  reference  to  the  cause  of  tem- 
perance, suggesting  that  the  motto  of  the  union — "  For  God,  Home,  and 
Hative  Land" — Indicates  home-mission  work. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  F,  A.  Aikin  and  Mrs.  F,  8.  Hoyt  were  appointed  to 
prepare  resolutions  of  sympathy  for  Mrs.  Dale  and  family, 

A  piano  solo  was  played  with  skill  and  good  taste  by  Hiss  C.  Bellows. 

Announcements  were  made,  and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

An  excellent  ranch  was  served  to  a  large  number  of  ladies  and  minis- 
ters by  the  ladies  of  the  East  Cincinnati  District,  and  a  delightful  social 
hour  followed.

It  opens  a  wide  field  of  usefulness  to  the  Society,  and  one  that  is  particu- 
larly calculated  to  interest  the  young  people  in  our  Auxiliaries.  Very  few 
young  girls  can  obtain,  without  help,  the  necessary  means  to  fit  themselves 
tor  teachers. 

Ten  girls  have  been  aided  in  the  schools  during  the  year.  These  were 
chosen  by  the  Committee  as  being  particularly  worthy  of  aid,  and  their 
teachers  report  Uiem  to  be  among  the  most  diligent  and  promising  stu- 
dents in  the  respective  schools. 

One  young  man,  Calvin  Tobias,  was  aided  to  the  amount  of  $40  by  a 
band  of  girls  at  Bloomfield,  0.  He  is  preparing  for  the  ministry,  and  is 
very  highly  spoken  of  by  his  instructors. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone  read  the  report  on  Missionary  Candidates,  and  it 
was  adopted.

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark  read  the  report  on  Publication  of  Society  Organ,  em- 
phasizing the  great  need  for  a  paper  published  by  the  Society.  The  report 
was  adopted.

Mrs.  I,.  D.  McCabe  read  a  very  comprehensive  and  eloquent  paper 
on  the  Indians  of  our  own  laud.  The  Women's  Indian  Auxiliary  is  doing 
a  grand  work  in  twenty  States.    Mrs.  McCabe  said:  "Reforms  never  re- 
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I  cede;  therefore,  discouragements  are  as  contrary  to  intelligence  aa  to 
I  faith ;"  and  also  said  that  General  Grant,  is  to  the  Indians  what  President 
i  Lincoln  was  to  the  slaves.  Our  Indian  wars  have  cost  us  $500,000,000 ;  and 
in  place  of  that  enormous  sum,  It  was  suggested  that  the  Indians  had  bet- 
ter be  educated  at  $200  per  capita,  instead  of  being  killed  off  at  so  much 
cost 

A  resolution  was  approved,  requesting  the  Executive  Board  to  pub- 
lish, in  pamphlet  form,  this  paper  on  Indian  work,  if  they  deem  it 
practicable. 

Mrs.  Harcy  suggested  that,  in  case  the  Society  publish  a  periodical, 
this  paper  on  Indian  -work  could  appear  in  that  organ,  together  with  other 
ports. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  report  on  Industrial  Homes,  Mrs. 
L.  D.  HcCabe  was  appointed  chairman  of  a  committee  to  confer  with  other 
iations  for  the  purpose  of  securing  appropriations  from  Congress  for 
the  education  of  the  freedmen,  with  power  to  appoint  the  other  members 
of  the  committee. 

Mrs,  A.  F.  Newman  requested  that  a  time  should  be  fixed  for  the  dis- 
seion  of  the  Mormon  question  and  work  in  Utah.

Saolved,  That  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  here  assembled,  appoint  n  committee  to  draft  a  circular  setting 
forth  a  true  statement  of  the  desecration  by  the  ritual  of  the  Mormon 
Church  of  the  character  and  teachings  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and  that 
it  further  declare  that  the  lust  of  the  flesh  and  the  lust  of  office  alone 
prompt  the  Mormon  priesthood  to  the' establishment  and  perpetuity  of  po- 
lygamy; that'  it  portray  in  unmistakable  terms  the  sensualism  of  the 
homes  of  the  lower  classes,  and  the  unutterable  woes  endured  for  "Christ's 
sake  "  in  the  upper  strata  of  Mormon  domestic  life. 

Raoloed,  That  this  committee  be  authorized  to  confer  with  other  and 
kindred  organizations,  and  secure  their  financial  co-operation  and  official 
signatures  to  this  circular. 

Boohed,  That  this  committee  shall,  upon  conference  with  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  be  entitled  to 
make  a  draft  upon  the  missionary  treasury  for  the  publication  of  said  letter 
and  its  distribution  through  onr  American  consuls  in  Europe,  and  through 


o  its  power  to  perpetuate  the  religious  bondage  and  domestic  slavery  of 
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the  women  ho  enfranchised ;  and  if  they  shall  find  the  facte  to  warrant, 
they  shall  draft  petitions  to  be  circulated  for  signatures,  which  shall  bo  pre- 
sented to  tho  Congressional  Committee  at  Washington,  asking  for  the  dis- 
franchisement of  the  women  of  Utah,  or  for  a  radical  change  of  the  whole 
form  of  government. 

Mre.  M.  M.  Brown,  of  the  "Wesley an  College,  offered  this  as  a  substitute 
for  the  last  resolution :  "That  we  petition  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
to  abrogate  tho  present  Territorial  Government,  and  appoint  a  provisional 
government;"  and  advocated  the  adoption  of  this  measure  in  a  well-sus- 
tained and  logical  argument 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  further  discussion  of  this 
subject  was  deferred  till  the  afternoon  session. 

Miss  Yoakley  sung,  with  fine  voice  and  expression,  "  I  hear  thee  speak 
of  the  better  land."    After  which  the  meeting  adjourned. 

A  bountiful  lunch  was  served  by  the  ladies  of  the  "West  Cincinnati 
District  to  the  large  number  of  delegates  and  friends  present,  and  a  delight- 
ful hour  of  refreshment  and  social  converse  was  enjoyed.

At  2  o'clock  the  business  of  tho  meeting  was  resumed,  the  President  in 
the  chair.  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  prayer  was  offered  by  Dr.  F.  S. 
Hoyt 

A  large  audience  had  gathered  to  listen  to  the  continuation  of  the  dis- 
cussion on  Monnonism. 

Mrs.  Newman  defended  the  resolution  with  much  spirit,  evidencing  a 
very  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  subject.  Sho  believed  that  the  vote 
of  the  Mormon  women,  who  exercised  their  rights  nnder  intimidation,  was 
tt  the  chief  stay  of  the  political  power  of  the  Latter-day  Saints.  Sho 
stated  that,  while  men  in  Utah  were  subject  to  the  same  laws  as  to  natu- 
ralization and  majority  as  in  other  6tates,  ft  woman  could  come  to  the  Ter- 
ritory one  day,  be  married  the  next  morning,  and  vote  in  the  afternoon — 
could  have  done  so  in  the  morning,  only  it  took  eight  hours  to  go  through 
the  Endowment  House. 

Bishop  Wiley,  on  invitation,  spoke  to  the  Convention.  Ho  said  it  was 
eminently  proper  that  women  should  move  in  the  effort  to  remove  this 
evil.  It  is  woman  who  is  chiefly  wronged  and  who  suffers  most  Mormon- 
i  is  an  evil  of  great  magnitude,  which  may  yet  have  to  be  wiped  out  in 
blood.  It  would  not  now  be  a  bard  thing  to  deal  a  death-blow,  and  the 
government  must  deal  the  blow.  The  government  has  nothing  to  do  with 
Mormonism  in  its  religious  aspect.  The  government  must  rescind  the 
Territorial  Government,  and  appoint  a  government  to  be  administered 
from  Washington  City  instead  of  Salt  Lake  City. 

Several  ladies  joined  in  this  animated  discussion. 
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Mrs.  Brown's  substitute  was  lost,  and  the  original  resolutions  passed.

The 
proposition  appealed  directly  to  the  hearts  of  those  listening,  and  the  ear- 
nest words  of  His.  Newman,  together  with  a  stirring  speech  from  Bishop 
Witey,  helped  swell  the  tide  of  feeling,  and  the  resolution  was  adopted

Th»  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
meets  again  to  attend  to  duties  connected  with  it*  second  annua]  gather- 
ing^ and  your  attention  is  Invited  to  a  brief  resume  of  what  the  Society 
has  accomplished  during  the  part  year,  and  to  a  few  suggestions  which 
may  be  profitable  in  the  farther  prosecution  of  the  work. 

A  year  ago  ladles  connected  with  our  Church,  whose  hearts  bad  been 
touched  by  appeals  for  aid  from  the  neglected  sections  of  our  own  country, 
met  in  tbJa  place  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  those  needing  help,  the 
dangers  to  which  they  were  exposed,  and  to  devise  plans  for  their  relief 
and  elevation.  The  task  was  a  delicate  and  difficult  one.  Although  the 
Society  was  successfully  organised  in  many  of  oar  Conferences,  and  though 
the  organisation  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  bad  awakened 
a  deep  interest  throughout  the  Church  in  behalf  of  missions  in  oar  own 
land,  its  field  of  operations,  its  methods  of  work,  and  its  harmonious  rela- 
tion to  other  branches  of  benevolent  effort  in  our  communion  were  not 
yet  fully  understood. 

Tlvo  power  and  adaptiveneea  of  this  Society  to  benefit  the  Church  in 
which  an  auxiliary  should  be  organised,  by 'enlisting  the  entire  member- 
ship in  co-operative  effort  for  mission  work,  both  local  and  conuectional, 
had  not  yet  been  properly  appreciated.  Host  people  are  too  busy  to  wel- 
come a  new  claim  upon  their  sympathy  and  effort  Those  enlisted  in  or- 
ganiutions  already  established  are  usually  preoccupied  with  duties  and 
responsibilities  connected  with  this  special  interest,  so  that  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  this  new  enterprise,  bringing  so  many  blessings  to  our  hearts 
and  homes,  should  sometimes  encounter  indifference,  or  even  opposition. 

It  must  win  its  way  to  the  hearts  of  the  people  by  words  of  wisdom 
and  deeds  of  love ;  and  only  by  successful  labor  in  behalf  of  Christ's 
seedy  ones  in  our  own  land  can  the  Society  vindicate  its  claim  to  the  sym- 
pathy and  benevolence  of  our  people.

The  work  of  the  year  furnishes  encouraging  results.  As  the  plans  and 
litns  of  the  Society  are  more  fully  understood,  indifference  disappears  and 
opposition  ceases. 

Many  new  Conference  organisations  and  auxiliary  societies  have  been 
ionned,  indicating  an  increased  interest  in  home  missions,  and  reasonable 
expectations  for  an  enlarged  revenue. 
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Many  friends  have  been  won  to  sympathy  with  the  work,  whose 
pledges  of  aid  in  legacies  and  donations  are  assured  for  the  future. 

The  small  debt  which  had  been  incurred  in  the  organisation  of  our 
work  has  been  liquidated.  Our  missionaries  have  been  sustained  in  the 
field,  our  beneficiaries  kept  in  the  schools,  and  the  building  enterprises 
which  have  been  inaugurated  have  been  successfully  prosecuted. 

It  is  hoped  that  the-  Society  will  be  able  to  greatly  enlarge  its  work, 
increase  its  efficiency,  and  enter  upon  a  wider  sphere  of  usefulness.  The 
ladies  interested  in  this  enterprise  have  been  encouraged  in  their  work  by 
the  cordial  approval  of  the  general  officers  of  the  Church  and  by  their 
kindly  aid  in  its  behalf.

Daily,  at  Ogden,  and  Miss  Wheelock,  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  In  the 
South-west,  Mrs.  G.  W.  Richardson,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Texas 
Conference,  and  Mrs.  Isabella  Howells,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
West  Texas  Conference,  have  labored  without  compensation,  faithfully  and 
successfully.  These  ladies,  as  well  as  Mrs.  Hester  Williams  and  Mrs, 
Marcus  Dale,  District  Managers  in  the  Louisiana  Conference,  have  success- 
fully inspired  and  organized  the  efforts  of  the  people  to  establish  in  their 
respective  localities  a  number  of  schools  that  have  been  self-supporting 
and  efficient,  being  taught  by  competent  Christian  teachers.  Miss  Flora 
Mitchell,  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  Miss  Ella  J.  Butte,  at  Orangeburg,  &  C, 
commenced  their  labors  as  Matrons  in  charge  of  the  respective  Model 
Homes  in  these  places  early  in  October. 


Eleven  girls  have  been  aided  in  the  school  during  the  year.  This 
work  appeals  strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  the  benevolent  The  effort  to 
provide  means  for  the  education  of  girls  also  meets  the  oftrexpressed  de- 
sire of  youthful  bands  for  special  religious  work. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  from  thirty  to  forty  dollars  will  aid  a  girl 
so  that,  with  her  own  effort,  she  can  remain  in  school  the  whole  year. 

CONFERENCE   ORGANIZATION. 

The  aim  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  to  organize  the 
latent  forces  of  the  Church,  and  enlist  the  energies  of  the  women  and  girls 
not  employed  In  Christian  work.  By  this  means  it  la  hoped  to  increase 
the  resources  of  the  Church,  promote  spiritual  growth  in  her  membership, 
and  secure  her  highest  usefulness  in  every  good  word  and  work. 

The  Society  In  its  organization  includes  a  Conference  Auxiliary  in  each 
Conference,  with  a  full  corps  of  officers  competent  for  the  management  of 
such  interests  of  the  Church  as  may  come  within  its  sphere  of  action,  and 
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Society  is  expected  to  manage  its  local  interests  under 
By-laws  in  harmony  with  the  General  Constitution ;  and  it  is  important  that 
Conference  organisations  should  be  secured  at  the  earliest  day  possible 
throughout  the  entire  Church,  and  Auxiliaries  in  the  several  charges. 

To  neon  this  object,  by  vote  ol  the  Executive  Board,  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  associated  with  Mrs.  L.  M.  Dunton,  one  of  our  missionaries 
from  the  South,  was  requested  to  visit  as  many  of  the  Spring  Conferences 
as  opportunity  would  allow,  and  represent  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and, 
if  possible,  secure  in  each  a  Conference  organization.  The  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, Philadelphia,  New  Jersey,  Newark,  Wyoming,  New  York  East, 
New  England,  New  England  Southern,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  and 
Troy  Conferences' were  visited. 

The  representatives  of  the  Society  were  cordially  received  and  kindly 
aided  in  the  object  of  their  mission.  In  several  of  these  Conferences  organ- 
isations already  existed.  In  Vermont,  Wyoming  and  New  England  South- 
ern, Societies  were  organised.  Conference  or  District  Secretaries  wero 
appointed  in  Central  Pennsylvania,  New  York  East,  New  Hampshire,  and 
New  Jersey  Conferences. 

_  The  same  ladies  were  commissioned  to  visit  several  of  the  Summer 
resorts.  At  Lake  Bluff,  Ocean  Grove,  and  Martha's  Vineyard  a  whole  day 
was  devoted  to  the  interest  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
The  immense  audiences  which  attended  these  exercises,  and  the  co-opcra- 
I  tion  of  influential  ladies  and  gentlemen,  furnished  assurance  that  the  im- 
portance of  this  enterprise  was  beginning  to  be  appreciated. 

Meetings  were  held  at  Lancaster,  lakeside,  and  many  other  Summer 
resorts,  East  and  West,  under  the  auspices  of  ladies  connected  with  the 
Society,  with  the  most  gratifying  results. 

The  same  ladies  were  again  appointed  to  visit  the  Fall  Conferences. 
They  were  able,  by  extensive  and  expensive  travel,  to  reach  the  Indiana, 
West  Indiana,  Iowa,  Michigan,  St.  Louis,  West  German,  Des  Moines, 
Upper  Iowa,  East  Ohio,  Central  Ohio,  Erie,  Pittsburg,  Genesee,  Bock  River, 
and  Wisconsin  Conferences.  The  Savannah  Conference  was  also  visited, 
making  sixteen,  and  organizations  were  formed  or  Secretaries  appointed 
in  all  of  these  in  which  the  work  had  not  been  previously  organised. 
'  It  is  due,  In  this  connection,  to  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the 

:  valuable  services  rendered  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  Dunton  in  this  visitation.  Her 
touching  incidents  and  faithful  delineations  of  life  in  the  South  awakened 
a  deep  interest  and  produced  a  profound  impression. 

Other  Conferences  were  visited,  and  the  same  object  effected  by  other 
ladies— the  Nebraska  and  West  Nebraska  by  Mrs.  Bishop  Wiley  and  Mrs. 
Angie  F.  Newman ;  the  Illinois  and  Southern  Illinois  by  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Marcy;  the  Iowa  and  Horth-weet  Iowa  by  Mrs.  Col.  Springer;  the  North 
Indiana,  South-east  Indiana,  and  Cincinnati  by  Mrs.  John  Davis,  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Bayliss,  and  others. 

The  kind  and  fraternal  manner  with  which  the  representatives  of  our 
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Society  were  uniformly  received  by  presiding  bishop  and  members  of  the 
Conferences  visited  deserves  grateful  acknowledgments,  Each  Conference 
appointed  a  committee,  which  took  the  subject  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  into  careful  consideration,  and  submitted  a  report.  The 
resolutions  adopted  uniformly  expressed  cordial  approval  of  the  enterprise, 
and  earnestly  recommended  the  organization  of  Societies  throughout  then- 
respective  bounds.  The  result  of  this  effort  is  very  encouraging,  and  gives 
promise  of  general  organization  and  rich  harvests  in  the  future. 

UNIFICATION. 

The  problem  of  w"lt'"g  in  one  Society  the  local  and  the  mtssi™  work 
iu  our  own  country,  though  somewhat  difficult,  has  been  successfully  solved 
in  the  practice  of  many  of  our  auxiliaries.  When  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  has  been  organised  in  these  charges,  committees  have 
been  formed  to  look  after  the  various  local  interests — the  needy  poor.  Sab- 
bath-schools, Church  furnishing,  visiting,  etc  The  ladies  engaged  in  these 
branches  of  toaal  work  are  not  ncoeaarily  members  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  by  the  payment  of  annual  dues,  but  these  committees 
report  their  work  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society.  Thus  all  the 
"home  mission"  interests  of  the  Church, local  and  connections!,  are  united 
in  one  meeting.  This  plan  eaves  time,  awakens  general  interest,  and  im- 
parts valuable  information  concerning  the  various  departments  of  mission 
work  to  all  present.  The  Auxiliary  has  credit  in  the  reports  of  the  Gen- 
eral Society,  only  for  membership  fees  and  such  other  moneys  as  are  sent  to 
the  general  treasury,  to  be  used  for  the  needs  of  the  Society  in  its  mission 
fields.  The  record  of  alt  local  work  and  of  money  expended  at  home  belong 
to  the  Charge  and  to  the  Conference  Society,  in  such  form  as  the  home 
work  may  be  arranged  under  its  By-laws.*

This  is  increased  by  the  fact  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  oar  Churches  are  women.  This  great  force  should  be  thoroughly  organ- 
ized and  wisely  directed,  that  it  may  become  an  agency  of  great  efficiency 
in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom.  Sabbath-school  work  must  fall 
largely  into  the  bands  of  women.  Judicious  and  persevering  effort  on  their 
part  may  bring  the  boys  and  girls  into  the  Sabbath-school,  retain  them 
there,  and  most  likely  eventually  firing  them  into  the  Church. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  this  Society  to  organise  bands  of  young  people, 
to  induce  them  to  consecrate  heart  and  life  to  Christ,  and  to  instruct  them 
in  regard  to  the  conditions  and  wants  of  our  country;  and  thus  bind  them 
to  the  Church  by  the  doable  bond  of  patriotism  and  religion.  The  senti- 
ment of  patriotism  la  easily  kindled  In  the  young  heart,  and,  if  associated 
with  religion,  it  will  become  the  controlling  principle  of  action,  enable  its 
possessor  to  live  a  useful  life,  and  render  valiant  service  in  the  cause  of 
(Jurist.  Very  few  of  our  youth  have  any  appreciation  of  the  perils  spring- 
ing from  Ignorance,  vice,  and  Hormonlsm  in  our  frontiers,  that  threaten 
our  free  institutions  and  all  that  patriotism  holds  dear. 

The  refuse  of  all  nations  is  drifting  to  this  country.  These  immigrants 
bring  more  of  the  vices,  superstition,  infidelity,  and  irreligion  of  the  Old 
World  with  them  than  they  bring  of  its  culture,  its  graces,  or  its  art— so 
that  there  is.  In  fact,  a  transfer  of  the  foreign  field  to  the  home,  and  in  this 
respect  the  work  of  the  missionary  and  the  patriot  is  one.  It  is  a  work  of 
no  little  importance  to  resist  the  evil  influences  of  these  multitudes  flock- 
ing to  our  shores,  and  to  mold  them  into  harmony  with  our  free  institu- 
tions and  Christian  faith 

Is  not  woman's  responsibility  In  this  field  equal  to  her  ability  and  her 
opportunity?  Dare  we  sit  with  folded  hands  while  the  work  of  ruin  goes 
on?  Have  Methodist  women  less  Interest  in  Church  and  native  land  than 
the  women  of  other  denominations  who  are  laboring  so  successfully  in 
Hone  Missions? 

ipKciAi.  TRA.anvQ  tor  amis. 

Industrial  teaching  is  essential  to  the  success  of  our  Church  and  school 
work  in  the  South.  Heretofore  a  large  proportion  of  those  remaining  in 
the  schools  long  enough  to  obtain  more  than  the  rudiments  of  education 
have  been  males.  There  are  several  reasons  for  this.  Boys  are  constantly 
urged  to  fit  themselves  for  higher  pursuits.  Trades,  business,  and  the 
professions  are  open  to  them  as  inducements  to  effort.'  They  can  secure 
the  means  to  defray  expenses  where  girls  can  not.  Many  young  men  have 
been  aided  by  friends  to  become  teachers,  physicians,  and  preachers,  while 
lata  lately  no  such  help  has  been  offered  to  girls. 

But  if  these  young  men  are  obliged  to  marry  ignorant  women,  and  n 
torn  to  disorderly  cabin  life,  too  many  of  them  will  fall  back  into  their 
I  former  habits  and  vices. 

Life,  in  the  cabins  of  the  freedmen  and  in  the  hovels  of  the  poor 
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whites,  is  barren  of  all  the  elevating  and  refining  influences  of  the  true 
home.  These  miserable  tenements  have  neither  floors,  window*,  nor  an; 
of  the  conveniences  of  civilized  life. 

When  girls  come  to  our  schools  from,  such  abodes,  and  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  hopes  to  give  them  the  moral  and  material  en- 
couragement to  do  so  in  much  larger  numbers  than  in  the  past,  they  will 
need  special  training  in  home  life  duties  different  from  what  the  class-room 
and  the  extended  scale  of  housekeeping  of  the  college  can  furnish.   Cabin- 

i,  so  far,  has  been  void  of  this  idea  of  duty  and  obligation.  In  order 
that  they  may  be  prepared  to  become  good  servants,  housekeepers,  and 

,-es,  we  must  bring  them  under  the  influence  of  something  like  • 
true  homo,  to  give  them  a  just  conception  of  its  Christian  order,  grace,  and 
comfort,  as  it  may  be  managed  on  a  scale  adapted  to  the  family  of  limited 

In  connection  with  the  educational  Institutions  of  oar  Church,  this 
Society  purposes  to  establish  training-schools  for  girls,  in  which  the  theory 
and  practice  of  housekeeping  shall  be  taught  and  illustrated.  This  branch 
instruction  may  be  carried  on  by  us  as  a  supplementary  work  of  the 
Church  in  localities  where  we  have  no  schools. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  mosses  con  secure  the  advantage!  of 
liberal  culture.  They  should  be  educated  for  the  sphere  in  which  they 
o  expected  to  move,  and  these  girls  need  such  a  training  as  can  be  we- 
ired in  one  of  our  well-regulated  industrial  homes,  in  which  the  elemen- 
tary branches  of  education  and  the  every-day  duties  of  life  are  practically 
taught  and  enforced;  and  such  training  will  prepare  them  to  make  the 
home  of  the  poor  man  comfortable  and  happy. 

This  home  missionary  work  in  behalf  of  tho  girls  can  not  be  neglected 
without  seriously  impairing  the  influence  of  the  schools  in  which  our  youth 
are  educated. 

It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  "the  wives  and  mothers  must 
Ik;  reached  and  trained  and  elevated,  if  we  expect  to  render  permanent  the 
work  we  are  doing  among  the  men.  Into  the  abodes  of  ignorance  we  must 
send  tho  tenderness,  tact,  and  sympathy  which  are  the  divine  and  exclu- 
sive endowment  of  Christian  womanhood." 

TUB   INDUSTRIAL  SOME. 

This,  SB  conceived  in  the  thought  of  the  projectors,  is  a  pretty  cottage, 
with  convenient  apartments — kitchen,  dining-room,  sewing-room,  bed- 
rooms, and  parlor.  It  is  to  be  tastefully  and  economically  furnished,  that 
it  may  serve  as  a  model  for  the  girls.  It  will  be  in  charge  of  a  matron,  who 
will  give  special  instruction  in  cooking,  sewing,  and  the  varied  duties  of 
practical  housekeeping.  The  matron  will  instruct  tho  girls  in  the  econom- 
ical use  of  money  in  making  purchases.  They  will  be  taught  the  industries 
of  the  needle,  drcss-mobing,  millinery,  and  all  the  employments  in  which 
women  may  profitably  engage.      Care  of  the  sick  and  instruction  in  the 
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laws  of  tile  and  health  will  be  nude  a  specialty,  and  thaa  a  gnat  amount 
of  suffering  which  renlta  irom  superstition  and  ignorance  may  be  avoided. 

THS  "MODB,  HOld"  AT  ATUJTA. 

This  Industrial  Borne  for  girl*  was  planned  by  the  teachers  of  Clark 
University;  and  this  convenient  cottage,  erected  In  a  pleasant  grove,  is  the 
result  of  their  benevolent  and  persevering  effort.  Then  ladies,  becoming 
convinced  that  the  school  could  not  give  the  training  that  the  girls  needed 
to  make  them  good  housekeepers  and  useful  companions,  ooacelved  the 
idea  of  the  Model  Host,  and  solicited  funds  for  it*  establishment. 
Mr.  E.  0.  Flsk,  of  Boston,  contributed  $500  towards  the  enterprise,  and 
the  balance  was  obtained  by  the  personal  effort  of  the  lady  teachers  during 
vacation. 

The  Home  has  been  placed  in  the  care  of  this  Society  by  the  Auxil- 
iary organised  at  the  University.  The  matron,  Hiss  Flora  Mitchell,  a  lady 
of  rare  qualifications  for  this  work,  took  charge  of  the  cottage  in  October, 
and  will  be  supported  by  the  Society.  She  Is  doing  excellent  service  in 
the  training  of  the  girls. 


The  Society  has  had  a  very  interesting  work  hare  for  two  years  first 
under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  M.  a  Bristol  and  Mrs.  8.  M.  Lewis.  last  year 
Miss  Viola  Baldwin  succeeded  Mrs.  Bristol,  and  she  and  Mrs.  Lewis  hare 
labored  faithfully  and  successfully,  strengthening  the  Church  and  Sabbath  - 
school,  and  exerting  a  wide  Influence  for  good  in  the  community. 

The  work  is  conducted  in  a  rented  house,  Inconvenient,  said  too  small 
tor  the  purpose. 

It  Is  absolutely  necessary,  In  order  to  meet  the  TinoDSSJrles  of  the  neg- 
lected people,  that  a  convenient  building  be  provided  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Our  Church  has  no  school  at  Savannah,  and  the  public  schools  accom- 
modate only  a  small  part  of  the  children  desiring  to  'attend. 

Hie  enterprise  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  BosMy  here  em- 
braces a  school  for  children  during  the  day' and  for  adults  by  night,  In  ad- 
dition to  the  industrial  department  for  women  and  girls. 


The  building  for  the  Home  at  CHaflin  University  is  provided  by  the 
trustees,  and  it  has  recently  been  placed  in  the  charge  of  Mies  BUa  J. 
BetiB,  ss  matron.  Twenty  girls  reside  in  this  Home,  and  are  trained  in 
domestic  duties  under  her  constant  care.  Increased  ""-'"■"^^fmns  are 
demanded  to  meet  the  necessities  of  this  important  enterprise. 


The  work  here  baa  not  been  organised  Into  a  distinct  department,  for 
lack  of  a  suitable  building;  but  it  is  sustained  in  connection  with  the  Uni- 
versity, and  is  under  the  care  of  Miss  Josephine  CowgUl,  who  for  more 
than  five  years  has  rendered  most  valuable  service  in  mission  work  among 
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the  needy  of  this  dty.    Two  schools  of  neglected  children  gathered  from 
streets  have  been  tsught  by  our  missionftriee,  Mrs.  Bentley  »nd  Mrs. 

Williams,  for  the  past  two  years,  with  very  gratifying  results. 

Miss  Cowgill  has  also  inspired  and  aided  the  people  in  establishing  ten 

schools  In  different  sections  of  the  city,  all  but  three  of  them  being  entirely 

Belf-supportlng.     They  are  taught  by  Christian  teachers  educated  in  the 

Freedmen's  Aid  schools. 

This  mission  was  inaugurated  by  Mrs.  J.  C.  Hartsell,  and  it  is  the  fruit 

of  her  self-sacrificing  labors  in  behalf  of  the  poor  and  neglected. 

ADELINE    M.    SMITH,  IKDOSTBIAL    HOME. 

At  little  Rod,  Arkansas,  a  beautiful  cottage  of  eight  rooms,  with  con- 
veniences adapted  to  the  work,  erected  on  tho  some  block  with  the  Phi- 
lander Smith  College,  la  completed,  and  will  be  dedicated  in  a  few  days. 
The  building  cost  Jl, 800. 


Industrial  Home,  Little  Bock,  Arkansas. 
Mrs.  Philander  Smith,  of  Oak  Park,  HI.,  inaugurated  the  enterprise 
by  the  generous  donation  of  $1,000,  and  she  will  aid  in  the  further  prose- 
ion  of  the  noble  work.     It  will  be  auxiliary  to  the  college,  which  bears 
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the  oame  and  was  erected  by  her  as  a  memorial  of  her  deceased  husband. 
It  will  co-operate  with  the  college  in  preparing  the  people  to  secure  the 
blessings  of  the  Christian  life  and  bome- 

aOMB  TOE  SiLT  UKC  SBMIKABr. 

Two  jean  ago,  acting  under  the  advice  of  Bishop  Wiley,  the  supervis- 
ing bishop  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  who  aided  in  the  organ  lotion  of  this 
Society,  and  has  been  its  true  friend  in  every  exigency  of  its  history,  the 
Society  appealed  to  the  Church  for  $5,000  to  erect  a  home  and  boarding 
department  for  the  school.  This  enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  had  peculiar  significance.  Although  this  build- 
ing was  greatly  needed,  there  was  no  other  organised  agency  in  the  Church 
competent  to  undertake  the  effort  of  securing  it 

A  condition  of  our  appeal  in  behalf  of  this  enterprise  was  to  com- 
mence the  building  when  a  warrantable  sum  had  been  obtained,  and  pro- 
ceed with  it  as  rapidly  as  the  funds  collected  would  admit  without  Incur- 
ring debt.  The  building  wss  contracted  for  In  July,  and  was  completed 
early  iu  December.  This  building  will  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  our 
missions  in  Utah.  It  has  been  comfortably  and  appropriately  furnished  by 
Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fist,  of  New  York,  who  sent  a  check  for  $1,000  for  this 
purpose. 

In  this  connection  we  deem  It  wise  to  suggest  that  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  establish  an  Industrial  Home  in  Salt  Lake  City,  with 
the  double  purpose  of  a  school  and  of  siding  women  and  girls  who  de- 
sire to  leave  the  Mormon  Church.  The  thorough  system  of  espionage 
existing  In  Utah,  and  the  fact  that  women  who  renounce  polygamy  are 
subjected  to  cruel  persecutions,  and  can  neither  secure  protection  nor 
employment,  make  it  exceedingly  difficult  for  them  to  escape  from  their 
bondage. 

An  institution  that  would  offer  shelter  and  the  means  of  self-support 
until  their  escape  and  settlement  elsewhere  could  be  effected  would  be  a 
boon  of  Inestimable  value  to  these  unfortunate  women.  Such  an  enter- 
prise would  appeal  strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  the  women  of  the  nation, 
and  the  startling  facts  and  arguments  that  might  be  brought  to  light  In  its 
advocacy  would  hasten  the  overthrow  of  Monnonism. 

Thousands  of  these  deluded  women  have  been  enticed  from  home  and 
family  and  friends  In  the  Old  World  to  come  to  this,  by  false  representa- 
tions of  the  land  and  religion  of  the  "  Latter-day  Saints."  If  the  women  of 
the  Church  would  also  unite  In  sending  notes  of  warning  to  the  countries 
from  which  this 'people  come,  many  might  be  saved  from  this  terrible 
delusion. 

coifcxunoiT. 

We  have  thus  hsatily  glanced  at  the  year's  work,  which  has  been  largely 
preparatory,  laying  foundations  for  future  usefulness,  sowing  seed  for 
future  harvests.  God's  blessings  liave  crowned  our  humble  efforts  to  or- 
ganise ft  Society  to  aid  in  saving  this  fair  land.    A  little  band  of  sutlers, 
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throe  years  dace,  with  anxious  and  trembling  hearts,  entered  upon  this  mis- 
sion, "weeping,  bearing  precious  need;"  but  the;  now  "return  rejoicing, 
bearing  their  sheaves  with  them."  '  What  God  has  already  done  in  the  or- 
ganisation of  thfej  movement  furnishes  assurance  of  future  triumphs.  Like 
the  women  who  had  brought  sweet  spices  that  they  might  anoint  the  body 
of  Jeans,  aoour  women,  in  their  effort  to  save  the  needy  ones  in  our  own 
country,  hm  fanooght  their  choicest  gifts  and  laid  them  at  the  feet  of 

Early  In  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the  week,  so  soon  as  the  Bab- 
bath  was  past,  the  women  started  for  the  moolaher,  where  Joseph  had  laid 
Jeans,  and  had  rolled  a  alone  upon  its  door.  And  as  they  drew  near  they 
said  among  themselves,  "  Who  shall  roll  us  away  the  atone  from  the  door 
of  the  sepnkhor."  And  whan  they  reached  the  aepulnhec  they  saw  the 
stone  was.  rolled  away. 

So  the  little  band  of  Christian  women,  who  wore  anxious  to  show  their 
lore  to  Jeans  by  carrying  bless inga  to  his  needy  and  suffering  children, 
trembled  with  fear  at  the  difficulties  that  loomed  up  In  the  way  of  organ- 
ising a  Society  throughout  our  wide-spread  connection  to  save  our  native 
land  from  tire  dangers  which  threatened  to  destroy  it  Bus  in  Ovist's 
name  they  went  forward  on  their  errand  of  mercy,  and  difficulty  after  dif- 
ficulty disappeared  such  aa  securing  a  hearing  for  our  cause,  gaining  ac- 
cess to  the  hearts  of  the  people,  effecting  an  organisation,  securing  funds 
to  sustain  our  missions— one  after  another  of  than  difficulties  disappeared, 
and  thus  far  God  baa  sent  his  angel  to  roQ  away  the  atone  and  cheer  the 
hearts  of  the  trembling  woman  bringing  sweet  apices  te  anoint  the  body 
of  Jesus. 

Having  aided  our  work  thus  far,  we  wiH  trust  Him  still,  behaving  that 
sD  riimcnlties  in  the  way  of  permanently  organising  and  sustaining  the 
Woman'a  Home  Missionary  Society  will  disappear  as  we  approach  them, 
if  we  go  forward  with  the  followers  of  Jesus,  and  in  Christ's  name  and 
Spirit  do  thai  great  work  for  Him,

Tbis  movement  was  represented  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Bast,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Conference  at  Fort  Huron  in  1681,  and  resolu- 
tions approving  of  the  work  were  passed  by  the  Conference,  and  ladies  were 
nominated  for  the  Conference  Society. 

The  great  fires  of  1881,  which  spread  over  so  large  a  territory  of  Michi- 
gan, leaving  only  ruin  upon  their  track,  were  mostly  within  the  bounds  of 
this  Conference.  The  cry  came  for  immediate  help.  The  Churches  re- 
sponded generously  with  money,  our  ministers  gave  much  time,  and  the 
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This  work  la  yet  unfinished  ;  but,  for  a  few  months  put,  some  of  oar 
sisters  have  felt  that  the  time  had  come  in  which  to  consider,  at  least,  the 
feasibility  of  organizing*  work  which  might  eventually  extend  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  our  own  State. 

At  Conference,  which  met  in  the  city  of  Flint  in  September  last,  a  meet- 
i —  waa  held  in  the  interest  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.

ERIE   CONFERENCE. 

The  Erie  Conference  Home  Missionary  Society,  having  been  organised 
September  25. 1880,  has  just  closed  its  third  year.  During  the  year  there 
has  been  marked  growth  in  knowledge  of  the  objects  and  aims  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  a  consequent  increase  of  Interest.  The  ladies  engaged  In  our  Con- 
ference, District,  and  Auxiliary  work  are  intelligent,  able  wemen,  devoted 
to  Christ  and  his  cause.    It  is  s  privilege  to  be  associated  with  them. 

The  harmony  existing  between  this  Society  and  our  elder  sister,  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  has  been  beautifully  exemplified  in 
various  ways:  and  in  the  Franklin  District  the  "Home  and  "  Foreign" 
regularly  hold  their  Annual  District  Conventions  together. 

The  Erie  Annual  Conference  has  proved  a  staunch  friend  of  our  Soci- 
ety, and  has  each  year  granted  us  a  place  in  the  programme  of  Confer- 
ence anniversaries. 

Our  anniversary  meeting  at  the  late  session  In  October  was  enthusiastic 
in  spirit  and  successful  in  results.  Mrs.  Rust  and  Mrs.  Dunton  were 
with  us. 

The  Conference  appointed  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  Work  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  composed  of  one  minister  from  each  district. 

The  Pitufcury  Advocate,  edited  by  Rev.  Alfred  Wheeler,  D.  D.,  has  been 
uniformly  kind  in  giving  place  to  our  Conference  and  district  reports. 
The  pastors  have  also  merited  our  gratitude. 

Especial  effort  has  been  made  this  year  to  engage  the  young  people  and 
the  children  in  home  mission  work,  and  a  number  of  organisations  have 
been  effected.

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is  hoped  the  careful  reading  and  study  of  these  can  be  secured  among  the 
lembers  of  oar  Society,  and  also  among  those  outside.

KENTUCKY  CONFERENCE.

LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE. 

Mrs.  Williams,  Manager  of  Baton  Rouge  District,  writes:  "This  year 
has  been  somewhat  sickly.  The  towns  have  been  quarantined^  and  there- 
fore I  could  not  attend  to  my  work  as  otherwise  I  would  have  done.  We 
have  been  doing  work  for  tne  poor  and  distressed  of  our  own  immediate 
localities. 

"  We  are  somewhat  embarrassed  in  finances  now,  and,  as  we  have  in 
Baton  Rouge  twenty  or  thirty  orphan  children  to  care  for,  we  ask  you  to 
help  us  by  sending  some  second-hand  clothing  and  shoes.  Our  societies  in 
this  district  have  raised  $287.20  for  their  local  work,  as  follows :  For  expenses 
of  Managers  in  supervising  the  work,  $80.00;  for  church  building  and  fur- 
nishing. $76.25;  for  care  of  sick  and  needy,  $194.30;  for  schools,  |203. 

"There  are  Auxiliaries  at  Baton  Rouge,  Clinton,  Macedonia,  Mount 
Carmel,  Jackson,  Wesley  Chapel,  West  Baton  Rouge,  Rosedale,  and  Ma- 
son vil  I  e." 

Mrs.  S.  M.  Dale,  Manager  of  North  New  Orleans  District,  writes:  "I 
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rejoice  to  see  that  my  work  in  behalf  of  the  u 


dear  and  intimate  friends. 

"  We  feel  the  importance  of  teaching  the  young  people,  especially  the 
yonng  children,  how  to  sew.  The  sewing-school  at  St.  Peter's  Church  has 
seventy-eight  children  in  it  The  Society  has  also  done  a  good  work  in 
helping  to  bury  the  dend. 

"  I  organised  a  Society  in  Donaldson  ville,  with  fifty  members.  This  So- 
ciety kept  up  a  school  for  five  months,  which  was  taught  by  a  competent 
Maanodfrt  teacher.  In  Hapoleonville  there  is  a  Society  numbering  one 
handled  and  fifty ;  a  school  of  seventy  or  eighty  will  open  in  January.  I 
organised  a  Society  at  Woodlawn,  sent  a  competent  teacher,  and  a  school 
*-  opened  there.    At  Tribodeauxvule  the  Society  numbers  more  than  one 

*     '        '      '  '  '       )u  there,  with  a  capable  teacher.    A 

a  Dsrrounville,  one  in  West  Pearl, 

"  Children  have  been  brought  to  the  Sunday-schools,  clothes  have  been 
given  to  old  and  young  who  were  destitute,  many  old  people  have  been 
able  to  attend  Church  who  had  no  clothes  until  we  provided  them,  and  all 
through  the  labors  of  the  missionary  women. 

"I  wish  the  societies  of  the  North  would  send  some  second-hand  clothes 
for  the  evening  sewing-schools,  that  the  girls  may  practice  in  making  over 
and  mending  garments,  and  thus  help  to  clothe  the  naked  and  also  to  fur- 
nish clothea  both  to  young  and  old  persons  who  do  not  come  to  Church 
for  the  reason  that  they  have  nothing  suitable  to  wear.  You  will  bestow 
"  "  if  you  can  send  such  clothing  to  me  to  distribute 


among  the  societies.    Each  society  will  be  enabled  early  next  year  U 
tribute  something  to  the  general  treasury." 

Home  Missionary  Societies  are  organised  in  other  districts  of  the  Con- 
ference. Those  two  from  which  we  give  reports  illustrate  the  energy  and 
salt-os crifkring  efforts  of  the  Managers.  When  we  remember  that  the 
people  are  very  poor,  life  being  a  constant  struggle  for  bread  for  their  fam- 
ilies, and  that  they  labor  under  the  disadvantages  of  ignorance,  with  a 
strong  caste  prejudice  against  them,  it  seems  wonderful  that  they  have 
raised  nearly  six  hundred  dollars  for  local  and  benevolent  Church  work, 
and  have  sent  S2D  to  the  general  treasury.  This  result  has  cost  much  sac- 
rifice ou  the  part  of  all.  The  Managers  have  traveled  from  place  to  place 
at  an  expense  of  $74,  which  the  people  hsve  met. 

These  facts— that  nearly  three  hundred  dollars  of  the  sum  raised  in 
these  two  districts  have  been  expended  in  the  care  of  the  helpless  sick  and 
of  needy  orphans,  and  that  two  hundred  dollars  have  been  devoted  to  secur- 
ing teachers  for  their  children— indicate  the  high  appreciation  these  poor 
people  have  for  education  and  philanthropic  work,  and  a  willingness  to 
make  sacrifices  for  them  which  is  both  remarkable  and  praiseworthy.

The  usual  corps  of  officers  was  elected,  ana  other 
business  transacted.  The  presence  of  onr  Secretary,  Mrs.  Bust,  and  the 
hearty  hospitality  of  the  ladies  of  the  Mansfield  Auxiliary,  made  it  an  en- 
joyable occasion.   The  ladies  of  the  Wellington  Church  have  kindly  invited 
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ua  to  hold  our  next  Annual  Meeting  with  them.    We  hope  to  have  a,  good 
representation  from  the  Conference. 

Could  access  have  been  gained  to  all  the  Churches  many  more  societies 
would  be  reported  j  for  wherever  opportunity  has  been  given  to  present  the 
cause  to  the  women  of  the  Church  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in  enlisting 
their  sympathy  and  aid.  Woman's  heart,  like  the  great  heart  of  Jeans,  is 
always  open  to  the  necessities  of  the  poor  and  needy. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  object  and  importance  of  this 
work  before  the  ministers  and  people,  by  writing,  sending  literature,  and 
presenting  the  subject  at  the  Annual  and  District  Conferences.  The  women 
of  our  Conference  are  abundantly  able  to  sustain  an  auxiliary  la  every 
charge.    Signs  of  abundance  and  plenty  are  visible  everywhere. 

Last  year  six  auxiliaries  were  reported.  This  year  we  can  report 
nineteen.  Fifteen  of  these  are  paying  auxiliaries,  four  not  yet  in  working 
order.  Two  lately  organized,  one  at  Franklin  Street  Church,  Cleveland, 
and  the  other  at  Dalton,  O.  The  Treasurer  has  received  from  this  Confer- 
ence, $640.91. 

Last  year  a  pledge  was  given  to  raise  four  hundred  dollars.  This  yosr 
we  will  make  an  effort  to  raise  one  thousand  dollars.  This  will  mean  work, 
not  only  on  my  part,  but  also  on  the  part  of  the  auxiliaries.  In  order  to 
reach  this  sum,  many  new  auxiliaries  must  be  organised,  and  we  hope  to 
be  able  to  largely  increase  the  number.  , 

Believing  that  specific  work  is  a  great  incentive,  an  effort  will  be  made 
to  have  the  auxiliaries  work  (or  a  special  object,  such  as  the  support  of  a 
teacher  or  beneficiary,  or  any  other  special  wort  the  Executive  Board  shall 
recoTH.ro  end.  Several  valuable  boxes  have  been  sent  to  missionary  fields, 
and  several  are  now  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  work  has  been  a  great  blessing  to  my  own  heart,  and  in  present- 
ing it  I  feel  that  it  is  not  my  cause,  but  that  of  the  Lord  and  his  poor  and 
needy  ones.  In  prosecuting  this  work  we  are  doing  just  what  the  Psalm 
ist  says  will  make  us  happy ;  we  are  "  considering  the  poor,"  laying  plans  to 
systematically  and  continuously  administer  to  their  wants,  temporal  and 
spiritual.  The  Church  is  not  yet  fully  awake  to  the  great  importance  of 
this  work  and  the  necessity  of  its  vigorous  prosecution  for  the  safety  and 
perpetuity  of  our  nation. 

As  women  of  the  Methodist  Church  we  owe  it  to  Methodism  to  do  all 
in  our  power  to  make  this  organization  as  effective  for  good  as  nimilgr  or- 
ganisations are  in  our  sister  denominations.

Our  existence  dates  from  September  23, 1882,  at  which  time,  through 
the  courtesy  of  Bishop  Wiley,  I  was  permitted  to  present  the  claims  of 
this  youngest  daughter  of  our  beloved  Methodism  to  the  Conference,  and 
we  were  then  adopted  and  recognized  by  our  reverend  fathers  and  brethren 
as  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society;  hence  we 
come  now  with  our  first  anniversary  report,  with  grateful  hearts  to  recount 
God's  mercies  by  the  way,  together  with  many  kindly  words  of  cheer  from 
pastors  and  people,  not  unmindful  of  the  indifference  shown,  in  some 
cases,  to  our  irrepressible  postals  in  the  interests  of  thia  peerless  work. 

The  severity  of  the  Winter,  with  the  multiplied  duties  of  housekeeping 
and  school-teaching,  prevented  pilgrimages  to  the  Churches,  save  an  effort 
to  reach  Davenport  m  February.  Rose  at  3.45  A.  M.,  wrote  two  postals, 
then  drove  a  mile  over  a  road  rendered  almost  impassable  from  sudden 
freezing  after  a  day's  violent  rain,  mercury  only  20°  below  zero,  to  stand  on 
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depot  platform  a  half-hour,  and  then  learn  the  Charlotte  bridge  was  washed 
any,  and  mo  train.  Returned  home  for  early  breakfast,  and  at  10.30  an- 
other drive  to  depot  over  the  same  velvety  path,  taking  II  A.  M.  freight 
for  Center  Junction,  and,  after  a  half-mile's  walk  on  the  ice,  learned  the 
Milwaukee  brldga  had  followed  the  example  of  the  Nortkwatem,  and  gone 
down  stream  to  meet  in  the  sunnier  clime  of  Cincinnati.  Returned  over 
the  ley  walk,  tarried  at  depot  five  hours  in  meditation,  took  return  freight 
to  Anamose,  walked  home  up  hill  a  mile,  arriving  long  after  dark,  fully 
conations  of  an  endeavor  to  aid  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
and  of  being  yet  tabernacled  in  the  flesh. 

Sabbath  morning,  April  1st,  the  ever-tenderly  kept  birthday  of  my 
angel-mother,  after  usual  address,  organized  a  society  of  sixteen  members 
st  Clarence;  May  13th.  at  Farley,  of  ten:  May  20th,  at  Miles,  of  twenty- 
four,  mostly  young  ladies :  June  Sd,  at  West  Union,  of  ten ;  June  10th  at 
Fayette,  of  thirty-three ;  June  17th,  at  Epworth,  of  ten ;  June  24th,  at  Da- 
venport, of  thirty-fdx;  July  12th,  at  Decorah,  of  twelve;  July  29th,  at 
Independence,  of  thirty-eight :  August  12th,  at  McGregor,  of  twenty-eight; 
August  19th,  at  Manchester,  of  fifty;  August  26th,  at  Mount  Vernon,  of 
thirty-three. 

Saturday  morning,  September  8th,  addressed  the  Iowa  Conference 
ladies,  and  began  a  local  auxiliary  at  Burlington;  but  report  no  specific 
membership,  as  the  ladies  were  mostly  from  different  parte  of  the  Confer- 
ence. I  waa  urged  to  secure  their  names  for  a  Conference  Society,  but  as 
Mrs.  R.  S.  Hurt  had  presented  the  subject  to  the  Conference,  I  would  not 
even  seem  to  Intrude. 

One  lovely,  motherly  woman  said,  "We  supposed  Mrs.  Bust  came  t

iuwuuuub  the  work,  ana  you  were  appointed  to  follow  her;"  but  I  ex- 
plained I  came  only  because  I  did  not  know  our  gifted,  indefatigable  gen- 
eral Secretary  could  be  present,  and  I  had  promised  to  do  all  I  possibly 
could  in  Iowa  till  another  worker  was  secured. 

September  9th,  at  Muscatine,  formed  a  Society  of  twenty  members- 
Was  present  one  day,  September  19th,  at  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference,  and 
held  our  anniversary,  with  a  treasurer  to  report  over  $150  for  the  year,  in 
lieu  of  my  father's  dues  and  mine,  as  given  for  the  two  previous  years. 

A  very  enjoyable  event  was  an  eloquent  address  by  Mrs.  R.  8.  Rust 
and  a  pleasing  talk  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  Dunton,  while  a  liberal  collection  showed 
sympathy  in  the  cause.  At  our  business  session  the  officers  for  the  new 
year  were  all  duly  appointed,  but  whether  they  will  consent  to  act  is  quite 
another  item.  But  earnest  solicitation  is  made  that  each  officer  organize  at 
least  one  society  daring  the  year, 

Friday  afternoon,  September  28th,  I  presented  our  work  to  the  Con- 
ference ladies  at  Lamara:  and  Saturday  morning,  through  the  suggestion 
of  Mrs.  L  W.  Wiley,  Bishop  Simpson  (though  assured  of  my  reverent 
fear  of  all  our  distinguished piahops,  and  especially  of  him,  as  the  chief) 
kindly  invited  me  to  speak  before  the  Norm-west  Iowa  Conference,  and, 
as  I  dosed,  the  hearty  applause  and  amena,  with  a  resolution  In  favor  of 
the  work  pledging  both  aid  and  encouragement,  proved  the  "laying  the 
subject  on  the  table,"  two  years  before,  was  now  wholly  canceled. 

Saturday  afternoon  a  Conference  Society  was  begun,  with  Mrs.  J.  B. 
Shesler,  of  Spencer,  for  Treasurer. 

Having  waited  some  four  hours  at  depot  for  delayed  train,  took  mid- 
night freight  for  Cherokee,  which  bore  the  roughest  specimens  of  humanity 
I  have  ever  seen;  and  aa  my  urgent  request  of  the  conductor  and  brake- 
man  to  furnish  ns  a  lantern,  If  we  could  have  no  lamp,  was  refused,  the 
journey  was  made  in  total  darkness,  with  more  than  a  dozen  men  swearing, 
smoking,  and  singing  in  the  most  uproarious  manner.  So  when,  at  3  A.  M., 
I  found  a  civilized  man  at  the  depot  awaiting  me,  I  assured  him  my  aspi- 
rations for  heaven  had  been  greatly  increased  In  the  last  few  hours'  travel. 
The  reflex  influence  from  smoke  and  cold  was  a  violently  ill  night,  but  nt 
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eignwsen  memueni 

I  deserve  the  hearty  sympathy  of  these  ladies,  present  here  to-day,  for 
onii  really  heroic  act;  ana  as  it  is  my  only  notable  deed,  1  record  it-  I 
actually  denied  myself  the  two  opportunities  to  hear  the  eminently  elo- 
quent Bishop  Simpson,  in  order  to  organize  a  Home  Missionary  Society  at 
Muscatine  and  Cherokee. 

Anamosa  Auxiliary  begins  a  second  year  with  a  change  from  eleven 
members  to  twenty-seven ;  Dubuque,  from  sixteen  to  thirty-one. 

For  all  the  successes  of  the  past,  let  us,  dear  sisters,  "thank  God,  and 
take  courage;"  and  in  this  grand  Autumn  time,  the  fairest  of  the  four  pic- 
tures which  the  year  paints  on  the  canvas  of  time,  let  us  each  do  more  and 
better.  To  one  proposing  to  have  his  Church  omitted  till  after  Conference 
I  replied,  "  If  you  will  promise  I  will  be  alive  and  can  come  some  lovely 
October  day,  as  our  stone  house  is  very  cool  and  a  bombazine  dress  is  very 
warm,  I  too,  prefer  to  wait."  As  he  could  not  promise  1  went,  and,  with 
the  mercury  among  the  nineties,  organized  a  society  of  fifty  members,  over 
which  the  angels,  and  among  them  my  bed,  looked  down,  I  doubt  not,  with 
holy  delight. 

Tell  me  what  yon  will  do  to-day  for  God  and  humanity ;  for  no  man 
hath  seen  or  can  tell  of  to-morrow,  which  dwells  alone  with  the  Infinite. 

And  since  the  trembling  lips  of  Peter,  who  bad  denied,  and  Thomas, 
who  had  doubted,  and  John,  who  had  misunderstood  our  Lord,  were  to 
speak  the  life-giving  words  to  men— denying,  doubting,  misunderstanding 
men — to  tell  What  they  knew  and  how  the  Savior  could  forgive,  surely  the 
hosts  of  royal  Methodist  Episcopal  women  workers,  who  are  to  me  a 
changeless  inspiration,  will  read,  not  as  I  read,  cut  in  stone  over  the  door 
of  the  Orphanage  at  Nazareth,  but  in  characters  of  fadeless  light,  fresh  from 
the  lips  of  the  blessed  Lord,  "inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these  ye  did  it  unto  me,"  and  "  Whosoever  giveth  a  cup  of  cold  water," 
and,  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  father,"  when  "lie  cometh  to  make-up  his 
jewels;"  for  in  such  ratio  are  the  multiplications  of  heaven.  And  since 
our  earthly  life  is  so  brief, 

"  And  the  night  will  soon  come. 
When  the  murmur  and  horn 
Of  our  days  shall  be  dumb  evermore," 

it  were  well  to  leave  milestones  by  the  way,  pointing  to  the  better  land. 
And  I  leave  with  yon  as  my  mile-stone  fifteen  new  auxiliaries,  nearly 
three  hundred  and  fifty  new  members,  and  over  fifteen  hundred  miles  of 
travel  for  our  Woman  s  Home  Missionary  Society  for  my  lowly  endeavor. 

And  to  say  we  really  care  for  the  souls  of  our  wretched  sisters  over  the 
sea  and  not  for  those  on  this  side  the  water,  or  for  those  in  our  own  native 
land  and  for  none  across  the  ocean,  simply  proves  that  we  do  not  hear 
aright  the  wail  of  downtrodden  womanhood  as  it  enters  the  ears  of  the 
Lord  God  of  Babaoth. 

Shall  toe  not  bow  beside  aH  waters,  that,  when  cometh  the  harvest 
home,  we  may  come  bringing  our  sheaves  with  us,  and  hear  the  "  Well 
done?" 


it  were  more  unto  us  then,  in  that  "sweet  by  and  bvj"  than  kingly  crown 
or  fame's  brightest  diadem.  0,  many  such  an  earth-dimmed  diamond  shall 
Jehovah  set  sparkling  in  his  coronet  when  "  he  cometh  to  make  up  his 
jewels."

Wn  have  organised  one  Auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
cociety  at  Ogden.  The  efforts  of  this  Society  have  been  directed  towards 
the  relief  of  the  Church  and  school  at  that  place. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  it  was  arranged  to  hold  a  bazaar 
in  the  church.  The  entertainment  continued  through  two  days,  and  netted 
the  nun  of  $281.95,  which  was  paid  on  the  Church  debt  The  ladies  as- 
sumed, at  their  share  of  the  burden,  $60  in  addition,  which  was  raised 
during  the  Spring  and  Summer. 

They  are  arranging  to  hold  another  baaaar  late  in  the  Fall,  but  have 
many  discouragements  to  contend  with.  Many  of  the  working  members 
have  removed:  many  have  no  help  in  their  homes,  and  hence  can  find  but 
little  time  to  devote  to  outside  work.  They  hope  to  receive  donations  of 
articles  for  their  baxaar  from  sister  Societies  in  the  East.  The  success  of 
our  work  in  this  part  of  Utah  depends  upon  savingour  Church  property. 

Many  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  Church.  The  ladies  of 
the  Society  are  doing  much  visiting,  and  endeavor  by  this  means  to  awaken 
the  Gentiles  to  the  needs  of  the  work,  and  to  induce  them  to  aid  in  car- 
rying it  forward. 

Borne  impression  is  made  upon  the  Mormons;  but  it  requires  time, 
t»tt«»»"^»  and  faith  in  God  to  accomplish  much  in  that  direction.  The 
hope  is  to  get  the  children  into  the  schools,  and  to  secure  their  interest  in 
Christian  education. 

The  polygamous  wife  and  mother  guards  her  religion  and  her  children 
with  an  exceedingly  strict  surveillance,  and  regards  unfavorably  any  ad- 
vance of  the  Gentiles.  Strange  as  it  may  seem,  she  says  polygamy  is  right, 
and,  though  she  may  not  be  as  happy  here  as  she  might  be  under  other 
circumstances,  she  will  be  far  happier  in  the  hereafter  on  account  of  it 
X  W.  Atkinson,  Corrapondmg  Secretary. 

VERMONT  CONFERENCE. 

Ths  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  this  Conference  was  organ- 
ised at  the  Conference  session  in  St  Albans,  April  1688. 

Not  yet,  however,  is  this  organization  complete,  several  of  the  Vice- 
presidents  and  Managers,  appointed  without  previous  consultation,  declin- 
ing active  service. 

As  rapidly  as  possible  these  vacancies  have  been  filled,  and  we  trust 
that  after  this  year  of  foundation  building  more  rapid  advance  may  be 

Quite  enthusiastic  meetings  were  held  at  two  of  the  camp-meetings,  and 
one  district  baa  been  very  faithfully  canvassed  by  its  Manager,  with  a  view 
to  the  formation  of  auxiliaries. 

Two  Juvenile  Bands  have  been  organized,  and  several  other  Bands  and 

auxiliaries  are  in  process  of  organisation.     Nineteen  dollara  have  been 

]   forwarded  to  the  Treasurer— ten  for  a  share  in  the  Utah  Home,  and  five 

1    from  Wilmington,  which,  with  no  organized  auxiliary,  has  for  several  years 

assisted  in  this  work.    One  dollar  is  from  the  Busy  Bees,  at  East  Dover,  and 

three  for  annual  memberships. 

A  box  is  being  filled  by  the  young  ladies  of  Montpelier.     Papers  are 
read,  interest  is  awakening,  and  with  our  motto,  "  The  whole  world  for 
I  Jesus,"  we  are  ready  with  our  sisters  to  enter  upon  a  new  year  of  in- 
I  creased  effort.

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WEST  GERMAN  CONFERENCE. 

This  Conference  passed  resolutions  fully  indorsing  the  plans  and  work 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  pledged  themselves  to  aid 
in  organizing  Societies  in  their  Churches. 

Miss  Maggie  Dreyer,  of  Armstrong,  Kansas,  was  nominated  for  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  District  officers  were  also  nominated  by  a  Com- 
mittee of  ministers  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

The  work  in  this  Conference  will  do  organized  with  reference  to  the 
work  of  the  general  Society,  and  also  to  the  local  needs  in  those  portions 
of  the  Conference  requiring  aid.  Has.  Bust,  in  behaty of  Gommttee. 

WEST  NEBRASKA   MISSION. 

This  Conference  is  organized  with  reference  to  work  within  its  own 
bounds.  The  direct  purpose  is  to  aid  the  Department  of  Supplies  in  reach- 
ing the  families.  Churches,  and  Sunday-schools  requiring  assistance,  and 
to  systematize  the  efforts  of  those  within  its  bounds  who  can  render  help 

The  Nebraska  Mission  was  formed  by  the  General  Conference  of  1880, 
and  is  situated  in  the  western  part  of  the  State  of  Nebraska.  It  includes 
twenty-five  counties  and  a  large  portion  of  unoccupied  territory. 

Three  leading  railroad  lines  pass  through  the  mission.'  Along  these 
lines  of  roads  settlements  are  forming,  and  the  country  known  as  the 
low  and  upland,  in  all  directions  along  the  valleys  and  divides,  Is  being 
settled  largely  by  Americans.  These  people  move  out  on  the  public  lands, 
and  take  homesteads,  which  consist  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  prairie 
land  covered  by  the  prairie-grass.  Some  build  their  houses  of  sod,  and  oc- 
cupy them  until  they  can  do  better;  but  with  many  it  requires  several 
years  to  subdue  the  sod  and  bring  their  claims  into  a  state  of  improvement 
that  will  yield  more  than  a  mere  subsistence. 

Among  these  settlers  on  our  frontiers  some  poor  but  intelligent  and  en- 
terprising, the  pioneer  preachers,  with  their  families,  are  sent,  to  break  to 
them  the  bread  of  life,  to  organize  societies,  and  to  build  churches..  The 
parent  Society  gives  some  aid,  averaging  from  $50  to  $150  per  year,  and  this 
is  about  all  the  money  some  of  these  brethren  get.  The  people  help  with 
provision;  but  the  preachers  with  families  find  it  difficult  at  times  to  pro- 
cure clothing  suitable  to  attend  church  or  render  themselves  comfortable 
during  the  cold  Winter. 

Our  people  do  not  expect  to  be  dependent  for  a  long  time;  but  help 
rendered  now,  while  they  are  making  their  homes,  building  churches,  ana 
■■'■■■  '       -  'tools,  until  they  can  support  themselves,  will  be  ap- 

, , great  harvest  for  the  Church  in  the  future.     Our 

Missionary  and  Church  Extension  Societies  help  the  general  work  nobly ; 
but  there  are  cases  they  do  not  reach,  such  cases  as  only  ladies  would  think 
of  and  plan  for. 

I  am  glad  the  Heavenly  Father  has  inspired  the  minds  of  the  noble 
and  Christian  women  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  to  reach  out  to  our 
domestic  mission,  and  ^ilan  for  sending  clothing  and  other  supplies  to  fam- 
ilies of  ministers  in  this  new  country.  Our  sister  Churches  have  rendered 
the  families  of  their  missionaries  comfortable  by  boxes  of  clothing,  such  as 
they  needed.  Two  boxes  were  sent  to  this  mission  a  year  ago  by  a  dear 
friend  of  ours  in  Philadelphia,  and  some  of  oar  mini-ters  attended  Con- 
ference, in  suits  of  clothing  from  those  boxes.  God  bless  those  dear  friends, 

I  have  appointed  ladles  at  different  points  in  the  mission  to  furnish 
the  names  of  needy  persons  with  the  size  of  their  families,  age,  and  sex, 
and  when  in  possession  of  facts  will  communicate  with  Mrs.  Whetstone, 
Superintendent  of  Supplies  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.    I  have  also 
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written  to  L  C.  Johnson,  presiding  elder  of  Grand  Island  District,  for  facts 
from  his  part  of  the  work.  I  hope  at  an  early  day  to  so  organize  as  to  be 
able  more  fully  to  report  from  our  frontier  work. 

I  can  not  close  without  giving  a  few  words  from  a  letter  received  by 
sister  Colling  from  her  husband.  Rev.  Anbury  Collins,  who  has  charge  of 
the  Loup  City  work.    He>  says,  in  the  country  where  he  organized  a  class

REPORT  ON   OFFICIAL  ORQAN. 

Oux  report  is  only  suggestive.  We  have  no  practical  results  to  bring 
before  you;  only  regrets  that  the  way  did  not  seem  plain  to  issue  a  paper 
which  would  be  the  organ  of  our  Society,  the  advocate  of  home  missions. 
If  interest  and  a  true  appreciation  of  the  influence  of  such  a  paper  were 
the  only  considerations,  we  would  be  able  to  present  yon  a  sheet  fall  of 
"good  news,"  representing  worthily  the  great  home  field. 

The  hindrance  to  the  accomplishment  of  onr  cherished  purpose  is  the 
need  of  finances  appropriated  to  this  special  work.  We  knew  too  well  the 
great  desire  of  the  Executive  Board  to  complete  this  year  the  Utah  Home 
or  boarding  department  of  Salt  Lake  Seminary ;  and  their  determination, 
to  relieve  themselves  from  an  accumulated  indebtedness,  to  ask  for  an 
appropriation. 

We  had  hoped  some  giving  hand  would  be  extended  for  this  work ; 
but  other  interests  absorbed  our  workers ;  and  so  we  come  to  yon  asking 
for  your  own  decision. 

As  to  the  need  for  such  a  paper,  I  suppose  we  are  of  one  voice,  of  one 
mind.    As  to  the  expediency,  there  may  be  a  question. 

What  is  needed  in  any  mission  work  is  light.  People  are  always  inter- 
ested in  Christ's  kingdom,  everywhere,  if  they  know  about  it  They  will 
know  about  it  if  they  get  a  chance  to  learn.  I  think  we  have  lore  enough, 
but  in  many  cases  it  is  feeble  and  ineffective  through  ignorance.  A  lady 
said  to  me  the  other  day,  "Through  the  reading  of  the  Heathen  Woman  i 
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We  need  a  paper  containing  lucid  and  appropriate  discussions  on  the 
importance  of  the  work  and  the  best  plana  of '  doing  it.

Let  the  paper  have  illustrations  of  those  sections  we  know  so  little 
about;  also  vivid  descriptions  of  the  educational  and  reformatory  move- 
ments having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  evangelization  of  our  own  laud. 

The  practical  question  is,  "  Are  we  ready  to  publish  a  paper  this  year? 
and  shall  we  make  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose  f"

REPORT  ON   MISSIONARY  CANDIDATES. 

Your  Committee  on  Missionary  Candidates  beg  leave  to  report  that, 
during  the  past  year,  they  have  received  applications  from  seventeen  la- 
dies who  were  desirous  of  entering  the  home  work.  We  feel  that  an  ear- 
nest purpose  to  do  good  and  to  save  souls  must  be  the  only  motive  that  can 
possibly  prompt  them,  to  desire  to  enter  this  work.    For  the  life,  they  well 
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know,  is  one  of  toll,  of  sacrifice,  in  many  cases  of  ostracism  from  all  soci- 
ety ;  and  the  salary  1b  necessarily  small. 

That  so  many  do  desire  to  enter  tbia  work  under  these  circumstances 


would  have  us  do  this  work.    Can  we  feel  otherwise  when  so  many  a 
saying,  "  Here  am  I ;  send  me,  send  me  I" 

You  may  be  ready  to  ask,  Is  there  need  for  so  many  workers  7  Wo 
answer,  Yes. 

The  Macedonian  cry  comes  to  us  from  all  over  our  broad  lands.  From 
the  poor,  neglected  whites  of  the  South ;  from  the  downtrodden  and  op- 
pressed negro— s>  nation  but  ft  short  time  ago  almost  without  at  home,  and 
scarcely  knowing  the  meaning  of  the  word  home,  thus  Deeding  to  be 
taught  In  all  that  pertains  to  making  a  home ;  from  Mexico,  where  many 
souls  are  waiting  lor  help  to  loose  the  chains  that  have  so  long  bound 
them  ;  from  Utah,  whose  very  name  has  come  to  be  synonymous  with  sin, 
with  sorrow,  with  darkness,  with  shame,  and  whose  Institutions  curse 
women  as  do  no  others  on  the  globe;  from  the  Indian,  whose  great  need 
and  whose  claim  none  deny ;  from  the  Chinese  on  our  own  shore ;  from  the 
frontiers;  from  the  mountains;  from  the  upper  lake  regions:  from  our 
mining  districts;  from  our  very  doors,— comes  to  us  the  pleading  cry  for 
help :  yea,  for  the  bread  of  life. 

Shall  we  give  it?  Can  we  withhold  it  ?  Shall  we,  by  our  efforts  during 
the  coming  year,  so  fill  the  treasury  that  the  Society  toby  be  able  to  send 
into  the  field  these  earnest  women,  who  are  so  desirous  of  working  for  the 
Master,  and  thus  give  the  bread  of  lite  to  those  who  are  "  ready  to  perish?" 

It  rests  with  us.  Hay  we  all  so  labor  that  the  Master  may  say  of  us 
each,  "She  has  done  what  she  could."

REPORT  ON  SUPPLIES  AND  DISTRIBUTION. 

Quttb  a  large  number  of  boxes  and  barrels  hare  been  sent  by  various 
auxiliaries  to  our  mission  fields  during  the  year.  Our  missionaries  bare 
found  them  very  helpful  in  the  way  of  clothing  the  destitute,  and  in  sup- 
plying the  needs  of  those  who  were  unable  to  help  themselves.  Many 
poor  people,  who  had  no  suitable  clothing,  have  thus  been  enabled  to  at- 
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tend   Church   and   Sunday-school,  and   have   been  made   comfortable  in 
their  homes. 

While  we  would  urge  our  auxiliaries,  in  all  cases  where  practicable, 
to  prepare  and  forward  such  supplies  as  are  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
destitute,  we  would  caution  them  against  sending  old  papers,  old  school- 
books,  each  unlike  the  other,  and  old,  much-worn  garments.  In  some  in- 
stances the  value  of  the  boxes  received  by  the  missionaries  has  not  equaled 
the  expense  of  sending. 

Good  second-hand  clothing,  good  Sunday-school  books,  illustrated  pa- 
pers, uniform  school  and  singing  books,  together  with  new  material  for  all 
kinds  of  clothing,  and  ready-made  garments,  bedding,  etc.,  are  always 
needed,  and  always  acceptable.  Supplies  for  sewing- schools  are  also 
greatly  needed. 

In  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  the  auxiliaries  that  have  contributed 
supplies  are  credited  in  their  respective  Conferences  with  the  number  and 
value  of  the  same.

REPORT  ON  SUPPLIES. 

Tub  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  distributing  sup- 
plies and  aids  would  respectfully  report: 

That  in  their  opinion  great  good  can  be  accomplished  by  a  judicious 
distribution  of  clothing,  religious  books,  papers,  and  household  articles. 

By  correspondence  with  our  missionaries,  and  others  interested  in 
our  work,  it  will  be  readily  learned  where  supplies  are  needed,  and  what 
articles  will  meet  the  wants  of  the  people. 

In  order  that  this  branch  of  our  work  be  conducted  economically  and 
systematically,  your  Committee  recommend  that  a  Department  of  Supplies 
be  established,  which  shall  be  intrusted  to  a  General  Superintendent,  in 
conjunction  with  a  Special  Committee. 

All  communications  relating  to  the  needs  of  our  various  fields  should 
be  addressed  to  the  General  Superintendent. 

Societies  or  individuals  desiring  to  contribute  to  this  "department  should 
inform  the  General  Superintendent  of  this  desire,  and  also  state  the  kind 
of  help  they  wish  to  render. 

We  deem  this  a  very  important  department  of  our  work.    By  thus 
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Bystematiring  it,  we  feel  Out  not  only  time  but  money  may  be  saved,  and 
we  trnat  that  much  good  may  be  accomplished. 

We  recommend  that  the  Superintendent  of  this  department  prepare  a 
areolar  that  may  be  sent  to  all  auxiliaries,  giving  full  directions  as  to 
plans  of  work.

To  facilitate  the  operations  of  this  department,  it  is  desirable  that 
persons  or  Societies  wishing  to  send  packages  should  inform  the  Super'

that  the  articles  mentioned  should  be  sent,  sod  will  furnish  a  printed  form 
to  be  filled  out  with  a  list  of  the  articles  contained  in  tie  packages,  and 
their  estimated  value,  and  the  name  of  the  Auxiliary  Society  or  individuals 
contributing.  The  Hats,  when  filled  out,  together  with  the  railroad  or  ex- 
press receipt  for  shipment,  most  be  mailed  to  the  General  Superintendent, 
who  will  record  them  in  a  book  provided  for  such  purposes. 

Much  time  and  expense  may  be  saved,  and  the  delivery  of  packages

REPORT  ON  INDUSTRIAL  HOMES. 


In  these  departments  and  industrial  schools  the  girls  shall  be  taught  to 
make  and  repair  clothing,  and  to  do  general  sewing.  They  shall  be  taught 
to  cook  and  to  do  general  housework,  so  as  to  be  able  to  make  tidy  and  at- 
tractive homes  or  capable  assistants  in  homes ;  and  such  trades  as  mil- 
linery, dress-making,  etc.,  in  order  to  become  self  supporting. 

If  the  school  is  also  a  home,  particular  attention  must  be  given 
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dustrial  departments  for  Instruction  in  keeping  their  clothing,  persons,  and 
homes  orderly  and  comfortable. 

Wo  recommend  that  a  Standing  Committee  he  made  on  Industrial 
Homes,  each  member  having  charge  of  one  home  (or  more),  to  whom  the 
matron  shall  make  monthly  reports.  This  Committee  shall  meet  and  con- 
fer at  such  times  as  shall  be  indicated. 

We  suggest  that  blanks  for  reports  be  prepared  and  sent  to  the  matrons, 
that  the  reports  may  be  uniform.  Each  matron  shall  send  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  present  the  same  to 
the  Executive  Board  lor  action  thereon. 

The  educational  destitution  of  the  freedmeu  being  great,  and  no  ade- 
quate provision  being  made  therefor  from  any  source,  it  seems  to  as  un- 
worthy of  a  great  Christian  Government  to  allow  a  large  and  increasingly 
important  class  of  its  citizens  to  continue  in  degradation  without  making 
suitable  appropriations  for  their  education  and  elevation ;  therefore, 

We  recommend  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of 
conferring  with  other  benevolent  and  religions  associations  regarding  a 
petition  to  Congress,  at  its  present  session,  which  shall  ask  for  adequate 
appropriations  to  be  made  for  the  common-school  and  industrial  education 
of  the  freedmen.

REPORT  ON  FINANCE  AND  MISSION  FIELDS. 

[Tub  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting  (page  SO)  show  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  was  not  completed  at  the 
time  of  adjournment,  and  that  it  was  referred  hack  to  the  Committee  for 
completion,  and  with  instructions  to  present  it  to  the  General  Executive 
Board  for  Anal  action.  In  pursuance  of  this  action  of  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing, the  Committee  met  at  8.30  A.  M.  on  the  day  following  the  adjourn- 
ment, and  completed  Its  report;  and,  in  addition,  individual  pledges  were 
made  In  behalf  of  the  proposed  organ  of  the  Society  as  hereafter  stated. 
At  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  this  report  was  consid- 
ered and  approved,  as  follows:] 

Jtanfsat.  1.  That  the  estimates  for  the  coming  year  be  fixed  at  {30,000. 

2.  That  appropriations  shall  be  nude  for  all  work  to  be  done  by  the 
Society,  and  what  have  hitherto  been  known  as  the  special  funds  shall  be 
included  in  the  general  treasury ;  and  what  has  heretofore  been  termed 
special  work  shall  be  provided  lor,  as  a  part  of  the  regular  work,  by  dis- 
bursements from  the  general  treasury. 

3.  That  individuals  and  auxiliaries  may,  as  formerly,  specify  the  work 
to  which  they  wish  their  money  applied,  and  may  direct  their  efforts  to 
raise  funds  for  that  particular  object. 

4.  That  should  individuals  at  any  time  donate  money  for  a  purpose 
not  provided  for  in  the  annual  appropriations,  such  money  shall  constitute 
a  "special  fond  to  be  used  as  directed  by  donors;"  and  the  work  done  in 
the  nee  of  Oat  fond  shall  be  known  as  "special  work." 

5.  That  Auxiliary  Societies  shall  have  credit  for  membership  fees  and 
snch  other  moneys  as  may  be  donated  to  the  Society  and  sent  to  the  gen- 
eral treasury ;  but  such  Societies  can  have  no  credit  in  the  general  treas- 
ury for  money  raised  and  spent  by  themselves  in  local  and  benevolent 
Church  work.

7.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  general  rules,  to  be  need 
as  a  guide  in  arranging  the  Conference  Societies. 

8.  That  a  Standing  Committee  of  five  be  appointed,  consisting  of  Mrs. 
W.  G.  Williams,  Mrs.  X.  D.  McCabe.  Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy,  Mrs.  C.  V7  Culver, 
and  Mrs.  McClellan  Brown,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  secure  information,

Latter  from  the  Superintendent  of  Utah  Mission. 

Salt  Laki  City,  Utah,  November  14,  1888. 
To  At  Eetcvtivr.  Board  of  the  Woman'*  name  Mittionary  Society ; 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  comply  with  your  request,  and  tarnish 
yon  with  a  brief  statement  concerning  the  condition  of  the  work  with 
which  yon  have  been  eo  Intimately  connected,  and  in  which  yon  have  been 
so  deeply  interested. 

The  Home  and  hoarding  hall  for  which  your  Society  became,  in  the 
main,  financially  responsible,  is  being  rapidly  pushed  to  completion,  and 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  December.  While  this  building  will 
not  be  adequate  to  the  demand,  yet  It  will  give  us  advantages  far  superior 
to  those  we  now  possess,  and  certainly  can  not  fail  to  greatly  strengthen 
the  educational  work.  From  the  present  outlook,  by  the  1st  of  January 
we  will  have  about  all  the  boarders  that  can  be  accommodated. 

The  munificent  gift  of  Mrs.  Clinton  B.  Fiak  of  $1,000,  to  be  need  in 
famishing  the  "  Home,"  Is  greatly  appreciated.  This  amount  appropriated 
in  this  way  will  give  us  a  pleasant  and  comfortable  home  for  teachers  and 
Undents  who  board  with  us.

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In  view  of  the  report  which  has  already  been  sent  you  from  the  Pri- 
mary Deportment  of  the  Salt  Lake  Seminary,  I  need  only  add  that  the 
teacher,  Miss  E.  R.  Anderson,  is  doing  efficient  work,  and  your  Society 
may  be  justly  congratulated  over  the  returns  from  the  labor  and  means 
expended. 

At  the  present  we  have  enrolled  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Seminary  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  pupils. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  this  work  is  the  establishment  of  free  schools 
in  neglected  districts.  This  need  has  become  so  apparent  and  bo  argent 
that  a  failure  to  respond  to  these  demands  would  be  to  surrender  into  the 
hands  of  the  Mormons  many  of  the  most  promising  districts ;  while  on 
the  other  hand,  to  maintain  schools  in  these  places  would  be  to  rescue 
scores  of  children  from  the  power  of  the  Mormon  Church,  and  to  add 
greatly  to  the  strength  of  our  evangelical  work. 

wherever  we  can  organize  and  establish  day-schools,  the  way  Is  open 
for  Sunday-school  and  Church  work.  Our  aster  Churches,  the  Presbyte- 
rian and  Congregational,  have  not  been  slow  to  respond  to  these  demands, 
for  they  now  have  several  free  schools  throughout  the  city,  all  of  which 
are  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

While  there  are  many  openings  for  work  of  this  character,  yet  we 
have  but  one  free  school  in  operation,  and  that  in  connection  with  the 
Norwegian  Church.  They  have  been  in  their  new  building  but  a  short 
time,  and  already  have  about  forty  pupils,  and  twenty  more  to  enter  in  a 
few  days.  From  the  present  indications,  by  January  1st  there  will  be  from 
seventy-five  to  one  hundred  pupils. 

Thus  far  the  work  has  been  wholly  given  to  the  English ;  but  with 
more  help  much  could  be  accomplished  among  the  Scandinavians.  The 
teacher,  Miss  E.  D.  Sanderson,  has  already  mora  than  she  can  possibly  at- 
tend to  and  do  justice  to  the  school.  This  teacher  is  supported  from  the 
funds  of  the  Missionary  Society  ($400),  set  apart  for  the  Scandinavian  work. 
This  is  sufficient  for  her  only,  leaving  no  provision  for  an  assistant,  who  is 
now  greatly  needed,  and  will  be  a  necessity  to  the  well-being  of  the  school 
by  the  10th  of  December. 

In  view  of  this,  we  most  heartily  recommend  that  you,  as  a  Society, 

Crnntee  the  support  of  a  teacher  in  this  free  school,  which  would  be  not 
than  $400,  and  send  the  teacher  at  once,  if  possible,  or  by  all  means 
not  later  than  the  1st  of  January. 

The  school  at  Ogden,  under  charge  of  Mrs.  Dpdegraff  and  Mrs,  Skewes, 
is  prospering.  But  doubtless  you  have  already  received  reports  from  there, 
and  any  thing  further  would  be  unnecessary.  '

Letts"  from  the  Pastor  of  the  Scandinavian  Church. 

Salt  Lake  City,  November  14,  1863. 
To  the  Ladies  of  the  Home  Murionary  Society: 

I  learned  to-day  from  brother  Iliff  that  he  has  already  written  to  your 
Society,  recommending  aid  for  our  school  here ;  but  I  desire  to  make  a  few 
statements  regarding  the  school  and  its  needs. 

Our  new  school-house  was  finished  two  weeks  ago,  and  we  opened 
school  with  twenty-four  scholars.  Sow  we  have  about  forty,  and  I  expect 
to  have  this  number  increased  to  sixty  before  December.  A  number  of 
children  who  now  are  going  to  the  ward  or  Mormou  school  will  come  to 
us  as  soon  as  the  term  is  out,  which  will  be  in  a  few  weeks,  and  we  shall 
need  an  additional  teacher  by  December.  In  fact,  we  need  more  help  at 
once,  as  forty  scholars  are  more  than  one  teacher  can  do  justice  to,  and  of 
late  I  have  given  a  couple  of  hours  every  morning  to  the  school.    But  my 
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in  this  city  occupies  my  time  so  entirely  that  I  have  really  none  to 
for  school  work.  Still  I  will  do  my  best  till  we  con  get  some 
Mice. 

or  teacher  Is  supported  by  the  Missionary  Society ;  but  we  can  not 
sent  expect  any  farther  aid  from  that  Society  for  an  additional 
T,  sad  I  appeal  to  your  Society  to  help  us  in  our  educational  work. 
m  greater  part  of  the  children  are  from  Mormon  and  apostate  fam- 
ilies. Boom  of  toon  are  extremely  poor.  Others  will  pay  a  little  tuition, 
perhaps  enough  to  pay  for  fuel,  etc.  But  that  la  al  L  In  fact,  the  school 
is  a  free  school,  as  we  make  no  charges.  Will  your  Society  be  able  to 
support  a  teacher  in  oar  school  from  December  to  the  end  of  this  school 
yearf  If  you  can  not  do  any  thing  for  us  until  January,  we  will  try  to 
get  along  tul  then  in  some  way ;  but  I  expect  by  that  time  wo  shall  need 
three  teachers  Instead  of  two. 

Bishop  Wiley,  who  is  acquainted  with  our  work  here,  fully  indorses 
thai  application.  Hoping  to  hear  from  you  with  a  grant  of  this  request,  I

Salt  Laxi  City,  Utah,  November  8, 1883. 
To  the  Bvxutiw  Board: 

The  scholars  in  the  Primary  Department  of  the  Salt  Lake  Seminary  for 
the  term  commencing  September  8,  1SS3,  and  ending  November  9th,  nave 
numbered  fifty,  their  ages  ranging  from  five  to  twelve  years.  The  daily 
attendance  has  been  good. 

We  have  a  pleasant  and  comfortable  room,  having  just  received  our 
new  desks,  with  which  we  are  much  pleased.  There  are  on  the  walls  sev- 
eral maps,  some  of  which  are  badly  worn,  but  will,  perhaps,  answer  awhile 
;eL  We  need  very  much  other  charts,  and  if  such  as  we  desire  could  be 
undshed  they  would  be  of  great  service  to  as  in  imparting  Instruction. 

This  department  is  made  up  almost  wholly  from  the  poor  of  the  city, 
the  greater  number  being  of  Mormon  parentage.  We  have  children  here, 
eleven  and  twelve  years  of  age,  who  have  never  had  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing school  before,  and  whose  education  would  evidently  be  neglected  alto- 
gether if  it  were  not  for  the  advantage  of  free  education ;  and  if  the  ladies 
of  your  Society  feel  disposed  to  do  any  thing  farther  in  behalf  of  this  de- 
partment at  present,  a  box  of  Winter  clothing  could  be  used  to  good  advan- 
tage, and  will,  indeed,  be  indispensable  in  order  to  retain  the  poorer  schol- 
ars in  the  school. 

We  are  doing  all  in  our  power  to  make  the  school  a  success,  and  the 
results  are  encouraging.  Miss  E,  R.  Andkbson,  Teacher. 

Letter  from  Mrs.  8kewes. 

Oqdin,  Utah,  November  7,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board: 

In  answer  to  your  request,  I  write  you  concerning  our  work  in  this 
place.  Ogden  claims  a  population  of  seven  thousand.  Two-thirds  of  this 
number  are  Mormons.  The  non-Mormon  element  is  largely  a  floating  pop- 
ulation, though  some  are  settling  here  with  a  view  to  mAing  this  a  penna- 
nentplace  of  residence. 

flourishing  schools  are  supported  by  the  Catholics,  Episcopalians, 
Methodists,  Presbyterians,  Baptists,  and  Congregation  a  lists.  But  two  of 
these,  the  Catholic  and  Episcopalian,  outrank  our  own  in  numbers.    With 
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schools  which  can  afford  them  better  advantages. 

Our  school  building  is  in  the  rear  of  the  church,  on  the  church  lot 
There  is  no  way  of  enlarging  the  present  structure,  nor  sufficient  ground 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  one.  Our  people  have  done  nobly  during  the  past 
two  years  in  putting  improvements  upon  the  church  and  in  building  a 
scbool-houBe  at  a  cost  of  $1,250.  At  present  they  are  utterly  unable  to  pur- 
chase a  lot  or  to  erect  a  new  building.  The  school-rooms  are  not  ' 
furnished;  but  we  hope  by  the  close  of  the  school  year  ' 
improvements  in  that  direction. 

We  are  very  greatly  in  need  of  a  lady  missionary  to  visit  from  house 
to  house,  and  to  assist  the  pastor  and  his  wife  in  their  work.  These  duties 
require  more  time  than  Mrs.  Updegraff  and  myself  are  able  to  devote  to 
them.  I  have  great  faith  in  our  school  work  here ;  but  I  believe  that  an 
earnest  Christian  woman,  adapted  to  evangelistic  work  and  filled  with  the 
Hoi  v  Ghost,  could  accomplish  much  for  our  Church  in  the  way  of  immediate 
results.    Five  hundred  dollars  would  support  such  a  missionary  in  this  field. 

Thanking  you  most  heartily  for  what  you  have  done  for  OB  and  for 
what  you  are  still  doing,  and  hoping  that  you  will  find  it  in  jour  power  to 
aid  us  yet  farther,  I  am  gratefully  yours,

Letter  from  Mies  Cowglll. 
188  Race  Street,  New  Orleans,  La.,  November  13,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board : 

At  your  request  I  send  you  a  report  of  my  last  year's  (seven  months) 
work  in  this  city.  While  here  my  time  has  principally  been  given  to  visit- 
ing among  the  poor,  and  to  holding  religious  meetings.  My  places  of  work 
have  been,  in  some  of  the  Churches,  in  homes  of  the  poor,  in  the  charity 
hospital,  in  the  prison  and  jail,  among  the  seamen,  in  dens  of  vice  and  in-  i 
famy,  and  on  the  streets  of  this  city. 

In  these  places  my  work  has  been  among  both  white  and  colored.  In 
the  nine  years  in  which  I  have  been  engaged  in  this  work,  both  in  the 
country  and  city,  God  has  very  graciously  been  with  me.  By  his  blessing, 
I  have  been  permitted  to  make  many  thousands  of  visits  among  the  poor, 
have  held  hundreds  of  meetings,  and  have  been  permitted  to  see  many 
conversions.  Each  year  I  am  led  to  see  and  feel  more  of  the  great  needs 
and  blessedness  of  this  work.  Number  of  religious  visits  made  in  the  past 
year,  2,777 ;  meetings  held,  1S1 ;  Bible-readings  given,  231 ;  se wins-schools 
visited,  40 ;  letters  written,  223 ;  carmen  la  given  to  poor,  373 ;  books  given 
to  poor,  160;  papers  and  tracts  distributed,  3,123. 

Since  Mrs.  Har  toll's  illness  I  have  had  charge  of  the  work  in  this 
Conference,  This  year  I  am  organizing  some  new  schools,  self-supporting. 
We  now  have  seven  mission  schools  in  this  city,  and  next  week  I  expect 
to  organize  two  more.  I  shall  have  ten  Church  districts  to  travel  in — nine 
colored  and  one  white.  I  can  not  organize  any  day  mission  school  in  the 
white  district,  because  nearly  all  are  under  Catholic  influences ;  but  I  shall 
open  a  sewing-school,  and  shall  hold  religious  meetings  there. 

There  will  be  need  for  my  visiting  and  watching  over  all  our  schools, 
except  Mrs.  Bentley's.  She  is  thoroughly  competent  to  carry  on  her  large 
and  very  orderly  school  without  any  assistance  from  me;  but  I  have  con- 
sented to  hold  religious  meetings  once  in  each  month  in  her  school.  I 
would  very  much  like  to  know  whether  the  Board  will  allow  me  fifteen 
dollars  per  month,  to  be  divided  among  three  of  our  very  poor  schools- 
five  dollars  per  month  to  each  of  three  teachers.    The  income  from  their 


schools  is  very  small  as  yet,  amounting  frequently .     _-  ... 

dollars  per  week,  as  the  children  attending  are  from  very  poor  families. 
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I  have  received  this  year  several  boxes  of  clothing  Sunday-school 
papers,  and  cards,  that  have  greatly  aided  me  in  my  work.  I  can  make 
goad  ate  of  all  the  clothes  I  can  get,  even  if  somewhat  worn  ;  for  there  are 
many  poor  creatures  here  who  are  very  grateful  for  a  little  clothing.  I  have 
found  some  women  in  the  jail  almost  naked,  one  entirely  so.  In  order  to 
reach  the  souls  of  these  poor,  depraved,  and  Buffering  ones,  I  roust  first  do 

I  something  for  their  bodies.    There  Is  a  constant,  every-dity  draft  on  my 
pone,  and  I  can  not  help  it.    When  I  go  among  the  sick  and  suffering  poor 

I    1  must  use  a  little  to  pnt  bread  in  hungry  mouths. 

I  Yesterday,  in  one  of  the  old,  filthy  rooms  I  visited,  I  found  three 

little  children  -two  babes,  and  one  about  four  years  old— all  nearly  starved. 
The  poor,  sickly  mother  had  left  them  there,  and  gone  off  to  hunt  some 
work  to  do.  What  grateful  looks  these  little  ones  gave  me  when  I  brought 
them  in  a  loaf  of  bread  I  O,  how  often  in  such  cases  the  Savior  sweetly 
speaks  to  me:  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these,  ye 
have  done  It  unto  me  1" 

Many  persons  write  to  me  to  know  about  our  work  here,  and  tell  me 
that  letters  with  incidents  from  the  mission  fields  do  great  good ;  so  I 
write  many  such  letters  at  night,  after  my  outside  work  is  done.  last 
month  I  wrote  fifty-seven  such  letters.  I  have  my  heart  and  hands  full 
here ;  but  I  feel  it  is  a  blessed  privilege  to  be  engaged  in  this  work,  and 
the  Lord  graciously  smiles  upon  me,  and  makes  me  very  happy  in  hia 
service.

Dun  T.tniw, — I  have  been  engaged  in  mission  work,  as  teacher,  about 


three  yean.  My  school  is  opened  daily,  with  Bible-reading,  prayer,  and 
catechism.  Once  a  week  we  nave  sewing-school ;  one  afternoon  is  devoted 
'  i  letter-writing,  another  to  dictation,  one  to  declamation,  and  one  to 


Last  year  my  school  was  not  as  large  as  in  the  previous  years,  owing 
to  our  not  having  opened  until  late.  It  is  customary  in  New  Orleans  to 
open  schools  September  1st,  and  close  the  lost  of  June,  a  term  of  ten 
months,  while  our  mission  schools  have  been  in  operation  only  six  or  seven 

mnfitlm, 

This  year  I  have  an  average  attendance  of  sixty-five  pupils,  ranging 
in  age  from  four  years  to  fourteen.  The  classes  are  graded  from  the  alpha- 
bet to  the  Fourth.  Header;  and  I  have  also  classes  in  grammar  and  history. 
I  urge  cleanliness,  neat,  whole  clothes,  and  polished  boots  and  shoes. 

Our  great  need  is  more  schools.  We  ought  to  have  a  teacher  in  every 
Church;  and  I  feel  sure  all  such  schools  would  succeed;  for  education  is 
very  highly  appreciated  by  this  people.  I  frequently  consult  parents,  and 
have  their  hearty  co-operation.  I  also  have  the  good-will  of  the  pastor  in 
charge,  and  we  often  advise  with  each  other  in  reference  to  matters  relating 
to  my  school.  He  is  interested  in  the  school,  and  frequently  visits  us,  and 
gives  the  children  advice  and  encouragement. 

There  are  no  public  schools  opened  in  New  Orleans,  and  now  is  the 
opportunity  to  build  up  our  work.    The  colored  people  generally  prefer 


i  schools  to  others,  because  they  feel  that  we  take  a  greater  interest  i 
their  present  physical  and  moral  condition,  and  in  their  future  welfare. 

Dear  Mrs.  Williams  was  buried  last  Wednesday.  Only  those  who  have 
felt  her  influence,  and  have  been  under  her  faithful  care  will  know  how 
sadly  she  will  be  Bussed.  She  was  a  very  conscientious  worker,  and  will 
be  lone  remembered.  Her  whole  life  was  a  marked  example  of  Christian 
fortitude  and  of  great  self-sacrifice.

I  lost  three  days  of  school  after  the  fmnersL  ss  I 
elt  her  loss  too  severely  to  walk  right  in  and  take  the  place,  although  the 
Monday  previous  to  her  death  she  insisted  that  she  was  ■ill  iQMJiil.li  to  be 
left  alone,  and  that  I  must  take  her  place  ha  the  school,  which  1  did. 
When  I  returned  I  found  her  changed  for  the  worse,  and  so  rapkBy  6" ' 
she  sink  that  she  was  gone  before  we  could  realise  ft    She  was  a  m< 
faithful  and  sincere  worker,  often  rising  from  a  sick-bed,  moable  to  ta 
food,  and  going  to  her  school  where  she  was  sure  to  force  strength  si 
instruct  the  children.    And  she  was  Impelled  to  this,  not  by  tbelore 


I  opened  school  with  sixteen  boys  and  thirty-nine  girls,  and  the  num- 
ber has  since  increased.  The  children  here  greatly  need  religions  school- 
ing, for  vice  and  temptation  In  every  shape  and  form  are  spread  before 
their  eyes;  and  they  need  such  Waking  six  days  in  the  week,  if  they  are 
to  become  good  men  and  women.  Do  not  imagine  that  I  am  writing  alto- 
gether concerning  the  colored  people.  If  the  ladies  at  the  North  knew  the 
amount  of  ignorance  existing  among  the  poor  white  people,  they  would  be 
astonished. 

The  presents  yon  were  generous  enough  to  send  us  were  i  waved  with 
the  greatest  delight ;  the  only  regret  was  that  we  did  not  have  enough  Testa- 
ments. I  need  at  least  thirty  more ;  if  you  can  possibly  send  them  before 
the  opening  of  school  next  year,  you  will  be  doing  as  charitable  a  work  as 
it  would  be  to  send  them  to  the  Chinese  or  to  the  South  Sea  Islanders.  I 
was  greatly  surprised  to  see  the  beaming  faces  of  two  or  three  who  re- 
ceived them.  I  had  been  allowing  these  to  read  from  my  Bible;  but  the 
idea  of  having  one  of  their  own  was  far  more  precious  to  them  than  you 
can  realise. 

From  the  oldest  to  the  youngest,  all  were  unanimous  in  their  ■praises 
of  the  books.    They  join  In  sending  you  "A  merry  Christmas,"  "Thank 

E,"  "  Much  otUeged  to  you  " — to  appreciate  the  last  sentence  yon  would 
ve  to  hear  it  spoken  by  one  of  them,  and  see  their  curtesy— "May  you 
have  much  pleasure  and  happiness  both  Christmas  and  New  Tear,"  "Wo 
will  pray  for  the  kind  ladies  who  have  sent  us  these  books  and  tracts." 

I  have  but  one  regret,  that  you  were  not  here  to  see  how  earnest  their 
little  faces  were  while  they  were  sending  yon  their  kind  wishes.  And  as 
to  the  "  teacher,"  permit  her  to  send  you  the  "  compliments  of  the  season," 
and  to  say  that  a  part  of  the  day  is  devoted  to  Scripture  loading,  to  the 
infinite  delight  of  the  children. 

Letter  from  Rev.  D.  Sherrlll,  of  the  Congregational  Church. 
Savannah,  Ga.,  October  23, 1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board: 

Mra  Lewie,  your  missionary  to  the  colored  people  here,  has  desired 
me  to  state  the  present  needs  of  this  city,  in  which  your  work  is  located. 
I  may  say  here  that  I  am  in  charge  of  the  American  Missionary  Associa- 
tion's work  for  Southern  Georgia,  and  have  given  some  thought  to  the  Spe- 
cial needs  of  this  field. 

There  are  seats  in  all  schools  open  to  colored  people  in  this  city  for 
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about  twelve  hundred.  This  school  population  is  not  1ms  than  four  thou- 
sand two  hundred.  Not  less  than  six  hundred  applicants  lor  admission  to 
schools  have  been  turned  sway  daring  this  month.  I  do  not  see  amy  reason 
to  hope  that  there  will  be  other  public  schools  soon. 

Schools  from  primary  up  to  grammar  grade  are  now  the  chief  need, 
and,  for  the  reasons  mentioned,  I  conclude  the  need  for  some  years  to 
come  will  be  in  the  lower  grades.  Now,  to  supply  this  need,  s  small 
amount  of  infamy  will  do  much  more  than  you  might  suppose.  Three 
thonsaart  dollars  ought  to  build  fair  rooms  for  two  hundred  pupils,  and 
this  is  shoot  as  many  as  can  well  be  managed  in  one  school  in  this  hot,

1  do  not  advise  making  provision  for  collegiate  education,  since  there 
is  no  need  lor  it  bare  at  present ;  and  I  think  it  will  pay  better  to  send 
students  to  college  at  Atlanta  or  some  higher,  coaler  place  than  to  attempt 
to  educate  them  here.  Your  work  in  Atlanta  will  be  worth  much  more 
than  hem,  ea  the  climate  is  so  much  more  helpful  to  the  student. 

We  need  no  colleges,  but  we  do  need  primary  and  secondary  schools. 
If  yon  can  do  any  thing  more  in  this  line  it  will  be  a  greater  blessing  than

Letter  from  Mrs.  Lewis. 

Savannah,  Ga.,  December  8,  1883. 

The  weather  here  at  this  time  is  very  pleasant,  snd  I  am  writing  this 
letter  with  windows  and  door  open.  I  know  you  will  be  pleased  to  know 
that  last  Sunday  we  finished  paying  for  the  organ,  the  money  having 
been  nearly  all  collected  by  the  children.  We  have  raised  this  year  in  the 
Sunday-school  about  ninety  dollars,  which,  I  think,  is  doing  well.  Tuesday 
night  we  had  a  concert  ana  festival  for  the  benefit  of  the  pastor,  and  the 
receipts  of  the  evening  were  somewhat  over  forty-five  dollars.  We  have 
paid  him  during  the  year  $300. 

Ton  will  know  that  my  time  is  fully  occupied  when  I  say  that  in  addi- 
tion to  my  school  work  and  visiting  I  am  treasurer  for  the  Church  and  for 
the  Siuiday-BchooL,  class-leader,  and  secretary  of  a  society  which  we  have 
in  the  Church.  We  have  had,  of  late,  several  conversions  and  accessions 
to  our  little  Church,  snd  I  need  not  tell  you  how  we  have  been  made  to 
rejoice.  The  dear  Esther  gives  us  so  much  to  encourage  us  that  I  want  to 
give  every  moment  to  his  service.  I  am  grateful  to  him  and  to  you  for 
permitting  me  to  labor  among  this  people. 

I  have  bad  some  extra  work  to  do  the  past  month.  Mr.  R.,  a  mer- 
chant of  this  place,  sent  me  a  dosen  pairs  of  blankets  to  distribute  among 
the  sufferers  from  the  late  fire;  and  when  I  had  given  them  to  the  very 
needy,  a  dosen  more  were  sent,  and  also  some  clothing,  Cor  distribution. 
These  timely  gifts  were  warmly  appreciated  by  the  needy. 

I  have  received  from  a  friend  a  box  of  Sunday-school  books  for  our 
_.!_..,  ._i..-_i.  ._:i,  i__  l  :.i_...  ...i...  j     t  [reqnentiy  have  boxes  sent  by  per- 

.  __  iuch  service  in  my  work.  I  find  a 
great  many  poor  people  who  need  assistance,  and  the  poor  sick  I  must  aid. 
Bed-clothing  and  garments  for  the  sick  are  at  this  time  greatly  needed.  I 
often  find  children  who  would  attend  Sunday-school  If  they  had  suitable 
clothing,  and  older  people  who  can  not  attend  Church  for  the  want  of 
decent  clothes. 

I  have  not  opened  the  sewing-school,  bnt  intend  to  do  so  next  week.  I 
shall  hold  this  several  times  each  week,  as  I  can  not  instruct  more  than 
ten  or  twelve  children  in  a  class,  and  do  it  well.  I  hope  to  induce  two 
young  ladies  to  assist  me,  and  then  I  can  manage  very  well.    I  wish  that

material  for  sewing  could  be  sent  us  at  once,  as  it  will  bo  rery  much 
needed.  Patch- work  is  good  at  first,  but  it  does  not  amount  to  much  aiter 
the  children  are  taught  to  sew. 

What  we  need  here  is  a  good  building  for  a  school  and  home.  I  know 
there  is  work  sufficient  for  three  missionaries  here.  I  looked  at  the  chil- 
dren to-day,  and  as  I  thought  of  the  many  lessons  they  needed  to  be 
taught  in  order  to  become  good  men  and  women,  missionary  work  in  Sa- 
vannah had  a  deeper  meaning  to  me  than  ever  before.  We  Dave  nearly  a 
hundred  pupils  in  the  school ;  but  many  of  them  are  from  families  too 
poor  to  pay  tuition.  If  we  had  a  building  with  graded  rooms  I  would  not 
hesitate  to  say  we  could  have  three  hundred  scholars. 

We  are  very  comfortable  in  our  little  rented  home,  BO  neatly  furnished 
by  the  ladies  of  your  city,  and  we  are  happy  in  our  work.  Hiss  Baldwin 
is  quite  well,  and  we  get  along  nicely  together.  Indeed,  if  we  do  God's 
work  well,  we  have  no  time  for  unpleasant  things.

Letter  from  Miss  Baldwin. 

Savannah,  Ga.,  November  13,  1883. 
To  the  Executive  Board: 

I  would  gladly  write  worthily  of  my  work,  its  needs  and  possibili" 
ties,  but  time  would  fail  me.  Aa  you  know,  my  work  in  Savannah  is  en" 
tirely  among  the  colored  people — to  quite  an  extent,  among  the  children- 
In  the  past  year  my  efforts  have  extended  into  more  than  two  hundred 
homes,  and  in  these  I  have  brought  to  bear  teaching,  personal  influence, 
and  direct  Bible  instruction.  During  the  past  month  I  taught  school 
twenty-one  days;  gave  thirty-four  extra  lessons  in  evening-schools;  made 
fourteen  religious  visits  j  held  seven  Bible-readings;  attended  thirty-nine 
religious  meetings,  such  as  Sunday-schools,  prayer  and  Church  services; 
and  read  the  Bible  to  eighty-four  different  persons.  In  like  manner,  I  find 
a  constant  demand  upon  my  time. 

What  do  we  need?  It  is  far  easier  to  name  the  things  we  do  not  need. 
AH  things  are  needed— the  laborers,  the  appliances,  the  conveniences.  The 
"  field  is  already  white  to  the  harvest."  Children  come  daily,  asking  ad- 
mission to  the  school,  to  whom  we  are  compelled  to  say,  "  No  place  for 
you,"  while  those  who  are  within  our  ranks  suffer  great  inconvenience, 
having  no  desks,  no  place  for  hats,  no  blackboards,  no  maps,  no  charts,  no 
suitable  benches,  besides  running  the  risk  of  being  hurt  by  falling  plaster. 
The  church-building  in  which  the  school  is  held  is  in  a  very  dilapidated 
condition,  and  there  are  no  means  to  repair  it 

We  do  greatly  need  among  these  people  an  enlightenment  that  will 
afford  a  better  article  of  religion,  one  that  will  do  away  with  superstitions, 
dreams,  travails,  spiritual  fathers  and  mothers  "  led  away  by  the  spirit  of 
error."  We  need  temperance  organizations.  I  would  "be  glad  if  I  had 
pledges  and  badges,  to  organise  a  "Look-up  Legion." 

Here  are  places  to  be  visited,  called  homes,  with  nothing  about  them 
worthy  the  name,  even  in  its  most  humble  sense,  filled  to  overflowing  with 
inmates  who  have  not  the  remotest  idea  of  what  tends  to  make  a  home, 
"sweet  home."  I  have  visited  where  I  occupied  the  one  chair  In  the 
house,  and,  again,  when  I  have  sat  on  an  overturned  box.  O,  I  have  seen 
destitute  homes,  drunken  homes,  and  wicked  homes ;  yet  He  who  "  stands 
at  the  door  and  knocks"  has  found  entrance,  and  through  the  Word  and 
Spirit  wrought  mighty  changes  in  some  hearts.  And  when  the  pressure 
of  life  became  too  hard,  and  the  burdens  loo  heavy,  the  white-winged  mes- 
senger has  summoned  a  soul  from  jucfc  a  place  to  a  mansion. 

The  possibilities  of  this  work  I  can  not  estimate.  My  mind  anticipates 
devoted  workers  and  teachers,  suitable  buildings  with  modern  conven- 
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iences,  a  Church  "  holy  and  without  blemish ;"  a  coming  people,  educated 
and  prepared  for  work;   homes  with,  blessed,  refining  influences,  where 
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economy,  virtue,  and  happiness  are  found,  and  where  lore  and  peace  pre- 
side; and  a  nation  "exalted,"  because  of  "the  righteousness  of  its  people," 
to  a  nearer  realisation  of  that  state  when  the  "kingdoms  of  this  world  are 
become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  his  Christ'"

Letter  from  thai  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Texas  Conference. 

[The  following  letter,  received  immediately  after  the  organization  of 
the  Society  in  1680,  will  introduce  the  writer.  Subsequently  she  was  ap- 
pointed Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Texas  Conference,  and  the  suc- 
ceeding extracts  from  informal  letters  will  show  the  nature  and  condition 
of  her  work  in  that  Conference :] 

Whitman's  P.  O.,  Washinotoic  Co.,  Tkxas,  1 
September  1, 168a        / 
To  Mr*.  Btut,  Ootraponding  Secretary ; 

Having  formerly  been  engaged  in  missionary  work  in  London,  Eng., 
and  for  the  past  nine  years  in  similar  work  for  the  poor  of  this  State,  you 
may  imagine  how  my  heart  rejoices  to  know  that  onr  Church  has  organ- 
ized a  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society ,  and  I  can  say,  from  the  expe- 
rience of  a  life  given  to  mission  work,  God  bless  your  efforts. 

I  hope  you  will  pardon  me  for  offering  a  suggestion,  that  as  far  as  pos- 
sible you  provide  homes  for  your  missionaries  before  they  begin  work  to 
any  extent.  I  have  seen  grand  opportunities  lost  for  want  of  a  place  of 
shelter  for  the  workers,  in  a  matter  of  course,  the  ladies  who  engage  in 
this  work  will  expect  to  make  many  sacrifices  for  Christ's  sake.  God  has 
taken  to  himself  my  husband,  only  child,  and  father;  but  love  for  the 
work  is  deep  In  my  heart,  and  I  expect  the  Lord  to  guide  me.  May  he 
incline  the  hearts  of  hie  people  to  supply  means  to  send  a  host  of  pious 
women  into  this  field  of  work  among  the  poor  white  people,  that  many 
sheaves  may  be  gathered  into  his  garner! 

November  17, 1883.— It  would  have  given  me  great  pleasure  to  attend 
the  Anni'd  Meeting,  bat  my  work  here  needs  my  constant  supervision. 
I  should  be  sorry  to  send  reports  that  are  not  reliable,  but  so  few  people 
here  have  any  knowledge  of  missionary  work,  or  sufficient  education  to 
make  intelligent,  statements,  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  information  nec- 
essary for  correct  reports.  If  God  spares  my  life  another  year  I  hope  to 
get  things  In  better  shape.  The  reports  of  auxiliaries  that  I  can  rely  upon 
give,  of  membership  fees  and  donations,  $249.05.  There  has  been  much 
sickness  in  this  section,  and  also  much  suffering  through  poverty.  Needy 
persons  have  been  added,  and  schools  sustained. 

If  your  Board  can  assist  us,  it  will  do  an  excellent  work  by  helping 
two  or  three  teachers  who  are  now  in  schools,  but  whose  Income  is  so  small 
and  uncertain  that  thev  can  remain  but  a  short  time  in  one  place ;  and 
hence  the  usefulness  of  their  schools  is  seriously  affected.  The  country 
places  need  schools  very  much.  There  are  few  free  schools,  and  by  the 
laws  of  the  State  children  can  not  be  admitted  till  they  are  eight  years  of 
age,  and  can  remain  only  till  they  are  fourteen.  After  that  age  tuition  must 
be  paid.    Bo  we  mutt  have  mission  schools. 

I  am  doing  what  I  can  to  supply  the  need,  but  among  this  very  poor 
people,  without  other  resources  than  my  own  efforts,  the  possibilities  are 
limited.  A  few  friends  in  England  sent  me  twelve  dollars  two  years  ago. 
I  have  had  twenty-eight  scholars,  but  the  attendance  varies.  At  present, 
bad  weather  and  insufficient  clothing  prevent  the  pupils  from  coming  any 
distance.     I  take  girls  to  stay  with  me,  and  teach  them  to  work ;  then, 
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when  they  are  a  little  advanced  in  their  studies,  use  my  influence  to  get 
them  into  a  higher  school,  where  they  can  pay  their  expenses  by  work.  I 
am  receiving  letters  from  hi  former  pupils— three  boys  and  three  girls,  the 
youngest  sixteen — who  are  now  in  Tulotaon  Institute,  Austin.  The  matron 
says  they  are  all  faithful  and  good  students.  I  wish  to  make  special  men- 
tion of  Mary  L ,  at  Houston  Seminary.    She  wax  with  me  a  few  months 

this  year,  and  I  made  arrangements  last  month  with  the  teachers  by  which 
she  can  do  washing  for  the  school,  to  lessen  her  expenses.  If  she  contin- 
ues to  prove  worthy  of  help  I  shall  ask  yon,  if  you  can,  to  secure  some 
help  for  her.  She  is  a  member  of  our  Church,  and  I  believe  will  be  of 
'     "  a  field.    I  was  only  able  to  arrange  for  her  to 

At  present  I  have  four  girls  with  me  in  my 
home.  Some  of  the  parents  are  able  to  send  their  food  and  others  are  not; 
but  the  " barrel  of  meal"  has  sot  given  out  yet,  thank  the  Lord. 

I  shall  continue  to  write  to  the  auxiliaries  and  people  that  I  can  in- 
terest in  the  Society,  and  hope  to  start  more  schools.  We  have  four  schools 
that  I  would  like  to  keep  going  all  the  year.  They  are  in  country  places, 
where  the  people  are  buying  land  and  will  soon  have  some  property. 

In  most  places  the  condition  of  the  people  Is  bad  beyond  description. 
Not  more  than  one  in  twenty  has  a  proper  appreciation  of  true  character, 
and  social  relations  are  almost  Ignored.  The  more  intelligent  defraud  the 
others.  They  know  nothing  01  economy,  and  of  coarse  are  in  debt.  A 
leading  white  man,  son  of  a  former  slaveholder,  in  my  presence,  pronounced 
the  Bible  a  good  novel,  and  denounced  preachers  and  Christiana  as  thieves 
and  deceivers.  The  people  need  teaching  in  every  thing  that  is  truthful 
and  sober,  upright  and  chaste.  This  is  no  hasty  opinion,  but  one  formed 
after  the  work  of  a  decade  in  Washington  County.  I  was  engaged  in  mis- 
sion work  before  I  came  to  Texas,  and  therefore  know  the  difference  in 
fields  of  labor. 

If  the  Lord  opens  the  way  for  me  to  travel  more,  I  believe  a  grand 
work  can  be  done  here  in  organising  and  encouraging  the  people.     I  am 


January  16, 1884. — I  have  received  the  first  installment  of  appropria- 
tion, for  which  accept  my  warmest  thanks.  I  will  try  to  act  discreetly,  by 
God  s  grace.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  appropriation  9160)  to 
work  in  the  whole  Conference,  will  enable  us  to  open  a  school  in  Grimes 
County;  also  at  Courtney,  where  I  promised  the  auxiliary  they  should 
have  a  mission  school  this  year. 

I  have  just  sent  out  twenty  circulars,  asking  friends  to  help  us  give  a 
golden  wedding  to  a  member  of  the  Texas  Annual  Conference,  and  stating 
therein  .that  any  thing  in  money  or  supplies  will  be  thankfully  received, 
and  also  any  thing  to  help  repair  the  dilapidated  home  of  the  aged  couple. 
Yesterday,  two  hours  before  day,  I  started  in  an  ox  wagon  for  a  twelve- 
miles'  ride  to  try  to  get  something  for  this  couple.  An  appeal  to  one  fam- 
ily brought  out  of  the  larder  a  large  piece  of  meat.  After  a  few  disap- 
pointments, I  received  a  tangible  proof  of  sympathy  in  a  gift  of  forty  cents 
in  money  and  a  sack  containing  a  bushel  of  corn.  A  little  mora  travel, 
and  I  receive  eighteen  eggs,  and  again  six  quarts  of  meaL  The  sun  Is  al- 
most down,  ana  I  am  six  miles  from  home,  but  settle  myself  to  ride  as 
comfortably  as  may  be,  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  who  has  enabled 
me  to  help  a  little  those  who  are  so  helpless  and  so  near  the  toilers' 
resting-place. 

Bo  begins  another  quarter's  work,  and  I  feel  quite  willing  to  toll  on 
awhile  longer  if  God  wills  it  so.  May  he  give  us  grace  to  do  his  will,  and 
thus  make  the  world  feel  there  Is  a  reality  in  the  religion  of  our  Lord  and 
Savior  Jesus  Christ  Yours  in  Him,

There  are  some  who  have 
very  correct  ideas  of  morality  and  Christianity,  and  the  number  is  con- 
stantly tin  Hasina,  but  the  great  mass  have  little  knowledge  of  these 
"■     a 

if  the  eighteen  appointments  on  my  husband's  district,  five  have  be- 
come self-supporting.  In  these  there  is  some  comprehension  of  the  sin 
and  shame  of  immoral  lives,  and  many  are  evidently  trying  to  bring  up 
their  families  respectably,  and  make  their  homes  comfortable  and  pure. 

I  have  felt  that  our  school  work,  in  many  instances,  is  almost  neutral- 
ised by  the  home-life  of  the  pupils.  In  the  absence  of  order  and  moral- 
ity, authority  asserts  itself  in  the  disgusting  language  used  by  old-time 
slave-drivers,  and  sometimes  falls  little  short  of  their  barbarity.  Very  few 
of  the  mothers  know  how  to  make  their  homes  comfortable.  They  know 
nothing  of  the  economiee  of  every-day  life — the  prudent  expenditure  of 
money,  the  preparation  of  healthful  food,  making  and  repairing  clothing, 
etc— and  so  fail  to  get  all  the  available  good  out  of  their  earnings.  Many 
who  are  industrious  and  tidy  remain  poor  on  account  of  wasteful  habits. 

Bnt  I  am  not  discouraged.  There  was  no  temperance  sentiment  among 
these  people  when  my  husband  began  work  hare  three  years  ago.  Now 
there  are  more  than  a  thousand  in  the  Church  who  keep  the  "  rule "  on 
temperance,  and  through  our  school  and  Sunday-school  work  we  have 
reached  and  saved  many  more. 

I  am  in  communication  with  the  field  over  which  I  traveled.  The 
pastor  of  Columbus  Circuit  writes  that  three  hundred  on  his  charge  have 
signed  the  temperance  pledge,  and  quite  a  large  number  have  also  signed 
the  tobacco  pledge.  A  aitniW  report  comes  Irom  Industry  Circuit  The 
pastor  says  two  of  his  local  preachers  are  preaching  temperance,  using  the 
texts  on  my  cards ;  and  they  are  stirring  np  their  neighborhoods.  One 
sister  of  Colombo*  said,  "  I  never  have  put  a  dip-stick  in  my  mouth  since 
I  heard  yon  talk  last  Summer."  Another  said,  "  I  left  off  dipping  snuff 
because  I  did  not  want  my  little  girls  to  begin,  and  I  knew  I  could  not 
keep  them  from  it  if  I  kept  on." 

The  Leaflets  published  by  our  Society  have  greatly  aided  in  the  work, 
though  I  have  noted  how  much  more  easily  the  sympathies  of  these  colored 
siaters  are  enlisted  in  behalf  of  the  wrongs  and  needs  of  Utah,  and  of  dis- 
tant places,  than  for  their  own  neighborhoods  and  homes. 

I  traveled  with  my  husband  over  three  months  last  year,  and  received 
from  the  white  part  of  our  congregations  five  dollars  in  aid  of  the  work; 
and  this  year  I  traveled  the  same  time,  and  received  only  one  dollar.  But, 
although  there  are  some  discomforts  in  living  in  a  hack  for  three  or  four 
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months  at  a  time,  vet  I  do  it  willingly.  Feeling  as  I  do  the  need  for  the 
influence  of  pore,  Christian  womanhood  in  tbis  land,  I  am  very  grateful  to 
God  for  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.

All  missionaries  fn  the  employ  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  will  be  expected  to  devote  their  entire  time  and  atten- 
tion to  their  work,  as  their  temporal  necessities  will  be  provided  for  by 
the  Society.

Tbe  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  annual 
meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only 
such  bills  as  it  shall  direct,,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and 
Becording  Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in 
her  hands  ss  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  tbe  year 
the  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sac  2.  Tbe  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's 
district,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Becording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (tbe 
Corresponding  Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

Sac  4.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  which  determines  its  work  for  the  year,  shall 
be  so  arranged  that  its  plans  may  be  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the 
Missionary  Society  for  approval,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  November. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

(1.)  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall 
end  November  1st. 

(2.)  Auxiliary  Societies.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports  as  specified  in  4th  and  5th,  "  By-laicm  for 
Auxiliaries,"  December  15th,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and  September  16th. 

(3.)  Conference  Societies.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  prescribed  in  Article  IV,  Otxifemux 
Organization,  January  15th,  April  15th,  July  15th,  and  October  15th. 

(4.)  Qaneral  Executive  Board. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  fur- 
nish the  reports  specified  in  Section  8,  Article  III,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  16th  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present ;  a  three  months' 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  sent  to  each  conference  organi- 
zation, and  published  in  the  Church  papers.

arrange  for  public  meetings,  to  send  out  blank  reports,  receive  them  when 
filled,  and  forward  a  report  December  15th,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and 
September  15th  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

11. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  officers,  when  practicable,  to 
hold  a  public  meeting  or  convention  of  the  auxiliaries  and  friends  in  each 
District  once  each  quarter,  for  the  purpose  of  awakening  and  sustaining 
the  interests  of  the  work  within  the  Districts,  and  of  promoting  the  gen- 
eral interests  of  the  Society. 

12. — While  the  object  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this  country,  and  while  it  hopes  to  enlist 
every  member  in  Christian  effort,  and  thus  to  strengthen  the  Church  in 
our  own  land,  its  work  is  purely  missionary.  Hence  membership  dues 
and  other  moneys  donated  for  missionary  purposes  can  not  be  used  for 
local  needs. 

13.— Auxiliaries  will  have  credit  In  the  general  reports  only  for  moneys 
sent  to  the  general  treasury,  to  be  used  in  the  appropriations  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  by  direction  of  the  Executive  Board  in  mission  sections  of 
this  country. 

14.— It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  a  contingent  fund  be  provided 
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for  by  all  the  Auxiliaries  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  is  car- 
rying forward  the  work  and  organization  of  the  Society. 

15. — These  By-laws  may  be  changed  at  any  meeting  of  the  Conference 
Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  there  be  present  a  quorum  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  delegates  from  five  Auxiliaries  or  more  and  provided 
the  changes  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Woman  s  Home 
Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOB  AUXILIARIES. 


Abticli  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  of ,  Auxiliary  to  the Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  interesting  Chris- 
tian women  in  the  elevation  and  evangelization  of  needy  and  destitute 
women  and  children  in  our  own  land,  and  in  raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Abt.  3,  Any  person  paying  a  regular  subscription  of  two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  constituted  a  life-member. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  ami 
Treasurer,  who  together  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  ad- 
minister the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Art.  6.  Meetings  of  the  Society  for  business  and  'communication  of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.    The  Anniversary  Meeting 

shall  be  on  the day  of ,  when  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  accompanying  By-laws  may  be 
changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present— notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 
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1.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  aH  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests. 

2.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-president  to  perform  the  duty  of 
the  President  in  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means 
for  the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 

3.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society,  to  send  reports  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
Secretary,  and,  in  the  absence  of  such  an  officer,  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Executive  Board  in  Cincinnati,  of  the  condition  and  work  of 
the  Society. 

6.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dnes  of  members, 
hold  in  trust  the  funds  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  send 


the  same  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of  such 
an  officer,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Executive  Board  in  Cincinnati.

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PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

Third  Annual  Meeting, 

HELD  AT 

The  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Chuech. 
cleveland,  ohio,  october  28-30,  1884. 


The  Third  Annual  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  began  Tuesday,  October  28th,  at  10  A.  M.,  with 
the  President,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  in  the  chair. 

The  opening  sen-ices  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  F.  8.  Hoyt,  who  read  A 
the  Scripture  lesson  the  thirty-fifth  chapter  of  Isaiah,  and  announced  the 
910th  hymn: 

"  Jeena  aboil  reign  where'er  the  Ban 
Does  Us  nicoeMlve  Journey"  run." 

The  large  audience,  led  by  Mrs.  T.  J.  Leak,  united  in  singing  this  hymn, 
after  which  Mrs.  Wm.  Runyan  led  in  prayer. 

Mrs.  P.  A.  Aiken,  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Board,  called 
the  delegations  by  Conferences;  and  these  were  introduced  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  had  seats  assigned  them. 

On  motion,  visitors  from  abroad  were  invited  to  take  seats  with  the  dele- 
gates of  their  respective  Conferences. 

Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham  were  elected 
Secretaries. 

Mrs.  Hayes  then  delivered  the  opening  address  in  a  distinct  and 
impressive  manner,  her  rich  voice  filling  the  large  audience-room.  She 
spoke  ss  follows: 

The  women  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Cincinnati,  in  1880, 
formed  a  National  Missionary  Society,  whose  work  is  to  be  done  among  the 
needy  populations  of  onr  own  country. 

The  last  General  Conference  of  our  Church,  after  ample  consideration, 
gave  it  official  recognition  and  adopted  it  as  one  of  the  trusted  instrumental- 
ities of  the  Church,  under  the  name  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

At  this,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Society  since  this  very  important  and 
conclusive  action,  we  may  veil  pause  to  express  our  gratitude  to  God  that 
the  good  and  wise  men  who  legislate  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
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have,  with  entire  unanimity  and  with  the  greatest  teal,  thus  recognized  and 
adopted  our  Society. 

We  may  now,  having  the  solemn  and  responsible  sanction  of  our 
Church,  devote  ourselves  with  the  utmost  confidence  to  the  interesting 
special  work  devolved  upon  us. 

Our  field  of  usefulness  is  of  great  extent  Our  home  population  em- 
braces elements,  more  or  lees  extensive,  of  every  important  race,  nation- 
ality, and  language.  They  are  of  all  conditions,  material,  intellectual,  and 
moral. 

Coating  originally  from  every  part  of  the  world,  they  are  here  seated 
in  the  midst  of  this  central  continent,  which  looks  oat  from  widely  ex- 
tended coasts  and  almost  countless  harbors  upon  the  two  oceans  on  which 
is  carried  the  larger  part  of  the  commerce  of  the  globe.  By  the  agencies  of 
our  advancing  civilisation,  in  the  near  future  this  people  will  surely  wield 
a  commanding  influence  in  the  affairs,  in  the  education,  and  in  the  religion 
of  all  mankind. 

The  inspiring  and  attractive  field  which  invitee  our  efforts  Is  the  home. 
First  in  importance  and  first  in  number  arc  the  homes  of  the  uninformed, 
destitute,  aad  unfortunate  of  oar  own  race— those  of  our  own  kith  and  kin. 
To  these  we  must  add  the  just  claims  of  the  lately  emancipated  people  and 
their  posterity,  of  the  Indians,  of  the  Mormons,  of  the  Spanish  Americans, 
and  of  the  Chinese  now  within  our  borders— all  of  whom,  it  has  been  well 
said,  have  claims  upon  us  for  Christian  civilisation  not  to  be  surpassed  by 
those  of  the  heathen  of  foreign  lands. 

We  believe  that  the  character  of  a  people  depends  mainly  ou  its  homes. 
Our  special  aim,  therefore,  is  to  improve  home  environments,  home  educa- 
tion, home  industries,  and  home  influences. 

We  would  cherish  no  unfriendly  feeling  of  rivalry  towards  any  other 
organisation  of  our  Church  or  of  any  other  Christian  Church.  We  wish  to 
strive  for  the  attainment  of  these  worthy  ends  by  means  npon  which  we 
can  with  an  assured  hope  conscientiously  invoke  the  Divine  blessing. 

Mrs.  J.  B.  Cory,  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  Cleveland,  extended  a  cordial 
welcome  to  the  Society,  saying: 

Ht  Dbab  Somas— During  all  these  beautiful  October  days  the  Metho- 
dist women  of  Cleveland  hare  been  meeting  In  counsel,  week  after  week, 
planning  and  arranging  for  your  entertainment  We  said,  "  There  are  to 
be  among  our  guests  those  whom  the  Nation  delights  to  honor."  Aye,  we 
said  more:  "Every  woman  who  comes  to  us  an  accepted  worker  in  this 
cause  is  the  daughter  of  a  King,  so  it  must  be  a  royal  welcome; "  and 
whether  it  comes  from  the  quiet  home  of  the  clergy,  from  the  beautiful 
mansion  of  the  wealthy,  or  from  the  unpretending  home  of  the  artisan,  it 
comes  from  free,  loving  hearts,  and  is  the  same  royal  welcome.  Wo  know 
that  the  King's  daughter  is  all  glorious  within,  and  we  would  each  say  to 
each  of  yon : 
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For  them  I'd  while  the  boars  with  tale  or  song, 
,  Or  web  of  fancy  fringed  with  careless  rhyme; 

How  can  I  And  a  fitting  lay  lor  thee, 

Who  haul  the  harnioiiles  of  every  time  I 

Thoti  art  to  roe  moat  like  a  royal  guest, 

Whole  travels  bring  him  to  a  lowly  roof 
Where  simple  rustic*  spread  the  festal  fare, 

Anil  blushing  own  it  la  not  good  enough. 

Bethink  thee,  then,  whene'er  thou  oom'st  to  me 

From  blgb  emprise  and  noble  toll  to  rest. 
My  thoughts  are  weak  and  trivia!  matched  with  thine  - 

Bat  the  poor  mansion  oOfera  thee  Ita  beat." 

We  gladly  come  together  for  a  little  while,  turning  aside  from  the  fierce 
political  excitement  that  is  just  now  stirring  our  country,  aye,  and  is  per- 
vading every  home  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  the  accounts  of  which 
bo  fill  onr  dailies  that  we  can  hardly  get  in  an  item  about  Home  Mission 

We  gladly  turn  away  from  listening  to  the  discussion  of  the  questions 
of  Protection  and  Free  Trade,  to  listen  to  the  discussion  of  questions  quite 
s  important,  and  which  we  believe  have  to  do  with  the  perpetuity  of  onr 
Republic.  Among  these  great  questions  are :  What  shall  be  done  with  the 
illiteracy  of  the  South  ?  What  about  the  ballot  in  the  hands  of  ignorant 
n,  the  homes  and  the  children  in  the  care  of  depraved  and  ignorant 
women?  What  shall  be  done  with  the  cancerous  tumor  on  our  Western 
member?  What  about  our  treaty  promises  to  our  dusky  wards  in  the 
Territories  ? 

With  intemperance  at  home,  with  Ignorance  and  degradation  in  our 
South,  with  heathenism  among  our  Indiana,  with  polygamy  and  disloyalty 
among  the  Mormons,  shall  we  not  humble  ourselves  before  God  and  cry 
mightily  unto  him  for  a  baptism  of  power  that  every  woman  going  home 
from  this  Convention  may  cany  back  with  her  a  great  awakening  light, 
which  may  soon  envelop  the  whole  State  in  which  she  lives. 

May  God  grant  you  wisdom,  my  dear  sisters,  to  so  open  up  these  im- 
portant subjects  that  the  masses  of  our  people  will  see  them  as  they  have 
never  done  before.  I  thank  God,  to-day,  for  thinking  women.  I  thank 
him  for  what  Methodism  has  done  toward  opening  the  lips  of  women. 

We  esteem  it  an  honor  to  welcome  to  our  city,  to  our  hearts,  and  our 
homes,  this  company  of  representative  Christian  women,  who  come  to  us 
m  the  hills  of  New  Hampshire,  from  "Little  Jersey,"  from  the  classic 
Hub,  where,  it  is  said,  if  one  is  bora  he  never  need  be  born  again ;  from 
the  beautiful  Quaker  City,  where,  report  says,  good  housewives  are  accus- 
tomed to  get  up  in  the  night  to  sweep  their  back  yards ;  from  onr  Gotham, 
where  it  is  supposed  Home  Missionaries  are  needed;  from  our  Pacific 
slope,  from  onr  great,  free,  far  West,  and  from  all  intermediate  points.  We 
are  heartily  glad,  to-day,  to  greet  you  all.  'We  will  sit  at  your  feet,  we  will 
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gather  inspiration  from  your  wise  counsels,  and  we  will  over  treasure  in 
our  hearts  and  in  onr  homes  sweet  memories  of  7001  gracious  presence ; 
and  may  the  Master  of  Assemblies  guide  all  four  deliberations. 

Mrs.  John  Davis,  First  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Executive  Board,  said  in  response :  We  thank  you,  dear  ladies  of  Clove* 
kna>  for  this  "royal."  welcome  to  your  homes  in  this  beautiful  city.  We  are 
lore  that  these  earnest  words,  and  these  provisions  for  our  entertainment 
while  among  yon,  have  not  been  prompted  by  feelings  of  hospitality  alone. 
We  trust  you  are  interested  in  the  cause  that  we  represent,  and  that  a 
desire  on  your  part  to  do  something  to  aid  in  this  work  of  sending  the 
Gospel,  with  its  uplifting  influences,  to  the  benighted  and  degraded  of  our 
own  land  has  been  one  of  the  prime  motives  for  this  outlay  of  time  and 
effort.  We  heartily  appreciate  your  kindness  manifested  in  these  edmir* 
■ble  arrangements  for  our  comfort,  and  we  most  earnestly  desire  that  He 
who  rewards  the  "cup  of  cold  water,"  given  in  his  name,  will  grant  a 
special  outpouring  of  his  Holy  Spirit  upon  your  hearts  snd  upon  the  hearts 
of  all  who  are  assembled  here.  We  have  come  together  to  consider  and 
devise  the  best  methods  for  prosecuting  the  work  that  is  so  constantly  en- 
larging before  us.  Hay  our  hearts  go  out  in  earnest  prayer  for  divine  help 
and  wisdom.  And  may  the  blessed  Master  of  assemblies  himself  be  with 
as  here  In  onr  dally  deliberations. 

Mrs.  Colonel  Springer,  of  Iowa,  said : 

A  nulls  of  hope  from  those  we  love 
May  be  a  message  from  above'; 
A  whispered  welcome  In  onr  ears. 
Be  BS  the  music  of  the  spheres  ; 
The  honest  pressure  of  the  hand, 
Worth  all  that  glitters  In  the  land. 
O I  trifles  are  not  what  tbey  seem, 
Bnt  providences,  oft,  I  deem 
Sent  In  disguise  to  cheer  and  bless. 
Our  eloquent  Corresponding  Secretary  and  treasured  friend,  Mrs.  Rust, 
on  leaving  our  home  said  to  Dr.  Vincent:  "Mrs.  8pringer's  home  is  a 
poem;  herself  a  better  poem;  her  father  the  best  poem  of  all."    Such 
kindly  words  of  cheer  oft  keep  the  heart  from  breaking. 

And  now,  looking  in  your  earnest  faces,  I  read  again  our  object  and 

!  united  aims  to  build  up  within  our  inner  lives,  and  the  lives  of  all  about 

>  na,  characters  so  pure  and  good  that  we  may  all  be  prepared  for  that  land 

'  There  no  pain  and  sorrow  come,  where  tears  are  unknown,  and  where  in 

celestial  mansions,  with  our  own  precious  loved  ones,  we  shall  be  for  evcr- 

ore  at  home. 

Perhaps  I  can  not  more  clearly  indicate  my  willingness  (beyond  my 

physical  and  mental  ability)  to  serve  the  blessed  cause  you  represent  than 

I  by  giving  a  sample  of  one  day's  work.    Last  Friday  I  had  the  clergymen 

!  of  onr  city  to  a  dinner  prepared  by  my  own  hands,  to  welcome  our  new 

J  pastor.    At  4  o'clock  the  eleven  guests  had  departed ;   at  8  o'clock  I  had 

swept  and  dusted  two  parlors,  the  family-room,  and  dining-room,  washed 

«H  the  dishes,  and  arranged  all  things  in  order.    At  11  P.  M.  had  written 
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out  two  Conference  reports,  given  five  minutes  to  packing  my  valise,  and 
was  ready  tor  rest  and  sleep.  At  4J  A.  M.  on  duty  again  in  order  to  reach. 
the  5J  train,  for  to  be  here  this  morning  I  most  leave  Iowa  last  Saturday. 

On  reading  an  extended  encomium  on  tho  life  and  character  of  one 
who  had  deceased,  my  father  remarked,  "If  half  those  helpful  words  had 
been  spoken  when  needed,  doubtless  that  brother  would  have  lived  twenty 
years  longer."  Let  those  who  can  withhold  the  honest  word  of  truthful 
love  I  dare  not  fail  to  say,  I  thank  the  blessed  Lord  for  the  continued  life 
and  presence  of  that  most  gracious  of  women,  our  beloved  President,  who, 
when  occupying  a  place  of  high  position  and  influence,  kept  her  steadfast 
gaze  toward  the  compassionate  Lord,  and  lent  her  hand  to  help  drive  all 
evil  from  the  land.  Who,  from  Lady  Huntingdon  to  Lady  Maya  has  seen 
her  peer?  My  laurels  are  alono  for  the  brows  of  the  living,  not  to  be  en- 
graven on  the  cold  and  pulseless  marble,  or  laid  on  icy  brows  of  friends 
dying  unconscious  of  their  worth.  And  is  it  just  to  ignore  the  self-renun- 
ciation of  others  here  to-day,  who  have  sacrificed  their  social  life  to  lend 
the  hand  of  helpfulness  to  wretched  womankind,  have  given  weeks  of  labor 
on  our  publications  in  order  to  furnish  intelligence  so  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  growth  of  the  Society,  and  have  taxed  heart  and  brain  in  the  prose- 
cution of  this  work? 

I  may  not  ask  you  all  to  pray  that  I  may  do  "  more  and  better,"  since 
some  have  assured  me  that  they  have  joined  that  other  band,  praying  that 
I  may  do  "less  and  less,  and  live  longer  to  bless  those  who  love  me  most 
and  best" 

Knowing  that  who  fears  God  fears  to  sit  at  ease,  and  that  our  best 
efforts  may  often  seem  to  be  ill-adapted  to  the  accomplishment  of  God's 
purposes,  I  firmly  believe  that  no  honest  endeavors  made  in  behalf  of  the 
right  and  the  good  will  be  lost,  but,  like  the  grain  sown  by  the  husband- 
men in  fruitful  soil,  will  by  and  by  be  garnered  as  golden  wheat  in 
heaven's  own  land. 

Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  of  Philadelphia,  said:  Mrs.  Cory's  reference  to  our 
being  the  children  of  a  King  draws  me  to  my  feet,  for  fully  do  I  realize 
that  I  am  the  child  of  a  King,  and  as  such  I  come  from  the  work  in  Phila- 
delphia for  a  new  baptism  of  power,  that  I  may  better  glorify  him.  I  feel 
as  I  look  upon  the  many  earnest  faces  before  me,  although  most  of  them 
are  unfamiliar,  the  wonderful  power  there  is  to  unite  hearts  in  the  great 
work  that  has  brought  us  together. 

Coming,  as  we  do,  from  "the  home"  to  deliberate  upon  the  best  means 
to  secure  it  for  those  who  do  not  even  know  the  meaning  of  the  word,  let 
us  not  fail  to  look  "to  the  hills  from  whence  cometh  our  help,"  for  we 
know  the  promise,  that  Qod  will  be  our  wisdom,  righteousness,  sanc- 
tiflcation,  and  redemption-  0,  that  we  may  each  receive  such  a  baptism 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  that  we  may  be  fully  consecrated  to  the  great  work  of 
saving  others.  There  is  inspiration  in  the  thought  that  all  over  this  land 
there  are  Christian  women  so  strongly  united  in  the  bonds  of  Christ  that 
they  will  leave  their  homes  and  come  to  this  general  meeting  in  order  to 
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study  the  needs  of  the  work,  sod  to  make  such  plans  that  the  beet  ends 
may  be  secured  and  God  be  most  glorified. 

lira.  W.  A.  Ingham,  of  Cleveland,  said ;  This  gathering  of  earnest 
women  here  to-day  reminds  me  of  pioneer  times  in  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.  How  well  I  remember  in  1870,  after  organizing  the 
OWMsttd  auxiliaries  Sabbath  evening,  Sept.  19th,  at  the  session  of  the  An- 
nual Conference,  Mrs.  Bishop  Clark,  Mrs.  Moses  Hill,  and  myself  pushed 
out  into  Northern  Ohio,  traveling  during  the  daytime  and  speaking  in  the 
evenings,  until  twenty-four  organised  societies  were  on  onr  list  The  move- 
ment bad  sprang  up  in  my  husband's  absence  from  home,  and  on  his 
letarc  he  started  out  in  search  of  the  fugitive  wife,  and,  after  diverse  dis- 
appointments, found  her,  together  with  one  of  her  traveling  companions, 
washing  and  wiping  dishes  for  Mrs.  Bev.  T.  F.  Hildreth,  of  Norwalk,  who 
was  entertaining  the  itinerants  over  Sabbath.  On  the  morning  of  that  day 
Bev.  Bro.  Hildreth  had  preached  eloquently  on  the  coming  of  Christ's 
kingdom,  and  in  the  evening  the  visiting  ladies  organised  an  auxiliary  in 
the  church  at  that  place. 

I  did  not  know  Mrs.  Willing  was  to  be  at  this  meeting,  but  only  two 
or  three  days  since  I  prayed  that  the  Lord  would  lay  his  hand  on  her  for 
the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  America  is  the 
world's  great  mission  field.  Methodist  women  ought  to  enter  a  million 
strong  and  help  possess  it  for  Christ 

Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  of  Chicago,  said :  Though  I  am  new  in  this  work  I 
have  prayed  for  these  workers  from  the  first,  and  am  rejoiced  to  see  so 
large  and  enthusiastic  a  company  together.  I  believe  that  there  is  nothing 
on  the  planet  more  lovely  than  the  face  of  a  woman  from  which  beams  the 
light  of  Christ's  love. 

I  also  am  grateful  for  the  beautiful  welcome  to  these  affluent  homes, 
than  which  there  are  none  on  the  continent  more  delightful. 

The  Lord  has  said,  "Blessed  is  the  man  that  considereth  the  poor." 
We  may  sorely  expect  this  meeting  to  be  crowned  by  the  presence  of  the 
Lord  of  the  poor.  We  are  met  in  his  name,  and  he  said,  "There  am  I  in 
the  midst."  Let  us  keep  our  eye  fixed  upon  him  that  this  may  be  onr 
Pentecost. 

Miss  Susie  F.  Thompson,  of  Oanandaigua,  said :  As  this  occasion  seems 
to  be  of  a  national  character,  it  would  hardly  seem  complete  without  a 
voice  from  New  York.  So,  in  behalf  of  the  Empire  State,  I  give  from  the 
Word  what  the  Lord  gave  me  as  an  expression  of  my  desire  concerning 
this  meeting :  "  Let  thy-work  appear  unto  thy  servants,  and  thy  glory  unto 
their  children.  And  let  the  beauty  of  the  Lord  onr  God  be  upon  us ;  and 
establish  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  as ;  yea,  the  work  of  onr  hands 
establish  thou  it" 

Mrs.  Charles  Goodall,  of  California,  said:  At  a  reception  given  to  the 
lamented  Bishop  E.  0.  Haven  in  San  Francisco,  when  he  went  to  reside 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  an  aged  minister  of  another  denomination  in  bis 
words  of  welcome  referred  to  his  granddaughter,  who  had  recently  gone  as 
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a  missionary  to  Japan,  and  Bald,  as  be  warmly  grasped  the  Bishop's  hand, 
"  It  was  your  daughter  who  opened  her  heart  and  hand  to  receive  her  in  a 
strange  land."  These  little  acts  are  the  electric  wires  through  which  Sows 
Christian  love  that  unites  Christian  hearts  so  closely  together.  This  uni- 
son of  hearts  ia  very  beautiful.  It  is  so  tender  and"  yet  bo  strong,  often 
equaling  that  of  kindred,  and  bringing  us  close  together,  and  very  near  to 
Christ,  who  said,  "Whosoever  shall  do  the  will  of  my  Father  which  is  in 
heaven,  the  flame  is  my  brother  and  sister  and  mother."  Christiana  meet 
in  distant  countries,  or,  it  may  be,  sailing  on  mid-ocean,  the  electric  spark 
immediately  kindles,  and  strangers  In  a  few  hours  become  warm  friends. 

This  missionary  work  in  which  we  are  engaged  among  the  poor  and 
destitute  so  unites  Christian  hearts  and  develops  Christian  love,  that  I  am 
convinced  it  is  a  blessing  tons  as  Churches  and  as  Individuals  that  we  have 
the  poor  always  with  us. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Baylies,  of  Cincinnati,  also  spoke  in  response,  but,  as  she 
did  not  famish  a  copy  to  the  Secretaries,  they  have  been  unable  to  repro- 
duce her  words. 

Mrs.  Hayes  announced  that  Mrs.  John  Davis,  First  Vice-President  of 
the  Society,  would  take  charge  of  the  business  sessions  of  the  meeting,  and 
thereupon  Mrs.  Davis  took  the  chair. 

After  a  spirited  discussion,  the  time  for  meeting  and  adjournment  was 
fixed  as  follows :  The  devotional  meetings  to  begin  at  9.30  A,  M.  The  busi- 
ness sessions  to  commence  at  10,  and  adjortrn  at  12.30  for  lunch.  The  after- 
noon sessions  to  begin  at  2,  and  close  at  3.30. 

The  reception  of  fraternal  delegates  from  the  Churches  of  other  denomi- 
nations in  Cleveland  followed.  The  President  Introduced  Mrs.  A.  P.  Mas- 
sey,  of  Woodland  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  Mrs.  Greely,  of  Case  Ave- 
nue Presbyterian  Church,  Miss  L.  T.  Guilford,  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Mrs.  S.  W.  Adams  and  Mrs.  L.  Prentice,  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Mrs.  Buggies  and  Mrs.  Russell,  of  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
and  Mrs.  Hammond,  of  the  Evangelical  Church.  These  ladles  spoke  of 
their  cordial  interest  in  the  work  that  this  Society  Is  carrying  forward,  and 
gave  expression  to  warm  sentiments  of  unity  and  Christian  fellowship. 
In  addition,  they  gave  a  brief  account  of  the  work  that  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary Societies  of  their  respective  Churches  were  doing. 

Mrs  C.  E.  Wheeler  and  Miss  Anna  Edwards,  delegates  from  the 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  of  Cleveland,  were  also  introduced. 
Miss  Edwards  spoke  of  the  Joy  she  felt  In  looking  In  the  faces  of  the  ear- 
nest workers  before  her;  expressed  herself  in  sympathy  with  the  Society; 
said  that  temperance  was  a  part  of  religion,  and  helped  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom ;  and  closed  with  a  tribute  of  love, 
gratitude,  and  honor  to  our  beloved  President,  Mrs.  Hayes. 

In  response  to  these  fraternal  greetings,  Mrs.  Davis  said:  Dear  Sisters, 
It  was  by  no  mere  hasty  action  that  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  in- 
vited you  to  be  present  at  our  first  session.  We  wanted  the  encourage- 
ment of  your  presence  to  help  us  start  off  with  enthusiasm.    We  wanted 
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Tonr  prayera,  nd  your  good  wishes,  and  toot  good  words.  We  wanted  to 
anast  yon  hearts  with  as  so  fully  that  you  will  meet  with  as  from  day  to 
day,  as  far  as  it  may  be  practicable. 

Some  of  joa  have  been  longer  engaged  in  Home  Mission  work 
than  we  have.  We  need  the  benefit  of  your  experience.  If,  daring  the 
progress  of  these  meetings,  yon  see  as  approach  a  sharp  comer,  snoh  as 
projected  itself  into  yoor  methods,  and  hurt  or  hindered  your  usefulness, 
we  want  you  to  feel  free  to  sound  a  note  of  warning.  If  we  are  in  danger 
of  being  precipitated  into  a  pitfall  that  yon  have  escaped,  deal  with  as  as 
with  friends— in  short,  be  fraternal  enough  to  be  fellow-helpers. 

We  do  not  propose  to  occupy  territory  that  other  Evangelical  Societies 
■beady  cover.  There  are  too  many  desolate  and  waste  places  crying  out 
to  us  to"  come,"  for  as  to  overlap  work  already  established.  We  hope  that 
both  70a  and  we  shall  bnild  the  wall  of  Jerusalem  over  against  our  own 
door  with  so  tree  a  line  and  plummet  that,  as  Christian  Sisters  of  what- 
ever name,  we  shall  only  unite  and  strengthen  the  whole. 

There  is  a  powerful  foe  to  ho  overcome.  We,  members  of  this  "  Grand 
Christian  Army  of  the  Bepublic,"  most  lock  arms  with  each  other  for  his 
overthrow. 

It  seems  to  ma  that  purely  sectarian  rivalry  la  an  anaohrODism  in  this 
day.  It  does  not  belong  to  the  majestic  trend  of  this  enlightened,  liberal, 
proayaaahw  Christian  civilisation.  More  and  more  we  are  exemplifying,  in 
our  daily  practice,  the  principle  taught  us  by  oux  blessed  Lord:  "All  ye  are 
brethren."  The  oonscioosnesa  of  this  Unship  is  latent  in  every  renewed 
heart,  and  needs  only  the  favoring  incident  to  make  it  thrill  us  with 
grateful  joy. 

It  was  my  privilege  in  the  early  summer  to  cross  the  Atlantic  in  one 
of  the  largest  of  the  ocean  steamers  crowded  with  tourists.  As  our  native 
shores  receded  from  our  wistful  eyes,  and  we  turned  our  thoughts  to  ths 
multitude  of  our  fellow-voyagers,  and  saw  only  a  company  of  strangers,  whose 
faces  totally  new  gave  not  S  suggestion  to  console)  as  for  the  severance  from 
the  beloved  ones  of  our  households,  we  felt  a  sense  of  isolation  and  lone- 
liness only  understood  by  those  who  have  had  the  same  experience. 

The  next  morning,  the  Sabbath,  we  gathered  in  the  epadons  saloon 
for  public  worship.  The  officers  and  some  of  the  crew,  the  cabin-boys  and 
stewardesses,  and  the  great  multitude  of  passengers,  many  hundreds  in  all, 
est  in  reverent  silence,  with  no  sound  bat  the  throb  of  the  machinery  and 
the  occasional  "  swash  "  and  dash  of  the  wave  to  break  the  stillness. 

Presently  the  voice  of  the  minister  broke  on  the  ear,  announcing  the 
hymn: 

"  Jeuu,  lover  of  107  •oul, 
Let  me  to  tty  bosom  fly." 

Every  voice  joined  in  the  melody,  and  every  heart  seemed  to  be  send- 
ing ant  Its  own  petition  as  it  was  phrased  in  that  familiar,  tender,  ever- 
blessed  song  by  Charles  Wesley.  It  was  so  blended  with  almost  every 
sacred  memory  of  our  lives,  so  laden  with  associations  of  bome  and  kin- 
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died,  of  social  worship  and  private  prayer,  of  comfort  and  bereavement, 
of  all  that  had  been  woven  into  our  daily  needs  and  daily  supplies,  that 
it  seemed  we  who  sang  mint  be  members  of  a  common  household.  Br 
some  thrill  of  instantaneous  influence  we  seemed  to  be  transformed  from  a 
company  of  strangers  into  a  body  of  friends.  The  familiar  melody  and 
words  were  the  open  channel  through  which  oar  hearts  spoke  to  each 
other.  The  hand  of  my  neighbor,  whose  name  even  was  unknown  to  me, 
was  outstretched  for  mine,  and  our  eyes  filled  with  sudden  tears  as  each 
silently  owned  the  other  a  sister. 

The  differences  among  Christians  of  the  various  denominations  are 
only  technical,  not  fundamental.  True  Christian  hearts  can  not  be  insu- 
lated from  each  other. 

We  welcome  you  with  all  oar  hearts,  dear  sisters,  to  this  our  annual 
feast  of  duty  and  of  privilege. 

A  Committee  on  Enrollment  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Mrs.  8.  M. 
Hickman  and  Mrs.  S.  A.  Cheney. 

Also  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  fields  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries,  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Executive  Board,  to  which  were  added 
Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  Mrs.  J.  Davis,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Livexey, 
Mrs.  E.  J.  L.  Baker,  Mrs.  B.  W.  P.  Ooff,  Mrs.  a  W.  Thomson,  Mrs.  W.  0. 
Willing,  Mrs.  H.  0.  McCabe,  Mrs.  J.  Kent  Mrs.  J-  H.  Baylies,  Mrs.  a 
Goodall,  and  Mrs.  Wm.  Runyan. 

Mrs.  Williams  announced  that  a  delegate  from  Detroit  Conference, 
Rev.  Dr.  Pope,  was  present,  and  desired  to  make  a  statement  before  the 
Society  with  reference  to  Michigan.  On  motion,  Dr.  Pope  was  Invited  to 
address  the  meeting.  He  gracefully  acknowledged  the  courtesy  shown 
him,  spoke  of  the  pleasure  he  felt  in  being  present  among  the  friends  of 
his  early  years,  and  then  graphically  outlined  the  extent  of  Michigan,  the 
needs  of  the  destitute  flections  within  her  bounds,  and  the  heroic  spirit  of 
her  self-denying  ministers.  He  presented  the  joint  request  of  the  Detroit 
and  Michigan  Conferences  that  all  moneys  contributed  by  these  Confer- 
ences to  the  Home  Missionary  Society  should  be  appropriated  to  missionary 
work  in  the  destitute  sections  within  their  own  bounds. 

Mrs.  M.  D.  Moors,  of  Michigan  Conference,  emphasized  and  indorsed 
the  words  and  requests  of  Dr.  Pope. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  requested  that  all  resolutions  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  a 
duplicate  copy  be  sent  to  the  Secretaries'  table. 

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  doxology  was  sang,  and 
the  benediction  pronounced  by  Dr.  Pope. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  0.  E.  Pennewell  and  other-ladies  of 
the  East  Side  churches,  a  bountiful  lunch  was  prepared  and  served  in  the 
church,  to  which  all  were  heartily  welcomed.

Mrs.  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board,  made  a  brief  report,  fa 
which  she  referred  to  the  spirit  of  harmony  which  had  characterised  tbs 
meetings  throughout  the  year ;  gave  a  hasty  glance  at  the  success  that  had 
attended  the  work,  and  directed  the  Society  to  the  Report  of  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  for  a  detailed  statement  of  the  business  which  had  oc- 
cupied the  Board  from  month  to  month  as  found  is  the  summing  up  of 
that  Report. 

Mrs.  Aiken  read  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Executive  Board  concern- 
ing the  official  organ  of  the  society,  the  Woman'*  Home  Minion*,  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  have  read  with  interest  each  number  of  the  Woman'*  Him* 
Motion*,  replete  with  information  and  inspiration,  invaluable  to  the  success 
of  the  cause  it  advocates.  While  expressing  satisfaction  with  its  manage- 
ment, and  gratification  at  so  large  a  subscription  list,  we  realise  that  the 
number  of  subscribers  is  not  commensurate  with  the  need  for  increased 
information ;  and  while  recommending  its  continued  publication  as  the 
organ  of  the  Society,  we  warmly  commend  it  to  the  favor  of  our  Church, 
and  un;e  our  ladies  to  aid  in  sustaining  it  by  malting  earnest  efforts  to  in- 
crease its  circulation. 

Fending  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  a  very  enjoyable  season  was 
spent  in  appreciative  remarks  concerning  the  paper,  and  in  the  discussion 
of  its  merits,  in  which  Mrs.  Williams,  Mrs.  Morse.Mrs.  Marty,  Mrs.  Cul- 
ver, Mrs.  Bougliton,  Mrs.  Spencer,  Mrs.  Moors,  Mrs.  Burgess,  Mrs.  Arms, 
Mrs.  Springer,  Mrs.  Aldrich,  Mrs.  Ooodall,  Mrs.  Rogers,  Mrs.  Hedges,  Mrs.

existing  societies  when  so  desired,  in  order  to  secure  more  thorough  or- 
ganbtauon  throughout  the  Conferences. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Clark,  this  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
■an  on  and  Mission  Fields. 

On  motion,  the  reports  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treas- 
urer were  deferred  till  Wednesday  morning,  and  Mrs.  Whetstone,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  work  in  Savannah  presented  her  report,  which  was  adopted.

In  this  report  she  set  forth  the  work  that  had  been  accomplished  m 
that  roiesioA-flakl,  and  the  urgent  needs  for  enlarging  our  operation  there. 
She  ernphsehced  particularly  the  necessity  for  buildings  adapted  to  the 
work.  She  stated  that  a  very  desirable  property,  consisting  of  a  capacious, 
nwJraahed  brick  building,  situated  on  a  large,  centrally  located  lot,  waa 
hist  now  offend  to  the  Society  at  $8,000— a  price  much  below  its  real  value 
and  that  it  could  be  secured  by  an  Immediate  first  payment  of  $3,000, 
with  the  privilege  of  three  years'  time  for  the  payment  of  the  balance. 

lira.  Harcy  desired  a  more  detailed  description  of  the  property,  where- 
upon Mrs.  Whetstone  made  a  fuller  statement  concerning  the  location; 
the  siae,  and  condition  of  the  building,  the  sum  necessary  for  repairs,  and 
the  plan  for  meeting  the  deferred  payments,  to  which  the  audience  listened 
with  intense  interest. 

Mrs.  Baylies  spoke  at  some  length  concerning  her  recent  visit  to  this 
ml— U  in  in  company  with  Mia.  Whetstone,  and  urged  the  claims  of  these 
Kttla  ragged  colored  children  upon  the  Society.  She  alluded  to  the  gross 
immorality  that  pervaded  the  mass  of  the  Ignorant  people,  and  in  which 
the  children  were  being  reared,  and  said  that  In  order  to  counteract  this 
influence  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  children  when  they  are  young  and  ed- 
ucate them  in  Christian  schools.  They  are  anxious  to  learn,  and  grateful 
for  the  instruction  they  receive.  Never  was  there  a  better  opportunity  to 
advance  the  work  of  education  among  this  illiterate  and  down-trodden 
people  than  the  one  now  presented. 

At  the  request  of  Mrs.  Davis,  Mrs.  Willing  took  the  floor  and  proposed 
that  a  sufficient  sum  be  pledged  st  once  to  secure  this  property.

Tea  was  served  to  many  delegates  and  visitors,  who  remained  for  tta 
evening  meeting. 

Tuesday  Evening. 

Tsie  evening  session  convened  at  7.30  o'clock,  with  Mrs.  Hayes  in  tht 
chair.  Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Dr.  Norcross,  and  a  bet* 
tlful  solo  was  rendered  by  Mrs.  Knapp,  after  which  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  of 
Chicago,  was  introduced  and  delivered  one  of  the  addresses  of  the  even- 
ing on  mission  work  in  America.  She  said  the  Woman's  Home  Society  is 
a  society  for  women  to  help  women.  There  is,  first,  the  American  woman 
who  can  help  others  and  the  American  woman  who  needs  help,  and  uM 
duty  which,  demands  that  this  help  be  given.  It  was  considered  dangerous 
in  former  times  for  a  woman  to  learn  to  think,  and  the  men  of  India  to-day 
say  they  can  scarcely  live  with  their  ignorant  women;  and  were  they 
given  knowledge,  the  men  would  be  turned  out  of  doors.    The  American 
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maun  can  attend  to  her  household  duties  better  II  trained  to  thorough- 
ness by  Eudid  and  ViigfL  It  la  she  who  can  help  her  neighbor  and  work 
after  God's  manner.  The  amount  of  work  that  woman  does  in  this 
country  Is  not  known.  While  my  husband  was  engaged  In  his  work  It 
devolved  npon  me  to  bay  a  home.  I  found  it  was  owned  by  a  woman, 
that  a  woman  held  a  mortgage  upon  It  When  we  disposed  of  It  I  sold  it 
to  s  woman,  and  when  I  had  an  investment  to  make  it  was  a  woman  who 
gave  me  the  mortgage. 

The  typical  American  woman  knows  how  to  pray.  Ten  years  ago,  on 
bended  knees,  she  prayed  for  her  country's  good,  and  the  greatest  moneyed 
monopoly,  the  liquor  traffic,  received  its  death  stab,  and  I  believe  we  will 
yet  attend  its  funeral.  Think  of  the  women  who  need  her  help.  They  are 
the  women  of  far-away  Alaska,  the  130,000  Indian,  women  bending  under 
burdens;  the  Chinese  women  of  oar  Western  coast,  who  are  slaves  sold  to 
the  most  horrid  life  that  can  be  lived  outside  of  perdition ;  the  women  of 
Spanish  America,  with  OsatOian  and  Indian  blood  in  their  veins ;  the 
three  or  four  millions  of  African  women  who  have  the  strongest  blood  In 
*tp— tea,  so  strong  that  one  sixty-fourth  of  It  will  vitiate  and  make  all  the 
net  black.  Packed  away  in  the  cities  and  Isolated  In  the  far  West  are 
others  who  need  help.  I  am  glad  that  some  one  else  is  to  speak  to  you 
of  the  Mormon  women,  for  my  heart  grows  sad  when  I  think  of  them. 

We  must  give  all  these  people  our  help,  because  It  Is  the  most  eco- 
nomical investment  we  can  make  to  suppress  crime ;  because  it  is  neces- 
sary in  self-defense  to  keep  our  homes  intact ;  because  we  have  the  oppor- 
tunity and  knowledge,  with  no  new  language  to  learn  or  climate  to 
counteract,  and  lastly  and  highest  of  all,  because  It  Is  God's  command. 

Bev.Mr.  Franklin,  of  Utah,  delivered  the  closing  address.  He  alluded  to 
his  Bfe  there  in  the  midst  of  woman's  abject  degradation,  and  gave  voice 
to  the  fear  that  America,  the  greatest  nation  on  the  globe,  was  too  long 
permitting  this  overpowering  evil  to  grow  In  strength  within  Its  territory. 
He  depicted  the  outraged  womanly  feelings  with  which  the  wives  of  that 
land  were  obliged  to  receive  the  new  wives  their  husbands  brought  and 
Introduced  to  their  homes,  until,  in  many  instances,  their  reasons  were 
overthrown  and  they  became  pitiable,  driveling  objects.  The  apathy  oi 
the  government  and  its  powerlessness  hitherto  to  cope  effectually  with 
polygamy,  called  loudly  for  the  Christian  people  of  this  country  to  send 
the  gospel  to  these  degraded  people.  It  alone  could  bring  them  out  of  the 
most  terrible  suffering  that  women  could  endure.  He  said  that  many  of 
these  women  possessed  great  natural  talents,  and  only  submitted  to  polyg- 
amy because  of  the  great  pressure. which  was  brought  to  bear  upon  them. 
The  teachers  of  this  infamous  doctrine  could  quote  and  distort  passages 
from  their  scriptures  which  commanded  woman's  obedience  to  its  disgust- 
htg  practices.  The  oft-repeated  remark  that  Utah,  was  a  barren  field  for 
missionary  work  he  pronounced  a  mistake.  It  cost  no  more  to  convert  a 
soot  In  Salt  lake  City  than  it  did  anywhere  else.  He  alluded  to  Mormon 
ken  at  an  American  system,  bora  and  reared  on  free  American  soil,  and 
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sending  Its  emissaries  abroad  to  foreign  nations  to  gather  in  Ite  converts. 
Their  preachers  obtained  their  foreign  converts  by  deceiving  the  lowly  peo- 
ple as  to  the  character  of  their  religion.  One  or  two  missionaries  vest 
from  Utah  bach:  to  Denmark,  and  by  exposing  the  evils  of  Mormoniam 
were  creating  a  great  stir  among  the  Mormon  infected  districts,  and  accom- 
plishing great  good.  The  speaker  made  a  strong  appeal  for  the  help  of 
the  Society  In  behalf  of  this  long  suffering  people. 
Rev.  Dr.  Norcross  pronounced  the  benediction. 


Wednesday  Morning. 

Tub  prayer  service  at  9  o'clock  was  conducted  by  Mia.  W,  B.  Santley. 

At  9.30  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  His.  Hayes. 
"Jesus,  lover  of  my  soul,"  was  sung,  and  Rev.  Dr.  T.  J.  Leak,  Pastor  of 
Franklin  Ave.  Church,  offered  prayer.  Following  this,  the  Urge  audience 
joined  in  singing  "  Come,  thou  fount  of  every  blessing." 

At  the  conclusion  of  these  exercises,  Mrs.  Hayes  called  Mrs,  John 
Davis,  first  Vice-president,  to  the  chair,  and  the  business  of  the  meeting 
was  entered  upon. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  by  Mrs.  Hoyt,  and,  on, 
motion,  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  presented  the  report  on  Beneficiaries,  and,  on  motion,  it  was 
adopted.    (Bee  page  00.) 

Mrs.  Baylies  called  attention  to  the  Mite  Boxes,  placed  on  the  table  for 
distribution,  and  urged  the  ladies  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to 
secure  these  little  helping  agents  for  gathering  up  the  mites.  She  stated 
that,  by  special  action  of  the  Executive  Board,  these  boxes  are  given,  to  all 
who  pledge  a  contribution  of  at  least  ten  cents  at  some  time  during  the 
year.  Miss  Minnie  Bayliss,  of  Walnut  Hills,  Cincinnati,  is  the  Agent  for 
these  Boxes,  and  her  report  to  the  Executive  Board  showed  that  more  than 
five  hundred  have  been  distributed  during  the  year.  She  suggested  that 
all  orders  for  these  boxes  be  sent  to  Miss  Bayliss,  and  that  all  reports 
concerning  them  be  made  to  her. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Gammon,  Mrs.  M.  McO.  Brown,  Mrs.  D.  Hone, 
Mrs.  S.  M.  Hickman,  Mrs.  H.  C.  Hedges,  and  Mrs.  D.  B.  Tracy  were  added 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Williams  said  it  was  well  to  have  every  Conference  and  every  in- 
terest represented  In  this  Committee,  but  suggested  that  it  should  not  be 
made  so  large  as  to  be  unmanageable. 

A  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Mrs.  M. 
McClellan  Brown,  Mrs.  C.  G.  Boughton,  Mrs.  D.  G.  Strong,  and  Mrs.  B. 
B,  Pope. 

Mrs.  Williams  read  the  report  of  Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  of  Nebraska, 
Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Mormons,  which  was  a  graphic  portraiture  of 
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ate  fat  Utah,  and  embodied  a  strong  plea  for  Christian  effort  in  behalf  of 
these  deluded  people.  The  report  was  adopted.  She  aleo  read  a  report  on 
the  establishment  of  an  Industrial  Home  in  Bait  Lake  City,  prepared  by 
Mrs.  Newman.    (See  pages  92  and  61.) 

Mrs.  Davis  stated  that  funds  already  contributed  for  the*erectlon  of  the 
proposed  Industrial  Home  at  Bait  Lake  City  were  held  by  the  Treasurer 
lor  .that  specific  purpose  till  such  time  as  the  required  amount  Is  secured. 
Mrs.  Bast  made  explanation  that,  at  as  early  a  time  as  practicable,  a  build- 
Ins;  will  be  erected  to  serve  the  purpose  Intended  by  those  who,  at  the 
first,  suggested  the  project. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Brown,  this  report  of  Mrs.  Newman  was  accepted 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Williams  also  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the 
last  a.™™!  Meeting  to  prepare  a  "Circular  letter"  on  Mormonlsm.  On 
motion,  the  report  was  accepted ;  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the 
Oommfttee,  and  it  was  discharged.  (8eepageo5.) 

Mm.  Bust,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Society,  read  her  Annual 
Report.  This  report  presented  in  an  able  and  thorough  manner  the 
growth,  extent,  needs,  and  proposed  work  of  the  Society.  It  was  listened 
to  throughout  with  marked  attention  and  Interest,  and  was  unanimously 
adopted.    (See  page  36.) 

Rev.  P.  A.  H.  Franklin,  a  Scandinavian  minister  of  Utah,,  was  Intro- 
duced, and  spoke  briefly  otthe  work  this  Society  is  doing  in  that  Territory, 
and  of  the  great  work  that  ought  to  be  done  there,  particularly  among  his 
own  people,  who  are  living,  for  the  most  part,  in  the  Sau  Fete  valley. 
These  people  had  been  deceived  and  enticed  from  their  homes  In  the  Old 
Country  by  false  representations,  and  they  are  now  waking  up  to  a  sense 
of  the  wrong  that  has  been  practiced  upon  them.  He  thought  that  this 
Society  should  send  at  least  one  missionary ,  an  authorised  preacher  (more, 
If  possible),  to  the  countries  of  Northern  Europe  to  counteract  the  influ- 
ence of  Mormon  missionaries.  He  urged  that  this  Society  should  petition 
Congress  to  disfranchise  Mormon  women,  since  they  have  no  option  in 
voting,  but  are  compelled  to  cast  such  votes  as  the  Mormon  leaders  direct, 
thua  riveting  their  own  chains  more  firmly,  and  helping  to  make  laws  for 
the  destruction  of  American  homes  and  the  pollution  of  American  daugh- 
ters. Bait  Lake  City  has  a  population  of  thirty  thousand.  Protestant  de- 
nominations have  only  a  tew  schools  hi  that  city.  Outside  of  that  city, 
there  must  be  mora  schools.  Small  towns  pay  $10,000  and  $12,000  in  tith- 
ing for  the  Mormon  faith ;  and  we  should  be  alert  to  enter  into  these  set- 
tlements, and  establish  our  schools  and  Christian  work  in  them.  More 
than  two  hundred  such  places  need  Christian  educators,  and  this  Society 
can  not  do  a  better  thing  than  to  erect  inexpensive  buildings  for  schools  all 
through  the  Territory,  and  put  in  them  educated  Christian  women;  and 
when  the  Mormon  girls  are  converted  and  educated,  they  will  become 
teachers  among  their  own  people.  He  proposed  that  the  Society  should 
begin  at  once  to  build  such  school-houses,  and  call  them  "  Lucy  Hayes 
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School-houses,"  in  honor  of  the  President  of  this  Society.  Mr.  Franklin 
further  said :  "  I  met  in  one  of  the  towns  in  Utah  a  Scandinavian  woman, 
whom  I  asked  if  she  would  not  think  it  a  nice  thing  to  have  a  Scandinavian 
preacher  or  teacher  sent  among  her  people  to  present  the  Gospel  in  her 
native  tongue  ?  With  a  sad  countenance,  she  answered,  'I  fear  that  can 
not  be,  for  there  Is  no  one  to  take  an  interest  in  us;  but  I  have  been  pray- 
ing for  this  for  a  long  time.'  Your  Society  must '  take  an  interest'  in  these 
sad,  suffering  women,  and  most  send  among  them  Christian  teachers — 
evangels  of  mercy — to  help  them  to  a  true  knowledge  of  oar  Lord  and 
Savior,  Jesus  Christ" 

Mr.  Franklin  spoke  with  much  fervor  and  pathos,  and  the  audience 
were  deeply  moved  by  bis  words. 

Mrs.  Marcy  and  Mrs.  Strong  indorsed  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Franklin 
concerning  the  great  need  for  schools  in  Utah,  and  approved  his  suggestions. 

Mrs.  Davis  proposed  that  a  contribution  be  taken  for  this  work,  and 
asked  for  liberal  gifts.  Contributions  followed  with  great  rapidity,  re- 
markable for  the  admirable  spirit,  the  enthusiasm,  and  the  liberality  of 
the  donors.

The  hour  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  Rev.  A.  J.  Hiatt  pronounced 
the  benediction. 

A  lunch  was  served  to  a  large  number  of  delegates  and  friends  by 
Mrs.  a  C.  Moore,  assisted  by  ladies  of  the  West  Side  Churches. 


Wednesday  Afternoon. 

Tsm  devotional  exercises  were  introduced  by  singing  "A  charge  to 
keep  1  have,"  after  which  Miss  F.  J.  Duty,  of  Cleveland,  read  the  62d 
Psalm  and  led  in  prayer.  The  hymn,  "My  faith  looks  up  to  thee,"  was 
sung,  Mrs.  Tnghfl»n  offered  prayer,  and  the  large  audience  heartily  joined  in 
singing  "Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds." 

Mra.  Davis  took  the  chair  and  conducted  the  business. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Ingham,  and 
approved. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Keller  and  Mrs.  O.  O.  Peters  were  added  to 
the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 
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Mrs.  Springer,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Western  and  North- 
western Frontiers,  presented  her  report  on  Supplies,  in  which  she  de- 
scribed in  a  vivid  manner  the  needy  condition  of  certain  ministers  in  those 
sections,  and  stated  what  had  been  done  in  the  way  of  supplies  by  various 
auxiliaries  in  Iowa.    The  report  was  adopted  as  read.    (See  page  88.). 

Mrs.  Williams  read  an  extract  from  a  letter  written  by  lira.  Blam,  of 
Nebraska,  saying  that  if  the  ladies  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  knew 
how  much  good  they  are  doing,  how  comfortable  they  are  ""H";  many 
families  of  needy  ministers,  they  would  be  as  glad  as  these  people  are 
grateful.  She  had  often  heard  ministers  say,  "  I  do  not  know  'what  we 
should  have  done  had  It  not  been  for  the  help  which  the  Society  has  given 
us  in  the  way  of  supplies  and  clothing." 

Mrs.  Davia  said  that  mora  of  such  Interesting  information  would 
be  presented  in  connection  with  the  report  from  the  Department  of 

The  Treasurer,  Mrs.  A.  B.  Clark,  presented  a  well  prepared  report, 
showing  in  detail  the  complete  financial  operations  In  all  the  varied  fields 
during  the  past  year.  The  summary  showed  that  all  the  expenses  of  the 
current  year  had  been  met,  and  that  a  balance  is  in  hand  for  the  work  of 
the  ensuing  year.  The  report  was  listened  to  with  deep  interest  and 
adopted  with  profound  gratitude.     (See  page  96.) 

Mrs.  Hoy  t  spoke  of  the  great  amount  of  time  consumed  by  the  Treas- 
urer in  the  performance  of  her  duties,  and  said  those  who  are  not  familiar 
with  this  kind  of  work  can  hardly  form  a  true  estimate  of  the  arduous  and 
perplexing  labor  that  devolves  upon  that  officer.  As  Auditor,  it  had  been 
her  duty  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  from  personal 
knowledge  she  could  testify  to  the  accurate  and  systematic  manner  in 
which  these  are  kept.  She  could  also  testify  to  the  pains-taking  and  oner- 
ous labor  performed  by  that  officer,  often  at  a  sacrifice  of  personal  comfort 
and  social  pleasures.  This  large  amount  of  work,  like  that  of  oil  (he  o&er 
ojftccn  of  the  Society,  has  been  done  gratuitously  from  the  beginning  of  our 
organization.  She  therefore  moved  that,  in  consideration  of  her  great  ser- 
vices so  efficiently  rendered,  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark  be  made  anHonorary  Life 
Patron  of  thia  Society. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.

On  motion,  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  Goff,  and  Mrs.  Whetstone  were  added  to 
this  Committee,  and  it  was  then  approved. 

Mrs.  Ampt  presented  the  report  of  Committee  on  Transportation, 
which  was  adopted,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were  extended  to  Mrs. 
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Aropt  for  the  sanaiant  manner  In  which  she  had  performed  the  duties 
assigned  bar.  (See  page  88.) 

On  motion,  the  time  was  extended  to  hoar  Mrs.  Bust's  report  on  "In- 
dustrial Homes,"  In  which  she  set  forth  the  object  of  these  Homes,  and 
outlined  the  work  dona  in  them.   The  report  waa  adopted.    (See  page  64.) 

On  ths  adoption  of  this  report  Mrs.  East  asked  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  management  and 
tarnishing  of  than  Homes,  said  Committee  to  be  selected.  If  practicable, 
Don  each  Conference. 

Mrs.  Hojt  moved  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Nomination,  at  that  Committee  Is  composed  of  members  from  all  the  Confer- 
ences represented  here,  and  has  comparatively  little  to  do,  and  that  Mrs. 
Bast,  Una,  Whetstone,  Mrs.  Qoff,  and  Mrs.  Marcy  be  added  to  the  Com- 
mittee.   The  motion  was  adopted.

Tea  waa  served  to  a  large  number  who  remained  for  the  evening  meet- 
ing, and  a  paaaaaat  social  hour  was  enjoyed. 


Wednesday  Evening. 

Thb  Society  convened  at  7.30.  A  large  audience  was  in  attendance,  the 
commodious  church  being  well  filled.  The  opening  exercises  were  con- 
ducted by  Ber.  Dr.  Norcross. 

Mrs.  Tattle,  a  visiting  lady  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  from  Delaware, 
was  introduced  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Hayes,  and  delivered  an  address  on 
"Systematic  Giving."  In  the  outstart  she  stated  that  every  woman  shonld 
be  allowed  by  her  husband  a  definite  sum  of  money  to  meet  the  expenses 
which  come  exclusively  within  the  domain  of  her  duties,  and  she" recom- 
mended the  same  plan  with  reference  to  sons  and  daughters  as  a  means  of 


She  referred  to  the  church  tithes  and  offerings  of  the  ancient  Jews, 
which  was  estimated  to  require  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  their  income, 
and  applied  the  same  system  of  tithes  to  the  modern  support  of  the  Gospel. 
Were  this  method  adopted,  there  would  be  no  begging  servants  of  the 
Lord.  In  proportion  ss  offerings  were  made  by  any  one  would  he  prosper, 
was  the  thread  of  the  discourse,  which  abounded  with  illustrations  and 
was  intently  listened  to  throughout. 

Mrs.  Knapp,  by  special  request,  sang  "  Only  a  drop  in  the  bucket" 
Mrs.  GoodaO,  the  delegate  from  California,  next  entertained  the  au- 
dience with  a  description  of  the  missionary  work  among  the  Chinese  in 
Ban  Francisco,  She  spoko  in  a  quiet  and  modest,  but  earnest  and  impres- 
sive tone,  with  an  occasional  stroke  of  flue  humor,  and  presented  an  inter- 
esting view  of  the  subject  which  has  harassed  the  Western  Coast  for  many 
years.    The  question,  she  said,  usually  asked  a  person  known  to  hail  from 
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California  is,  "  What  do  you  think  of  the  Chinese  question  7"  so  vital  is  it 
in  the  polities  of  that  State.  The  political  phase  of  the  question  she,  as  a 
representative  of  a  mission,  did  not  care  to  discuss,  yet  from  experience  she 
knew  that  they  make  faithful  servants. 

Among  the  Chinese  population  are  many  women  and  girls.  Borne  of 
these  have  been  bought,  some  stolen,  and  others  induced  to  emigrate  to 
America,  not  knowing  what  fate  awaited  them.  The  life  they  are  com- 
pelled to  lead  Is  horrible  in  its  degradation,  and  it  is  quite  common  to  rend 
in  the  papers  that  a  Chinese  woman  has  committed  suicide.  The  mission- 
ary work  is  among  these  women.  Lamming  from  the  help  rendered  one  of 
their  number  by  the  Society,  that  shelter  and  protection  would  be  afforded 
them  in  the  Mission  "  Home,"  many  others  have  escaped  from  their  mas- 
ters in  "  Chinatown,"  and  asked  the  mission  for  help,  till  now  two  hundred 
have  been  admitted  and  cared  for. 

The  first  process  toward  making  them  Christians  begins  in  the  bath* 
room.  Chinese  women  are  worth  money,  and  there  is  often  a  contest  over 
them.  Many  have  been  taken  from  the  mission  by  writ  of  Aooku  eorpwa, 
but  most  of  them  obtained  again.  The  cost  of  keeping  these  girls  in 
the  mission  is  sixty  dollars  a  year,  and  many  are  supported  there  by  indi- 
viduals who  meet  this  expense.  The  gratitude  of  the  beneficiaries  la  un- 
bounded. Mrs.  Goodall  related  many  touching  incidents  In  connection 
vita  the  rescue  of  these  women  from  their  life  of  infamy  and  their  refor- 
mation.   Her  address  of  half  an  hour  was  much  too  short. 

Mis.  Baylias  gave,  in  conclusion,  a  short  talk  on  the  work  in  the  mis- 
sion school  at  Savannah,  Georgia.  She  related  several  incidents  and  anec- 
dotes showing  the  dense  and  ludicrous  ignoranoe  and  the  poverty  of  the 
hapless  colored  children  whom  it  is  the  object  of  the  mission  to  enlighten 
and  befriend. 

After  a  solo  by  Mrs.  Knapp  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Bev. 
Dr.  Case,  ^___^___ 

Thursday  Morning. 

Thb  session  opened  at  0.30,  Mrs.  Hayes  in  the  chair.  A  short  service 
of  prayer,  participated  in  by  Mrs.  Cheney,  Miss  Thompson,  and  Mrs. 
Wilson,  prepared  all  hearts  for  the  business  of  the  morning,  that  was 
pushed  with  vigor  by  Mrs.  Davis. 

Mrs.  8.  W.  Thomson,  publisher  of  Woman's  Horns  Jfurimu,  presented 
her  report,  which  embodied  a  history  of  that  paper  during  the  first  year  of 
its  existence.  The  report  was  adopted  with  much  enthusissm.   (See  page  68.) 

Mrs.  Thomson  supplemented  her  report  with  an  interesting  statement 
of  personal  experience  relating  to  her  conversion  to  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions  through  the  influence  of  the  little  paper.  She  said  in  coming  to 
that  platform  she  had  "  walked  over  the  prejudices  of  a  lifetime,"  for  she 
had  alwaya  believed  that  public  speaking  was  outside  of  woman's  sphere, 
but  she  stood  there  to-day  to  make  bumble  confession  of  her  mistake,  and 
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to  signify  her  willingness  to  join  heart  and  hand  with  the  women  of  this 
Society  in  the  work  to  which  so  manifestly  they  have  been  divinely  called. 

Mrs.  HcCabe  made  an  appeal  for  advertisements  for  the  paper. 

Mm,  Boat  and  others  testified  In  words  of  highest  appreciation  to  the 
value  of  the  paper,  emphasising  the  fact  that  though  less  than  a  year  old  it, 
has  a  subscription  list  of  4,600. 

On  motion,  the  Society  indorsed  both  publisher  and  editor,  and  com- 
mended the  general  management  of  the  paper. 

The  question  of  appointing  a  special  committee  on  the  paper  was  raised, 
bat  on  motion  it  was  decided  to  refer  the  consideration  of  the  paper  to  the 
Oumnii ttoe  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fi  elds. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Eoyt,  and 
approved. 

The  report  on  Fields  of  Mission  Work  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Williams, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  adopted.    (See  page  70.) 

On  motion,  the  same  Committee,  consisting  of  Mrs.  W.  O.  Williams, 
Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe,  Mrs.  E.  E,  Marcy,  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  and  Mrs.  M.  McC. 
Brown,  were  oonstitnted  a  Standing  Committee  for  the  *"«"<"g  year,  to 
which  all  questions  pertaining  to  this  subject  shall  be  referred. 

Mrs.  Williams  also  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Leaflets. 
Pending  Its  adoption,  Mrs.  McCabe  spoke  of  the  need  for  diffusing  more 
Intelligence  through  this  agency. 

Mrs.  Bay  lias  raised  the  question  whether  the  leaflets  were  really  worth 

cost  of  publication,  stating  that  as  far  as  her  observation  went  very  little 
manifested  for  them. 
•  This  called  out  spirited  replies  from  many  ladles,  who  testified  to  the 
great  desire  for  the  leaflets  and  the  interest  awakened  by  them.  The  diffi- 
culty was  not  In  finding  people  to  read  them,  but  in  supplying  the  urgent 
calls  for  them,  and  all  the  speakers  emphasised  the  need  tor  a  liberal  distri- 
bution of  them  wherever  the  work  may  be  presented. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted,  and  it  was  ordered  that  a  large 
number  of  the  shorter  leaflets  be  kept  on  deposit,  subject  to  the  orders  of 
those  desiring  to  distribute  them.    (See  page  71.) 

Mrs.  Bast  asked  the  ladies  to  take  home  with  them  the  Constitution  for 
Auxiliaries  and  Bands,  and  to  note  especially  the  provision  therein  made 
for  bequests. 

Attention  was  also  called  to  the  supply  of  literature  placed  on  the  table 
lor  gratuitous  distribution. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  to  rep- 
, resent  this  Society  at  the  General  Conference  was  made  by  Mrs.  Bust.  The 
report  was  adopted  with  thanks,  and  theConimitteetliscliarged.  (Seepage  72.) 

Mrs.  Boat  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  J.  M.  Beid,  stating  that  the  Missionary 
Society  would  doubtless  approve  the  plana  presented  by  this  Society  for 
extension  of  work.  He  also  expressed  the  hope  that  some  arrangement 
might  be  made  whereby  this  Society  could  carry  on  missionary  work  among 
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Mrs.  Culver  presented  a  carefully  prepared  paper  on  Local  Work, 
clearly  defining  what  constitutes  local  missionary  wort,  and  showing  how 
It  may  have  representation  in  the  General  Society. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  ordered  printed  for  gratuitous  distribu- 
tion.   (See  page  81.) 

Mrs.  Whetstone,  Superintendent  of  Mission  Supplies,  read  a  report 
that  was  listened  to  with  general  interest.  It  showed  that  238  packages, 
the  value  of  which,  at  a  low  estimate,  aggregated  $7,869.97,  hare  been  dis- 
tributed through  the  South  and  West.  A  schedule  of  supply  packages 
distributed  during  the  past  ten  months  to  the  families  of  ministers  on  the 
frontiers,  to  the  schools,  and  to  the  Industrial  Homes,  was  appended  to  the 
report    On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted.    (See  page  82.) 

The  Chair  commended  Mrs.  Whetstone  for  the  efficient  manner  in 
which  she  had  discharged  the  difficult  duties  pertaining  to  this  depart- 
ment ;  and,  on  motion  of  Mrs.  Bust,  a  rote  of  thankj  was  unanimously  ex- 
tended to  Mrs.  Whetstone. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  also  extended  to  the  various  railroads  and 
express  companies  for  their  gratuitous  carriage  of  these  supplies  to  every 
part  of  the  Union, 

Mrs.  Marcy  made  a  report  on  the  Training  School  embodying  the  fol- 
lowing facts :  The  Local  Committee  at  Chicago  bad  examined  property  in 
different  localities  in  the  city,  and  had  visited  the  Baptist  Training  School 
located  there,  and  made  such  further  investigations  as  could  be  made  in 
these  lines.  They  had  received  from  ladies  engaged  in  city  benevolent 
work  an  appeal  for  help  in  tho  various  forms  of  work  for  the  children  and 
the  neglected  in  which  they  are  engaged,  with  the  earnest  hope  expressed 
that  such  a  school  would  be  speedily  established,  and  the  girls  in  training 
be  made  available  for  this  purpose.  One  thousand  dollars  was  pledged  last 
year  to  this  work  in  local  sections,  and  a  small  sum  had  been  added  by 
one  of  the  auxiliaries  in  Ohio.  Ladies  in  Evanaton  have  planned  a  Fair 
in  behalf  of  the  enterprise,  which  will  be  held  in  February.  If  subscription 
cards  for  the  Training  School  were  put  in  circulation  generally,  funds  might 
be  collected  for  this  special  work  in  many  places  where  societies  are  not 
yet  organized.  In  conclusion  she  recommended  that  "  we  lay  a  foundation 
in  fiber  for  a  substantial  structure  as  a  Training  School  for  our  mission- 
Pending  tho  acceptance  of  this  report,  Mrs.  Willing  asked  several  ques- 
tions pertinent  to  a  clear  understanding  of  the  subject,  to  which  Mrs. 
Marcy  replied,  explaining  more  fully  the  plans  of  instruction  and  of  gen- 
eral management  proposed  for  this  school. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Mission  Fields.    (See  page  85.) 

Mrs.  Cory,  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  Cleveland,  proffered  an  extension 
of  hospitalities,  and  invited  tho  Convention  to  continue  its  session  another 
day  This  invitation  was  received  with  thanks,  and  accepted  on  condition 
that  the  demands  of  business  require  a  longer  stay. 
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Owing  to  pressure  of  business,  it  was  decided  that  the  reading  of  the 
reports  of  Conference  Secretaries  should  be  omitted;  but  that  each  Secre- 
tary, when  called,  should  bring  her  report  to  the  Secretaries'  table,  where 
they  would  be  filed  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Report 

Mrs.  Gammon  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  Model  Home,  at  Atlanta,  stating 
that  a  larger  building  was  greatly  needed  there.  The  building  now  there 
accommodates  but  a,  small  number  of  girls,  while  the  faculties  for  instruc- 
tion are  ample  for  a  much  larger  number.  From  personal  observation  and 
knowledge  she  comld  say  that  the  management  of  that  Home  was  excellent, 
and  that  such  instruction  ss  wss  given  there  in  housekeeping  and  in  the 
domestic  arts  was  absolutely  indispensable  in  the  education  of  the  colored 
girls.  She  further  stated  that  If  the  Society  would  build  a  larger  building, 
at  an  eati  mated  cost  of  about  (3,000,  she  would  donate  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  money  required. 

On  motion,  this  offer  of  Mrs.  Gammon  was  accepted  with  grateful 
thanks,  and  the  matter  of  building  such  a  Home  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

In  grateful  acknowledgment  of  this  and  other  liberal  gift*,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Gammon,  of  Batavia,  111.,  were  constituted  Honorary  life  Patrons  of 
this  Society  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote.    • 

Mrs.  Col.  Springer,  of  Iowa,  was  also  made  an  Honorary  Life  Patron,  in 
recognition  of  her  noble  sacrifices  and  successful  efforts  in  behalf  of  the 
interests  and  work  of  the  Society. 

Mrs.  James  Kent,  of  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  wss  made  Honorary  Life 
Patron  in  acknowledgment  of  generous  donations  made  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Goff,  of  Philadelphia,  were  constituted  Honorary  Life 
Patrons,  in  recognition  of  the  generous  gift  proffered  by  Mrs.  Goff  towards 
the  erection  of  a  Memorial  Industrial  Home  at  Orangeburg,  8.  C.  (in  con- 
nection with  Claflin  University),  in  memory  of  Bishop  Simpson. 

The  statement  was  made  that  the  ladies  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference 
would  undertake  the  building  of  this  Home  as  a  special  work,  at  a  cost  of 
$1,000,  if  the  Society  approved  the  project.  On  motion,  the  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  M.  Dale,  colored  delegate  from  New  Orleans,  La.,  spoke  for  a  few 
minutes  with  reference  to  the  work  she  was  doing  as  District  Manager.  She 
stated  that  thirteen  auxiliaries  had  been  organized,  and  fifteen  schools  were 
in  operation  ;  that  large  numbers  of  children  who  wished  to  attend  school 
could  not  do  so  for  lack  of  necessary  clothing,  and  asked  that  help  in  this 
direction  might  be  furnished  them.  She  had  come  to  this  meeting  to  get 
information,  that  she  might  return  and  labor  more  intelligently  and  success- 
folly  for  her  people.  Her  faith  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
was  established  upon  the  firm  belief  that,  as  one  of  the  agencies  of  tho 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  It  would  be  as  enduring  as  the  Church  itself. 

She  was  listened  to  with  marked  interest,  which  culminated  in  enthusi- 
asm when  Mrs.  Davie  grasped  her  hand,  and  in  touching  words  of  tender- 
ness welcomed  her  to  the  meeting,  and  said  to  the  Society,  "  Africa  stretches 
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out  her  hand  to  700."    Mrs.  Bast  laid,  "  Seven  million  of  colored  people 
stand  behind  this  woman ; "  and  Mrs.  Hayes  cordially  greeted  her. 

On  motion,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Matey,  Mrs.  Aldrich,  and 
Mrs.  Ingham,  was  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  centennial  offerings. 

Miss  Hattie  Phillips,  of  Akron,  proffered  to  give  a  donation  of  one 
hundred  dollars  to  the  "  Lucy  Hayes  School-house  "  Fond  in  memorj 
her  father. 

Mrs.  Hayes  stated  that  she  had  been  deeply  moved  by  reading  a  letter 
that  had  tost  been  handed  her,  written  by  a  Presiding  Elder  In  tine  North- 
west, and  she  would  read  rt  to  the  Society.  It  contained  an  argent  and 
pathetic  appeal  for  comfortable  clothing  (or  a  minister  and  his  family,  who 
were  eminently  deserving — stating,  among  other  things,  that  the  minister 
was  going  to  his  appointments  with  a  bed-oomfort  wrapped  around  him  in* 
stead  of  a  much-needed  overcoat. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  were  excused 
for  early  lunch. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  stated  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  names  of  all  dele- 
gates and  visitors  from  abroad  correctly  published  In  the  Annual  Heport, 
and  asked  permission  to  read  the  list  furnished  the  Secretaries  by  the  En- 
rollment Committee,  in  order  that  any  needed  corrections  might  be  made.

A  resolution  offered,  commending  Mrs.  Jackson's  system  of  dress-cut- 
ting for  use  in  the  Industrial  School,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Industrial  Homes. 

The  report  oi  the  Committee  on  Nominations  was  read  by  Mrs.  Springer, 
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out  her  hand  to  you."  Mrs.  Boat  said,  "Seven  million  of  colored  people 
stand  behind  this  woman ; "  and  Mrs.  Hayea  cordially  greeted  her. 

On  motion,  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Mrs.  Marcy,  Mrs.  Aldrich,  and 
Mis.  Ingham,  was  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  centennial  offerings. 

Miss  Hattle  Phillips,  of  Akron,  proffered  to  give  a  donation  of  one 
hundred  dollars  to  the  "  Lacy  Hayes  School-house  "  Fond  in  memory  of 
her  father. 

Mrs.  Hayes  stated  that  she  had  been  deeply  moved  by  reading  a  letter 
that  had  just  been  handed  her,  written  by  a  Presiding  Elder  in  the  North- 
west, and  she  would  read  H  to  the  Society.  It  contained  an  urgent  and 
pathetic  appeal  for  comfortable  clothing  for  a  minister  and  Us  family,  who 
were  eminently  deserving— stating,  among  other  things,  that  the  minister 
was  going  to  his  appointments  with  a  bed-comfort  wrapped  around  him  in- 
stead of  a  much-needed  overcoat. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  were  excused 
for  early  lunch. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  stated  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  the  names  of  all  dele* 
gates  and  visitors  from  abroad  correctly  published  In  the  Annual  Report, 
and  asked  permission  to  read  the  Hat  furnished  the  Secretaries  by  the  En- 
rollment Committee,  in  order  that  any  needed  corrections  might  be  made. 
This  request  was  granted,  and  the  list  was  read  and  verified. 

The  hoar  for  adjournment  having  arrived,  an  extension  of  time  wu 
granted  to  Mrs.  Willing  for  an  expression  of  sentiment  She  displayed  a 
quilt  made  by  feeble  hands  and  eyes  dim  with  age,  sent'as  a  love-offering 
to  this  Society,  and  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  col- 
lect subscriptions  for  this  quilt  daring  the  noon  hoar,  five  dollars  having 
been  already  pledged,  and  that  the  quilt  be  sent  as  a  present  to  the  wife  oE 
Re  v.  Mr.  Franklin,  In  Utah. 

Mrs.  Strong  asked  that  a  portion  of  the  money  thus  collected  be  osed 
to  buy  a  buggy  for  a  woman  In  Utah,  recently  converted  from  Mormon- 
Ism,  who  desired  to  go  from  place  to  place  in  evangelistic  work,  and  who 
had  a  horse,  but  no  boggy.  One  adapted  to  her  use  could  be  purchased 
for  twenty-five  dollars. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  McKinney,  Mrs.  Brocker,  and  Mrs.  Excell  were  ap- 
pointed said  Committee. 

The  meeting  adjourned,  with  the  benediction  pronounced  by  Rev.  A. 
Van  Camp. 

A  bountiful  lunch  was  served  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Pope, 
"  by  ladies  from  churches  on  the  East  Side.

•unounced  that  Him.  Hoyt,  Second  Vice-President,  would  take  charge  of 
the  bostftoss  sessions  far  the  remainder  of  the  Convention,  and  accordingly 
Mra.  Hoyt  took  the  chair. 

The  minute*  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  appro  Ted. 

Kn.  HcGabe,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Indians,  presented  her  re- 
port, In  which  she  referred  to  the  wrongs  Buffered  by  the  Indiana  at  the 
hands  of  our  government,  and  to  the  urgent  calla  that  come  for  Christian 
help  for  these  neglected  and  degraded  wards  of  our  nation.  In  conclusion 
she  expressed  a  strong  desire  that  this  Society  send  at  least  one  missionary 
among  the  Indians.    Beport  adopted.    (See  page  91.) 

Mrs-  Willing,  by  request,  presented  the  quilt  to  Key.  Mr.  Franklin  for 
his  wife.  She  stated  that  It  had  been  pieced  and  donated  by  Mrs.  J.  0. 
Adams,  mother  of  Bev.  0.  E.  Manchester,  pastor  of  Euclid  Avenue  M-  E. 
Church,  Cleveland ;  and  that  the  committee  appointed  to  collect  subscrip- 
tions on  the  quilt  reported  $40.10,  S25  of  which  are  for  the  purchase  of  a 
buggy  for  the  use  of  a  converted  Mormon  woman  when  traveling  in  evan- 
gelistic work,  if  the  Society  so  approve. 

On  motion,  the  matter  relating  to  the  purchase  of  a  buggy  waa  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Board,  and  Mrs.  Adams  was  made  life  member  of 
the  Society. 

At  this  point  Mrs.  Castle  led  forward  her  little  grandson,  Carl  Castle, 
and  Introduced  him  to  Mrs.  Hayes.  He  placed  in  Mrs.  Hayes's  hand  a 
twenty-dollar  gold  piece,  which  was  to  constitute  himself  a  Life  Member 
of  the  Society,  and  to  help  educate  a  little  colored  boy  to  be  named  Carl 
Castle. 

Mrs.  Phlnney,  President  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union 
of  Ohio,  was  introduced,  and  presented  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Na- 
tional Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  lately  convened  at  St  Louis. 

Mrs.  Springer  was  granted  permission  to  read  a  report  of  her  work  as 
Conference  Secretary  in  Iowa,  She  represented  the  four  Conferences  of 
that  State,  viz.:  Dea  Moines  (see  page  44),  North-west  German  (see  psge 
S3),  North-west  Iowa  (see  page  54),  Upper  Iowa  (see  page  66). 

Mrs.  Dudley  Morse  added  twenty  dollars  to  her  previous  subscription 
for  the  Savannah  Fund,  to  make  her  husband  Life  Member  of  the  Society, 

A  resolution  offered,  commending  Mrs,  Jackson's  system  of  dress-cut- 
ting for  use  in  the  Industrial  School,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Industrial  Homes. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  was  read  by  Mrs.  Springer, 
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and  unanimously  adopted.  (For  list  of  officers  see  page  2;  for  furnishing 
Industrial  Homes  see  page  86.) 

By  request  Mrs.  Aiken  announced  the  names  of  ladies  in  the  Conven- 
tion who  would  solicit  subscriptions  for  the  paper,  Woman'*  Home  Jfianow. 

Mrs.  Rust  read  a  communication  from  General  Eaton,  suggesting  that 
this  Society  make  an  exhibit  of  the  Industrial  department  of  its  work  at  the 
New  Orleans  Exposition,  and  proffering  rooms  for  this  purpose. 

On  motion,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  this  project,  consist- 
ing of  Mrs.  Wilson,  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  McCabe,  Mrs.  Shoyer,  Mrs.  Bonghton, 

Mrs.  Baylias,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  <or  Chinese,  reported  verbally 
that  she  was  surprised  on  investigation  to  find  that  this  most  persecuted 
race  had  received  much  greater  attention  than  any  other  heathen  in  our 
country  She  had  failed  to  discover  a  single  large  city  where  there  were 
not  Sunday-schools  and  associations  looking  to  their  spiritual  welfare. 
'Where  thousands  of  Poles  and  other  foreigners  were  wholly  neglected  the 
three  or  four  Chinamen  in  a  city  were  amply  provided  for.  The  only  field 
open  for  missionary  work  was  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  where  they  abounded 
in  such  large  numbers.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Whetstone  presented  a  Report  on  Missionary  Candidates,  which 
was  adopted.    (See  page  86.) 

Permission  was  granted  Mrs.  HcCabe  to  read  the  memorial  to  be  pre- 
sented to  Congress  by  the  Woman's  National  Indian  Association. 

The  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hoyt,  stated  that  a  little  paper  had  just  been 
handed  her,  which  gave  her  great  pleasure,  and  which  read  as  follows: 


Mrs.  Hoyt  said  she  had  felt  a  great  interest  in  the  mission  at  Savannah 
from  its  commencement,  as  she  had  an  active  part  in  founding  it  She 
gave  a  short  history  of  the  formation  of  the  mission,  of  the  condition  in 
which  the  missionaries  found  the  church  and  the  people  there,  and  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  little  home  for  the  missionaries  was  furnished  by  the 
ladies  of  Cincinnati. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  through  its  Secretary,  Mrs.  R. 
B.  Pope.    The  report  was  adopted.    (See  page  87.) 

Mrs.  Cory  heartily  thanked  the  ladies  of  the  Society  for  coming  to 
Cleveland. 

Mrs.  McCabe  called  attention  to  the  department  in  the  Woman's  Home 
ifumom  of  "  Mother's  Jewels,"  and  urged  that  all  those  mothers  having 
young  children  should  send  their  names,  accompanied  by  ten  cents,  for 
enrollment  in  this  department,  that  thus  they  might  be  identified  with  the 
Society,  and  become  specially  interested  in  it.  Mrs.  Whetstone  called  at- 
tention to  the  notices  published  in  that  paper  in  regard  to  supplies. 

Mrs.  Enapp  sent  a  beautiful  bouquet  of  flowers  to  Mrs.  Hayes,  which 
was  gracefully  received  and  acknowledged.  By  request  of  Mrs.  Hayee> 
Mrs.  Knapp  sang  "Only  a  drop  in  the  bucket,"  and  also  sang;  "He 
has  come." 
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On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  1  P.  M.  for  the  com- 
pletion of  business.    Eev.  Dr.  W.  W.  Case  pronounced  the  benediction.

Mrs.  Williams  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Mission  Fields. 

Motion  was  made  to  accept  and  consider  by  items.  The  first  and  sec- 
ond items  were  adopted  alter  a  short  discussion,  in  which  several  ladles 
joined,  after  which  the  remainder  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole.

On  motion,  a  Committee  of  two -was  appointed  to  arrange  for  the  place 
of  holding  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  consisting  of  Mrs.  H.  F.  Spencer  and 
Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe. 

Mrs.  Wilson  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Industrial  Exhibit 
at  Mew  Orleans.  On  motion,  Mrs.  Whetstone  wss  added  to  the  Committee 
therein  recommended,  and  thus  amended  the  report  was  adopted.  (See

Mrs.  McCabe  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Boohed,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  on  revision  of  the  Blank  forms 
for  reports  now  in  use  by  auxiliaries  and  district  officers,  the  chairman  of 
which  shall  be  a  Conference  Secretary. 

The  resolution  wss  adopted,  and  the  Committee  constituted  as  follows : 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  Chairman;  Mrs.  H.  C.  Hedges,  Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver, 
Mrs-  A.  B.  Clark. 

On  motion,  *  Committee  on  Memorials  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Houghton,  Mrs.  C.  G.  Boughton,  Mrs.  J. 
H.   Bayliss,  Mrs.  a  A.  Mather,  Mrs.  M.  D.  Moore^Mrs.  L.  D.  McCabe. 

Mrs.  Williams  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  not  unfrequeutly  the  es- 
timated value  of  missionary  supplies  is  reported  as  cash  collections.  She 
stated  some  of  the  objections  to  this  method,  and  recommended  keeping 
the  reports  of  moneys  and  of  supplies  entirely  separate. 

A  short  discussion  ensued  in  which  Mrs.  Morse,  Mrs.  Culver,  Mrs. 
Whetstone,  and  others  participated,  some  approving  this  method  of  report- 
ing, and  others  opposing  it.    Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  the  Treasurer,  heartily  op- 
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posed  it,  and  spoke  of  the  serious  inconvenience  it  canned  her;  and  ahe 
also  alluded  to  the  fact  that  the  value  of  supplies  was  often  over-estimated. 

Mrs.  Williams  made  additional  suggestions  on  this  point,  and  moved 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  on  Conference  reports  in  reference 
to  keeping  separate  the  supplies  and  the  cash  donations. 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone,  Mrs.  G.  V.  Arms, 
and  Mrs.  H.  W.  Rogers  were  appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  publish  the  Annual  Report, 
consisting  of  Mrs.  F.  8.  Hovt,  editor,  Mrs.  E.  S.  Bust,  and  Mrs.  A.  B. 
Clark. 

Permission  was  granted  Rev.  J.  B.  Cory  to  make  a  proposition  that  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  should  take  up  city  mission  work  aa 
one  of  its  specialties,  and  be  presented  apian  by  which  thia  could  be  done 
under  a  separate  bureau  constituted  for  this  special  purpose.  On  motion 
his  proposal  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Board  at  Cincinnati. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Hoytasid:  At  the  close  of  this  convention, as  I  look  Into  the 
faces  of  the  ladies  assembled  here,  and  review  the  work  we  have  been 
doing  for  the  last  three  days,  I  can  but  oacsatna  from  a  f nil  heart,  "  What 
hath  God  wrought" 

Less  than  fonr  years  ago  a  little  band  of  women,  urged  and  inspired  by 
some  of  the  wise  counselors  of  the  Church,  came  together  in  Cincinnati  to 
consult  and  take  measures  relative  to  the  formation  of  a  Society  for  the  up- 
lifting and  christianising  of  degraded  women  and  children  in  our  own 

In  weakness  and  trembling,  but  carefully  and  advisedly,  the  prelimi- 
nary steps  were  taken,  the  Society  was  formed,  and  the  Church  mi  mi 
to  receive  and  welcome  this  new  claimant  upon  its  sympathy  and  fostering 
care.  Amid  many  discouragements,  and  much  anxiety,  the  feeble  Society 
struggled  on  its  upward  way,  gradually  gaining  In  numbers  and  in  mea 
and  sending  out  its  radiating  influences  through  all  sections  of  the  land. 

It  has  stretched  out  its  helpful  hand  to  degraded  colored  women  in  their 
lowly  homes,  and  has  gathered  the  children  into  industrial  schools;  it  is 
lifting  up  the  poor  white  women  of  the  South  and  helping  them  to  look 
heaven-ward;  it  is  furnishing  to  the  Mormon  women  in  their  destitution 
the  bread  of  life,  and  their  hungry  souls  are  being  fed;  it  is  looking  with 
compassionate  solicitude  towards  the  wigwams  of  the  defrauded  Indians; 
it  is  beginning  to  care  for  the  heathen  Chinese  within  our  own  borders; 
it  is  sending  comfort  and  aid  to  the  homes  of  self-denying  missionaries  on 
the  frontiers ;  and  it  is  devising  how  to  reach  and  help  the  degraded  women 
in  New  Mexico,  and  in  all  unchristianized  sections  of  our  own  land. 

It  has  received  the  sanction  of  the  General  Conference,  and  the  in- 
dorsement of  a  large  number  of  Annual  Conferences,  and  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  representatives  from  these  various  Conferences  are  present  here. 
Surely  "  the  little  one  has  become  a  thousand." 

Since  its  organization  a  little  more  than  three  years  ago  more  than 
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(40,000  have  bees  received  and  disbursed  in  missionary  work  in  the  South 
and  West  The  Boarding  Hall  at  Salt  lake  Seminary,  the  Industrial 
Homea  at  Orangeburg,  at  Atlanta,  at  Holly  Spring*,  and  at  little  Bock, 
the  schools  and  mlninnirlai  at  Ogden,  at  Salt  I*ke  City,  at  New  Orleans, 
and  Savannah,  all  stand  among  the  first  fruits  of  this  youngest  society  of 
the  Church,  At  this  the  third  *  ntt—l  Meeting,  delegates  are  present  from 
twenty-four  Conferences,  representing  fourteen  States,  from  Maine  to  Cali- 
fornia. And  after  careful  deliberation  this  body,  composing  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Society,  has  felt  warranted  in  making  appropriations  for 
the  ensuing  year  that  aggregate  more  than  $35,000.  How  graciously  and 
bountifully  the  Lord  has  dealt  with  us  1  How  has  he  bleated  the  labor  of 
oar  hands  I 

And  now,  as  we  stand  in  this  pbwe  sad  look  back  over  the  toilsome 
way  that  we  have  come,  and  forward  to  the  wide  fields  of  duty  and  of  ac- 
tivity that  are  opening  before  us,  let  us  raise  oar  Eben  tm  not  a  pillar 
of  literal  atones,  but  one  of  thankfulness  and  gratitude— and  Inscribe  on 
the  one  aide,  "  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us,"  and  on  the  other,  "  In 
the  strength  of  the  Lord  wiU  we  go  forward." 

Mrs.  Banyan  led  in  fervent  prayer,  Ber.  Dr.  Youmana  pronounced 
the  Ipwii'difltfoiii  end  the  Third  Annual  Mssttnsj  of  the  Woman's  Homo 
Missionary  Society  was  brought  to  a  close. 

Immediately  after  adjournment  the  audience  retired  to  the  parlors  of 
the  church,  when  an  informal  reception  was  tendered  to  Mrs.  Hayes  and 
the  ladies  of  the  Executive  Board.  Long  before  the  convention  closed  its 
session  the  parlors  of  the  church  were  filled  with  a  throng  of  ladles  and 
gentlemen  srudous  to  pay  their  respects  to  the  lady  and  ladies  in  honor  of 
whom  the  reception  was  given.  The  parlors  were  nicely  decorated  and 
brilliantly  lighted.  Mrs.  Knapp  rendered  several  of  her  excellent  solos, 
snd  other  ladies  favored  the  assemblage  with  some  choice  musical  selec- 
tions. It  was  an  occasion  of  rare  social  enjoyment,  sad  was  the  crowning 
manifestation  of  the  continuous  hospitality  and  oue>tosy  exhibited  by  the 
ladies  of  Cleveland.     .

With  gratitude  to  onr  Father  in  heaven  and  to  the  kind  friends  that 
have  aided  in  the  work,  toe  Corresponding  Secretary  |iiwln  her  third 
Annual  Report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's  Homo  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 

The  present  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one.  Although  onr  anticipa- 
tions in  all  respects  have  not  been  folly  realised,  yet  a  good  work  has  been 
inaugurated,  the  judicious  and  vigorous  prosecution  of  which  will  vindi- 
cate the  necessity  for  its  organisation,  and  send  the  lil(»ajlm[ii  of  oar  holy 
religion  to  the  destitute  parts  of  our  own  land. 

In  the  inauguration  of  an  enterprise  of  thai  character  difficulties  pre- 
sent themselvee  which  can  only  be  overcome  by  patience,  time,  and  sacri- 
fice ;  and  while  we  rejoice  in  the  removal  of  so  many  obstacles  from  our 
pathway  in  the  past,  we  will  still  go  forward  in  the  good  work,  relying 
upon  divine  wisdom  for  guidance,  and  omnipotent  strength  for  support  is 
the  removal  of  those  which  we  may  meet  in  the  future. 

At  the  start,  it  waa  necessary  to  ascertain  the  character  and  extent  of 
the  needs  existing  in  this  country  for  the  special  sympathy  and  aid  of 
women,  carefully  weigh  the  claims  of  different  10000118  of  our  country,  se- 
lect the  most  efficient  instrumentalities  for  the  removal  of  Buffering  and 
want,  and  secure  the  general  diffusion  of  intelligence  and  morality. 

And  what  was  still  more  important,  it  was  necessary  to  collect  funds 
to  carry  on  mission  wfrk  and  to  sustain  our  teachers  in  the  field.  To  ac- 
complish this,  facts  must  be  gathered,  appeals  and  arguments  presented  to 
awaken  sympathy  and  inspire  action.  This  could  not  be  effected  without 
general  organisation,  which  must  be  adjusted  to  operate  in  harmony  with 
other  existing  benevolent  agencies  of  the  Church. 

During  the  last  twenty  years  our  great  Home  Mission  fields,  South  and 
West,  have  been  opened  to  the  Church  by  emancipation,  enterprise,  and 
immigration,  and  the  Church  is  awakening  to  the  importance  of  .educating 
and  christianising  the  ignorant,  vicious,  and  degraded  multitudes  in  our 


The  important  duty  of  prosecuting  the  work  projected  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  of  improving  the  opportunities  of  usefulness  presented  to 
the  Society,  has  been  conscientiously  and  faithfully  performed.  It  has  re- 
quired work,  care,  and  anxiety,  but  the  task  baa  been  lightened  by  the 
sympathy  of  our  sisters,  the  gratitude  of  those  receiving  aid,  the  approval 
of  the  authorities  of  the  Church,  and  the  abiding  presence  of  the  Lord.

THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 

In  recording  the  cnraBts.  of  the  jwi,  lint  in  Importance  we  consider  the 
•dion  of  the  last  General  Conference,  by  which  the  Woman'a  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  waa  introduced  Into  to*  Church  as  one  of  its  connections! 
bennvolenoes.  Until  thia  roar,  It  had  held  its  position  by  courtesy,  work- 
ing m  the  Chorea  and  far  the  Church,  bnt  without  the  constitutional 
sathority  of  the  Church,  aa  the  Sodoty  had  been  organised  since  the  don 
rf  the  last  General  Conference,  This  Society  received  the  sanction  of  that 
body,  which  met  in  Philadelphia  last  Hay,  and  it  waa  authorised  to  prose- 
cute its  work  under  Its  original  Constitution,  with  the  same  encouragement 
snd  relation  to  other  agencies  sa  apply  to  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society. 

Ws  eonarBstnlste  OttrsetTSs  m  being  recognised  aa  one  of  the  benevolent 
tswriatinns  of  the  Church,  and  trust  that  we  shall  prove  worthy  of  the 
fellowship  to  which  we  have  been  so  generously  welcomed.  It  most  be 
remembered  with  grateful  acknowledgments  that  the  laat  General  Confer- 
earn  granted  to  the  Woman's  foreign  snd  the  Woman's  Homo  Missionary 
8odeti.es  the  privflete  of  taking  coUeetione  in  pubUo  meetings  held  In 
their  interest,  which  bad  never  bean  allowed  before.  The  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  at  our  last  meeting  to  present  to  the  General  Conf Br- 
ew* the  Constitution  of  our  Society,  its  objects  snd  methods  of  work,  and 
solicit  its  recognition,  will,  in  due  time,  be  submitted,  setting  forth  in  de- 
tail the  results  of  thia  important  trust 

HOME  AT  SALT  LAKE  8EMINARY. 

Hh  building;  which  had  been  commenced  the  previous  year,  has  been 
completed,  at  a  cost  of  96,000:  It  furnishes  valuable  aid  to  the  missionary 
force  of  the  Church  in  Utah,  provides  needed  accommodation  for  the 
Seminary,  and  gives  to  the  work  of  the  Church  the  impress  of  stability, 
the  influence  of  which  is  felt  throughout  the  Territory. 

The  work  In  Utah  has  been  strengthened  by  the  following  teachers: 
Hss  Saugatad,  in  the  Sau  Pete  valley  at  Mt  Pleasant,  and  Mrs.  Spurlock, 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  These  ladies  teach  school,  visit  families,  and  interest 
mothers  in  the  education  of  their  children.  This  is  found  to  be  the  most 
successful  method  of  combating  error  and  doing  good  among  this  people. 

WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  publication  of  a  monthly  paper,  provided  for  at  the  last  Annual 
Meeting,  has  been  commenced  and  sustained  with  encouraging  results.  It 
has  been  edited  with  ability,  snd  has  proved  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  our 
work,  acknowledging  receipts  of  moneys  and  goods,  giving  Information  of 
new  organiistione,  furnishing  interesting  letters  from  missionaries  concern- 
ing their  work,  snd  communicating  valuable  information  in  regard  to  the 
extent  and  wants  of  the  field.  The  publishing  interests  have  been  ao  judi- 
rionsly  iiisiiiflnl  that  the  paper  has  paid  all  expenses  from  the  beginning.

INDUSTRIAL  TRAINING  FOR  OIRLS. 

This  department  of  our  work,  inaugurated  last  year  at  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
and  Orangeburg,  South  Carolina,  in  connection  with  the  Universities  at 
these  places,  has  fully  met  the  expectation  of  its  friends. 

Other  denominations,  as  well  as 'our  own,  have  industrial  schools  for 
boyt,  imparting  to  them  a  knowledge  of  business,  agriculture,  and  the  trader 
and  it  seems  to  ns  that  It  is  jnst  as  important  that  girls  should  be  trained 
in  the  arts  of  housekeeping  and  the  employments  that  women  can  appro- 
priately enter  upon  in  the  sphere  of  life  to  which  they  may  consecrate  their 
energies. 

The  department  has  secured  for  the  Society  the  highest  commendation 
of  General  Eaton,  Commissioner  of  Education,  who  says:  "Any  system  of 
education  which  leaves  out  of  consideration  the  home  will  be  a  failure ;" 
and  of  Hev.  Dr.  Haygood,  Agent  of  the  Slater  Fund,  who  writes:  "  Your 
Society  has  solved  the  problem,  What  to  do  for  the  girls."  Others,  well 
qualified  to  judge  of  the  needs  of  the  people,  and  of  its  adaptiveness  to 
meet  them,  join  In  commendation  of  our  domestic  training  schools  for  girls. 

But  this  industrial  training  ought  not  to  need  argument  for  its  support, 
when  the  most  intelligent  educators  of  the  country  are  discussing  the  pro- 
priety of  introducing  elementary  training  for  the  practical  industries  into 
all  our  public  schools. 

ADELINE  M.  SMITH  INDUSTRIAL  HOME. 

This  enterprise,  at  Little  Bock,  Arkansas,  in  connection  with  the  Phi- 
lander Smith  College,  inaugurated  last  year  by  the  generous  donation  of 
$1,800  by  Sirs.  Smith,  is  in  successful  operation.  It  was  dedicated  in  Feb- 
ruary, with  interesting  ceremonies,  by  Bishop  Wiley,  Dr.  Bust,  and  others. 
Mrs.  Smith,  who  was  present,  pledged  $800  to  free  the  building  from  all 
indebtedness,  and  her  son  and  daughter,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wm.  E.  Blackstone, 
of  Oak  Pork,  Illinois,  furnished  the  Home  with  appropriate  furniture,  and 
it  is  now  crowded  with  girls,  earnestly  applying  themselves  to  the  study 
of  household  arts  and  duties. 

HOLLY  SPRINGS,  MISSISSIPPI. 

A  similar  enterprise  has  been  established  here  In  connection  with  the 
Bust  University.  Special  donations  have  been  secured,  and  a  beautiful 
property  has  been  purchased,  adjoining  the  College  Campus,  consisting  of 
a  small  brick  house  and  three  acres  of  ground,  ornamented  with  trees  and 
shrubbery. 

The  school  has  been  opened,  and  is  filled  with  girls  from  the  univer- 
sity and  the  city.  A  large  and  convenient  house  for  this  department  has 
been  commenced,  which  will  be  completed  in  November. 

INDUSTRIAL  HOME  AND  SCHOOL  AT  SAVANNAH. 

Special  appropriations  have  been  solicited,  and  share-cards  issued  for 
collecting  funds  to  purchase  property  for  the  accommodation  of  this  School 
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and  Homo.  An  excellent  work  has  been  unstained  here  for  the  past  three 
years.  The  field  la  an  important  one,  and  the  enterprise,  inaugurated  by 
our  self-sacrificing  missionaries,  Mrs.  Bristol,  Miss  Baldwin,  and  Mrs.  S.  M. 
Lewis,  which  has  accomplished  so  mnch  good,  must  be  prosecuted  with 
increased  vigor.  A  suitable  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  School 
should  be  provided  at  the  earliest  time  possible. 

The  fact  that  our  Church  has  no  institution  of  learning  at  this  place, 
where  one  is  so  much  needed,  adds  greatly  to  the  importance  of  sustaining 
this  one  established  by  our  Society,  combining  advantages  both  of  school 
and  home  for  the  girls. 

APPROPRIATE  ON  S, 

The  Board  of  Managers  arranged  the  work  of  the  year  on  the  basis  of 
an  expenditure  of  $20,000,  and  made  appropriations  in  behalf  of  certain 
mission  fields  where  the  work  had  not  yet  been  commenced  in  expectation 
of  special  donations  to  meet  this  contemplated  work.  Acting  upon  the 
instruction  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  incur  no  debt,  the  Executive 
Board  has  declined  entering  these  new  fields,  which  might  have  involved 
the  Society  in  financial  efflhewisjajaxnep  t  " 

The  recommendation  of  toe  Board,  to  establish  an  industrial  depart- 
ment for  girls  wherever  practicable  In  schools  sustained  by  the  Church,  has 
inspired  special  effort  in  behalf  of  the  following  places: 

BENNETT  SEMINARY.  GREENSBORO.  N.  a 

Troy  Conference  takes  a  deep  interest  in  this  Seminary,  and  it  bears  the 
honored  name  of  a  citizen  of  Troy  who  gave  $10,000  towards  its  establish- 
ment, and  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  this  Conference  has 
pledged  itself  to  erect,  at  an  early  day,  a  convenient  building,  and  to  sustain 
an  industrial  department  in  connection  with  this  school.  Realizing  the 
great  importance  of  industrial  training  for  the  girls  of  the  school,  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  that  Conference  Society  have  guaranteed  the  money  neces- 
sary to  insure  it,  and  Mrs.  James  Kent,  of  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  one  of  their 
number,  becomes  security  for  the  payment  of  the  bills.  Surely  such  faith 
in  God  and  the  Church  will  have  its  reward. 

CAMDEN,  S.  C 

The  ladies  of  the  New  England  Southern  Conference  have  secured 
money  and  propose  to  establish  a  training  school  for  girls  in  this  place. 
There  is  a  large  colored  population  in  this  vicinity  anxious  to  receive  the 
advantsges  of  such  an  institution.  The  Church  has  no  school  here,  and 
instruction  will  be  given  in  the  primary  branches  and  in  the  elements  of 
history,  biography,  and  literature  to  elevate  the  taste,  cultivate  a  desire  for 
reading,  and  give  charm  to  home  life.  But  first  importance  will  be  given 
to  housekeeping  in  all  its  departments,  cooking,  sewing,  and  the  industries 
of  the  needle.  The  cultivation  of  vegetables  and  flowers  for  the  use  of  the 
family  and  the  adornment  of  home  will  receive  careful  attention. 

Mrs.  James  Mather,  the  indefatigable  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
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Conference  Society,  just  after  emancipation  purchased  property  here,  estab- 
lished a  school  and  sustained  it  largely  by  her  own  exertions  for  several 
years,  and  she  now  promises  to  aid  liberally  in  the  establishment  and  sup- 
port of  a  home  here  for  girls. 

JACKSONVILLE,  FLORIDA. 

An  industrial  department  Is  projected  in.  connection  with  Oookman 
Institute,  to  be  aided  by  ladies  in  the  New  Hampshire  Conference.  Funds 
are  being  solicited  and  organisations  formed  there  with  this  Object  in 
view  by  Miss  Hattie  Emerson,  who  co-operates  with  the  ladies  of  the  So- 
ciety. She  has  entered  the  field  to  represent  its  claims,  and  has  received 
encouraging  assurances  of  success. 

**        SPECIAL.  DONATIONS. 

Wo  take  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  our  indebtedness  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Haygood  for  kind  encouragement  in  oar  industrial  work,  and  for  an 
appropriation  from  the  Slater  Fund  of  $1,600,  which  has  been  expended  for 
the  support  of  teachers  in  prosecuting  this  branch  of  our  work.  We  are 
also  indebted  to  Rev:  Dr.  Vincent,  in  behalf  of  the  Sunday-school  Union 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  for  $1,000  worth  of  "Leaflets,"  treating 
of  industrial  training,  and  home  life,  manners,  and  morals. 

BENEFICIARIES. 

We  have  aided  in  the  support  of  twenty  girls  In  the  schools  by  special 
appropriations.

There  is  no  lack  of  sympathy  among  the  women  of  the  Church  in 

behalf  of  this  hotae  work,  wherever  the  facts  and  arguments  which 

,   appeal  to  us  for  aid  are  intelligently  presented.    There  is  no  scarcity  of 

intelligent  Christian  women  in  the  Conferences  to  manage  the  work  wisely 
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and  successfully,  when  It  la  duly  organised  and  they  become  thoroughly 
interested  in  it.  But  this  great  power  (or  goodwill  not  become  effective 
in  many  places  unless  on  outside  Influence  or  agency  be  introduced  to 
awaken  interest  and  inspire  effort.  Women  naturally  shrink  from  pnbtic 
life,  and  many  of  the  ablest  and  wisest  will  never  engage  in  thig  or  in  any 
other  good  cause  unless  they  are  eonght  out,  encouraged,  and  almost  lit- 
erally thrust  into  the  work. 

Many  who  have  the  ability,  courage,  and  training;  to  represent  the 
work  and  organise  auxiliaries  are  hindered  by  domestic  duties  and  ob- 
ligations. We  have  'received  many  letters  urging  the  Society  to  employ 
competent  persona  to  present  the  claims  of  home  missions,  to  visit  the 
conferences  and  encourage  organisation  in  the  charges.  This  once  effected 
by  such  aid,  the  work  could  easily  be  held  and  strengthened. 

In  view  of  the  urgency  and  importance  of  the  claims  of  oar  Home 
Mission  fields,  and  of  the  fact  that  the  women  of  the  Church  are' ready 
and  willing  to  respond  when  the  call  comes  to  them;  it  becomes  the  doty 
of  the  Society,  which  has  voluntarily  assumed  the  solemn  obligation  of 
this  work,  to  find  the  means  to  secure  thorough  organization  throughout 
the  Church,  which  alone  can  insure  the  success  of  this  home  mission 
work.  God  and  the  Church  will  certainly  hold  us  responsible  for  the 
vigorous  prosecution  of  this  work,  so  greatly  needed,  so  auspiciously  com- 
menced, and  so  early  crowned  with  encouraging  results. 

CONDITIONS  CLAIMING  WOMAN'S  AID  IN  THIS  COUNTRY. 

There  are  in  the  South  nearly  7,000,000  of  colored  people  Buffering 
from  the  disabilities  resulting  from  centuries  of  servitude.  There  are  more 
than  twelve  millions  of  white  people  in  this  section,  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  whom  are  in  conditions  scarcely  superior  to  that  of  their  dusky 
neighbors. 

We  have  a  population  of  more  than  five  millions  of  Bosuuusts.  These 
exercise  a  controlling  influence  on  the  government  and  the  civil  and  .social 
institutions  in  a  portion  of  our  country,  equal  to  half  a  dozen  States.  In 
these  Territories  the  superstitious  rites  of  pagan  Indians,  which  compose 
a  huge  part  of  the  population,  the  symbols  of  Fetichism  and  fire  warship 
and  ceremonies  from  the  service  of  Christ,  are  indiscriminately  and  pro- 
fanely blended  in  their  religions  devotions.  Among  the  Mexican  popula- 
tions no  social  odium  attaches  to  those  who  are  guilty  of  immorality  and 
vice,  and  virtue  is  scarcely  known  among  them. 

Then  there  are  the  Indians  and  the  Chinese  in  America,  and  the  multi- 
tudes of  ignorant  and  degraded  people  crowding  the  garrets  and  the  cellars 
of  our  populous  cities,  too  ready  to  become  the  tools  of  political  demagogues. 
There  are  in  our  own  land  more  than  eight  millions  of  foreigners,  and  a 
vast  tide  of  immigration  flows  into  our  country,  bringing  hundreds  of 
thousands  every  year,  large  numbers  of  whom  are  the  dregs  of  the  Old 
World.  Many  of  these  are  contaminated  with  socialistic  and  communistic 
ideas,  and  have  bat  little  knowledge  of  or  interest  in  oar  government  and 
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institutions.  Then  there  is  Hormonism,  aggressive,  audacious,  defying 
our  government  and  the  lave  of  God,  and  fastening  itself  with  a  giant's 
grip  npan  our  Western  frontiers,  where,  in  the  near  future,  a  dozen  States 
hut  be  organised.  And  these  rlsnnnn  include  scarcely  less  than  half  of 
our  population. 

We  are  not  surprised  that  a  sagacious  statesman  on  an  important  occa- 
sion, in  the  realisation  of  the  deep  itotiflosnoB  of  ttjsau  facta,  said,  "  This 
is  the  crucial  hoar  of  the  Republic  and  of  onr  American  Christianity." 

Good  seed  m  sown  when  the  Mayflowtr  landed  that  little  colony  on 
the  rock-bound  coast  of  New  England.  God  planted  this  Nation,  and  an 
enlightened,  commonwealth  has  sprang  from  the  seed.  Tares  hare  also 
been  sown  with  the  wheat,  and  the  harvest  will  be  sorrow  and  ruin  if  we 
neglect  onr  duty,  fold  onr  arras  In  peace,  and  talk  about  the  "  progress  of 
the  ages,"  while  we  drift  down  the  current  to  destruction.  The  testimony 
of  all  history  proves  that  the  natural  tendency  of  human  nature  la  down- 
ward. Only  light  divine  and  the  principles  of  eternal  right  can  Alumina 
the  path  of  life,  and  sustain  either  an  individual  or  a  nation  in  the  struggle 
for  a  high  and  pore  civilisation. 

With  the  extremes  of  prosperity  and  adversity  becoming  more  and 
more  clearly  denned  and  antagonised,  with  Socialism  and  Communism  and 
Hormonism  and  infidelity  and  Komanism  pervading  the  whole  social  and 
governmental  fabric,  we  can  not  hope  that  our  Nation  will  escape  the  rocks 
upon  which  other  nations  have  been  wrecked,  unless  special  effort  is  put 
forth  to  save  it 

An  able  author  says :  "  We  apeak  of  the  East  as  educating  the  West 
and  shaping  the  Nation's  destiny ;  but  it  is  as  true  that  the  West  is  shaping 
the  East,  and  that  to  save  or  destroy  it  The  President  from  New  England 
will  be  elected  by  votes  cast  In  Utah  andiNew  Mexico,  and  by  the  people 
who  alt  under  the  shadow  of  Mount  Shasta,"  as  truly  as  by  those  who  attend 
her  school*,  enjoy  her  culture,  and  bask  in  the  light  of  her  exalted  privileges. 

The  population  of  New  England  has  already  in  many  places  com- 
retrograde  movement,  while  the  population  of  the  vast  West  is 
by  a  mingled  current  of  humanity  flowing  from  all  parts 
of  the  Old  World.  Among  the  nations  of  the  earth  India  and  China  are 
comparatively  stationary  in  populations,  but  ours  doubles  every  twenty-five 
years,  so,  at  that  rate,  in  leas  than  a  hundred  years  hence  we  shall  number 
400,000,000,  and  100,000,000  of  them  will  be  colored. 

Whether  this  Nation  shall  then  be  governed  by  the  theories  of  worldly 
policy  or  by  the  principles  of  eternal  truth  and  justice,  becomes  to  woman 
»  question  of  most  absorbing  interest,  as  her  elevation  and  happiness  are 
identified  with  the  triumphs  of  the  cross  of  Christ 

There  is  no  mission  open  to  woman's  effort,  in  view  of  the  vastnesa  of 
the  field,  the  urgency  of  its  culture,  the  fearful  consequences  of  its  neglect, 
the  rich  harvests  that  would  reward  her  toil  and  sacrifice,  comparable  to  the 
great  work  of  saving  this  country  for  Christ  as  an  agency  in  the  salvation 
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CENTRAL  HEW  YORK  COHFEREHCE. 

It  is  with  Borne  degree  of  pleasure  that  we  are  enabled  to  report  prog- 
ress during  the  second  tost  of  our  work,  and  we  believe  we  are  Justified 
in  promising  a  much  larger  increase  next  year  than  this. 

Our  work  was  wall  represented  at  the  Conference  anniversary,  and  very 
much  interest  and  enthusiasm  was  manifested. 

Our  auxiliaries  hare  increased  from  6  to  9,  with  mora  than  300  sub- 
scribers lor  Woman'*  Home  Afurioni. 

Miss  Lola  Reynolds,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  auxiliary  in 
Syracuse,  has  practically  illustrated  the  fact  that  Home  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sions are  one  by  marrying  Dr.  Swart*  and  sailing  for  Japan  to  engage  in 
the  Master's  work  there. 

Her  mother  writes:  "  Of  course  X  have  a  deeper  interest  in  that  for- 
eign field;  however,  I  have  not  lost  my  interest  in  the  Home  work,  and 
am  ready  and  willing  to  do  all  that  I  can."

The  Society  at  Ann 
Arbor  has  sent  boxes  of  clothing  and  bedding,  valued  at  over  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  ministers'  families  in  the  northern  districts  of  our  Confer- 
ence, and  baa  also  rendered  substantial  pecuniary  aid  In  organisms;  the 
Societies  in  other  places.  It  enters  upon  a  new  year  with  added  seal  and 
plana  for  extensive  work.  The  auxiliaries  at  Detroit  and  Pontine,  although 
recently  organised,  are  full  of  seal  and  good  works,  and  will  be  centers  of 
missionary  activity  in  then-  respective  districts.

sury  for  me  to  depict  the  sacrifices  of  the  noble  women  who  accompany 
their  hnwnwawl  into  these  fields  of  labor.  They  are  well  known  to  us  all, 
tad  appeal  to  oar  wannest  sympathies.  Work  in  the  foreign  missionary 
ftcaldoea  not  entail,  in  many  respects,  ons  half  the  privations  suffered  by 
the  hernia  workers  who  go  upon  the  frontier,  receiving,  as  they  often  do, 
hat  the  merest  pittance,  and  enduring,  ofttuniee,  absolute  physical  want 

We  feel  that  for  this  year  at  least  our  Home  Missionary  work  lies 
within  the  twrdate  of  our  own  Conference,  and  we  have  pledged  our 
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efforts,  conditioned  upon  the  consent  of  the  parent  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  to  this  end.  The  Detroit  Conference  welcomes  us  warmly 
as  fellow-workers,  and  we  are  confident  that  if  we  relieve  the  pressing

Ten  first  Auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Iowa  Conference  was  organized  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
Muscatine,  by  Mrs.  CoL  Springer  Sunday  morning,  September  9,  1883, 
with  twenty  members.  The  result  of  that  effort  was  $36.10,  reported  at 
Conference,  September  8, 1884,  and  a  Juvenile  Society  begun.  And  as  the 
Secretary  read,  "Home  Missions,  total,  $36.10;  increase  from  last  year, 
00.10,"  foil  recompense  was  vouchsafed  unto  me  for  not  hearing  Bishop 
Simpson's  wonderful  sermon,  since  the  self-denial  had  started  a  mission 
work  In  on*  city,  cam,  that  may  abide  for  aye. 

An  afternoon  service  was  held,  September  8,  1884,  in  the  church  at 
Ottnmwa,  and,  after  a  prayer  by  Mis.  Murphy  and  an  address  by  Mrs. 
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Springer,  Mrs.  Murphy  read  the  resolutions  adopted  by  this  Conference  . 
last  year,  delaring  that  the  "  time  therein  spoken  of  had  now  come,  and 
we  could  not  longer  rightfully  delay  to  organize  each  a  Society."    Accord- 
ingly, a  Conference  Society  was  formed  by  the  election  of  the  required 
officers.    (See  page  114.) 

I  am  nnder  special  obligations  to  Mrs.  Dr.  Thrall  for  presiding  through 
the  meeting  and  business  session,  and  to  Mrs.  Kemble  for  serving  as 
Secretary, 

No  collection  was  taken  as  an  effort  to  raise  $8,000  for  the  Iowa,  We#- 
leyan  University  debt  precluded  any  other  contributions.  Seven,  sub- 
scribers were  obtained  for  Bbnu  Minion*.  Muscatine  has  generously 
offered  to  provide  for  a  needy  missionary's  family  on  the  frontiers. 

Initiatory  steps  were  also  taken  towards  the  formation  of  an  Auxiliary 
at  Ottumwa,  Has.

Albion  District,  two  Auxiliaries;  two  boxes  of  clothing  sent  from 
Tekonsha  to  the  North,  value,  $50.00. 

On  Kalamazoo  District  there  is  a  growing  sentiment  in  favor  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  which  found  expression  in  Kalamazoo, 
in  September,  by  the  organization  of  a  live  Auxiliary  with  twenty-three 
members  to  start  with,  and  I  have  no  doubt  there  will  be  added  daily  such 
as  are  interested  in  this  work.  Two  boxes  of  clothing  have  been  sent  from 
this  Society,  which,  with  $10.00  in  money,  were  valued  at  $100.00;  Plain- 
well,  1  box,  $50.00;  Martin,  1  box,  $50.00;  Galeeburg,  1  box,  $25.00 ;  Cli- 
max, 1  box,  £25.00.

Yon  will  see  nearly  all  the  work  done  in  oar  Conference  so  far  baa 
been  for  the  homes  of  our  brethren  in  the  north  of  Michigan,  who  are  pa- 
tiently toiling  for  the  coming  kingdom  of  our  Christ  in  the  midst  of  embar- 
raamentt  and  privation*  that  we,  in  our  more  favored  localities,  know 
nothing  of.  Such  letters  as  these  come  to  me  from  the  Presiding  Elder  of 
anorthdfatrict:  "One  of  my  preachers  has  been  doing  his  work,  np  till  this 
time  (February,  1884),  bravely  and  uncomplainingly  enduring  the  rigors  of 


hjuu  iffHunmry,  lootj,  uraveiy  iuiu  uucuuipiiuiiiiiKiy  euuunng  uie  ngora  in 

these  northern  Winters,  without  an  overcoat,  and  having  only  a  thin  alpaca 
coat.  The  family  are  also  in  great  need.  Can't  you  do  something  for 
them?"  Another  writes:  "One  of  my  ministers  is  in  great  sorrow.  One 
child  lies  dead  in  his  home  from  diphtheria,  while  the  mother  and  another 
child  lie  very  sick  from  the  same  dread  disease,  and  they  are  absolutely 
without  proper  food,  sufficient  clothing,  or  money  to  bury  their  dead  out 
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ot  their  sight"  When  such  end  many  simiHar  appeals  come,  not  only 
from  oar  common  brotherhood,  bat  from  brethren  united  by  the  sacred  tie 
of  the  ministry,  what  wonder  that  ve  beg  th«  priTilege  of  responding  to 
these  calls? 

Bev.  John  B.  Boblnson.  one  of  our  Indian  preachers,  said  at  our  Con- 
ference meeting:  "Dear  sisters,  don't  throw  any  thing  away  that  has 
warmth  or  eam/ortbi.  ft;  It  will  help  our  poor  Indian  people.

Having  had,  her  heart  aroused  to  the  needs  of  the 
Mormon  women  by  a  visit  to  Utah,  Mrs.  Ham  and  a  sealous  bond  of 
women  in  her  own  church  have  been  steadily  working  through  their  own 
auxiliary  for  several  years.  During  the  past  year  the  Westfifld  Auxiliary 
has  contributed  $50,  and  sent  one  box  of  supplies  valued  at  990  to  one  « 
our  home  missionaries,  and  has  another  box  of  greater  value  about  ready 
for  shipment.

Society  of  Montclair,  N.  J.,  applied  to  Mrs.  Whetstone  for  the  care  of  a 
minister's  family  on  the  frontier.  A  family  consisting  of  a  missionary, 
wife,  and  seven  children,  was  assigned  to  them,  and  article*  for  their  per- 
sonal comfort  have  already  been  sent  to  them  valued  at  $100.  The  Secretary 
reports:  "  We  are  becoming-  very  much  Interested  in  our  family,  and  find 
them  very  pleasant  and  thankful  for  onr  kindness  to  them." 

The  ladies  of  the  Cross  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  Peterson, 
N.  J.,  organised  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  church  In  Sep- 
tember, 1883,  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Home  and  the  Woman's  Foreign 
Missionary  Societies  of  our  denomination.  At  the  close  of  the  Contereoce 
year  In  March,  1884,  S2S  was  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  which  was  one-half  of  the  proceeds  of  their  mile 
boxes.

TJFPEH  IOWA  COHFEHEECE. 

Fob  the  last  two  years  I  have  been  so  powerfully  impressed  with  the 
need  of  almost  herculean  deeds  in  the  organisation  of  our  Society  that  I 
have  tried  to  perform  my  part  of  them,  and  the  self-imposed  burdens,  added 
to  the  missionary  plans  laid  out  from  childhood,  have  become  so  oppressive 
that  with  woman's  tact  I  have  been  trying  to  devise  a  way  of  escape  from 
further  responsibility.  But  as  yet  only  the  alternative  of  going  to  Europe 
or  going  to  heaven  seems  to  be  presented. 

While  I  have  asked  no  one  to  follow  my  example,  and  give  up  s  term  in 
an  academy  for  last  Fall  and  this,  thereby  relinquishing  one-third  of  her 
yearly  income,  and  causing  somewhat  of  annoyance  to  students,  or  to  leave 
home  at  very  inconvenient  seasons,  with  the  distinct  understanding  that 
only  the  recompense  of  a  good  conscience  wili  be  obtained,  I  am  disappointed 
that  my  request  for  each  "  to  please  organize  one  auxiliary  during  the  year  " 
has  failed.  But,  though  no  sister  of  abundant  means  has  given  us  this  needed 
help,  one  minister  of  the  North-west  Iowa  Conference  became  so  much  in- 
terested at  our  meeting  in  Des  Moines  one  year  ago  that  he  organised  a 
Society  in  his  Church,  and  this  year  reported  to  me  a  membership  of  more 
than  thirty,  and  eight  dollars  In  cash  receipts.  But  who  ever  heard  of  s 
discouraged  New  England  woman?  And  since  I  have  met  many  truly 
noble  Church  workers,  ready  to  take  any  and  every  place  in  local  societies, 
who  have  proffered  the  most  encouraging  words  of  sympathy  and  help,  I 
have  great  faith  that  oar  general  Treasurer  will  hear,  by -drafts,  during  the 
coming  year  from  various  parts  of  the  State  of  Iowa  in  which  I  have  not 
presented  the  work. 

As  it  is  customary  at  all  great  gatherings  of  Christian  workers  to  have 
some  leading  subject  for  consideration  and  prayer,  were  it  not  for  a  need

In  June,  at  the  Central  Vermont  Camp-meeting  a  pleasant  and  prof- 
itable meeting  was  held,  followed  in  August  by  a  similar  meeting  at  the 
Olaremont  District  Camp-meeting.  An  auxiliary  of  twenty  members,  to  be 
known  ss  the  St.  Johnsbnry  Distant  Auxiliary,  was  organised  at  tha  Ifn- 
don  Camp-meeting. 

Tha  two  Juvenile  Bands  organised  last  year  remain  in  good  working 
order,  with  a  steady  increase  of  numbers.  Throe  quite  valuable  bout 
have  been  sent,  whim  others  era  to  be  forwarded  before  Thanksgiving. 
Childrens'  papers  have  been  generously  donated  to  be  sent  to  our  sister 
schools.  A  comparatively  large  number  of  women  have  shown  great  int  at  Bet 
in  our  paper.  During  the  year  ending  October  16,  1884,  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  have  oeen  reported  to  roe,  and  forwarded  to  tha  General 
Treasury. 

One  young-  lady,  a  student  In  our  Conference  Seminary,  hag  offered 
her  services  to  this  work,  and  ia  laboring  steadily  in  the  interests  of  the 
Society  while  waiting  the  development  of  necessary  plana.  Quito  an  ex- 
tensive correspondence  baa  been  carried  on  throughout  the  Conference, 
demanding  much  time  and  labor  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary,  aa  yoa 
ladies  so  well  understand. 

We  believe  thia,  end  the  more  we  do  in  this 
department  of  Christian  work,  the  more  we  desire  to  do,  because  wo  bob 
such  great  need  for  work,  and  such  golden  opportunities.

With  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  all  good,  and  with  a  deep  feeling  of  in- 
debtedness to  the  Auxiliaries  and  Churches  in  the  East,  we  acknowledge 
the  manifold  helps  rendered  the  West  Nebraska  Mission  in  clothing,  school- 
books,  and  other  reeding  matter,  cards,  etc.,  sent  to  our  ministers  and 
their  families  on  the  frontier.  These  have  been  made  comfortable  by  the 
good,  warm  clothing  sent,  enabling  the  families  to  attend  Church  and 
school,  and  the  ministers  to  go  to  their  several  appointmenta  warmly  clad 
and  conscious  that  their  loved  ones  at  home  were  comfortable,  while  they 
were  preaching  the  Gospel  to  sinners  anxious  to  hear  of  salvation.  So  yoa 
see,  "out  upon  the  prairie, "  you  are  helping  tu  to  "  bring  the  children  in" 
And  although  there  will  be  much  needed  the  coming  winter,  with  God's 
help  we  can  leave  all  these  destitute  ones  In  your  hands,  believing  they 
will  be  well  oared  for. 

We  can  not  tell  yon  how  much  our  hearts  are.  in  sympathy  with  yon  in 
your  work,  nor  how  much  we  owe  the  dear  people  and  Churches,  but  we 
think  yoa  would  have  felt  in  some  measure  repaid  if  you  could  have  been 
at  our  little  Missionary  Conference  held  Jn  Kearney,  and  have  seen  the  happy 
faces  of  oar  ministers  telling  of  their  trials,  struggles  with  adversity,  af- 
fliction, and  in  tome  instances  with  poverty,  yet  going  forward  in  their 
work,  truatinaj In  the  promises  given  by  our  bleated  Master  ages  ago,  and 
blessing  the  Woman's  Homo  HtSBkmnry  Society,  who  are  fulfilling  these 
promisee  in  deeds  of  kindness  and  mercy. 

Nine  boxes,  one  large  package,  and  six  barrels  have  been  received  and 
their  contents  distributed.  Seventeen  of  the  ministers  and  their  families 
have  been  made  more  comfortable,  and  also  needy  families  of  our  Church 
on  the  border,  who  were  almost  destitute  through  the  loss  of  their  crops  by

BEPrjBT  OS  WOKK  IS  SAY4IHAE. 

AmrrHKB  year  of  faithful,  earnest  labor  has  been  given  by  oar  mis- 
sionaries, Mrs.  8.  M.  Lewis  and  Miss  Viola  E.  Baldwin,  in  charge  of  the 
work  In  Savannah.  They  have  not  only  done  a  large  amount  of  missionary 
work — visiting  from  house  to  house,  giving  Bible  readings,  holding  cottage 
prayer- meetings  In  different  parts  of  the  city,  visiting-  the  sick  and  dying, 
pointing  many  to  Christ  who  knew  almost  nothing  of  the  way  of  salvation— 
but  they  have,  under  great  disadvantages,  conducted  a  large  and  success- 
ful school. 

Our  Church  owns  no  property  except  a  very  small,  dilapidated  build- 
ing, which  was  secured  by  Bishop  Haven  fourteen  years  ago,  and  named 
Asbury  Chapel.  When  the  poorpeoplo  there  look  at  it  in  its  deplorable 
condition  they  often  exclaim:  "O,  if  Bishop  Haven  had  lived  we  would 
not  have  been  left  In  this  way."  This  old  building  uncomfortable,  and  in 
tome  respects  unsafe  as  ft  is,  still  is  the  only  place  that  could  be  found  in 
which  to  open  our  school. 

The  opening  of  a  school  seemed  a  necessity,  and  also  the  very  best 
missionary  work  that  could  be  done,  as  there  were  three  thousand  colored 
children  running  the  streets  of  Savannah  who  could  not  be  accommodated 
in  the  schools  already  provided.  Soon  the  little  Church  was  found  too 
small  to  accommodate  all  who  applied  for  admission,  and  many  were  sent 
away.    Every  day  a  class  was  taken  into  the  little  home  of  the  mission- 
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aries,  and  there  with  limited  accommodations,  with  no  seats  bat  the  floor, 
they  were  daily  taught. 

While  on  a  visit  to  the  work  last  Spring  we  took  the  superintendent 
of  public  instructions  of  the  city  to  visit  the  school.  He  listened  to  their 
recitations  in  astonishment,  pronounced  their  instruction  thorough  and 
the  school  an  excellent  one. 

These  ladies  make,  perhaps,  greater  sacrifices  tor  the  work  than  any 
missionaries  we  have  in  the  field,  for  they  two  are  alone,  completely  ostra- 
cised from  white  society,  yet  happy  in  their  work,  and  rejoicing  that  they 
are  privileged  thus  to  labor.  Mrs.  Lewis  at  one  time  was  anxious  to  go  to 
Africa,  but  she  now  says,  "  I  have  found  my  Africa,  and  I  hope  to  be  per- 
mitted to  spend  my  life  in  labor  for  these  people." 

These  missionaries  know  far  better  than  we  the  ignorance  and  degra- 
dation of  this  people.  They  find  men  and  women  who  are  astonished 
when  the  ten  commandments  are  read  to  them,  and  they  are  told  that  they 
are  God's  words.  They  say,  "  Why  we  thought  that  only  massa  and  missus 
said  this.  If  we  had  known  that  it  was  in  '  the  Book,  and  that  the  great 
Master  had  said  it,  we  should  have  been  afraid  to  have  lived  as  we  hare, 
and  we  won't  dare  do  so  any  more." 

I  have  given  but  a  faint  glimpse  of  the  work  these  ladies  have  been 
doing  under  great  disadvantages  during  the  past  three  years. 

Circumstances  are  such  that  it  seems  necessary  that  an  entire  change 
be  made  in  our  plan  of  work.  The  time  has  fully  come  when  we  should 
broaden  and  strengthen  our  work  and  put  it  on  a  substantial  basis.  In  order 
to  do  this  it  is  necessary  that  we  either  purchase  ground  and  put  up  build- 
ings adapted  to  our  work  or  purchase  buildings  already  erected. 

A  very  eligible  opportunity  has  Just  been  presented  to  our  notice,  and 
if  taken  at  oneemay  enable  as  to  secure  a  desirable  property  at  a  price  mnch 
below  its  real  value,  A  parcel  of  ground  220  by  800  feet,  with  a  large  un- 
finished brick  building,  on  which  upwards  of  $8,000  has  already  boen  ex- 
pended, has  been  offered  at  $8,000,  on  comparatively  easy  payments,

REPORT  OH  BENEFICIARIES. 

Ths  girls  aided  by  the  Society  have  been  those  who  would  not  have 
been  able  to  attend  school  without  this  aid.  The  opportunities  for  girls  to 
secure  remunerative  employment  in  the  South  are  very  limited,  and  the 
parents  and  friends  are  generally  poor,  hence  few  girls  can  obtain  the  small 
sums  of  $1.50  or  $2.50  per  week,  which  are  charged  by  the  schools  for 
board,  tuition,  and  incidentals. 

This  specialty  of  our  work  must  appeal  very  strongly  to  tho  intelligent 
sympathy  of  those  who  have  means  and  the  disposition  to  do  good,  par- 
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ticularly  to  juvenile  societies.  These  will  be  interested  in  young  persons 
who  an  struggling  to  obtain  an  education. 

It  is  claim**!  that  theie  is  a  public-school  system  in  the  South,  bat  in  the 
country  places  whore  there  are  schools  for  the  colored  people,  the  teachers 
are  interior  and  the  schools  are  often  limited  to  three  or  four  months  each 
alternate  year,  bo  that  the  children  can  obtain  but  little  advantage  from 
inch  schools,  since  they  are  almost  curtain  to  forget  in  twenty  months  of 
vacation  what  they  hsdleemed  in  three  or  four  months  of  study.  Hence  tbe 
necessity  for  special  help  for  very  poor  girls  who  are  desirous  of  obtaining 
an  education.  , 

Twenty-one  such  girls  have  been  aided  this  year,  and  they  have  all 
made  good  Improvement,  and  have  received  the  commendation  of  their 
teachers.

0>  DIDUSTBIAL  HOME  TOR  KORKOH  WOMEH. 

MaswoMBBt,  in  Its  relation  to  government,  is  a  problem  which  per- 
plexes the  nation.  Dispose  of  polygamy  and  a  great  ecclesiastical  system 
remains,  whose  unity  denes  disintegration,  and  whose  subtlety  captivates 
and  dethrones  the  reason.  Thin  system  claims  to  be  the  one  true  Church, 
to  have  a  holy  priesthood,  to  confer  the  sift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  by  the  .lay- 
ing on  of  hands,  and  to  have  the  spirit  of  prophecy. 

The  teacher*  of  this  faith  are  gathering  proselytes  among  all  peoples. 
The  literature  of  Zion  is  circulated  in  every  quarter  of  the  globe,  "inviting 
its  proselytes  together  to  Zion  before  tbe  great  and  terrible  day  of  tbe 
Lord  comes."  The  ships  of  tbe  Christian  Church  and  those  of  the  Mor- 
mon  hierarchy  ans  upon  the  high  seas.  In  mm-ocean  the  outgoing  and  the 
ingoing  steamers  hail  each  other  i  the  one  bearing  missionaries  to  foreign 
porta,  to  teach  the  Ooepel  of  Christ,  the  other  bringing  the  natives  of  these 
porta  to  hoar  thia  Gospel  defamed,  and  to  see  innocent  victims  sacrificed  in 
the  name  of  religion,  in,  the  shadow  of  church  spires  and  under  the  flag  of 
the  only  Christian  Bepnblic  under  the  son. 

The  final  solution  of  the  Mormon  problem  is  committed  to  the  Christian 
Church  of  the  Bepnblic  upon  whose  soil  is  perpetuated  this  holocaust  of 
woe.  There  are,  as  vet,  comparatively  few  Christian  missionaries  in  Utah. 
Nor  dose  Utah  any  longer  form  the  boundary  line  of  Hormonism.  One  of 
the  leading  journals  of  Idaho,  in  an  issue  of  July  19,  ISM  opens  sn  edi-

aBTen  missionaries  under  appointment  to  tbe  territo  ry.  of  Arizona,  Governor 
Crosby,  of  Montana,  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 
onres  that  polygamous  Mormons  be  not  only  disfranchised,  but  debarred 
from  entering  government  lands,  as  a  necessary  measure  to  check  the 
progress  of  Hormonism  in  that  territory.  In  fact,  the  strategic  points  of 
tbe  entire  western  coast  are  being  rapidly  taken  by  the  Latter  Day  Saints. 
Tbe  writer,  with  meager  facilities,  has  in  possession  reports  from  mission 
stations  in  several  of  the  German  provinces,  Switzerland,  the  Netherlands, 
Scandinavia,  Austria,  Denmark,  England,  Scotland,  New  Zealand,  Hono- 
lulu, Calcutta,  Mexico,  and  the  Canada*.  Most  of  these  localities,  includ- 
ing eight  States  of  this  Republic,  have  organized  conferences.  Ex-Congrt-BB- 
man  George  Q.  Cannon,  In  a  sermon  delivered  in  the  Salt  lake  Tabernacle, 
August  30, 1884,  seta  forth  the  future  policy  of  the  Church,  in  the  following 
rigniflcant  language:  "It  is  our  duty  to  carry  these  principles  to  every 
nation,  to  every  kindred,  to  every  tongue,  to  every  people  upon  the  face 
of  the  whole  earth ;  not  to  the  United  States  alone,  not  to  Europe  alone, 
butto  Asia,  Africa,  and  the  islands  of  the  sea,  throughout  our  own  Continent, 
through  these  southern  nations,  and  everywhere,  in  fact,  where  the  children 
□f  men  reside;  and  to  lift  np  a  warning  voice  and  declare  to  tbe   inhab- 
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._..    _  . ,    They 

dissipate  the  theory  that  Mormohlam  has  little  inherent  cohesion,  ana 
indicate  to  the  Christian  Church  the  continuity  of  effort  necessary  to  over- 
throw this  delusion  of  the  ages. 

The  Gospel  of  Christ  is  the  only  Gospel  of  redemption  for  woman  in 
this  life  or  the  life  to  come.  Under  every  other  system  of  faith,  since  the 
world  began,  woman  most  work  out  her  own  salvation  by  penances  and 
prayers,  or  receive  it  through  the  mediation  of  husband  or  ecclesiastic. 
The  Mormon  creed  ingrafts  this  effete  superstition  upon  the  teachings  of 
our  Savior,  lie  who  received  the  Magdalene  only  upon  the  departure  of 
the  seven  devils,  confers  salvation  upon  the  woman  of  the  Church  of  Let 
tor  Day  Saints  only  when  she  turrtnden  herself  to  the  possession  of  the 
Magdalene  devilt. 

To  Christian  women  this  Mormon  problem  is  one  of  great  seriousness. 
To  its  solution  they  should  bring  their  beet  thought,  their  most  heroic  devo- 
tion, and  their  most  uncompromising  faith. 

Among  the  fugitives  from  the  nnholy  altars  of  the  Saints,  are  many 
who  have  laid  thereon  incense,  holy  as  any  ever  laid  by  woman's  hana. 
They  have  fought  the  fight,  they  have  kept  (he  fuUk.  till  *  last  by  some  sud- 
den upheaval,  the  cable  has  snapped,  and  the  soul  in  Its  terrible  recoil  has 
bounded  forever  beyond  priestly  rule.    These  strong,  brave  women  have  sat

lines  in  the  white  cheeks  of  their  children  grow  deeper,  while  in  ail  the 
great  city,  by  order  of  the  holy  priesthood,  no  one  had  work  for  an  apostate 
mother  or  child.  Said  one  such  to  the  writer,  "  Talk  not  to  me  of  this  gov- 
ernment: the  flag  which  floats  over  this  city  mocks  at  woman's  tears.  It 
never  shielded  my  daughter  from  the  apostle's  lust  or  the  despot's  fury.  I 
have  often  asked  myself,  Is  there  a  God  In  Heaven?    If  there  is,  the

The  morning  of  the  resurrection— I  suggested.  "Inspired  men  tell  ui 

O,  sisters  of  the 
Churches  to  whom  this  appeal  is  made,  let  us  unite  in  one  grand  enter- 
prise, which  shall  reassure  and  give  relief  to  these  long  suffering  women,  and 
set  at  liberty  many  who  shall  come  after  them.  Let  us  build  au  InduaVtai 
Borne  in  Salt  Lake  City,  upon  a  liberal  baste,  with  ample  provision  for 
present  and  prospective  need.  Let  us  put  it  under  the  supervision  of  a 
Christian  family,  who  shall  establish  the  typical  family  altar  and  family 
life.   To  this  Home  let  us  invite,  without  money  and  without  price,  or- 

E turned  and  widowed  apostates.  Under  monogamlc  regyn*  the  wounded 
eart  may  heal,  thoughts  of  the  true  God  supplant  theories  of  the  despots, 
heaven,  and  a  new  life  spring  from  the  ashes  of  burled  hope.  Let  us 
make  it  an  Industrial  Home ;  a  school  where  mechanical  and  domestic  In- 
dustries shall  be  taught  by  competent  instructors,  with  requisite  facilities. 
Many  women  who,  in  their  extremeet  need  would  refuse  charity,  would 
gladly  render  compensatory  service  for  temporary  shelter.  But  the  real 
work  of  the  Institution  should  be  to  prepare  young  Mormon  girls  or  moth- 
ers for  Independent  support  There  are  scores  who  are  held  to  the  vDo 
system  because  no  way  Is  open  by  which  they  can  earn  their  daily  bread. 
This  made  possible,  their  speedy  escape  is  certain.  A  regular  form  of  cer- 
tificate, or  diploma,  should  be  given  by  the  Institution  upon  completion  of 
the  prescribed  curriculum  in  any  one  of  the  departments.    A  Bureau  of 
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Information  should  be  established,  and  its  officers  advised  of  positions  in 
the  States  or  Territories  open  to  graduates.  Labor  in  the  various  depart- 
ments should  be  mads  remunerative  upon  the  acquisition  of  a  certain  de- 
gree of  skill,  till  the  pupil  has  sufficient  funds  to  reach  the  situation  pro- 
Tided.  The  City  Missionary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
will  have  abundant  knowledge  of  necessitous  and  worthy  cases,  and  be  a 
mfe  and  proper  medium  of  communication.  The  various  industries  should 
be  taught  in  specific  departments,  and  should  include :

at  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Seminary  Boarding  House.    The  Institution 
could  also  be  made  tributary  to  the  Seminary  in  its  educational  department. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Home  Missionary  Society  at  its  An- 
nual Meeting,  hare  examined  lots  with  reference  to  accessibility,  security, 
water  privileges,  etc.  They  find  negotiable  lots,  20x20  rods,  with  elevation 
sufficient  for  a  basement  front  entirely  above  ground,  for  $1,000.  An  ar- 
cbitect  has  made  the  first  draft  of  a  building,  embodying  facilities  adequate 
to  the  demands  herein  specified  as  follows:  Basement,  laundry,  kitchen, 
dining-room,  cellar,  and  all  their  appurtenances. 

First  story-  Business  offices,  dispensary,  family  rooms,  parlors. 

Second  story— Booms  for  mechanical  and  domestic  industries. 

Third  story— Dormitories,  bath-rooms,  eta.  The  estimated  cost,  with 
plumbing,  fixtures,  etc,  complete,  $15,000.  Cost  of  furnishing,  including 
mechanical  apparatus  for  second  story,  $5,000.  Thus,  $21,000,  with  care- 
ful disbursement,  and  adherence  to  plan,  would  give  us  the  Home  ready 
for  occupancy.  Such  an  Institution,  with  judicious  management,  would 
soon  be  recognised  as  a  factor  of  no  mean  value  in  the  solution  of  the 
Mormon  problem.  The  scheme  bas  the  unqualified  indorsement  of  gov- 
ernment officials  and  Church  authorities  at  Salt  Lake  City,  from  whom  but 
for  want  of  apace  we  could  furnish  abundant  testimony.

All  resolutions  offered  at  the  Annual  Meeting  should  be  carefully  writ- 
ten on  slips  of  paper,  each  bearing  the  name  of  the  person  presenting  it, 
and  after  it  is  read  should  be  handed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  meeting  to  be 
inserted  in  the  Minutes. 

The  Secretaries  of  the  various  committees  appointed  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  in  preparing  their  final  reports,  should  be  particular  to  have  them 
properly  ana  plainly  written,  and  signed  with  the  names  of  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary.  After  they  have  been  adopted,  they  should  be  passed  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  meeting,  who  should  file  them,  with  other  important 
papers,  for  publication  in  the  Annual  Report.

The  Qpfiim4|to*  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  the  Woman's  Homo  Missionary  Society  to  execute  plans  specified  in 
Beaolntiona  on  pages  15,  16,  and  IT  of  the  Second  Annual  Eeport,  beg  leave 
through  their  Chairman  to  submit  the  following  report : 
First— The  Circdlah  Letter. 

Resolution  2d,  page  16,  reads: 

"  Bmttmi,  That  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  here  assembled,  appoint  a  committee  to  draft  a  circular  setting 
forth  a  true  statement  of  the  desecration  by  the  ritual  of  the  Mormon 
Church  of  the  character  and  teachings  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  and  that 
it  further  declare  that  the  Inst  of  the  flesh  and  the  lust  of  office  alone 
prompt  the  Mormon  priesthood  to  the  establishment  and  perpetuity  of 
polygamy;  that  it  portray  in  unmistakable  terms  the  sensualism  of  the 
homes  of  the  lower  rlssnm.  and  the  nnutterable  woes  endured  for  '  Christ's 
sake'  in  the  upper  strata  of  Mormon  domestic  life." 

The  Committee  held  their  first  meeting  in  the  parlors  of  the  Salt  Lake 
Seminary,  Wednesday  evening,  May  7th,  Judge  Boreman  in  the  chair.  A 
careful  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  to  be  embodied  in  said  Letter 
was  bad,  for  although  the  resolution  designates  the  class  of  facts,  liberty  of 
judgment  had  been  accorded  the  Committee.  To  bring  said  Letter  within 
given  limits  was  the  order  of  the  Board.  The  Committee  decided  to  make 
only  such  statements  ae  could  be  substantiated  by  the  doctrinal  publica- 
tions of  the  Mormon  Church,  as,  when  the  Letter  is  in  print,  every  item 
will,  without  doubt,  be  rigidly  analysed,  and  every  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee held  personally  responsible  for  any  statement  susceptible  by  possible 
misconstruction  of  disproof.  To  meet  these  two  conditions,  it  was  decided 
that  the  Letter  should  treat  of  themes  within  the  province  of  effort  under- 
taken by  the  Home  Missionary  Society,  vis.,  the  religious,  educations!,  and 
home-life  conditions  of  Mormon  women.  It  was  further  arranged  that  each 
member  of  the  Committee  should  make  a  private  draft  of  said  Letter,  each 
of  which  should  be  submitted,  the  xUicnt  points  in  each  aggregated  in  Com 
nuttee,  which  points  each  member  should  condense  to  form  and  again  sub- 
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Second— Disfranchisement. 

Resolution  5th  of  the  series  reads : 

"  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  civil  and 
religions  authorities  at  Salt  Lake  City,  and  make  careful  investigation  of  the 
relation  of  the  ballot  in  the  hands  of  the  women  of  Utah  to  Tenitoriil 
legislation,  to  Congressional  representation  at  the  National  capital,  and, 
above  all.  to  its  power  to  perpetuate  the  religions  bondage  and  domestic 
slavery  of  the  women  Bo  enfranchised  :  and  if  they  shall  find  the  facts  to 
warrant,  they  shall  draft  petitions  to  be  circulated  for  signatures,  which 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Congressional  Committee  at  Washington,  asking 
for  the  disfranchisement  of  the  women  of  Utah,  or  for  a  radical  change  of 
the  whole  form  of  government" 

Your  Committee  faithfully  complied  with  every  specification  of  the 
resolution  as  to  "  conference  and  investigation."  tin  harmony  with  the 
judgment  of  Federal  officers  and  ecclesiastical  authorities,  a  petition  for  the 
disfranchisement  of  the  women  of  Utah  was  drafted  and  printed  in  Salt 
lake  City.  A  statement  of  facts  warranting  such  petition,  and  a  request 
for  immediate  circulation,  was  drawn  up,  and  fifty  copies  of  each  sent  to 
officers  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  for  signatures.  Official  signatures 
of  organized  bodies  of  Christian  women  were  thus  obtained,  representing 
in  aggregate  250,000  women.  Thus  indorsed,  the  petitions  were  gathered 
in  by  Mrs.  Rust,  sent  to  Washington,  and  on  the  19th  of  June  were  read  in 
the  United  States  Senate  by  Senator  Hoar,  pending  the  final  discussion  of 
the  Hoar  amendment  The  bill  passed  the  Senate.  Congress  adjourned 
before  it  reached  the  House. 

Third— Ihitobtbial  Hohb. 

Resolution  6th  of  the  series  reads : 

"That  this  Society  shall  this  year  undertake  the  construction  of  an 
Industrial  Home  in  Salt  lake  City,  which  shall  be  an  asylum  for,  and 
shall  furnish  employment  to,  the  mothers  and  daughters  of  Utah  who  wish 
'o  renounce  Mormonisin,  and  who  seek  protection  from  violence  and  per- 


The  action  of  your  Committee  touching  this  proposition  is  set  forth  in 
a  paper  prepared  by  Mrs.  Newman,  to  be  read  in  your  hearing  by  Mrs. 
Prof.  Williams,  of  Delaware.  To  reduce  this  report  to  the  ten-minute  rule 
of  the  Executive  Board,  limits  the  Committee  in  suggestions  which  to  their 
judgment  are  vital.  With  the  briefest  possible  statement,  therefore,  the 
Committee  would  respectfully  urge: 

1st    Early  publication  and  copious  distribution  of  the  Circular  Letter. 

2d.  That  to  this  end  the  Committee  be  privileged  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions of  resolutions  3d  and  4th  at. early  dates  in  the  coming  year  (such 
work  having  been  hindered  by  Mrs.  Newman's  illness, 

"  Raobxd,  Sdj  That  this  Committee  be  authorized  to  eonferwith  other  and 
kindrtd  orgamaahon*.  and  secure  their  financial  co-operation  and  official  tig- 
nature*  to  this  circular. 

" Retained, 4th,  That  this  Committee  shall,  upon  conference  with  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  be  entitled  to 
make  a  draft  upon  the  missionary  treasury  lor  the  publication  of  said  Let- 
ter and  its  distribution  through  our  American  consuls  in  Europe,  and 
through  responsible  organisations  in  our  own  country." 

Cause  for  such  action  is  found  in  two  facts: 

1st  Never  has  there  been,  in  the  history  of  the  Mormon  Church,  a 
period  when  plural  marriages  were  contracted  as  rapidly  as  in  the  past 
vear.  Polygamy  is  openly  advocated  in  temple  and  ward  meetings.  All 
over  the  Territory  secret  alliances,  we  are  assured  upon  the  moat  reliable 
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authority,  are  being  consummated  with  girls  under  the  age  of  twelve  years, 
the  child  to  remain  in  the  home  of  the  parents  daring  the  legal  term  of

2d.    Mormon  missionary  operations  are  at  present  conducted  with  mar 
rebus  celerity,  and  on  a  scale  hitherto  unknown:    The  Mormon  Church

organs,  since  the  1st «/  June,  have  published  reports  of  missionary  opera- 
tions in  ten  States  and  six  Territories  of  this  Union,  in  the  Canadas,  In 
Denmark,  Sweden,  Holland,  Italy,  Switzerland,  the  German  and  Austrian 
Provinces,  England,  the  Isle  of  Jersey,  Scotland,  New  Zealand,  the  Sand- 


wich Islands,  Japan,  Hindoostan,  and  Old  Mexico.  At  the  Church  Confer- 
ence held  in  Salt  Lake  October  6,  1884,  names  of  seventy  new  mission- 
aries were  read,  called  by  the  prialhood,  and  were  assigned  to  foreign  fields. 
The  Detent  Nem  of  October  13th  issues  the  following  order  of  the  hierarchy : 
"Those  missionaries  coiled  at  the  October  Conference  for  the  Sandwich 
Island  and  New  Zealand  missions  are  expected  to  leave  October  2lrt,  and 
■all  from  San  Francisco  October  26th.  Those  for  Great  Britain  and  Scandi- 
navia October  29th,  to  sail  from  New  York  November  4th." 

The  Mormon  Sunday-school  Union  held  its  annual  meeting  in  Salt 
lake  October  12th.  The  official  report  shows  in  the  list  of  the  year's  pub- 
lications, "2,000  copies  of  '  Jaques'  Catechism  for  Children,'  In  the  Hawaiian 
language,  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of  the  Sandwich  island  Saint*. "  "  To 
this  we  have  added,"  save  the  Secretary,  "  by  their  desire,  a  large  number 
of  Sunday-school  report  blanks,  in  that  Uaiguage." 

Think  of  it,  0  ye  women  of  the  Churchesl  From  this  Christian  Re- 
public, to  the  nations  of  the  world,  are  sent  these  hordes  of  men  and 
women  to  teach  what?  A  blasobemy  of  the  Divine  Father;  a  defamation 
of  the  character  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ;  a  Heaven  whose  jasper  walls  are 
reared  far  the  defense  of  lust  through  the  long  cycles. of  eternity.  Heart 
and  brain  recoil  front  the  statement,  but  it  is  for  us  to  snow  the  truth. 
Disfranchisement  Petition. 

Your  Committee  urge  the  renewal  of  said  petitions,  to  meet  the  bill 
when  it  appears  in  the  House  ol  Representatives  at  the  next  session  of 
Congress,  when  a  desperate  fight  is  anticipated  on  the  Hoar  bill.  The 
Mormon  women,  led  by  the  priesthood,  are  already  making  vigorous  prepa- 
ration for  the  defense  of  their  liberties  (7). 

The  argument  for  disfranchisement  is  found,  first,  In  the  above  record 
of  Mormon  missionary  enterprise.  Thousands  of  these  unnaturalized 
women,  in  their  teens,  ignorant  of  our  language  and  onr  laws,  with  the 
"smell  of  the  emigrant  ship  still  upon  their  garments,"  vote  at  every  elec- 
tion. The  vote  of  Mormon  women  keep*  a  Mormon  Delegate  in  Congress, 
whose  entire  policv  is  to  defeat  Congressional  legislation.  The  vote  of 
Mormon  women  elects  county  officers,  and  Icgislatm  pledged  to  defeat  the 
passage  of  Territorial  laws  againtt  social  crimes.  "But,  say  you,  "polyga- 
mists are  disfranchised."  Yes,  when  it  is  proven,  or  the  Mormon  con- 
science repudiates  perjury.  Even  then  the  polygamists  hold  the  conven- 
tions and  nominate  the  officers.  In  the  present  political  campaign  we  find 
the  names  of  Mormon  women  delegates  to  the  county  conventions,  to  the 
Territorial  convention  which  nominates  the  Congressional  Representative, 
and  as  members  of  the  Territorial  Central  Committee,  who  are  known  to  your 
Committee,  to  all  Salt  Lake  residents,  to  be  open  polygamists.  The  argu- 
ment for  disfranchisement  is  exhaust  less.  Ten  minutes,  ten  hours  would 
not  cover  it.  Let  Christian  women  then,  as  a  unit,  rise  up  to  declare  the 
illiterate,  sub-strata  women  of  the  half -civilised  races  of  the  darkest  corners 
nt  the  earth,  landed  by  ship-loads  on  American  soil,  shall  not  by  their  bal- 
lots make  laws  for  the  destruction  of  American  homes  and  the  pollution  of 
America's  daughters.  The  dear  old  flag  is  crimson  with  blood  of  father, 
husband,  lover,  son. '  Its  stars  are  set  in  the  background  of  maidens'  tears 
and  mothers'  prayers.  Shall  alien  feet  be  permitted  to  trample  upon  this 
holy  emblem  T    Clod  forbid  I 
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Ladies,  the  figures  on  the  dial  strike  high  t 
certain  armor,  and  never  sheathe  the  sword  till 
only  above  Christian  homes — not  pagan  hamni.

BXPOBT  OK  "TSTOHAH'S  HOME  HISSIOHS." 

Om  year  ago,  mid  the  deliberations  of  ypur  Annual  Meeting  at  Cin- 
cinnati, this  enterprise  we  represent  to-day  was  decided  upon.  And,  In 
making  our  part  of  the  report  of  its  work  these  ten  months,  may  we  first 
briefly  refer  to  its  birth,  which  wag  on  this  wise. 

This  paper  has  certainly  seemed  the  wonderful  child  of  Providence ; 
may  we  not  hope  it  will  prove  equally  the  wonderful  child  of  destiny,  coming 
in  the  fullness  of  time,  in  answer  to  an  imperative  demand  that  could  no 
longer  be  resisted,  while  prospectively  holding  in  its  keeping  interests  most 
vital  to  the  more  rapid  and  complete  development  of  the  great  work  of 
your  Association. 

It  was  named  for  the  mother,  which  name,  you  remember,  proved  in 
time  its  only  endowment;  and  then,  with  only  that  mother's  hand  in 
blessings  on  its  head,  and  a  baptism  of  love,  such  as  only  mothers  know 
how  to  give,  it  was  started  on  its  great  mission  of  good.  Banded  over  by 
your  body  to  Mrs.  B.  0.  McCabe  and  Mrs.  Emily  Bugbee  to  tenderly  care 
tor,  these  two  appointments,  indicative  of  your  good  Judgment  ana  wis- 
dom, seemed  providential  too;  but  the  necessity  lor  change  of  publisher, 
by  Mrs.  BugbeVs  resignation,  was,  doubtless,  the  paper's  early  misfortune, 
for  stepmothers,  von  know,  never  fully  measure  quite  up  to  own  mothers. 

And  so,  the  following  January,  the  little  life,  freighted  with  so  much 
of  interest  to  thousands  yet  unborn,  was  launched,  and  our  first  Issue  ap- 
peared, a  modest  little  monthly,  with  only  eight  pages,  and  three  of  these 
devoted  to  advertisements.  We  need  not  remind  our  Bisters  to-day  how 
truly  this  was  a  "  little  one."  Its  mother  poor,  with  so  many  other  chil- 
dren asking  bread,  its  own  treasury  empty,  its  subscription  lists  as  vet 
represented  only  by  promises,  without  the  prestige  or  success,  having 
only  a  small  guarantee  fund  girding  its  loins  and  standing  sponsor  for  its 
future.  Yes  f  surely  when  its  brave  editor  stepped  out  in  that  first  month's 
work  ft  must  have  beer  an  act  of  simple,  ana  yet  sublime,  faith— faith  in 
the  mother's  love  and  name ;  faith  in  the  strong  and  diviner  arm  that  was 

Siding  it;  faith  in  that  unfailing  promise  of  all  things "  to  them  that 
lieve. 
The  first  surprise  and  guarantee  of  success  discovered  in  our  work 
were  the  large  numbers  of  devoted  friends  all  over  tins  land,  that  had 
evidently  taken  this  enterprise  into  most  loving  keeping,  and  who. 
meeting  us  on  the  very  threshold  of  effort,  with  warm  sympathies  and  full 
fellowship  of  work,  became  thus  our  first  surety  of  success.  These  good 
friends  not  only  welcomed,  without  criticism,  to  their  homes  our  unpre- 
tentious little  monthly,  but  with  "  pen  and  tongue,"  and  unceasing  efforts, 
have  all  along  contributed  to  its  rapid  circulation.    Need  we  assure  these

much  weasel  Indebted  to  them,  not  only  for  sunshine  in  onr  little

We  would  not  like  to  tell  Inst  here  how,  after  onr  chief  had  mounted 
the  editorial  chair,  and  we,  in  oar  more  bumble  line  of  work,  had  got- 
ten oar  desk  end  each  important  little  pigeon-hole  in  order,  we  wafted 
anjdooa  and  hopeful  tor  th*tfliSt™bscription  list.

And  Snally,  thou,  too,  Bono  I  of  the  land  of  Penn,  art  not  least  among  its 
princes,  for  ont  of  thee  flowed  one  morning  over  one  hundred  names  and 
twenty-sis:  dollars,  which,  together  with  fifty  dollars  from  Mr.  James 
DeOemp  Cor  advertisements,  chased  onr  Winter  away,  and  "  lo  I  the  time 
of  the  ainging  of  birds"  had  come. 

At  the  end  of  onr  first  month  600  names  were  on  onr  books ;  at  the 
end  of  the  second,  1,200;  of  the  third,  1,000;  of  the  fifth,  3,000;  and  4,600 
are  now  on  our  mailing  list.  This  rapid  increase  of  circulation,  if  you  will 
pardon  the  seeming  conceit,  with  so  much  of  pioneer  work  to  be  done, 
with  so  great  a  tide  of  ignorance  and  indifference  to  stem,  and  with  many 
other  hmdannw  causes  in  the  way,  seemed  almost  phenomenal,  and  has 
bean  pronounced  by  old  newspaper  men  as  a  success,  under  these  drenm- 
itsnnsa,  almost  unprecedented.

BEPOHT  OH  FIELDS  OF  MISSION  WORK. 

Tue  relation  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  to  the  Parent 
Board,  as  well  as  our  own  action  last  year,  makes  it  necessary  that  our  Society 
give  nn  credit  for  money  that  is  not  appropriated  through  its  agencies  and 
disbursed  from  its  general  treasury.

Home  Missionary  Society  as  set  forth  In  its  constitution  is  to  do  good  to 
the  souls  and  bodies  of  destitute  and  neglected  women  and  children.  Its 
object  is  to  purify  and  elevate  the  home. 

If  the  Society  be  filled  with  the  missionary  spirit  it  will  sympathise 
with  and  co-operate  with  all  movements  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering,  the 
instruction  of  the  ignorant,  and  the  conversion  of  the  sinner.  But,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  committee,  it  should  be  exceedingly  careful  in  assuming 
financial  responsibility  not  to  encroach  upon  the  work  of  existing  agencun. 
It  should  be  a  principle  underlying  all  appropriations  of  money,  that  the 
work  undertaken  shall  lie  outside  the  bounds  of  local  Christian  agencies  or 
organised  parish  work. 

If  anywhere  there  be  a  settlement  or  community  for  which  no  man 
cares,  the  burden  o(  whose  Christian  education  lies  on  no  Christian's 
heart;  a  community  whose  claim  to  the  Gospel  is  recognised  and  met  by 
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no  Christian  Church ;  inch  settlement  or  community,  whether  it  be  In  the 
metropolis  or  on  our  farthest  frontier,  is  properly  a  mission  field. 

If  a  community  is  too  poor  to  provide  for  itself  school  and  Church 
pti  vilegea,  and,  for  any  cause,  is  unable  to  secure  the  necessary  aid  from  any 
local  Society  or  praam  cation,  it  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  the 
proper  work  of  this  Society  to  render  such  temporary  aid  as  shall  tend  to 
make  the  community  capable  of  caring  for  its  own  educational  and  relig- 


But  as  the  means  of  the  Society  are  limited,  another  principle  should 
have  influence  in  all  appropriations,  via.,  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number  jar  tf>e  laaaj  moiicy.  It  would  seem  a  matter  for  regret  if  Providence 
bid  not  so  arranged  human  affaire  that  money  must!*  put  over  against  the 
■ouls  of  men.  But  in  God's  order  it  seems  to  take  money  as  well  as  piety 
and  seal  to  convert  men.  So,  we  must  seek  to  do  the  meet  possible  with  the 
least  expenditure. 

Does  the  question  arise,  whether  we  shall  appropriate  money  to  this  or 
that  locality  1  The  first  point  to  be  decided  is,  does  such  locality  need  the 
kind  of  work  this  Society  proposes  to  do,  vis.,  the  care  of  the  souls  and 
bodies  of  destitute  and  ignorant  women  and  children.  Second,  is  it  so 
remote  from  local  Christian  sympathy  and  charity  that  it  can  not  be  pro- 
vided for  by  local  cvganisations,  or  is  it  a  community  temporarily  unable 
to  provide  for  itself.  Third,  is  it  the  most  profitable  expenditure  of  money. 
s  always  better,  other  things  being  equal,  to  save  few  persons  than  on*. 
** —  to  these  principles  wfll  settle  properly  the  most  difficult  case. 
,  the  question  may  arise,  as  it  has  already  done,  whether  the  So- 
appropriate  money  "in  the  lump."  To  illustrate,  a  Conference 
or  Church  proposes  to  raise  a  certain  amount,  provided  it  mar  appropriate 
the  amount  raised  to  Its  own  work.  Assuming  that  the  work  proposed  is 
legitimate  Woman's  Home  Missionary  work,  in  the  Judgment  of  the  com- 
mittee such  an  arrangement  would  be  an  unwise  one.  Your  committee 
nould  advise,  under  such  circumstances,  a  careful  investigation  of  the  de- 


It 
Bury  no  a  very  judicious  and  benevolent  thing  for  the  Society  to  send  back 
to  some  localities  as  much  as  or  even  more  than  the  locality  contributes  to 


But  let  it  betenibnci  through  the  regular  channels,  not  retained 
by  the  Church  or  Conference  raising  it  to  be  appropriated  at  its  pleasure.

The  Committee,  consisting  of  Mrs.  John  Davis.  Mrs.  R.  S.  Bust,  and 
Mrs.  J.  L.  Whetstone,  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  to  represent 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  at  the  ensuing  General  Confer- 
ence to  meet  in  Philadelphia  in  May,  1684,  prepared  the  following  Memorial:

Dkab  Fathers  and  Bbbtubkn— The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  at  Its  second 
annual  gathering,  convened  in  Cincinnati,  October  23,  1883,  requested  the 
ladies  whose  names  are  attached  to  tola  paper  to  represent  the  interests  of 
the  Society  to  your  venerable  body,  and  solicit  such  recognition  and  co- 
operation as  In  yonr  wisdom  may  secure  its  highest  usefulness  and  the 
greatest  harmony  with  the  benevolent  associations  of  the  Church  already 
in  successful  operati""

to  the  organization  of  the  Society,  the  success  which  has  attended  its  efforts, 
and  the  encouragement  we  have  for  the  future  prosecution  of  this  work. 

The  Woman  s  Home  Missionary  Society  originated  in  a  deep  and  wide- 
spread conviction  throughout  the  entire  Church  that  an  organization  of 
the  women  was  demanded  to  aid  in  the  evangelisation  of  our  own  land, 
and  the  conviction  was  deepened  by  the  fact  that  there  are  millions  of  neg- 
lected and  degraded  women  in  this  country  that  can  be  reached  and  saved 
only  by  the  efforts  of  Christian  women,  while  there  are  millions  nocking 
to  our  shores  from  other  lands  that  need  to  be  led  to  Christ  and  brought 
into  harmony  with  our  free  institutions. 

The  appeal  for  this  work  came  first  from  our  teachers  and  missionaries 
in  the  South,  where  special  effort  was  required  to  instruct  neglected  f  reed- 
women  in  the  duties  and  obligations  of  domestic  life,  that  they  might  be 
able  to  make  pleasant  homes,  and  train  their  children  in  the  precepts  of 
Christian  morality. 

A  meeting  of  ladies  was  held  in  Cincinnati,  Jane  8, 1880,  and  a.  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  confer  with  Bishop  Wiley,  the  resident  bishop,  and 
other  officers  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society,  as  to  the  advisability  of  organ- 
izing a  woman's  society  for  mission  work  in  this  country. 

Receiving  encouragement  from  these,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  was  inaugurated,  a  constitution  adopted  in  July  and  the  following 
ladies  were  elected  officers-  Mrs.  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President;  Mrs. 
John  Davis,  First  Vice-president  and  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board', 
Mrs.  A.  K.  Clark,  Treasurer;  Mrs.  James  Dale,  Recording  Secretary;  Mrs. 
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R.  8.  Bart,  Corresponding  Secretary;  five  Vice-president*,  and  twelve 
Resident  Mutagen.    The  Society  entered  upon  ita  work  in  toe  Fall  of  the 

HMTCV, 

It  waa  organised  at  first  with  special  reference  to  the  needs  of  the 
Sooth.  Bat  eooa  appeals  for  aid  came  from  the  people  of  New  Mexico 
kmK  illaaVi.  the  Indians,  the  Chinese  in  America,  from  immigrants  in 
oar  frontiers,  and  from  our  suffering  sisters  In  Utah,  and  in  response 
to  these  touching  appeals  its  plans  were  broadened  to  embrace  these 
needy  fields. 

In  the  Fall  of  1881  the  enterprise  had  achieved  so  great  success  as  to 
Tarrant  its  friends  in  bringing  the  subject  to  the  notice  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  with  the  view  of  asking  advice  as  to  the  best  plans  for  co-opera- 
tion with  tme  other  branches  of  mission  work  in  the  Church,  and  the  fol- 
lowing communication  was  addressed  to  this  Society :

"The  General  Missionary  Society  embraces  in  its  field  of  effort  both 
onr  own  and  foreign  lands.  The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  con- 
fines its  efforts  entirely  to  work  in  behalf  of  women  in  foreign  lands ;  and 
as  there  is  a  similar  demand  for  Christian  labor  in  behalf  of  women  in  oar 
ibry,  It  was  deemed  expedient  to  organise  the  Woman's  Home 


"  All  the  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Church  have  greatly  suffered 
from  the  lack  of  the  practical  application  of  the  teaching  of  the  pulpit  and 
the  school  in  the  homes  of  the  people,  as  it  could  only  be  enforced  by  intel- 
lioent.  consecrated  Christian  women,  for,  in  the  very  nature  of  the  case, 
"-sen  can  enter  the  wretched  abodes  of  the  people,  and  instruct  the 
women  in  the  proprieties,  moralities,  and  economies  of  a  well- 


fact  that  other  denominations  already  had  woman's  home  mis- 
mmary  societies  in  successful  operation  encouraged  a  similar  movement  on 
the  put  of  Methodist  women.  The  step  of  organizing  the  Society  was 
taken  reluctantly,  snd  only  after  repeated  efforts  Lad  been  made  by  one  of 
the  bishops  and  other  gentlemen  in  official  positions  in  the  Church  to 
accomplish  the  work  through  one  of  the  existing  societies.  But  it  was 
found  that  no  one  of  them  was  so  organised  as  to  include  this  special  work. 

"Failing  to  secure  the  desired  recognition  and  co-operation  from  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which  was  the  only  organization,  in 
onr  Church  that  could  successfully  engage  in  the  work,  several  missionaries 
were  employed  and  sent  by  private  enterprise  into  needy  localities  in  the 
Sooth,  nnder  the  administration  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society,  and  the 
remits  have  been  most  encouraging  and  satisfactory.  The  last  General 
Conference  commended  this  work,  and  the  demands  for  missionary  labor  in 
the  neglected  portions  of  our  country  were  so  vast  and  imperative  that

ness which  so  urgently  appeal  to  woman's  sympathies  and  efforts.    And, 

"  Firtt.  There  are  millions  of  freed  people  In  the  South  in  the  deepest 
Ignorance jnd  degradation,  who  can  be  reached  only  by  women,  and  nearly 
m  many  poor  neglected  whites,  who  are  Involved  in  difficulties  that  most 
urgently  appeal  to  woman  for  sympathy  and  aid. 

"mm  The  Spanish  Mexican  people  of  New  Mexico  are  fearfully 
iporant  and  degraded.  They  are  nominally  Roman  Catholic,  but  really 
pagan,  and  their  appeal  for  Christian  aid  is  scarcely  less  emphatic  than 
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that  of  those  embracing  a  similar  faith  and  indulging  in  similar  practices 
in  foreign  lands. 

"  Third.  There  are  nearly  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  Mormons, 
who  are  establishing  their  abominable  system  of  polygamy  and  govern- 
ment in  the  fairest  and  most  promising  portions  of  our  country.  While 
women  suffer  such  fearful  wrongs  from  this  monstrous  system  of  iniqaity 
in  our  midst,  surely  women  should  organise  and  do  all  in  their  power  to 
relieve  their  sisters  from  their  suffering  and  degradation. 

"  Fourth.  The  Indians  in  the  Territories  ana  in  Alaska  are  the  victim* 
of  our  injustice  and  wrong,  and  have  claims  upon  us  for  Christian  civilisa- 
tion not  to  be  surpassed  by  heathen  of  foreign  lands. 

"  Fifth.  There  is  a  large  Chinese  population  in  our  midst,  which  de- 
mand* Christian  effort,  and  women  can  labor  as  successfully  for  them  here 
as  in  China.  While  women  send  women  to  China  and  other  heathen  lands 
to  labor  for  the  solvation  of  women,  the  women  of  our  Church  should  not 
neglect  those  who  flock  from  these  lands  to  our  western  shores. 

"These  facts  indicate  that  our  Society  has  an  important  mission  toper- 
form  in  elevating  these  unfortunate  people,  and  in  establishing  among 
them  the  Christian  Church  and  the  Christian  home. 

"The  affairs  of  the  Society  are  controlled  by  a  Board  of  Managers,  con- 
sisting of  representatives  from  all  tiie  Conference  Societies,  and  the  moneys 
raised  and  forwarded  to  its  treasury  are  appropriated  to  general  missionary 
work  in  destitute  parts  of  our  own  country,  at  may  be  determined  by 
this  Board. 

"  Those  interested  in  this  movement  have  earnestly  sought  the  advice 
of  the  experienced,  and  have  endeavored  to  follow  the  leading,  of  that 
Providence  which  has  placed  the  burden  of  this  great  work  upon  their 
hearts  and  consciences. 

"Knowing  that  its  success  depended  on  its  being  brought  Into  har- 
mony with  the  other  enterprises  of  the  Church,  the  approval  of  as  many 
of  the  annual  conferences  as  time  and  circumstances  would  admit  hat 
been  secured.  Thirty-eight  of  these  conferences  have  commended  the  So- 
ciety by  formal  action.  In  eight  of  these  we  have  Conference  Societies 
organized,  and  thirteen  others  have  Conference  Secretaries  appointed  by 
the  Conference  or  by  the  General  Executive  Board  of  the  Society.  The 
formation  of  auxiliaries  in  these  conferences  has  begun,  and  there  is  a 
prospect  of  a  general  thorough  organization  in  this  cause. 

"  The  Society  has  as  yet  realized  but  a  small  income.  It  has  not,  there- 
fore, undertaken  a  large  amount  of  work.  Last  year  it  sustained  in  the 
field  two  missionary  teachers  in  New  Orleans,  two  in  Atlanta,  one  in  Chat- 
tanooga, one  in  Nashville,  one  in  Greenville  District,  8.  C,  and  one  in 
Ogden,  Utah,  in  the  school  established  by  the  Missionary  Society.  The 
teacher  at  Ogden  was  sent  at  the  request  of  the  supervising  bishop,  and 
the  present  year,  by  the  same  advice,  another  teacher  has  been  sent  to  the 
school  at  Salt  Lake,  making  two  in  that  Territory.  The  Society  has  made 
an  appeal  for  $5,000.00,  to  be  used  in  the  erection  of  a  home  and  boarding 
department  for  the  Salt  Lake  Seminary,  and  has  realised  an  encouraging 
part  of  the  amount.  We  have  also  sent  a  third  missionary  to  New  Orleans, 
and  two  to  Savannah,  Ga. 

"  We  have  two  beneficiaries  In  Central  Tennessee  College,  Nashville; 
three  in  Clark  University,  Atlanta,  Ga. ;  two  in  Claflin  University  Orange- 
burg, S.  C. ;  two  in  the  University  at  Athens,  Tenn. ;  and  one  in  Cookman 
Institute,  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

"  Our  first  annual  meeting  is  soon  to  be  held.  We  are  aware  that  your 
hoard  has  carefully  considered  the  needs  of  our  home  mission  field,  and 
can  make  valuable  suggestions  as  to  the  expenditure  of  our  funds.  We 
believe  that  you  will  agree  with  us  that  we  can  labor  most  successfully  in 
enforcing  and  supplementing  the  already  existing  missionary  agencies  of 
the  Church.    Will  you,  therefore,  do  us  the  favor  to  suggest  at  what 
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points,  in  your  judgment,  we  can  moat  profitably  locate  our  missionary 
tSKhers,  so  as  to  labor  harmoniously  with  the  existing  domestic  mission

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  held  in  the  Fall  of  1682,  the  Constitution  was 
amended  in  the  following  particulars,  in  order  to  bring  it  Into  harmony 
with  the  above  suggestions  of  the  Missionary  Society: 

"Amendment!  to  Constitution, 

"Article  VI. — Relations  to  Other  Branches  of  Cuuhuii  Wore.

"a.  The  appointment,  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  mission- 
aries shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

"  b.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of 
this  Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.

Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

"d.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  not  be 
raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular  Church 
service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing  members, 
life  members,  honorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  and  by  such 
other  methods  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  will  not  interfere  with 
the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

"e.  All  funds  thus  raised  shall  belong  to  the  Society,  to  be  used  by 
the  Executive  "Board  as  in  their  judgment  shall  best  promote  the  interest 
of  the  general  work. 

"Sec.  3.  a.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  shall  be  the  gen- 
eral Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

"ft.  He  shall  receive  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive 
Board  all  moneys  collected  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,

shall  act  aa  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all 
matters  of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  them  real  estate  or  other  trusts,  as 
the  Woman's  Homo  Missionary  Society  may  desire.

"Assuming  that  this  Committee  is  the  proper  authority  to  receive  this 
communication,  I  report  this  action,  and  send  you  the  following  opinion 
of  Judge  Fancber  as  given  to  the  Board : 

"To  the  Board  0/  Manager*  of  Ike  MMonary  Society  of  the  Mdhoditt  Epitcopal 
Ctarch:  . 

"'Dear  Urethral,  I  have  received  and  read  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
the  Committee  on  Woman's  Mission  Work  of  March  20, 1882 ;  June  1,  1882 ; 
November  13,  1882;  and  November  21  1882,  touching  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  its  relation  to 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

'"I  have  also  received  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Mgn- 
igers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  containing  its  Constitu- 
tion, report  of  its  proceedings,  and  other  matters:  and  I  have  considered 
the  question  referred  to  me  by.  the  Board  at  its  meeting  on  the  21st  Novem 
ber  last  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  to  enter  into  the  proposed 
relations  with  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

" '  I  should  premise  tbat  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  vast  and  important 
leU  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  have  entered,  nor  of  the 
scknowledged  needs  of  the  great  work  that  Society  has  undertaken.  But  I 
tin  not  requested  to  dilate  upon  the  field  or  work  before  that  Society,  and 
nrepoae  I  should  confine  my  answer  to  your  question  within  its  legal 
aspects. 

" '  I,  therefore,  have  to  say : 

" '  1.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is  a 
body  corporate,  created  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and 
its  powers  are  detuned  by  Ita  charter. 
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" '  Its  objects  are  to  diffuse  the  .blessings  of  education  and  Christianity, 
and  to  promote  and  support  missionary  schools  and  Christian  minions  in 
our  una  and  foreign  countries. 

" '  The  management  of  its  affaire  is  Tested  in  a  Board  of  Managers  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Conference,  and  the  Board  has  such  powers  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation, 
"  in  conformity  tritfc  the  oomtitation  of  aaid  Society  at  it  now  exJMt,  or  mil  mat/ 
be  from  time  to  time  ammM  bg  the  General  Conference."  (Section  4  of  the 
charter.) 

" ' There  is  nothing  in  the  Constitution,  as  it  now  stands,  to  authorise 
the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  to  enter  into 
any  alliance  with  another  society.  On  the  contrary,  its  constitution  points 
out  the  method  by  which  its  work  is  to  be  carried  on  through  the  agency 
of  the  General  Missionary  Committee  and  the  administration  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  I  do  not  think  it  has  constitutional  power  to  resign  any 
portion  of  its  work  in  the  home  field  to  another  society,  nor  to  form  any 
alliance  with  another  society  by  which  the  latter  shall  have  control  of  the 
fields  or  plans  of  missionary  labor,  or  consent  to  interfere  therewith,  or 
with  the  sources  of  missionary  contributions,  as  to  create  a  sort  of  partner- 
ship in  the  work, 

"'2.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has,  by  its  supreme  judiciary, 
the  General  Conference,  committed  its  missionary  work  to  the  General 
Missionary  Society  under  specified  regulations  set  forth  in  a  written  con- 
stitution, a  constitution  which  can  not  be  changed  except  by  the  consent 
of  the  General  Conference. 

'"A  body  corporate  can  act  only  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  law 
creating  it ;  and  if  the  Missionary  Society  should,  by  its  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, consent  to  acts  in  excess  of  its  lawful  authority,  serious  consequences 
might  arise. 

'"3.  It  is  better  that  the  question  of  connection  with  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary,  society  should  be  referred  to  the  General  Conference. 
The  next  session  of  that  body  is  near,  and  it  may  in  its  wisdom  so  amend 
the  present  Constitution  as  to  do  away  with  the  objection  now  existing  to 
the  proposed  recognized  relation  of  that  Society  to  the  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  as  shall  be  thought  proper.

Our  efforts:  to  secure  recognition  not  being  successful,  we  have  since 
that  time  prosecuted  our  work  under  the  Constitution  as  originally 
adopted,  which  is  as  follows:     (See  page  122.1 

We  are  profoundly  thankful  to  our  Father  in  Heaven  for  moving  onr 
hearts  to  engage  in  this  good  work,  for  patience  and  perseverance  in  its 
prosecution,  for  guidance  in  doubt  and  discouragement,  and  for  the  suc- 
cess which  has  crowned  our  efforts  in  inaugurating  a  Society  to  advance 
the  interests  of  Christ's  cause  in  our  land. 

General  organization  is  the  first  and  most  important  condition  of  suc- 
cess in  an  enterprise  like  this,  and  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  onr 
efforts  thus  far  have  been  largely  directed.  Sixty-five  of  our  annual  con- 
ferences have  cordially  indorsed  the  movement;  conference  societies  have 
been  organized  in  forty  of  these,  and  many  auxiliaries  in  each. 

In  addition  to  this  work  of  organisation  the  Society  has  raised  funds 
to  sustain  eight  missionaries  the  first  year,  nine  the  second,  ten  the  third, 
and  it  now  has  thirteen  in  the  Held,  ten  in  the  South  and  three  in  Utah. 

It  has  aided  from  ten  to  eighteen  girls  each  year  in  the  schools,  and 
its  missionaries  have  encouraged  the  people  of  the  Louisiana,  Texas,  and 
West  Texas  Conferences  to  establish  Christian  schools  which  are  self- 
supporting. 
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It  baa  erected  tod  tarnished  a  building  for  a  Home  and  Boarding 
,    Department  few  Salt  lake  Seminary,  Utah,  at  a  cost  of  $6,000.     The  Society 
I  has  inangorMed  an  enterprise  to  aid  Mormon  women  who  desire  to  escape 
!  the  tfafaDdoni  of  the  Mormon  Church,  and  has  secured  contributions  of 
mora  than  $1,000  for  this  object.    The  building  is  to  be  located  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  and  the  plan  will  include  a  school,  and  will  offer  to  these  unfor- 
tunate women,  turn)  they  can  be  provided  for  elsewhere,  protection  and 
employment,  neither  of  which  can  they  receive  from  their  own  people  if 
they  renounce  Mormoniem. 

There  are  in  Utah  nearly  60,000  Scandinavians,  besides  other  foreign- 
em  The  Society  la  preparing  to  warn  the  countries  from  whence  these 
people  come  of  the  true  nature  of  this  false  religion  through  a  circular  let- 
ter setting  forth  its  abominations,  which  letter  will  be  brought  before  the 
Evangelical  Alliance  at  Its  next  general  meeting,  translated  into  the  lan- 
guages of  those  countries,  and  circulated  by  our  consuls  and  other  agencies 
MMsgaj  the  people. 

The  Society  baa  entered  upon  a  system  of  industrial  training  for  girls, 
which  is  carried  on  in  co-operation  with  the  schools  of  the  Church.  This 
department  is  to  prepare  the  girls  coming  Into  the  schools  for  the  duties

The  Society  intends,  as  its  funds  may  permit,  to  Introduce  the  indus- 
trial work  into  needy  localities  where  there  are  no  schools,  and  it  has  sus- 
tained with  marked  success  each  an  enterprise  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  for  three 
rears,  where  it  has  also  a  school  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  pupils.  The 
work  here  is  to  be  strengthened  and  enlarged  during  the  Summer. 

A  Training-school  to  prepare  ladies  for  instructors  in  this  department 
is  deemed  essential  to  its  highest  efficiency.  Flans  for  tbe  school  are  under 
consideration,  and  contributions  to  establish  it  are  solicited. 

Jt  has  established  a  Bureau  of  Supplies  by  which  the  families  of  u  * 
isters  and  teachers,  and  Sabbath  school b  and  Churches,  in  mission  sec*1 
are  sided,  and  by  the  help  thus  given  students  have  been  retained  i 
schools  and  ministers  in  the  field.  Through  this  agency  a  bond  of  sym- 
psthy  is  created  between  the  different  sections  of  our  Church  which  will 
accomplish  great  good  and  secure  a  large  increase  in  our  missionary 
roQcetJofaa. 

We  are  appealing  to  each  of  fifteen  hundred  of  our  prosperous  Churches 
to  send  a  box  of  clothing  and  other  supplies  annually,  worth  at  least  fifty 
dollars,  to  one  of  the  mission  charges.  The  benefit  which  would  result 
fran  this  would  far  exceed  the  estimated  value  of  the  goods— $75,000. 

This  department  has  distributed  goods  valued  at  over  $8,500. 

The  cash  receipts  of  the  Society  have  reached  $32,500. 

*"*        n'a  responsibility  for  this  work  is  increased  by  the  fact  that  more 
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than  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  our  Churches  are  women.    This  great 


force,  thoroughly  organized  and  wisely  directed,  may  become  an  agency  o 
great  efficiency  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom.  Sabbath-school 
work  must  fall  largely  into  the  hands  of  women.  Judicious  and  persever- 
ing effort  on  their  part  may  bring  the  boys  and  girls  into  the  Sabbath- 
school,  retain  them  there,  and  most  likely  eventually  bring  them  into  the 
Church.  It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Society  to  organise  bands  of  young  peo- 
ple, to  induce  them  to  consecrate  heart  and  life  to  Christ,  and  to  instruct 
them  in  regard  to  the  conditions  and  wants  of  our  country,  and  thus  bind 
them  to  the  Church  by  the  double  bond  of  patriotism  ana  religion. 

Without  going  into  further  details  your  attention  is  invited  to  our  first 
and  Second  Annual  Reports,  which  will  furnish  full  information  of  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  Society  and  the  methods  employed.  We  hereby 
request  that  you  will  take  such  action  in  regard  to  the  Woman's  Home 


collections.

Queal,  A.  Craig,  C.  H.  Fowler,  F.  8.  Hoyt,  N.  Sites,  3.  Sleeper.  After  a 
thorough  examination  of  all  the  facts  and  questions  involved,  this  sub- 
committee made  a  report,  which  was  carefully  considered  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Missions,  and  by  it  presented  to  the  General  Conference,  and 
was  adopted  as  follows; 

Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

"Sec  1.  For  the  more  successful  prosecution  of  the  Missionary  work 
of  the  Church  among  women  in  our  own  country  .there  shall  be  an  organ- 
ization known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  to  be  governed  and  regulated  by  their  Constitution, 
which  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  General  Conference  as  the  neces- 
sities of  the  work  may  require 

"Sac.  2.  This  Society  shall  work  in  harmony  with,  and  under  the 
supervision  of,  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
The  appointment,  recall,  and  remuneration  of  Missionaries,  and  the  desig- 
nation of  their  fields  of  labor,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  annual  appropriations  to  mission  fields  shall  be  submitted  for 
revision  and  approval  to  the  General  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church. 

"  Sec.  3.  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  not  be  raised  by  collections  or 
subscriptions  taken  during  any  of  our  Church  services,  nor  in  any  promis- 
cuous oublic  meeting,  nor  in  any  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised  by 
such  methods  as  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  shall  provide,  none  of 
which  shall  interfere  with  the  contributions  of  our  people  and  Sunday- 
schools  for  the  Treasury  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  * — 
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When  this  report  wu  under  consideration  by  the  General  Conference, 
the  following  amendment  m  offered  by  J.  Wiley  Welle,  and  adopted: 

"MmuiBtd,  That  Section  S,  of  this  paragraph,  concerning  Woman's  Mis- 
■onary  SocdeUc*,  shall  not  be  so  interpreted  as  to  prevent  the  ladies  from 
taking  collection*  in  ladies'  meetings  convened  in  the  interest  of  their 
Societies  nor  f  roan  securing  memberships,  life  memberships,  etc.,  in  audi- 
ences where  their  work  is  represented,  nor  from  holding  festivals  or  manag- 
ing lectures  in  the  interest  of  their  work." 

By  this  action  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Sodoty  was  given  official 
recognition  among  the  connectional  societies  ot  the  Church. 

lbs  Constitution,  aa  originally  adopted  by  the  Society,  remains  essen- 
tially unchanged.  Its  plans  are  made,  and  its  funds  are  appropriated  by  its 
General  Board  of  Managers  meeting  annually,  which  action  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Mimtoimry  Society  for  approval. 

Mrs.  Davis,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  was  nnable  to  attend  the 
General  Conference,  but  the  other  members  of  the  committee,  Mrs.  Bust 
and  Mrs.  Whetstone,  were  in  attendance,  and  at  all  times  met  with  most 
cardial  sympathy  and  aid. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  its  friends  are  under  great 
obligation  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  on  Missions  and  to  other 
delegates  who  so  ably  advocated  their  cause.

REPORT  OH  MISSIOH  SUPPLIES. 

Thx  present  report  covers  a  period  of  eleven  months.  The  notices 
seat  through  circulars,  through  our  Church  papers,  and  through  our  own 
organ.  Woman'*  Horn*  Mimioru,  asking  those  in  our  mission  fields,  who  are 
in  need  of  aid,  to  apply  to  us,  brought  msny  touching  appeals  from  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  country. 

We  were  somewhat  apprised  of  the  condition  of  things  in  the  South. 
We  knew  that  in  many  localities  it  was  impossible  for  the  colored  popula- 
tion to  make  comfortable  provision  for  their  pastors.  We  knew  that  there 
were  boys  and  girls,  young  men  and  young  women,  in  oar  schools  being 
educated  and  trained  for  usefulness,  who  could  uot  be  there  were  it  not 
that  they  were  clothed  by  this  department.  Bat  we  were  not  prepared  for 
the  startling  facts  which,  for  a  time,  almost  every  mall  brought  to  us,  re- 
vealing the  destitution,  the  want,  and  suffering  that  exists,  not  only  among 
oar  Church  people,  but  in  the  homes  of  oar  ministers  in  many  of  our 
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to  do  bnt  very  little  for  their  pastors.  The  missionary  appropriations  are 
necessarily  small.  There  are  many  families  who  receive  only  from  fJ60  to 
POO  a  year.  This  makes  It  necessary,  not  only  for  the  father,  bat  for  the 
mother,  In  some  cases,  to  try  to  do  something  to  help  eke  out  a  bare  living 
lor  the  family.  Hitherto  they  had  been  unwilling  to  make  their  wants 
known,  but  now  had  reached  a  point  when  they  were  compelled  to  do  so. 

Through  the  mediums  mentioned  above,  In  wMch  we  bad  asked  that 
these  wants  be  made  known  to  us,  we  asked  the  Church  at  large  to  prepare 
to  respond  to  them ;  and  right  nobly  have  they,  responded.  Individuals, 
MTJliariee,  and  Churches  have  vied  with  each  other  in  trying  to  do  what 
they  could  to  sustain  and  encourage  and  provide  for  these  noble  men  and 
woman  who  are  sacrificing  so  ranch  in  order  that  Christianity  may  keep 
pace  with  the  development  of  the  country. 

nihrty-flve  different  Churches  have  each  assumed  the  care  of  a  minis- 
ter's family.  Through  correspondence  they  are  becoming  interested  in 
each  other,  and  this  labor  of  love  is  becoming  a  mutual  blessing.  We  ex- 
pact  these  friendships  to  strengthen  with  the  years.  We  expect  to  see 
then  Churches  watch  lovingly  over  the  children  as  they  grow  up.  and  take 
•  kindly  and  substantial  interest  in  the  aged  minister  and  his  wife  when  at 
last  they  have  wont  themselves  out  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  are 
no  longer  able  to  serve  it. 

In  addition,  large  quantities  of  supplies  have  been  sent  to  various  head- 
quarters to  be  distributed  by  presiding  elders,  or  those  appointed  by  them. 
Thin  will  account  lor  so  much  having  kon  sent  to  some  particular  points. 
Thus  a  large  number  are  reached  who  greatly  need  help,  but  whose  sensi- 
tive natures  will  not  allow  them  to  ask  for  It.  The  things  sent  have,  in

that  we  may  be  able  to  send  the  new  things  in  our  barrels."  The  sacred 
treasures  that  had  for  yearn  been  kept  carefully  folded  away,  and  only 
brought  forth  to  be  looked  at  and  wept  over,  have  been  kissed,  and  packed, 
and  sent  away.  *0,  the  joy  and  gladness  that  enters  these  homes  with 
every  package  I  They  write  us  that  before  a  barrel  is  unpacked,  the  whole 
family  will  kneel  together  around  it,  and  thank  "  Our  father  in  Heaven  " 
for  the  blessings  that  have  come  to  them,  and  ask  his  blessing  on  the  Wo- 
man's Home  Missionary  Society.  Now  the  minister  can  give  his  time  to 
the  Church  work,  and  the  children  can  again  enter  school.  For  the  pres- 
ent the  family  have  been  comfortably  clothed.  What  a  little  thing  lor  a 
Church  to  do,  and  how  much  each  one  has  enjoyed  it!  One  lady  writes, 
"We  are  pocking  a  box  to  go,  as  directed,  and  our  hearts  are  being  packed 
with  the  love  of  God."  Who  will  say  that  this  Church  did  not  receive 
richer  blessings  than  those  to  whom  their  little  offering  was  sent?  Let  us 
remember  that  the  words  spoken  by  the  Master,  and  by  Paul,  more  than 
eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  are  still  true.  Paul  says,  "  I  have  shewed  you 
ill  things,  how  that  so  laboring  ye  ought  to  support  the  weak,  and  to  re- 
member the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said,  It  is  more  blessed  to 
give  than  to  receive."  Yes,  doubtless  every  laborer  in  this-  department 
has  felt  amply  repaid  for  all  they  have  done. 

While  we  are  able  to  present  a  very  large  and  full  report,  much  of  the 
work  of  the  nut  two  months  has  not  yet  been  reported.  A  large  number 
of  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  offerings  are  being  prepared,  and  will  be 
' '        "in  due  time.

REPORT  05  TBAIK1HG-SCHOOL. 

Ths  work  of  the  Training-school  baa  been  only  tentative.  At  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  for  the  year  1882-3  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance and  Mission  Fields  voted  an  appropriation  of  $1,000  as  a  nucleus 
for  the  development  of  such  a  project.  The  action  of  this  committee  was 
confirmed  by  the  Executive  Board,  and  a  committee  of  three  appointed  to 
have  chance  of  the  work.  As  it  had  been  decided  that  the  school  should 
be  located  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  Mrs.  Marcy  was  appointed  Chairman 
of  the  committee,  with  power  to  appoint  other  members  of  the  same. 
Other  ladies  living  in  or  near  Chicago  were  chosen  on  the  committee,  and 
two,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Hobbs  and  Mrs.  L.  A.  Hagans,  delegated  to  visit  the  Bap- 
tist Training-  school,  inquire  into  its  methods  and  means,  and  to  look 
after  any  favorable  opportunity  to  secure  property  in  a  desirable  location. 
This  has  been  accomplished  with  great  credit  to  the  ladies  thus  employed. 

In  addition  to  our  efforts  as  a  committee,  we  have  received  a  special 
appeal  from  ladies  engaged  in  benevolent  work  among  the  neglected 
classes  in  the  city,  asking  for  our  co-operation.  They  say:  "We  are 
really  a  department  of  Home  Mission  work,  and  the  locating  of  the 
Home  Missionary  Training-school  of  the  M.  E.  Church  in  this  city  seems 
most  opportune  for  the  needs  of  our  work."  From  other  sources  we 
have  also  received  earnest  expression  of  the  urgent  need  of  such  a  class 
of  workers  as  the  school  would  furnish  for  the  local  work.  To  those  who 
■re  acquainted  with  the  barest  statistics  of  our  city's  population  it  will  be 
apparent  that,  though  there  were  no  ulterior  design,  there  is  sufficient 
reason  for  the  immediate  establishment  of  snch  a  school  in  such  a  lo- 
cality. 

In  the  May  number  of  The  Woman's  Home  Minion*  the  Training-school 
was  named  as  a  fit  object  for  the  centennial  offering  of  the  Woman's 
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Home  Missionary  Society.  What  we  now  ask  of  this  meeting  is  that  this 
suggestion  may  be  approved,  and  measures  taken  (or  collections  by  the  issue 
of  cards  on  the  plan  of  the  Utah  school  cards,  and  that  we  thus  begin  at 
this  erend  epoch  of  Methodism  to  lay  in  aifcvr  foundations  wide  and  deep 
(or  the  redemption  of  oar  great  inland  city,  and  oar  broad  and  bemrtifnl 
land.

I  HAva  the  pleasure  of  Informing  you  of  the  action  of  the  railroad 
companies  who  have  kindly  consented  to  return  delegates  and  members  of 
this  convention  at  reduced  rates,  and  have  isaned  certificates  to  that  effect 
The  Bee  Line,  0.  C.  C.  and  I ;  Cincinnati  Southern  ;  Ohio  and  Mississippi ; 
Michigan  Central ;  Columbus  and  Mount  Vernon ;  Pennsylvania,  Pittsburg, 
and  St  Louis ;  Lake  Shore  and  Michigan  Southern ;  New  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  Ohio. 

I  have  been  corresponding  with  the  General  Agents  of  the  Missouri 
Pacific ;  Chicago  and  North-western;  and  Michigan  Central,  but  regret  to 
say  that  no  definite  arrangements  have  thus  far  been  made. 

The  General  Agents  of  all  these  companies  have  been  very  courteous 
and  obliging,  and  have  done  all  in  their  power  to  aid  the  ladies  in  obtain- 
ing reduced  rates.    It  has  been  very  difficult  to  obtain  all  we  desired. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  that  hereafter  a  local  committee  on  transportation 
shall  be  appointed  in  the  place  where  the  Convention  is  held  to  co-oper- 
ate with  your  committee  at  Cincinnati.  It  ia  impossible  otherwise  to 
transfer  passengers  over  all  the  roads.

1.  That,  with  the  favorable  circumstances  suggested  by  General 
Eaton,  a  special  building  with  suites  of  rooms  adapted  to  the  class  represen- 
tation of  nursing,  kindergarten,  kitchen  gardening,  and  cooking,  each  of 
these  specialties  to  be  in  the  care  of  an  association  of  ladies  competent  to 
make  the  department  a  success,  it  may  be  very  advantageous  to  the  Society 
to  co-operate  and  furnish  an  additional  class  with  training  in  sewing  and 
dress-making.  This  building  would  then  include,  under  one  roof,  an 
exhibit  of  the  several  modes  of  training  which  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  proposes  to  furnish  in  its  Industrial  Homes,  and  this  ex- 
hibition might  insure  favorable  recognition  of  the  work  of  the  Society,  and 
generous  aid  in  its  behalf. 

2.  That  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee  consisting  of 
Mrs.  It.

HKPOBT  FROM  BUBEAU  FOB  IHDIAHS. 

In  1830  a  bond  of  Indians  from  the  North-west  crossed  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  visited  St  Look,  and,  in  Indian  phrase,  asked  for  "The  Light 
nid  the  Book."  The  whole  Church  was  thrilled  by  the  appeal  and  poured 
out  men  and  money  in  response.  The  Methodist  Church  sent  mission- 
aries to  these  neglected  and  much  wronged  home  heathen  who  crossed 
the  Rocky  Honntains,  and  after  severe  hardships  established  a  prosperous 
mission  among  the  Flathead  Indians  in  Oregon.  A  few  years  later  it  was 
abandoned,  and  since  then  unprincipled  traders  have  had  every  thing 
their  own  way  in  that  region. 

The  Society  now  has  no  missions  among  the  aborigines,  but  three 
favorable  openings  for  work  are  reported.  A  minister  from  the  Ohio  Con- 
ference, until  lately  laboring  at  the  Klamath  Agency,  makes  a  most  urgent 
appeal  for  a  lady  missionary  to  go  from  bouse  to  house  and  teach  Christ  to 
the  women.  Many  of  them  have  no  ideas,  he  writes,  of  decency  or  virtue, 
and  the  presence  of  the  United  States  soldiers  only  increases  the  abasement 
of  these  poor  women.  Another  opening  is  at  Pine  Ridge  Agency.  Dakota. 
The  Government  Inspector,  General  Howard,  myi  that  the  Indians  are 
now  ready  for  the  white  man's  God  and  the  white  man's  ways.  They  say 
that  the  Great  Spirit  has  taken  the  buffalo;  the  white  man  has  taken  his 
land,  and  nothing  remains  to  the  poor  Indian.  But  "his  extremity  is 
God  ■  opportunity."  Another  rich  field  inviting  our  labor  is  among  the 
Pawnees,  of  Indian  Territory,  who  are  now  without  schools  or  missionaries, 
as  are  sixty-seven  other  tribes.  Mas.  L.  D.  McCabk,  Secretary. 

RKFOBT  FROH  BUREAU  FOB  HEW  MEXICO  AND  ARIZQHA. 

Fboh  information  received  we  are  satisfied  there  is  no  field  in  the 
United  States  where  greater  need  for  school  facilities  exists  than  in  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona.  A  few  schools  Judiciously  planted  here  and  there 
would  no  doubt  accompllsTi  a  large  amount  of  good.  The  Woman's  For- 
eign Missionary  Society  has  done  a  good  work  among  the  Spanish  Ro- 
manists in  Old  Mexico,  and  we  desire  to  see  similar  results  among  the 
same  kind  of  people  in  New  Mexico. 

'  We  ask  our  Board  of  Managers,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  establish 
their  work  among  the  neglected  people  in  these  territories.  Hev.  Mr.  Har- 
wood.  Superintend  cut  of  Missions  in  New  Mexico,  recommends  a  nduxA- 
wore  with  industrial  training.  Also  Bishops  Bowman  and  Fobs  suggest  an 
orphanage  where  native  Mexican  girls  may  be  trained  for  missionaries 
and  teachers  among  their  own  people.  There  are  also  many  Indians  in 
these  territories  who  are  aelrinv  to  be  taught  the  white  man's  ways.  Rev. 
Dr.  Bead,  of  the  Baptist  Church,  who  has  been  doing  service  as  a  mission- 
ary for  many  years,  and  has  traveled  extensively  through  these  regions, 
says  there  is  no  more  inviting  and  encouraging  field  for  missionary  efforts 
than  is  found  among  the  native  Indian  tribes  in  these  sections  and  in  Old 
Mexico.  Especially  are  Christian  women  needed  to  visit  the  homes  which 
are  closed  to  men.  "I  am  rejoiced  to  know,"  he  says,  "that  the  Meth- 
odist women  are  planning  to  enter  this  neglected  field.  Surely  the  Lord  is 
calling  them."  Other  denominations  have  schools  established  in  New 
Mexico  which  have  been  productive  of  great  good. 

Can  not  we  catahlinh  a  mission  school  in  the  vear  1SS5?  We  only 
need  ■metmu  to  do  so.    Who  will  make  a  centennial  offering  for  such  a 
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school  in  New  Mexico  or  Arizona — a  monument  to  Methodism — through  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  ?  Mas.  A.  K.  Clabk,  Secretary. 


Soon  after  receiving  my  appointment  as  Secretary  of  this  Bureau  I 
wrote  to  the  ladies  composing  the  Bureau  and  received  replies  from  about 
one-half  of  them.  These  all  reported  abundant  opportunities  for  work  in 
the  part  of  the  Master's  vineyard  lying  about  them. 

Knowing  full  well  that  the  calls  on  the  treasury  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  are  very  numerous  and  pressing,  t  have  decided  to  con- 
fine my  report  to  the  needs  and  openings  found  in  a  single  city,  hoping 
thereby  to  secure  the  interest  and  assistance  of  those  who  meet  to  plan  the 
work  of  the  coming  year. 

In  the  fifth  Ward,  in  South  Chattanooga,  live  a  larger  number  of  the 
class  mentioned  in  this  Bureau  than  in  any  other  place  in  East  Tennessee. 
The  Holuton  Conference  has  a  mission  station  including  this  section.  The 
minister  in  charge  of  this,  Rev.  J.  D.  Drake,  Mrs.  Rev.  T.  C.  Carter,  wife  of 
the  editor  of  the  Methodist  Advocate,  and  others  have  furnished  me  the  facts 
concerning  this  place,  and  we  most  earnestly  ask  that  you  will  ponder  them 
well.  In  this  ward  are  found  hundreds  of  children  that  may  truly  be 
designated  a  neglected  date,  and  if  the  negiect  continues  it  will  very  soon  be 
as  truly  a  very  dangerwi  class.  Many  of  the  parents  are  destitute  of  all 
moral  principle,  ana  are  addicted  to  all  manner  of  vices.  They  are  unable 
to  teach  their  children  those  things  most  needful  for  them  to  know  be- 
cause they  are  ignorant  of  their  own  duties  to  God  and  to  their  children. 
In  this  one  locality  more  than  a  hundred  children  can  be  found  any  Sabbath 
who  know  nothing  of  a  Sunday-school  or  of  God's  command  to  "remem- 
ber the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy." 

Now,  my  dear  sisters,  I  want  to  lay  this  neglected  people  npon  your 
hearts,  and  I  ask  and  beseech  you  to  make  an  appropriation  to  support  at 
least  one  missionary  among  this  class  of  people  tor  whom  little  or  nothing 
has  yet  been  done.  In  accordance  with  my  suggestion  some  Methodist 
ladies  in  the  city  have  organized  an  auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  are  doing  all  they  can  to  prepare  the  way  for  the 
opening  of  some  kind  of  an  Industrial  School.  This  is  an  absolute  neces- 
sity if  we  expect  to  accomplish  a  genuine  uplifting  of  these  people.  It  is 
Siuito  probable  that  a  suitable  person  to  take  charge- of  this  work  can  be 
ound  in  Chattanooga,  and  I  am  sure  a  goodly  number  can  be  found  wbo 
will  gladly  assist  in  forwarding  its  interests;  but  there  should  be  some  one 
who  can  give  her  full  time  and  best  efforts  to  it  For  the  present  I  am  told 
that  the  school  could  probably  be  gathered  in  the  hall  used  by  the  mission 
for  religious  services,  but  we  ought  to  make  provision  for  paying  a  share  of 
the  rent 

In  conclusion,  I  entreat  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  not 
to  be  indifferent  to  this  Macedonian  cry,  but  to  make  a  beginning  here  at 
once.  With  proper  effort  many  of  these  children  may  be  say,ed  from  ruin 
here  and  hereafter,  but  if  suffered  to  grow  up  with  only  evil  influences 
about  them  they  will  erelong  become  an  embodiment  of  evil  and  of  appall- 
ing wickedness. 

Our  friends  in  Chattanooga  will  await  anxiously  your  decision,  ear- 
nestly praying  that  it  may  be  in  harmony  with  the  will  of  our  loving.

REPORT  FHOM  BUREAU  FOR  MOHHOKS. 

Having  furnished  an  outline  of  needs  in  educational  lines  throughout 
the  Territory,  in  another  paper,  I  will  here  give  a  review  of  the  labors  of 
your  Missionary,  Mrs.  I.  S.  Spurlock,  in  Salt  Lake  City.    Mrs.  Spurlock  ar- 
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tnd  the  hmrmlensneaa  of  the  dove  are  nowhere  more  essential 

than  in  missionary  effort  in  Utah.  To-day  Mrs.  Spuilock  is  a  welcome 
meat  in  many  homes  where  the  testimony  of  the  true  Gospel  first  fell 
from  her  consecrated  lips.  She  ia  the  comforter  of  man y  who  have  watched 
through  daya  and  yean  for  the  coming  of  one  who  should  interpret  the 
"mysterious  command  of  Christ"  for  the  division  of  the  heart's  affection. 
The  measure  of  her  usefulness  Is  expressed  in  a  private  letter  from 
Rev.  Bra  Diff,  from  which  we  make  the  following  extract :  "  Mrs.  Spur- 
lock ia  doing  grandly;  I  do  not  see  bow  it  is  possible  to  surpass  her  ability 
in  the  line  of  work  she  Is  doing."  A  month  later  he  writes.  "  Sister  Spur- 
lock ia  doing  grander  service  all  the  time;  this  ought  to  be  her  life-work." 
Demands  are  made  for  her  services  in  various  parts  of  the  Territory.  She 
baa  just  completed  a  tonr  of  our  Mission  Stations,  and  doubtless  will  per- 
sonally report  to  yon  her  observations.  She  has  fulfilled  the  time  for 
which  the  agreed  to  labor  without  salary.  If  she  is  continued  in  the  field, 
IthlnkahaAonldi       *  '    "       T'  .       .

As  each  mission-box,  before  transportation  on  its  errand  of  mercy  (a 
blessing,  by  reflex  influence,  often  as  great  to  the  sender  as  to  the  receiver) 
must  be  reported  to  the  General  Superintendent,  and  not  to  me,  I  am  not 
informed  as  to  the  amount  sent  or  received  on  the  frontier.  Almost  im- 
mediately after  receiving  the  Annual  Reports,  I  forwarded  a  marked  copy, 
accompanied  with  a  letter,  to  each  member  of  my  Bureau,  asking  for  ad- 
rice  and  suggestions.  With  two  exceptions,  I  have  not  heard  from  them, 
sad  conclude  that  I  was  unfortunate  in  selecting  those  who  must  Dave 
removed  to  some  other  country,  and  so  have  not  learned  of  our  great  need 
of  their  help. 

The  Society  formed  at  Delmar  Junction,  August  4th,  found  time  to 
piece  and  make  a  quilt,  and  to  prepare  other  necessary  articles  for  clothing 
and  comfort,  and  sent  a  well-filled  box  before  Conference,  October  3d. 
The  ladies  of  Cedar  Falls-  Auxiliary  propose  looking  after  a  superannuated 
member  of  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference,  who,  with  his  wife,  living  alone, 
have  "scarcely  tasted  beef-steak,  but  often  have  lived  on  corn-meal  and 
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water."  A'  gentleman  learning  that' the" ladles  proposed  to  aaaiat  these 
worthy  people,  offered  to  aid  liberally.  The  same  Auxiliary  take  charge 
of  a  family  in  Nebraska,  as  do  also  the  Auxiliaries  at  Mason  City  snd 
Muscatine,  while  Dubnque  will  send  offerings  from  time  to  time.  Anairmaa 
has  a  second  box  ready  to  send  at  this  time  (Oct.  28th). 

A  minister  told  me,  last  month,  that  when  in  the  Tennesne  Confer- 
ence he  received  $21  from  his  Church  and  $60  from  the  Missionary  So- 
ciety, and,  though  he  sawed  wood  every  day,  the  wolf  so  nearly  devoured 
his  wife  and  children  that  for  ono  week  nothing  cook]  be  obtained  for 
Q-meal  and  water.    His  mother  took  the  wife  and  babies  home 


reaching  his  appointmentm  Nebraska,  he  was  fall  of  hope  as  ho  received  last 
year  $173  from  his  Church  and  the  Missionary  Society,  and  by  working  bard 
every  day,  was  able  to  keep  his  wife  and  three  children  quite  comfortable.

The  enforced  absence  of  individual  re- 
sponsibility in  questions  of  social  life,  and  practical  duty,  during  more  than 
two  hundred  years  of  the  post  history  of  the  race  in  this  country,  renders 
moral  training  essential  to  the  highest  improvement  of  the  blessings  of 
freedom.  This  is  especially  true  of  tho  women,  on  whom  the  curse  of 
slavery  fell  with  most  crushing  weight.  They  realise  their  needs  and 
gladly  accept  instruction  from  those  in  whom  they  have  confidence.  In 
several  of  the  Conferences,  notably  in  those  of  Louisiana  and  Texas,  these 
poor  women,  most  of  whom  are  unable  to  read,  and  are  entirely  inexperi- 
enced In  such  work,  have  organised  Auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Home 


Missionary  Society,  and  by  wonderful  perseverance  and  sacrifices  have 
raised  considerable  sums  of  money,  with  which  they  have  provided  schools 
for  their  children,  have  sustained  helpless  orphans,  aged  and  infirm  peo- 


ple, and  have  sided  in  the  burial  of  the  dead.  They  only  need  intelligent 
guidance  to  enable  them  to  develop  an  important  enterprise  in  the  line  of 
self-helpfulness,  and  we  recommend  tho  employment  of  Missionary  Secre- 
taries for  several  of  these  Conferences,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  visit  and 
organise  the  women  in  the  individual  charges,  instruct  them  in  methods 
of  work,  and  thus  secure  a  wise  expenditure  of  the  funds.

ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL.  CONFERENCE  OF  1B&*. 


ARTICLE  l.-Nxme. 

This  orgsnUation  shall  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  It. -Objects, 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organise  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and 
missionary  work, 

ARTICLE  Ul.-Orsanlzatlon. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a -Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city-  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  In 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  tho  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sto.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be: 

(I.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  Into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in 
accordance  with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated ;  to  arrange 
with  the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each 
Conference,  and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organisations  are  com- 
plete, to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society 
may  demand;  provided  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sec  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  interim,  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sac.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affaire  of  the  Society  between  the'axinnal 
Mssioua  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sac.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Eecording

Societies,  and  Juvenile  Bands;  to  correspond  with  and  visit  them,  to 
arrange  for  public  meetings,  to  send  out  blank  reports,  receive  them  when 
filled,  and  forward  a  report  December  15th,  March  15th,  June  15th,  and 
September  16th  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
ference Society. 

11.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  officers,  when  practicable,  to 
hold  a  public  meeting  or  convention  of  the  auxiliaries  and  friends  in  each 
District  once  each  quarter,  for  the  purpose  of  awakening  and  sustaining 
the  interests  of  the  work  within  the  Districts,  and  of  promoting  the  gen- 
eral interests  of  the  Society. 

12. — While  the  object  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  to 
promote  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this  country,  and  while  it  hopes  to  enlist 
every  member  in  Christian  effort,  and  thus  to  strengthen  the  Church  In 
our  own  land,  Its  work  is  purely  missionary.  Hence  membership  dues 
and  other  moneys  donated  for  missionary  purposes  can  not  be  used  for 
local  needs. 

IS. — Auxiliaries  will  have  credit  in  the  general  reports  only  for  moneys 
sent  to  the  general  treasury,  to  be  used  in  the  appropriations  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  or  by  direction  of  the  Executive  Board  in  mission  sections  of 
this  country. 

14. — It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  a  contingent  fund  be  provided 
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for  by  all  the  Auxiliaries  to  meet  the  necessary  expense*  incurred  in  car- 
rying forward  the  work  and  organisation  of  the  Society. 

IS.— These  By-laws  may  be  changed  at  any  meeting  of  the  Conference 
Society  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  provided  there  be  present  a  quorum  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  delegates  from  five  Auxiliaries  or  more,  and  provided 
the  changes  are  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  of  the  Woman  s  Horns 
Missionary  Society. 


CONSTITUTION  FOB  AUXILIARIES. 


Article  I.  This  Association  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  of ,  Auxiliary  to  the Conference  Society  of  the 

Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Aht.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  in  interesting  Chris- 
tian women  In  the  elevation  and  evangelisation  of  needy  and  destitute 
women  and  children  in  our  own  land,  and  in  raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  a  regular  subscription  of  two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  constituted  a  hfe-raember. 

Abt.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more

Air.  5.   Meetings  of  the  Society  for  business  and  communication  of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.    The  Anniversary  Meeting 

shall  be  on  the day  of ,  when  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6.  This  Constitution  and  the  accompanying  By-laws  may  be 
changed  or  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present — notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 


BY-LAWS  FOB  AUXILIARIES. 


1.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all 
the  Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests. 

2.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-president  to  perform  the  duty  of 
the  President  in  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means 
for  the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 

3.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  ol  the  Society,  to  send  reports  quarterly  to  the  Conference 
Secretary,  and,  in  the  absence  of  such  an  officer,  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Executive  Board  in  Cincinnati,  of  the  condition  and  work  of 
the  Society. 

6.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dues  of  members 
hold  in  trust  the  funds  of  the  Society,  keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  send 
the  same  quarterly  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  in  the  absence  of  such 
an  officer,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Executive  Board  in  Cincinnati.

Sac  2.  This  Society  may  hold  fairs,  give  concerts,  or  other  entertain- 
ments, carry  on  industrial  schools,  or  use  any  methods  for  securing  funds 
that  are  in  "harmony  with  Christian  usages  and  the  rules  of  our  Church.

PROCEEDINGS 

OF   THE 

|ourth  Annual  ■Meeting,

Philadelphia,  Penn.,  Ootober  23-28,  18S5. 


Thx  Foukth  Annual  Skssion  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman'* 
Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  began  Friday, 
October  23d,  at  10  A.  M.,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  R.B.  Hayes,  in  the  chair. 
The  exercises  were  opened  by  Bishop  Walden.  After  prayer  the  audience, 
led  by  Mra-  W.  L.  Boswell,  sang  the  hymn  : 

"  Jesus,  lorer  of  roywiU." 

Rev.  A.  Longacre,  D.  D.,  pastor  of  Arch  Street  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  was  introduced  by  Mrs.  Hayes,  and  welcomed  the  convention  in 
the  following  words: 

Ladth — It  is  my  privilege  to  give  the  welcome. of  the  Methodist 
preachers  of  Philadelphia  to  you,  our  sisters  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society. 

In  no  other  city  should  your  welcome  be  as  cordial  as  in  this ;  for 
here,  in  the  very  beginning,  two  centuries  ago,  when  onr  Quaker  ancestors 
laid  the  foundations  of  their  State  and  Church,  women  were  acknowledged 
to  have  the  same  right  as  men  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  to  discuss  and  to 
decide  the  affairs  of  the  Church.  They  were  in  advance  of  the  rest  of  the 
world  then,  and  they  reaped  the  benefit  of  that  advance  in  cultivating  a 
type  of  womanhood  lifted  above  the  common  vsnitiee  attributed  to  the 
sex— plain  in  speech  and  in  attire,  indifferent  to  the  elegant  luxuries  of 
living,  but  thoughtful,  earnest,  and  trained  in  all  good  works.  Women 
such  as  these  have  always  been  prominently  active  in  all  our  public  char- 
ities.   In  such  a  city  you  have  every  right  to  feel  at  home. 

By  degrees  the  world  is  coming  to  read  in  a  fuller  light  the  old  Bible 
word  used  to  express  God's  idea  of  woman's  sphere,  "an  helpmeet"  for 
man.  People  used  to  tbink  it  indicated  a  lower  place  than  his,  a  sort  of 
servant,  or  nurse,  or  plaything,  or  at  least  an  humble  friend.  It  dawns 
upon  them  now  that  if  man  is  king,  woman  is  queen,  of  the  world ;  that  in 
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every  service  and  relation  she  ia  his  strong  and  heroic  partner  and  fellow- 
worker,  only  truer,  purer,  braver,  better  than  himself — doing  uncomplain- 
ingly her  own  work  and  then  helping  bim  to  do  his.    When  was  there  an 

r  or  an  emergency  in  any  man's  life  when  a  woman  was  not  his  best 
helper? 

Of  course,  we  preachers  have  always  known  your  value  in  the  quieter 
life  of  the  Church.  Three-fourths  of  her  membership,  yon  have  done  a 
large  part  of  all  that  has  been  done  to  win  souls  and  to  carry  forward  the 
good  work  of  God.  But  in  spite  of  our  Church's  history,  and  notwith- 
standing our  polite  tributes  to  the  "  women  of  Methodism,"  I  am  afraid  it 
most  be  confessed  that  when  you  began  to  move  oat  into  broader  fields, 

were  somewhat  slow  of  heart  to  believe  in  your  ability  and  qualifica- 
tions. We  ware  not  sure  you  could  accomplish  what  you  undertook.  We 
doubted  your  skill  in  financial  matters.  We  were  afraid  you  would  not 
hold  ont  against  the  inevitable  checks  and  disappointments  that  attend  all 
true  work.  And  we  had  misgivings  lest  yon  might  not  steer  clear  of  un- 
comfortable complications  with  our  masculine  activities.  We  did  not  say 
e  feared  you  might  take  the  wind  out  of  our  sails,  and  so  beat  ns  in  the 
taee ;  we  were  only  anxious  lest  a  collision  with  ns  might  sink  your  frailer 
craft. 

But,  "seeing  Is  believing."  Yonr  work  speaks  for  itself.  Years  ago 
ire  saw  you,  with  hearts  burdened  with  an  intense  sympathy  for  your 
sisters  in  heathen  lands,  whom  men  could  not  have  access  to,  and  ex- 
alted by  the  conviction  of  yonr  responsibility  to  God  for  them,  begin  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  We  have  seen  your  labor,  your 
persistence,  your  sincere  devotion ;  and  now  your  success  is  one  of  the 
marvels  of  the  Church,  and  it  must  forever  silence  doubts  and  objections. 
At  the  last  General  Conference  yon  saw  bow  the  brain  and  heart  and  au- 
thority of  the  Church  responded  to  your  coll. 

It  was  to  be  expected  that,  sooner  or  later,  you  would  remember  the 
other  half  of  the  missionary  work,  the  work  at  home.  In  the  general 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  the  two  were  never  separated.  That  has 
always  cared  for  the  new  places  and  the  destitute  places  in  our  own  coun- 
try. We  do  not  wonder  that  yonr  hearts  have  opened  to  the  cry  of  the 
needy  women  all  over  the  land,  of  the  enfranchised  women  of  color  in  the 
South,  of  the  immigrant  women  of  all  nations,  the  forlorn  Chinese  women, 
and,  may  I  not  say  with  special  emphasis,  the  wretched  Indian  women, 
whose  homes  we  occupy,  and  who  have  been  and  to-day  are  the  most 
neglected  of  all. 

We  rejoice  that  yon  have  risen  up  for  this  great  work.  We  acknowl- 
edge heartily  the  blessing  your  work  has  already  been  in  our  Churches, 
where  yonr  presence  and  your  good  words  kindle  afresh  all  hearts.  The 
thrill  of  yonr  touch  is  felt  wherever  you  go.  You  not  only  awaken  our 
people  to  larger  liberality  for  the  cause  you  advocate,  you  draw  them  on- 
1   ward  to  a  deeper  personal  consecration,  and  to  nobler  views  oi  life.    You 
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come  among  na,  and  many  a  careless  woman's  heart  opens  to  things  higher 
than  the  trifles  and  ornaments  of  life,  and  many  a  hard  and  narrow  round 
of  duty  catches  the  hallowing  inspiration  of  sympathy  with  the  need  of 
tbe  world.  Yon  stimulate  us.  Your  zeal  and  self-sacrifice,  your  persist- 
ent and  patient  faithfulness,  teach  us  to  try  to  be  better  workmen  for  God. 

We  give  yon  our  heartiest  welcome,  and  pray  God  to  bless  you. 

This  address  was  followed  by  one  from  Rev.  T.  A.  Fernley,  requesting 
that  a  delegation  of  ladies  visit  the  Preachers'  Meeting  at  1018  Arch  St, 
the  ensuing  Monday,  in  behalf  of  the  Society  here  convened. 

Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  President  of  tbe  Philadelphia  Conference  Society, 
gave  tbe  address  of  welcome,  as  follows'. 

Dkah  Friends— We  rejoice  to-day  in  an  ending  and  a  beginning. 
The  work  of  preparing  for  this  meeting  has  come  to  an  end,  and  its  ses- 
sion has  already  begun.  And  now  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  Philadelphia 
I  extend  to  you  a  most  cordial  welcome.  But,  ladies,  this  does  not  ex- 
press it,  for  the  young  housekeeper  could  not  look  forward  with  more 
interest  to  the  first  visit  of  her  parents  to  her  new  home  than  the  ladies 
of  the  Philadelphia  auxiliaries  have  looked  for  this  first  visit  of  the 
parent  Society  to  this  city.  As  I  look  into  your  faces  to-day  I  can  not 
refrain  from  saving,  "Behold  what  hath  God  wrought,"  for  it  is  only 
a  little  over  two  years  since  our  beloved  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs. 
Rust,  in  one  of  her  flights  over  the  land,  stopped  long  enough  in  tbe 
old  city  of  Lancaster  to  organise  aud  name  onr  first  auxiliary ;  and  she 
left  it  in  the  care  of  a  few  ladies  who  really  did  not  know  what  it  was 
r  what  to  do  with  it.  But  as  the  hymn  expresses  it,  we  took  "it  to 
the  Lord  in  prayer,"  for  we  knew  that  if  the  work  was  his  he  would 
teach  us  how  to  do  it  We  also  knew  that  "  if  we  commit  our  ways 
unto  him"  he  has  promised  to  "direct  our  steps;"  and  be  did. 

It  seemed  a  little  presumptuous  to  some  for  us  to  invite  the  Execu- 
tive Board  to  hold  its  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  in  this  city;  but,  ladies, 
t  trivets  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  the  very  best  Methodist  homes 
n  Philadelphia  have  been  thrown  open  for  your  reception,  and  the  best 
church  has  been  most  generously  granted  for  your  use,  for  which  we 
"thank  God  and  take  courage."  'But,  there  is  a  higher  motive  than  all 
this  in  our  assembling  together  to-day.  We  meet  as  a  company  of  God's 
children,  to  do  his  work  and  to  plan  for  the  future.  If  we  can  only 
realize  the  blessed  privilege  of  being  made  a  co-laborer  with  him  in  the 
redemption  of  this  world  for  Christ,  we  shall  be  enabled  to  claim 
the  promised  fitness  for  this  work ;  for  in  preparing  for  this  meeting 
we  did  not  forget  to  ask  that  at  the  very  commencement  we  ought 
have  the  conscious  sense  of  the  presence  of  that  Spirit  that  will  guide 
o  all  truth,  and  that  the  Master  of  assemblies  would  be  with  us  in  all 
r  deliberations.  Tbe  work  before  us,  I  know,  is  great,  but  the  spirit 
and  wisdom  of  God  are  greater,  for  that  spirit  which  be  has  prom- 
ised us  "is  not  of  fear,  but  of  power,   and   of  love,  and   of  a  sound 
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mind."    What  then  hare  we  to  fear,  if  we  have  been   made  heirs  of 
God. 

We  bid  yon  thrice  welcome,  for  we  realize  that  we  need  the 
benefit  of  your  experience,  that  we  may  know  how  to  work  better  for 
the  heathen  Indian  women  of  America,  the  Chinese  women  on  I" 
Pacific  coast,  the  down-trodden  sisters  of  Africa,  and  the  enslaved 
homeless  Mormon  women,  and  that  we  may  go  forth  from  this  meeting 
with  more  of  the  spirit  of  consecration,  and  better  fitted  to  work  for 
God,  and  home,  and  native  land,  "  for  love  of  Christ  and  in 
me." 

Mrs.   F.  8.  Hoyt,  of  Cleveland,  0.,  who    had    been    appointed   to 
respond  to  the  address  of  welcome   in  behalf  of  the   Executive   Board, 
la  detained  at  home  by  illness. 

Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  of  Newark,  K.  J.,  made  a  brief  response  as  a 
representative  of  the  ladies  in  the  East.  She  deeply  regretted  the  ab- 
sence of  Mrs.  Hoyt,  to  whose  more  elaborate  address  she  had  only  ex- 
pected to  add  a  postscript;  and  expressed  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the  Phila- 
delphia ladies  for  the  royal  welcome  to  their  hospitable  city  and  homes. 
She  believed  Philadelphia  to  be  more  in  sympathy  with  onr  Home 
Missionary  movement  than  any  of  onr  other  large  cities,  because  of 
its  peculiarly  favored  history.  With  its  foundations  based  on  the  prin- 
ciples of  justice  and  morality — with  the  spirit  of  civil  and  religions 
liberty  animating  its  people — with  its  special  provisions  whereby  comfort- 
able homes  sre  provided  for  its  laboring  classes,  it  is  to-day  a  strik- 
ing illustration  of  the  blessings  that  will  result  from  the  principles 
oar  Society  is  aiming  to  inculcate  in  the  hearts  of  our  entire  people. 
She  earnestly  appealed  to  the  delegates  to  remember  that  they  are 
representative  women,  united  for  purifying  and  elevating  the  home; 
and  said  the  sad  cry  of  the  Roman  poet  amid  the  evils  that  led  to 
the  overthrow  of  the  Roman  Empire  comes  echoing  to  our  ears  with 
peculiar  force  in  times  like  these : 

"  Oar  Times    with  sin  prolific,  flrat  with  taint  have  cursed  the  family   and 
Thl*  in  the  fountain  head  of  all  the  sorrows  and  the  Ills  that  tail  on  Romans 

and  on  Boms." 

Recognizing  the  peculiar  blessings  that  we  have  enjoyed  as  Ameri- 
can women,  and  believing  that  the  safety  and  perpetuity  of  our  own 
homes  are  endangered  by  the  mora!  degradation  of  millions  of  women 

>ur  own  land,  we  have  banded  ourselves  together  to  aid  in  the 
redemption  of  onr  beloved   America. 

She  rejoiced  that  we  have  as  onr  leader  one  under  whose  in- 
fluence the  most  conspicuous  home  of  our  great  Republic  illustrated 
the  principles  of  purity,  total  abstinence,  and  reverence  for  the  Sab- 
bath.   After   invoking  the  divine  blessing  on  all  who  were  to  partic- 

s   in   tbe  Convention,  she  closed  with  the  salutation   of  Amasa  to 
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David  at  a  critical  period  in  Israel's  history,  "Thine  are  we,  and  on 
tby  side.  Peace,  peace  be  unto  thee,  and  peace  be  to  thine  helpers; 
for  thy  God  helpeth  thee!" 

Fallowing  this  response  the  President  of  the  Society,  Mm.  R.  6. 
Hayes,  addressed  the  Convention,   as  follows: 

The  Fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  finds  onr  Society  in  a 
condition  of  prosperity  bo  marked  and  bo  encouraging,  that  onr  first 
duty  is  with  grateful  hearts  to  return  thanks  for  the  signal  blessings 
which  by  the  Divine  favor  have  been  showered  upon  us.  The  past 
year  has  been  emphatically  a  year  of  growth.  The  official  reports 
which  will  be  made  to  this  meeting  will,  it  is  believed,  show  a  large 
and  most  gratifying  increase  of  Conference  organisations,  of  auxiliary 
societies,  of  juvenile  societies,  and  of  membership.  A  corresponding 
gain  will  appear  in  the  funds  and  other  means  of  usefulness  in  the 
benevolent  work  which  we  have  undertaken  to  do. 

At  our  annual  meeting  held  in  Cleveland  it  was  our  sad  duty  to 
record  the  death  of  Bishop  Simpson,  whose  name  in  connection  with 
our  work  gave  to  it  strength  and  dignity,  and  whose  tender  sym- 
pathy and  wise  counsel  will  be  remembered  by  us  all.  So,  to-day, 
our  mutual  congratulations,  on  the  advance  of  the  cause  in  which  we 
are  engaged,  are  mingled  with  feelings  of  deepest,  sadness  as  we  re- 
call the  death  of  Bishop  Wiley.  He  died  soon  after  our  last  meet- 
ing, at  his  post  of  duty,  in  Foochow,  China.  To  us  his  death  is  on 
especial  affliction  and  an  irreparable  loss.  From  the  earliest  beginnings 
of  our  enterprise  he  was  our  trusted  and  earnest  adviser  and  helper. 
Thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  foreign  field  of  missionary  labor, 
and  personally  engaged  in  it  during  many  of  the  most  active  yean 
of  his  life,  he  was  so  well  persuaded  that  missionary  work  at  home  fur- 
nished the  only  sure  foundation  for  success  and  progress  abroad,  that  he 
gave  his  whole  influence  and  power  to  the  organisation  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and  to  its  recognition  and  adoption  by  the 
Church.  We  shall  always  remember  him  as  the  accomplished  scholar, 
the  eloquent  and  devoted  preacher,  and  as  our  wiBe,  generous,  and 
loving  friend  in  the  days  of  our  weakness  and  greatest  need.  It  is  for 
us  to  bear  in  mind,  while  we  cherish  his  memory  that  the  most 
honorable  memorial  we  can  erect  to  him  will  be  to  carry  forward 
to  triumphant  success  our  benevolent  work,  which  he  did  so  much 
to  inaugurate  and  establish. 

Mrs.  John  Davis,  first  Vice-president,  and  Chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Board,  in  assuming  the  duties  connected  with  the  business  ses- 
sions spoke  of  the  aid  which  our  President  had  given  to  her  in 
early  school-days,  and   said   that  now  she  is  happy  to  aid  Mrs.  Hayes 

Mrs.  Davis  explained  that  the  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Society 
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is  composed  of  the  Executive  Board,  which  consist*  of  the  general 
officers,  and  twelve  managers,  resident  in  or  near  Cincinnati,  and  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  and  one    delegate  from  each  Conference  society. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  Recording  Secretary,  nominated  as  her  assistants, 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  of  Cleveland,  0. ;  Miss  Martha  Van  Marter  and 
Miss  Mary  A.  Lathbury,  both  of  New  York  City;  and  they  w 
elected. 

The  Secretary  called  the  list  of  the  Conferences,   and    the    dele- 
gates took  the  seats  assigned  them. 

Mia,  Willing    offered    the    following    resolutions,    and    they    were

represent  a  Conference,  ladies  present  from  that  Conference  be  n. 
quested  to  nominate  one  of  their  number  to  represent  the  Confer- 
ence, this  body  confirming  the  choice. 

2.  That  where  only  one  lady  is  present  from  a  Conference  she 
be  appointed  to  represent  her  Conference.      > 

B.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Mogg,  the  Conference  Secretary 
of  the  Central  New  York  Conference,  is  not  able  to  be  present,  it 
is  moved  that  Mrs.  Spencer,  the  outgoing  Corresponding  Secretary, 
be  requested  to  take  her  place  In   this  meeting. 

Three  ladies  were  appointed  a  Committee  on  Enrollment  and  Cre- 
dentials: Mrs.   M.  Cogley   Reynolds,    Mrs.   B-  E.    Gordon,   Mrs.   E.  M. 

Mrs.  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board,  presented  her  annual 
address,  as  follows: 

Dear  SiBrrKS— Four  years  ago,  at  our  first  Annual  Meeting,  we  met  as 
strangers — now  we  meet  and  greet  each  other  as  dear  friends.  Few  ties  are 
stronger  than  those  which  grow  ont  of  efforts  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  our 
divine  Savior,  especially  when  these  efforts  involve  hard  work,  self-denial, 
f»th,  prayer,  love,  and  perhaps  enough  opposition  to  keep  every  energy 
on  the  alert  and  eager,  without  the  indulgence  of  a  single  unkind  thought 
or  action.  I  believe  such  are  the  relations  we  hold  to  our  work  and  to 
each  other.  Twelve  months  ago  we  separated  from  you,  each  going  our 
individual  way,  each  freighted  with  our  several  duties.  You  assured  us 
voar  confidence  in  us  by  putting  into  our  hands  graver  responsibilities  and 
larger  trnsts  than  ever  before.  We  return  to  you  a  little  as  tired  children 
might  come  home  to  the  paternal  roof,  as  pupils  might  come  to  their  alma 
maier.  We  bring  you,  through  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  detailed 
statement  of  our  work  for  your  scrutiny,  possibly  for  your  criticism  ;  we 
hope  it  may  be  for  your  approval.  It  goes  without  saying  that  you  have 
been  very  busy  people  since  we  parted  at  Cleveland  last  year.  It  is  hard 
work,  even  drudgery,  to  put  upon  its  feet  in  good  working  order  any  en- 
terprise at  oil  comprehensive.  It  means  often  wakefnl  nights,  aching 
shoulders,  tired  feet  and  hands.  Perhaps  in  your  case  you  have  been  doing 
this  work  while  at  the  same  time  you  have  been  crowded  with  domestic 
and  social  duties ;  perhaps  you  have  had  indifferent  health  ;  perhaps  have 
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had  to.  use  jour  own  limited  means  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  work. 
Perhaps,  after  long  and  painstaking  care,  you  had,  as  yon  supposed,  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  your  auxiliaries  in  your  Conference  all  settled  into  fine 
working  order,  and  you  felt  you  could  draw  a  sigh  of  relief  and  take  your 
ease  for  an  hour  or  two,  when  behold  you  suddenly  saw  that  the  "little 
foxes  "  had  stolen  in  and  spoiled  the  vines,  or  your  societies  wen  ineffi- 
cient, or  apathetic,  or  had  become  disintegrated,  or  perhaps  transmuted 
into  something  else,  and  yon  had  to  begin  again  and  re-construct  and  re- 
officer,  and  re-kindle  the  cooling  zeal.  Perhaps  your  own  sense  of  solitude 
has  overcome  you  at  bearing  an  unshared  burden,  and  yon  have  been  con- 
strained to  cry  out  in  your  discouraged  hour  and  moments  of  flagging 
faith,  "  I  wonder,  I  wonder  if  it  pays !  Is  this  work  necessary  ?  If  so,  is 
there  not  some  existing  organization  that  can  carry  it  on  and  savo  me  all 
this  wear  and  tear  of  mind,  body,  and  estate  T" 

Well,  dear  sisters,  we  at  our  end  of  the  line  can  match  yon.  Neither 
is  your  Executive  Committee  "carried  to  the  skies  on  flowery  beds  of 
ease."  Neither  do  we  "  eat  the  bread  of  idleness."  We  too,  with  Fabcr, 
find  it  hard 

"To  rise  and  take  Uod'»  part 

Upon  the  battle- Dsld  of  lite, 

And  not  sometimes  low  heart." 

There  has  hardly  been  an  hour  since  we  parted  from  you  last  year  that 
onr  hands,  heads,  and  hearts  have  not  been  absorbed  in  this  work.  It 
may  do  you  good  to  know  this,  it  may  bring  us  all  nearer  together.  Neither 
you  nor  we  complain  of  this.  There  is  a  fitting  time  to  tell  the  truth  to 
each  other.  Through  these  confidences  we  learn  to  share  each  other's  bur- 
dens. We  have  the  example  of  the  great  Apostle  to  the  Gentiles,  who 
summed  up  with  his  overmastering  eloquence  into  one  grand  total  what 
lie  endured  for  Christ's  sake  only  to  exalt  the  motive  which  constrained 
him,  and  the  power  which  supported  him.  I  read  a  sermon  the  other  day, 
written  by  a  young  minister,  a  mere  lad,  whom  I  bad  seen  grow  up  from 
babyhood.  His  text  was  "The  blessing  of  him  that  was  ready  to  perish 
came  upon  me."  He  dealt  with  his  subject  as  if  be  were  a  veteran,  and 
made  my  eyes  rain  with  tears  as  he  touched  upon  the  reward  that  comes 
back  to  the  disciple  who  does  his  poor  little  service  for  tboee  who  have  no 
helper,  in  the  name  of  the  Master— how  small  the  labor  and  bow  abundant 
the  return.  I  wanted  to  put  my  head  down  in  the  dust.  I  found  in  a 
little  book  an  old  truth  put  in  a  new  way,  new  to  me  at  least,  and  it  so 
thrilled  me  that,  though  you  may  have  seen  it,  I  will  give  it  to  you.  The 
writer  dwelt  upon  the  union  of  Christ  and  the  believer,  as  was  shown  by 
the  Savior's  own  analogy  between  the  vine  and  the  branches.  He  said  the 
branches,  not  the  vine,  bore  the  fruit.  As  the  branches  could  do  nothing 
without  union  with  the  vine,  so  the  vine  was  equally  dependent  on  the 
branches — could  not  bear  fruit  without  the  branches.  How  wonderful 
that  our  Creator  and  Savior  should  put  himself  under  obligation  to  bis 
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disciple.  What  infinite  condescension  in  the  divine  economy  to  put  Buch 
infinite  dignity  on  the  disciple.  Even  so,  Father,  for  so  it  seemeth  good  in 
thy  sight.  Do  not  such  thoughts  as  these  take  the  ache  and  drudge  out  of 
our  work  7 

At  your  meeting  of  last  year  you  created  a  Bureau  of  Organization, 
giving  to  the  Executive  Board  the  power  to  elect  its  Secretary.  Mrs.  J.  F. 
Willing,  of  Chicago,  was  unanimously  elected  to  that  office  at  the  first 
meeting  succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting/  She  has  given  to  the  Society  most 
effective  and  valuable  service,  as  those  of  you  who  read  her  monthly  reports 
in  Woman'*  Home  Mitriont  will  testify-  The  Executive  Board  volunteered 
the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  for  one  year  without  taxing  the 
general  fond. 

We  bring  to  you  a  few  recommendations  for  your  consideration.  The 
Executive  Board  feels  the  need  of  relief  from  too  great  a  pressure  of  busi- 
ness. So  unsparing  have  been  the  demands  upon  the  time  of  the  ladies 
that  they  have  many  of  them  been  obliged  to  intermit  their  constant  at- 
tendance upon  the  meetings.  We  come  to  you  for  measures  of  relief.  In 
the  early  months  of  the  year  we  became  legally  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  thus  enabling  us  to  hold  property,  and  legally 
transact  business.  The  act  called  for  the  creation  of  a  Business  Committee. 
This  Committee  consists  of  seven  members  of  the  Board,  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business  ad  interim,  four  of  whom  constitute  a  quorum.  This  has 
been  a  relief  in  releasing  a  number  of  our  ladies  from  coming  together  so 
frequently,  but  still  the  business  had  to  be  transacted,  and  the  few  were 
burdened  instead  of  all.  You  will  recall  that  all  the  details  of  business 
must,  in  the  present  plan,  come  before  us  for  final  decision.  I  will  not  take 
your  time  to  even  hint  at  bow  much  this  means,  except  to  say  that  the 
work  has  accumulated  so  rapidly  that  it  is  impossible,  with  all  our  vigilance, 
to  do  full  justice  to  it. 

You  will  remember  that  in  an  effort  to  reach  this  difficulty  two  years 
ago,  Bureaus  of  Information  were  formed,  composed  of  ladies  living  in 
different  sections  of  the  country,  with  duties  defined  in  the  resolution  that 
created  them.  The  theory  we  still  believe  to  he  good,  though  it  fell  short 
of  accomplishing  all  we  hoped. 

Last  year  we  tried  the  method  of  forming  committees  on  States  and 
Territoria,  with  two  members  of  our  Board  on  each  Committee,  not  with  a 
view  of  superseding  the  existing  Bureaus,  but  in  the  hope  of  keeping  our- 
selves as  a  Board  more  thoroughly  informed.  This,  too,  has  been  only 
measurably  successful.  We  now  come  to  you  with  a  recommendation  that 
the  original  Bureaus  be  clothed  with  enlarged  responsibilities— our  Secre- 
tary will  read  the  resolutions  in  due  time.  We  are  by  no  means  sure  that 
even  this  division  ol  work  will  relieve  the  situation,  and  only  present  it 
tentatively  as  a  suggestion.  We  want  you  to  give  the  subject  your  most 
careful  consideration— believing  as  we  do  that  it  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant that  will  come  up  for  deliberation  at  this  meeting. 
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Ever  since  the  formation  of  onr  Society  a  pressure  has  been  brought  to 
bear  upon  us  to  adopt  some  method  by  which  local  mission  work  of  the 
different  charges  could  be  included  as  a  part  of  onr  work.  This  plea  ha* 
been  urged  so  constantly  by  the  pastors  and  other  officials  that  if  we  vxxM, 
we  could  not  lose  sight  of  it.  Last  year,  at  our  request,  Mrs.  Culver  pre- 
pared a  very  suggestive  paper  on  this  subject,  which  was  read  before  us 
and  published  in  the  Annual  Report;  also  Rev.  J.  B.  Cory,  of  Cleveland, 
sent  to  our  Board,  where  it  received  due  consideration,  a  thoroughly  di- 
gested plan  for  city  missionary  work.  At  the  request  of  the  Board,  Mrs. 
W.  6.  Williams,  of  Delaware,  Ohio,  took  these  two  papers  and  others,  and 
crystallised  them  into  the  form  of  resolutions  or  recommendations.  They 
were  duly  considered,  and  will  be  presented  to  you  for  your  action. 

The  Board  has  been  greatly  strengthened  and  encouraged  by  the  pres- 
ence at  monthly  meetings  of  its  members  from  a  distance.  Mrs.  Hayes 
comes  to  us  from  Fremont,  a  day's  journey ;  Mrs.  Hoyt  from  Cleveland, 
also  a  day's  journey;  Mrs.  Williams  and  Mrs.  McCabe,  from  Delaware, 
and  Mrs.  Banyan  from  Xenia;  and  that,  too,  with  very  little  expense  to 
the  Society. 

I  hope  it  will  not  be  considered  out  of  place  in  me  to  take  this  oc- 
iion  to  refer  to  the  faithful  work  ol  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the 
Recording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of 
Organization.  I  would  gladly  enlarge  upon  this,  but  that  I  know  they 
would  deprecate  any  thing  like  eulogy.  It  is  right  that  you  who  selected 
these  ladies  should  have  the  assurance  from  one  who  knows,  perhaps  bet- 
ter than  any  one  else,  that  they  have  been  indefatigable  in  performing 
their  duties. 

Mrs.  Ingham  presented  greetings  from  Mrs.  F.  S.  Hoyt  and  Mrs.  W. 
R.  Santley,  of  North  Ohio  Conference,  both  ill ;  also  from  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R. 
B.  Pope,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs.  A.  H.  Norcross,  of  East  Ohio  Conference. 

Mrs-  Willing  moved  that  formal  recognition  be  made  especially  oi 
those  ladies  disabled  by  illness.  She  also  moved  that  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Mission  Fields  be  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
o£  the  By-law  relating  thereto.    This  By-law  reads  aa  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  Society  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer,  together  with  the  Conference 
Secretaries  present  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  and  five  other  persons  chosen 
by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  Mrs.  8.  W.  Thomson, 
Mrs.  D.  B.  Tracy,  Mrs.  0.  M.  Fitzgerald,  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  were  chosen. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  was  enlarged,  and  Mrs.  Bishop  Simpson 
and  Mrs.  Bishop  Walden  were  added. 

The  Committee  ou  Order  of  Business  was  appointed,  as  follows :  Mrs. 
J.  F.  Willing,  Mrs.  S.  A.  Mather,  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell. 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark  moved  that  the  Committee  on  Nominations  be  ap- 
pointed, and  read  the  By-law  relating  thereto,  as  follows:

Thh  Convention  was  called  to  order  shortly  after  2  o'clock  by  Mrs. 
Hayes.  The  hymn,  "Nearer,  My  God,  to  Thee,"  was  sung;  and  the 
audience    united   in  repeating  the  Lord's  prayer. 

Mrs.  Davis  resumed  the  chair,  and  called  for  the  minutes  of  the 
morning  session,  which    were  read  by    Mrs.  Ingham,    and    approved. 

The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  through  its  Secretary,  Mrs.

Mrs.  Mary  Sparkes  Wheeler,  President  of  the  Philadelphia  Branch 
of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  spoke   as  follows: 
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Mas.  Prbsimht  ahd  Ladies— As  a  representative  ol  the  Philadel- 
phia Branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  it  becomes 
my  pleasant:  duty  to  present  to  you  the  Christian  greetings  of  thai 
body,  and  to  welcome  you  in  the  name  of  onr  Elder  Brother,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  whose  servants  ye  are,  and  whose  imperative  command, 
"  Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature," 
includes  ever  human  being,  at  home,  or  abroad. 

We  hail  yon  as  one  division  of  the  great  army  of  consecrated  Chris- 
tian women  who  are  rising  up  all  over  the  land  and  going  forth  at 
God's  command  to  teed  the  hungry,  clothe  the  naked,  bind  up  the 
broken-hearted,  rescue  the  perishing;  yea  more,  to  arouse  those  who 
are  dead  in  trespasses  and  sins,  and  point  them  to  the  omnipotent  One, 
who  is  able  to  save  them  with  the  powers  of  an  endless  life.  We  would 
not,  with  John,  forbid  you  because  you  follow  not  with  us,  because  yon 
are  not  of  our  organisation.  We  remember  Jesus  said:  "Forbid  them 
not,  for  he  that  is  not  against  us  is  on  our  part."  Rather  would  we  wel- 
come you,  clasping  hands  in  sisterly  love  and  Christian  friendship,  for 
ye  are  on  our  part.  You  are  aiding  in  the  great  work  of  the  world's 
redemption.  . 

"Now  there  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit.  And  there 
are  differences  of  administration,  but  the  same  Lord.  And  there  are 
diversities  of  operations,  but  it  is  the  same  God  which  worketh  in  all. 
For  by  one  Spirit  we  are  all  baptised  into  one  body,  whether  we  be 
Jews  or  Gentiles,  whether  we  be  bond  or  free;  and  have  been  all  made 
to  drink  into  one  Spirit."  There  ii  room  enough  In  the  Churches  for 
all  these  benevolent  and  soul-saving  institutions,  or  organisations,  if  the 
women  of  the  Churches  are  alive  to  the  work.  Loid  Nelson  said,  when 
about  to  engage  in  one  of  the  greatest  conflicts  of  his  life:  "England 
expects  every  man  to  do  his  duty ! "  and  the  Captain  of  our  salvation, 
who  first  revealed  his  risen  glory  to  woman,  and  sent  her  forth  with 
the  first  glad  message  of  salvation  through  the  power  of  that  resur- 
rection, not  to  a  female  prayer-meeting  alone,  but  said,  "  Go  tell  my 
disciples  and  Peter  I  am  risen  from  the  dead"— that  Jesus,  the  same 
yesterday  to-day  and  forever,  expect*  every  woman  to  do  her  daty.  There 
is  a  vast  residuum  of  power  pecuniary,  intellectual,  and  moral  now  ly- 
ing undeveloped  among  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  our  Methodist 
women  to-day.  0  that  God  would  put  his  power  upon  us,  and  send 
us   forth  as   heralds   of  the  cross  everywhere  throughout  our  land ! 

"Woman's  quick  susceptibility,"  said  Bishop  Wiley,  "is  an  ad- 
mirable trait  in  her  character,  adapting  her  to  this  great  work.  It 
enables  her  so  readily  to  detect  human  sorrow  and  human  need. 
It  enables  her  to  have  a  more  vivid  perception  of  the  provisions 
made  by  redeeming  love,  and  of  the  privileges  flowing  from  it.  She 
perceives  the  readiest  mode  of  gaining  access  to  the  hearts  of  those 
whom   she  would    benefit,  and    at    the  same  time    exercises  a  power 
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of  persuasion  which  frequently  prevails  where  other  means  have 
failed;"  and  continues  the  Bishop,  "we  often  think  that  the  hearts 
of '  women  moat  sometimes  really  yearn  to  hear  Christ  declared  by 
woman's  lips,  to  catch  the  inspiration  in  all  its  delicacy  from  a 
woman's  heart."  We  once  read  this  quotation  in  the  presence  of 
Bishop  Wiley.  Afterward  he  said  to  us  :  "I  had  forgotten,  until  I 
heard  you  repeat  it,  that  I  had  ever  said  so  bright  a  thing."  In- 
deed, we  replied,  It  wu  a  bright  thing,  Bishop,  and  we  love  to  re- 
peat it. 

God  baa  said,  "  Many  shall  run  to  and  fro  and  knowledge  shall  be 
increased,"  and  from  North  to  South,  from  East  to  West  the  multitudes 
ue  traveling  swiftly  as  the  wind,  while  thought  flies  on  the  wings  of 
the  lightning.  We  can  no  longer  excuse  ourselves  because  of  igno- 
rance for  we  hear  the  wail  of  want,  and  the  cry  of  anguish  from  the  In- 
dians of  the  extreme  North  and  West,  from  the  heathen  Chinese  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  from  the  Freedmen  of  the  South,  and  from  thousands  of 
neglected  poor  all  over  our  land  in  every  hamlet  and  city. 

It  is  not  enough  tor  us  that  we  are  happy,  that  our  wants  are  sup- 
plied, while  thousands  of  those  for  whom  Jesus  died  are  spending  dark 
hours  in  hopeless  pain,  with  anguish  nameless  because  too  great  for  ut- 
terance, with  deepest  gloom  pressing  upon  the  trembling  soul,  while 
every  prop  seems  taken  from  life's  receding  shore.  Christ  has  com- 
missioned us  in  his  stead  to  go  to  them,  to  cheer  and  comfort,  and  sus- 
tain them  and  help  them  on  to  God.  Not  only  do  these  need  our 
ministrations,  but  we  need  the  reflex  influence  that  comes  to  our  hearts 
as  the   result    of   this    work. 

A  short  time  ago  I  met  a  physician  whom  I  knew  in  early  life. 
Years  had  flown  since  I  had  seen  him,  and  I  began  eagerly  to  inquire 
after  our  mutual  friends  of  former  years.  How  is  Clara  C  7  I  asked 
(a  young  lady  of  rare  beauty  and  accomplishments,  the  life  of  the  so- 
cial circle  everywhere  she  moved).  "Well,"  he  replied  "you  know 
she  married— married  well— a  grand  man — one  of  nature's  noblemen ; 
she  also  married  a  fortune  financially.  You  know  she  had  as  much 
wealth  as  any  woman  ought  to  be  burdened  with  before.  But  she 
is  one  of  the  most  unhappy  persons  I  ever  knew.". 

"Yon  surprise  me,  doctor;    what   is  the  cause  of  it?" 

"  I  think  I  can  tell  you.  Her  family  is  small.  Her  husband 
very  indulgent,  every  wish  is  gratified— every  want  supplied,  and  sbe 
has  nothing  (o  do  only  to  nurse  her  imaginary  ills.  Every  season  she 
takes  various  tours  for  pleasure,  but  returns  disappointed  with  a  want 
in  her '  heart  which  mere  pleasure  seeking  will  never  satisfy,  and 
heart-sick  site  comes  to  me  for  treatment.  I  tried  to  get  her  to 
adopt  an  orphan,  but  she  could  not  think  of  it.  I  next  suggested 
taking  flowers  to  a  hospital.  She  ordered  the  flowers  ami,  so  lost  the 
benefit  she  would  have  derived  had  she  carried  them  herself,  and 
spoken  a   few   kind  words  to  help  heal  the  sorrows  of  others." 
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We  thought  of  the  lady  of  whom  Hood  writes,  who  awakened 
on  her  downy  and  silken  bed,  trembling  with  fear,  crying,  "0  that 
terrible  dream!"  She  had  dreamed  that  all  the  Buffering,  Borrowing 
ones  of  earth  whom  she  might  have  helped  passed  in  a  long  pro- 
cession  before  her.  Their  eyee  were  fixed  upon  her  with  the  some 
look  of  want  and  woe,  as  when  she  coolly  passed  them  by ;  but  now 
he  look  pierces  her  heart.  She  prays  to  be  relieved  from  the  gaw 
of  those  eyes,  for  she  says:  "The  everlasting  retrospect  will  sink  my 
hapless  soul!  "    Of  her  own   life  she  says:— 

''I  drank  the  rlchast  draughts ;. 


"  I  dressed  as  the  noble  dress. 
In  cloth  ot  silver  and  gold, 
Willi  silk  and  satin  •ndooetlv  furs. 

In  many  an  ample  fold  : 
But  I  never  remembered  the  naked  limbs 
That  (rose  wllb  Winter's  cold-" 

"  The  wound*  I  might  have  healed  I 

The  human  sorrow  and  smart  I 
And  jet  It  never  was  in  my  soul 

To  play  so  111  a  part- 
But  evil  Is  wrought  by  want  of  thought 

As  well  as  want  of  heart.*' 

We  sometimes  sing,  "0  the  hearts  that  we  may  lighten,  helping 
just  a  little."  Is  not  the  work  blessed  ?  Are  we  not  honored  in  being 
co-laborers  with  Christ?  God  has  promised  that,  "A  cap  of  cold  water 
given    to  a  disciple   in   the    name  of  a   disciple  shall  not  lose  its  re- 

A  Russian  soldier,  one  very  cold,  piercing  night,  kept  duty  between 
one  sentry-box  and  another.  A  poor  workingman,  moved  with  pity,  took 
off  his  coat  and  lent  it  to  the  poor  soldier  to  keep  him  warm ;  adding 
that  he  would  soon  reach  home,  while  the  soldier  would  be  exposed  out- 
of-doors  for  the  night.  The  cold  was  so  intense  that  the  soldier  was  found 
dead  in  the  morning.  Some  time  afterward  the  poor  man  was  laid  on  his 
death-bed,  and,  in  a  dream,  saw  Jesus  appear  to  him.  "  You  have  got  my 
coat  on,"  said  the  man.  "  Yes,  it  is  the  coat  you  lent  to  me  that  cold 
night  when  1  was  on  duty,  and  you  passed  by.  '  I  was  naked,  and  you 
clothed  me.' "  There  are  many  here  to-day  who  will  hear  the  same  words 
from  the  lips  of  Christ. 

Again  we  welcome  you,  and  pray  God's  blessing  upon  this  band  of 
Christian  workers.  Our  hopes,  aims,  and  aspirations  are  one,  and  our 
hearts  are  all  beating  high  with  the  hopes  of  heaven.  Let  us  labor  on  at 
God's  command,  until  the  Master  says:  "It  is  enough!  Come  up  higher!" 
and  then  may  we  clasp  hands  in  the  kingdom  divine,  where  "  streams  of 
pleasure  ever  flow,  and  every  heart  is  love." 
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lira.  Ii.  8.  Rtut  responded,  and  spoke  of  the  presence  of  Mrs.  Wheeler 
it  a  meeting  preliminary  to  the  organisation  meeting  of  the  Women's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and  the  inspiring  effect  of  her  words  «t  that  time. 

Mrs.  0.  B.  Oauae,  President  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance 
Onion  of  Philadelphia,  brought  cordial  greetings  from  this  organisation, 
which,  she  said,  is  doing  home  missionary  work  of  a  positive  character, 
carrying  the  Bible  in  one  hand  and  the  school-book  in  the  other.  She 
outlined,  in  brief,  the  work  of  this  great  association  with  its  thirty  de- 
partments of  organised  missionary  effort.  ■ 

Mrs.  H.  E.  Gregory,  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Central  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia,  brought  warm  greetings  from  fellow- 
workers  in  the  Church  which  she  represented  ;  and  was  followed  by  Mrs. 
G.  J.  McCollom,  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  tbe  Baptist 
Chnrch,  who  spoke  with  warm  feeling  of  the  common  work  in  which  we 
■re  all  engaged. 

In  response  to  these  various  addresses  Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams,  Mrs.  W. 
A.  Ingham,  and  Mrs.  E.  £.  Mercy,  in  two-minute  speeches,  expressed  the 
gratification  with  which  the  cheering  words  of  our  sisters  were  received, 
after  which  all  Joined  in  singing,  "  Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds,"  led  by  Mrs. 
J.  F.  Enapp,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.

Ms*.  E.  B.  Hairs  presided  over  a  very  large  assembly  gathered  in 
Arch  Street  Church  at  8  P.  M.  On  the  platform  were  also  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust, 
Bishop  Walden,  Bevs.  A.  Longacre,  D.  D.,  C.  W.  Buoy,  J.  H.Vincent,  D.D., 
and  A.  G.  Haygood,  D.  D.  After  prayer  by  Rev.  C  W.  Buoy,  a  solo  was 
rendered  by  Mrs.  i.  F.  Knapp,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  Dr.  Haygood,  of 
Georgia,  was  the  first  speaker  of  the  evening,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  regret 
that  only  a  condensed  report  of  bis  moat  interesting  address  can  be  pre- 
sented here  aa  follows: 

Dr,  Haygood  said  that  a  true  estimate  of  the  civilization  of  our  race 
must  be  found  In  the  average;  the  Bushmen  of  Australia  must  be  consid- 
ered aa  well  as  the  Anglo-Saxon.  We  must  go  into  hovels,  aa  well  as 
palaces ;  into  gin-shops  and  gambling-hells,  as  well  as  into  schools,  churches, 
and  great  institutions  of  benevolence;  into  the  hiding-places  of  the  lost, 
ss  well  as  into  the  homes  of  the  good.  He  rejoiced  to  know  that  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  in  its  heart  the  needs  not  only 
of  our  white  people,  but  the  needs  of  the  black  people  of  the  South. 

He  spoke  especially  of  tbe  colored  people  in  the  South — their  condi- 
tion, needs,  and  tbe  methods  of  doing  them  good.  He  spoke  strongly  in 
defense  of  their  religious  life.  Notwithstanding  the  crudity  of  their  the- 
ology, and  the  extravagance  of  their  emotions,  '■  conversions"  among  them 
are,  for  the  greater  part,  genuine.  Their  morals  are  very  much  better  than 
ever  before,  and  steadily  improving.  Speaking  of  tbe  case  of  the  Negro  at 
school,  he  said  this  chapter  in  his  history  during  the  last  twenty  years  is 
msrvelous — there  is  nothing  like  it.  One  million  colored  children  are  now 
at  school,  and  more  than  one  million  colored  people  can  read.    He  gave 
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some  remarkable  figure*  concerning  the  educational  work  among  them. 
An  to  their  home  life,  there  is  a  steady  improvement.  He  spoke  at  length 
of  the  increasing  virtue,  taste,  and  noble  ambition  on  the  part  of  colored 
maidens  and  mothers,  and  praised  highly  the  peculiar  methods  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Vincent,  D.  D.,  apoke  with  characteristic  force  upon  the 
Neglected  Population  of  Our  Cities,  of  which  an  abstract  k  hen  given: 

The  peril  of  the  city  lies  in  the  separation  between  the  righteous  and 
uplifted  classes  and  the  lower  and  depressed  masses,  be  they  worthy  o 
unworthy. 

The  demand  of  the  day  is  for  closer  contact  in  Christian  ways  of  the 
extremes  of  society — the  worthy  few  and  the  dangerous  and  endangered 
majority.  I  prize  this  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  because  it  Sims 
at  this  great  result. 

Let  me  call  attention  to  four  methods  by  which  this  result  may  be 
achieved  through  the  influence  of  those  who  have  righteousness,  power, 
and  Christian  sympathy  on  their  side,  and  who  would  extend  the  influence 
of  the  same  through  every  rank  of  society. 

1.  We  need  to  employ  the  power  of  justice — civil  and  political.  There 
is  too  much  mawkish  sentimentality  and  absurd  sympathy  for  wrong- 
doers who  are  content  in  their  wrong  doing.  We  are  too  easy  with  p 
litical  scoundrels  who  manipulate  votes  and  who  prevent  the  free  play  of 
the  electoral  prerogative  of  American  citizens.  We  are  too  mild  in 
characterisation  of  financial  and  social  frauds.  We  are  too  sympathetic 
and  unwise  toward  tramps,  who  beg  because  they  don't  want  to  work. 
Our  pulpits  thunder  too  little. 

2.  We  need  to  employ  the  domestic  power — good  homes  in  which  chil- 
dren are  taught  obedience,  in  which  the  rights  of  servants  are  respected, 
in  which  such  an  atmosphere  prevails  that  grocery  boys  and  others  u 
come  even  to  the  back  door  snd  deal  with  the  family  fancy  that  the  angels 
of  harmony  and  love  must  live  in  thst  house.  We  need  to  help  other 
homes;  to  build  up  homes  among  the  lowest  classes,  and  to  promote  in 
them  cleanliness,  care  of  childhood,  wisdom,  and  patience.  Therefore,  I 
believe  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

3.  We  need  to  employ  the  social  power — not  patronising  the  poor;  not 
leaving  tracts  at  front  doors;  not  calling  with  professional  seriousness  and 
probing  the  family  with  a  conventional  philanthropic  catechism, 
need  informal,  neighborly,  sympathetic  visitation ;  mothers  going  to  see 
mothers  to  talk  about,  and  pray  for,  "our  boys;"  young  ladies  going  to  help 
young  girls  by  winning  confidence  and  sympathy,  and  going  also  to  teach 
children  ot  home  that  the  labors  of  the  public  school  may  be  supplemented 

s  in  good,  high-toned,  snd  wise  families  they  are  supplemented.  We  need 
hand-grasp,  tender  love,  mutual  sympathy.  Therefore,  I  believe  in  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

4.  We  need  to  employ  the  power  involved  in  honest  occupation.  People 
want  work,  not  money.    Not  alms,  but  a  friend.    The  friendship  mast  be 
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wise  enough  to  find  work  for  people  to  do.  Our  homes  con  make  more 
work  for  needy  people  than  they  do.  Our  villages  and  cities  can  make 
more  work  than  they  do.  There  is  no  end  to  the  devices  which  may  be 
adopted  to  help  people  wbo  wunt  to  help  themselves.  Therefore,  knowing 
as  I  do  the  spirit  and  aima  of  this  noble  society,  I  give  these  harried,  but 
heartfelt  words  in  ita  behalf. 

At  a  late  hour  the  aasembly  was  dismissed  with  the  benediction  by 
Bishop  Walden.

The  ravonOMAL  mbxtiho  opened  promptly  at  9  o'clock,  led  by  Mrs. 
Wm.  Rnnyan.  The  business  session  commenced  at  9.30,  Mrs.  John 
Davis  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by 
Miss  Van  Hatter,  and  approved. 

Motion  wm  made  and  carried  that  the  Order  of  Exercises  be  trans- 
posed and  fifteen  minutes  given  to  the  hearing  of  reports  from  Con- 
ference Secretaries.  Mrs.  Gearhart,  of  Central  Pennsylvania;  Mrs.  Will- 
iams, of  Central  Ohio;  Mrs.  Hughes,  of  North  Ohio;  Miss  Allen,  of 
Cincinnati;  and  Mrs.  Rogers,  of  Detroit,  gave  brief  Reports  of  the  Cause 
in  their  respective  Conferences," 

On  motion,  Mrs.  N.  M.  Broome  and  Mrs.  H.  F.  Picket,  of  Wil- 
mington,  were  accepted  as  delegates   and  assigned  seats. 

On  motion,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Siddall,  of  South  East  Indiana  Conference,  and 
Mrs.  L.  H.  Cobb,  of  Vermont,  who  represented  the  Conference  Secretary, 
were  added  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

The  report  on  the  publishing  interests  of  Woman'i  Home  Mvtiom 
was  read  by  Mrs.  Thomson,  and  was  Yeferred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  that  paper. 

Mrs.  Williams,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Woman'i 
Home  Jftattoiw,  read  a  communication  from  Mrs.  Thomson  resigning  her 
position  as  publisher;  and,  in  earnest  words  expressed  a  strong  de- 
sire that  Mrs.  Thomson  may  be  induced   to  reconsider  this  action. 

A  discussion  followed  concerning  the  best  modes  for  increasing  the 
income  of  the  paper,  and  ladies  Clark,  Marcy,  Morrow,  Thomson,  and 
HcCabe  were  appointed  a  Special  Committee  to  act  In  conjunction  with 
the  Standing  Committee.  Mrs.  Willing  moved  that  the  report  of  this 
Special  Committee  be  submitted  to  the  Standing   Committee.    Carried. 

On  motion  ten  minutes  were  given  to  one-minute  speeches  con- 
cerning the  interests  of  the  paper.  Mrs.  Springer  suggested  that  Mrs. 
Thompson  might  reconsider  her  resignation  if  relief  from  the  heavy 
hardens  of  the  position  was  afforded.  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  stated  that 
two  advertisements  for  the  paper  had   been  secured  by  ladies  of  her 
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Conference,  one  far  Faith  Songs,  the  other  for  cough  drops.  All  pro- 
ceeds from  the  sale  of  Faith  Songs  and  one-tenth  from  the  sale  of 
cough  drops  to  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  Society.  Mrs.  Alger  sug- 
gested that  each  Conference  Secretary  keep  a  list  of  the  snbscriberB  fa 
her  Conference,  and  send  oat  postal  cards  before  the  expiration  of 
the  year  urging  each  one  to  renew  her  subscription.  Mrs.  Tracy  sug- 
gested that  one  from  every  Conference  be  appointed  to  secure  adver- 
tisements for  the  paper.  Mrs.  Williams  felt  that  pledgee  from  Confer- 
ence Secretaries  to  large  increase  of  subscriptions  would  lighten.  His. 
Thomson's  heart.  Mrs.  Willing  said  that  the  lifting  of  this  practical  bur 
den  was  too  great  to  be  trusted  to  a  wave  of  feeling  and  must  be  thought 
out  and  prayed  out  It  is  too  much  like  asking  a  river  to  run  up  hill 
to  try  to  make  a  paper  like  this  for  twenty-five  cents.  Mm.  Maroy  asked 
if  the  actual  cost  of  the  paper  exceeds  twenty-five  cents,  and  Mrs. 
McCabe  responded  that  estimating  by  our  August  number  and  iueludiBj 
salaria  the  loss  is  just  five-twelfths  of  a  cent.  Mrs.  Rnst  spoke  of  the 
adaptability  of  the  paper  to  use  aa  a  leaflet  and  suggested  that  an  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose  would  carry  the  paper,  while  the  paper  would 
serve  a  most  admirable  purpose  as  a  leaflet.  Mrs.  Davis  suggested  that 
these  and  other  valuable  hints  thrown  out  be  carefully  noted  by  the 
Committee  on  the  paper,  and  as  the  ten  minutes  had  expired  the  order 
of  business  was  resumed. 

Mrs.  R.  6.  Rust,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  read  her  Annual  Re- 
port, a  carefully  prepared  and  deeply  Interesting  paper,  setting  forth  the 
claims  and  needs  of  the  Society.    It  was  heartily  adopted. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Buckley,  editor  of  the  Christian  Advocate,  having  entered 
the  room,  Mrs.  Rust  moved  that  the  order  of  business  be  suspended  to 
hear  remarks  from  him.    Carried, 

Dr.  Buckley  was  introduced  and  spoke  in  hie  usual  piquant  and 
happy  manner.  He  said  that  as  a  Life  member  of  this  Society  he  felt  he 
had  a  right  in  this  business  meeting ;  that  be  named  this  Society  in  its 
infancy  "  last  but  not  least"  in  a  list  of  the  Church  benevolences,  and 
that  he  was  watching  to  see  us  justify  his  words.  Some  things  are 
peculiarly  in  favor  of  this  Society,  It  has  no  political  basis,  and  it  makea 
a  use  of  tbe  word  Home  that  is  new  and  striking.  He  gave  some 
weighty  words  of  warning  against  solidification.  He  said  that  a  society 
ordinarily  meets  with  sugh  a  change  in  from  four  to  seven  years 
after  its  birth.  Tbe  original  enthusiasm  is  cooled  snd  tilings  become 
mechanical.  There  is  but  one  cure  for  solidification,  a  constant  infusion 
of  young  blood,  not  necessarily  young  persona,  but  young  spirit.  The 
most  enthusiastic  worker  in  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  was  a  man  of  seventy-three  years.  "The  gray  head  is 
the  servant  of  tbe  ever  young  heart" 

Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  the  Treasurer,  read  her  Annual  Report,  in  which 
she  gave  a    detailed  statement  of   all    tbe  financial  operations   of  the 
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Society  daring  the  put  year,  ehowing  a  degree  of  prosperity  which 
ttlla  for  profound  gratitude.    The  report  wu  unanimously  adopted. 

The  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  moneys  sent  later  than 
October  16th  should  he  included  in  the  report  for  the  current  year; 
but,  on  motion,  it  was  decided  that  the  accounts  for  the  year  be  closed 
October  15th,  In  accordance  with  the  By-laws  relating  thereto. 

Mrs.  Willing  presented  the  following  resolution  from  the  Maine 
Conference: 

Raofrcd,  That  one-half  of  the  funds  collected  by  the  Societies  in  Maine 
which  are  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Maine  Conference  Home  Missionary 
society  for  the  rapport  of  Domestic  Missions  in  the  State  of  Maine, 

BeJerred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  J.  L  Boawell  stated  that  a  photographer  present  offered  to 
take  pictures  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  to  (rive  half  the  proceeds 
from  the  sale  to  the  Society.  Some  disenssion  followed ;  and  on  mo- 
tion it  was  decided  that-  the  Board  meet  at  the  close  of  the  session  and 
consult  upon  the  matter. 

The  hymn, "  Nearer,  my  God,  to  thee,"  was  snug,  and  the  meet- 
ing adjourned.

The  meeting  waa  called  to  order  at  2  P.  M.,  Mrs.  Davis  presiding. 
After  the  sioging  of  a  hymn,  prayer  waa  offered  by  Rev.  J.  M.Buckley,  D.  D. 

On  motion,  time  was  granted  the  Secretary  to  complete  the  minutes  of 
the  morning  session. 

Mrs.  Quinton,  General  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  National  Indian  As- 
sociation, was  introduced,  and  presented  greetings. from  that  Association. 
She  congratulated  the  Society  npon  having  undertaken  work  among  the 
Pawnees,  in  Indian  Territory,  under  circumstances  so  auspicious,  and  com- 
mended the  missionary  chosen  for  this  field  of  work.  While  speaking  of 
the  encouraging  sneceaa  attending  the  efforts  of  the  Indian  Association  to 
influence  public,  sentiment  In  favor  of  elevating  this  neglected  portion  of 
our  population,  Mrs.  Quinton  imparted  much  valuable  information  upon 
field*  ripe  unto  the  harvest,  stating,  among  other  facta,  that  thnre  are 
eighty -three  Indian  tribes  without  missionaries  or  Christian  teachers,  who 
■re  hungering  for  the  bread  of  life.  She  concluded  her  earnest  remarks 
with  a  warm  God-speed  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Mrs.  MoOabe  moved  that  Mrs.  Quinton  be  requested  to  send  leaflets, 
published  by  the  Association,  for  distribution  at  this  meeting.    Carried. 

On  motion  of  Mm.  Williams,  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  ou  Order 
of  Business  presented  her  report.  The  order  therein  prescribed  for  this 
session  was  adopted  as  presented  in  the  succeeding  minutes.    The  order 
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for  Monday  morning  was  approved  aa  follows:  Reports  from  Committee! 
on— 1.  Publication;  3.  Missionary  Candidates;  8.  Department  of  Supplies; 
4.  from  Journalistic  Secretary. 

Mrs.  Ingham,  the  Journalistic  Secretary,  was  given  permission  to  pre- 
sent her  report  at  once.    And  it  was  adopted. 

The  Report  of  the  Bureau  for  Indians  waa  presented  by  Mrs.  McOane, 
and  accepted. 

A  letter  was  also  read  from  Mrs.  Gaddis,  the  missionary  to  the  Paw- 
nees, describing  the  rude  house  she  occupies;  and  the  necessity  for  provid- 
ing a  better  one  waa  urged.  The  aum  of  $300  having  been  subscribed  for 
this  purpose  at  the  first  quarterly-meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board 
for  this  year,  held  in  St.  Paul  Church,  Cincinnati,  it  was  asked  that  $300 
additional  be  pledged  to  Insure  the  completion  of  a  comfortable  home  for 
this  missionary.  Pledges  and  cash  subscriptions  were  then  given  to  the 
amount  of  $335,  as  follows:

Mrs.  McCabe  said  that  the  Pnget  Sound  Conference  desires  this  Society 
to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  to  sustain  a  mistonary  in  each  of  the  two 
Indian  tribes — the  Qnillayute  and  the  Nootsabk — within  its  boundaries. 

The  following  resolution,  presented  by  Mrs.  H.  C.  Hedges,  waa 
adopted: 

Rceohed,  That  all  contributions  and  moneys  paid  during  the  session 
be  handed  directly  to  the  Treasurer,  or  some  person  authorised  to  receive 
the  same,  and  be  reported  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  in  which 
the  money  was  raised. 

Mrs.  Culver  asked  that  the  Treasurer's  Annual  Beport  may  include 
receipts  from  her  Conference  now  ready  to  be  reported.  On  motion  of 
Mrs.  Spencer,  this  matter  was  left  optional  with  the  Treasurer. 

Mrs.  Bust  moved  that  Mrs.  Spnrlock  take  the  place  of  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  Nebraska  Conference,  who  fa  absent.    Carried. 

Mrs.  Marcy  made  a  verbal  report  on  the  Training-school  in  Chicago, 
and  explained  that  the  course  of  instruction  there  is  three-fold  in  its 
character,  vis.:  hygienic,  industrial,  and  evangelistic  She  also  stated  that, 
through  the  active  efforts  of  Mrs.  Lucy  Ryder  Meyer,  this  Training-school 
for  missionaries  is  now  in  operation,  and  that  a  nickel  contribution  from 
a  million  of  women  would  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  to  establish 
it  upon  a  permanent  basis.     The  report  was  adopted;  and  Mrs.  Marcy 
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wag  granted  the  privilege  of  distributing  subscription  books  lor  tbe  pur- 
pose of  collecting  some  of  the  Nickel  Fund. 

Tbe  following  resolutions,  presented  by  Mrs.  Willing,  were  adopted : 


Rtaolrtd,  1.  That  we  express  to  Mrs.  Lucy  Ryder  Meyer  our  hearty  sym- 
pathy with  her  In  her  work  in  establishing  a  Train  ins-school  for  Mission- 
aries, and  that  we  will  encourage  our  missionary  candidates  to  take  a  course 


instruction  in  that  school. 

2.  That  we  ask  the  General  Executive  Board  to  consider  the  propriety 
of  adopting  it  as  a  part  of  our  work  and  under  our  care. 

Mrs.  Spurlock  and  Miss  Cowgill,  missionaries,  respectively  from  Salt. 
Like  City  and  New  Orleans,  were  then  formally  introduced  to  the  meeting. 

Mrs.  Davis  requested  Mrs.  Willing  to  take  charge  of  the  devotional 
exercises  Monday  morning,  and  urged  the  prompt  attendance  of  delegates 
to  participate  In  these  exercises,  and  be  ready  for  the  business  session  to 
be  resumed  at  10  o'clock. 

By  request  of  its  Secretary,  the  Bureau  of  Organization  was  requested 
to  meet  for  a  half  hour  at  the  close  of  this  session. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Boswell  Invited  the  delegation  snd  friends  generally,  to  a 
reception  to  be  given  to  Mrs.  Hayes  and  the  General  Executive  Board,  in 
Spring  Garden  Street  Church,  this  evening  at  8  o'clock.* 

The  doxology  was  song;  and  tbe  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Longacre.

Mrs.  Hayes 
increased  her  subscription  to  $20,  to  make  Mrs.  L.  E.  Prentiss,  wife  of  her 
pastor,  Life  member  of  the  Society ;  and  Mrs.  Rust  and  Mrs.  Ingham  also 
added  to  their  previous  gifts,  and  thus  the  amount  was  secured. 

Tbe  report  of  the  Committee  on  Publication  sent  by  Mrs.  Hoy  t,  Chair- 

•The  recaption  was  very  pleasant,  being  attended  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  Convention  end  their  friend*,  Including  resident  Method  1st.  clergy.  The 
elmreli  waa  handsomely  decorated.  In  the  auditorium  of  the  name  edifice  a  mnis- 
meeting  wu  held  On  Sunday  evening,  October  36th,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Hayes, 
and  addressed  by  Mrs.  Rust  and  lira,  Willing.  In  the  same  church,  on  Sunday 
morning.  Rev.  Dr.  A,  U,  Haygood  preached  au  eloquent  sermon,  Ills  theme  being 
pertinent  to  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  Society  ;  and  In  the  evening,  at  Arch 
Street  Hetbodlst  Episcopal  Church,  be  delivered  an  address  upon  "  Woman  as  a 
work  of  the  Church."

Mrs.  Rust  said  that  the  work  in  Savannah  isa  part  of  our  work  among 
the  colored  people  of  the  South,  and  is  included  in  the  Bureau  for  that 
department  She  therefore  moved  to  so  amend  the  order  of  business  t 
the  report  of  the  Haven  Home  should  follow  and  supplement  that  of  the 
Bureau  for  the  colored  people.  This  amendment  was  accepted,  and  the 
report  on  the  order  of  business,  as  thus  amended,  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Willing  presented  a  resolution  asking  that  Misses  Van  Marter 
and  Bingham  and  Mrs.  Morrow  be  excused  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  to  meet 
the  young  ladies  of  the  Philadelphia  Churches  in  the  interests  of  this  So- 
ciety.   Carried. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that,  owing  to  pressure  of  business,  the 
reports  of  Conference  Secretaries  be  omitted.    Lost 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  order  of  business  be  suspended  to 
hear  said  reports  this  morning.  The  following  Conferences  were  called  in 
alphabetical  order,  and  the  reports  were  read  by  the  respective  Secretaries: 
Central  New  York,  by  Mrs.  Spencer;  East  Ohio,  by  Mrs.  Carr;  Erie,  by 
Mrs.  Culver ;  Newark,  by  Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell ;  Now  England  Southern,  by 
Mrs.  Mather;  New  York,  by  Miss  Van  Marter;  New  York  East,  by  Urn 
Morrow ;  Northern  New  York,  by  Miss  Jennie  Bingham ;  North-weet,  Iowa, 
and  Upper  Iowa,  by  Mrs.  Springer.

Reports  of  Conference  Secretaries  were  resumed:  Louisiana,  read  by 
Miss  Josephine  Cowgill ;  Troy, by  Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson;  New  Hampsbin 
by  Mrs.  Alger  ;  Vermont,  by  Mrs.  Frost,  represented  by  Mrs.  Cobb ;  Bock 
River,  by  Mrs.  Marcy ;  Philadelphia,  by  Mrs.  Bickley. 

Mrs.  Rust  announced  a  gift  of  $30,  just  received  from  a  friend  in  the 
South,  for  Simpson  Memorial  Home,  at  Orangeburg,  a  work  undertaken    ' 
by  the  ladies  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference  Society. 

Mrs.  Willing  stated  that,  as  one  hundred  and  forty  additional  mem- 
berships had  been  taken  yesterday  at  the  Tabernacle  Church,  in  this  city, 
thus  increasing  the  number  of  the  Society  to  two  hundred,  this  roust  be 
considered  the  banner  Auxiliary.  The  same  lady  moved  that  the  next 
session  open  promptly  at  1.30  P.  M.    Carried. 
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It  wu  moved  and  carried  that  reports  of  Conference  Secretaries  be  the 
first  business  of  the  afternoon  session. 

Mrs.  H.  F.  Spencer,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  visit  the 
Preachers'  Meeting,  stated  that  the  ladies' were  most  cordially  received  by 
that  body;  and  that  Mrs,  Marcy,  Mrs.  McCabe,  and  Mrs.  Spurlock  briefly 
responded  to  the  courtesy  extended  to  them,  and  asked  the  earnest  co- 
operation of  the  pastors  in  the  work  of  this  Society. 

Mrs.  Marcy  reported  from  the  Committee  on  Leaflets  as  follows:  the 
Committee  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  three,  whose 
duly  shall  be  to  select  and  revise  such  pamphlets  and  leaflets  as  they  may 
deem  best  adapted  to  the  present  demand.  The  report  was  adopted, 
whereupon  the  following  resolutions  were  presented  and  approved: 

Retoimd,  1.  That  the  Leaflet  Committee  appoint  from  their  number  a 
Sab-committee  of  three,  whose  dnty  shall  be  to  go  carefully  over  the  list 
of  leaflets  and  tracts,  and  withdraw  such  as  have  ceased  to  be  useful,  and 
add  such  as  are  demanded  by  the  work. 


Mrs.  Coleman  sang  very  acceptably,  "Cast  thy  bread  npon  the  waters," 
and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Mr.  Franklin,  of  Utah.

Tee  session  was  called  to  order  at  1.30  P.  M.,  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe  in 
the  chair.    Prayer  was  offered  by  Miss  Josephine  Cowgill. 

Reports  of  Conference  Secretaries  were  resumed :  New  Jersey,  read  by 
Mrs.  C.  F.  Garrisoni  North-west  Indiana,  by  Mrs.  S.  B.  Matthews;  New 
England,  by  Miss  Maria  Newhall;  Ohio,  by  Mrs.  T.  M.  Stanley;  Pittsburg, 
by  Mrs.  H.  C.  Dickinson. 

Mrs.  Davis  read  greetings  from  the  Woman's  Christian  Association  of 
Philadelphia,  now  in  session ;  Mrs.  S.  W.  Thomson  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  McCarty 
were  chosen  to  reply. 

Reports  of  Conference  Secretaries  were  continued ;  Wyoming,  by  Mrs. 
Harriet  Tapper;  South-east  Indiana,  by  Mrs.  C.  S.  Cbafee;  Indiana,  by 
Mrs.  M.  A.  Siddall. 

Mrs.  Alger,  ot  New  Hampshire,  reported  verbally  for  Florida  Confer- 
ence. This  Conference,  in  co-operation  with  the  New  Hampshire  Confer- 
ence, has  undertaken  to  raise  funds  to  build  on  Industrial  Home  at 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  Mrs.  Rust  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  desirable 
lot  for  this  Home,  with  two  small  houses  on  it,  can  now  be  obtained 
for  (2,600. 

Mrs.  Marcy  read  a  letter  of  greeting  from  Mrs.  Bnrdette,  of  the  Baptist 
Training-school,  of  Chicago.    The  same  lady  was  appointed  to  reply. 
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The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Mormons,  Mrs.  A.  F. 
Newman,  was  rend  by  Mrs.  Davis,  and  approved. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Utah,  Aim.  Davis  reported,  giving 
an  account  of  her  visit,  and  that  of  Mrs.  S.  W.  Thomson,  to  that  Territory. 
The  longer  these  ladies  stayed  the  more  they  learned  of  the  gloom  and 
sorrow  of  the  women  ol  Utah.  There  ie  the  utmost  need  of  Christian 
sympathy  and  contributions.  Thoy  visited  schools  and  missionaries,  and 
saw  evidences  of  great  privations  and  sacrifices.  One  evening  was  spent 
in  the  Palmer  Memorial  ChapeL  Mra.  Thomson  gave  a  temperance  talk 
at  Ephraim. 

Mrs.  Newman's  Report  on  the  Industrial  Home  in  Utah  waa  presented 
by  Mrs.  Davis,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Mission  Fields.  MraB. 
Bpurlock,  one  of  our  missionaries,  was  called  forward.  She  emphasised  the 
report  of  Mrs.  Newman.  The  times  are  dark  and  sad,  the  situation  it 
appalling.  Women  who  are  suspected  ol  being  untrue  to  this  monstrous 
delusion,  or  those  who  testify  in  courts,  are  driven  into  the  street.  Pres- 
byterians, Baptists,  Congregationalists,  Methodists,  and  Episcopalians,  unite 
in  the  endeavor  to  shelter  the  defenseless.  The  project  of  a  day  nursery 
was  alluded  to  by  Mrs.  Spurlock  near  the  close  of  her  remarkable  address. 
Rev.  P.  A.  fl.  Franklin  then  made  a  thrilling  appeal  daring  ten  minutes. 
At  this  point  the  following  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Board : 

"I,  Mrs.  D.  B.  Tracy,  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  give  and  devise  to  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Chnrch,  a 
corporation  under  the  laws  of  Ohio,  the  following  lands  and  premises: 

,  situated  in  the  Territory  of  Dakota,  Lake  County,  Madison 

Township,  four  lots  (4),  two  hundred  feet  deep  (200  ft),  to  hold  or  dispose 
of  the  same,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  said  Society,  its  successors 
and  assigns  forever;  this  land  to  be  used  for  the  building  thereon  of  a 
Sabbath-school  chapel.  This  devise  is  made  in  memory  of  my  mother, 
Mrs.  Sarah  G.  Stout."

'bkbjus,  Such  buildings  are    greatly    needed    in   several  localities 
where  our  Society  desirea  to  establish  work,  therefore 

RnoJvfd  That  we  ask  tbe  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Church  Ex- 
tension Society  to  make  an  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $5,000  for  this 
work,  and  to  aid  general  missionary  work  in  this  Territory. 

Bev.  Dr.  Kynett,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Extension  Society,  was 
introduced,  and  made  a  abort  address,  in  wbich  he  referred  to  the  reso- 
lution, and   promised  personally  to  favor  tbe  appropriation  before  the 


Mrs.  Springer  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Whebeas,  A  most  earnest  and  pathetic  entreaty  has  been  made  for  a 
German  or  Scandinavian  missionary  at  Castle  Garden,  said  missionary  hav- 
ing been  long-  and  anxiously  desired  to  meet  the  constant  arrival  of 
immigrants  at  this  post  in  New  York  City;  therefore, 

Hetoived,  That  this  Society  take  into  most  careful  consideration 
the  immediate  necessity  of  a  missionary  at  the  post  of  New  York  City. 

On  motion  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission 
Fields. 

Mrs.  Springer  also  presented  the  following : 

As  the  "Home  Missions'"  paper  is  more  permanently  helpful  than 
the  leaflets, 


.  That  the  number  of  leaflets  be  diminished  the  coming  year, 
and  the  money  be  used  to  increase  the  salaries  of  our  editor  and  pub- 
lisher to  $300. 

On  motion,  this  resolution  was  referred  to  tbe  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Colored  people  in  tbe  South  was  read 
by  the  Secretary,  Mrs.  Bust,  and  adopted. 

Bishop  Wiilden  spoke  by  invitation.  His  remarks  were  instructive 
and  earnest,  and  be  commended  the  methods  of  work  pursued  by  this 
Society. 

Mrs.  Dunton,  who  baa  been  in  South  Carolina,  for  twelve  years,  made 
thrilling  and  instructive  remarks,  showing  from  personal  knowledge  the 
great  utility  of  our  Industrial  Homes.  The  doxology  was  snng,  and  the 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  J.  H.  McCarty,  D.  D. 


(•It  Is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  Dr.  Kynett's  admirable  address,  being 
purely  extempore,  can  not  be  reproduced.  A  note  received  from  lilin,  written 
December  1Mb,  contains  this:  "I  can  only  renew  my  assurance  or  moat  cor- 
dial Interest  In  your  great  and  growing  work.  I  have  Just  read  the  clause  of 
President  Cleveland's  Message,  dealing  with  Mormon  Urn,  and  think  that  the 
Held  will  open  to  your  noble  Society  very  largely  In  Utah  under  the  assured 
ulrong  action  of  the  government.   I  wish  you  a  hearty  Uod -speed."] 
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Tub  anniversary  of  tlie  Society  took  place  on  Holiday  evening, 
a  very  large  audience  being  In  attendance.  The  general  officer*  were 
in  charge.  The  opening  prayer  wee  offered  by  Her.  H.  A.  Richards, 
D.  D.,  following  which  a  hymn  was  rang,  composed  by  Mtos  Mary  A. 
Lath  bury. 

An  abstract  of  the  Annual  Report  waa  read  by  Mrs.  R.  8.  Boat,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  In  which  it  waa  stated  that  the  first  year  there 
were  fourteen  effective  organisations  connected  with  the  Society,  thirty 
the  second  year,  thirty-five  the  third  year,  and  forty-one  the  past  year. 
Tbe  amount  raised  thia  year  is  $26,000 ;  and  the  total  value  of  supplies 
aggregates  more  than  $19,000.  Tbe  Society  had  been  called  into  existence 
to  co-operate  with  the  other  connectional  societies  of  the  Church  in  wort: 
for  women  which  could  not  be  done  by  men. 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  M.  King,  of  New  York,  addressed  the  meeting.  He  said 
that  the  Society  recognizes  the  Home  ae  the  foundation  for  free  institu- 
tions. The  scope  of  its  work  ie  in  an  important  sense  foreign  aa  well  as 
home.  What  hope  is  there  for  Utah,  made  up  of  foreign  heathens  prin- 
cipally, until  its  womanhood  ia  released  7  This  foreign  womanhood  crys- 
tallised into  American  Christian  womanhood  ia  the  only  hope  for  a  free 
government.  Abundant  means  and  abundant  willingness  would  f Ornish 
all  that  is  necessary.  There  should  be  consecrated  personal  effort,  and 
this  can  not  be  done  by  proxy.  There  ia  many  a  pauper  that  lives  in 
a  brown  stone  palace.  The  question  is  not  simply  will  the  unconverted 
be  lost  if  we  fail  to  rescue  them,  but  whether  we  ourselves  will  be  saved. 
What  we  want  ia  emancipation  from  slavery  to  society  and  slavery  to 
criticism.  This  Society,  said  Dr.  King,  la  in  its  comparative  youth,  and 
yet  its  methods  are  not  new.  One  of  the  moat  remarkable  proofs  that 
our  Savior  waa  intensely  human  as  well  aa  Intensely  Divine,  ia  that  he 
found  his  way  to  Bethany  on  the  Mount  of  Olives,  and  there  found  rest 
with  Mary  and  Laxarue. 

Dr.  King  thought  the  Society  should  have  a  branch  in  every  individ- 
ual Church  in  the  country.  He  hoped  the  million-dollar  line  in  missions 
would  be  reached,  but  frequently,  in  seeking  to  fill  the  treasuries  of  the 
Church,  we  begin  at  the  wrong  end.  No  man  and  no  woman  can  go  and 
exhort  others  to  go  into  homes  of  degradation  unless  they  can  say  they 
have  been  there  themselves.  In  coming  from  scenes  of  luxury  and  culture 
il  is  necessary  for  us  to  have  some  scans  in  order  to  enter  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven. 

Mrs.  Spurlock,  the  missionary  of  the  Society  at  Utah,  was  the  next 
speaker.  She  said  there  were  no  happy  homes  in  Utah  where  polygamy 
exists.  The  effort  made  by  Congress  does  not  bring  the  truths  of  Jeans  to 
the  women  of  Utah.  What  is  needed  is  a  place  of  refuge  in  Salt  Lake  City 
to  which  the  women  can  be  taken  who  abandon  polygamy. 
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Bev.  Dr.  J.  M.  Reid,  Missionary  Secretary  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  next  spoke  Is  substance  as  follow* ; 

There  are  various  missionary  organ izations  in  these  day*,  both  Home 
and  Foreign,  lor  Catholic*  and  Jews,  for  Chinese  and  Indians,  and  for 
Freedmea.  Bat  when  it  is  renumbered  that  these  are  but  parts  of  one 
grand  missionary  whole  which,  seeks  to  elevate  and  save  humanity  with- 
out regard  to  sex,  or  race,  or  color,  or  locality,  we  need  not  be  surprised  to 
find  these  societies  sometimes  perplexing!  y  mixed.  Look  at  the  Master 
himself.  He  waa  the  author  of  the  world-wide  command,  "Go  into  aU 
At  motU,"  yet  he  never  himself  extended  his  labor  beyond  his  own 
land.  He  was,  in  fact,  President  of  a  Home  Miaaionary  Society,  and  he 
sent  ont  bis  workers  through  all  Judea,  bidding  them  begin  at  Jerusalem. 
Yet  whoever  studies  the  history  of  Christ  will  see  that  he  laid  the  founda- 
tions at  home  in  order  to  build  abroad.  He,  a  borne  worker,  was  most 
of  all  interested  tor  the  work  abroad.  Paul  baa  always  bean  thought  of 
as  the  apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  but  wherever  he  went,  to  Greece  or  Gaul, 
or  to  the  isles  of  the  Mediterranean,  be  was  always  within  the  Soman 
Empire;  that  is,  ha  never  labored  beyond  his  own  national  dominion. 
But  who  can  doubt  that  his  thougbts  and  plana  embraced  all  nations.  Al- 
ways a  home  worker,  he  is  the  most  famous  of  all  for  his  interest  In  the 
nations.  All  work  at  home  baa  for  its  ultimate  object  the  field  abroad.  If 
there  were  no  alternative  but  that  I  must  abandon  one  or  the  other, 
hoane  or  foreign  work,  it  would  not  be  the  former,  for  there  can  be  no 
foreign  work  Walesa  there  be  able  and  willing  Churches  at  home  to  care 
for  it. 

The  Society  in  whose  interests  we  are  now  convened  is  building  up  in 
the  new  and  needy  parts  of  out  own  land  communities  and  Churches  that 
will  some  day  furnish  other  lands  with  missionaries  and  money  for  their 
redemption.  This  Society  contemplates  a  large  Christ ianking  work.  It 
seeks  to  carry  the  church  and  school  to  the  children  of  the  Negroes  and 
poor  whites  of  the  South,  and  to  the  children  of  the  red  man  in  the 
forest.  It  cares  for  the  women  of  the  Chinese,  whose  oondition  is  so  de- 
plorable in  our  land.  It  establishes  model  homes,  where  women  so  lately 
compelled  to  work  in  the  field  could  give  their  husbands  and  offspring  no 
homes  worthy  of  the  name.  But  in  these  model  homes  neatness  and 
housewifery  are  learned  by  practical  lessons,  and  every  well-ordered  home 
that  results  is  a  new  Christianising  and  refining  influence.  lean  never 
eease  to  admire  the  self-abnegation  and  devotion  which  led  the  President 
of  the  Society  U  leave  her  home  of  more  than  royalty,  and  devote  the 
days  and  years  of  her  retirement  to  giving  the  great  boon  of  a  comfortable 
and  happy  home  to  the  poor  Freednian  and  his  family,  and  to  the  crushed 
and  miserable  women  of  a  polygamous  laud.  The  benedictions  of  multi- 
tudes will  rest  upon  her.  The  school -rooms  and  homes  of  these  ladies  all 
through  the  land  become  also  sanctuaries  where  the  Word  of  God  is 
preached  and  the  ordinances  of  his  houae  administered.  There  is  s  wide 
sad  inviting  field. 
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Bishop  J.  M.  Walden  followed  with  a  few  remarks  end  made  an  ap- 
peal for  additional  subscriptions  for  the  Utah  work.  He  said  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  ie  doing  a  specific  work,  although  divided  into 
departments.  Within  the  laat  three  or  four  years  a  new  interest  baa  been 
taken  in  the  Indian  problem.  The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
makes  the  cluster  of  societies  In  the  Methodist  Church  complete. 

The  benediction   was  pronounced  by  Rev.  A,  Longacre,  D.  D.

Tan  session  opened  at  9)  o'clock,  with  a  service  of  song,  testimony, 
and  prayer,  led  by  Mrs.  Willing.  At  10  o'clock  Mrs.  Hayes  took  the  chair, 
and  announced  the  opening  hymn,  "  I  need  Thee  every  hoar."  Mrs.  E. 
E.  Bayer  offered  prayer. 

The  minntee  of  the  previous  session  were  read  by  Mrs.  Ingham,  and 
adopted. 

In  the  absence,  through  illness,  of  Mrs.  W.  M.  Ampt,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Mite  Boxes,  Mrs.  Aiken  read  her  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

Suggestions  were  made  by  Mrs.  Willing  for  the  general  distribution  of 
Mite  boxes,  recommending  that  some  lady  in  each  Auxiliary,  in  each  Con- 
ference, be  made  responsible  for  this  work.  Mrs.  Bunyan  thought  we  had 
made  a  financial  mistake  in  distributing  the  boxes  gratuitously ;  and,  fur- 
thermore said  it  would  be  a  good  idea  for  every  one  who  accepts  a  box  to 
place  at  least  (1.00  in  the  same.  Some  little  discussion  followed  with  ref- 
erence to  the  wisdom  of  charging  a  small  price  for  these  boxes  to  cover 
expense  of  printing  them,  and  Mrs.  Aiken  moved  that  a  Committee  of 
three  be  appointed  to  consider  this  matter  and  report  at  this  meeting. 
Carried.    The  chair  appointed  ladies  Bunyan,  Cooper,  and  Hedges. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Transportation,  sent  by  Mrs.  Ampt, 
Chairman,  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Bunyan,  and  adopted. 

Mrs.  W.  G.  Coleman  then  favored  the  audience  with  a  vocal  solo, 
"  One  sweetly  solemn  thought" 

Miss  Belts  expressed  the  unexpected  pleasure  she  experienced  in  being 
permitted  to  address  this  meeting,  and  gave  an  interesting  account  of  her 
work  as  missionary  in  the  South,  and  more  recently  as  organiser  of  auxil- 
iaries in  the  North. 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes  read  extracts  from  a  letter  from  Miss  Brooks,  of 
Little  Rock,  Arkansas. 

Bev.  Dr.  McCarty,  of  Penn  Yan,  N.  Y.,  spoke  with  special  reference  to 
s  visit  made  by  himself  to  Mexico  and  New  Mexico.  He  dwelt  upon  the 
degradation  of  the  people,  and  said  that  In  many  of  the  homes  then  was 
not  a  chair,  bed,  table,  or  dish,  and  yet  in  every  one  of  the  homes  there 
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wm  *  crucifix  and  a  picture  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  His  heart  yearned 
toward  this  people,  and  he  wished  he  were  younger,  in  order  that  he 
night  go  aa  a  missionary  among  them.  He  urged  the  Society  to  send  ear- 
neat  Christian  women  ae  misaionariee  into  this  field. 

Hiss  Cowgill,  of  New  Orleans,  followed,  speaking  from  a  heart  full  of 
the  needs  of  this  great  missionary  work  in  the  South,  and  giving  a  touch- 
ing account  of  her  call  to  this  work  among  the  neglected  population  of 
New  Orleans.  She  wss  happy  in  the  work  of  rescuing  the  perishing  souls 
in  need  of  salvation. 

Hiss  Frances  E.  Willard,  President  of  the  National  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union  was  then  introduced,  and  presented  greetings  full  of 
sisterly  love,  showing  that  the  cause  she  advocates  is  side  by  side  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  aims  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  Her 
Secretary,  Hiss  Anna. Gordon,  said,  in  addressing  the  meeting,  that  she 
wss  bom  and  brought  up  in  a  missionary  atmosphere,  and  was  glad  to  see 
so  many  young  ladles  interested  both  in  temperance  and  hone  mission 

Mrs.  Qninton  kindly  brought  leaflets  for  distribution,  and  spoke  for  a 
few  moments  of  Pawnee  homes,  rude  and  uncomfortable,  and  gave  a  pa- 
thetic incident  to  show  the  position  of  Indian  women.  In  concluding  she 
emphasized  the  fact  that  the  labor  of  the  Temperance  Union,  Indian  As- 
sociation, and  Home  Missionary  Society  is  one,  inasmuch  ss  each  is  doing 
a  reformatory  and  redeeming  work.  This  morning  she  had  beard  "  I  am 
so  glad"  come  so  repeatedly  from  hearts  full  of  praise  and  thanksgiving, 
that  she  considered  ft  a  Methodist  watchword,  and  would  adopt  it  in  the 

The  Committee  of  three  to  whom  was  referred  the  consideration  of 
Mite  Boxes  then  presented  its  report  through.  Mrs.  Banyan,  as  follows : 
Tour  Kite  Box  Committee  recommend  that  In  each  Conference  organised 
for  Home  Missionary  work,  there  be  appointed,  by  the  President  and  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  an  officer  to  be  known  ss  the  "  Mite  Box  Agent," 
whose  special  duty  shsll  be  to  enlist  the  district  officers,  and  those  of 
auxiliaries,  in  the  matter  of  distributing  Mite  boxes  freely  among  the 
people ;  and  also  to  order  them  from  the  Chairman  in  Cincinnati,  In  num- 
bers to  meet  the  demand  of  the  field  under  her  superintendence;  said 
agent  to  assume  obligation  to  said  Chairman  for  the  price  of  boxes  so  or-

Thb  meeting  was  opened  by  singing  "  I  love  to  tell  the  story,"  and 
Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  led  in  prayer.  Hiss  H.  Van  Marter,  of  New  York,  edi- 
tor of  the  Sunday-Khool  Advocate,  presided,  and  spoke  ft  few  earnest,  tender 
words  of  Joy  that  we  have  heard  this  "story."  She  then  introduced  Miss 
Jennie  Bingham,  of  Lowville,  N.  Y.,  Secretary  of  the  Northern  New  York 
Conference,  who  counseled  the  yonng  ladies  to  consecrate  themselves  to 
work  for  Christ,  and  then  form  societies  to  take  up  specific  lines  of  work, 
each  as  supporting  a  missionary,  furnishing  a  room  in  one  of  our  Industrial 
Homes,  or  sending  a  box  of  supplies  to  some  pioneer  on  the  frontiers.  Her 
words  were  fall  of  inspiration  to  those  who  so  eagerly  listened. 

Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow,  of  New  York,  editor  of  the  JUuatrotor  of  Sundag- 
tenoai  Xenon*,  next  addressed  the  meeting.  She  spoke  of  her  visit  to  Utah 
and  San  Francisco ;  especially  describing  her  experience  among  the  New 
Mexicans,  and  gave  an  account  of  the  needs  of  our  work  in  those  localities, 
and  of  the  organisation  of  on  auxiliary  at  Los  Vegas,  N.  M.

She  gave  a  touching 
incident  of  the  conversion  of  a  poor  woman  who  found  the  Sinner's  Friend 
through  the  gift  of  a  quilt  Her  heart  was  so  touched  by  the  present  that 
she  conld  not  longer  resist  the  Spirit's  influence. 

Mrs.  Dnnton  spoke  of  some  of  the  trials  of  the  girls  of  Simpson  In- 
dustrial Home,  who  were  learning  to  eat  oat-meal,  and  said  they  had  come 
to  her,  asking  if  there  is  not  some  way  in  which  they  may  earn  a  little 
money,  so  as  to  buy  a  cow,  that  they  may  have  milk  with  the  oat-meal.

This  was  fully  discussed, 
and  enthusiastic  pledges  were  made  to  sustain  the  paper  by  subscriptions 
and  advertisements.    The  report  was  adopted.

Mrs.  Runyan  moved  to  include  in  said  Report  the  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  relating  to  our  Society.    Carried. 

Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes  requested  that  a  page  be  set  apart  to  which  we  can 
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readily  refer,  containing   the  names  and   location  of    out   Homes   and 
Schools;  and  that  the  names  and  Post  Office  address  of  the  missionaries 

Mrs.  Springer  desired  that  each  Conference  Secretary  be  allowed  op- 
portunity to  make  any  needed  revision  in  her  report  preparatory  for  pub- 
lication. 

Mrs.  Banyan  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by 
arising  vote: 

Ranked,  That  we  recognise  the  ardnoos  and  delicate  work  of  our 
Executive  Board,  daring  the  four  years  of  its  existence,  which  has  been 
performed  faithfully  and  efficiently. 

Mrs.  W.  O.  Williams  introduced  the  subjoined  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted: 


Mrs.  Ingham  read  the  minutes  of  the  forenoon  and  part  of  the  after- 
noon ;  Mrs.  Springer,  those  of  the  lost  three  hours.  After  brief  loving 
words  from  the  Chairman,  Mrs.  Davis,  suggesting  rest  and  trust  in  the 
midst  of  labor,  the  doxology  was  sung,  and  the  Fourth  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Mansgers  adjourned  to  meet  in  October,  1886,  at  Central 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Detroit,  Mich.

The  Society  was  organised  and  tendered  it*  services,  it)  harmony  with 
its  constitution,  to  co-operate  with  the  benevolent  societies  of  the  Church, 
operating  in  localities  of  great  need  in  which  it  desired  to  work.  It  first 
directed  its  attention  to  the  South,  where  it  found  a  most  destitute  field, 
one  of  peculiar  claims  and  of  great  promise.  It  entered  this  field  to  do  a 
work  which  needed  to  be  done,  with  such  plana  as  the  providence  of  God, 
the  necessities  of  the  people,  and  the  surrounding  circumstances  should 
suggest  and  approve.  It  sent  thither  its  missionaries  to  engage  in  general 
missionary  work,  give  instruction  in  household"  industries,  and  aid  in  every 
possible  way  this  unfortunate  people.  The  plan  was  the  best  that  could 
have  been  undertaken  at  the  time,  bnt  experience  soon  taught  us  that  the 
good  that  we  could  accomplish  by  this  method  would  he  transient,  and 
that  much  valuable  effort  would  be  wasted  for  the  want  of  time  to  crystal- 
lize these  results  in  permanent,  form. 

The  great  want  of  the  poor  people  In  the  South  is  the  Christian  home, 
and  our  Society  has  entered  upon  a  system  of  industrial  training,  by  which 
girls  may  be  prepared  to  make  good  homes.  Those  already  educated  in 
books,  and  of  an  age  to  profit  by  such  instruction,  while  in  school  are 
trained  for  the  higher  duties  and  obligations  of  practical  home  life.  This 
line  of  work  is  sustained  by  the  co-operation  of  other  benevolent  organisa- 
tions of  the  Church,  and  It  gives  to  our  Society  in  this  section  a  clearly 
defined,  independent  field,  distinct  in  character  from  that  of  any  other 
branch  of  Church  benevolence. 

In  the  Western  frontiers,  our  methods  have  been  determined  by  special 
needs,  and  the  work  has  been  under  the  care  of  the  general  Missionary 
Society. 

The  demand  for  organised  effort  on  the  part  of  women  in  the  Churches 
to  aid  in  providing  for  the  neglected  populations  of  our  great  cities,  has 
suggested  a  department  of  local  work  which  has  been  carefully  considered, 
and  a  plan  for  its  inauguration  will  be  submitted  for  consideration  at  this 
meeting. 

BUREAUS. 

As  the  sphere  of  the  Society  has  been  enlarged,  increasing  cares  and 
responsibilities  have  pressed  heavily  upon  the  Executive  Board,  and  the 
necessity  of  dividing  these  among  a  larger  number  became  apparent.  This 
was  desirable,  not  only  for  the  relief  of  the  Executive  Board,  but  for  the 
more  intelligent  management  of  the  interests  involved.  To  secure  this 
object,  two  years  ago,  several  "Bureaus  of  Information"  were  provided, 
and  distract  fields  assigned  to  each.  It  has  been  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  each  Bureau  "to  obtain  information  relating  to  the  work,  systematize 
the  knowledge,  and  forward  It,  with  recommendations,  to  the  Executive 
Board,  quarterly  or  oftener,  and  annually  to  the  Board  of  Managers-" 

Last  year  the  Executive  Board  recommended  to  the  Managers  "  the 
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appointment  of  a  person  or  persons  to  secure  the  establishment  of  the 
work  in  the  unorganized  sections  of  the"  Church,  and,  when  desirable,  to 
co-operate  with  the  Conference  officers  lor  their  aid."  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers voted  to  add  a  "Bureau  qf  Organiiatim,"  and  the  selection  of  the 
Secretary  being  left  to  the  Executive  Board,  Mrs.  Jennie  F.  Willing,  of 
Chicago,  HI.,  was  chosen,  the  Board  assuming  responsibility  for  the  pay- 
ment of  her  salary  for  the  year.  Mrs.  Willing  entered  zealously  upon  her 
work  in  November,  and  has  made  monthly  reports  of  it  to  the  Executive 
Board,  which  reports  have  also  been  published  In  the  Woman's  Some 
Jftanom. 

IHDIAR  HIB3I0H. 

After  careful  and  protracted  investigation,  there  has  been  inaugurated 
s  promising  mission  among  the  Pawnee  Indiana.  This  tribe  is  located  In 
the  northern  part  of  the  Indian  Territory.  The  mission  is  under  the 
episcopal  supervision  of  the  Church,  and  the  special  care  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society,  through  Its  local  superintendent,  Bev.  B.  Snyder.  Mrs.  Frances 
L.  Gaddis,  our  missionary,  Is  successfully  prosecuting  the  work  in  this 
field.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Indians  will  give  in- 
teresting information  in  regard  to  this  mission. 

WORK  AttOSQ  MOHH08B. 
Utah  and  the  Mormon  Territories  present  a  most  inviting  field  for  our 
Society,  and  our  work  there  has  been  prosecuted  with  encouraging  success. 
During  the  year  we  have  sustained  throe  teachers  in  the  schools  ;  one  in 
Ogden,  one  inSalt  Lake  City,  and  one  in  Provo.  These  ladies  have  won  the 
cordial  approval  of  our  missionaries  and  the  people  among  whom  they  have 
labored.  Mrs.  Sporlock,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Miss  Ssngstad,  in  San  Pete 
valley,  have  continued  successfully  their  missionary  labors.  Mrs.  Spurlock 
his  extended  her  work  into  the  neighboring  towns,  and  Miss  Sangstad  has 
served  as  both  missionary  and  pastor.  There  being  now  no  minister  in  the 
San  Pete  valley,  she  superintends  religious  services,  and  the  Sabbath -school 
in  Mt.  Pleasant  in  the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  at  Ephrajm,  seventeen 
miles  distant 

Besides  this  special  work,  which  is  adapted  to  meet  certain  needs,  there 
is  an  immediate  demand  lor  help  to  provide  small  buildings  to  accommodate 
our  mission  schools,  where  religious  services  may  be  held  until  better  ac- 
commodation can  be  provided.  The  school  gathers  in  the  children  and 
young  people,  and  is  the  nursery  of  the  Church  into  which  it  is  crystallized 
by  the  influence  of  Christian  teachers  and  missionaries.  In  this  exigency 
the  flexibility  of  our  Society  enabled  us  to  meet  the  demand  of  the  hour. 
At  the  last  Annual  Meeting  we  appropriated  five  thousand  dollars,  contin- 
gent on  its  being  provided,  as  a  special  fund  for  the  erection  of  Lucy  Haya 
tehool-houia,  each  one  to  cost  from  live  hundred  to  one  thousand  dollars. 
The  Palmer  memorial  building  at  Ephraim,  which  was  secured  by  special 
donation  of  Mrs.  Joseph  Enapp ;  one  at  Salt  Lake  City  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Scandinavian  population;  one  at  Maroni,  secured  by  donation  of  Mrs. 
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Gurley  ;  ami  one  ill  ML  Pleasant,  have  boon  aided  to  the  amount  of  &580. 
The  Chairman  of  the  department  of  Utah  visited  the  field  during  the  year, 
and  information  of  special  interest  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Bureau. 

UHIOH  OF  SOCIETIHS. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  proposition  was  considered  last  Tear  to 
unite  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  and  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  promote 
that  object.  The  organization  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society, 
under  its  constitution,  in  that  section,  has  been  interrupted  by  the  severe 
illness  of  Rev.  Otis  Gibson,  and  the  consequent  preoccupation  of  those 
most  intimately  connected  with  the  work,  though  organisation  is  hopefully 
commenced  within  the  bounds  of  the  California  Conferences.' 

WORK  AUOltS  COLORED  PEOPLE. 

In  considering  this  important  department,  certain  facts  should  be  rec- 
ognised that  have  influenced  the  Society  in  its  efforts  to  co-operate  with  the 
Church  agencies  already  in  the  field. 

Fir*.  The  Missionary  Society,  Church  Extension,  Sabbath-school 
Union,  and  Freedmen's  Aid  labor  side  by  side,  distinct  and  yet  co-operative 
one  with  another,  each  endeavoring  to  aid  and  shed  light,  beauty,  and 
efficiency  upon  the  others.  If  we  enter  this  field,  our  Society  must  come 
into  co-operative  relations  with  the  others,  for  little  good  can  be  accom- 
plished without  this  harmony  of  effort. 

Second.  The  history  of  missions  proves  that  the  masses  are  most  suc- 
cessfully reached  by  workers  taken  from  among  themselves,  properly 
trained  and  educated.  Societies  laboring  in  the  South  have  mostly  retired 
from  the  support  of  primary  schools,  as  these  belong  to  the  care  of  the 
State,  and  are,  to  some  extent,  provided  for  by  its  authority.  This  work 
would  require  large  sums  of  money  and  a  long  period  of  time,  in  order 
to  reach  the  people  in  need  of  help,  while  with  our  limited  means  a  more 
economical  work  may  be  done,  by  training  in  industrial  pursuits  the  most 
promising  pupllsof  our  denominational  schools,  for  teachers  and  missionaries. 

Third.  Outside  of  the  populous  cities  only  limited  provision  has  yet 
been  made  for  the  education  of  either  white  or  colored  people,  and  those 
of  both  races  most  in  need  of  our  aid  are  in  the  country,  far  from  the 
thorough  fa  res  of  travel.  They  are  poor,  ignorant,  and  widely  scattered 
over  an  immense  territory,  and  can  be  reached  only  by  the  combined 
efforts  of  our  Church  organisations. 

Fourth.  The  schools  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  are  held  in  high 
estimation  by  tbe  people  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  improve- 
ment which  they  afford.  This  Society  has  established  a  net-work  of  schools 
extending  all  over  the  South,  baa  erected  a  score  of  commodious  and  ele- 
gant school- buildings,  has  sustained  nearly  two  hundred  well-educated 
Christian  teachers  in  this  field  for  eighteen  years,  at  an  expend- 
iture of  more  than  a  million-and-a-half  dollars.    In  consequence  of  this 
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the  influence  of  the  Society  among  the  people  whom  we  seek  to  elevate  is 
almost  boundless;  hence  our  Society,  by  a  proper  co-operation  with  it,  may 
■hare  in  ita  influence  and  in  the  rare  opportunities  for  usefulness  thus  af- 
forded. The  patronage  of  each  of  these  schools  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid 
Society  is  distributed  over  Urge  sections  of  this  country,  and  the  students 
represent  the  best  and  most  influential  families,  and  this  gives  our  Society 
and  ita  industrial  work  an  opportunity  to  extend  its  influence  to  all  parts 
of  the  South. 

How  to  reach  the  largest  number  in  the  shortest  time  with  the  least 
expenditure  of  money  is  the  perplexing  queetion  that  demands  our  att 
tion.  Our  Society  aims  at  the  improvement  of  home  life  among  the  neg- 
lected populations  in  the  South  by  establishing  and  maintaining  schools 
for  the  training  of  girls  in  womanly  pursuits,  leaving  the  ordinary  work 
of  education  to  the  schools  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  and  the  State. 
Our  Industrisl  Schools  or  Model  Homes  must  be  filled  with  girls  advanced 
in  knowledge,  well  educated  fh  books,  having  high  aims  in  life,— s 
ion  or  even  graduates  of  the  schools.  Such  pupils  in  one  year's  time  can 
obtain  sufficient  education  in  housekeeping  and  the  industries  of  wom- 
an's sphere  to  become  good  missionary  teachers  or  competent  manage™  of 
homes,  that  will  become  centers  of  elevating  influence  to  all.  Country 
populations  an  too  much  scattered  and  neglected  to  be  available  for  o 
purpose.  In  large  cities  we  might  find  a  few  who  would  be  willing  to  be 
taught  special  industries,  but  girls  of  limited  education,  of  an  age  to  be 
able  to  profit  by  our  industrial  training,  could  not  be  induced  to  enter 
schools  for  housekeeping  alone. 

Two  years  ago  the  Society  voted  to  establish  Industrial  Schools  or 
"Model  Homes"  in  connection  with  the  institutions  of  the  Freedmen's 
Aid  Society  ss  rapidly  as  our  funds  would  allow  (see  report  on  Indus- 
trial Homes,  page  63,  2d  Annual  Report),  and  the  managers  have  fol- 
lowed the  instructions  to  the  beet  of  their  ability.  For  the  measure  of 
success  secured  in  this  department  we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Bureau  for  Colored  People.  The  work  has  secured  the  highest  com. 
mendatlon  of  our  own  Church,  and  of  other  denominations  engaged  in 
the  same  work. 

BUREAU    OF    WHITE    WORK. 

There  is  a  large  class  of  poor  Illiterate  white  people,  in  the  South, 
almost  entirely  destitute  of  Church  and  school  privileges,  whose  condition 
makes  a  strong  appeal  to  the  benevolent  for  aid.  Our  Church  is  organized 
there,  and  our  ministers  at  great  personal  sacrifice  are  doing  what  they 
can  for  the  elevation  of  the  people,  snd  any  aid  that  our  Society  can 
render  them  will  be  most  gratefully  received.  To  relieve  the  poverty  and 
wretchedness  of  the  cabin  life  of  the  people,  to  aid  them  in  Church  and 
school  privileges,  and  thus  help  them  to  a  higher  and  a  purer  life,  is  a 
work  dear  to  the  heart  of  the  Savior,  and  one  that  should  receive  the 
sympathy  and  support  of  his  friends.    Auxiliaries  could  be  formed  in  a 
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large  proportion  of  the  charges,  and  these  organisations  would  prove  « 
bond  of  sympathy  between  our  lees  fortunate  sisters  and  the  more  fa- 
vored members  of  the  general  Society,  and  would  assure  them  of  onr 
helpful  interest  and  watchful  solicitude.  The  employment  of  a  good 
Christian  woman  by  our  Society  to  visit  the  charges,  organise  auxiliaries 
and  supervise  this  work,  would  be  of  great  service. 

A  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  baa  been  organised 
in  the  Kentucky  Conference,  and  it  asks  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers 
permission  to  use  its  collections  in  behalf  of  its  own  territory— a  privilege 
which  was  granted  to  the  Michigan  Conferences  last  year,  and  which  has 
proved  so  satisfactory  in  results. 

A  special  appeal  comes  to  us  in  behalf  of  New  Orleans.  There  is  no 
school  there  for  whites  with  which  our  Society  can  co-operate,  and  the 
local  Church  is  weak;  but  the  field  is  white  for  the  harvest,  and  it  is  pos- 
sible to  enter  it  with  oar  missionaries  and  co-operate  with  the  workers 
of  the  Missionary  Society.  There  is  a  huge  neglected  French  population 
there  which  may  be  reached  and  may  add  efficiency  to  this  work.  If  it 
shall  be  thought  advisable  to  start  an  independent  work  in  addition  to 
that  already  established  in  connection  with  the  schools  of  the  Freedmen's 
Aid  Society,  we  think  that  there  is  no  better  place  to  start  one  for  the 
whites,  as  we  have  one  started  at  Savannah  for  the  colored  people,  than  at 
New  Orleans. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  having  this  special  field  in  charge  will  tar- 
nish additional  suggestions. 

STATISTICAL  REPORT  OF  0R3ABIZATIOH. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Society  (See  Article  IV)  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  of  a  Conference  Society  to 
furnish,  quarterly,  to  the  corresponding  officers  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  a  full  statement  of  the  organisation  and  work  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  moneys  collected  in  its  behalf.  Convenient  forms 
have  been  provided  on  which  these  reports  can  easily  be  made  oat  and 
forwarded.  These  will  include  all  important  facts  in  such  form  that  they 
may  readily  be  tabulated  for  reference,  and  they  are  furnished  to  all 
auxiliary  officers  through  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference 
Society. 

The  work  ts  new  to  many,  and  it  has  been  difficult  to  bring  it,  at  once, 
into  the  desired  system.  It  is  hoped  that  the  statements  of  the  work  will 
be  fully  and  clearly  reported  the  coming  year  by  each  auxiliary  officer,  as 
indicated  by  the  forms  and  prescribed  by  the  Constitution.  This  will 
enable  us  to  do  justice  to  the  work  of  every  conference  In  the  summary 
which  will  be  published  quarterly  iu  the  Woman's  Borne  Mmioru, 

The  following  table  indicates  encouraging  progress  in  this  particular, 
although  it  in  many  cases  falls  short  of  the  facts,  owing  to  the  difficulty 
above  stated.

MEMORIAL. 

la  closing  this  report  I  beg  a  moment's  indulgence  for  a  brief  tribute  of 
affection  to  the  two  distinguished  biehope  of  our  Church  who  since  our 
last  meeting  have  been  relieved  from  their  labors  and  taken  home  to 
heaven.  These  eminent  men  took  an  active  part  in  the  elevation  of  woman 
everywhere  and  in  the  organisation  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society,  and  cheerfully  rendered  any  service  in  their  power  to  advance  its 
interests. 

Never  shall  we  forget  our  last  interview  with  Bishop  Simpson  in  the 
adjoining  home  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago,  when  he  addressed  us  in 
words  of  encouragement  and  tender  sympathy.  The  seal  of  heaven  was 
on  his  brow,  its  light  illumined  his  countenance  and  bis  words  thrilled 
our  hearts.  Though  the  eloquent  lips  are  silent  in  death  the  influence  of 
his  holy  life  shall  never  die.  The  sentiments  uttered  by  him  in  behalf  of 
women  shall  be  prized  by  us  as  the  richest  legacy.  The  beautiful  Indus- 
trial Home  for  the  education  of  girls,  just  erected  in  Orangeburg,  8.  C, 
is  a  tribute  of  loving  hearts  to  the  sainted  bishop  in  memory  of  his 
interest  and  efforts  for  our  success. 

Just  before  our  last  Annual  Session  Bishop  Wiley  left  us  for  a  foreign 
field,  and  on  his  way  thither  visited  our  missions  in  Utah,  counseled  with 
,r  missionaries,  encouraged  them  in  their  work,  and  sent  back  messages 
of  love  to  cheer  our  hearts  and  give  fresh  vigor  to  our  efforts.  In  letters 
from  that  distant  land  to  friends  he  exhibited  the  deepest  solicitude  for 
the  Society's  welfare,  and  rejoiced  in  the  cheering 'intelligence  that  had 
reached  him  of  its  continued  success. 

Many  now  present  will  remember  the  eloquent  address  he  delivered 
a  vast  audience  gathered  in  this  church  where  we  are  now  assembled, 
during  the  General  Conference  of  1864,  in  which  he  portrayed  the  claims 
of  the  Society,  and  the  needs  and  opportunities  for  mission  work  in  our 
n  country.  He  was  its  true  friend,  and  watched  ita  growth  with  con- 
stant care.  He  gave  to  the  Society  his  advocacy,  his  money,  his  prayers, 
and  his  dying  benediction.  And  now  that  his  voice  is  silent,  and  will  be 
beard  no  more  in  our  councils,  we  are  oppressed  with  sorrow  at  the  great 
loss  of  one  bo  dear  to  ua  and  to  all  who  labor  for  the  world's  conversion. 
We  will  cherish  his  memory  with  grateful  emotion,  and  treasure  in  up 
r  hearts  the  precious  truths  he  taught  while  he  tarried  in  our  midst, 
and  "  talked  with  us  by  the  way."

Central  New  York  Conference. 

As  w«  present  the  report  of  the  Central  New  York  Conference,  it  la 
witb, gratitude  to  oar  Heavenly  Father  for  the  encouragement  we  have  that 
the  interests  oi  our  Society  never  rested  so  heavily  upon  the  hearts  of  our 
Isdies  as  now.

In  connection  with  Williemsport 
Auxiliary  we  have  a  sociable,  with  entertainment  by  way  of  music,  recita- 
tions, etc.;  this  has  been  kept  up  during  the  Summer,  and  has  been  well 
attended.  We  are  endeavoring  to  inform  the  people,  and  there  are  pros- 
pects of  success.

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Cincinnati  Conference. 

The  past  year  has  been,  in  some  respects,  a  prosperous  one  for  the 
Cincinnati  Conference  Society,  one  of  tiie  most  encouraging  features  being 
the  evidence  of  increasing  appreciation,  on  the  part  ottbe  auxiliaries,  of 
the  magnitude  of  the  work,  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  interest  and 
teal.

Detroit  Conference. 

Tub  Detroit  Conference  Society  celebrated  its  first  anniversary  on 
September  12, 1886.  We  have  treat  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  abundant  re- 
ward that  has  attended  our  labors.  The  present  condition  of  the  work 
is  exhibited  by  the  following  statement :

The  total  amount  of  money  raised  during  the  year  was  $3,256.  The 
value  of  boxes  of  supplies  sent,  at  a  low  estimate,  amounted  to  $1,17) — 
making  a  total  of  money  and  money  values  of  $3,427.  At  the  very 
threshold  of  our  existence  as  a  Conference  Society;  a  burden  unlooked  for 
was  rolled  upon  our  shoulders.  The  Conference  desired  us  to  be  a  Home 
Missionary  Society  indeed.  It  asked  that  our  Society  should  assist  in  the 
Michigan  frontier  work,  in  the  support  of  the  Gospel  among  the  poor, 
the  ignorant,  and  the  unsaved  of  our  own  State.     The  Conference  sent 
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consecrated  men  into  fields  totally  unable  to  maintain  them,  into  the 
lumber  and  mining  camps,  and  agricultural  regions  of  the  Northern  Penin- 
sula— with  ita  eight  months  of  Winter  and  four  of  early  Spring— and  asked : 
"  Would  the  Woman's  Home  Miaslonaiy  Society  help  to  maintain  these 
missionaries?"  With  the  consent  of  the  general  Society,  this  petition  was 
granted,  and  from  the  very  practical  character  of  our  work,  and  its  near* 
neee,  it  has  won  a  ready  entrance  into  the  hearts  of  the  people.  That  the 
money  sent  haa  done  something  to  lighten  the  toilsome  pathway  of  the 
frontier  circuit  rider  we  are  assured  from  many  sources:  and  that  the 
large  supplies  of  good  and  warm  clothing,  bedding,  and  other  necessaries 
have  been*  ware*  of  comfort  we  know  from  the  grateful  testimony  of  the 
recipients  themselves.  Theonly  special  work  we  have  undertaken  has  been 
building  a  parsonage  for  the  Iroquois  Indian  Mission,  at  Bay  Mills,  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  District.  Mrs.  Edward  Smith,  of  Detroit,  our  Conference  Presi- 
dent,  raised  $200,  by  life  memberships,  for  this  purpose.

age  there  valued  at  1700,  deeded  in  trust  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  close  of  the  year  was 
also  marked  by  the  generous  gift  to  our  Auxiliary  at  Ann  Arbor,  of  $100, 
by  Mrs.  E.  E.  Boyer,  which  constitutes  her  the  first  honorary  manager  of 
the  Society  within  the  Detroit  Conference.  The  results  of  this  year  have 
not  been  achieved  without  toil  and  sacrifice,  and  thought  and  prayer.  The 
work  of  organisation  was  largely  done  during  the  severe  cold  of  last  Winter, 
amid  snow,  sad  with  the  mercury  below  aero.  But  God  was  in  his  own 
work,  and  gave  abundant  success  to  it. 

The  presiding  elders  of  the  Detroit  Conference,  in  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  for  the  missions  under  their  care  by  our  Society,  passed  the  fol- 
lowing resolution :

A  word  of  praise  is  due.to  the  character  of  our  mission  supplies. 
They  have  been,  almost  without  exception,  very  valuable,  and  vet  rated 
very  low.  The  cost  of  transportation  has  been  carefully  looked  after,  each 
Society  reporting  it  to  the  Conference  Treasurer;  and  the  result  has  been 
to  prove  mission  supplies  to  be  an  economical  method  of  aiding  the  work 
of  the  Society. 

In  the  above  financial  statement  seventeen  organisations  do  not  ap- 
pear ;  fourteen  of  these  are  new.  In  Erio  Conference  we  have  not  a  single 
large  city,  and  in  some  parts  financial  matters  are  very  vacillating,  and 
communities  not  permanent.  To  have  the  annual  membership  dues  ac- 
cord with  the  number  of  annual  members  .is  found  to  be  impracticable. 
We  must  accept  our  members  believing  in  their  sincere  intentions  ;  and  if, 
for  any  reason,  they  fail  to  pav  their  dues,  their  names  should  not  be 
erased,  but  efforts  kind  and  cordial  should  be  put  forth  to  win  them  to  > 
recognition  of  their  duty,  and  to  secure  them  as  paving  members  for  the 
next  year.  The  remarkable  success  of  Miss  Ella  J.  Belts  in  organixing, 
during  the  Winter,  added  fifty  societies  (including  seven  committees).  The 
various  Conference  and  District  officers  organised  eighteen  more  societies. 
So  large  an  increase  of  organizations  within  a  brief  time  placed  on  unusual 
burden  of  responsibility  and  labor  upon  those  in  general  charge  of  the 
work,  but  the  cordial  co-operation  which  they  met  made  the  task  a  very 
happy  one. 

GOKB  TO   TllKlK   EtEBMAL   REWARD. 

Mrs.  Hannah  Barber,  a  mother  in  Israel,  who  was  Honorary  Manager 
of  our  Society  by  her  own  donation,  passed  triumphantly  away.  She  be- 
queathed some  real  estate  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  but, 
being  in  litigation,  it  can  not  appear  in  this  year's  financial  statement. 

Mrs.  Sperry,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Chautauqua  Auxiliary, 
and  Mrs.  Darling,  President  of  the  Westfield  Young  Ladies  Society,  were 
called  away  while  still  effective  and  full  of  good  works.  Their  memory  is 
an  inspiration  to  those  remaining  to  do  more  and  better  for  the  Master.

Four  of  our  six  Districts  held  snnusl  District  Conventions  the  past 
Summer.  Franklin  District  in  unison  with  the  Women's  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society,  at  Tldioute.  Pa.;  Erie  and  Jamestown  Districts  united  at 
Chautauqua,  N.  Y. ;  and  Mesdville  District  held  theirs  at  Mill  Village,  Pa. 
Two  delegates  from  each  Society  in  the  District  were  invited,  also  visitors. 
Our  Yonng  Ladies'  and  Juvenile  Societies  were  represented  and  took  active 
part,  adding  much  to  the  general  interest  of  the  Convention.  It  is  our  in- 
tention to  hold  a  Convention  in  each  district,  at  some  convenient  time, 
every  year.

.  _  _  _J  organised  by  Mrs.  Willing,  the  lat- 
ter part  of  laet  February,  the  work  was  hard  to  get  started  because  of  the 
vt'ry  cold  weather,  which  prevented  the  ladies  from  attending  the  meetings. 
While  of  some  it  can  be  said,  this  is  the  only  work  they  will  do  for  mis- 
sions, others  take  no  Interest  whatever.  The  needs  of  the  poor  whites  of 
the  South,  of  the  colored  people  of  the  same'land,  the  evils  of  Utah  call- 
ing so  loudly  for  the  healing  the  blessed  Gospel  of  onr  Christ  would  bring, 
as  well  as  the  needs  of  the  foreign  population  on  oar  shores,  are  alike 
unheeded  by  the  greater  n amber. 

Many  things  have  discouraged  u«.  Still  there  has  been  naeraeal  com- 
fort in  the  thought  if  is  for  Christ  oar  King,  and  so  the  weeks  have  gone  by 
until  now  comes  roll  call  and  we  moat  answer  if  we  have  stood  In  our  place, 
if  we  have  done  the  work  the  best  we  conld. 

Indiana  Conference  has  five  districts.  Of  these  hot  one  is  well  organ- 
ized. Indianapolis  District  has  four  Auxiliaries.  Meridian  Street  Church 
in  this  district  baa  sent  in  a  bat  of  ninety-three  members,  and  over  eighty 
dollars  in  money.  We  wanted  every  dollar  collected,  but  onr  Treasurer 
resigned  and  the  new  one  lias  not  as  yet  become  familiar  with  her  work  in 
this  Auxiliary.  Forty  Homt  Mittion*  are  taken;  the  regular  monthly 
meetings  have  been  held,  and  one  tea  meeting;  also  one  district  meeting  was 
held  in  this  district  at  California  Street  Church,  in  May  hist.  We  had  a  most 
excellent  meeting,  with  a  night  session,  at  which  addresses  were  given  in 
behalf  of  home  mission  work.  California  Street  has  a  Society  of  twenty-five 
members.  Bloomington  District  has  a  local  organisation  for  home  mis- 
sion work.  They  have  as  yet  sent  in  bat  fifty  cents,  bat  want  to  be 
counted.  The  reports  from  Rock  port  District,  and  New  Albany  District 
show  some  interest,  bnt  not  as  much  as  conld  be  desired. 

In  September  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  was  held 
in  Meridian  Street  Church,  Indianapolis,  and  there  Miss  Keeley,  who  hss 
been  long  identified  with  the  Woman's  Foreign'  Missionary  Society,  signi- 
fied her  intention  of  engaging  in  the  Home  Missionary  work,  and  subse- 
quently took  a  place  as  teacher  in  the  Haven  Home,  at  Savannah,  Ga. 

Some  of  the  officers  were  changed,  new  ones  being  elected.  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Kennedy,  of  Center  Point,  was  elected  Corresponding  Secretary. 
She  is  an  efficient  woman,  and  will  do  good  work  for  the  Society.

Louisiana    Conference. 

Our  Woman's  Home  Missionary  work  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  is  at 
present  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  since 
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. workers,  and  a  deeper  interest  manifested  in  thie  work  than 

we  bare  bad  at  any  time  heretofore.  Much  of  thia  prosperity  ie  due  to 
the  xeml  and  self-denying  labors  of  our  colored  Bisters  who  are  engaged  in 
this  woik,  espedsll }  to  our  champion  worker,  Sister  Beater  Williams, 
whose  praise  is  in  ail  the  Churches. 

In  oar  Louisiana  Conference  we  now  have  fifty -nine  auxiliary  societies, 
with  a  memberahip  of  2,161.  Mission  schools,  25;  subscribers  to  W<ma*'t 
Home  MMom,  63.  Over  $300,  bare  been  raised  and  used  by  onr  auxiliary 
societies  in  much  needed  local  work,  and  we  now  have  $86  in  onr  treasury.

This  schedule  and  vouchers  for  money  sent  were  duly  accepted  by  the 
General  Executive  Board.  We  have  aided  during  the  year  the  families  of 
more  than  thirty  ministers  who  would  else  have  suffered.  Following  is  a 
summary  of  work  by  districts. 
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The  auxiliary  in  Grand  Traverse  District  waB  organised  at  Bay  View 
daring  the  camp-meeting  last  August,  and  is  worthy  of  special  mention. 
The  Scripture  saying,  "  Many  daughters  have  done  virtuously,  but  thou 
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ex  eel  lest  them  all,"  Is  literally  true  of  tMs  organization.  Under  the  in- 
spiration from  the  presence  and  speeches  of  Bishops  Mallalieu  and  Bow- 
man, on  missionary  day  there  were  raised  at  Biiv  View  $400.  Of  this 
amount,  $200  were  (riven  Bishop  Mallalieu  for  building  churches  in  the 
South.  Tiie  other  $200  were  appropriated  for  onr  frontier  work.  This 
money  was  raised  by  the  two  Conferences,  Detroit  and  Michigan,  and 
equally  divided  between  them  ;  so  we  have  a  nice  total  for  Grand  Traverse 
District  for  our  Conference,  of  $200,  distributed  as  follows:  For  building 
churches  South,  $100;  for  frontier  work  North,  $100;  total,  $200.  We 
commenced  the  work  of  this  year  with  seven  auxiliaries  and  seventy- eight 
members  reported. 

Though  we  have  in  no  sense  accomplished  what  we  could  have  wished, 
we  have  yet  reason  to  "  thank  God  and  take  courage."  The  work  has  de- 
manded and  received  the  greater  part  of  my  time  and  attention.  To  aid 
it,  and  to  encourage  organization,  I  have  written  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  letters  and  postals,  have  given  four  public  addresses,  and  have  writ- 
ten several  articles  for  the  press.  'T  is  not  a  very  great  work  I  have  done, 
but  as  a  busy  housewife  I  can  only  say,  I  have  done  the  very  bat  1  could. 
The  vsstness  of  this  field  of  Christian  effort  I  realize  wore,  and  deplore 
most  heartily  the  lack  of  interest  in  it  among  our  Church  women.  And 
yet  there  it  an  awakening,  and  a  rallying  among  the  rani*.  We  are  asking  for 
and  expecting  a  baptism  of  work  and  enlightenment,  that  the  coming 
years  may  be  filled  with  victories  for  our  Christ

Nebraska   Conference. 

Littli  work  has  been  done  in  this  Conference.  It  was  not  until  the 
last  of  February  that  I  had  sufficiently  recovered  from  the  injuries  which 
kept  me  in  my  room  six  months,  to  consider  any  subject  bnt  telf. 

The  1st  of  March  I  went  to  Kansas,  intending  to  remain  three  months, 
and  orgsnize  in  Kansas  and  Missouri.  I  visited  the  North-west  Kansas,  the 
South-west  Kansas,  and  the  Kansas  Conferences;  also  the  St.  Louis  and 
Missouri  Conferences,  and  organized  each  on  a  substantial  basis,  and  se- 
cured 112  subscribers  to  the  "Home  Minion*."  Thence  I  was  summoned 
home  on  account  of  the  illness  of  my  son,  and  many  watchful  hours  and 
days  were  spent  by  his  bedside.  The  1st  of  June  I  went  to  Washington, 
D.  C,  as  Delegate  to  the  National  Conference  of  Charities  and  Corrections. 
While  there  I  represented  Utah's  needs,  in  the  Metropolitan  and  Foundry 
Churches.     On  the  day  when  I  was  to  have  presented  tbe  interests  of  the 


the  Executive  Board,  the  month  of  September  passed  without  answer. 
All  the  past  two  years,  since  I  became  identified  with  the  Home  Mission- 
ary organization,  dear  sisters.  I  have  been  strangely  led  in  a  way  I  knew 
not,  could  not  know.  The  burden  which  has  been  laid  upon  me  is  heavy ; 
but  a  message  of  unutterable  sweetness  lingers  ever  in  my  soul — "It  it  I" — 
and  I  am  not  afraid.  , 

To-day  Mrs.  Spurlock  returns  to  us,  having  wrought  a  blessed  work.

Rome  Missionary  Society  within  the  bounds  of  the  Newark  Conference. 
Previous1  to  this  time  two  or  three  isolated  auxiliaries  had  been  formed, 
and  a,  few  women's  hearts  enlisted  in  this  cause.  The  appeals  of  Mrs.  Rust 
at  two  of  oar  Conference  sessions,  snd  the  hesrty  indorsement  of  this  So- 
dety  by  Bishops  Wiley  and  Warren,  had  prepared  the  way,  while  the  action 
of  the  last  General  Conference  bad  left  na  without  excuse.  So,  when  our 
energetic  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organisation,  Mrs.  Willing,  came  among 
ns  as  a  providential  spent  in  this  movement,  she  rallied  the  scattered  forces, 
enlisted  new  recruits,  and,  after  much  prayer  and  earnest  pleading,  she 
formally  organised  the  Newark  Conferenoe  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society,  December  18,  1884.  The  advantages  arising  from  a  central  and 
well-organised  Executive  Board  have  become  more  and  more  apparent  as

members.  The  work  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Bands  deserves  special  notice. 
The  Young  Ladies'  Band  of  Westfleld,  N.  J.,  composed  of  only  twelve 
members,  resolved,  soon  after  its  organisation,  to  furnish  a  room  in  the 
Savannah  Home.  After  three  months  of  most  enthusiastic  effort  they  had 
the  pleasure  of  forwarding  the  entire  outfit  for  a  room  valued  at  969.50, 
snd  receiving  the  gratifying  response  from  Mrs.  Lewis,  "God  will  bless 
your  efforts.  All  yon  sent  wss  so  complete,  not  one  thing  wss  forgotten." 
The  Young  Ladies'  Band  of  St.  James  Church,  Elisabeth,  has  assumed  the 
cere  of  an  orphan  in  the  Savannah  Home,  and,  with  commendable  zeal, 
is  planning  to  do  missionary  work  among  the  poor  and  neglected  of  its 
own  city.  The  Young  People's  Band  of  West  Side  Avenue  Church,  Jersey 
City,  composed  of  Sunday-school  scholars — boys  and  girls — is  already  re- 
joicing in  the  reflex  influence  of  the  little  it  has  been  permitted  to  do  in 
this  blessed  cause.  The  auxiliary  organised  by  Mrs.  Willing  at  Tabor, 
our  Camp  Meeting  resort,  in  August  last,  is  full  of  promise.    Officered  by 


competent  band  of  consecrated  young  women,  we  expect  its 
riea  from  year  to  year  will  be  specially  blessed,  and  prove  an  inspiration  to 
the  work  throughout  the  Conference. 

We  are  so  near  the'  deafening  roar  of  the  great  metropolis  of  our 
country  that  our  people  often  can  think  of  little  else.  So  we  have  come  to 
believe  that  our  women  need  this  Home  Missionary  Society  for  their  own 
spiritual  development  quite  ne  much  as  it  needs  our  aid.  It  is  our  pro-

New    England    Southern    Conference. 

We  can  not  (report  the  full  measure  of  success  that  we  had  hoped  for 
in  the  special  work  granted  to  us  by  the  Executive  Committee  one  year 
ago.  The  work  undertaken  by  us.  to  establish  an  Industrial  School  and 
Model  Home,  at  Camden,  S.  C,  has  so  commended  itself  to  our  people, 
that  a  largely  increased  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  has  been  awakened.  At  the  session  of  the  New  England 
Southern  Conference  last  April,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
were  adopted : 

Wrexkas,  The  Womiat  Homo  Mlmlonary  Society  bat  already  made  Itself 
A  place  In  [lie  hearts  of  many  of  the  best  women  of  the  Church  by  showing  IU 
adaptation  to  the  special  work  for  which  It  was  organised ;  and  nlno  ha*  been 
placed  by  the  General  Conference  among  the  regular  benevolent  organisations  of 
the  Church,  and  provision  made  for  tia  entablUlimont  In  our  Annual  Conference* 
and  local  Churches;  therefore, 

Ilfolved,  1st.  That  we  recognise  with  pleasure  the  aim  and  scope  of  the 
Woman*  Home  Mlnalo nary  Society,  and  will  encoomge,  a*  wo  have  opportunity, 
the  orgH  nl  ration  of  auxiliary  noolelle*  In  all  onr  charge*  where  practicable. 

2d.  That  we  Indorse  the  plan  .proposed  by  onr  own  Conference  Society  of  es- 
tablishing, at  Ciimden,  B.  C,  on  ground*  donated  to  the  Society,  an  Industrial 
Home,  to  which  the  money  rained  within  onr  bound*  shall  under  the  reetrtcrtlou* 
of  the  parent  Society  be  appropriated. 

Although  tbe  great  depression  in  business  circles  affects  our  manu- 
facturers, yet  the  promisee  of  aid  in  donations  arid  life  memberships  are 
gratifying.  Pledge  cards  for  ten  dollars,  and  for  one  dollar,  the  latter  for 
children,  eacb  representing  a  share  in  the  Model  Home,  have  been  issued. 
These  cards  having  been  given  out  just  prior  to  the  Summer  vacations,  we 
have  not  called  in,  as  the  Fall  and  Winter  months  are  considered  beet  for 
such  work.  The  amount  for  naming  five  rooms — one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  room— has  been  promised. 

We  shall  ask  that  the  promised  donations  and  life  memberships  and 
the  amount  collected  on  pledge  cards  be  returned  at  or  before  the  next 
session  of  our  Annual  Conference. 

We  find  a  sweet  reluctance  in  our  hearts  to  suggesting  that,  as  we  are 
restricted  to  ourown  Conference  limits  in  making  our  appeals  for  aid  in 
our  special  work,  our  funds  be  not  diverted  to  other  work;  and  that  it  will 
please  us  well  if  the  fruits  of  our  garden  for  this  season  be  left  to  be 
gathered  by  ourselves.

We  send  papers,  etc,  as  they  are  called  for, 
through  our  paper,  Hamt  Mittiont,  and  will  continue  to  do  so;"  and  so 
from  Vail  come  seven  Mother's  Jewels.  A  society  rarely  dies  if  the  pastor 
and  wife  will  lend  the  helping  hand.  Mrs.  Grace,  of  Dakota  City,  has  ac- 
complished wonders  with  her  "Band  of  Willing  Workers,"  teaching  the 
tiny  little  pets  to  piece  a  quilt,  knit,  crochet,  paint,  etc,  and  bringing  to 
the  treasury  $5  for  Home,  and  $5  for  Foreign  Missions — which  includes  her 
$1  to  each,  with  the  penny  a  week  of  these  little  ones,  to  be  counted  as 
endless  store  by  and  by.  Mrs.  Brown,  of  Sergeants  Bluffs,  brings  $7  from 
her  society  of  young  people,  and  I  have  promised  a  visit  to  their  well-kept 
vineyard  the  coming  year.  Mrs.  Carter,  our  faithful  Recording  Secretary, 
brings  $5  from  Sac  City,  while  Rev.  Mr.  Carter  invites  the  work  and  work- 
ers to  his  field  at  any  time.

In  December  an  all-day  meeting  was  held  at  1018  Arch  Street,  which 
was  exceedingly  Interesting.  Our  indefatigable  President  organized  a  so- 
ciety at  Tioga,  in  January,  and  one  at  Arch  Street  and  Western  in  Febru- 
ary, Mrs.  Willing  attended  the  session  of  our  Conference.  We  held  an 
anniversary  and  organised  an  auxiliary  In  Madison  Street  Church,  Ches- 
ter. In  March  our  first  District  meeting  was  held  at  Grace  Church. 
The  morning  was  given  to  the  Annual  Meeting  and  election  of  officers ; 
and  after  lunch,  so  generously  provided  by  the  ladles  of  the  Church,  re- 
ports from  each  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  auxiliaries  of  the  District 
were  rend.  Ten-minute  papers  on  different  topics  were  then  given,  and 
tbe  day  was  pronounced  one  of  most  enjoyable  success.-  During  the  same 
tsontb  an  auxiliary  was  formed  at  Paul  Street,  Frankford.    During  May 
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Auxiliaries  were  formed  at  Easton  and  at  Tabernacle  Church.  In  Septem- 
ber Mrs.  Goff  and  Mrs.  Fierce  came  to  Beading  and  organised  societies  at 
Fourth  Street,  St.  Peters,  and  at  Covenant,  the  three  Methodist  Churches 
of  this  city.  Within  the  present  month  the  pastor  of  Wharton  Street 
effected  an  organisation  in  hie  charge  of  26  members.  We  have  now  just 
three  times  as  man;  auxiliaries  as  we  had  at  this  time  one  year  ago,  vit, 
24.  We  have  1,023  members  and  338  subscribers  to  Woman'*  Borne  Minion*. 
We  believe  there  exists  in  the  hearts  of  the  women  of  Philadelphia  a 
warm  desire  to  see  this  Society  greatly  prosper  and  succeed  in  oar  midst. 
We  have  found  that  where  people  thought  they  could  do  nothing,  packing 
a  box  became  the  initiative,  and  from  the  box  packing  grew  a  flourishing 
auxiliary. 

Our  special  project  for  the  year  has  been  the  building  of  an  Industrial 
Home  at  Orangeburg,  S.  C,  and,  aa  a  token  of  regard  and  esteem  for  the 
beloved  bishop  whom  we  mourn  as  having  gone  from  our  midst,  we  have 
named  it  tbe  Matthew  Simpson  Memorial  Home.  We  are  glad  to  have  the 
Convention  assemble  here,  and  feel  honored  with  the  presence  of  these 
elect  ladies;  and  we  trust  that  an  influence  will  go  forth  that  shall  redound 
to  the  glory  of  God  through  the  cycles  of  eternity.

Pittsburg  Conference. 

Oi'it  Conference  Society,  a  little  more  than  a  year  old,  is  still  almost  s 
helpless  child,  and,  instead  of  helping  the  mother,  feels  very  keenly  the 
need  of  patient,  watchful  care,  such  as  none  but  a  loving  parent  can  bestow ; 
and  we  come  at  this  time,  asking  that  yon  will  be  very  lenient  with  us 
until  we  have  grown  a  little  stronger.  Our  hearts  are  very  sad  at  this 
meeting  with  you  because  it  brings  so  fresh  to  our  minds  the  great  loss  w~ 
sustain  in  the  death  of  our  beloved  sister,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Grant,  wlto  was  ou. 
.leader  in  this  Home  Mission  work,  and  one  to  whom  we  looked  for  advice 
in  all  our  deliberations.  Her  death  has  seemed  to  cast  a  gloom  over  all 
our  work,  and,  while  we  have  the  blessed  assurance  that  she  hss  joined 
the  great  company  of  the  redeemed  in  Heaven,  we  still  miss  her  gentle 
Christian  example  snd  her  wise  counsel. 

We  have  tried  during  the  past  year,  in  various  ways,  to  arouse  the  good 

S<ople  of  our  Conference  to  a  realizing  sense  of  the  great  need  of  Home 
ibwionary  work.  We  trust  that  some  good  seed  has  been  sown,  and  are 
very  earnestly  praying  that  the  sunshine  of  God's  love  will  cause  it  to 
germinate,  and  that  from  it  many  sheaves  may  be  garnered  for  the  Lord. 

The  depression  in  every  branch  of. business  in  our  city  and  the  sur- 
rounding country  has  been  a  great  barrier  in  the  way  of  our  work.  Many 
of  the  Churches  in  the  mining  districts  are  very  poor,  and  have  needeil 
constant  help.  Within  leas  than  thirty  miles  ol  our  city  are  forty  thousand 
Hungarians,  and  one  may  go  to  the  interior  of  Africa  and  not  find  more 
need  of  mission  work  than  among  these  people  ;  and  we  fully  realise  that 
for  tbe  protection  of  our  homes  we  must  Christianize  the  heathen  at  c 
door.  We  have,  from  time  to  time,  assisted  the  poor  Churches  in  c 
Conference,  and  only  regret  that  we  were  not  able  to  do  more.  I  wish  1 
had  time  to  tell  you  more  about  this  local  work.  If  I  should,  I  am  sure 
you  would  tell  the  Pittsburg  sisters  to  remember  that  when  our  Savior 
sent  out  his  disciples,  he  commanded  them  to  begin  at  Jerusalem. 

We  have  held  our  regular  monthly  meetings,  snd  at  times  have  flattered 


.  selves  that  we  could  see  a  growing  interest  in  the  missionary  cause. 
We  have  six  auxiliaries,  which  have  sent  large  quantities  of  clothing, 
groceries,  bedding,  etc.,  to  different  localities  in  the  West,  and  in  answer, 
have  received  letters  of  gratitude  that  have  paid  us  four-fold  for  all  our 
labor.    We  are  sorry  not  to  report  greater  success  in  our  Conference,  but

Thb  statistics)  report  of  the  Rock  River  Conference  will  be  found  in 
the  appropriate  tables.  Tlie  sentiment  of  the  work  bis  been  widening 
and  deepening:  the  knowledge  of  Its  need  has  been  spreading;  and  it  is 
fonnd  always  lost  the  measure  of  interest  felt  in  the  work  bis  been  the 
measure  of  the  Intelligence  concerning  it  A  marked  feature  of  our  work 
this  Snmmerfias  been  our  success  at  the  camp-meetings,  where  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  has  bad  a  hearing.  Bishop  Bowman  spoke  at 
DesPlainea  and  carried  a  strong  influence  with  his  emphatic  words  in 
regard  to  the  importance  of  this  youngest  in  the  sisterhood  of  societies. 
Rev.  Mr.  Bay,  at  Lake  Bluff,  gave  an  address  on  City  Evangelization  that 
carried  strong  conviction  with  regard  to  the  necessity  of  that  department 
of  our  labor.  At  Piano  *  large  audience  listened  with  profound  attention 
to  the  exposition  of  the  work ;  this  being  its  first  introduction  on  that 
camp-ground.  Here'  the  work  of  city  evangelisation  was  emphatically 
indorsed  by  the  ministers  of  the  city  (Chicago).  The  sermon  of  the  morn- 
ing bad  providentially  been  on  a  kindred  topic,  from  the  text  "Arise,  lift 
up  the  ted,  and  hold  him  in  thine  hand ;  for  I  will  make  him  a  great 
nation." 

The  Missionary  Training-school  In  the  city  of  Chicago,  inaugurated  by 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Managers  two  years  since,  was  opened  In  the 
city  October  30th.  It  la  now  under  the  joint  control  of  a  Board  of  Direct- 
ors, representing  the  ministers  of  the  Bock  Biver  Conference  and  the 
Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies.  We  believe  through 
those  influences  and  activities  that  the  interests  of  the  work  are  augment- 
ing, and  its  necessity  becoming  more  and  more  apparent  to  the  popular 
mind.  Aa  a  result,  a  number  of  auxiliaries  have  been  formed,  and  indi- 
vidual effort,  where  there  is  no  auxiliary  at  present,  is  becoming  more 
frequent.

As  we  review  the  work  of  our  Society  in  the  Troy  Conference  the 
past  year,  forgetting  the  anxieties  and  disappointments,  remembering  only 
the  blessings,  the  hopes  realised,  and  the  successes,  we  are  led  to  exclaim, 
"  God  bath  been  better  to  ua  than  all  our  fears." 

We  commenced  the  year  with  five  auxiliaries,  three  Mission  Bands, 
and  about  one  hundred  copies  of  the  Woman'*  Home  ilinumi.  We  dose 
with  thirteen  auxiliaries,  four  Mission  Bands,  and  about  four  hundred  and 
fifty  copies  of  the  Woman'*  Home  Mimioue.  The  increase  in  subscribe™ 
pays  a  more  eloquent  tribute  to  its  excellence  than  any  words  that  I 
might  add.  Twelve  barrels  of  clothing  lias  been  sent  to  the  frontier,  and 
$1,431  have  been  added  to  our  fund.  We  attribute  our  success  to  the 
eloquent  appeals  of  Mrs.  Jennie  F.  Willing,  who  so  ably  presented  the 
work  at  our  Conference  and  before  the  Albany  Churches.  Her  address 
Sunday  morning  April  5,  at  First  Church,  bo  touched  the  hearts  of  the 
people  that  at  the  close  of  tbe  services  an  auxiliary  was  organised  with 
ninety-one  members.  At  Ash  Grove  Church  in  the  evening  a  similar  suc- 
cess attended  her  labor,  an  auxiliary  being  organised  with  seventy-three 
members.  On  the  two  following  evenings  auxiliaries  were  organised  at 
Trinity  and  St.  Luke's  Churches,  At  our  annual  meeting  held  April  6, 
Mrs.  Willing  re-organized  the  work,  officers  were  appointed  for  the  differ- 
ent districts,  and  one  hundred  dollars  were  pledged  for  the  Industrial 
Home  at  Greensboro,  N.  C.  Again  April  23d  at  the  Conference  session  at 
Saratoga  Springs,  she  presented  the  work  so  effectively  that  grand  results 
followed :  an  auxiliary  and  Mission  Band  were  organised,  and  one  hun- 
dred dollars  were  pledged  to  name  a  room  in  the  Greensboro  Industrial 
Home  for  Mrs.  J.  E.  C.  Sawyer,  the  President  of  our  Society.  We  have 
held  successful  services  in  connection  with  our  camp-meetings.  First  at 
Hound  Lake  in  July,  at  a  brief  meeting  the  interests  of  Our  Society  were 
greatly  advanced  by  the  pointed  and  practical  remarks  of  Mrs.  Dr.  Bust, 
and  the  sweet  singing  of  Mrs.  Joseph  Knapp,  of  Brooklyn.  Again  August 
17th,  at  our  anniversary  we  were  addressed  by  Mrs.  Dr.  Gause,  of  Phila- 
delphia, whose  earnest  appeals  to  the  women  of  our  Church  stirred  many 
hearts  to  active  zeal.  Dr.  Sawyer,  of  Troy,  followed,  speaking  of  oar  spec- 
ial work  and  financial  needs,  which  resulted  in  a  nice  collection.  Services 
were  also  held  at  the  Holmes  Cave,  and  Biver  Side  Camp-meetings,  where 
the  interests  of  the  cause  were  presented  by  Mrs.  H.  H.  Reed  with  great 
acceptability  and  good  results.  Monthly  District  meetings  have  been 
found  very  helpful.  Our  special  work,  the  "  Greensboro  Industrial  Home," 
is  nearing  an  exitlenee  :  the  site  has  been  purchased,  and  the  papers  for- 
warded to  the  Executive  Board.  The  plans  are  in  the  hands  of  the  builder, 
and  the  work  is  progressing.

many  heavy  burdens.  At  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference  Anniversary,  Oc- 
tober 1,  the  church  was  well  filled  with  an  appreciative  audienoe.  Owing 
to  the  necessary  absence  of  the  Recording  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Rev. 
J.  G.  Van  Ness  very  kindly  aided  by  reading  their  reports,  after  which 
came  that  of  the  Conference  Secretary.  Able  addresses  and  helpful  words 
were  given  by  Rev.  M.  T.  Smedley,  Dr.  Keeler,  Chaplain  McOabe,  and 
Dr.  Ames,  followed  bv  the  business  session.  As  not  one  of  the  twelve 
Vice- presidents  and  Managers  of  the  last  three  years  bad  brought  in  any

Report  of  the  F*ubllarier  of  "Home  Mlaalona." 

Wiles  we  brought  the  interest  we  represent  to-day  before  yon  twelve 
months  ago,  so  short  and  uncertain  had  been  its  life  that,  while  portray- 
ing this  life  briefly,  we  felt  constrained  to  enter  a  plea  for  your  future 
favor  and  continued  support.  To-day  we  come  with  much  more  of  confi- 
dence, believing  that  this  important  enterprise  needs  no  longer,  either  a 
champion  of  its  merits,  or  an  interpreter  of  its  need  as  a  great  factor  in 
the  solving;  of  this  "  Home  Mission "  problem.  For  wo  feel  sore  it  has 
been  speaking  for  itself  these  two  years,  as.  with  meek  and  quiet  spirit, 
this  younger  and  little  sister  has  been  entering  each  month  your  homes. 
And,  though  not  unconscious  of  its  poverty  of  means,  ana;  insnfrkdent 
dress  without,  still  feeling  within  the  swellings  of  that  divine  call  that 
came  two  years  ago,  and  its  yet  greater  need  to  live,  to-day,  it  has  told 
monthly  to  its  thousands  of  readers  the  sad,  and  again  hopeful,  story  of 
these  broad  home  fields,  with  their  teeming  millions,  now  waiting  at  onr 
own  doors  for  this  Christ  that  is  to  come.  And  now,  dear  sisters,  this  re- 
port, that  we  have  made  as  brief  ss  possible,  most  necessarily  reflect  the 
clouds  as  well  as  the  sunshine  that  have  made  up  the  history  of  our  paper 
these  twelve  months.  How  much  would  we  like  to  give  only  this  beauti- 
ful sunshine,  of  which  we  have  had  much,  and  turn  away  from  all  that 
may  now  look  discouraging  in  the  future.  But  doty  to  our  one  Uffa  «m- 
niiueni,  now  waiting  patiently  in  Delaware  to  hear  hopeful  words  again 
from  the  mother,  urges  this  faithful  statement  of  facts  that  are  necessary 
for  the  wise  and  thoughtful  legislation  that  will  be  asked  of  your  body ; 
and  wisdom  and  heavenly  guidance,  we  think,  were  never  so  much  needed 
in  its  history  as  just  now.  And  so  we  beg  your  patient  attention  to  a  few

F&ijico  RtdlsY  Haybkgal,  in  ber  delightful  little  book  "Kept  for  the 
Master's  Use,"  thus  speaks  to  her  English  sisters :  "  We  may  have  thought 
about  our  gold  and  silver,  and  yet  have  been  altogether  thoughtia*  about 


rubbish.  Some  have  s  habit  of  hoarding  sway  garments,  odds  and 
ends  generally,  under  the  Idea  that  they  will  come  In  use  some  day;  very 
likely  setting  it  up  as  a  sort  of  mild  virtue  becked  by  the  noxious  old 
saying,  '  Keep  it  by  you  seven  years,  and  you  will  And  use  for  it'  And  so 
the  things  grow  shabby,  and  moth  and  rust  corrupt,  and  the  drawers  and 
other  places  get  crowded,  and  all  this,  that  to  you  bss  become  mere  rub- 
bish, might  be  made  useful  beyond  what  you  could  even  guess."  She  then 
pleads  Witt)  hnrlady  readers  to  leave  tfae  book  and  go  straight  up  stairs 
and  rummage  and  see  what  they  Can  nod. 

The  same  good  spirit  that  spoke  'to  the  women  of  England  through 
thla  wonderful  woman  and  influenced  them  to  give  so  much  for  the1  Mas- 
ter's use  has  also  been  speaking  to  the  women  of  America,  to  the  women 
of  onr  Obarco,  and  to  the  women  of  our  Society.  They  have  gone  to  their 
wardrobes,  to  their  chests,  and' to  their  purses  as  never  before.    They  have 
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brought  forth  treasures  new  and  old,  and  as  the  pressing  needs  of  the 
pioneer  minister  have  been  made  known,  many  hearts  have  been  so 
touched  that  they  have  felt  that  they  could  no  longer  keep  the  precious 
treasures  so  guarded  and  loved  because  the  dear  ones  who  had  worn  them 
needed  them  no  more,  since  they  were  now  wearing  robes  that  had  been 
washed  and  made  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb.  Bo,  with  tearful  eyes 
and  aching  hearts  these  garments,  so  cherished,  were  given  for  the 
Master's  use,  and  they  who  gave  and  they  who  received  were  greatly 


This  department  has  proved  itself  to  he  the  key  that  has  tamed  beck 
.  lock  and  opened  the  door,  not  only  to  many  hearts,  but  to  many  aux- 
iliaries of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  to  many  Churches 


which  had  hitherto  felt  lint  little  interest  and  shown  but  little  sympathy 
with  our  work.  The  interest  has  grown  until  as  a  result  we  have  many 
nourishing  auxiliaries.  It  is  not  in  all  cases  the  strongest  and  wealthiest 
Churches  that  are  doing  the  most  work.  In  many  instances  the  smaller 
and  weaker  Churches  do  the  most ;  bnt,  in  all  cases,  tliey  who  do  the  most 
are  receiving  the  greatest  blessings.  The  reflex  Influence  of  the  work  on 
the  hearts  of  the  women  who  are  doing  it  is  proving  to  them  an  inestima- 
ble blessing,  and  causing  them  to  bear  fruit  unto  eternal  life. 

The  good  accomplished  by  the  Supply  Department  can  not  be 
estimated  in  dollars  and  cents.  Not  until  we  hear  the  Master  any :  "Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me,"  shall  we  have  any  conception  of  the  good  which 
has  been  wrought.  Could  you  enter  the  frontier  parsonage,  in  some  cases 
only  a  little  sod  house  without  a  floor,  in  others  a  mere  shell,  with  the 
wind  whistling  through  it,  with  scanty  furniture,  with  few  comforts,  snd 
often  with  bnt  little  food,  you  would  realise  the  needs  of  these  people,  and 
be  deeply  impressed  with  the  thought  that  the  heroic  sge  had  not  passed. 
These  self-sacrificing  men  and  women  seldom,  complain,  hot  count  it  all 
joy  if  they  may  but  win  souls  for  Christ.  80  interested  have  we  seen  them 
in  building  churches  and  in  building  up  Christ's  kingdom,  that  their  own 
absolute  needs  seem  to  be  lost  sight  of,  and  money  which  should  have 
gone  for  the  support  of  their  families  has  been  by  them  turned  over  to  the 
church  building  committee.  We  might  tell  you  of  ministers  whose  circuits 
are  larger  than  the  usual  presiding  elders'  districts  in  the  East,  and  who, 
being  often  unable  to  get  a  horse,  are  obliged  to  walk  to  their  appoint 
mentn,  from  30  to  40  miles  a  day,  preaching  twice  a  day,  and  receiving  a 
mere  pittance  of  a  salary.  Meanwhile  the  wife  is  for  weeks  at  a  time  left 
alone  with  her  little  family,  sewing  and  doing  what  she  can,  In  order  to 
earn  bread  for  them.  These  are  not  fancy  sketches.  We  have  seen  these 
men  and  women,  and  heard  them  rejoice  and  thank  God  for  the  victories 
that  he  gives  them  as  they  tell  the  story  of  the  cross.  These  are  the  men 
and  women  on  the  frontiers,  north  and  west,  whom  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment has  been  helping. 

We  look  to  the  great  Southland  and  we  see  a  similar  state  of  things. 
Not  only  do  our  ministers'  families  need  help,  but  as  wo  look  into  our 
schools  we  find  young  men  and  women,  youths  and  children,  all  eager  for 
an  education,  who  would  be  unable  to  be  there  were  It  not  for  the  help 
received  through  this  department.  Could  you  hear  the  prayers  that  are 
offered  for  those  who  have  given  these  good  gifts  and  see  toe  tears  of  grati- 
tude that  fall  as  those  heroic  men  and  women  tell  how  the  Lord  sent  them 
just  what  they  so  much  needed,  bow  every  garment  fitted  as  if  made  for 
them,  and  bow  the  books  were  Just  what  they  wanted,  and  what  a  luxury 
the  dried  apples  were  to  the  sick  mother — I  am  sure  that  you  would  re-

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Report  on  Mite-Bcoces. 

In  February,  1866,  at  the  request  of  the  Executive  Baud,  I  took  charge 
of  the  distribution  of  Mite-boxes,  succeeding  Mias  Minnie  Baylies,  of  Cin- 
cinnati. From  that  time  to  date,  October  16th,  I  hare  ordered  the  making 
of  4,500  bores,  from  time  to  time  aether  were  called  for,  have  distributed 
5,836,  and  have  seventy-seven  on  hand.  When  I  took  charge  there  was 
a  supply  on  hand  which  had  been  ordered  by  my  predecessor-  These 
boxes  were  Sent  to  eighteen  different  States,  as  follows  I

1  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  submit  a  statement  of  boxes  distributed 
by  Conferences,  not  having  at  my  command  the  necessary  data  to  make 
such  a  report.  These  boxes  were  sent  to  127  different  cities  and  towns  on 
application  made  for  them,  and  of  coarse  required  very  extensive  corres- 
pondence in  answering  inquiries,  and  giving  such  information  as  was 
needed  for  their  proper  use.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  in  most  instance* 
acknowledgement  of  the  receipt  of  boxes  was  promptly  sent.  I  regret, 
however,  that  those  sent  by  mail  as  samples  to  distant  ra  ties  have  never  been 
heard  from,  although  I  have  sent  many  notes  of  inquiry  concerning  their 
fate.  Aa  to  the  moneys  collected  in  these  boxes,  no  full  report  can  be  made 
as  yet.  It  was  not  expected  that  a  complete  report  would  be  made  until 
a  year  after  the  delivery  of  the  boxes.  I  have  urged  that  each  box  should 
contain  at  least  one  dollar,  and  the  returns  already  g*ve  cause  for  hope  of 
very  good  results.  The  item  of  expense  in  the  making  and  distribution 
of  these  boxes  is  quite  considerable,  as  will  be  shown  in  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer;  but  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  amount  of  money  gathered 
in  them  will  far  exceed  their  cost.  This  will  certainly  be  the  case  if  all 
who  have  these  tiny  savings  banks  in  charge  will  see  that  at  least  two 
cents  are  deposited  in  them  each  week.

Report  on   Work  at  Savannah. 

Thb  past  year  has  been  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  for  our  work  at 
Savannah.    The  property  which  was  offered  to  the  Society  at  onr  last  An-

mini  Meeting,  and  which  at  that  time  the  Committee  were  conditionally 
authorized  to  secure,  has  been  purchased.  Realizing  the  importance  of 
the  trust  commuted  to  us,  and  unwilling  to  assume  ho  weighty  a  responsi- 
bility, we  sought  the  advice  ami  counsel  of  Bishop  Walden  and  Dr.  Rust, 
who  each  visited  Savannah,  examined  the  property,  and  advised  the  pur- 
chase. After  a  protracted  negotiation,  the  property  waa  secured  at  the 
price  of  57,000,  being  t1,i«*i  less  than  the  original  proposition.  The  terms 
of  purchase  being  $2,000  cash,  and  the  balance  payable  in  one,  two,  and 
three  years,  secured  by  mortgage  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest;  with  the 
privilege  reserved  of  paying  any  or  ail  of  the  notes  at  any  time  before  ma- 
turity on  thirty  'lu\V  notlea  given.    As  soon  as  the  contract  for  purchase 

»:ii-  signed  and  rntilit-d  by  I  ho  |iro|trr  oliiivrs  id  the  .Society,  the  contract 
for  remodeling  the  first  and  second  stories  of  the  building  was  let,  and 
work  commenced.  nuA  the  ijth  ol  April  our  missionaries  took  possession  of 
the  Home.  On  the  following  Sabbath  we  held  a  large  ana  interesting 
Sunday-school  service.  The  day-school  was  opened  with  every  seat  filled. 
As  fast  as  we  were  able  to  procure  furniture,  the  girls  were  admitted  to 
the  Home.  The  house  is  now  tilled  to  its  present  capacity,  and  were  it  of 
double  the  size  it  could  readily  lie  filled.  We  hope  tn  the  near  future  to 
be  able  to  finish  the  third  story,  and  thereby  increase  the  capacity  of  the 
building.  Of  the  number  now  in  the  Home,  thirteen  are  supported  by 
their  friends  or  relatives,  and  nineteen  are  to  be  otherwise  provided  for. 
In  some  cases  parties  are  providing  for  these  girls  who  are  not  members 
of  our  Society,  and  who  have  heretofore  taken  no  interest  in  it.  In  other 
cases,  our  Bands  are  doing  this  work,  and  are  thereby  developing  a  mis- 
sionary spirit,  and  becoming  trained  for  great  usefulness,  and  the  work  is 
proving  a  mutual  blessing. 

The  grounds  upon  which  the  Haven  Industrial  Home  and  School  is 
situated  occupy  a  tract  fronting  MOO  feet  on  Anderson  and  Henry  Streets, 
and  230  feet  on  Burroughs  and  Curler  Streets,  in  the  south-west  portion  of 
the  city  of  Savannah,  and  are  easily  accessible  to  a  large  population  need- 
ing just  stich  training  and  help  as  is  contemplated  to  be  rendered  by  oar 
Society.  Upon  these  grounds  stands  a  very  substantial  brick  building, 
which  haa  been  specially  adapted  for  a  Home  and  School,  and  is  believed 
to  be  almost,  if  not  quite,  as  suitable  for  these  purposes  as  if  it  had  been 
constructed  upon  specific  plans.  There  have  been  paid  on  purchase  of 
real  estate,  $2,802.54;  lor  remodeling  building  ready  for  occupancy, $2,087 .29; 
and  for  furniture  necessary  for  immediate  use,  $203.41.  The  amount  re- 
quired to  complete  the  purchase  of  the,  real  estate  is  represented  in  eight 
mortgage  notes,  aggregating  $4,444.15,  with  interest  at  seven  per  cent  from 
September  1,  1886. 

Id  arranging  for  the  conduct  of  the  Home,  the  question  of  the  coat  of 
maintenance  of  the  inmates  presented  a  very  serious  difficulty,  by  reason 
of  a  lack  of  sufficient  data  upon  which  to  make  an  estimate,  tie  Com- 
mittee not  knowing  where  to  find  any  institution  of  like  character.  After 
consultation  with  persona  moBt  experienced  in  auch  matters,  it  was  de- 
cided to  establish  the  rate  for  each  inmate  of  the  family  at  $5.00  per  month, 
and  so  far  the  operations  have  been  conducted  on  that  basis.  Careful  ac- 
counts of  the  expenditures,  both  of  the  Home  and  day-school,  have  been 
kept  in  a  book  specially  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  the  res  a  its  for 
nearly  six  months — from  April  tith  to  September  30th,  inclusive — are 
shown  in  toe  accompanying  schedule,  in  which  are  classed  in  separate 
columns  the  respective  amounts  paid  for;  1st.  Provisions :  2d.  Fuel,  lights, 
laundry  supplies,  and  all  other  expenses  properly  belonging  to  the  board- 
ing department;  3d.  School  expenses;  4th.  Labor  on  ground  and  buildings, 
and  incidental  expenses;  Sth.  Furniture,  and  furnishing  goods;  6th,  Ex- 
traordinary expenses  not  properly  chargeable  to  any  one  year.  The  num- 
ber of  inmates  of  the  Home  (including  teachers),  and  constituting  what 
may  be  termed  the  family,  has  been  as  follows:  From  April  0th  to  April 
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30th,  inclusive,  8;May  let  to  May  Slat,  IS;  June  let  to  June  80th,  17; 
July  1st  to  July  31st,  19;  August  IK  to  August  31st,  19;  September  1st  to 
September  30th,  24 ;  October  1st  to  October  31st  (estimated).  36.  The  Dum- 
ber of  inmates  and  their  times  of  residence,  when  equated,  will  be  repre- 
sented by  sixteen  inmates  during  the  period  of  177  days,  from  April  6th 
to  September  30th,  and  dividing  the  several  items  of  expense  (or  the  term 
by  six,  will  show  the  monthly  average,  which,  divided  by  16,  will  give  the 


boarding  expenses,  68c. ;  showing  total  boarding  expenses  for  month,  $4.67. 
With  regard  to  contingent  expenses,  which  are  independent  of  the  number 
of  inmates,  and  bear  no  legitimate  relation  thereto,  except  when  every 
tiling  is  in  full  operation,  It  may  be  said  that,  with  the  Home  fully  organ- 
ised, with  say  forty-five  inmates,  and  valuing  the  cost  of  furniture  at  $1,200,  ! 
and  house  furnishing  goods  at  $300,  and  estimating  $ 100  (or  ordinary  re- 
pairs, and  $76  dollars  for  extra  labor  on  grounds  and  buildings  per  voir; 
if,  then,  the  depreciation  or  renewals  are  placed  at  ten  per  cent,  on  furni- 
ture, and  20  per  cent,  on  furnishing  goods,  we  have:  For  depreciation  or 
renewal  of  furniture,  $120;  for  depredation  or  renewal  of  house  furnish- 
ing, $60 ;  repairs,  etc.,  $100 ;  extra  labor  on,  $75 ;  in  all  amounting  to  $355, 
or  equal  to  $29.68  per  month  ;  which,  divided  by  the  estimated  number  of 
inmates  (40),  makes  the  amount  65)  cents  per  vxptta  per  month,  which, 
added  to  boarding  expenses,  will  give  $5.22}  bs  the  cost  per  eapita  per  montb 
for  maintenance,  aa  estimated  on  the  operations  of  the  past  six  months. 
But  it  is  fair  to  presume  that,  if  the  institution  were  provided  with  suffi- 
cient fnnda  to  enable  them  to  purchase  supplies  on  more  advantageous 
terms  by  buying  in  larger  quantities,  this,  together  with  the  improved  re-  j 
suits  to  be  expected  from  longer  experience,  will  either  reduce  the  cost, 
or,  what  will  perhaps  be  better,  enable  us  to  provide  better  accommodations 
and  accomplish  better  results  at  the  same  cost. 

The  session  of  the  day-school  closed  early  in  July,  soon  after  which    I 
Miss  Baldwin  came  north  for  a  vacation,  Mrs.  Lewis  remaining  in  charge   ' 
of  the  Home  up  to  the  present  time,  and  re-opening  the  school  partially   i 
about  the  15th  of  October.    The  operations  of  the  school  have  been  quite   I 
satisfactory,  and  promise  much  good.    The  receipts  of  the  day-school  have 
exceeded  the  expenses  properly  chargeable  to  that  department.    The  in- 
mates of  the  Home  have  made  remarkable  progress  in  every  department 
of  their  work ;  and  best  of  all  is  the  fact  that,  while  they  have  had  good 
training  in  the  economies  and '  habits  of  domestic  life  and  industries,  the 
blessed  Holy  Spirit  has  been  at  work  upon  their  hearts,  for,  after  a  com- 
paratively short  residence,  most  of  them  have  given  their  hearts  to  the 
Savior,  and  have  shown  by  their  lives  that  the  change  was  genuine.    The 
Home  is  situated  In  a  large  city,  with  great  opportunities  for  usefulness, 
and  capable  of  a  far-reaching  influence.    Mrs.  8.  M.  Lewis  has  remained 


)  for  the  work.    Miss  Sarah 
. ,     ,  r  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society- 

and  also  in  our  Woman's  Horns  Missionary  Society,  and  earnest  in  all 
good  works,  will  commence  her  labors  at  the  Home  November  1st-  Thus 
each  department  of  our  work  in  this  field  will  now  receive  more  time, 
strenath,  and  energy,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  new  departments)  will  be 
organised.  With  this  trio  of  earnest,  devoted  workers,  and  with  the  pray- 
ers and  cordial  support  of  our  Society,  we  have  reason  to  expect  grand  re- 
sults during  the  coming  year  in  this  department  of  our  work. 

Ws  did  well  last  year  in  raising  money,  and  it  will  not  do  to  relax  onr 


efforts  now.  What  a  grand  thing  it  would  be  if  we  could  finish  the  third 
story,  ray  off  our  indebtedness  on  the  grounds,  and  dedicate  Haven  Home 
to  the  Lord  free  from  all  embarrassments.    We  trust  that  to-day  you  will 
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E ledge  yourselves  tui  to  this  work— that  each  lady  will  pledge  herself, 
er  auxiliary,  her  Conference,  for  e  sufficient  amount  to  secure  the  result 
so  much  to  be  desired.  As  you  are  doubtless  swore,  we  stand  alone  in 
Savannah.  The  Church  is  looking  at  as;  tbey  are  watching  to  see  if  we 
are  equal  to  the  management  of  an  independent  work  like  this.  Let  us ' 
not  falter.  White  now  Conferences  have  their  special  lines  of  work,  these 
need  not  interfere  with  the  general  work.  Not  only  each  Conference,  but 
each  auxiliary  should  contribute  something  to  this  Home  in  order  to  aid 
the  work,  and  to  keep  alive  their  interest  in  It.  Let  ua  make  this  a  com- 
mon center  where  we  nay  all  meet,  not  only  with  onr  contributions,  but 
with  oar  prayers,  and  in  Christ's  name  endeavor  to  build  up  and  sustain 
the  work  which  be  hss  so  signally  blest,  and  will  continue  to  bless  until  it 
grant  power  for  good,  if  we  will  but  do  our  part.

Report  on  Transportation. 

rpoae  of  arranging  for  the  transportation  < 
i»  wonvention  at  Pbifaderphk  October  23,  IBew,  more  w«o  • 
.™«  wu.m1ttee  appointed,  consisting  of  Mrs.  J.'  E.  Salter  and  Mrs.  M.  C. 
Reynolds,  of  Philadelphia.  By  my  request,  they  took  charge  of  all  matters 
relating  to  Eastern  railroads,  and  especially  to  those  terminating  at  that 
point.  My  object  wis  to  secure  reduced  rates,  but  I  fonnd,  after  much 
correspondence,  that  rates  in  general  in  the  East  were  in  a  very  demoral- 
ised condition,  in  consequence  of  which  railroad  managers  were  not  in- 
clined to  make  reductions.  For  the  West  the  rates  secured  were  full  rates 
going,  and  one-third  rale  returning,  the  concession  being  good  for  two  days 
stter  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention.  It  Is  no  small  matter  to  secure 
reduced  rates  In  all  cases,  for  the  reason  that  application  has  to  be  made 
to  the  officials  of  each  road,  and  they  are  not  inclined  to  moke  a  redaction 
unices  the  delegates  are  sufficient  in  number  to  justify  them  for  their 
trouble.  It  is,  in  fact,  impossible  to  accomplish  any  thing  for  one  delegate 
who  comes  from  a  long  distance  and  travels  over  several  different  roads, 
•a  Into  would  require  a  special  arrangement  with  each  road,  a  matter  not  to  be 
thought  of.  In  making  arrangements  for  the  Convention  I  ascertained  the 
name  and  reafdence  of  all  who  expected  to  attend  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  referred  those  from  the  East  to  the  Committee  at  Philadelphia, 
while  I  transmitted  certificates  with  a  circular  letter  to  those  from  the 
West  under  an  arrangement  which  secured  a  reduction  as  already  stated.

Report  from   Bureau   for   Western  and  North- 
western  Frontiers  on   Supplies. 

Of  the  special  committee  of  three,  on  which  I  was  placed,  I  have  no 
report,  as  no  message  reached  me  with  instructions  as  to  the  work  ex- 
pected. By  the  courtesy  of  Presiding  Elder  Martin,  I  solicited  and  re- 
ceived important  advice  and  information  from  Mrs.  W.  G.  Vessels,  North 
Platte ;  Rev.  and  Sirs.  R.  L.  Robinson,  Long  Pine;  Mrs.  E.  L.  R.  Smith, 
Plum  Creek  (all  in  Nebraska).  One  pastor  writes :  "  Will  be  thankful  to 
receive  $900  for  the  year,  oat  of  which  seven  dollar*  per  month  must  be 
paid  for  two  rooms  Into  which  we  are  crowded.  We  are  taking  care  of 
the  church,  ao  aa  to  give  the  compensation  to  onr  sexton,  a  woman  who 
baa  no  other  dependence,  and  who  is  unable  to  attend  to  it  now  from 
severe  sickness  m  her  family.  And  yet  hia  lovely,  heroic  wife  writes  me 
she  "fears  to  auk  for  aid,  lest  when  the  help  arrives,  others  may  be  in 
greater  need."  I  had  a  notice  read  In  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Cliurch, 
in  Anamosa,  October  11th,  and  a  box  was  packed  and  at  the  depot  October 
14th,  to  be  distributed  by  this  sister  where  most  needed.  The  "  King's 
business  requireth  haste.'' 

Another  writes :  "We  believe  we  are  here  providentially,  and  that 
in  onr  Father's  Btore-house  there  is  enough  to  supply  onr  need ;  but  we 
expected  hardships — we  are  not  better  than  our  Master,  and  count  it  ail 
joy  if  we  may  be  coasted  worthy  to  suffer  a  very  little  inconvenience  for 
hie  sake.  For  when  we  think  of  what  he  endnred  for  ub  we  may  not 
dignify  onr  little  trials  by  any  other  name,  and  we  have  not  realised  our 
worst  fears,  thanks  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society."  Probably 
the  above  writer  had  read  Fox's  Book  of  Martyrs,  and  they  had  not 
reached  such  fate,  for  which  I  am  thankful.  A  presiding  elder  wrote  me 
recently :  "But  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  two-thirds  of 
the  ministers  on  my  district  would  have  to  leave  their  appointments." 
A  modern  Dorcas  on  the  American  Desert  said:  "  If  I  only  had  means  to 
purchase  shoes,  hoods,  etc.,  for  the  poor  children  who  cannot  go  to  Sun- 
day-school." The  next  day  a  Woman's  Home  Missionary  box  arrived 
with  the  very  things  needed.  The  senders  had  the  blessing  of  Him  who 
says,  "  Before  ye  ask  I  will  answer."  Here  is  another  direct  quotation : 
"  Of  course  each  minister  has  a  delicacy  in  specifying  his  wants,  but  I  am 
sure  any  thing  your  judgment  may  suggest  will  be  thankfully  accepted. 
Yonr  Society  is  doing  immense  good,  and  many  prayers  are  being  offered 
for  you."  A  minister  on  a  circuit  of  thirty  miles  in  extent,  with  four  ap- 
pointments, reports  only  "  flfty-flve  dollars  for  the  year's  service.  We  have 
had  twenty-five  cents  worth  of  sugar;  have  sold  most  of  our  clothing  for 
food ;  make  onr  bread  of  bran  with  a  little  flour  added,  which  bread  and 
water  have  made  our  dally  food  ;  wife  and  children  can  not  go  to  Church 
for  lack  of  shoes."    But  you  and  I  have  been  clothed  and  fed,  and  tee  re- 

Cthat  any  one  has  been  leas  comfortable.  Alas  !  will  that  suffice  ?  For 
tening  to  the  infinitely  compassionate  Lord,  I  hear  in  reverberating 
trumpet  tones :  "  I  was  hungry  and  ye  gave  me  no  meat ;  naked  and 
ye  clothed  me  not ;  sick  and  in  prison  and  ye  ministered  not  onto  me ;"  and 
therefore  vain,  vain  is  the  inquiry:  "  When,  Lord,"  for  the  "inasmuch  " 
is  lost,  as  with  fearful  clearness  come  the  changeless  words,  "  Depart  from 
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me,  I  never  knew   yoa."    I  hid  ashamed  that  until    July,  1880,  I  bare  I 
□ever  done  anything  specifically  to  aid  oar  most  royally  heroic  pioneer  ' 
clergymen  and  their  families,  or  to  hash  the  dreadful  wail  ol  down-trod- 
den American  women  that  ia  now  ever  ringing  in  my  ear*.    Can  we  rest 
oar  heads  upon  our  pillows,  in  calm  repose,  knowing  oar  doty  and  heed- 
ing it  not? 

Rock  Rapids  lias  sent  two  boxes  (valued  at  fifty-nine  dollars)  of  sup- 
plies to  the  frontier,  and  one  of  books  and  papers  to  tittle  Rock ;  Fayette 
also  two  boxes,  valued  at  fifty-nine  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Manchester 
has  shipped  a  large  supply  of  very  valuable  books  to  Central  TaauM— N 
College.  Hopkinton,  Bit  Vernon,  Davenport,  and  Anamoaa  have  each 
sent  one  box,  and  doubless  many  others  have  not  reported  to  me.  "  He 
that  is  so  impoverished  that  he  hath  no  oblation,  chooseth  a  tree  that  will 
not  rot"    (Isaiah  xl,  20.)  Mas.  Ckarlis  7.  Spubsu,  ~ 


Report  from  Bureau  for  Indiana. 

Maky  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  a  mission  has  been  begun  among  the 
Indians  during  the  last  year.  The  Pawnees,  of  Indian  Territory,  have 
been  selected  as  a  promising  field,  a  mission  having  been  projected  there 
by  the  Woman's  Indian  Association  with  promises  of  co-operation  by  the 

Sivernment  and  then  handed  over  to  us.  Mrs.  F.  T.  Gaddia,  of  Newark, 
ew  Jersey,  waa  sent  there  last  July  aa  onr  missionary,  with  her  son,  a 
youth  of  fourteen  years.  Mrs.  Gaddia  waa  kindly  received  by  the  govern- 
ment officials,  who  aided  her  in  meeting  the  chiefs  end  Indiana  generally. 
She  immediately  opened  her  work  by  holding  Bible  readings  (which  have 
been  well  attended  by  whites  and  Indians),  and  by  visiting  the  Indians, 
holding  talks  with  them  through  an  interpreter,  and  by  attracting  the 
women  to  her  sewing-school  that  she  might  tell  them  the  "  old  atary  of 
Jesus  and  hie  love,"  This  she  repeats  sometimes  many  times  a  day.  She 
has  also  been  learning  their  language.  Though  she  has  Buffered  not  a  little 
from  the  acclimating  process,  ber  work  has  continued  without  interruption. 
The  present  attitude  of  the  government  being  favorable  to  the  Christian- 
ising of  the  Indians,  it  is  hoped  our  work  in  Pawnee  will  be  unmolested 
and  successful  Agent  Scott  wrote  on  leaving  hie  agency  to  the  new  in- 
cumbent that  missionary  work  bad  been  before  begun  in  this  tribe  and 
then  abandoned.  He  hoped  onr  Society  "would  pursue  no  halting 
policy." 

Then  poor  heathen  are  anxious  to  learn  "  white  ways-"  Often  ia  the 
missionary  moved  to  tears  st  their  expressions  of  astonishment  at  Christ's 
love  to  them,  never  having  heard  it  before.  The  sewing-school  now  num- 
bers forty,  and  ia  rapidly  increasing.  Had  she  room  she  eonld  have  a  hun- 
dred of  all  age*  immediately.  The  government  has  been  asked  for  land  on 
which  to  erect  a  mission  cottage.  This  we  hope  to  have  built  before  an- 
other Summer.  The  condition  of  women  in  this  tribe  ia  deplorable.  They 
are  bought  and  sold  for  wives  when  barely  beyond  childhood.  The  gov- 
ernment has  a  school,  in  which  about  sixty  boys  are  taught  girla  very 
rarely.  The  Pawnees  do  not  care  to  educate  them.  Agent  Bowman 
appealed  to  the  government  for  the  women  and  girls,  saying  nothing  oould 
be  done  for  the  tribe  while  girls  and  women  were,  left  in  this  condition. 
That  was  four  years  ago,  but  nothing  has  been  done  yet  Excellent  word* 
spoken  by  President  Cleveland  and  Secretary  Lamar  lead  to  the  belief 
that  a  abort  time  will  find  many  of  these  wrongs  righted.  The  government 
supplies  them  with  clothes,  but  the  women  and  children  are  poorly  clad, 
and  there  is  much  suffering,  sickness,  and  death.  If  the  Indian  ia  dying 
out  it  is  for  want  ol  the  instruction  we  can  and  should  have  supplied  cen- 
turies ago  as  to  providing  for  himself  and  how  to  do  it 

We  commend  this  work  In  Pawnee  to  our  sisters.     It  ia  no  small 
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matter  to  And  material.  To  teach  these  women  how  to  sew,  to  keep  all 
these  bands  busy  while  the  ears  are  hearing  the  Gospel,  will  be  our  work, 
and  Ttquirtftum.  Many  societies  may  take  it  up,  each  doing  something. 
"  First  the  natural,  then,  the  spiritual,  and  Mrs.  Gaddis  la  winning  these

Report  from  Bureau  for  trie  Colored  People  In 
the  South.       *  . 

Facts  determining  the  general  plan  of  our  work  in  behalf  of  this  people 
have  been  stated  In  the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  This 
Society  can  not,  with  hope  of  success,  appeal  to  the  Church  for  funds  to 
engage  tn  a  field  of  benevolence  occupied  by  any  other  Church  organixa- 
tton,  bat  (be  work  which  especially  belongs  to  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society,  and  which  la  distinct  from  that  of  all  its  other  agencies, 
the  training  of  girls  for  the  practical  duties  of  lite,  and  the  establishment 
and  improvement  of  house*,  offers  a  field  wide  enough  to  tax  onr  energies 
and  resources  to  their  utmost  limit  But  how  can  this  work  be  done  in 
the  briefest  and  most  economical  way  T  To  attempt  It  through  the  primary 
school  would  be  found  to  be  alow  and  expensive,  while  the  difficulties  in 


without  suitable  pupils — girls  of  age,  judgment,  and  education — snd  the 
additional  (act  that  intelligent  girls  can  at  present  be  found  for  onr  work 
scarcely  anywhere  else  but  in  connection  with  the  schools  of  the  Freed- 
men's  Aid  Society,  have  led  us  to  place  our  Industrial  or  Model  Homes 
near  these  schools. 

That  there  is  need  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  in  connection  with  these, schools  there  is  abundant  testimony. 
Teachers,  professors,  and  all  who  are  familiar  with  the  wants  of  tliis  people 
nnite  in  saying  that  many  of  the  pupils  come  from  cabins  destitute  of 
comforts  and  conveniences,  where  the  amenities  of  family  and  social  life 
are  almost  entirely  unknown.  Degrading  superstitions,  fancied  charms, 
and  fetich  practices  prevail  to  a  great  extent  among  this  people.  Girls 
without  special  training  in  domestic  duties,  although  educated  in  books, 
are  poorly  prepared  to  enter  upon  tbe  practical  duties  of  life,  or  to  make 
good  homes  for  themselves  or  others ;  and  the  probabilities  are  that  with- 
out this  training  many  at  these  girls,  when  they  leave  school,  will  relapse 
into  old,  disorderly  habits  of  cabin  life.  On  the  other  band,  girls  educated 
and  trained  in  onr  industrial  schools  are  prepared  to  earn  an  honest  living 
and  become  respectable  and  honored  members  of  society,  make  good 
homes,  act  as  missionaries  or  teachers,  or  engage  in  any  vocation  of  life 
which  is  within  the  province  of  women. 

Those  trained  in  our  schools  will  become  valuable  helpers  In  the 
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elevation  of  the  poor  people  in  the  South.  They  understand  and  can 
sympathise  with  their  own  people,  and  they  are  themselves  illustrations  of 
what  training  has  done  for  them  and  what  it  can  do  for  others;  and  as 
laborers  they  can  be  sustained  at  a  much  less  expense  than  those  sent 
from  abroad. 

Our  Society  has  four  Industrial  Homes  associated  with  the  schools  of 
1he  Frecdmen's  Aid  Society  in  successful  operation.  These  are  at  Atlanta, 
6a.,  little  Bock,  Ark.,  Hotly  Springe,  Miss.,  and  Orangeburg,  8.  C.  The 
building  for  another,  at  Greensboro,  N.  0.,  is  under  contract,  while  friends 
are  soliciting  funds  for  similar  enterprises  at  Camden,  8.  C,  Jacksonville, 
Fin.,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  and  New  Orleans,  La.  These  Homes  are  arranged 
to  accommodate  sixteen  girls.  This  number  is  as  large  as  can  conveniently 
carry  on  housekeeping  as  a  family,  and  in  turn  discharge  its  varied  duties. 
Girls  preparing  to  teach,  and  those  promising  the  greatest  usefulness  in 
view  of  their  contemplated  work  as  missionaries,  are  selected  for  fawning 
in  the  Home. 

We  visited  one  of  our  model  Homes  last  June,  which  had  been  in 
operation  a  year.  The  house  and  table  were  ornamented  with  flowers  from 
the  Home  garden,  which  the  girls  had  planted  and  tilled,  and  the  dinner 
was  prettily  served.  It  consisted  of  chickens  raised  by  themselves,  vegeta- 
bles cultivated  by  their  own  hands,  and  excellent  bread  of  their  own  mak- 
ing. They  made  the  dresses  worn  at  commencement,  and  the  teachers 
assured  us  that  these  girts  were  among  the  most  conscientious  and  suc- 
cessful students  in  the  school,  thus  favoring  the  theory  of  some  eminent 
educators,  that  students  will  learn  their  regular  lessons  and  an  industry  u 
quickly  ss  if  they  had  given  their  entire  time  to  their  studies.  The  classes 
in  tailoring,  plain  sewing,  and  dress  making  taught  during  the  year  have 
averaged  seventy-five  in  each  Home.  The  pupils  in  these  industries  are 
graded  as  in  other  studies,  and  their  standing  in  the  college  depends  as 
much  on  application  and  proficiency  here  as  in  the  sciences  and  tbo  class- 
ics. The  members  of  the  family  place  in  the  hands  of  the  superintendent 
the  money  that  they  would  otherwise  pay  to  the  boarding  department  of 
the  Freedmen's  Aid  School,  thus  making  no  demand  on  oar  treasury  for 
their  support.  The  judicious  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  family  is  con- 
sidered an  important  branch  of  tbe  teaching  of  the  Home.  Those  in 
charge  of  Freedmen's  Aid  Schools  take  pleasure  in  arranging  the  studies

(.SLATING  TO  TBS 

Woman's  floME  Missionary  Society. 

"  Sec.  1.  For  the  more  successful  prosecution  of  the  missionary  work 
of  the  Church  among  women  in  our  own  country  there  shall  be  an  or- 

Snisatlon  known  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
etbodist  Episcopal  Church,  to  be  governed  snd  regulated  by  their  Con- 
stitution, which  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  the  General  Conference 
as  the  necessities  of  the  work  may  require. 

"  Sec.  2.  This  Society  shall  work  in  harmony  with,  and  under  the 
supervision  of,  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
The  appointment,  recall,  and  remuneration  of  missionaries,  and  the  des- 
ignation of  their  fields  of  labor,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  annual  appropriations  to  mission  fields  shall  be  submit- 
ted for  revision  and  approval  to  the  General  Missionary  Committee  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

"  Sec.  3.  The  funds  of  the  Society  ahull  not  be  raised  by  collections 
or  subscriptions  taken  during  any  o!  our  Church  services,  nor  in  any 
promiscuous  public  meeting,  nor  in  any  Sunday  -schools,  but  shall  be 
raised  by  such  methods  as  the  Constitution  of  the  Society  shall  provide, 
none  of  which  shall  interfere  with  the  contributions  of  our  people  and 
Sunday-schools  for  the  Treasury  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  the  amount  so  collected  shall  be  reported  by  the 
preacher  In  charge  to  the  Annual  Conference,  and  be  entered  In  a  column 
among  the  benevolent  collections  in  the  Annual  and  General  Minutes." 

When  this  report  was  under  consideration  by  the  General  Conference, 
the  following  amendment  was  offered,  and  adopted: 

"Raolvtd,  That  Section  3,  of  this  paragraph,  concerning  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies,  shall  not  be  so  interpreted  as  to  prevent  the  ladies 
from  taking  collections  in  ladies'  meetings  converted  in  the  interest  of  their 
Societies,  nor  from  securing  memberships,  life  memberships,  etc.,  in  audi- 
ences where  their  work  is  represented,  nor  from  holding  festivals  or 
ipanaging  lectures  in  the  interest  of  their  work." 

By  this  action  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  was  given  offi- 
cial recognition  among  the  conneclional  societies  of  the  Church.  Its  plans 
are  made,  and  its  funds  are  appropriated  by  its  General  Board  of  Managers, 
meeting  annually,  which  action  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  Missionary  So- 
ciety for  approval.

ARTICLE  III .-Ortsn Izatlon. 
Skctioji  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Bendent  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General 
Executive  Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati, 
Sac  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  ahall  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of 
the  General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sac.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be :

Sac.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Sac  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be: 
*       (1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society  between  the  annual 
sessions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording 
Secretary  shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission  field,  to 
correspond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  all  needful  Information ;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  be  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reportB  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annua)  reports  to  tbe  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission  field,  and 
publish  the  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  annual 
meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  onlv 
such  bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by_  the  President  and 
Recording  Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  euch  disposition  of  the  funds  in 
her  hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  tbe  year 
the  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  tbe  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV. -Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  the  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's 
district,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (the 
Corresponding  Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).

(3.)  Tbe  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  tbe  Annual  Conference ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  effect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  ;  to  conduct 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and  beneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference ; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society 
and  to  present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 
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(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly, 
keeping  a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  Board.

6.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of  this 
Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the

All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 


.Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  the  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  mission. 

Sac.  2.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  not 
be  raised  by  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular 
Clinrcli  service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  out  shall  be  raised  by  securing 
members,  life  members,  honorary  members,  managers,  and  patrons,  and  by 
snch  other  methods  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  will  not  interfere 
with  the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  HOME  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


ANNUA.!.  MEETING. 

1.  The  Chairman  and  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  die  Annua! 
Meeting,  unless  this  hoe  been  done  at  a  previous  Annual  Meeting. 

1.  A  committee  of  five,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board,  shall  pre- 
pare a  program  of  exercises,  and  an  order  of  business  for  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. They  shall  see  that  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  are  announced  in 
all  the  Church  papers. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  for  the  Society  shall  con- 
sist of  seven  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  General 
Executive  Board.    The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  Society  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer,  together  with  the  Conference 
Secretaries  present  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  and  five  other  persona  chosen 
by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

II. 


1.  Our  mission  fields  and  departments  of  work  shall  be  placed  in 
charge  of  Bureaus,  each  consisting  of  a  Secretary  and  Assistants. 

2.  Each  Bureau  shsll  have  the  entire  responsibility,  in  its  own  field,  of 
executing  all  the  plans  and  applying  all  the  funds  as  ordered  by  the 
Annua!  Meeting  or  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

3.  The  Secretary  of  each  Bureau  shall  secure  quarterly  reports  from 
each  member  of  her  Bureau,  and  make  a  detailed  report  to  the  General 
Executive  Board.  She  shall  also  submit  a  statement  of  work  and  funds 
required  for  the  coming  quarter.  All  reports  from  the  Secretaries  of  Bu- 
reaus shall  be  passed  to  the  Recording  Secretary  for  an  abstract  for  publi- 
cation, and  by  her  passed  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  for  reference  and 
custody. 

4.  The  Bureaus  shall  be:  (1)  Organisation;  {21  East  Southern  States; 
(3)  Middle  Southern  States;    (4)  West  Southern  States;  (5)  New  Mexico 


andArlsona;   (8)  Mormons:   (7)  Indiana;   (8)  Chinese ;   (B)  Alaska;  (10) 
Mission  Supplies;  (11)  Local  Missionary  Work. 

6.  The  Bureau  of  Organisation  shall  consist  of  Its  own  Secretary,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  Conferences, 
and  the  Conference  Managers  who  are  District  Secretaries. 

6.  The  doty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organisation  shall  be  to 
represent  the  Society  in  the  unorganised  Conferences,  and  to  co-operate  with 
the  officers  of  the  Conference  Societies  for  its  mora  thorough  organisation 
throughout  the  Church.  She  aball  have  a  seat  and  Tote  in  the  General 
Executive  Board,  aball  report  monthly  to  the  Board,  and  shall  work  under 
its  general  direction. 

7.  The  Bureau  of  the  East  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary, 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  these  States :  Georgia  and  Florida. 

a  The  Bureau  ol  the  Middle  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Sec- 
retary, and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States :  North 


10.  As  fast  aa  work  develops  in  other  Southern  States  they  shall  be 
placed  in  their  appropriate  Bureaus. 

11.  The  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  the  Mormons,  the  In- 
dians, the  Chinese,  and  Alaska  shall  each  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three 
or  more  ladies. 

12.  The  Bureau  of  Mission  Supplies  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary,  and 
three  ladies  at  head-quarters,  and  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries 
of  each  Conference. 

19.  The  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary, 
and  such  aasiatantB  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

14,  The  work  of  this  Bureau  shall  comprise  the  supervision  of  mission 
work  in  onr  large  cities  and  towns,  ss  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  by 
our  auxiliaries  in  harmony  with  the  local  Church  authorities,  pastors,  and 
official  Boards ;  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools  for  instruction  in  relig- 
ion, morale,  temperance,  and  the  elementary  industries;  and  the  employ- 
ment of  Bible  readers  for  general  missionary  work  among  neglected  women 
and  children. 

16.  Local  missionary  work  for  which  credit  of  money  expended  is 
given,  shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  after  a  formal  application  for  permission  to  undertake  such 
work  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

16.  All  persons  employed  aa  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be 


ins  reports  of  work,  that  are  applicable  to  missionaries  in  our  other 

17.  The  funds  used  for  the  support  of  this  city  work  shall  be  raised 
for  that  special  purpose,  and  by  such  methods  ss  snail  not  diminish  the 
summit  that  would  otherwise  be  contributed  to  the  general  treasury. 

18.  Funds  so  raised  and  used,  if  reported  in  the  regular  way  with 
vouchers,  shall  be  credited  to  auxiliaries  under  the  head  of  "  Local  Mis- 
sionary work." 

19.  The  Bureau  of  Mission  Supplies  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  supply 
the  needs  of  these  local  fields  through  the  authorised  channels  of  commu- 


WOMAN'S  BOMB  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall 
end  the  15th  of  October. 

2.  Auxiliary  Societies.-  -The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  specified  in  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries, 
4  and  5,  December  15th,  March  16th,  June  15th,  ana  September  15th. 

3.  Conference  Societies.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer shall  send  their  quarterly  reports  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution, 
Article  IV.,  Sections  3  and  4,  January  15th,  April  15th,  July  15th,  and  Oc- 
tober 15th. 

4.  General  Executive  Board.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  snail  fur- 
nish the  reports  specified  in  the  Constitution,  Article  III,  Section  8,  aa 
soon  as  possible  after  the  15th  of  January,  April.  July,  and  October. 

5.  All  moneys  raised  for  the  Society  most  be  sent  by  the  auxiliaries 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  thence  forwarded  to  the  general  Trees- 
nrer.  Moneys  to  be  expended  for  missionary  supplies  for  frontier  or  South- 
ern work,  must,  in  all  cases,  be  raised  as  a  special  fund  for  such  work. 

6.  Moneys  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  employes  of  the  Society,  for 
any  special  purpose,  unless  such  collection  is  authorised  by  the  Board,  and 
the  purpose  approved ;  and  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the 
general  Treasury,  and  be  regularly  appropriated  therefrom. 

7.  All  missionaries,  su  peri  n  tend  en  ts.of  Industrial  Schools,  and  teach- 
ers, in  the  employ  of  the  Society,  shall  present  to  tbe  Board,  through  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  {not  later  than  October  10th  of  each  year),  care- 
fully prepared  estimates  for  their  work  for  the  coming  year. 

8.  With  a  view  to  protect  this  Society  against  any  embarrassments 
that  might  possibly  grow  out  of  unauthorized  engagements  or  pledges  in 
respect  to  tbe  funds  or  the  operations  of  the  Society,  it  is  hereby  ordered: 

(1.)  That  no  officer  of  the  Society  no  Auxiliary  or  Conference  Society 
shall  contract  for  the  purchase  of  property,  or  undertake  any  special  work 
(other  than  local  work  within  its  own  territory)  without  the  approval  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society,  expressed  in  writing  and 
duly  certified  by  the  signatures  of  tbe  Chairman  and  tbe  Recording  Sec- 
retary of  said  Board. 

(2.)  That  if  the  special  work  proposed  to  be  undertaken  shall  be  the 
erection  of  a  building  or  buildings,  whether  for  religious,  benevolent,  or 
educational  purposes,  the  erection  of  tbe  same  shall  not  be  began  nor  con- 
tracted for  until  the  money  that  will  be  required  for  tbe  completion  thereof 
shall  have  been  paid  into  the  general  treasury  of  this  Society  or  fully  pro- 
vided for,  nor  until  the  erection  of  the  said  buildins  or  buildings,  ana  all 
the  plans  and  contracts  relating  to  the  same,  shal 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society  in 
the  foregoing  paragraph. 

IV. 
BUILDINGS  AND  CARE  OP  HOMES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

1.  The  erection  of  all  buildings  for  Home  and  school  work  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  a  special  committee  appointed  by  tbe  bureau  having 
charge  of  tbe  work.  This  committee  shall  determine  the  site,  select  the 
plan,  let  the  contract,  supervise  the  erection  and  accept  tbe  work,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

2.  The  furnishing  of  Industrial  Homes  and  schools  shall  be  plain, 
simple,  and  economical,  and  as  carefully  adapted  to  circumstances  as  pos- 
sible. The  purchases  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  in 
charge,  and  the  property  shall  belong  to  the  Society.  It  shall  be  carefully 
marked,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  an  inventory  of  property,  and  a  state- 


ment  of  its  condition,  shall  be  furnished  to  tbe  Board  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  tbe  Home. 

3.  Each  Industrial  Home  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent, 
who,  together  with  the  teachers  of  the  school,  shall  be  elected,  employed, 
and  paid  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

4.  All  the  employes  of  the  Board  shall  make,  directly,  or  through  their 
superintendents,  as  they  shall  be  instructed,  monthly  reports  of  their  work, 
u  per  blank  provided,  sending  one  copy  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
and  another  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  in  charge  01  tbe  field. 

5.  Since  the  conversion  and  spiritual  growth  of  those  for  whom  we

Instruc- 
tion in  areas- making  and  catting,  making,  and  mending  the  plain  garments 
of  ordinary  wearing  apparel ;  (5.)  Tuition  in  nursing — the  care  of  the  sick ; 
!fl.|  Kindergarten  training ;  (7.)  Instruction  in  the  cultivation  of  vegetables, 
fruits,  and  Bowers. 

7.  It  shall  be  our  aim  to  provide  a  library  for  each  Industrial  Home 
and  school,  to  which  pupils  may  have  daily  access. 

8.  It  shall  be  our  aim  to  give  special  advantages  to  pupils  who  develop 
special  talents,  and  thus  assist  them  to  become  self-supporting.

fHE  Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churcb  began 
Thursday,  October  28th,  at  10  A.  H.,  with  the  President,  Hra.  R.  B. 
Hayes,  in  the  chair.  The  pulpit  and  platform  were  beautifully  decorated 
with  tropical  plants  and  festoons  of  evergreens. 

The  opening  services  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  of 
Chicago,  who  read  the  last  six  verses  of  the  eighty-fifth  Psalm  and  the 
last  verse  of  the  fifteenth  chapter  of  First  Corinthians,  and  offered  an 
earnest  petition  for  divine  presence  and  help.  Mrs.  A.  W.  Abrahams  led 
in  singing  the  797th  hymn. 

Mrs.  Hayes  in  a  few  appropriate  words  announced  that  Mrs.  John 
Davis,  first  Vice-president  of  the  Society,  and  Chairman  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  would  assume  the  duties  of  the  business  sessions,  and 
then  gracefully  vacated  the  chair. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  the  Recording  Secretary-,  called  the  list  of  the  Con- 
ferences in  reversed  alphabetical  order,  beginning  with  the  letter  W,  and 
the  delegates  took  the  seats  assigned  them. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  it  was  decided  that  three  visitors 
from  each  Conference  have  seats  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Delegate  from  the  same. 

The  privilege  of  selecting  Assistant  Secretaries  was  accorded  Mrs. 
Aiken,  who,  in  choosing  a  representative  from  the  West  and  another  from 
the  East,  nominated  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  of  Cleveland,  0.,  and  Miss  Mar- 
tha Van  Matter,  of  New  York  City,  gratefully  acknowledging  the  efficient 
services  given  by  these  ladiea  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting.  They  were 
elected. 
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Rev.  Dr.  W.  8.  Studley,  paster  of  Central  Chnrcfa,  delivered  the  ad- 
dress of  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Methodist  clergy  of  this  city,  and  spoke 
briefly  on  the  development  of  the  social  and  moral  influence  of  woman 
during  the  last  forty  years.  He  said:  "Woman  is  hecoming  a  power  in 
every  thing — in  trade,  in  commerce,  in  manufactures,  in  law,  in  medicine, 
in  theology,  in  art,  in  scientific  explorations  and  investigations,  in  charity 
organisation  a,  in  social  science,  in  moral  reforms,  in  religions  enterprises 
at  home  and  abroad,  in  every  conceivable  thing  which  concerns  the  best 
good  of  the  human  race  both  in  this  life  and  in  that  which  is  to  come." 
In  concluding  his  cordial  welcome,  Dr.  Stndley  expressed  the  belief  that 
here  will  be  kindled  in  all  hearts  a  holier  zeal  than  ever  for  the  cause  of 
Home  Missions. 

The  EeT.  Dr.  J.  M.  McBldowney  declined  making  a  speech,  bot  con- 
veyed in  a  few  brief  words  his  friendly  interest  and  warm  welcome,  and 
heartily  indorsed  all  that  the  preyiona  speaker  had  expressed. 

Mrs.  Edward  Smith,  President  of  the  Detroit  Conference  Society,  pre- 
sented an  address  of  welcome  in  behalf  of  the  Michigan  Workers,  from 
which  the  following  is  extracted : 

To-day,  we  have  assembled  here  to  extend  a  cordial  greeting  to  this 
noble  band  of  eminent  Christian  ladies,  and  to  welcome  them  to  our 
homes,  to  our  beautiful  house  of  worship,  and  to  our  city,  which  we  think 
in  healthful  location  and  moral  status  will  compare  favorably  with  any  city 
of  its  rate.  With  open  arms  and  hearts  lull  of  love,  we  give  you  a  happy, 
loving  welcome,  trusting  that  this  meeting  of  Christian  ladies  will  serve  to 
inspire  as  with  new  zeal,  and  thus  help  ua  to  devise  plans  that  will  be  the 
means  of  bringing  increased  vigor  and  usefulness  into  this  branch  of 
Christian  work. 

Judging  from  the  past  I  feel  assured  of  a  grand,  brilliant  future  for 
this  organisation.  I  trust  there  will  be  no  withered  hands  in  this  Society. 
In  the  Word  of  God  we  are  told  that  our  Savior  healed  the  man  with  a 
withered  hand,  and  it  only  speaks  of  this  one  man  that  was  thus  healed. 
I  have  no  doubt  that  there  were  more  people  at  that  time  with  the  same 
affliction,  and  I  often  wonder  how  many  withered  hands  could  be  found 
in  our  Christian  Churches  at  the  present  day — hands  that  hang  lifeless  by 
their  owner's  side,  and  find  nothing  to  do  for  the  Master.  In  the  mission- 
ary field  there  ie  something  for  every  Christian  to  do.  We  can  not  all  go 
as  missionaries  to  foreign  lands,  but  we  can  help  those  that  go ;  and  in  this 
Home  Missionary  Society  we  can  do  a  grand,  noble  work  here  in  our  own 
country,  among  the  foreign  people  that  are  flooding  our  shores.  I  am 
fully  impressed  that  the  work  of  this  Society  in  the  future  will  be  very 
largely  with  the  foreign  population  in  our  large  towns  and  cities,  where 
thousands  of  people  live  that  are  never  seen  in  the  Churches.  A  pressing 
need  to-day  is  for  Christian  workers  among  these  neglected  classes  of 
people. 

The  poetry  that  the  poor  native  brought  to  his  missionary  pastor  for 
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approval,  just  expresses  my  own  feelings  to  7011,  my  deer  friends,  that 
have  assembled  here  to-day,  end  1  will  repeat  one  verse  only : 

"Go  on, go  on,  go  on, 

Goon,  10  on. 

Go  on,  go  011,  bo  on. 

He  brought  eighty  verses  for  his  pastor's  inspection,  and  the  beauty 
of  the  poem  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  whole  eighty  verse*  were  jnst 
like  the  first  one  that  I  have  repeated.  And  so  I  say  to  yon,  "go  on  "  in 
this  noble  work  that  has  already  brought  so  much  happiness  to  the  classes 
that  need  such  help.  Hay  the  "  strong  arm  "  on  which  yon  lean  support 
you  in  your  abundant  labors;  and  in  the  final  coronation  may  yon  wear 
the  crown  designed  for  the  faithful. 

Responses  to  these  addresses  of  welcome  were  made  by  several  ladies, 
the  first  of  whom  was  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  of  Cleveland,  0.,  who  said  1 

As  a  child  of  the  pioneers,  I  can  not  refrain  from  response  to  this 
charming  welcome.  We  love  Detroit,  because  she  is  the  oldest  city  in  the 
Western  section  of  the  United  States ;  older  than  Baltimore  and  Philadel- 
phia of  the  sea-board.  Founded  in  1670  as  an  outpost  for  the  far-trade, 
we  pay  profound  obeisance  to  her  hoary  head,  over  which  216  years  have 
rolled,  and  at  the  same  time  bestow  upon  her  our  mite  of  admiration,  in 
that  being  -French,  we  would  never  suspect  her  age,  so  skillfully  does  she 
conceal  it  by  modern  architecture  and  the  latest  features  of  landscape  gar- 
dening. She  is  at  once  antique  and  interesting,  youthful  and  progressive. 
But  to  me,  who  am  less  than  the  least  of  all  saints,  there  is  a  most  precious 
association  connected  with  this  city.  My  father,  Rev.  John  Janes,  traveled 
Detroit  Circuit  in  1826-7.  You  will  find  recorded  in  the  published  history 
of  our  denomination  in  Michigan,  that  in  the  village  of  Ann  Arbor,  May 
21,  1828,  "  Hannah  B.  Brown,  a  young  lady  of  earnest  piety  and  culti- 
vated mind,  united  her  fortunes  and  labors  with  those  of  Bev.  John  Janes. 
For  this  she  was  disinherited  by  her  father,  'Squire  Daniel  Brown."  So 
my  mother  went  from  Michigan  to  Ohio,  singing: 


Grand  soul  I  what  didst  thou  not  endure  for  Christ's  sake  ? 

There  is  another  reason  why  I  love  Detroit  In  1684,  while  writing 
the  primitive  record  oE  the  Methodist  denomination  in  Cleveland,  I  found 
that  the  first  who  came  to  our  city,  and,  indeed,  the  only  one  during  four 
years*  was  Mrs.  Grace  Johnston,  who  removed  from  Detroit  in  the  Spring 
of  1822,  with  her  husband,  Captain  William  Johnston.  This  gallant  lake- 
captain,  though  not  religious  himself,  yet,  for  the  love  he  bore  his  wife, 
wrote  to  the  seat  of  the  Ohio  Conference  for  a  preacher  to  come  to  Cleve- 
land. And  so  Detroit,  the  City  of  the  Straits,  sends  the  pioneer  woman  of 
our  Church  to  Cleveland,  the  Forest  City,  sowing  the  seed  of  the  King- 
dom in  reluctant  soil.    Well  may  these  two  cities  clasp  hands  on  this  glad 
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day— cities  of  Lako  Erie's  shores— and  uniting  more  firmly  than  ever  in 
Ae  cause  of  Christ  and  missions,  feel  that  these  waters,  like  onto  bine 
Galilee,  bear  upon  their  bosom  the  Savior  of  the  world. 

First,  then,  in  onr  affections  is  Our  Redeemer;  next  most  dear  to  each 
patriotic  heart  is  Our  Country.  God  bless  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society !  for,  a  real  angel  dropping  from  her  white  wings  the  Gospel  of 
peace,  she  floats  into  the  basements,  attics,  and  emigrant  depots  of  the 
thoroughfare,  into  the  log  shanties  of  the  frontier,  the  wigwams  of  the 
Indians,  the  harems  of  the  American  Desert,  and  the  cabins  of  the  South  ; 
and  may  yon  who-  entertain  this  angel  feel  that  she  leaves  in  the  homes 
ot  Detroit  a  benediction. 

Mrs.  Chas.  F.  Springer,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Upper  Iowa  Con- 
ference, delivered  the  following : 

Passing  through  the  classic  halls  of  Harvard,  a  few  months  since,  we 
entered  the  room  where  a  Greek  tragedy,  in  the  original  language,  was 
one  of  the  successful  exploits  of  its  students,  equaled,  no  doubt,  by  a 
play  of  Terence,  at  Ann  |Arbor,  in  its  primitive  Latin;  by  the  not  less 
remarkable  presentation  in  St.  Louie,  by  the  young  ladies  of  Washington 
University,  of  a  Roman  comedy,  given  in  the  mother  tongue  of  Plautus, 
the  author ;  and  by  an  American  monthly  magazine,  in  Latin,  edited  with 
spirit  and  scholarship,  and  with  ample  encouragement.  Ail  these  things 
prove  we  are  not  growing  indolent  in  earthly  capabilities.  Bat  what  are 
the  daily  schools  of  Socrates,  the  lyceums  of  Aristotle,  the  groves  of  Plato 
and  Xenophon,  to  the  gentle  Anna  Askew,  on  her  way  to  death ;  Perpetoa 
and  Felicitas,  in  the  midst  of  the  amphitheater  at  Carthage,  thronged  to 
behold  their  martyrdom,  their  lips  meeting  in  one  long  kiss  of  sisterly 
love  and  deathless  courage;  Aretbusa,  with  her  son,  Chrysostom,  and 
Monica,  with  her  wild  Augustine?  Then  we  say,  with  Libanius,  the 
teacher  of  Antioch,  "  What  wonderful  women  these  Christian  mothers 
are!"  But  the  sublime  climax  in  the  divine  tragedy  is,  "God  so  loved 
the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  Son  to  die  for  it  j"  and  now  woman  is  last 
at  the  cross  and  first  in  the  gray  dawn  at  the  holy  sepalcher. 

Sitting  in  the  quiet  of  your  home  church  on  communion-day,  after 
partaking  of  the  emblems  of  our  Lord's  sacrificial  passion,  at  the  query, 
"Has  any  one  been  omitted  in  this  distribution  of  the  bread  and  wine?" 
have  there  not  arisen  before  you  millions  on  millions  of  women,  not  only 
in  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  but  within  hands'  reach  in  our  own  fair 
America,  to  testify  that  they  have  been  wholly  omitted,  because  we  had 
refused  them  aid,  and  no  hand  but  ours  could  give  them  the  bread  and 
the  cup? 


And  this  is  why  we  are  here,  why  you  have  welcomed  us  to  your 
lovely  homes  and  royal  hearts,  why  we  have  given  months  of  ceaseless 
toil  to  gather  for  this  work  of  love— the  heartfelt  desire  for  the  emancipa- 
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tion  of  downtrodden  womanhood  I  The  successors  ol  LydU,  PrisciUa, 
Fhebe,  Persia,  and  the  daughters  of  Philip,  already  outnumber  our  broth- 
ers who,  formerly,  abmc  bore  the  honored  name  of  Missionary.  That  we 
are  permitted  to  convene  in  another  National  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Meeting  is  to  me  cause  for  profound  thanksgiving.  The  duties  of  the 
hurried  school-room,  the  hnsy  home  cares,  the  daily  hoepi  tali  ties,  tbe  ear- 
nest endeavor,  by  word  and  pen,  to  advance  this  connectional  benevolence, 
are  all  ended,  and  we  pause  to-day,  as  by  an  Eiim  in  the  desert,  to  review 
the  mile-stones  past,  to  renew  our  courage  for  attempting  the  vast,  unex- 
plored regions  spreading  out  to  the  gaze  of  each  philanthropic  heart,  and 
to  be  cheered  by  the  grasp  of  friendship's  honest  hand;  for,  as  "iron 
sharpeneth  iron,"  so  a  friend  sharpeneth  the  countenance  of  a  friend.  To 
say  we  thank  you  for  your  welcome,  in  no  measure  expresses  the  emotion 
of  our  hearts.    We  offer  you  our  truest  treasure— our  love, 


We  love  you,  Michigan  women ;  and  I  can  not  forget  the  gracious 
words  of  dear  Mn.  Rogers,  "  Be  sure  to  come.  It  would  be  a  poor  con- 
vention without  your  cheerful  presence."  To  love  unworthily  bring) 
scorn  to  our  soul ;  worthily,  joy  akin  to  the  angels'. 

Nothing  but  human  and  divine  love  could  bring  our  matchless  Pres- 
ident, lady  Hayes,  to  these  years  of  care  for  this  work  I  What  bands  of  gold 
could  tempt  our  faithfuland  efficient  general  officers  to  assume  the  exhausting 
labors  of  carrying  forward  this  wonderful  scheme  of  Christian  philanthro- 
py ?  The  loving  words  of  cheer  from  Mrs.  Scott,  of  Philadelphia—"  She  left 
a  glow  of  sunshine  in  all  our  hearts"— with  other  messages  from  ladies 
there,  and  in  Cleveland  and  Cincinnati,  caused  me  to  forget  that  the 
journey  was  made  alone  to  the  four  Annual  Meetings.  Yes — love  is  all— 
and  your  many  beautiful  words  of  appreciaton,  with  Mrs.  Hayes's  immortal 
gift  of  flowers,  are  valued  beyond  expression.  Since  to-morrow  may  be 
eternity,  I  dare  not  say  less,  and  could  not  say  more.  To  the  last  loving 
inquiry  of  publisher  Thomson,  "  You  wonderful  woman  of  the  graceful 
pen,  do  you  ever  eat  or  sleep  ?"  I  bring  my  thadowy  self  here  as  answer.

Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  Newark  Conference, 
responding  heartily  to  the  words  of  welcome,  said  she  felt  that  some  allu- 
sion should  be  made  in  our  meeting  to  the  event  that  is  interesting  our 
entire  nation  to-day,  viz.,  the  unveiling  of  the  great  Bartholdi  Statue. 
She  described  this  ss  a  woman  in  form,  standing  at  the  entrance  of  the 
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beautiful  harbor  of  oar  country's  metropolis,  with  uplifted  hand  welcom- 
ing the  people  of  all  lands  to  onr  shores.  She  said  that  last  night  amidst 
the  storm,  this  statue  stood  in  all  her  grand  proportions  powerless  in  the 
darkness;  bnt  to-night,  as  through  her  form  one  of  the  greatest  forces 
of  the  universe  thrills,  from  her  head  and  hand  will  issue  a  light  that 
shall  gladden  the  hearts  of  all  the  storm-tossed  mariners  within  reach  of 
those  powerful  rays. 

Mrs.  Boswell  expressed  the  belief  that,  if  the  Christian  women  of 
America  will  stand  as  one  in  such  an  attitude  towards  God  that  his  light  and 
lore  can  flow  through  their  thoughts  and  acts ;  then  will  the  unsaved  multi- 
tudes that  throng  our  shores  be  saved,  and  the  whole  country  be  redeemed, 
lira.  K.  W.  C.  Goff,  President  of  Philadelphia  Conference  Society,  said 
in  substance  as  follows: 

We  desire  to  express  thanks  for  this  cordial  welcome,  which,  like  the 
kindly  dew,  refreshes  and  invigorates  us ;  and  we  rejoice  in  this  expression 
of  welcome  for  the  cause  that  we  represent  and  love.  Oar  hearts  are  filled 
with  thankfulness  when  we  remember  how  God  has  taken  ns  as  his  chosen 
instruments,  and  so  enabled  us  to  move  forward  into  providential  openings, 
and  to  seize  the  golden  opportunities,  that  we  have  not  spent  our  strength 
for  nought,  bnt  are  a  part  of  a  great  organization  that  is  to-day  a  powerful 
agency  in  the  salvation  of  our  beloved  land.  We  have  met,  not  only  to 
congratulate  each  other,  and  to  tell  of  the  achievements  of  the  past  year, 
but  also  to  make  mention  of  our  mistakes  and  failures,  that  thereby  we 
may  see  where  changes  in  methods  of  work  or  in  plans  may  better  ad- 
vance the  cause,  and  may  help  us  to  accomplish  greater  things  in  the  future. 
We  hope  to  receive  such  information  as  will  greatly  increase  our  interest 
in  this  work.  And  we  hope,  too,  that  our  presence  here  may  prove  a 
benediction;  and  that  the  ladies  of  Detroit  who  have  provided  so  bounti- 
fully for  our  welfare  will  feel  that  they  have  entertained  a  royal  family — 
"the  children  of  a  King." 

Mrs.  H.  C.  Hedges,  of  Mansfield,  0.,  spoke  in  the  following  words: 
Some  weeks  ago,  in  one  of  the  leading  monthlies,  I  read  an  article  on 
"The  City  of  the  Straits,"  and  my  interest  was  perhaps  increased,  because 
I  anticipated  this  occasion,  when  it  would  be  my  privilege  to  be  a  sojourner 
for  a  few  days  within  its  gates.  I  read  of  its  beginnings  nearly  two  cen- 
turies ago,  when  Detroit  was  a  "bit  of  sunny  France,"  and  then  on,  when 
it  was  part  of  the  dominion  of  a  king  of  England,  and  further  on,  when 
it  became  part  of  our  own  country.  I  read  of  its  beautiful  parks,  broad 
avenues,  lovely  homes,  palatial  residences,  schools,  churches,  and  grand 
cathedral.  I  read  of  the  time  when  its  inhabitants  numbered  less  than 
five  hundred,  while  now  there  is  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand. 
Again,  I  read  that  a  hospital  for  the  sick  has  been  built  here,  and  also  that 
here  is  a  school  where  the  children  of  the  poor  are  taught  the  industrial 
arts  free  of  charge.  In  this  practical  Home  Mission  work,  the  "Harper 
Hospital,"  we  have  an  example  of  what  even  the  lowly  in  life  can  do,  by 
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consecrating  the  earnings  of  years  to  noble  objects.  Walter  Harper  and 
Sancy  Martin  ore  dead,  but  their  works  do  follow  them. 

Now,  we,  who  have  come  from  tbe  East  and  West,  the  North  and 
South,  find  ourselves  within  the  walls  of  this  beautiful  church,  and  are 
welcomed  with  cordial  greeting.  And  for  what  purpose  are  we  here? 
Only  that  we  may  return  the  greeting,  and  for  a  few  days  enjoy  your  com- 
panionship, and  the  hospitality  of  your  homes?  No:  surely  we  are  not 
here  for  such  purposes  alone.  This  gathering,  necessarily,  means  work- 
to  some,  hard  work.  There  are  questions  of  grave  importance  to  be  con- 
sidered— measures  to  be  discussed,  so  as  to  promote  the  best  interests  of 
the  Home  Mission  work.  This- new  enterprise  of  ourChurch  has  become 
vast  in  its  proportions.  The  fields  are  extending,  and  are  already  white 
for  the  harvest.  With  the  enlargement  of  the  work,  comes  greater  respon- 
sibility in  its  management.  Are  we  equal  to  the  task?  God  being  our 
helper,  we  are.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord:  "Open  ye  the  gates,  that  the 
righteous  nation  which  keepetb  the  truth  may  enter  in." 

Mrs.  C.  V.  Culver,  of  Reno,  Pa.;  Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  of  Delaware,  0., 
and  Mrs.  E.KMarcy,  of  Evanaton,  111.,  also  responded  in  fitting  and  appro- 
priate words,  after  which  the  audience  joined  in  singing  one  verse  of  s 
familiar  hymn. 

The  President,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Hayes,  with  a  clear  voice  and  distinct  utter- 
ance that  was  heard  throughout  tbe  whole  audience-room,  delivered  the 
following  address: 

The  Fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  our  Society  is  held  under  circumstances 
which  may  well  fill  our  hearts  with  gratitude  and  with  hope.  The  welcome 
extended  us  by  our  associates  and  friends  of  Detroit  assures  us  that  the 
days  we  shall  spend  in  this  beautiful  and  hospitable  city  will  be  days  full 
of  satisfaction  and  joy.  Our  prayers  are  that  they  may  also  be  days  wisely 
devoted  to  the  best  interests  of  the  humble,  the  neglected,  and  the  needy. 
This  is,  indeed,  the  work  of  the  Divine  Master,  whose  example  and  teach- 
ings all  wish  to  imitate  and  heed  who  hope  in  their  own  Uvea  to  realize 
the  blessings  and  consolations  of  that  religion  which  be  came  into  the  world 
to  establish. 

The  corner-stone  of  practical  religion  is  the  Golden  Rule.  How  best  to 
obey  its  mandate  is  the  vital  question.  We  would  reflect  on  no  other  ben- 
evolent enterprise.  We  would  discourage  no  beneficent  measure.  We 
would  say  nothing  to  dishearten  any  man  or  woman  who  with  good  motives 
seeks  good  ends.  We  know  that  many  paths  lead  to  the  same  goal.  But 
our  conviction,  our  faith, is,  that  the  surest  hope  of  mankind  is  in  America 
Within  our  limits,  within  our  reach,  are  gathered  representatives  of  all  tbe 
races  of  mankind.  In  our  borders  are  Africans,  Asiatics,  and  Europeans. 
The  apostles  were  told  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be 
preached  among  all  nations  in  Christ's  name,  and  they  were  also  told  that 
the  beginning  should  be  at  Jerusalem.  Is  not  the  meaning  and  spirit  of 
this  divine  injunction  clear  and  plain?    This  command  is  obeyed  by  all 
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whom  work  is  done  where  it  will  accomplish  most  to  win  souls  from  the 
paths  of  sin  to  the  paths  of  righteousness. 

We  rejoice  most  sincerely  in  the  success  of  our  distinguished  brother, 
who  has,  with  such  seal,  sagacity,  sod  singleness  of  purpose,  labored  to 
raise  the  splendid  contribution  of  our  Church  for  the  support  of  missions 
at  home  and  abroad.  We  can  not,  however,  forget  that  the  fountain  from 
which  he  draws,  is  and  must  in  the  future  be  found,  under  Providence,  in 
the  Christian  homes  of  oar  own  beloved  land.  If,  by  reason  of  our  neglect 
of  home  work,  the  stream  of  unchristian  tendencies  from  abroad  and  the 
flood  of  indifference  and  vice  of  our  own  country  shall  overwhelm  the  in- 
ititntions  oi  oar  fathers,  the  missions  of  every  Christian  Church,  both 
home  and  foreign,  will  suffer  alike  by  the  common  calamity.  If  oar  eyes 
are  to  be  gladdened  by  the  sight  of  heathen  lands  rapidly  becoming  Chris- 
tian, we  must  direct  our  efforts  and  strain  every  nerve  to  protect  from 
heathenism  our  own  land.  When  we  see  the  paganism  of  other  lands,  of 
Asia,  of  Africa,  and  of  Europe,  which  has  poured  in  upon  our  shores,  we 
most  recall  the  pithy  statement  published  in  our  monthly  periodical, 
Waman't  Borne  Mittiont,  that  "nothing  can  exceed  the  degradation  of 
a  heathen  people  whom  civilization  has  touched  only  with  its  vices." 

That  duty  is  of  highest  obligation  which  Is  nearest  in  time  and  place. 
With  America  and  American  homes  what  they  should  be,  we  need  not 
greatly  fear  the  evils  that  threaten  ns  from  other  lands.  We  can  easily 
shnn  or  safely  meet  them  if  our  duty  is  faithfully  done  in  behalf  of  the 
weak,  the  ignorant,  and  the  needy  of  ourown  country.  If  our  institutions, 
social  and  political,  are  imperiled  to-day,  it  is  largely  because  the  wealthy 
and  the  fortunate,  engrossed  as  they  are  in  the  midst  of  our  vast  materia 
progress  and  prosperity,  are  not  sufficiently  mindful  of  what  was  taught  by 
the  words  and  life  of  the  Founder  of  our  blessed  religion :  "  Whatsoever  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them."  And  while  we  feel 
bo  deeply  the  necessity  and  importance  of  our  own  work,  we  would  pray 
most  earnestly  for  glorious  results  in  the  work  of  our  sisters  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society.  In  conclusion,  I  quote  again  from  Woman't  Home 
Jftarionf ;  "The  lifting  up  of  the  lowly  of  our  own  country  ought  to  in- 
terest every  man  and  woman." 

Mrs.  John  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  stated 
that  the  report  from  the  Board  will  be  found,  as  usual,  embodied  in  the 
Corresponding  Secretary's  report,  and  also  will  be  enlarged  upon  in  the 
reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus.  She  wonld  not,  therefore,  occupy 
the  time  of  the  meeting  any  further  than  to  call  most  urgent  and  affec- 
tionate attention  to  the  noon  hour  of  prayer  for  the  work  of  the  Society, 
«  adopted  by  the  Board.  She  also  referred  briefly  to  the  great  amount  of 
work  that  occupied  the  time  of  the  Board;  and  expressed  the  hope  that 
of  relief  would  be  adopted  which  were  embodied  in  a  by-law  to  be 
at  the  proper  time  to  the  Society.  She  warmly  commended  the 
of  Mrs.  Willing,  the  retiring  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization. 
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On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Enrollment  was  appointed  as  follows: 
Mrs.  J.  M.  Johnston,  Mrs.  Win.  Corbin,  Mrs.  B.  B.  Tracy,  and  Mrs.  Win. 
E.  Fairbrother. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  was  constituted  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  by-law  relating  thereto,  as  follows: 
The  President,  the  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  together  with  the  Conference  Secretaries 
present ;  and,  on  motion,  Mrs.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing,  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Gammon,  Miss  C.  F.  Hedges,  and  Mrs.  H.  F.  Spencer. 

On  motion,  the  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  were  made  members  of  this 
Committee. 

Pending  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  on  Nomination,  the  order 
is  suspended  to  introduce  an  amendment  of  By-law  No.  8,  relating  to 
the  Annual  Meeting,  which  was  adopted  as  follows:

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  o'clock  by  the  President,  Mrs.   ' 
Hayes.     The  hymn  "0  Lord  of  Hosts,  thy  glory  fills,"  was  sung,  and 
prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Hester  Williams. 

Mrs.  Davis  then  resumed  the  chair,  and  the  minutes  of  the  morning 
session,  read  by  Mra.  Ingham,  were  adopted. 

The  reception  of  fraternal  delegates  followed.  Mrs.  W.  W.  Washbume, 
on  behalf  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  said : 

I  bring  to  you  the  greeting  of  a  band  of  women  one  hundred  thousand 
strong,  who  extend  to  you  their  hands  in  token  of  sympathy  and  good  fel- 
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lowship,  and  bid  yon  God-speed  while  they  praise  God  for  your  present 
success.  It  ie  not  unusual  in  the  beat  and  most  cultured  families  of  earth 
lor  a  new-comer  into  the  family  life  to  be  greeted  with  distrust  by  some, 
lest  their  share  of  family  enjoyments  may  be  conniderably  lessened  on  this 
account.  Your  Society  four  years  ago  was  no  exception ;  but  long  before 
this  day  we  became  ashamed  of  our  jealousy  and  fear  lest  our  own  beloved 
work  should  suffer,  and  to'day  we  are  right  proud  of  our  lovely  baby  sister 
who  already  acquits  herself  so  zealously  and  efficiently  that  we  are  con- 
strained to  treat  herasan  equal,  even  though  she  is  only  five  years  of  age, 
while  we  are  seventeen.  We  congratulate  you  on  your  exceedingly  promis- 
ing future. 

We  of  the  Foreign  Society  take  great  satisfaction  in  our  past  record. 
Having  so  often  accomplished  more  than  we  dared  to  hope,  we  feel  that  our 
prosperity  is  of  God,  and  not  to  be  boasted  of  as  though  we  ourselves  had 
done  it.  But  jost  as  one  at  eve,  weary  with  the  toil  of  the  day,  reviews 
with  complacency  the  various  tasks  accomplished,  so  we  from  this  stand- 
point, looking  over  the  past  years  of  persistent  endeavor,  take  satisfaction 
in  onr  accumulated  success.  Inasmuch  as  our  membership  is  steadily 
increasing  by  the  hundreds,  and  as  during  the  last  year  over  six  hundred 
women  were  made  life  members,  and  as  the  work  is  spreading  among  the 
young  ladies,  we  think  it  is  evident  that  the  lite-currents  of  onr  Society 
are  still  healthful  and  strong. 

It  is  a  matter  of  no  small  moment  that  in  Japan,  China,  India,  Bul- 
garia, Italy,  South  America,  Mexico,  and  Cores,  there  are  and  will  be 
women  raised  to  a  higher  realization  of  life  through  our  endeavors  and 
benefactions;  that  in  these  lands  a  song  has  begun  that  will  increase  ii 
volume  age  after  age,  and  that  we  shall  hear  its  echoes  here,  and  delight 
a  its  melodies  in  heaven.  My  sisters,  you  see  how  akin  our  work  is — you 
doing  in  the  home  country  just  the  work  we  are  doing  in  foreign  lands. 
Both  having  been  begun  by  the  direct  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  a 
e  trust,  what  folly  in  either  to  fear  detriment  from  the  advancement  of 
the  other !.  In  the  name  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  we 
i  you  press  on,  extend  your  work  on  the  right,  on  the  left,  and  at  the 
front.  Draw  heavily  by  faith  on  God's  treasury.  May  your  calls  and  pleas 
touch  the  hearts  of  America's  women  more  and  more,  and  the  reward  of 
your  labors  be  complete  success,  the  enriching  of  your  own  hearts,  and 
the  smiling  approval  of  our  Father  1 
|  Mrs.  G.  S.  Barnes,  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  of 

Michigan,  s|>oke  cordial  words  of  greeting  in  behalf  of  the  temperance 
workers  of  her  own  State.  She  greeted  the  Home  Missionary  Society  as  a 
beneficent  younger  sister,  and  spoke  effectively  of  the  grand  work  being 
done  by  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  with  its  "forty  de- 
partments save  one  "  of  organized  work. 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Austin,  represented  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  Baptist  Church.    Her  words  of  greeting  and  sympathy  w 
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both  worm  and  timely,  recognizing  the  fellowship  of  week  in  then  two 
great  Christian  Churches  of  oar  land. 

Mrs.  David  Cooper,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  spoke  sisterly  words 
of  welcome  and  cheer,  briefly  outlining  the  work  of  her  Church  in  Home 
Missions,  and  praying  God's  blessing  upon  as  in  oar  efforts  in  a  like  work. 

Mrs.  E.  B.  Coolidge,  of  the  Michigan  Indian  Association,  spoke  with 
deep  feeling  of  the  noble  work  which  engages  our  mutual  sympathies,  and 
said  with  John  Wesley,  "Church,  or  no  Church,  hat  the  work  of  saving 
souls  goon."  i 

A  tenor  solo  was  given  by  Mr.  C.  V.  Slocnm,  with  fine  effect. 

A  telegram  bringing  greetings  and  God-speed  was  read  from  Mrs.  E. 
W.  Blatehford,  who  represented  the  Woman's  BoarS  of  Missions  of  the 
Interior,  in  session  at  Cleveland,  0.  Letters  were  read  from  Mrs.  Isabella 
G.  D.  Stewart,  President  of  the  Woman's  Christian  Association  of  Detroit, 
from  the  same  lady  representing  the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  and  from 
Mrs.  David  Thompson,  President  of  the  Thompson  Home  for  Old  Ladies, 
each  bearing  words  of  greeting  and  Christian  love. 

Mrs.  Hayes  and  Mrs.  Willing  were  appointed  to  respond  to  these 
messages. 

Mrs.  D.  W.  Hollister  presented  greeting  from  the  Woman's  Christian 
Temperance  Union,  of  Michigan,  saying: 

Eight  thousand  women  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  representing  the 
Christian  Church  and  the  Christian  home,  marching  in  the  ranks  of  the 
"White  Ribbon  Army,"  and  under  the  banner  for  "God  and  Home  and 
Humanity,"  against  all  the  evil  of  the  times  In  order  to  establish  and  per- 
petuate the  Christian  .home,  greet  you  as  closely  allied  to  them  in  aims 
and  plans  of  work.  Two  hundred  thousand  white  ribbon  women  are  look- 
ing forward  to  this  gathering  with  interest ;  they  remember,  and  often  re- 
peat around  their  firesides,  the  heroism  of  your  noble  leader;  bow  she 
began  her  Home  Missionary  work  in  the  home  of  our  great  Nation;  and, 
to-day,  her  name  is  to  us  a  temperance  benediction.  The  representatives  of 
the  union  in  our  city,  numbering  nearly  five  hundred,  greet  you  as  a  sis- 
terhood, powerful  to  aid  in  civilizing  and  Christianising  the  people,  so  that 
they  may  cease  to  tolerate  ideas  not  truly  American,  and  that  by  the 
power  of  God's  love,  intemperance,  which  is  now  encircling  the  globe  and 
extending  even  to  the  "  Isles  of  the  Sea,"  may  be  overthrown  and  de- 
stroyed ;  then  the  "  Sun  of  righteousness "  will  shed  forth  its  rays  upon 
purified  America,  into  hearts  susceptible  of  God's  power  to  save. 

Mrs.  H.  Thane  Milter,  from  the  Woman's  National  Indian  As- 
sociation, spoke  earnestly  of  the  privilege  of  bringing  greetings  from  the 
Association  that  site  represented,  to  such  an  association  as  ours.  She 
pleaded  earnestly  for  sympathy  and  help,  not  only  in  carrying  the  Gospel  to 
the  Indians,  but  in  securing  the  protection  of  our  Government  in  their 
behalf. 

Rev.  L.  P.  Davis,  of  Detroit  Conference,  brought  earnest  greetings 
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from  his  ministerial  brethren.  He  spoke  especially  of  the  work  on  the 
frontier,  and  stajid  that  but  for  the  aid  afforded  by  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society,  many  of  the  preachers  on  bis  own  District  must  have 
suffered  greatly. 

Mrs.  Willing  responded  in  a  few  earnest  and  appropriate  words  to  the 
addressee  from  fraternal  delegates.  Speaking  of  onr  own  growth  in  love 
and  sympathy  through  our  work  for  others,  and  recalling  the  old  story  of 
Christoferus,  the  Christ- bearer,  she  showed  that  we  are  not  carrying 
the  Indians,  the  Mormons,  the  colored  people,  but  tbe  Lord  Christ  himself. 

The  hour  of  adjournment  having  arrived,  the  time  was  extended  to 
hear  reports  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  tbe  Treasurer. 

Mrs.  Rust,  Corresponding  Secretary,  read  her  annnal  report,  a  most 
carefully  prepared  paper,  which  was  listened  to  with  deep  interest,  and 
was  adopted. 

"One  more  day's  work  for  Jesus,"  was  then  Bung,  and  Mrs.  Clark, 
Treasurer,  read  her  report  in  detail.  This  report  showed  a  gratifying 
increase,  and  gave  evidence  of  earnest  and  devoted  work  in  all  the 
different  departments.    On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mrs.  Mogg,  of  Central  New  York  Conference,  moved  that  Mrs.  M.  0. 
Hard,  of  Wyoming  Conference,  be  appointed  to  take  the  place  of  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  that  Conference,  in  tbe  absence  of  that  officer. 
Carried. 

Mrs.  Mather,  of  New  England  Southern  Conference,  moved  that  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Mansfield  take  the  place  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  New 
England  Conference.    Carried. 

It  was  also  moved  and  carried  that  Mrs.  Lodge,  of  South-east  In- 
diana Conference,  take  the  place  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  that 
Conference. 

Mrs.  Davis  gave  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Board 
with  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries,  to  be  held  in  tbe  evening. 
It  was  afterward  moved  and  carried,  that  delegates  also  be  invited  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  meeting, 

Mrs.  Aldrich,  of  the  Michigan  Conference,  asked  that  Mrs.  Showman 
be  added  to  tbe  Finance  Committee,  which  was  granted. 

Mrs.  Bust  moved  that  the  President  of  a  Conference  Society  take  the 
place  of  the  Secretary  in  the  absence  of  that  officer.    Carried. 

Adjournment  was  moved  and  carried.  The  doxology  was  sung,  and  Dr. 
I.  M.  Buckley  pronounced  the  benediction.

At  eight  o'clock  a  brief  executive  session  was  held,  and  the  Committee 
oo  the  Revision  of  By-laws  was  instructed  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of 
copies  of  the  By-laws  printed  and  distributed  among  the  delegates  pending  the 
consideration  of  the  recommendations  made  hy  this  Committee.   Adjourned. 
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The  devotional  exercises  were  led  by  Mrs.  Goff,  and  after  a  half  hour 
spent  in  communion  with  the  Divine  Master,  "  Come,  thou  Fount  of  ev 
blessing,"  was  sung,  and  the  entire  audience  joined  with  Mrs.  Hayes  in  re- 
peating the  Lord's-prayer.

G.  E.  Strobridge,  of  New  York  Conference,  as  member  of  the  Committee 

i  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  Meyer  was  recognised  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  added  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Mission  Fields. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  the  Report  of  the  Bureau  for  East  Southern 
States  was  deferred. 

Mrs.  Wilting  submitted  the  'report  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization, 
which  furnished  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  past  two  years,  and  gave  proof  of  commendable  seal  and  labor  on 
the  part  of  the  Secretary.    On  motion,  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  presented  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for  West  Southern  States, 
representing  the  different  schools  and  Homes  under  the  management  of  the 
Society,  as  well  as  the  work  among  the  missionaries.    The  report  was  a 
cepted  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 
discussion  upon  methods  of  work  followed,  bringing  out  many  important 
features  of  the  work. 

The  order  of  business  was  resumed,  and  the  report  of  the  Bureau  for 
East  Southern  States  was  called  for.  This  report  being  in  two  sections,  the 
first  one  was  read  by  Mrs.  Clark,  and  the  second  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  in 
absence  of  Mrs.  Whetstone,  the  Secretary,  who  in  detained  at  home  hy  ill- 
ness. This  report  gave  a  comprehensive  and  historical  account  of  the  first 
Industrial  Home  built  by  the  Society,  and  noted  some  of  the  beneficial 
influences  resulting  from  the  work  in  the  Homes  at  Savannah,  Ga.,  and 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  on  motion  its  recommen- 
dations were  referred  to  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mr.-..  Clark  followed  in  a  brief  statement  with  reference  to  the  debt  of 
£400  on  Haven  Home,  and  asked  that  it  be  canceled.  In  a  few  moment9 
this  sum  was  provided  for,  as  follows :  Mrs.  Culver  pledged  $100,  for  Erie 
Conference,  to  name  a  room  ;  Miss  Allen,  $100,  for  Cincinnati  Conference; 
Mrs.  Goff,  $100,  for  Philadelphia  Conference;  and  Mrs.  Royer  completed 
the  required  amount  by  personally  pledging  $100,  and  giving  the  credit  to 
Detroit  Conference.  By  request  of  Miss  C.  F.  Hedges,  the  doxology  v 
sung;  and,  on  motion,  a  telegram  was  ordered  sent  to  Mrs.  Whetstone  an- 
nouncing the  happy  result.

Mrs.  H.  C.  McCabe,  editor  of  the  Woman'*  Home  Jfiwirow,  gave  a  verbal 
report  of  the  official  organ  of  the  Society,  and,  while  modestly  refraining 
from  eulogising  its  merits,  commended  it,  in  a  pleasing  manner,  to  the  pat- 
ronage of  all. 

Mrs.  8.  W.  Thomson,  publisher  of  Woman' $  Home  Afinion*,  followed 
with  a  carefully  prepared  business  report,  which  indicated  judicious  economy 
in  its  management,  and  imparted  the  gratifying  information  that  the  sub- 
scription list  numbers  eleven  thousand,  and  that  the  paper  has  a  balance  in 
the  treasury  to  its  credit  of  $12.19.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  Davis  appointed  a  committee  of  two,  consisting  of  Mrs.  H.  T. 
Carey  and  Mrs.  W.  G.  Berry,  of  Cincinnati,  to  wait  upon  the  audience  and 
receive  subscriptions  for  the  paper. 

Notices  were  then  read,  and,  on  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned.  The

The  commodious  church  was  well  filled  on  the  occasion  of  the  Young 
People's  Meeting,  presided  over  by  Mre.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Secretory  of  the 
Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work.  Mr.  H.  T.  Roberts  led  the  ^"[fog,  and 
Mrs.  W.  G.  Williams  conducted  the  devotional  exercises. 

Interesting  and  practical  addresses  of  five  minutes  each  were  delivered 
by  Mies 'Martha  Van  Marter,  of  New  York  City,  assistant  editor  of  the 
Sunday-ichool  Advocate ;  Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow,  of  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  editor  of 
the  liluttrator,  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Rider  Meyer,  of  Chicago,  HI.  A  fine  tenor 
solo  was  sung  by  Mr.  C.  V.  Slocurp. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Buckley,  editor  of  the  ChriMum  Advocate,  was  Introduced, 
and  delivered  a  characteristic  address,  presenting  this  pertinent  question 
for  the  consideration  of  thoughtful  people :  "  Who  are  to  come  after  us, 
and  what  are  they  going  to  do?"  He  protested  against  what  he  considered 
an  existing  evil  in  the  Church— aimless  Church  work ;  and  insisted  that 
the  activity  of  the  young  people  of  our  Church  should  be  encouraged  and 
directed  in  work  that  "has  a  target  in  it,"  under  the  stimulus  of  two  suc- 
cessful maxims,  "  Plan  your  work,  and  Wort  your  plats."  He  gave  his  hearty 
indorsement  to  the  work  that  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is 
inaugurating  among  the  young  people,  principally  because  it  is  in  the 
Church,  for  the  Church,  and  of  the  Church. 

At  the  close  of  Dr.  Buckley's  address,  Mr.  Horace  Hitchcock,  Superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday-school  of  Central  Church,  made  a  brief  bat  forcible 
address,  earnestly  urging  the  young  people  of  the  Methodist  Churches  in 
Detroit  to  organized  and  united  efforts  for  Home  Missionary  work. 

During  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  a  collection  was  taken.  The  doxology 
was  sung,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Hildreth  pronounced  the  benediction.

of  $400  on  Haven  Home:    "Thanks.    As  cold  waters  to  a  thirsty  soul,  so 
is  good  news  from  a  far  country." 

Interesting  reports  of  Corresponding  Secretaries  were  presented  and 
accepted,  in  tbe  following  order:    Mrs.  H.  W.  Rogers,  for  Detroit  Confer-   i 
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eoce;  Mrs.  E.  B.  Greene,  for  Genesee  Conference;  Mrs.  H.  W.  Bennett, 
for  Illinois  Conference ;  Mrs,  W.  J.  Aldrich,  for  Michigan  Conference,  find 
Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman,  for  Nebraska  Conference.  The  last  named  presented 
a  verbal  report 

Mrs.  Davis  slated  that  Mrs.  Newman  had  been  God's  honored  agent  in 
securing  from  Congress  an  appropriation  of  $40,000  for  an  Inter-denomina- 
tional Industrial  Home,  to  be  founded  in  Salt  Lake  City,  for  the  protection 
and  employment  of  Mormon  women  who  desire  to  renounce  Mormonism. 

Mies  Josephine  Cowgill  submitted  a  report  of  Louisiana  Conference, 
and  stirred  all  hearts  by  outlining  the  work  conducted  by  Mrs.  Hester 
Williams  and  other  District  Secretaries. 

By  invitation,  Mrs.  Hester  Williams  came  to  the  platform,  and  in 
words  of  touching  pathos  and  thrilling  eloquence,  portrayed  her  own  feel- 
ings, and  detailed  her  experiences  and  work  in  Baton  Rouge  District,  La. 
A  liberal  collection  was  taken  for  this  earnest  worker. 

Mrs.  Boswell,  of  New  Jersey,  presented  the  following,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted : 

Raolved,  That  we  express  our  appreciation  of  the  sacrifices  and  untir- 
ing labors  of  our  beloved  missionary.  Miss  Cowgill,  and  of  her  assistants, 
and  assure  them  of  our  warm  sympathy  and  earnest  prayers  amid  their 
arduous  toil  for  "  love  of  Christ,  and  in  nis  name." 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson's  report  of  Troy  Conference,  indicated  the  effort 
and  enterprise  that  has  established  the  Kent  Industrial  Home  in  Greens- 
boro, N.  C.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  report,  Mrs.  Aiken  read  part  of  a 
letter  from  Bishop  Walden,  written  after  his  recent  visit  to  this  Home,  say- 
ing: "  It  is  the  best  of  the  bnildings  you  have  for  Model  Homes.  I  doubt 
not  its  influence  for  good  will  be  felt  throughout  the  State,  as  Greensboro  is 
the  very  center  of  onr  Church  work  among  the  colored  people.  Your  So- 
ciety is  providential,  I  am  sure,  and  I  pray  that  the  Head  of  the  Church 
may,  through  his  Spirit,  guide  and  bless  your  meeting." 

Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow  submitted  a  report  of  the,  young  but  promising 
Minnesota  Conference,  after  which  Mrs.  Willing  presented  the  following 
resolutions,  aa  passed  by  that  Conferenceand  signed  by  Mrs.  H.  A.  Hobart, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields ' 

Raolvtd,  That  we  become  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society,  on  conditions: 

1st.  That  all  supplies  raised  by  our  Churches,  by  way  of  clothing 
and  groceries,  be  sent  to  the  needy  preachers  of  Minnesota  Conference. 

2d.  That  half  of  the  money  raised  be  likewise  applied  to  necessitous 
sea  among  the  preachers  and  their  families. 

3d.  That  a  list  of  needy  preachers  be  sent  by  the  presiding  elders  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

Mrs.  Marcy  moved  that  the  order  be  suspended,  and  that  the  reports 
from  Bureaus  be  heard.     Carried. 

Mrs.  S.  W.  Thomson,   Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Mormons,  gave  a 
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risumi  of  the  work  done  in  Utah  ;  and  sot  forth  the  pressing  need  for  in- 
creased missionary  effort  On  motion,  this  report  was  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Thomson  spoke  earnestly  of  a  desire  on  her  part  that  a  young 
English  girl,  recently'  converted  in  Utah,  be  educated  at  the  Ohio  Wes- 
leyan  University,  at  Delaware,  and  stated  that  two-thirds  of  the  expenses 
have  already  been  donated.  Mrs,  Hayes  indicated  her  desire  to  furnish 
the  remaining  third,  hot  it  was  stated  that  Mrs.  8.  O.  Smith,  of  Minnesota, 
had  already  become  personally  responsible  for  the  required  sum  of  $30. 

Rev.  P.  A.  H.  Franklin  was  then  introduced,  and  made  a  thrilling  ap- 
peal for  Utah.    Also,  Miss  Lindsay,  of  Fostoria,  0.,  was  introduced  as  a   ; 
missionary  candidate,  and  spoke  briefly  of  her  wish  to  work  in  that 
Territory. 

As  the  clock  struck  twelve,  all  hearts  were  lifted  to  God  in  silent 
prayer  for  the  success  of  the  Society,  after  which  a  hymn  was  sung. 

Mrs-  H.  C.  McCahe,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  Indians,  submitted  a 
practical  report,  showing  the  work  accomplished  among  the  Pawnees,  and   ' 
the  urgent  necessity  for  raisfeionaiy  effort  among  all  other  tribes  of  Indians. 
This  report,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Marcy  followed  with  a  brief  verbal  report  on  Montana.

Mrs.  Davis  occupied  the  chair,  and  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting  to 
be  the  consideration  of  the  By-laws  as  recommended  by  the  General  Ex- 
ecntive  Board  through  its  Committee  on  Revision  of  By-laws;  but  as  the 
printed  slips  were  not  ready,  action  thereon  was  deferred. 

Mrs.  Clark  presented  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Wbbbkas,  The  Society  has  been  represented  in  most  of  the  nnorgan- 
iied Conferences;  and  the  organized  Conferences  have  been  more  thoroughly 
prepared  for  work  through  the  agency  of  the  Bureau  of  Organisation,  so 
that  ita  Secretary,  Mrs.  Willing,  considers  this  Bureau  no  longer  needed  ;

□rat  time  in  her  life  she  now  saw  an  entire  audience  of  white  children, 
and  with  this  as  a  text,  she  eloquently  reviewed  her  life  history  as  a  slave 
and  freed- woman. 

Miss  Martha  Van  Marter  and  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken  contributed  in  no 
small  degree  towards  making  this  occasion  memorable  for  entertainment 
and  instruction,  by  their  earnest  addresses,  full  of  information  and  prac- 
tical suggestions. 

At  the  close  of  this  meeting,  planned  by  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work,  a  bonqnet'of  lovely  flowers 
was  presented  to  Mrs.  Hayes  by  the  children.

A  reception  was  given  by  Mrs.  J  as.  Burns  and  the  Young  Ladies' 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  in  the  Sunday-school  room, 
daily  used  during  the  meeting  as  a  refreshment- room,  which  was  artis- 
tically arranged  for  the  occasion  with  pictures,  suspended  baskets  of  flowers, 
and  cages  of  singing-birds.  The  platform  was  decorated  with  tropical 
plants,  and  from  the  recess  of  another  room  floated  sweet  strains  of  music. 
Bouquets  of  choice  flowers  were  presented  the  General  Officers  of  the 
Society,  and  the  occasion  was  one  of  great  enjoyment  to  all.

Tub  auditorium  was  crowded  on  the  occasion  of  the  Anniversary  of 
the  Society.  The  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Dr.  Studley, 
and  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes  presided. 

Mrs.  H.  S.  Rust,  having  presented  her  report  as  Corresponding  Secre-  l 
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in  full  at  a  previous  meeting,  gave  on  this  occasion  a  general  view  of 
the  work  of  the  Society,  and  the  encouraging  results  that  have  been  se- 
cured since  its  organization.  Suggestions  were  offered  for  the  vigorous 
prosecution  of  the  work  in  local  or  city  evangelization,  for  the  special 
training  of  our  missionaries,  and  For  the  best  methods  of  enlisting  helpful 
sympathy  in  the  cause  of  Home  Missions. 

She  called  attention  to  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  which  makes 
it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  "to  arrange  with  the  Conference 
Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Conference  Society,"  and 
illustrated  in  a  graceful  manner  the  work. that  the  various  members  of  the 
General  Executive  Board  have  performed  daring  the  past  year. 

Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  delivered  an  address,  which  was  listened  to  with 
interest,  the  substance  of  which  is  as  follows: 

Home-making  is  the  special  work  of  our  Society.  No  service  can  be 
ore  important.  All  people  are,  and  will  be  forever,  what  their  homes 
mike  them.  The  home  is  the  work-shop  where  is  wrought  oat  the  char- 
acter and  destiny  of  the  individual,  the  nation,  the  civilisation,  the  race. 

The  Christian  home  gives  woman  permanent  domestic  life.  Alaskan 
I  women  are  as  degradingly  married  as  are  the  women  of  India  and  China. 
Romanists  regard  marriage  a  sacrament;  yet  in  our  Spanish-American  ter- 
ritories, the  mass  of  the  people,  to  escape  priestly  extortions,  live 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Church  upon  their  domestic  life,  and  any 
little  civil  or  political  disturbance  may  scatter  a  family  to  the  four  winds. 
Mormonism  is  an  organized,  systemized  attack  on  the  permanence  and 
purity  of  the  home. 

Freed-women  a  score  of  years  ago  were  under  the  irresponsible  will 
of  their  masters.  They  could  not  be  legally  married  even  to  men  of  their 
own  race.  Even  now  the  laws  are  against  the  intermarriage  of  blacks  and 
whites,  and  yet  the  land  is  full  of  people  of  mixed  blood.  With  all  this, 
and  the  multitudes  of  outcast  men  and  women  in  our  great  cities,  the 
permanent  Christian  home  is  seriously  endangered  in  this  free,  new 
America,  and  every  woman  needs  to  give  her  best  thought  to  remedy  the 
evil.  The  Christian  home  teaches  economy.  The  Indian  wigwam  is 
comfortless  for  lack  of  it.  The  huts  of  thousands  of  the  freed-people  are 
without  floors  or  windows.  It  gives  habits  of  industry.  It  teaches  them 
to  respect  themselves.  Mormon  women  are  said  to  have  no  souls.  Their 
husbands  may  kill  them  when  they  please.  The  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
American  heathen  women  hear  never  a  word  to  give  them  self-respect. 

We  must  purify  these  homes  in  self-defense.  It  is  only  a  question  of 
time  when  the  gangrene  of  the  little  finger  will  reach  the  heart.  The 
anguish  of  the  Mormon  girl  who  is  forced  into  the  harem  of  a  man  whose 
presence  is  loathed,  sends  a  taint  of  degradation  into  every  American 
home.  One  breath  from  the  dying  room  of  a  pauper's  child  may  bear  the 
germs  of  deadly  disease  to  our  own  sheltered  darlings.  The  moral  con- 
tagion in  the  air  destroys  our  sense  of  purity. 
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beside  these  American  heathen.  They  vote  upon  the  laws  that  govern 
us.  Oar  knowledge  of  their  wrongs  and  onr  ahility  to  help  them  put  us 
under  obligation  to  give  them  aid. 

How  shall  we  do  onr  work  T  in  tallfgenUy .  We  moat  study  its  need 
with  perfect  charity,  tirelessly,  and  "  (or  love  of  Christ,  and  in  bis  name." 

Mrs.  Angle  P.  Newman  followed  with  an  address  on  the  Harmon 
question.  She  said  that  the  Mormons  were  propagating  their  doctrines  si] 
over  the  world  by  missionary  work.  In  this  country  they  hsd  thirty  con- 
ferences. She  stated  that  26,006  people  were  living  in  polygamy,  and  that 
there  are  born  annually  of  Mormon  parents  10,000  children.  She  de- 
scribed the  marriages  of  the  Mormons,  where  mothers,  daughters,  anil 
grandmothers  were  frequently  made  the  wives  of  one  man,  and  urged  with 
thrilling  eloquence  the  necessity  for  Christian  women  to  protest  against 
this  state  of  affairs  wholly  at  variance  with  the  parity  of  the  Gospel.   . 

The  assembly  was  then  dismissed  with  the  benediction  by  Rev. 'Dr. 
Studley.

Tub  Executive  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  commenced  at  9 
o'clock,  after  a  half-hour  spent  in  devotional  exercises.  Mrs.  Davis  pre- 
sided.

These  committees  shall  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  work  in  their  charge. 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  substitute  was  adopted. 
The  following  was  also  introduced  by  Mrs.  Rust,  and  adopted: 

Each  Bnreau,  except  Supplies  and  Local  work,  shall  consist  of  its 
Secretary  and  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  work  within  its  territory. 
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An  additional  By-law  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Rust,  as  follows : 

The  dnty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 

these  committees  in  the  management  of  the  work,  secure  that  It  conforms 

to  the  rules  approved  by  the  Board  of   Managers   for  mission   work,  and 

give  a  detailed  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to  the  General  Executive  Board.

'  Mrs.  Marcy  presented  the  subjoined  By-law  for  Conference  Societies, 
which  was  adopted : 

Any  Conference  that  has  held  one  or  more  Annual  Heatings,  and  has 
its  duly  elected  Conference  and  District  officers,  may  determine  its  own 
methods  of  organizing  auxiliaries  and  the  amount  of  remuneration  of  its  or- 
ganizers, provided  that  its  plans  shall  be  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution. 

On  motion,  the  time  was  extended  to  consider  the  Constitution  for 
District  Associations,  which  was  adopted,  with  the  following  amendments: 

In  Article  I  insert District  Association ;  in  Article  III,  after  the 

words  "  on  the,"  introduce District  Association ;  in  Article  IV  sub- 
stitute every  for  "each;"  in  Article  VI.  read  may  for  "shall"  after  the 
first  word. 

The  Constitution  and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries  were  adopted  as  recom- 
mended. 

On  motion,  Section  2  ot  Article  V,  under  Constitution  for  Juvenile 
Societies,  was  amended  by  omitting  the  following:  "Fairs,  give  concerts,  or 
other,"  before  the  word  "entertainments." 

Mrs.  Willing  presented  the  subjoined  resolution,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields: 

Raatved,  That  we  appropriate  the  Mother's  Jewels  fund  to  the  build- 
ing of  an  industrial  Home  and  School  for  white  girls  in  the  South,  theloca- 
'■  in  to  be  selected  hereafter. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Mrs.  Clark,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields: 

Raolvtd,  That  we  appropriate  from  the  General  Treasury  to  Woman.'* 
Home  Mittioni  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  aggregate  of  Mother's 
Jewels  fund. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  by  the  provisions  of  the 
w  By-law,  adopted  yesterday,  relating  to  the  appointment  of  the  members 
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of  the  Bureaus,  these  offices  are  now  vacant,  and  can  not  be  filled  until  the 
Conference  Societies  specially  interested  can  be  called  together  to  nominate 
the  committees,  and  they  are  appointed  by  tbe  General  Board  of  Managers. 
Hence  tbe  Bureaus  are  now  inoperative,  and  must  remain  so  for  some 
time  to  come,  unless  some  special  provision  is  made.  To  remedy  this  diffi- 
culty in  part,  and  to  provide  that  there  be  no  interruption  in  the  work  of 
the  Bureaus,  she  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Rooked,  That  the  Bureaus  be  permitted  to  act  under  By-law  No.  21, 
page  125  of  Fourth  Annual  Report,  until  such  time  as  it  becomes  possible 
*o  constitute  tbe  Bureaus  under  the  new  By-law  No.  3,  recently  adopted. 

Mrs.  Rust  then  stated  that,  by  typographical  error,  the  By-law  adopted 
had  been  made  to  rend  on  printed  slip,  "General  Board  of  Managers," 
stead  of  General  Executive  Board.     This  explanation  was  accepted  by  co 


The  following  resolution,  presented  by  Mrs.  Marcy  was  adopted: 

Raolved,  That  the  General  Board  of  Managers  nominate  and  appoint 
two  ladies  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Training-school,  to  repre- 
sent the  interests  of  that  institution  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Marcy  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Hobbs  were  appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Bust,  Mrs.  Meyer  was  made  tx-officio  member  of  the 
same  committee. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  said  that,  as  many  changes  had  been  made  in  tbe  By-laws 
d  new  ones  had  been  adopted,  tbe  order  of  arrangement  as  well  ss  the 
grammatical  construction  had  been  more  or  less  affected ;  she,  therefore, 
moved  that  Mrs.  Williams  and  Mrs.  Aiken  be  appointed  a  committee  to  ad- 
just the  order  of  arrangement,  and  to  make  such  revisions  in  the  construe-  ■ 
tion  and  phrasing  ef  the  By-laws  as  maybe  necessary  to  secure  grammatical 
correctness  before  they  are  published.  The  motion  was  amended  by  adding 
Mrs.  Hoyt  to  the  committee,  and  was  then  adopted. 

Tbe  By-laws  were  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Adjourned.

Tim  public  session  opened  about  10  o'clock  with  devotional  exercises, 
inducted  by  Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow.  Mrs.  Hayes  occupied  the  chair. 
Tbe  minutes  of  the  previous  session,  read  by  Miss  Van  Marter,  were 
sdopted. 

Reports  of  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries,  full  of  interest,  were 
presented  and  accepted  as  follows:  Mrs.  Bickley,  for  Philadelphia;  Mrs. 
Carr,  for  East  Ohio;    Miss  Newhalt,  for  New  England;  Mrs.  Stanley,  for 
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Ohio;  Mrs.  Mansfield,  by  Mies  Newhall,  for  New  England;   Mid  Mrs. 
Tupper,  by  Hiaa  Ward,  for  Wyoming. 

Mrs.  Knox  And  Mrs.  A.  F.  Newman  were  introduced  M  representatives 
of  the  National  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union.  Mrs.  Knox  spoke 
briefly  of  the  work  of  this  grand  organisation,  and  brought  cordial  greet- 
ings. Mrs.  Newman,  in  a  few  impressive  words,  spoke  of  resolutions 
adopted  by  that  body  bearing  upon  the  Mormon  question,  and  presented 
the  following  resolution  for  consideration  by  this  meeting: 

Revived,  That  ss  an  organisation,  we  co-operate  with  the  National 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  and  the  various  missionary  organ- 
isations of  the  evangelical  Churches,  In  petitioning  Congress  at  its  next  ses- 
sion for  the  passage-  of  the  Edmunds  bill,  now  standing  in  the  Judiciary 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  without  discussion,  and  a  rising  rote  of 
thanks  offered  to  these  ladies  bringing  greetings. 

Mrs.  Rust  presented  appeals  from  the  West  German,  Oregon,  Ala- 
bama, and  Southern  California  Conferences,  asking  identification  with  the 
Society.    These  were  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  order  of  business  was  suspended  to  allow  Mrs.  Willing  to  present  her 
report  on  Missionary  Candidates.  She  reported  thirty  persons  as  having 
applied  during  the  year,  and  gave  the  names  of  penons  who  have  passed 
the  Committee.    The  report  wss  adopted. 

Mrs.  Doud  read  a  paper  of  great  interest  on  Missionary  Banding  Cir- 
cle, presenting  a  plan  looking  toward  the  perpetuity  of  societies  by  means 
of  a  National  Missionary  Reading  Circle,  founded  upon  the  plan  of  the 
Chautauqua  Circles. 

Mrs.  Springer  moved  that  this  plan  be  printed  and  adopted  as  one  of 
.oor  plans  of  work. 

Mrs.  Rust  moved  ss  an  amendment  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  confer  upon  this  plan  and  adapt  it  to  the  work  of  our  Society. 
Carried.  Mrs.  Doud,  Mrs.  Williams,  and  Mm.  Aiken,  were  named  as  such 
a  committee. 

Mrs.  Spencer  moved  that  the  perfected  plan  be  referred  to  the  General 
Executive  Board.    Carried. 

The  noon  hour  having  arrived,  all  heads  were  bowed  for  a  few  moments 
in  earnest  prayer. 

A  request  that  Mrs.  Rosamond,  of  Louisiana  Conference,  prostrated 
by  sudden  and  severe  illness,  be  remembered  In  prayer  by  the  meeting 
was  presented  by  Mrs.  Davis. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  read  by  Mrs.  Mor- 
row, and  adopted. 

Mrs.  Marcy  spoke  briefly  of  the  Nickel  Fund  books;  announcements 
were  made,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  to  re-assemble  at  2  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon. 
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The  meeting  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  HortOD,  Presiding  Elder 
of  Port  Huron  District,  wbo,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  devotional  exercises, 
spoke  of  the  great  good  that  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  had 
done  in  his  District  in  assisting  ministers  and  their  families. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session,  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  were  adopted- 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Alaska,  Mrs.  L.  H.  Daggett,  Secretary, 
was  read  by  Mrs.  6.  E.  Strobridge,  accepted,  and  referred  to  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  A.  K.  Clark,  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Ari- 
zona, submitted  a  report,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Clark,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Beneficiaries,  presented  tbe 
report.  Mrs.  Culver  moved  its  adoption  and  reference  to  the  Committee 
on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields. 

Mrs.  Springer  presented  the  report  from  North-west  Iowa  Conference, 
which  was  accepted. 

Mrs.  J.  I.  Boswell  submitted  the  following,  which  was  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields : 

Whmiab,  The  dtiee  of  Newark  and  Jersey  City  are  in  great  need  of 
help  in  tbe  department  of  Local  Missionary  work  j  and 

WiitiiEAs,  There  has  been  a  marked  revival  of  interest  in  City  Missions 
among  our  ministers  and  prominent  laymen  ;  therefore, 

RtmAvtd,  That  we  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  9500,  on  condition  that 
it  be  raised  within  the  Newark  Conference,  for  the  support  of  Mrs.  Carrie 
Clark  and  the  work  she  may  develop,  if  the  Committee  on  Missionary 
Candidates  shall  consider  her  a  suitable  person  for  appointment  by 
the  General  Executive  Board. 

The  Recording  Secretary  stated  that  owing  to  the  illness  of  Mrs. 
Ampt,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Mite-boxes,  no  report  had  been  re- 
ceived; but  that  tbe  General  Executive  Board  recommends  that  Mite- 
boxes  be  distributed  gratuitously  in  the  future.  Mrs.  Doud,  Mrs.  Culvt 
and  Mrs.  Bickley  spoke  in  favor  of  this  measure,  and  the  recommendation 
was  unanimously  adopted- 
Mrs.  Aiken  then  called  the  roll  of  the  Conferences  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain if  any  reports  of  Corresponding  Secretaries  bad  been  omitted. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Intelligence,  Mrs. 
Thomson,  referred  her  report  without  reading. 

The  Journalistic  Secretary,  Mrs.  Ingham,  also  referred  her  report  with- 
out reading. 

A  vocal  solo,  "The,  flower  may  bide  its  lovely  face,"  was  acceptably 
\    sung  by  Mrs.  Emma  Thomas. 

j  Mrs.  Bust  and  Mrs.  Thomson  were  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  pass 

through  tbe  audience  and  receive  such  donatione  for  the  cause  of  Home 
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Missions  as  the  Indies  might  (eel  inclined  to  offer.  The  CaM  Avenue 
Church  pledged  a  scholarship  in  Haven  Industrial  Home  sad  School,  to 
be  called  the  Jennie  Poole  Scholarship. 

Some  earnest  closing  remarks  were  made  by  Mrs.  Davis.  "  One  more 
day's  work  for  Jesus"  was  Bang,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Stndley. 

Adjourned,  to  re-assemble  for  the  closing  session  at  7.30  in  the  even- 
ing, Df.  Studley  pronouncing  the  benediction.

The  closing  session  was  opened  with  singing  "O  for  a  thousand 
tongues  to  sing,"  and  prayer,  offered  by  Mrs.  8.  F.  Warren,  of  Detroit. 

The  minutes,  read  by  Mrs.  Aiken,  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rogers,  the  name  of  Mrs.  Edward  Smith  was  in- 
corporated in  number  seven  of  the  resolutions  adopted. 

Mrs.  Newman  addressed  the  audience  on  the  condition  of  Mormon 
women,  and  during  the  course  of  her  remarks  said,  in  substance,  that  the 
large  United  States  flag  presented  three  years  ago  by  the  Trinity  Auxiliary 
of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Banner 
Festival  in  Cincinnati,  to  float  over  our  Home  and  Boarding  Hall,  at  Salt 
Lake  Seminary,  was  tattered  and  torn,  and  that  she  bad  promised  the 
faithful  few  in  Utah  that  this  banner  should  be  replaced. 

Mrs.  Davis  then  eloquently  appealed  to  the  audience  for  one-dollar 
subscriptions  to  purchase  a  new  banting,  and  while  the  organ  pealed  forth 
"The  Star-spangled  Banner"  in  inspiring  strains,  the  following  ladies 
pledged  one  dollar  each  :

The  sum  of  $33  was  thus  secured,  and  Mrs.  Ingham  stated  that  the 
young  people  of  Cleveland  would  be  responsible  for  any  additional  ex- 
pense involved  in  securing  a  flag  and  sending  it  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

Miss  Van  Msrter  submitted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nation, which  was  received.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Spencer,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the  entire  list  of  officers,  and  the  elec- 
tion was  declared  by  Mrs.  Aiken.    {See  pages  2,  3,  4.) 

Mrs.  Springer's  request  that  Mrs.  Hayes  make  a  speech,  was  briefly 
and  happily  granted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  was  pre- 
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sented  by  His.  W.  G.  Williams ;  $75,000  were  appropriated ;  of  this,  $23,- 
420  were  conditional. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Publication  and  Leaflets  was  presented 
by  its  Chairman,  Mrs.  F.  8.  Hoyt,  which  gave  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
publications  for  the  year,  including  the  Annual  Report  and  the  Leaflets. 
In  this  Mrs.  Hoyt  stated  that,  by  special  request  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  she  hsd  taken  charge  of  the  publication  of  Leaflets  during  the  last 
half  of  the  year,  but  she  should  be  unable  to  do  this  for  the  coming  year,  and, 
therefore,  resigned  her  office  as  Chairman  of  the  Leaflet  Committee.  In 
concluding  her  report,  she  declined  to  be  s  candidate  for  re-election  as 
editor  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  asked  the  privilege  of  naming  her  successor. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  moved  that  Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken  be  appointed  editor  of  the 
Fifth  Annual  Report.    The  motion  prevailed. 

Mrs.  Hoyt  said  that  the  cost  uf  publishing  so  much  of  the  official  matter 
in  pamphlet  form  is  large,  and  must  increase  each  year  as  the  work  advances. 
To  save  expense  it  has  been  suggested  that  more  of  the  matter  be  published 
in  the  paper—  -Home  Jfianoni— and  less  in  the  pamphlet ;  and  the  General 
Executive  Board,  by  formal  action,  has  recommended  that  the  December 
number  of  Home  Jftarioiu  be  made  the  official  organ  for  the  publication  of 
the  Journal  of  the  Annual  Meeting.  She  also  presented  a  plan  for  a  fur- 
ther division  of  the  matter  between  the  pamphlet  and  the  paper,  by  which 
the  pamphlet  would  be  reduced  to  about  half  the  size  of  last  year. 

The  ladies  expressed  their  views  freely  on  the  subject,  and  while  a 
variety  of  opinions  was  made  known,  the  fact  seemed  to  be  generally  ad- 
mitted that  the  Annual  Report  in  its  full  anV  compact  form,  as  hitherto 
published,  has  been  of  great  value  to  the  workers.  Mrs.  Springer  said  she 
felt  assured  that  the  amount  of  money  spent  in  publishing  the  Leaflets 
snd  the  Annual  Report  was  a  most  judicious  expenditure,  both  for  the 
workers  and  for  the  cause. 

During  the  discussion  the  query  arose  whether  the  minutes  of  this 
meeting  shall  be  published  in  the  paper ;  but  it  was  decided  not  best  to 
incur  the  expense  of  publishing  the  same  matter  twice. 

Mrs.  Boyers's  motion  that  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  be  sold  at  the  rate 
of  ten  cents  per  copy  was  lost. 

It  was  then  moved  and  carried  that  the  Annual  Report  shall,  as  here- 
tofore, contain  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting,  the  official  reports,  and 
such  other  information  as  is  needed  for  reference. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Marcy  was  made  Chairman  of  the 
Leaflet  Committee.    It  was  decided  that  no  new  leaflets  be  issued  at  present. 

At  this  late  hour  the  fact  was  made  known  that  no  Committee  on 
Place  of  Meeting  had  been  appointed,  hence  no  report.  With  a  prompt- 
ness of  action,  equaled  only  by  the  hospitality  extended,  Mrs.  Charles 
Eighmey  invited  the  Board  of  Managers  to  hold  its  Sixth  Annual  Session 
in  Dubuque,  Iowa. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Aiken,  the  invitation  was  received  with  thanks, 
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and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Annual  Heating,  provided  for 
in  By-law  No.  1,  Sec  I. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Society  was,  on  motion,  requested 
to  forward  the  appropriations  to  the  Missionary  Society  in  New  York  City. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs.  Mary  T.  Lodge,  of  53  North  Arsenal 
Avenue,  Indianapolis,  lad.,  waa  elected  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Sop- 
plies,  Mrs.  Whetstone,  long  bo  faithful  and  efficient,  having  declined  a 
re-election. 

Rev.  Dr.  Stndley  offered  the  closing  prayer,  and  on  the  suggestion  of 
Mrs.  Davis,  hands  were  clasped,  and  voices  united  in  singing  "  Blest  be  the 
tie  that  binds,"  and  the  Fifth  Annual  Meeting  stood  adjourned  wine  die. 

We  deem  it  a  pleasant  doty  to  make  mention  of  the  admirable  local 
arrangements  for  the  meeting.  The  postal  facilities,  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Mrs.  Eva  Thomas  and  Mrs.  Emma  Moore,  deserve  special  recog- 
nition. No  peine  had  been  apared  by  the  Methodist  ladies  of  Detroit  in 
providing  for  the  welfare  of  their  guests,  and  their  hospitalities  wen 
abundant.  A  bountiful  lunch,  under  the  general  supervision  of  Mrs.  John 
Crebben,  was  served  each  day  of  the  session  by  ladies  of  the  various 
Churches  from  tables  beautiful  with  fruit  and  flowers.  We  are  indebted 
to  Mrs.  D.  W.  Hollister  for  a  list  of  the  Churches  that  provided  the 
lunches,  and  the  chairmen  of  their  respective  lunch  committees:

fHE  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety respectfully  submits  her  Fifth  Annual  Report  The  Society 
has  received,  daring  the  past  year,  hearty  sympathy  and  generous 
aid.  The  character  of  our  organization  Is  more  fully  recognised,  better 
appreciated,  and  Its  work  has  been  crowned  with  encouraging  success. 

It  is  only  five  years  since  the  first  invitation  was  issued,  calling  to- 
gether the  Board  of  Managers.  Ten  Conferences  were  represented  at  that 
meeting  by  delegates,  and  twice  as  many  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  by 
contributions  of  money,  which  showed  the  receipts  to  be  $8,000. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  this  delegated  body  of  representative  women 
had  met  in  counsel,  and  as  the  little  band  looked  into  each  others'  faces, 
and  upon  the  fields  of  usefulness  opening  before  them,  the  responsibility 
appeared  almost  overwhelming,  and  they  realised,  as  never  before,  that  it 
was  only  as  they  depended  upon  divine  strength  and  infinite  wisdom  that 
they  could  expect  success. 

The  enterprise  involved  the  organization  of  the  latent  powers  of  the 
Church,  and  the  combination  of  these  forces  into  efficient  agencies  so  as 
to  meet  the  needs  of  a  field  presenting  varied  and  perplexing  problems. 

At  thia  our  Fifth  Annual  Meeting,  we  are  able  to  report  fifty-five  Con- 
ference organisations,  conducting  promising  missionary  work  in  needy 
portions  of  our  country,  which  thus  early  in  their  history  are  producing 
valuable  and  far-reaching  results. 

DIVISION  OK  WORK, 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  Board  of  Managers  "  shall  arrange 
with  the  Conference  Societies  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Confer- 
ence." This  secures  to  those  who  raise  the  money  for  the  support  of  a 
mission,  the  privilege  of  supervising  its  work.  This  arrangement  divides 
the  labor,  distributes  the  responsibility  throughout  the  Conferences  as 
rapidly  as  they  will  undertake  it,  and  secures  the  co-operation  of  the  most 
capable  women  of  the  Church  in  its  management. 

The  territory  has  been  divided  for  convenience  into  sections,  and 
placed  in  the  care  of  committees  called  Bureaus,  with  a  Secretary  for  each, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  co-operate  with  the  special  Conference  Committees  in 
charge  of  the  missions  included  in  the  territory  of  the  Bureau,  communi- 
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cate  their  reports  to  tbe  Executive  Board  quarterly  or  oftener, and  arrange 
with  the  Board  the  business  of  the  department. 

This  division  was  inaugurated  a  year  ago  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  but 
time  ia  needed  to  form  efficient  committees  to  represent  the  Conferences 
and  complete  the  distribution  of  duty.  The  wisdom  ol  thai  provision  of 
the  Constitution,  we  are  assured,  will  become  more  apparent  as  oar  work 
increases  in  magnitude  and  Importance. 

THB  FIELD. 

Reports  will  be  presented  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  different  Bureaus, 
which  will  include  the  details  necessary  to  insure  a  good  understanding  of 
the  work  of  each,  so  that  in  this  paper  we  shall  only  present  the  needs  of 
localities  not  included  in  the  Bureaus,  general  feature*  of  the  work,  and 
suggestions  for  its  successful  prosecution. 

It  has  been  deemed  impracticable  to  commence  work  this  year  in  the 
territories  assigned  to  certain  departments  to  which  appropriations  were 
made  a  year  ago. 

Alaska.— The  great  distance  and  the  peculiar  conditions  necessitating 
a  large  outlay  to  establish  and  sustain  a  creditable  work  there,  has  dis- 
couraged the  Board  from  entering  this  field  that  seemed  to  have  been 
providentially  opened  to  us. 

New  Mexico.— Although  the  conditions  are  such  as  to  appeal  strongly 
to  our  sympathies,  the  argument  of  economy  has  prevailed.  A  successful 
work  in  that  Territory  would  involve  alarge  expenditure.  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  support  our  pupils,  many  of  whom  would  be  orphans,  for  a  period  of 
years,  until  they  should  attain  sufficient  age  and  become  well  enough  edu- 
cated to  insure  their  usefulness  and  influence  among  their  own  people.  Our 
Western  frontiers  include,  besides  these,  tbe  Mormon  and  Indian  Bureaus, 

Mormons.— Our  work  in  behalf  of  this  people  ia  three-fold;  the  sup- 
port of  missionaries  for  general  evangelistic  work,  the  maintenance  of 
Christian  schools  for  children,  and  the  building  of  Lucy  Hayes  school- 
houses  in  localities  where  it  is  not  practicable  otherwise  to  provide  ac- 
commodations for  our  mission-schools  and  work. 

The  appropriation  of  $40,000  made  by  the  government  to  be  applied 
[i  tbe  aid  of  women  in  escaping  from  the  tbralldom  of  polygamy,  and 
ii  supplying  industrial  opportunities  that  will  enable  them  to  become 
self-supporting,  can  not  fail  to  prove  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  the 
missionary  influences  of  tbe  Territory. 

Indians. — Tbe  work  of  the  mission,  inaugurated  only  one  year  ago  at 
Pawnee,  gives  promise  of  great  usefulness.  The  Society  was  fortunate  in 
securing  the  services  of  Mrs.  F.  A.  Gaddis,  who  was  accompanied  by  her 
i,  a  lad  of  fourteen  years  of  sge.  Tbey  have  secured  the  confidence 
and  respect  of  the  Indians  and  the  representatives  of  the  government, 
and  by  energy  and  perseverance  have  achieved  a  victory  that  will  en- 
courage the  Society  in  the  prosecution  of  similar  work  among  this  deeply 
rouged  people  in  other  sections  of  our  country.    The  Corresponding 
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Secretary  is  profoundly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  enlarging  and 
strengthening  this  branch  of  the  Society's  work. 

SUPPLIES. 

This  department  has  rendered  valuable  aid  to  the  ministers  and  their 
families  on  the  frontier,  and  to  our  industrial  mission -schools.  Over  a 
field  ao  vast  as  our  frontiers,  it  is  difficult  to  secure  perfect  system  in  dis- 
tribution. Time  Is  necessary  in  order  to  become  acquainted  with  the  mis- 
sionary needs  and  opportunities  of  this  immense  country,  and  it  is 
encouraging  to  know  that  so  much  good  has  been  accomplished,  and  that 
so  few  mistakes  have  been  made. 

The  needs  of  the  mission -schools  and  Model  Homes  can  be  accurately 
ascertained,  and  the  distribution  of  aid  carefully  adjusted  to  meet  the 


Supplies  are  needed  in  these  Model  Homes,  not  only  of  household 
goods  and  clothing  for  the  pupils;  but  each  girl,  as  she  leaves  school  and 
enters  upon  her  work  of  teaching,  should  be  provided  with  a  few  simple 
garments  cut  and  ready  to  be  made,  and  a  supply  of  patch-work  and  other 
materials  for  the  sewing-school  that  she  will  start  when  she  returns  to  her 

LOCAL  OR  CITY  WORK. 

Our  large  cities  are  recognised  as  furnishing  a  mission-field  peculiar 
and  difficult  of  management 

The  Board  of  Managers  at  its  last  annual  meeting  approved  plans  for 
s  work  in  this  behalf  under  a  separate  Bureau.  It  was  provided  that  the 
money  thus  used  should  be  kept  as  a  distinct,  fund,  reported  through  the 
Bureau  of  City  Work,  and  raised  by  means  that  would  not  interfere  with 
the  interests  of  the  general  treasury. 

This  city  mission  work  tonchingly  appeals  to  woman's  sympathy,  and 
is  peculiarly  adapted  to  her  influence  and  sphere  of  action.  It  can  be 
successfully  united  with  the  local  interests  of  the  Church,  and  may  become 
m  efficient  means  of  strengthening  its  membership  and  usefulness. 

The  startling  events  of  the  year,  resulting  in  scenes  of  riot  and  blood- 
shed in  many  places,  have  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  more  earnest 
effort  in  elevating  and  evangelising  the  ignorant,  restless,  and  vicious  pop- 
ulations of  our  cities.  In  Newark  and  Jersey  City,  N.  J.,  New  York, 
Cleveland,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and  other  centers,  efficient  work  in  this 
direction  has  been  inaugurated  under  the  auspices  of  this  Society. 

SPECIAL  TRAINING  FOR  MISSIONARIES. 

To  insure  success  in  any  enterprise  requiring  delicate  management, 
skilled  artists  are  demanded,  and  this  rule  applies  with  peculiar  force  in 
mission  work.  Gen.  Eaton,  late  Commissioner  of  Education  in  Washing* 
too,  has  taken  deep  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Society,  and  has  repeat- 
edly stated  that  the  difficulty  of  procuring  capable  women  for  teachers  in 
was  the  greatest  obstacle  in  the  way  of  prosecuting  our  special 
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lines  of  industrial,  moral,  and  health  training,  and  he  has  persistently 
urged  the  importance  of  making  provision  for  special  instruction  for  these 
teachers. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  this  preparation,  and 
now,  with  the  additional  opportunity  of  city  work  opening  before  na  with 
almost  infinite  possibilities  of  usefulness,  we  And  ourselves  confronted 
with  the  fact  that  suitably  prepared  workers  can  not  be  fitmd.  It  is.sag- 
gested  that  the  work  itself  will  furnish  the  beat  school  In  which  to  train 
them,  if  missionary  candidates  can  be  brought  together  and  placed  under 
the  guidance  and  instruction  of  competent  instructors. 

Tna  Training -school  fob  Mission  a  ribs,  st  Chicago,  has  been  estab- 
lished to  meet  this  great  wont.  It  seems  admirably  adapted  to  the  object, 
and  we  look  forward  to  the  probability  that  in  the  near  future  similar  in- 
stitutions will  be  established  in  other  large  cities. 

These  great  training- schools  for  missionaries  may  co-operate  with  and 
supplement  the  work  of  the  Churches,  operating  as  centers  of  missionary 
enterprise,  that  will  send  out  workers  into  all  porta  of  the  city  with  mes- 
sages of  light  and  comfort  for  the  benighted  and  sorrowing,  and  with 
means  of  relief  for  the  destitute  and  suffering. 

MISSIONS  IN  THE   SOUTH. 

The  work  established  by  our  Society  in  this  section  is  included  in  three 
Bureaus.  These  will  be  represented  by  their  respective  Secretaries.  The 
Society  has  here  introduced  three  methods  of  work— Visitation,  or  Evan- 
gelistic, the  Industrial-school,  and  Domestic  Economy  as  a  department  of 
schools  of  higher  education. 

1.  Eva  so  rustic  Work,  like  all  other  sowing,  needs  a  garnering 
place,  if  there  is  a  harvest;  otherwise  the  fruit  is  wasted.  Ueuos  this  de- 
partment of  our  mission  work  should  be  systematized,  and  carried  on  in 
connection  with  a  center  of  sustaining  influences,  such  as  a  Church,  or  s 
School  of  Domestic  Economy.  These  will  furnish  the  necessary  assistance 
to  sustain  on  a  higher  moral  plane  the  people  reached. 

2.  The  Industbial  School.— In  this  line  Savannah  is  our  repre- 
sentative work.  These  can  only  be  established  In  localities  where  the 
Church  bus  no  efficient  school,  otherwise  the  Society  would  duplicate 
Church  organisations  for  identical  work. 

We  have  interpreted  the  Constitution  to  allow  us,  in  such  places,  to 
unite  with  ours  the  work  of  the  Educational  Society,  and  furnish  a  school, 
since  without  education,  moral  and  industrial  training,  our  legitimate 
lines  of  work  would  be  comparatively  valueless.  In  all  of  our  work  we 
have  followed  what  seemed  to  be  providential  indications!,  and  this 
at  Savannah  has  received,  so  far,  a  large  share  of  onr  interest  and  en- 
couragement. 

The  Society  is  fortunate  in  the  intelligent  services  of  two  ladies  who 
have  manifested  the  greatest  devotion  to  the  cause.    They  teach  the  school

of  123  pupils,  including  35  children,  who  are  sustained  in  the  Home,  and 
whom  they  also  guide  in  the  duties  of  housekeeping.  They  superintend 
the  Sunday-school  at  Asbury  Church,  and  another  a  few  miles  distant,  and 
they  have  organized  a  temperance  society  in  the  place. 

The  advocates  of  this  line  of  work  hope  that  by  retaining  the  children 
for  a  period  of  years,  surrounded  by  the  elevating  atmosphere  of  the  Home, 
that  a  purer  and  more  symmetrical  character  will  be  formed,  and  that  these 
young  people,  when  they  arrive  at  years  of  maturity,  will  enter  upon  lives 
of  usefulness.  Would  that  the  Church  had  the  means  to  provide  such  a 
home,  and  support  for  the  multitudes  who  are  worse  than  homeless  all 
over  our  land ! 

3.  DaPABTHENT  op  DOMESTIC  Economy. — This  is  associated  with  the 
schools  established  by  the  Church.  Using  the  educational  foundation  pro- 
vided by  these,  promising  girls  are  trained  for  usefulness  while  pursuing 
their  studies.  The  Church  has  thirty  of  these  schools  of  higher  grade,  in 
which  there  are  6,000  students.  These  represent  the  moet  intelligent  and 
enterprising  element  of  the  population. 

Wise  educators  elsewhere  are  introducing  the  industries  for  both  sexes 
into  the  schools.  In  Eastern  cities,  cooking  and  other  employments  for 
women  are  made  a  part  of  the  course  of  study  in  public  and  private  schools, 
and  benevolent  associations  are  establishing  Schools  of  Domestic  Economy 
where  girls  may  learn  housekeeping  and  special  remunerative  employ- 
ments, as  the  sorest  means  of  saving  and  elevating  the  people.  Slavery  put 
upon  labor  the  badge  of  servitude,  and  the  schools  in  the  South,  by  placing 
the  industries  in  the  course  of  studies,  and  grading  the  pupils  in  them,  as 
in  the  sciences,  contribute  valuable  assistance  in  the  removal  of  this  odium. 

The  Department  of  Industries  for  male  students  includes  carpentry, 
cabinet  and  carriage  making,  banking,  and  the  rules  of  business,  book- 
keeping, printing,  architecture,  agriculture,  etc. 

The  Department  of  Industries  for  girls  in  the  university  is  distinct  in 
character  and  management.  The  fact  that  the  fields  of  skilled  labor  are 
closed  to  a  large  portion  of  our  students,  except  through  the  instru- 
mentality of  the  Church  schools,  gives  special  importance  to  this  industrial 
enterprise. 

Every  well-regulated  home  is  a  School  of  Domestic  Economy  on  a 
small  scale,  and  since  good  housekeeping  requires  a  knowledge  of  chem- 
istry, the  science  of  cooking,  the  purchase  and  care  of  family  supplies, 
household  accounts,  the  cutting  and  making  of  garments  for  tbe  family, 
vegetable,  landscape,  and  floral  gardening,  home  architecture,  aesthetic  and 
decorative  art,  home  sanitation,  physiology,  hygiene,  physical  training,  the 
duties  of  a  nurse,  and  the  preparation  of  food  for  the  sick,  with  the  use  of 
ample  remedies,  dress-making  and  millinery,  our  Department  should  aim 
to  give,  at  least,  practical  elementary  instruction  in  all  these  lines  of  study. 
Other  remunerative  employments  can  be  introduced  when  practicable. 

Certain  of  these  studies  belong  to  the  regular  school  course,  and  our 
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teachers  being  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  schools,  cm  secure  harmony 
in  the  adjustment  of  these  to  oar  work. 

The  success  achieved  by  the  Model  Home,  accommodating  a  family  nl 
twelve  or  sixteen  girls,  such  as  we  hare  in  several  places  in  connection  with 
the  large  schools  of  our  Church,  has  demonstrated  the  utility  of  the  work 
undertaken,  and  suggest*  the  importance  of  increasing  the  facilities  of  this 
department,  as  onr  means  will  allow.  In  a  school  of  300  to  500  pupils, 
from  100  to  200  girls,  at  least,  should  come  daily  into  the  ilmssj  of  our 
special  instructors,  and  as  many  as  possible  of  the  girls  should  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  the  Model  Homes.  Larger  buildings  are  not  needed,  hot  more 
of  them.  The  family  idea  must  be  preserved  in  oar  work.  They  bars 
lived  all  their  life  long  in  cabins  destitute  of  conveniences  and  comforts- 
have  little  idea  of  social  life  and  order,  or  the  sacredness  of  the  family. 
The  Model  Home  unfolds  to  them,  for  imitation,  a  pure,  beautiful  home  life. 

The  young  men  are  equally  impressed  by  its  example,  and  these 
students  will  carry  the  ideal  all  over  the  South.  During  the  last  year  four 
of  these  homes,  one  at  Little  Bock,  Ark.,  another  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss., 
the  third  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  the  fourth  at  Orangeburg,  S.  0.,  have  been 
in  successful  operation.  The  fifth  has  recently  been  opened  at  Jackson- 
ville, Ha.,  and  the  sixth  at  Greensboro,  N.  C.  During  the  year  over  300 
girls  in  these  schools  have  received  instruction  in  sewing,  and  many  have 
made  considerable  proficiency  in  cooking,  the  drafting  of  garments,  and  in 
dress-making.  Forty-seven  girls  have  been  inmates  of  the  Homes,  and 
two-thirds  of  these  have  entered  upon  teaching  and  active  mission  work. 

Our  Superintendents  have  labored  in  the  schools  among  the  students, 
and  in  the  neighboring  communities  in  temperance  and  evangelistic  lines, 
organising  prayer-circles,  Sabbath --schools,  and  temperance  associations. 
Every  girl  in  our  Homes  has  been  converted,  who  had  not  been  before  her 
admission  into  the  Home.  The  schools  with  which  onr  work  may  be 
associated  are  growing  rapidly,  thus  broadening  the  field,  and  it  seems 
wise  to  arrange  our  plans  and  buildings,  when  inaugurating  work,  so  as  to 
profit  by  these  providential  conditions. 

WORK  IN  THE  SOUTH-WEST. 

The  State  of  Texan,  which  is  thirty-two  times  larger  than  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  furnishes  a  vast  field  for  missionary  effort  The  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  is  organised  in  its  two  Conferences,  and  has 
rendered  efficient  aid  to  the  people. 

In  the  West  Texas,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Richardson,  Conference  Secretary,  has 
traveled  extensively,  organizing  auxiliaries,  and  instructing  the  people  on 
questions  of  morals,  temperance,  and  Christian  living.  Many  homes  have 
been  reformed,  and  promising  girls  have  been  encouraged  to  attend  the 
industrial  schools. 

Mrs.  Howelb  has  rendered  similar  service  in  the  Texas  Conference. 
Besides  this,  for  several  years  she  has  made  her  home  an  industrial  school, 
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taking  into  it  a  number  of  orphans— girls  and  boys— and  has  given  them 
practical  teaching  and  the  rudiments  of  education,  to  enable  them  to  enter 
schools  of  higher  grade.  The  Texas  Conference  Society,  inspired  by  her 
persevering  effort,  has  purchased  fifty  acres  of  land  and  erected  a  building 
on  it  for  an  orphanage  and  school. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  recommends  that  these  two  Conferences 
be  granted  a  relation  to  onr  Society,  which  will  enable  them  to  organise  and 
sustain  mission  work  within  their  own  bounds  under  its  auspices,  making 
their  appropriations  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Board,  and 
sending  vouchers  for  the  money  expended.  Also,  that  a  suitable  appro- 
priation be  made  for  the  traveling  expenses  of  Mrs.  Richardson  and  Mrs. 
Ho  wells,  to  enable  them  to  continue  their  missionary  work.  Onr  Society 
can  not  appropriately  take  charge  of  the  school  at  Harrisburg,  unless 
the  authorities  of  the  Church  should  authorize  it  to  undertake  school 
work  in  that  section.  But  Wiley  University,  the  Church  school  at  Mar- 
shall, furnishes  an  encouraging  field  for  a  Department  of  Domestic 
Economy.  The  Executive  Board  approved  the  establishing  of  our  work 
there,  by  authorizing  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  erection  of  a  Model 
Home.  A  considerable  amount  has  been  pledged  for  this  object,  and  we 
earnestly  hope  that  the  enterprise  may  be  consummated  at  an  early  date. 

ORGANIZATION . 

This  work  baa  advanced  encouragingly  during  the  year.  Several  Con- 
ference Societies  have  been  formed,  and  organization  in  others  Strengthened. 
The  statistical  report  will  indicate  the  increase. 

The  opposition  which  has  interfered  with  the  introduction  and  prose- 
cation  of  the  work  is  passing  away  as  its  importance  and  utility  are  better 
understood.  Said  a  leading  minister,  "  I  strongly  opposed  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  into  our  Conference  four 
fears  ago,  because  I  was  led  to  think  it  would  interfere  with  another 
branch  of  mission  work,  and  we  already  had  agencies  enough  to  meet  all 
oar  needs ;  but  when  the  Secretaries  of  other  general  societies  of  the 
Church  and  several  bishops  assured  me  that  they  approved  the  work,  and 
urged  its  organization  as  necessary  to  meet  a  great  want  in  our  Church 
economy,  I  at  once  gave  it  cordial  support." 

Mission  work  is  a  soul-saving  work,  beginning  at  home  with  our  own 
conversion,  and  extending  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth. 

Home  missionary  work  is  the  foundation  of  all  foreign.  Unless  the 
home  field  be  carefully  cultivated,  support  for  the  foreign  will  fail. 
Unless  the  field  that  furnishes  supplies  for  the  world's  conversion  be 
worked  vigorously  for  Christ  that  it  may  have  a  plentiful  harvest,  seed  to 
scatter  in  heathen  lands,  and  toilers  to  cultivate  them ;  harvests  there  will 
be  small  and  toilers  few. 

The  reflex  argument  of  foreign  in  behalf  of  home  missions  is  still  more 
weighty  in  the  interest  of  home  missions  to  secure  success  for  foreign. 
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In  organising  our  work,  it  is  sometimes  objected  that  the  same  wound 
should  not  engage  officially  in  the  work  ol  two  missionary  societies.  To 
this  we  answer :  The  Church  from  its  organisation  has  been  training  its 
women  for  Christian  work  by  the  efforts  of  its  ministry,  in  Sabbath-school, 
i  class-meeting,  and  in  home. or  local  missionary  work.  These  godly 
women  belong  to  the  Church  and  to  Christ.  They  entered  the  first  mis- 
sionary society  formed — which  was  a  foreign  society — but  this  baa  no  pre- 
emption right  to  their  services  for  all  subsequent  time. 

The  Church,  whose  they  sre,  has  now  recognised  another  branch  of 
woman's  work,  and  the  General  Conference  places  it  before  us  with  eqoal 
authority.  Hhall  all  these  trained  workers  turn  s  deaf  ear  to  this  call  of  God 
snd  the  Church,  and  decline  to  enter  upon  this  Home  Mission  work,  which 
is  alike  essential  to  the  preservation  of  our  own  country  and  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  in  foreign  lands,  simply  because  they  were  first  enrolled  in  the 
foreign  society  7 

Shall  we  not  ss  Christian  women,  like  our  brethren,  cultivate  sym- 
pathy with  all  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  our  Church,  contribute 
according  to  our  ability  for  their  support,  and  with  prayer  and  effort 
labor  for  their  success  ?  Genuine  symmetrical  Christian  character  can  not 
be  developed  so  successfully  in  the  prosecution  of  a  single  section  of  Chris- 
tian  benevolence,  as  in  the  whole  sphere  of  Christian  giving  and  doing. 
The  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  Church,  like  the  sciences,  are  united  by 
a  common  bond,  each  reflecting  light,  beauty,  and  strength,  upon  the 
others,  and  all  are  equally  dear  to  our  Father  in  heaven. 

The  important  relation  that  this  country  sustains  to  the  world's  evan- 
gelization, must  not  be  overlooked  at  this  crisis.  Our  beloved  Bishop 
Wiley,  who-had  thoroughly  studied  the  social  and  morel  conditions  in 
many  countries — who  had  given  the  best  years  of  his  life  to  onr  missions 
in  foreign  lands,  and  who  sleeps  under  the  olives  trees  at  Foochow,  said,  "The 
most  important  work  that  we  can  do  for  China,  India,  Japan,  and  Africa,  is 
to  take  the  best  possible  care  of  the  evangelisation  of  this  country,  from  which 
the  forces  are  to  come  by  which  these  other  countries  are  to  be  evangelised." 

We  wish  the  work  of  our  sisters  in  foreign  lands  unlimited  success. 
We  will  join  hands  with  them  in  raising  the  banner  of  Jesus  upon  the  highest 
peaks  of  heathenism  all  over  the  world,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  all 
who  love  the  cause  of  Christ,  to  sympathize  with  and  aid  us  in  our  efforts 
in  behalf  of  our  own  land,  beset,  with  so  many  perils.  Help  us,  we  pray 
you,  with  your  experience,  your  prayers,  and  your  money,  in  saving  a 
country  so  essential  to  the  conversion  of  the  whole  world. 

STATISTICAL  REPORT  OK  ORGANIZATION. 
Convenient  forms  have  been  provided  for  the  quarterly  reports  of  or- 
ganization and  receipts.  These  are  furnished  the  Conference  and  Auxili- 
ary officers  through  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Conference  So- 
cieties. Promptness  and  accuracy  in  making  these  statements  sre  very 
essential  to  the  success  oi  our  work.    The  following  table  indicates  encour- 
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■gitig  progress  in  this  particular,  although  it  in  many  cases  falls  short  of 
the  facta.

Central  New  Yorlc  Conference. 

Thb  past  year  has  seen  some  advance  within  the  bounds  of  ow  Con- 
ference. Ten  auxiliaries  and  three  juvenile  societies  have  been  organised, 
making  a  total  of  twenty-two  auxiliaries,  one  Young  Ladies'  Circle,  and 
four  Juvenile  Bands.  Our  membership  numbers  776;  and  the,  number 
of  subscribers  to  Home  ifiarioni  is  277.

We  are  in  the  formative  period,  but,  we  trust,  are  laying  deep  and 
sure  the  foundation  for  more  rapid  and  successful  work  in  the  future.  By 
careful  survey  we  have  become  acquainted  with  "the  lay  of  the  land, 
and  thus  are  prepared  for  more  systematic  effort  and  organisation.  The 
appointment  of  myself  in  May  as  Conference  Secretary  retarded  rather 
than  advanced  the  work,  as  I  could  give  it  but  little  attention  until  late  in 
June,  and  then  was  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  tactics  of  "this  holy 
war."  Bnt  the  rank  and  file  o!  our  auxiliaries  have  nobly  rallied  to  my 
support,  and  the  intelligent,  consecrated  ladies  of  our  Executive  Board  in 
Harrisburg,  have  been  my  safe  and  wise  counselors.  There  is  yet  much

Cincinnati  Conference, 

By  reference  to  the  Quarterly  Statistical  Reports,  given  in  Home  Jfw- 
tiom,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Cincinnati 
Conference  has  enjoyed  a  continuous,  if  not  a  rapid  growth  ;  and,  while 
the  figures  to  be  presented  will  represent  neither  the  full  realization  of  the 
hopes,  or  the  fulfillment  of  the  purposes  of  the  Conference  and  District 
officers,  yet  the  measure  of  success  in  the  past  and  the  signs  of  promise  for 
the  future  are  such  as  to  warrant  us  in  looking  forward  hopefully  to  the 
labors  and  rewards  of  another  year  of  service  in  the  Home  Mission  field. 
Tbe  monthly  meetings  of  auxiliaries  have  been  occasions  of  spiritual 
profit-  We  rejoice  in  the  number  of  those  added  to  our  ranks,  whose 
hearts  the  Lord  hath  touched ;  while  we  point  with  peculiar  satisfaction  to 
the  evidences  of  constantly  increasing  interest  among  the  children  and 
young  people.  Those  who  have  had  tbe  happiness  of  engaging  in  this  de- 
partment of  the  work  have  abundant  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  rich  promise 
which  this  field  affords. 

Three  of  our  four  organized  districts  have  held  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Society  was  held  in 
First  Church,  Xenia,  the  first  week  in  June,  and  was  an  occasion  of  great 
interest  and  profit.  We  were  favored  with  the  presence  of  several  members 
of  the  Executive  Board  ;  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization  and 
the  publisher  of  our  valuable  paper  were  also  with  us,  and,  in  response  to 
their  appeals,  pledgee  for  300  additional  subscribers  to  Borne  Mittiemt  were 
given.  Two  names  were  also  added  to  our  list  of  Life  members.  During 
the  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  at  Fiqua,  in  September,  an  afternoon 
was  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Home  Mission  work,  at  which  time  in- 
teresting addresses  were  delivered  by  Bishop  Walden,  Rev.  Dr.  Ridgaway, 
of  Evanston,  and  others. 

In  addition  to  the  funds  paid  into  the  General  Treasury,  most  of  onr 
auxiliaries,  by  voluntary  contributions,  the  proceeds  of  entertainments, 
etc.,  have  BO  added  to  their  funds  as  to  manifest  in  a  substantial  manner 
their  interest  in  every  department  of  the  Society's  work — our  Industrial 
Homes,  Indian  Mission,  Utah  field,  local  work,  etc.  In  the  Supply  De- 
partment, the  nature  of  the  demand  being  such  as  appeals  to  the  sympa- 
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thies  and  also  to  the  available  resources  of  almost,  every  auxiliary,  the 
responses  have  been  numerous  and  liberal;  and  all  who  have  contributed 
to  this  department  have  doubtless  realised  that,  however  mat  the  pleasure 
and  gratitude  of  the  recipients,  it  was  vet  "  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive."  The  sums  contributed  in  both  department!  since  last  October  are 
fully  given  in  the  Treasurer's  Report.

The  total  amount  of  money  raised  during  the  year  is  $3,030 — includ- 
ing $118  raised  for  local  missionary  work — an  increase  of  $774  over  last 
year.  The  boxes  of  supplies  sent  to  Northern  Michigan,  were  many  and 
valuable.  Our  work  has  been  largely  done,  and  our  rands  expended— (in 
accordance  with  the  appropriation  of  the  Board  of  Managers  last  October,) 
to  sustain  the  missions  of  Detroit  Conference.  This  work  still  appeals  to 
our  sympathies  and  demands  oar  efforts.  A  new  and  largely  foreign  pop- 
ulation in  Northern  Michigan  is  dependent  upon  missionary  aid  for  Gos- 
pel instruction.  The  Christianization  of  our  commonwealth  and  its  re- 
demption from  the  curse  of  irreligion,  intemperance,  and  crime,  depends 
upon  the  degree  of  zeal  that  we  put  into  this  work  oi  salvation  at  home. 
While  the  needs  are  so  pressing,  and  the  Missionary  Society  ia  unable  to 

Sroperly  sustain  the  men  it  sends  into  these  mission -fields,  the  Detroit 
onference  Home  Missionary  Society  deems  it  a  duty  to  lend  its  aid  to 
this  important  work. 

By  a  generous  donation  in  money  and  books  from  Mrs.  E.  E.  Royer, 
we  have  been  able  this  year  to  establish  a  Home  MMonary  Loan  Library  for 
the  use  of  ministers  in  the  mission  charges  of  the  Conference.  The  tact 
that  each  year  some  young  ministers  do  not  attend  Conference  because 
they  have  been  unable  to  buy  books  to  prepare  for  their  examinations, 
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evidences  the  need  of  the  library  juat  founded.  Oar  hearts  have  not 
failed  to  go  out  warmly  toward  the  whole  great  field  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society,  and  we  have  contributed  to  the  funds  of' the 
General  Treasury.  Three  hundred  Annual  Reports  have  been  eent  out  in 
the  Conference  Society,  and  about  1,000  leaflets  regarding  the  general 
work-  Besides  this,  3,000  leaflets  in  regard  to  frontier  work  in  Michigan 
have  been  circulated.  The  signs  are  all  hopeful  for  the  coming  year,  and  we 
who  have  borne  the  harden  and  the  heat  of  the  day,  behold  many  others 
coming  now  with  willing  hands  and  hearts  to  aid  ub  in  our  labor  of  love.

The  detailed  report  of  our  new  and  efficient  Conference  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  F.  H.  Beck,  will  be  found  in  its  appropriate  place  in  the  report  of  the 
General  Treasurer. 

Our  fifth  year  was  remarkably  prosperous.  We  had  a  very  large 
increase  in  organizations  and  membership,  and  also  in  financial  returns. 
This,  our  Sixth  Annual  Report,  shows  a  large  decreaie  in  the  number  of 
organizations  and  members ;  but  the  fact  that  the  total  of  moneys  and 
mission  supplies  lacks  but  a  little  over  one  hundred  dollars  of  being  equal 
to  that  of  tut  year,  proves  that  we  have  had  a  prosperous  year,  and  have 
great  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  It  is  proper  to  state  that 
thirteen  of  the  Societies  retained  on  our  list  were  inactive,  and  do  not  appear 
in  the  financial  report ;  but  believing  they  are  simply  in  a  state  of  sus- 
pended animation,"  we  retain  them,  hoping  they  will  soon  be  restored. 
It  is  a  question  of  interest  to  many  Conference  Societies  whether  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  employ  an  organizer,  when  it  is  impracticable  for  their  own 
officers  to  accomplish  the  work  of  organzinginduetime.  The  experience  we 
have  had  justifies  us  in  saying,  It  is.  Probably  there  will  always  be  a  consid- 
erable loss  in  the  first  numerical  returns,  but  the  gain  in  permanent  num- 
bers and  in  money,  in  the  first  year  even,  will  demonstrate  the  wisdom  of 
the  investment.  There  la  another  question,  which,  we  doubt  not,  has  pre- 
sented itself  to  many  workers.  How  can  we  bring  into  our  societies  those 
who  can  not  afford  to  pay  the  annual  membership  fee  of  one  dollar? 
To  belong  to  a  Society  is  necessary  for  any  real  and  continued  interest  in 
its  meetings  and  work.  In  our  Conference  we  have  had,  the  past  three 
years,  a  By-law  constituting  any  person  holding  a  mite-box  and  paying  its 
contents  quarterly  or  semi-annually  to  the  treasurer  of  the  auxiliary, 
m  amoeiate  member  of  the  auxiliary.  But  our  desires  go  out  yet  further, 
and  we  would  fain  gather  all  into  our  Society  on  some  plan  by  which  those 
who  can  pay  but  little  shall  be  regular  members.  We  see,  in  the  fulfill- 
ment of  this,  all  onr  dear  sisters  enjoying  our  precious  meetings,  becom- 
ing informed  and  interested  in  this  great  work  for  souls,  having  their 
own  souls  blessed  (as  ours  have  been),  and  our  treasury  enriched  by  many 
a  "  mite  "  made  priceless  in  value  by  prayers  and  self-denial.

instruction  in  sewing,  cutting,  planning,  etc.j  have  also  met  statedly  _._ 
the  Home  daring  the  Summer,  and  lessons  in  the  kitchen  garden  have 
been  given  to  the  delight  and  edification  of  the  little  ones.  Bible  readings 
and  religious  instruction  have  been  combined  wilb  other  exercises,  so 
that  hand,  head,  and  heart,  each  has  its  share—  trusting  that  tbe  means 
will  be  blessed  by  the  Master  to  make  the  owners  models  wherever  they 
go.  One  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home  during  the  Summer  went  to  teach  a 
school,  and  on  leaving  said  to  the  matron,  "  I'  ve  learned  something  good 
every  day  I  have  been  here."  Barrels  of  clothing  have  been  sent  here  by 
auxiliaries  in  the  North,  and  garments  have  been  distributed  in  one 
place  alone  to  the  number  of  sixty-five.  This  number  would  he  greatly 
increased  had  we  a  correct  list  of  all  distributed.  Owing  to  the  incom- 
pleteness of  quarterly  reports,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  much  done  out- 
side in  local  work  is  indifferently  reported,  or  not  at  all,  I  feel  I  can  not 
make  a  full  and  correct  statement  of  what  has  been  done  during  the  year.

He  also 
gave  a  glowing  account  of  the  great  good  which  has  been  already  accom- 
plished, and  related  several  instances  which  had  fallen  under  his  own 
observation  where  physical  suffering  bad  been  alleviated,  and  a  number 
of  conversions  immediately  followed.  As  a  direct  result  of  this  earnest 
address,  we  received  a  fine  collection  and  126  subscribers  to  onr  paper. 
I  regret  to  say  that,  as  yet,  we  have  in  our  Conference  only  six  auxilia- 
ries, and  one  very  enthusiastic  Mission  Band;  but  we  have  an  assured 
hope  that  this  number  will  be  increased  iu  the  near  future.  We  have  496 
annual  members,  four  Life  members,  and  269  subscribers  to  ''Woman's 
Home  Missions. 

Our  Mission  Band  has  taken  upon  itself  the  support  of  a  girl  In  the 
Haven  Home:  and  although  but  six  months  have  passed  since  Its  organi- 
sation, the  full  amount  required  for  her  support  one  year  has  been  raised, 
and  the  girls  are  eagerly  asking,  "  What  shall  we  do  next?"  Nearly  all  of 
our  auxiliaries  have  packed,  or  are  packing,  barrels  of  supplies  to  be  sent 
to  the  needy  in  the  South  and  on  the  frontiers.  The  amount  of  money 
that  we  have  sent  to  the  general  treasury  will  be  found  in  the  Treasnrw  t 
report.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  report  many  more  auxiliaries  formed,  and 
far  greater  results  achieved  during  the  coming  year.

Indiana  Conference.

Mrs.  Willing  rendered  excellent  service  in  Indianapolis  in  reviving  ' 
interest  among  the  members  and  in  preparing  the  way  for  au  organization  I 
in  Blackford  Street  charge,  with  thirty-nine  members  and  nineteen  sub-   ■ 
scriberp,  and  a  Juvenile  Band,  numbering  twenty-four.    This  Band  is  now   ' 
asking  for  work  in  Utah.    During  the  year  other  organisations  have  been 
effected  as  follows:     At  Center  Point,  Bowling  Green,  Pleasant ville,  and 
Vinton.    We  now  have  a  membership  of  220,  with  09  subscribers  to  the 
paper.    We  have  not  accomplished  what  we  had  hoped,  but  as  we  have 
gone  forth  in  weakness  to  sow  we  have  felt  the  sweetness  of  God's  blessing, 
and  our  hearts  have  been  strangely  drawn  to  this  line  of  his  work.    We 
are  encouraged  when  we  remember  that,

A  fbikkd  said  to  me  not  long  since,  "  Montana  is  a  large  country,  with 
a  large  future."  Why  bo  ?  "  Because  it  is  all  in  the  future.  Great 
resources  are  undeveloped ;  the  future  must  be  great"  And  so,  ladies,  I 
come  to  you  from  the  Illinois  Conference,  one  of  our  largest  Conferences, 
and  say  there  is  a  great  future  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
I  took  the  work  of  Conference  Secretary,  January  1,  1886,  under  protest, 
feeling  that  family  cares  and  duties  were  too  great  to  admit  of  my  doing 
this  work  properly,  and  with  the  understanding  that  I  would  only  do  the 
clerical  work,  for  I  could  not  consent  to  go  up  and  down  through  the  Con- 
ference and  do  the  organizing.  It  is  needless  to  say  to  yon,  who  are 
engaged  in  this  work  of  the  Master,  that  it  has  done  me  great  good.  I  can 
not  say  that  I  have  done  the  work  good.  I  opened  a  vigorous  correspond- 
ence to  ascertain  what  had  been  acme,  realising  that  I  must  write  many 
letters,  with  few  replies.  The  encouraging  letters  I  received  were  a  bene- 
diction, and  were  more  numerous  than  I  had  expected. 

We  have  held  four  Conference  Society  meetings.  We  presented  the 
Society  at  our  Ministers'  District  meeting,  and  distributed  our  literature 
among  the  ministers  at  that  time,  which  was  very  eagerly  received.  I  have 
distributed  125  Annual  Reports,  sent  specimens  of  all  our  leaflets,  addresses 
and  Constitutions  to  every  auxiliary.  Have  also  sent  the  blanks  to  the 
officers  n very  quarter,  and  with  one  exception  have  received  prompt 
reports.  The  Young  Ladles'  Circle  at  Champaign  have  paid  the  requisite 
amount  to  name  a  room  at  Holly  Springs  "  Light  Bearers,"  their  own 
Society  name.  The  Mission  Band,  "Golden  Links,"  of  the  First  Church, 
Bloomington,  are  supporting  a  girl  in  Haven  Home,  paying  sixty  dollars 
per  year.  May  our  Father  bless  in  the  future,  as  he  has  In  the  past,  the 
work  of  this  Society  in  the  Illinois  Conference !

Sneral  field,  our  hearts  giving  responsive  throbs  to  every  err  of  Buffer- 
g  humanity,  we  have  been  unable  to  meet  /uily  oar  obligations  to  oar 

frontier  ministers;  but  I  am  certain  that  many  a  home  Baa  had  s 

rifts  of  sunshine,  that  there  have  been  some 

Burden*  lightened , 
And  hopes  brightened  ■ 
la  the  tolling;  pallor1!  war, 

that  would  not  have  been,  but  for  our  Woman's  Home  Missionary  So- 
ciety. At  our  Conference  Anniversary  it  was  Stated,  "that  the  failure  of 
the  crops  this  year  from  drought,  will  make  the  needs  much  greater,  i  J 
that  absolute  want  was  before  some  homes."  The  presiding  elders  of  tbi__. 
Nortbern  districts  have  said  to  as  "  they  should  be  under  the  necessity 
of  withdrawing  their  men  from  the  field,  unless  their  support  could  be 
largely  pledged  from  oar  Society."  It  is  a  blessed  privilege  to  carry  the 
Gospel  into  foreign  fields,  but  many  at  home  "perish  for  lack  of  knowl- 
edge," and  "  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher,  and  how  shall  thev 
preach  except  they  are  sent;"  and  how  shall  we  send  them  without  ad- 
equate support?  It  is  plain  that  one  work  lies  within  the  bounds  of  our 
own  Conference  also. 

Local  Work. 

The  ladies  of  the  Jackson  Auxiliary  undertook  the  special  work  of 
building  a  church  in  Horsey,  in  Big  Rapids  District,  contributing  for  this 


purpose  $102.50— $93.50  in  cash,  and  $S.0O  in  paper  for  wall  decoration. 
This,  with  the  pastor's  labor  thrown  in — he  beinga  practical  painter,  paper- 
hanger,  and  carpenter  as  well— enabled  him  to  complete  and  dedicat"  "

The  Minnesota  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  an 
infant,  twenty-two  days  old.  It  was  organized  after  a  thrilling  address  by 
Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  October  7,  1886,  at  the  Conference  Session  held  in 
Stillwater,  Minn.,  Mrs.  S.  G.  Smith,  President,  We  have  but  two  auxil- 
iaries with  a  membership  of  225,  and  about  47  subscribers  to  Woman'/ 
Home  Mission/.  We  have  2  Life  members;  $11.50  came  into  our  treasury 
too  late  to  appear  in  onr  Annual  Report  for  this  year. 

This  Conference  had  for  several  years  an  association  known  as  the 
Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  work  of  this  Society 
was  to  furnish  money  and  supplies  to  their  own  pioneer  preachers  on  the 
frontier.  Until  now  they  have  had  no  connection  with  onr  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society.  Each  of  their  auxiliaries  will  no  doubt,  as  soon  as  we 
can  reach  them,  come  into  line,  and  we  hope  soon  to  report  to  our  Con- 
ference Secretary  a  large  increase  of  membership.  Our  Conference  Board 
has  entered  the  work  enthusiastically,  and  "with  a  God  to  guide  our 
way,"  we  expect  during  the  coming  year  to  do  efficient  service  for  the 
cause  so  dear  to  our  hearts,  and  we  know  to  the  great  heart  of  the  In- 
finite; for  "  the  last  business  of  Christ's  life  was  to  save  a  poor  penitent 
tbief. '  A.  C.  Morrow,  Corresponding  Secretary. 


Nebraska  Conference. 

The  active  work  done  in  the  Conference,  aside  from  correspondences 
has  been  wrought  by  other  bands.  The  Industrial  Christian  Home  Enter- 
prise has  absorbed  my  entire  time  and  energies.

Mrs.  Spurlock  has  given  twelve  public  addresses  in  behalf  of  the 
Home  Missionary  Society  in  the  Churches  of  the  State,  and  represented 
the  work  at  the  Conference.  The  pastors  manifest  earnest  sympathy,  and 
are  eager  to  have  auxiliaries  formed  in  their  charges.  Miss  Mary  H. 
Walters,  the  Conference  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  resigned  her  position  at  the  Conference  session,  and  has  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  City  Missionary  for  the  Home  Society  at  Provo,  Utah 
Territory.  In  giving  Miss  Walters  to  this  desolate  Held,  the  Nebraska  Con- 
ference has  given  much ;  a  rarer  spirit  has  never  moved  among  us. 

The  Industrial  Home  is  already  open,  and  under  the  official  charge  of 
Dr.  Ruth  M.  Wood,  a  graduate  of  the  Woman's  Medical  College  in  Phila- 
delphia, a  physician  oi  eminent  ability,  who  has  served  as  Medical  Direc- 
tor in  several  Eastern  institutions.  She  is  a  most  valued  acquisition  to  the 
Christian  forces  in  Utah.  In  view  of  all  these  facts,  and  remembering  the 
high  service  rendered  by  Mrs.  Spurlock  as  City  Missionary  in  Utah,  and  the 
impulse  she  is  now  communicating  to  the  Churches  in  arousing  interest  in 
the  work  of  the  Home  Missioonry  Society,  we  feel  that  the  Nebraska  Con- 
ference has  not  been  found  wanting.  With  the  scales  in  God's  hands,  the 
weight  must  be  in  her  favor,  though  as  Secretary  I  am  able  to  tabulate 
few  statistics.

More  than  $2,000  were  raised  during  the  past  year,  and  also  a  large 
quantity  of  miscellaneous  supplies.  Cards  for  a  new  Home  at  Atlanta 
have  been  sent  throughout  the  Conference.  This  enterprise  has  specially 
appealed  to  many  friends  in  our  Conference,  and  a  considerable  sum  has 
bt-en  collected  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  this  model  Home,  to  which 
Mrs.  Gammon,  of  Illinois,  has  generously  offered  to  contribute. 

We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  plan  for  local  work,  approved  a  year 
ago  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  is  being  carried  on  with  good  results  in 
connection  with  the  Lynn  Common  Auxiliary.  The  first  District  meeting, 
held  in  Dorchester,  March  18,  1886,  was  arranged  for  by  Mrs.  Odell  and 
Mrs.  Watkins,  and  proved  very  successful  in  interest  and  attendance.  At 
Anbury  Grove  and  Framinghaui  Camp-grounds  union  meetings  of  the 
Woman's  Foreign  and  Home  Societies  were  held  and  largely  attended. 
The  increased  collections  and  the  hearty  good-will  seemed  to  betoken  the 
speedy  coming  of  the  days  when  the  women  of  our  Church  will  gladly 
co-operate  in  the  work  at  home  And  abroad.  Two  Christian  ladies,  of 
culture  and  refinement,  have  given  themselves  to  the  work,  and  will  enter 
the  missionary  field  when  their  services  are  needed.  A  young  lady  In 
the  junior  class  of  Wesleyan  Academy,  Wilbraham,  has  decided  to  give 
herself  to  the  Home  Missionary  work,  and  we  trust  this  is  bnt  the  fore- 
runner of  a  long  Hue  of  zealous  workers  that  shall  go  out  from  Wilbra- 
ham to  carry  light  to  those  who  sit  in  darkness.  Although  much  in  the 
way  of  securing  interest  in  the  cause  and  effecting  organisations  has  been 
accomplished,  we  remember  that  very  many  charges  are  still  unorgan- 
ized. However,  rejoicing  in  the  good  work  recorded,  we  look  forward 
hopefully  to  the  future,  feeling  assured  that  the  New  England  Conference 
will  not  long  fail  in  duly  where  Church  and  country  unite  so  earnestly 
in  the  appeal.

New  England  Southern  Conference. 

In  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
the  name  of  a  Corresponding  Secretary  for  the  New  England  Southern 
Conference  appears — a  lone  representative  of  the  cause  in  the  Confer- 
ence. In  the  Second  Annual  Report,  a  Conference  Society  is  reported  with 
five  auxiliaries;  in  the  Third,  seven ;  and  in  the  Fourth,  ten.  The  present 
year  we  report  seventeen,  with  others  in  a  formative  state.    Letters  and 
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literature  have  been  sent  out,  without  counting  cost  or  labor.  Pledge 
cards  for  collecting  foods  for  our  special  work,  the  building  of  the  Cam- 
den Home,  have  been  sent  all  over  the  Conference — even  "  Jerusalem, 
has  been  searched  with  candles  " — and  these  cards  have  gone  into  many 
corners,  and  information  concerning  our  work  has  thus  been  diffused. 
Along  with  these  our  leaflets  on  all  branches  of  our  work  have  gone. 
Oar  cause  has  been  presented  each  year  at  our  camp-meetings,  and  this 

Sar  the  interest  has  been  much  greater  than  usual.  At  Yarmouth,  Dr. 
orrison,  Presiding  Elder,  who  has  always  been  ready  to  confer  with  and 
aid  us  in  arranging  and  presenting  our  work,  did  royal  service  to  our 
cause,  as  also  did  Drs.  West  wood  and  Whi  taker,  of  Providence.  At  Willi- 
mantac  oor  own  Bishop  Mallalieu  moved  the  people  in  hie  earnest  ap- 
peals for  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all  with  the  Home  Society.  At  both 
these  meetings  a  joint  committee  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  and  Home 
Societies  was  appointed  to  draw  up  and  present  a  petition  to  the  Gamp- 
meeting  Association  for  a  day  for  their  work,  during  camp-meeting  week. 
In  our  special  work,  that  of  erecting  a  building  for  an  Industrial 
School,  and  Model  Home,  at  Camden,  8.  C,  we  find  our  accumulated 
funds  sufficient  to  warrant  our  entering  upon  the  work  of  building  as 
soon  as  the  general  derangement  of  business  following  the  earthquakes  in 
the  State  shall  have  subsided.  We  propose  to  provide  facilities  for  the 
instruction  and  improvement  of  the  many  promising  girla  from  the  sur- 
rounding country,  which  embraces  the  rich  cotton-belt  with  its  large 
plantations.  Tbeae  girls  can  provide  in  part  for  their  own  support,  by 
boarding  themselves,  and  yet  have  the  benefits  of  the  social  life  of  the 
Home.  Our  rooms  will  be  arranged  with  a  view  to  evangelistic  efforts  for 
the  women  and  girls.  We  hope  this  Industrial  school  and  Home  will  come 
to  be  the  Mount  Holyoke  of  South  Carolina.

Our  own 
worthy  Five  Points  Mission  has  been  generously  remembered  by  oar 
auxiliaries.  The  auxiliary  in  Twenty-fourth  Street  Church,  New  York 
City,  the  first-born  among  us,  always  abundant  in  love  and  labor,  sent  a 
box  of  blessing  to  a  struggling  woman  in  an  adjoining  city,  who  is  making 
the  wearv  struggle  with  poverty  and  ill-health,  under  wnich  so  many  go 
down.  That  this  Society  may  stimulate  to  just  such  practial  love  of  the 
neighbor  ss  this,  is  greatly  to  be  desired. 

The  Mission  Circles  and  Children's  Bands  are  doing  good  work. 
"Home  Missions"  seems  to  appeal  especially  to  the  young  people,  and 
had  we  an  organiser  who  could  give  time  and  strength  to  the  work,  these 
efficient  little  societies  could  be  indefinitely  multiplied,  and  become  both 
a  power  and  a  blessing  in  our  Churches.  Work  has  been  begun  at  Castle 
Garden  during  the  year,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  a  well-equipped  mis- 
sionary, Mrs.  Helen  A.  Mathews,  engaged  In  this  most  interesting  and 
needy  field. 

With  growing  appreciation  of  the  work,  and  growing  faith  and  hops 
among  the  workers,  we  thank  God  and  take  courage  as  we  enter  upon  a 
new  year  of  service  and  blessing.

North  Ohio  Conference. 

Tub  North  Ohio  Conference  Society  has  been  one  of  steady  growth 
from  the  beginning.  Our  people  are  not  sensational,  but  their  intelligent 
enthusiasm  can  be  relied  upon  from  one  year  to  another.    During  the  last 
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year,  Mrs.  G.  A.  Hughes,  our  efficient  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer, was  compelled  to  retire  from  office  by  reason  of  overwork.  Subse- 
quently the  burden  was  divided,  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and  a 
Treasurer  were  appointed  separately.  Since  that  time  we  have  been 
learning  our  trades;  bat  we  trust  the  work  has  not  suffered  in  our  bands. 
We  held  our  annual  session  at  Sandusky,  June  10th  and  11th,  where  we 
Te  visited  by  Mesdames  Hayes  aud  Rust,  who  were  a  very  great  source 
inspiration  aud  encouragement  to  us.  In  the  evening  Mrs.  Hayes  pre- 
sided over  a  large  and  crowded  meeting,  which  Mrs.  Rust  addressed  on 
the  work  as  a  whole.  A  good  degree  of  interest  was  manifested,  and 
three  life  members  were  made.  A  full  quota  of  efficient  officers  for  each 
District  was  elected,  who  are  now  actively  at  work.  They  have  their 
encouragements  and  their  discouragements;  but,  on  the  whole,  the  out- 
look ia  promising. 

The  Society  authorized  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  provide  Con- 
ference stationery,  containing  a  Conference  Directory,  for  letter-head, 
and  a  card  of  genera!  directions  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  page.  This 
s  been  done,  and  it  has  been  found  very  helpful.  During  the  year  we 
..ve  named   thirteen  life  members,  the  payments  of  which  are  all  com- 

Elete  but  three.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Norwalk  Auxiliary  next  prior  to 
is  death,  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Jones  visited  the  meeting,  made  his  wife 
a  life  member,  and  reported  that  he  had  deposited  with  the  Missionary 
Society  $2,000  as  a  fund,  the  interest  of  which,  in  a  state  of  inheritance. 
shall  revert  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  "  forever  and  ever. 
About  fifty  Nickel  Fund  books  have  been  distributed,  from  which  a 
lr  sum  has  been  received  and  forwarded  to  the  Chicago  Training-school, 
through  the  General  Treasury.  There  are  few,  if  any.  Bureaus  (in  active 
operation)  which  have  not  been  recognised  and  aided  during  the  year. 
The  District  Secretaries  have  provided  for  the  subjects  to  be  represented 
at  the  several  District  Ministerial  Associations.  In  September  I  visited 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference,  and  presented  a  report 
"*  our  Society,  ana  Bishop  Malklieu  gave  the  anniversary  address  to  an 
_ .  jrcrowded  house.  Under  right  circumstances  we  are  ready  to  take  up 
the  work  of  the  coming  year,  and  wait  in  earnest  faith  to  see  what  the 
year  may  bring  forth.  The  total  amount  of  money  contributed  by  our 
Conference  Society  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  General  Treasurer.

A  nivoTED  minister  once  said:  "The  nearer  I  get  to  the  end  of  life 
the  leas  do  my  thoughts  seem  to  dwell  upon  the  felicities  of  heaven,  and 
the  more  upon  the  necessities  of  this  poor  world.  My  concern  shall  be, 
not  about  the  place  Jesus  is  preparing  for  me,  but  that  I  may  help  prepare 
|  a  place  on  earth  for  him."  With  a  measure  of  this  spirit  we  entered  upon 
■  the  duties  of  the  past  year  trustingly,  hoping  to  be  able  to  help  make  some 
of  the  dark  spots  in  our  own  loved  land  at  least  one  shade  brighter  by  our 
efforts-  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  our  plans  were  made  for  the 
work  of  organizing  the  entire  unorganized  portions  of  our  Conference,  as 
well  as  of  visiting  those  auxiliaries  that  are  yet  weak  and  need  help,  and 
thus  to  awaken  in  the  hearts  of  all  our  Christian  women  an  interest  in  the 
salvation  of  our  neglected  countrywomen.  But  God's  plans  are  infinitely 
better  than  our  own.  Circumstances  unforeseen  have  compelled  us  *" 
remain  at  home  most  of  the  year.  By  means  of  pen  and  paper,  as  well 
by  seoding  out  missionary  literature,  we  have  tried  to  get  the  claims  of  oi 
Society  before  the  people.  The  dear  Lord  knows  the  persistent  effort  it 
takes  to  keep  this  work  moving  actively  and  successfully. 
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We  wish  we  were  able  to  report  every  auxiliary  within  our  Conference 
engaged  in  active  work  ;  but  wo  can  not  do  thli;  for  ten  of  the  forty-nine 
auxiliaries  reported  last  year  wo  have  been  unable  to  hear  from,  and  one  i* 
reported  as  dead.  While  we  regret  to  report  the  death  of  any,  we  rejoice 
to  be  able  to  announce  the  birth  of  aoroe.

During  her  long  and  very  severe  illnew 
she  has  in  a  most  marvelous  way  aided  us,  and  her  efforts  nave  been  con- 
tinuous. She  has  been  greatly  helped  by  an  eminently  snocessful  assistant, 
Mrs.  J.  P.  Negus,  who  gave  herself  most  generously  to  this  work,  and  who 
organized  Societies  at  Sibley,  Sanborn,  and  Clear  Lake,  with  an  aggregate 
number  of  42  members  and  18  subscribers  to  Home  Jfwins.  Mrs. 
Negus,  but  for  serious  illness,  would  be  present  at  thia  session  and  give  a 
full  report  of  her  work,  so  well  accomplished.  Her  visits  to  Cherokee  and 
Le  Mars  were  of  invaluable  aid,  as  these  Societies,  organised  in  1883,  would 
doubtless  have  been  extinct  without  this  added  care.  I  had  hoped  for  a 
full  month  of  work  in  this  blessed  Geld,  but  was  prevented. 

Friday,  August  27th,  I  took  the  S  F.  M.  train  in  Anamoea,  to  be  in 
Fort  Dodge  at  41  A.  M.,  where,  the  following  Sunday  morning  after  an 
address,  I  organised  an  auxiliary  of  37  members,  with  8  subscribers.  In 
accordance  with  my  invariable  custom  (if  possible)  I  went  from  house  to 
house,  on  Monday,  soliciting  members  and  subscribers.  Endeavored,  by 
letter,  to  arrange  to  speak  at  Fonda,  Sac  City,  Ida  Grove,  Sioux  City,  and 
Sargeant'a  Bluffs ;  but  some  of  the  ministers  were  absent,  and  hence  could 
not  have  meetings. 

The  youngest  member  in  this  Conference  is  Leon  Prnsia,  of  Fort 
Dodge,  four  and  a  half  years  old. 

At  Dakota  City,  Tuesday  evening,  August  31st,  I  formed  an  auxiliary  of 
18  members  and  2  subscribers.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
H.  J.  Grace,  who  drove  from  house  to  house  in  the  morning,  inviting  an 
audience.  Mrs.  Grace  sends  $15  this  year  from  her  Band  of  "Willing 
Workers,"  who  now  number  20  ;  and  I  was  delighted  to  be  introduced  to 
the  little  President.  Notwithstanding  a  darkness  that  might  almost  "be 
felt,"  with  thunder  and  lightning,  and  an  attractive  address  before  the 
Normal  school,  on  the  evening  of  September  2d,  at  Emmettsburg,  I  organ- 
ized an  auxiliary  of  16  members  and  3  subscribers.  Our  Third  Anniversary 
occurred  on  the  afternoon  of  September  24,  I860,  in  the  beautiful  new 
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church  in  Webster  City,  when  a  Presiding  Elder  said  :  "What  a  wonder- 
ful meeting  you  had!" for  we  were  favored  with  the  helpful  presence  of 
Dr.  Hatfield  and  Bishop  Bowman.    A  delightful  hour  and  a  half  was  spent

North-west  Kansas  Conference. 

Thi  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  this  Conference  was 
organised  in  March,  1885;  but  the  ladies  whose  names  were  presented  for 
Conference  organisation  had  not  been  previously  spoken  to,  and  with 
some  this  work  was  an  impossibility,  while  others  were  already  engaged 
in  the  Foreign  work,  and  consequently  our  cause  has  not  advanced  as 
rapidly  as  we  could  wish.  Our  Conference  is  new ;  onr  Churches  are 
many  of  them  poor,  and  scarcely  able  to  sustain  themselves,  while  others 
in  towns  can  do  quite  a  little  in  tbe  way  of  contributing  clothing  and  lit- 
erature. We  have  several  ministers  who  have  been  helped  by  our  Society, 
and  others  who  must  have  help  or  be  in  real  want  before  toe  opening  of 
the  Spring.  Our  people  are  kind-hearted,  free,  and  generous,  and  many 
times  we  are  surprised  at  their  willingness  to  help  in  all  enterprises  for 
the  advancement  of  God's  cause.  We  feel  sure  that  as  Boon  as  the  people 
of  Kansas  can  possibly  do  it,  they  will  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  witb 
those  of  our  sister  States  in  the  great  and  glorious  cause  of  Home 
Missions. 

We  have  now  7  auxiliaries  in  our  Conference,  about  80  annual  mem- 
bers, and  80  subscribers  to  Woman's  Home  Missions.  1  find  it  hard  to 
obtain  complete  reports  from  auxiliaries  (although  blanks  have  been  pro- 
vided), and  therefore  can  not  tell  just  what  has  been  done  as  a  Confer- 
ence. Our  auxiliary  at  Kirwin  is  a  live  one,  and  preparations  are  being 
made  to  help  in  tbe  way  of  clothing,  library- books,  and  a  large  collection 
of  trinkets  for  the  Indians-  We  have  also,  in  connection  with  our  auxil- 
iary, a  local  depaitment,  which  we  feel  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  onr  own 
town,  as  we  have  a  large  number  of  persona  who  never  attend  Church, 
and  this  reaches  the  masses  as  nothing  else  has  done.  Our  Master  said. 
"Go  ye  and  teach,"  and  God  is  blessing  our  efforts.  We  are  trusting  and 
workng  for  this  cause  when  and  wherever  we  can,  for  we  feel  sure  it  is  of 
God,  and  the  needs  of  onr  people  are  very  great.

One  year  ago  we  were  glad  to  welcome  the  Annual  Convention  to  our 
hearts  and  homes,  and  thankfully  and  heartily  enjoyed  its  session  among 
us.  The  intervening  time  has  sped  rapidly  away,  and  we  are  thankful 
that  we  have  been  mercifully  spared  to  meet  again.  We  have  not  accom- 
plished as  much  during  the  year  as  we  had  wished,  but  in  the  multiplicity 
of  our  dutii-s  we  have  done  what  we  could.  There  have  been  seven  new 
auxiliaries  formed,  and  one  or  two  have  written  that  they  must  needs  dis- 
continue for  a  time,  to  be  renewed  in  the  future.  Our  auxiliaries  have 
done  grandly,  both  in  money  and  supplies,  as  will  be  shown  in  the 
Treasurer's  report 

On  March  9th,  an  all-day  meeting  was  held  in-  the  Green  Street 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  The  morning  was  devoted  to  the  Annual 
Meeting,  and  election  of  officers.  An  excellent  representation  was  pres- 
ent from  the  different  auxiliaries,  and  the  session  was  exceedingly  interest- 
ing, though  we  regretted  the  withdrawal  from  office  of  all  our  District 
Managers  save  one.  Our  Recording  Secretary  also  resigned,  as  she  was 
about  to  start  for  Europe.  We  have  scarcely  recovered  from  so  much 
change,  though  our  new  incumbents  have  nobly  taken  up  the  work, 
under  our  motto,  "  For  love  of  Christ  and  in  his  name."  We  regret  to  ado 
that  one  of  them,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Reynolds  has  been  stricken,  within  the  past 
two  or  three  weeks,  with  paralysis.  We  commend  her  to  your  prayerful 
sympathy.  A  District  meeting  was  held  in  the  afternoon  ;  Mrs.  Boewell 
presided.  The  ten-minute  papers,  oi  which  there  were  several  on  differ- 
ent topics,  as  well  as  the  reports  of  the  Secretaries,  were  exceptionally 
well  prepared.  In  the  evening  a  meeting  was  held  at  which  addresses 
were  made  by  Miss  J.  M.  Bancroft  and  Rev.  G.  Cummins.  Also  a  Dis- 
trict meeting  has  been  held  in  the  N.  W.  District,  at  the  Tabernacle  Church. 

We  have  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  ten  members,  with  three 
hundred  and  ninety  subscribers  lo  the  paper  —  Home  Mittion*.  Our 
special  work,  the  building  of  the  Matthew  Simpson  Memorial  Home,  at 
Orangeburg,  S.  C,  has  been  completed,  and  is,  we  have  been  tola,  a 
model  of  beauty,  and  one  to  which  we  can  refer  with  pride  and  satisfac- 
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tion.  While  this  has  been  distinctively  our  work,  we  biive  not  contracted 
our  benevolences,  but  have  contributed  to  all  branches  of  the  general 
work.  We  have  adopted  a  systematic  plan  of  local  work,  and  have  ar- 
ranged for  meetings  in  the  several  Districts  within  the  next  few  months. 
There  is  no  poetry  in  my  report,  unless  there  it  poetry  '"  jS?"r«,  as  we 
have  the  honor  of  leading  in  the  contributions  of  this  year.

Rock  River  Conference. 

An  advance  in  thought  and  feeling  and  recognition  has  been  manifested 
in  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  in  the  Rock  River  Conference  the  past  year. 
Our  own  city  work  is  claiming  the  attention  of  Christians  and  benevolent 
workers  in  every  line,  and  no  previous  year  of  its  history  marks  so  large  im- 
pulse and  effort  In  this  direction.  Our  TraininE-scbool  promises  to  be  a 
large  factor  in  the  efficiency  of  this  work.  It  la  now  established  in  a 
locality  convenient  for  access  to  all  parts  of  the  city,  and  will  open  during 
the  coming  season  with  enlarged  advantages  and  increased  numbers. 
This  enterprise  was  projected  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
two  years  before  its  inauguration  under  the  present  auspices ;  and  impor- 
tant steps  were  taken  towards  its  establishment.  The  union  under  which 
it  is  now  organized,  making  a  Training-school  for  Foreign  as  welt  as  Home 
Missionaries,  does  not  carry  it  out  of  the  province  of  our  report.  The  $1,000 
that  the  Home  Missionary  Society  pledged  in  1882  for  the  foundation  of 
such  a  school,  and  the  steps  taken  by  our  Committee  to  secure  a  site  for 
its  establishment,  give  to  our  Society  the  proprietorship  of  the  original 
idea.  Nevertheless  we  welcome  the  happy  auspices  of  this  connections^ 
work  of  the  different  Church  benevolences,  and  the  promise  that  it  gi^fs 
of  the  greater  benefit  to  the  neglected  classes. 

Our  chosen  line  of  work  in  the  city,  among  the  Bohemians,  was  not 
pat  in  operation,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  finding  a  competent  mis- 
rionary.  A  small  sum  has  been  expended  in  Sunday-school  literature, 
and  advances  have  been  made  looking  to  more  efficient  work  the  coming 
year.  Our  interest  in  other  lines  of  work  continues  to  increase.  Our 
statistics  show  a  large  number  of  beneficiaries  aided  in  the  South,  and 
large  funds  contributed  to  the  Lucy  Hayes  School -ho  uses.  Intelligence 
concerning  the  nature  and  necessity  of  onr  work  is  constantly  gaining 
ground,  and  a  consequent  interest  in  the  different  departments  is  increasing. 
All  our  auxiliaries  are  interested  in  sending  supplies  to  tbn  needy  frontier, 
and  we  nave  some  that  are  models  in  this  line.  Young  People's  Societies 
are  increasing ;  and  the  history  of  some  of  our  Children's  Bands  would  be 
inspiring  to  relate.  And  so  we  hope  to  "  hold  the  beginning  of  our  confi- 
dence steadfast  unto  the  end."

within  the  Conference-  We  are  not  yet  in  condition  to  undertake  any 
work  outside  of  the  Conference  bounds,  but  our  work  Is  growing  rapidly, 
and  new  fields  are  opening  before  ua.  Our  ministers  are  obliged  to  endure 
great  privations  and  hardships,  bnt  in  due  time  we  shall  become  strong, 

e  shall  be  able  to  help  in  the  general  work  of  the  Society.    The

I  Southern  Illinois  Conference. 

Tub  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Sonthern  Illinois  Con- 
ference was  organized  last  June,  by  Mrs.  Jennie  F.  Willing.  Mrs.  M.  H. 
Villars  was  elected  Corresponding  Secretary,  but  subsequently  she  removed 
from  the  Conference  and  resigned  her  office,  and  the  present  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  was  elected  on  the  18th  of  September.  Mrs.  Willing  also 
organized  Lebanon  District,  and  an  Auxiliary  Society  in  Lebanon.  We 
now  have  two  Districts  organized,  and  four  auxiliaries,  with  one  Juvenile 
Band  in  Lebanon.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  visited  two  District 
Conferences,  and  one  camp-meeting,  in  the  interest  of  the  work.  She 
was  unable  to  attend  our  Annual  Conference ;  but  our  work  wss  repre- 
sented by  our  efficient  President,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Hypes,  and  also  an  address 
was  made  by  one  of  our  minvten,  after  which  the  Conference  passed  a  res- 
olution fsvoring  our  work.  Like  all  new  organizations  in  onr  Conference, 
the  work  has  commenced  slowly,  bnt  we  trust  surely.    And  we  hope  to  be 
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able,  at  our  next  Annual  Meeting,  to  report  a  year  of  successful  work  in 
trying,  though  in  a  feeble  way,  to  farther  the  interest  of  oar  Redeemer's 
kingdom.

Texas  Conference. 

This  Conference  is  deeply  interested  in  the  work  and  schools  of  tbe 
Home  Missionary  Society.  The  people  are  poor,  and  in  some  places  have 
almost  no  educational  opportunities,  but  they  very  earnestly  desire  to  se- 
cure such  advantages.  A  marked  improvemenet  has  taken  place  in  the 
morals  of  the  people  during  the  five  years  since  the  work  was  inaugurated. 
Mothers  are  anxious  that  their  daughters  shall  become  educated  and  thus 
prepared  for  future  usefulness. 

The  special  work  which  has  been  undertaken  by  this  Conference,  is 
the  Industrial  school  near  Harrisburg,  Texas.  The  brethren  of  the  Con- 
ference have  aided  in  the  purchase  of  property,  and  have  taken  a  deep 
interest  in  the  establishment  of  a  school.  Nearly  fifty  acres  of  good  land 
near  tbe  town  have  been  secured  and  a  good  building  has  bees  erected 
thereon.  Under  tbe  circumstances  we  feel  thankful  that  we  bave  no  larger 
debt  than  {140,  although  this  sum  is  a  very  severe  tax  on  our  limited  re- 


Our  Society  numbers  996  members  and  48  Mother's  Jewels,  and  46 
copies  of  Woman'*  Some  MMora  are  taken.  The  auxiliaries  have  paid 
during  the  year  $285.63  into  tbe  treasury;  special  contributions  have 
amounted  to  $123.54,  making  a  total  of  $409.07.  This  sum  of  money 
represents  great  labor  and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  our  poor  people,  many 
of  whom  are  struggling  through  life  without  sympathy  or  help.  A  mother 
wrote  to  us  some  time  since  to  know  if  we  could  accommodate  her  and 
ber  ten  children,  as  she  needed  help  in  training  them  right.  We  ask  for 
them,  and  all  such,  the  prayers  and  sympathy  of  friends  throughout  the 
Church.  And  we  pray  God's  blessing  on  all  our  dear  sisters  who  are 
working  for  our  improvement  and  elevation.

Young  Ladies'  Societies  are  doing  nobly.    One  organized  by  the  pastor  of 
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the  Church  in  January,  has  raised  $50  to  furnish  a  room  in  Kent  Home, 
and  sent  ft  valuable  box  of  tarnishing!;  also  a  barrel  of  new  clothing  to  a 
family  on  the  frontier;  clothed  and  gathered  twenty  children  into  the 
Sunday-school,  and  assisted  largely  in  the  rapport  of  an  invalid  lady, 
member  of  their  Church. 

Our  special  work,  which  one  year  ago  was  in  the  nebulous  state,  has 
taken  form  and  grown,  until  to-day  we  come  to  present  to  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  a  building  of  superior  construction  for  an  In- 
dustrial Home,  completed  and  free  from  debt  It  Is  considered  by  com- 
petent judges  the  best-built  bouse  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  It  has 
accommodations  for  from  twelve  to  thirty  girls.  All  of  the  bedding,  linen, 
dishes,  etc.,  have  been  contributed  by  the  Societies  of  Troy  Conference.  , 
Every  room  bears  the  name  of  some  one  for  whom  generous,  loving 
friends  have  given  the  amount  necessary  for  that  purpose.  Two  of  these 
sums  came  from  other  Conferences;  one  from  Central  New  York,  and  one 
from  North  Carolina.  We  should  have  failed  in  our  undertaking  had  not 
Mrs.  J.  Kent,  of  Gloversville,  aided  us  by  a  gift  of  $1,150;  thus  naming  the 
building  Kent  Home,  in  memory  of  her  late  noble.  Christian  husband,  to 
whose  kind  words  of  encouragement  we  are  indebted  for  the  energy  that  en- 
abled us  to  carry  forward  this  work.  Surely  it  is  a  fitting  monument  to  ' 
the  memory  of  so  true  a  Christian  gentleman.  We  desire  to  thank  the  kind  ' 
friends  who  have,  by  deeds  and  words,  helped  as  to  accomplish  this  work. 
This  Home  is  to  be  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  S.  D.  Snow,  of  Gloversville,  a 
lady  of  superior  Christian  character  and  executive  ability,  and  will  be 
opened  about  November  1st.  If  the  good  is  accomplished  that  we  hope 
for,  the  ladies  of  Troy  Conference  will  not  have  worked  in  vsin.

After  several  decades,  we  are  beginning  to  follow   ' 
this  wise  counsel  of  our  {bo  called)  savage  brother,  and   have  actually  be- 
come  conscious  of  certain  moral  obligations  to  the   wretched  women  and 
children  of  our  own  native  isnd.    And  while  we  can  not  report  a  Society  | 
in  even  every  wealthy  charge  in  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference,  the  ultima  i 
thuU  of  my  heart,  vet  we  can  tell  the  "  Watchman  of  the  night "  that  the  i 
rooming  gradually  dawns  1    Having  yielded  my  Fall  term  in  the  Academy, 
for  the  last  three  years,  for  Home  Missionary  work,  it  was  imperative  to 
give  my   undivided  attention  to  my  school  snd  Home  work  until  the  last 
of  May ;  but  at  10  A.  M.,  June  3d,  I  secured  an  annex  of  twenty-two  mem- 
bers to  the  little  society  formed  that  dark,  rainy  Monday  night,  at  Deltnar 
Junction,     Here,  too,  is  a  flourishing  Young  ladies'  Mission  Band.     At  6 
P.  M.,  at  El  wood  (where   I  had  given    an   address  before   the  Davenport 
District  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Convention,  the  previous  Friday 
evening),  I  organised  a  Society  of  twenty  members,  with  ten  subscribers  for 
Home  Mictions.     And  though  plans  were  laid  andletters  written,  no  further 
opportunity  came  for  this  work  till  July  11th,  st  De  Witt,  where  twenty- 
seven  members  and  five   subscribers  were  secured.     I  gave  an  address  be- 
fore the  Miles  Society.  Monday  evening,  July  12th,  and  in  spite  of  the 
beat,  a  well-filled  church  was  the   welcome  greeting.    July  25th,  at  Osage, 
forty-three  members  and  seven  subscribers  were  obtained.   Held  a  Mission-  | 
ary  "Conversational"  at  Waverly,  July  27lh,  whose  royal  workers  are  i 
just  now  busy  on  a  new  broadcloth  suit  for  a  poor  minister  on  the 
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frontier.  July  30th,  helped  the  Jsinesville  ladies  in  their  Society,  and  carry 
ever  in  my  heart  the  thanks  expressed  by  the  lovely  President.  August 
1st,  at  Charles  City,  secured  twenty  members  and  two  subscribers.  August 
8th,  at  Monmouth,  secured  twenty-nine  members  and  ten  subscribers.  Au- 
gust 22d,  I  was  invited  by  the  pastor  to  present  this  cause  at  Burgees, 
where  twelve  members  constitute  the  entire  Church — a  lady  is  the  steward 
and  class-leader — yet  here  obtained  sixteen  members,  three  subscribers, 
and  one  Mother's  Jewel,  Maud  A.  Reed;  but  an  hour  later  the  mother 
said,  "  Maud  moat  be  a  member,  and  henceforth  earn  her  own  twu  cents  for 
each  week."  When  this  little  three-year  old  pet  reaches  woman's  estate, 
no  Home  or  Foreign  Missionary  worker  will  hsve  to  plead  with  her  for 
two  cents  a  week,  and  one  hour  a  month  for  humanity's  needs,  and  be 
denied  as  "entirely  too  busy  I"  That  evening,  at  Baldwin,  secured 
twelve  members  and  three  subscribers.  Monday  evening,  August  23d,  at 
Onslow,  formed  a  Society  of  seventeen  members  and  three  subscribers. 
The  pastor  here,  like  a  few  others,  is  always  present  to  encourage  and  aid 
in  the  Monthly  Missionary  Meetings.  September  5th,  at  Hampton,  obtained 
thirty  members  and  nine  subscribers.  Here  we  have  the  youngest  member 
of  our  Conference  Society,  Miss  Nellie  Taylor,  aged  two  years;  then  Miss 
Heed,  three  years;  then  Mr.  Blaine  Taylor,  four  years.  September  19th, 
at  Allison,  twenty  members  and  thirteen  subscribers.  Notwithstanding 
the  attractions  of  a  theater  on  Monday  evening,  September  20th,  at  Clarks- 
ville,  formed  a  Society  of  ten  members  and  five  subscribers;  September 
21st,  at  Rockford,  of  twelve  members  and  four  subscribers.  Making  an 
increase  since  June  of  256  members. 

Anamosa,  which  sent  $37.25  the  first  year,  the  largest  sura  In  Upper 
lows  Conference  for  1863,  has  a  Juvenile  Band  of  thirteen  little  folks, 
dating  September,  1886.  Hnndreds  of  Home  Jfiarioni  are  taken  in  the  Con- 
ference; hundreds  of  letters  and  postals  have  been  written  by  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  and  3,430  miles  traveled  in  this  blessed  work;  and 
though  this  grain  of  wheat  is  very  small,  yet  comparing  the  lone  member- 
ship dues  of  1881  and  1882  of  Rev.  B.  Isbell  and  mvself,  only  $4  for  our 
First  Annual  Report,  with  over  $1,300  (in  money  and  supplies  in  our  Con- 
ference Minutes)  for  1880,  it  seems  Galileo  was  right,  "The  world  moves!" 

I  was  present  at  a  very  pleasant  tea-meeting,  July  13th,  at  Center  Junc- 
tion, with  twenty-seven  earnest  co-laborers,  and  secured  nine  subscribers 
and  fifteen  Mother's  Jewels.  Pleasant  tidings  come  from  the  tbirty-flve  at 
Fayette,  where  monthly  meetings  and  quarterly  teas  are  never  forgotten  ; 
from  Jefferson  Street,  Waterloo,  whose  helpful  pastor  sends  the  cheery  mes- 
sage, "  Your  Society  here  is  immortal ;"  while  the  Davenport,  Mt.  Vernon, 
Iowa  City,  and  Cedar  Falls  ladies  have  accomplished  great  things  for  the 
Master.  I  was  with  the  Parkersbnrg  Society.  September  28th,  when  a 
charming  missionary  tea  waa  given  by  one  of  the  "  faithful."  Our  Fourth 
Anniversary  waa  held  at  Cedar  Falls,  October  2d,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Clippen  pre- 
siding. For  the  first  time  the  Recording  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  were  all  present,  each  to  read  her  own  report ;  that 
of  our  faith loi  Treasurer  being  full  of  encouragement. 

The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  duly  elected,  and  real  interest 
was  expressed.  A  wonderful  event  must  be  recorded  I  The  Vernon  Prairie 
Society,  that  has  doubled  its  membership  in  the  last  two  years,  sent  $2  for 
Contingent  Fund,  for  my  railroad  fare  to  Detroit  the  first  I  have  ever  re- 
ceived. 'Thirty-two  subscribers  were  secured  at  Conference,  and  a  collec- 
tion of  $3.01. 

Over  1,000  members  remain  in  the  more  than  fifty  old  and  new  Societies 
organised,  during  the  last  four  years,  without  taking  a  penny  from  onr 
National  Treasury,  or  from  any  local  society.  Nine-tenths  have  continued 
the  work  faithfully,  the  otber  tenth  must  be  revisited.  To  have  our  ever 
busy  General  Corresponding  Secretary  say,  "I  have  read  your  report,  in 
onr  Second  Annual,  at  least  fifteen  times,    is  wondrous  cheer  to  me.

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year,  there  comes  to  me  an  impres- 
sion that  the  foundations  for  future  work  are  being  laid  deep  and  strong. 
Slowly — very  slowly — it  is  trne ;  but  when  we  consider  that  these  people 
had  almost  every  thing  to  learn,  and  only  a  very  few  of  the  older  ones 
have  learned  to  read,  you  may  get  a  little  glimpse  of  some  of  the  difficul- 
ties to  be  overcome  in  order  to  utrry  on  successful  work  in  our  auxiliaries. 
The  conditions  compel  that  our  work  shall  be  mostly  educational.  Next 
month  in  our  Auxiliary,  we  begin  an  explanation  ol  the  origin  and  work 
of  the  different  societies  connected  with  our  Methodism. 

Our  Waco  Auxiliary  is  nearly  two  years  old,  and  is  in  a  thriving  condi- 
tion. The  members  entered  earnestly  upon  mission-school  work,  gathered 
and  clothed  the  orphaned  and  neglected  little  ones.  When  tbe  school  had 
increased  to  over  forty,  they  opened  the  church  for  shelter,  warmth,  and 
i nst ruction.  During  the  Winter  and  Spring,  eighty-three  pupils  attended. 
They  also  furnished  ten  dollars  to  a  beneficiary  in  Central  Tennessee. 
Their  President,  Mrs.  Westbrooks,  is  an  earnest  worker.  Not  long  ago  she 
organised  a  new  auxiliary  at  Milford. 

Our  Austin  Auxiliary,  one  of  the  results  of  our  Conference  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Meeting,  was  organized  the  first  of  January.  In  March 
our  very  efficient  President,  Mrs.  Sarah  Scott,  was  taken  from  as  by  death. 
The  Vice-presidents  have  filled  the  chair  as  well  as  they  could,  but  we 
have  missed  her.  The  completing  and  furnishing  of  the  audience-room  of 
Wesley,  our  new,  beautiful,  substantial  church,  to  which  the  women  have 
made  regular  monthly  contributions,  has  somewhat  hindered  the  collection 
of  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  dues;  still  we  have  sent  seven  dol- 
lars to  the  General  Treasury,  and  used  fourteen  dollars  and  eighty-five 
cents  for  local  work.  We  bad  a  small  (fifteen  pupils)  but  efficient  Mission 
School,  taught  by  our  Recording  Secretary,  Miss  Ida  Norris,  until  stopped 
by  scarlet  fever.  In  March  I  received  a  barrel  of  mission  goods,  and  dis- 
tributed them  mostly  to  ministers'  families.  We  had  gathered  amone  tbe 
sisters  as  much  in  value,  and  distributed  among  tbe  sick,  aged,  and  children. 

From  the  first  of  January  to  the  middle  of  April  I  hoard  recitations, 
five  mornings  in  the  week,  of  mothers  of  families  or  young  women  obliged 
to  work,  so  they  could  not  attend  school. 
'  Our  Conference  Mass-meeting  was  attended  by  many  of  the  preacher 

I  Mrs.  L.  A.  Westbrooks,  President  Hoyt,  of  the  New  Orleans  Universit 

and  Rev.  C.  P.  Westbrooks  did  effective  speaking. 
I         June  13th  we  had  another  mass-meeting  at  night.    There  was  a  good 
audience  and  unflagging  attention.    Report  said  there  was  a  strong  impres- 
|  nion  made  in  regard  to  tbe  sacredness  of  the  family  relation.

I  health,  and  a  whole  nest-lull  of  little  folks.  Another  has  given  substantial 
aid  in  preparing  a  young  woman  to  go  to  an  Industrial  school.

I  Elders  of  this  Conference.  He  writes,  of  a  certain  locality,  "  I  felt  they 
needed  especial  instruction   in   regard   to  home— the  duties  and  responsi-

spell-bound  to  the  end;  then  pathetically  telling  him,  "Tnnrs  the  kind  of 
preaching  we  nreds." 

May  I  not  hope  that  the  authorities  who  plan  for  na  will  consider  it

West  Wisconsin   Conference. 

Toe  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  West  Wisconsin  Con- 
ference has  been  in  existence  only  a  short  time,  so  that  only  a  few 
months  have  been  spent  in  working  up  its  interests.  Late  in  May,  of 
this  year,  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  organised  this  Society;  bnt  the  excessive 
beat,  and  the  lack  of  knowledge  concerning  the  work,  prevented  it  from 
making  rapid  progress. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  discouragements  as  soon  aa  the  people 
were  taught  the  needs  of  the  work,  they  willingly  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  the  Society.  We  now  leel  that  the  moat  perplexing  part  of  the 
work  has  been  accomplished. 

There  are  six  Presiding  Elders'  Districts  in  this  Conference.  Two  of 
them  are  well  organised,  vis.,  Portage  and  Hudson.  We  have  twelve 
auxiliaries  and  Children  s  Societies,  with  a  membership  of  294.  There 
are  55  subscribers  for  the  Woman'*  Some  Mitriont.  Thirty-eight  Mite- 
boxes  have  been  distributed,  and  we  have  raised  over  one  hundred  dol- 
lars. Baraboo  Auxiliary  has  raised  forty-four  dollars  to  furnish  a  room 
in  A.  L.  Smith  Home  at  Little  Rock.  The  Children's  Society  at  the 
same  place  raised  twenty  dollars  for  the  work  in  Alaska.  Other  auxil- 
iaries are  raising  funds  for  the  frontiers.  All  are  anxious  to  accomplish 
some  work  for  the  Master.

Wyoming  Conference. 

Once  more  have  come  our  goldeo  Autumnal  days.  Once  more  has 
the  reaper  gone,  forth  and  gathered  the  fruits  of  his  labor  into  his  store- 
house, and  as  be  now  looks  over  his  harvest  he  rejoices  that  his  efforts 
have  not  been  in  vain.  Perhaps,  however,  as  be  views  his  field,  he  finds 
that  a  few  more  seeds  in  this  place,  or  a  little  more  care  or  watering  in 
another,  would  have  brought  a  greater  success;  but  this  very  knowledge 
of  wasted  opportunities  is  a  part  of  his  fruits.  So  I  think  we  may  say  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  Wyoming  Conference. 

Our  past  year  has  been  one  of  at  luast  ordinary  prosperity.  While  at 
times  clouds  have  hung  over  us  and  threatened  to  bring  to  naught  our 
efforts,  through  faith  we  have  grasped  more  firmly  the  hand  of  our 
Divine  (iuide,  and,  assured  that  it  was  hit  work,  not  ourt,  we  have 
patiently  awaited  the  results.  Last  year  we  were  able  to  report  but  six 
organ iiations  within  our  Conference,  after  a  growth  of  more  than  two 
years,  whereas  now  we  have  seventeen  active  auxiliaries  and  one  sleeping 


le,  with  a  total  membership  of  354.  One  honorary  manager  and  five 
_!e  members  have  been  pledged.  The  twenty  dollars  pledged  at  tiie 
Annual  Meeting  for  the  Utah  Fund  was  raised  and  paid  by  the  Willing 


Mission  Band  of  Centenary  Church,  Bingham  ton,  which  was  organised 
last  November,  and  which  has  since  done  noble  service.  Throughout  the 
Conference  many  boxes  ol  supplies  have  been  sent  to  the  frontier  and  to 
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the  South.  By  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  a  room  has  been 
named  in  the  Gilbert  Haven  Home  the  "  Wyoming  Conference  Boom." 

We  believe  that  Mrs.  Willing'e  presence  with  us  at  our  Annual  Con- 
ference was  a  benediction  upon  the  work  among  us.  Her  address  was 
wonderful,  and  while  she  so  admirably  presented  the  fields  of  labor  open 
to  this  Society,  she  unfolded  also  to  our  women  the  grand  possibilities 
lying  within  their  reach. 

We  believe  we  are  better  officered  at  present  than  ever  before.  Many 
have  accepted  their  offices  with  promises  to  do  what  they  can  to  promote 
the  work,  and  through  Him,  upon  whom  we  call  for  help,  we  hope  that 
the  close  of  another  year  will  find  us  far  in  advance  of  the  position  we 
bold  to-day.

Reports  from  Bureaus. 


Report  from  Bureau  of  Organization. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Organization  begs  leave,  reapectfullyt 
to  report  for  the  two  years  since  the  Bureau  was  ordered  by  the  General 
Board  of  Managers,  and  erected  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  Last 
year  she  did  not  understand  that  she  was  to  report  to  the  General  Board 
of  Managers,  as  she  had  made  regular  reports  to  the  General  Executive 
Board,  and  she  supposed  the  substance  of  Tier  reports  would  be  embodied 
in  those  of  that  Board.  So  it  seems  meet  to  give  the  work  of  the  two 
years  at  this  ime. 

The  Secretary  began  work,  November  15,  1885.  During  the  first  year 
she  worked  ten  months  and  a  half;  the  second  year  she  worked  only 
seven  months,  though  all  the  time  she  carried  the  correspondence  of  the 
Bureau.  She  began  with  the  usual  difficulties  that  surround  a  new  and 
untried  field.  The  Board  kindly  voted  to  help  her  overcome  the  greatest 
obstacle — her  ignorance— by  requesting  her  to  travel  through  the  South 
and  through  Utah.  She  visited  New  Orleans,  Holly  Springs,  Little  Rock, 
Atlanta,  Chattanooga,  Salt  Lake  City,  Provo,  Ogden,  Logan,  and  other 
points  of  interest  in  our  work,  gathering  information  that  bas  been  most 
helpful. 

She  desires  to  record  her  gratitude  for  the  many  kindnesses  that  she 
has  received  for  the  work's  sake  from  Bishops  and  all  General  Conference 
officers.  Pastors  have  been  ready  to  welcome  and  aid  to  the  utmost  of 
their  power.  The  dear  and  noble  women,  our  Conference  officers,  have 
received  her  with  open  arms  as  a  sister  beloved.  While  she  has  rested 
(or  a  night  in  their  homes,  she  has  rejoiced  in  their  zeal,  and  been  aston- 
ished by  their  patient,  unselfish  devotion  to  the  blessed  cause.  She  has 
gone  from  those  homes  feeling  that  she  would  be  upheld  even  in  her 
ntter  weakness  by  the  tender,  loving  jtrayers  that  have  followed  her  out 
into  the  service  and  the  hard  fields.  God  has  watched  over  her  as  a  pity- 
ing Father  while  she  has  traveled  alone  by  night  and  day  the  tens  of 
thousands  of  miles.     He  has  also  cared   for   the  home  and  its  loved 

She  had  been  in  the  work  but  a  little  while  when  it  became  evident 
10  her  mind  that  the  Conference  Societies  must  be  organized,  not  with  a 
Board  scattered  over  their  territory,  and  so  unable  to  meet,  but  each  with 
!  point  of  central  importance  as  head-quarters,  where  there  should  be

together  regularly,  and  carry  a 
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control,  and  supervise  their  own  organizers,  and  to  aid  in  selecting  mis- 
sionaries from  within  their  bounds.  Host  of  the  Conference  Societies  sre 
bo  organized,  and  many  of  them  are  doing  most  effective  work. 

Twenty-three  organisers  have  been  recommended  by  their  Conference 
Boards  to  tbe  General  Executive  Board,  and  their  work  has  been  regu- 
larly reported  through  the  Bureau  to  the  Board.  Only  seven  of  these 
have  received  their  expenses  from  the  Treasury,  and  they*  only  email 
amounts,  except  one,  who  gave  all  her  time  while  employed  by  the  Board. 

Tbe  figures  subjoined  give  only  a  proximate  record  of  the  personal 
work  of  the  Secretary,  from  the  fact  that  last  year,  when  her  reports  went 
to  the  Treasurer  and  Recording  Secretary,  she  did  not  always  preserve 
copies  for  herself.  She  trusts  they  are  under,  rather  than  over,  the  facta. 
During  the  two  years  she  has  addressed  4  Anniversaries  and  27  Confer- 
ence Anniversaries,  besides  30  other  addresses;  made  12  visits  to  Auxiliaries, 
and  20  to  Conference  Societies.  She  has  organised  4  District  Associations, 
22  Conference  Societies,  and  105  Auxiliaries.  She  has  taken  over  8,000 
membership  pledges,  between  3,000  and  4,000  subscribers  for  Woman' i 
Home  Minion*,  79  life  Members,  and  money  pledges  of  over  $5,000;  an 
aggregate  in  pledges  of  between  $15,000  and  $16,000.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work. 

Is  accordance  with  Section  III,  Articles  13-18,  inclusive,  of  By-laws, 
as  found  in  the  Fourth  Annual  Report,  a  Bureau  of  Local  Work  has  been 
organised  during  the  past  year,  and  some  fields  have  been  entered.  A 
large  part  of  the  labor,  however,  has  been  correspondence  in  regard  to 
the  scope  and  methods  of  this  department  of  the  Society.  The  import- 
ance of  the  work  committed  to  this  Bureau— namely,  the  supervision  of 
mission  work,  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools,  ana  the  employment  of 
Bible-readers  for  General  Missionary  work  among  women  and  children  in 
our  large  cities  and  towns — can  scarcely  be  over-estimated.  There  are  lo- 
calities and  wards  in  every  large  city  needing  missionary  labor  as  mocb 
as  it  is  needed  South  or  West — even  more,  if  possible ;  for  in  tbe  cities  the 
disease  is  acute,  and  it  is  a  question  of  saving  a  limb  or  losing  the  whole 
bod  v.  So  felt  is  the  need  of  purification  in  the  great  cities  that  we  have 
no  fear  but  that,  when  our  plan  of  work  shapes  itself  in  our  own  minds, 
and  our  desire  to  meet  the  demand  becomes  known,  workers  and  means 
will  come  to  us  as  we  need  them. 

A  missionary,  Miss  Lizzie  Cameron,  has  been  employed  for  several 
months  among  the  Hungarian  miners  of  the  Pittsbnrg  Conference.  She 
dates  her  reports  from  Lemont  Furnace,  a  point  some  fifty  miles  from 
Pittsburg,  in  tbe  coke  regions.  Mrs.  Smith,  the  Chairman  of  the  Local 
Committee,  says  of  her :  "  Our  missionary  has  accomplished  a  great 
amount  of  work  in  establishing  Industrial  schools,  in  conducting  Mothers' 
meetings,  and  in  distributing  religious  literature."  From  her  monthly 
reports  I  gather  that  she  is  active,  intelligent,  zealous,  and  devout.  She 
reports  visiting,  Bible-readings,  and  Mothers'  meetings  at  four  different 
mining  settlements;  also  hopeful  changes  in  the  lives  of  several  persons, 
some  of  whom  have  found  the  Savior,  and  others  are  earnestly  seeking 
him.  During  one  month  she  held  145  religious  conversations  in  homes,  42 
Bible-readings  and  prayers  in  families,  and  distributed  001  pages  of  tracts, 
and  30  catechisms. 

The  Newark  Conference,  through  Mrs.  Boswell,  Corresponding^  Secre- 
tary, reports  a  great  deal  accomplished  in  the  matter  of  awakening  interest 
among  pastors  and  Churches,  and  in  developing  plans;  but  It  has  not,  at 
yet.  any  missionary  work  to  report.  The  needs  are  pressing:,  and  the 
ladies  hope  soon  to  enter  upon  a  well-planned   movement  which  shall 
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include  city  missionary  and  pastor,  lady  missionaries  and  visitors,  Industrial 
schools,  and  ho  forth.  An  excellent  person  is  reported  by  Miss  Van  Mar- 
ter,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  New  York  Conference,  as  having  come 

frovidentially  to  hand  for  a  missionary  at  Castle  Garden,  New  York  City. 
t  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  we  shall  soon  establish  a  mission  work  at 
that  point. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Cincinnati,  employed  a  missionary  for  a  part  of  the 
year,  who  did  excellent  work  until  providentially  called  from  it,  since 
which  no  person  has  been  secured  to  fill  the  place.  Mrs.  Lodge,  of  Indian- 
apolis, reports  a  good  work  being  done  in  that  city  by  the  "  Ladles'  Evan- 
gelistic Union,"  a  nnion  of  the  Methodist  ladies  of  the  several  Churches 
in  the  city,  together  with  ladies  of  other  denominations.  Tbey  employ  an 
excellent  city  missionary,  a  member  of  Roberts  Park  Church,  with  whom 
the  ladies  of  the  Churches  co-operate  in  visiting  and  in  holding  cottage 

firayer-meetings.  The  missionary  conducts  a  service  each  Sabbath  in  a 
ocality  in  wbich  there  is  no  other  religious  service,  and  to  which  the  peo- 
ile  come  eager  for  the  words  of  life.  An  excellent  Bohemian  woman, 
*~~  Hrejsa,  was  employed  soon  after  our  last  Annual  Meeting,  for  the 
rwtnemian  work  in  Chicago.  She  is  reported  by  Mrs.  Willing  as  having 
done  good  evangelistic  work  in  visiting  from  house  to  house,  distributing 
Bibles  and  religious  reading,  holding  prayer  services,  and,  by  personal  ap- 
peal, trying  to  awaken  religious  interest.  St.  Louis,  through  Mrs.  McLean, 
reports  a  sewing-school  of  400  pupils,  which  meets  weekly,  and  a  weekly 
Mother's  meeting,  both  in ter-Jenomi national.  Fitctiburg,  Mass.,  reports, 
through  Mrs.  T,  Berton  Smith,  aschool  for  Chinese  laundry-men,  meeting  each 
Sabbath  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  at  the  parsonage.  She  feels  great  interest  in  it, 
and  believes  good  is  being  done.  The  ladies  of  Cleveland  have  been  hold- 
ing meetings  and  devising  plans,  but  have  not  yet  entered  upon  any  work. 
Mrs.  Rose  reports  for  Kalamazoo,  Kicb.,  Sol. 54  cash  and  193.49  supplies 
expended  in  local  work ;  Mrs.  Rogers  reports  lor  Detroit  Conference  $200 


& 


expended ;  Mrs.  Culver  "reports  $29  for  Erie  Conference ;  and  Mrs 
Springer  reports  $296  for  the  Iowa  Conferences.  Correspondence  ha* 
also  been  held  with   Wilmington,  Del.,   Amherst,   Mass.,  Trenton,  N.  J. 


Rochester  and  Binghamton,  >'.  Y.,  and  several    other  places; 
work  is  reported. 

The  Chicago  Training- school  opens  to  us  a  field  for  city  evangelistic 
work  which  it  seems  highly  desirable  that  we  should  utilize.  We  should 
gladly  embrace  the  opportunity  of  working  through  the  zealous,  faithful 
city  visitors  being  trained  in  the  school,  and  the  projected  Industrial 
schools  under  the  direction  of  its  management.  Just  how  this  relation  can 
be  effected,  and  what  financial  obligations,  if  any,  it  will  involve,  your 
Committee  Is  not  informed  ;  but  it  seems  very  desirable  that  an  adjustment 
be  made  between  its  management  and  the  Bureau  of  Local  Work. 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  for  the  organisation  of  the 

1.  The  Bureau  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary  and  eight  other  ladies. 

2.  Each  Conference  shall  have  a  Superintendent  of  Local  Work,  nom- 
inated by  the  Conference  Secretary  and  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  awnkeu  interest  and  give  information,  to 
assist  in  organizing  Local  work,  and  to  receive  and  transmit  reports. 

3.  The  work  in  any  locality  shall  be  in  the  immediate  charge  of  a 
Local  Committee,  which  Committee  shall  receive  the  reports  of  the  visit- 
ors, Bible-readers,  and  missionaries,  and  transmit  them  to  the  Conference 
Superintendent  of  Local  Work,  who  shall  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Bureau. 

4.  Suitable  blanks  shall  be  provided  for  the  necessary  reports. 
Your  Committee  would  also  submit  the  following  recommendations: 
1.  That  we  co-operate  with   and   encourage  all  existing  societies  and 

organizations  having  in  view  the  same  ends  which  we  propose,  and,  as 
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far  as  may  be,  induce  them  to  come  into  organic  relations  with  the    , 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

2.  That  we  organize  Visiting  Committees  in  all  our  congregations  not 
already  so  provided,  and  make  a  united,  aggressive,  Christian  movement 
to  fill  up  the  empty  seats  in  our  churches,  our  prayer  and  class  rooms,  and 
our  Sabbath -schools.  We  believe  that,  by  personal  invitation  and  wel- 
come, the  Attendance  of  many  of  our  Churches  could  be  doubled  in  a  year. 

3.  That  we  encourage  the  employment  of  city  missionaries  among  the 
neglected  masses  of  our  population,  the  establishment  of  industrial  and    , 
sewing  schools,  temperance  and  anti-tobacco  societies;  and  by  all  means    ; 
seek  to  save  some,  especially  the  yonng.     Delia  L.  Williams,  tieanary. 

Report  from  Bureau  for   East  Southern  States. 

In  this  review  we  hsve  the  States  of  Georgia  and  Florida.  In  Georgia 
we  have  under  oar  care  two  Homes.  One  in  Atlanta  is  situated  on  the 
Campus  of  Clark  University.  In  Savannah  we  have  Haven  Industrial 
Home  and  School,  a  work  distinctively  ours  ;  also  Haven  Home  Mission,  a 
few  miles  out  of  Savannah.  In  Jacksonville,  Flo.,  we  have  Boy  Ian  Indus- 
trial Home.  These  Homes  are  all  in  a  very  prosperous  condition  We 
will  consider  each  of  them,  beginning  with  our  work  in  Atlanta. 

THE  HOME  AT  ATLANTA,  GEORGIA. 

The  Home  at  Atlanta,  situated  on  the  Campus  of  Clark  University,  is 
our  oldest  Home,  ana  the  first  owned  by  our  Society.  The  need  for  snch 
a  Home  having  been  felt  by  the  teachers  of  Clark  University  caused 
them  to  unite  together  in  asking  Northern  friends  to  aid  in  erecting  *  ; 
building  for  that  purpose.  These  efforts  were  successful ;  but  upon  the 
completion  of  the  building,  the  question  of  providing  funds  for  furnishing 
tin-  Home  and  defraying  the  expense  of  a  Superintendent  was  not  of  easy 
(solution.  The  thought  then  occurred  to  them  to  give  the  building  to  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  provided  the  Society  would  furnish  it 
and  supply  the  Superintendent.  This  matter  was  represented  to  our  So- 
ciety an  being  a  work  which  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  Clark  Univer- 
sity, and  at  the  same  time  would  afford  an  excellent  opportunity  to  inaugu- 
rate the  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  In  the  South. 

Our  Society  accepted  the  building,  with  the  understanding  that  so 
much  of  the  land  as  we  needed  would  he  secured  to  us  by  lease  from  the 
Freedmen's  Aid  Society.  In  a  short  time  the  Home  was  furnished,  and 
Mies  Flora  E.  Mitchell,  of  Boston,  was  appointed  Superintendent  For 
three  years  she  has  rendered  faithful  services,  and  proven  herself  to  be  S  I 
woman  of  rare  and  varied  talents,  able  to  adapt  herself  to  any  emergencies 
that  may  arise.  The  Home  is  small,  accommodating  only  six  girls  at  one  ! 
time.  Here  instruction  has  been  given  in  all  that  pertains  to  a  well-  i 
regulated  home  life.  Mothers  will  sppreciate  what  this  means.  The  sew- 
ing and  dress-making  classes  have  been  taught  in  Chrisnnan  Hall.  All  the 
j;irla  in  the  University  are  privileged  to  outer  these  classes.  These  priv- 
ileges are  well  appreciated,  and  in  very  many  cases  marked  progress  has 
beeu  made  aud  many  girls,  on  leaving  school,  have  been  able  to  render 
valuable  services  in  their  homes  and  neighborhoods.  Miss  Mitchell's 
services  as  a  nurse  at  times  in  the  University  have  been  invaluable,  having 
cared  for  a  number  of  very  sick  students.  When  a  music- teacher  was 
called  home,  Miss  MiU'hell  was  able  to  supply  her  place  to  a  sufficient  ex- 
tent to  prepare  the  students  for  the  Commencement  exercises.  In  these 
ways  her  work  and  influence  tells  for  good  throughout  the  University. 

Ohrisman  Hall  has  teen  greatly  crowded,  the  sleeping  accommodations 
for  the  girls  being  quite  inadequate  for  the  number  to  be  provided  for. 
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Mrs.  E.  H.  Gammon,  while  on  a  visit  to  the  University  two  years  ago,  seeing 
the  condition  of  things,  realized  the  need  of  more  room,  and  also  appre- 
ciated the  results  which  would  develop  if  more  girls  could  have  the  benefit 
of  home  training,  and  at  that  time  offered  to  give  us  one-half  the  cost  of  a 
new  building,  which  should  not  exceed  $3,000  to  erect.  The  offer  was  gladly 
and  thankfully  accepted,  and  some  money  wns  rained,  but  not  enough  to 
warrant  us  in  commencing  the  building  lawt  year.  We  bad  fully  expected 
to  be  able  to  report  at  this  meeting  the  building  as  finished,  furnished,  and 
paid  for.  To  this  end  the  Committee  have  labored,  but  have  been  dis- 
appointed in  consequence  of  unexpected  complications  arising  in  the 
coarse  of  negotiations  for  title  to  the  necessary  grounds,  and  other  pre- 
liminary details,  which  required  satisfactory  adjustment  before  incurring 
expense  in  building. 

During  the  present  year  Warren  Hall  has  been  completed  (through 
the  munificence  of  Mr.  Gammon),  and  thereby  ample  accommodations  are 
now  provided  for  the  girls  at  the  University,  and  thus  to  a  considerable 
extent  the  necessity  of  a  new  Home,  existing  two  years  ago,  has  been  ob- 
viated- In  view  of  this  fact,  and  in  connection  with  the  increased  cost  of 
the  erection  of  Wanen  Hall  beyond  his  anticipations,  together  with 
the  fact  that  the  building  of  the  new  Home  had  been  so  long  delayed, 
Mr.  Gammon  withdrew  the  offer  to  donate  one-half  It*  cost  to  the 
extent  of  $1,500.  Your  Committee,  however,  entertain  strong  hopes 
that  all  embarrassment  may  be  removed,  and  a  way  be  cleared  so  that  the 
building  of  the  new  Home  may  be  undertaken  and  completed,  and,  in 
that  event,  we  have  assurances  that  Mrs.  Gammon  will  contribute  $500 
towards  the  building.  We  ask  and  expect  your  sympathy  and  substantial 
support  for  the  enterprise. 

BOYLAN    HOME. 

Our  work  in  Florida  was  opened  in  Jacksonville  by  Miss  Hattie  E. 
Emerson.  She  has  proved  hers*  If  to  be  "a  workman  tbat  needeth  not  to 
be  ashamed."  As  a  Society  we  have  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  success  which 
crowned  her  labors.  She  opened  her  work  by  taking  charge  of  the  sewing 
department  in  connection  with  Cookman  Institute,  and  by  doing  City 
Missionary  work.  She  soon  won  her  way  into  the  homes  and  hearts  of 
the  people,  and  erelong  succeeded  in  opening  ae wing-schools,  Mother's 
meetings,  and  organizing  temperance  societies  in  four  of  the  suburbs, 
namely.  Simpson  Chapel,  Oakland,  Hansentown,  and  Wrightsville.  At 
three  of  these  points  she  has  organized  flourishing  auxiliaries  to  the 
Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  From  the  first  opening  of  our  work 
its  great  need  has  been  a  Home.  For  this  purpose  the  Florida,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Vermont  Conferences  have  worked,  but  have  been  able  to 
raise  only  a  small  part  of  the  money  that  would  be  required  for  the  purpose. 
During  this  time  Miss  Emerson,  Mr.  Darnell,  and  others  were  looking  for 
suitable  property  for  this  work.  In  January  last  such  a  property  was 
found  and  purchased,  and  rented  to  the  Society,  with  the  privilege  of  pay- 
ing for  it  as  they  were  able.  As  the  facta  became  known,  great  interest  and 
enthusiasm  were  awakened  throughout  the  Conferences  which  were 
specially  interested  in  the  mission.  Though  many  could  do  but  little,  they 
gladly  did  what  they  could.  The  auxiliaries  met  and  made  bedding. 
Some  gave  entertainments  in  order  to  raise  money,  so  that  they  might  be 
privileged  to  name  a  room.  Mrs.  DeGroot,  of  Newark,  becoming  interested 
in  the  enterprise,  desired  to  give  to  it  $1,000,  which  she  had  loaned  the 
Society,  and  to  give  the  Home  her  family  name,  Boylak.  During  the  dark 
days  of  slavery  two  large  plantations  had  borne  this  name,  and  she  now 
desired  to  give  the  name  to  a  Home  that  would  have  for  its  object  tbe  \ 
„ "**"ng  aQ<j  gajVKtj0n  0f  downtrodden  humanity.  Since,  she  has  sent  ' 
gifts  to  the  Home,  and  has  paid  another  $1,000  of  the  purchase 
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money.  The  three  Conferences  so  much  interested  in  this  work  have  suc- 
ceeded Id  raising  9600.  The  auxiliary  of  Trinity  Church,  Cincinnati,  has 
added  another  $100.  This  amount  completed  the  payments;  ao  that  to-day 
we  hare  the  pleasure  of  announcing  to  you  that  "  Boylan  Home  "  hae  been 
deeded  to  ub,  free  from  all  incumbrances. 

In  April,  Miss  Emerson,  with  her  mother,  took  possession  ol  the 
Home.  Such  improvements  as  were  necessary  were  made,  some  furniture 
nus  bought,  and  a  considerable  amount  donated.  The  Carleton  House 
proprietors  have  been  very  kind  to  us  in  this  respect,  and  have  offered  to 
put  a  box  in  their  office  to  receive  contributions  from  their  guests  for 
"Bovlan  Home."  Daring  the  Summer  we  have  had  from  four  to  six  girls 
in  the  Home.  They  have  made  moat  excellent  progress  in  the  various 
departments  of  work.  One  of  them,  who  has  only  been  In  the  Home  five 
months,  writes  that  she  has  an  opportunity  to  go  into  the  country  and 
teach.  Though  ahe  dislikes  to  leave  the  Home,  with  its  many  advantages, 
she  feels  that  she  must  go  and  earn  what  she  can,  hoping  to  be  able  to 
return  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  She  says-.  "I  have  learned  so  much 
since  I  came  to  the  Home.  I  can  now  cut  and  fit  dresses,  and  make  good 
bread  and  cake,  and  do  so  many  things  that  I  knew  nothing  about."  She 
will  be  a  blessing  to  the  various  homes  of  scholars  in  which  aha  boards. 
During  the  Summer  seven  Hsimriri  have  come  to  the  Home  each  week  for 
instruction — the  sewing  classes,  the  Kitchen  Garden,  the  training  class  for 
missionaries,  the  Mothers'  meeting,  the  temperance  society,  and  the  Bible 
readings.  The  girls  in  the  training  classes  have  charge  of  the  work  in  the 
suburbs,  and  so  have  opportunity  for  practising  what  they  learn.  This  is  a 
real  Missionary  Training-school.  All  of  these  classes  have  been  full  of  in- 
terest, and  attended  with  the  best  results.  Miss  Emerson  says,  "The 
Kitchen  Garden  work  is  a  great  success."  Her  outfit  is  very  limited.  She 
hopes  that  some  one  will  be  moved  to  send  her  what  she  needs  in  this 
line.  At  the  close  of  a  term  of  fifteen  weeks,  a  little  fair  was  held.  Arti- 
cles made  by  the  girls  were  sold.  The  house  was  crowded  by  parents  and 
friends,  who  were  served  with  bread  and  cake  made  by  our  girls.  This 
was  a  gala-day  at  the  Home,  and  helped  to  deepen  the  interest  felt  in  it  by 
the  Jacksonville  people. 

The  presence  of  Mrs.  Emerson  in  the  Home  has  been  a  great  blessing 
to  the  girls,  and  has  enabled  Miss  Emerson  to  go  out  and  care  for  our  four 
mission  points,  and  also  to  do  a  large  amount  of  city  missionary  work. 
Two  other  and  more  distant  points  are  now  asking  to  be  cared  for,  and 
working-women  are  asking  that  a  night-class  may  he  opened  for  their 
benefit.  They  see  what  their  children  are  learning,  and  are,  as  never 
before,  realizing  their  own  need  of  help.  Thus  is  this  work  developing  in 
every  direction.  We  have  ten  girls  in  the  Home,  and  several  applications 
on  file.  We  can  take  but  twelve,  and,  in  so  doing,  must  put  four  into  each 
room,  and  two  of  these  rooms  are  only  large  enough  for  two  persons.  The 
other  is  a  down-stairs  room  that  is  needed  for  the  Industrial  Department 
I  bring  out  these  facts  in  order  to  show  the  need  of  enlarging  the  building. 
We  have  examined  the  matter  thoroughly,  and  find  that  the  best  way  to  do 
this  will  be  to,  raise  the  house  another  story.  This  can  be  done  for  $1,200. 
The  furnishing  needed  now  and  for  new  rooms  we  estimate  at  $500 ;  for 
incidental  expenses,  $200 ;  in  all,  $1,900.  These  appropriations  were  passed 
by  the  Executive  Board,  and  are  needed  (or  the  work.  We  commend 
"  lioylan  Home"  to  your  loving  care  and  consideration.  Though  the 
youngest  child  in  our  family  o!  Homes,  its  rapid  growth  and  marked  and 
varied  development  will  entitle  it  to  take  rank  with  its  older  sisters. 

HAVEN  HOME. 
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Asbnry  Chapel,  the  little  church  which  was  built  through  the  efforts  of 
Bishop  G.  Haven,  was  made  the  center  around  which  out  work  gath- 
ered. The  church  was  used  lor  the  day  and  sewing  schools ;  the  little  par- 
sonage, the  home  of  our  missionaries,  for  Mother's  meetings  and  other 
meetings.  At  the  beginning  of  the  second  year  Miss  Viola  E.  Baldwin  was 
sent  to  take  Mrs.  Bristol's  place.  We  were  greatly  blessed  in  having  three 
such  earnest,  devoted  women  to  plant  this  mission.  Every  step  that  was 
taken  seemed  to  be  blessed  of  the  Lord.  The  work  developed  so  rapidly 
that  in  a  short  time  we  felt  compelled  to  secure  for  it  larger  and  better 
accommodations.  Providence  smiled  on  our  efforts,  and  we  were  enabled 
to  secure  a  very  excellent  property  at  a  very  low  price,  and  one  that  coald 
be  readily  adapted  to  our  needs.  In  April,  1885,  the  house  was  ready  for 
occupancy,  ana  was  named  "  Haven  Industrial  Home  and  School." 

The  advantages  and  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  training  that  was 
_  ren  in  the  Home  were  appreciated  by  the  people,  and  soon  many  sco  ~" 
of  parents  applied  for  admission  for  their  daughters.  We  have  tried 
make  wise  and  judicious  selections,  and  have  now  in  the  Home  thirty 
promising  girla.  We  had  not  intended  to  take  boys,  but  under  peculiar 
circumstances,  consented  to  take  four.  A  happy  family !  for  all  are  Chris- 
tians. The  duties  and  labors  of  each  are  performed,  not  only  willingly, 
but  cheerfully.  The  work  is  changed  each  month,  so  that  during  the 
year  each  girl  receives  training  in  alt  of  the  departments  of  household 
work.  The  yard  and  garden  afford  work  for  the  boys,  and  they  are  also 
lieing  taught  the  art  of  printing.  We  are  devoting  special  attention  to  the 
sewing  department,  hoping  that  many  of  our  girls  will  be  fitted  to  earn  their 

I  own  living  as  seamstresses,  dress- makers,  and  machinists,  and  in  time  we 
hope  to  develop  other  industries.  There  area  large  number  of  women And  girls 
in  and  around  Savannah  who  greatly  need,  and  are  desirous  of  receiving,  - 
the  same  training  that  our  Haven  girls  receive ;  and  we  expect  during  th~ 
year  to  be  able  to  open  classes  for  them.  Some  work  has  been  done  ii 
this  direction ;  but  it  was  interrupted  by  the  resignation,  last  year,  of  Miss 
Keely,  she  having  been  called  to  another  field  of  labor,  after  having  been 
villi  us  three  months.  Most  thorough  and  excellent  work  has  been  done 
in  our  day-school,  which  has  numbered  120  pupils. 

The  temperance  work  is  a  marked  feature  in  this  mission,  three  large 
temperance  societies  meeting  each  week.  The  pledge  not  only  prohibits 
the  use  of  all  intoxicants,  but  also  the  use  of  tobacco  and  profanity.  Would 
that  our  Northern  boys  and  girls  might  follow  the  example  here  set !  Our 
missionaries,  on  being  called  to  the  home  of  one  of  the  members  who  had 

I  died  suddenly,  were  much  affected  on  seeing  the  temperance  badge  pinned 
upon  the  white  shroud.  The  mother  explained  that  the  badge  was  dearer 
to  the  child  than  any  thing  else,  and  she  wanted  to  bury  it  with  her.  We 
a  scarcely  realize  the  need  there  is  for  earnest  temperance  work  in  the 
_nth.  Our  missionaries  feel  it,  and  are  sowing  seed  which  will  yield  an 
hundred-fold  in  this  life,  and  in  the  world  to  come  life  everlasting. 

The  large  Sunday-school  at  Asbury  is  in  charge  of  our  missionaries, 
d  our  Houie  girls  are  among  its  most  efficient  teachers.  The  recent 
earthquakes  have  caused  many  sinners  to  tremble  and  to  turn  to  Christ. 
Onr  missionaries  have  the  charge  of  the  young  converts,  meeting  with 
them  two  evenings  each  week  after  the  Wesleyan  style,  "  watching  over 
their  souls  for  good."    They  have  also  opened  a  reading-room,  where  the 

£oung  men  may  go  each  evening  and  be  surrounded  by  good  influences. 
u  this  way  our  missionaries  are  building  up  and  helping  to  strengthen 
the  little  Church  which  has  so  long  struggled  for  sn  existence.  Great 
good  has  resulted  from  the  City  Missionary  work,  which  has  been  done  by 
"  house-to-house  visiting,  the  cottage  prayer- meetings,  the  Bible  readings, 
the  distribution  of  tracts.  Oar  missionaries  take  the  older  girls  from  the 
Home  with  them,  and  they  have  proved  to  be  efficient  helpers  in  this 
work.    Mrs.  Lewis  writes,  "  You  would  be  surprised  could  you  hear  our 
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S" i  la  as  they  point  sinners  to  Christ."  Bo  here  we  hive  another  practical 
issionary  Training-school. 
Our  work  at  Speedwell  is  deserving  of  special  attention.  This  is  a 
little  railroad  station,  about  five  miles  from  Savannah,  formerly  known  as 
Sandfly,  but  named  by  us  Speedwell,  in  honor  of  Mrs-  Speed,  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  who  has  done  so  much  for  our  work.  Here  we  have  Haven  Home 
Mission — a  pretty  little  white  school-house,  with  green  blinds^  finished 
neatly  within.  This  stands  as  a  monument  of  the  love  and  devotion  of  our 
missionaries  to  their  work.  Not  a  cent  of  money  has  gone  from  our  treas- 
ury for  this  work.  It  was  given  by  our  missionaries  from  their  slender 
purses,  or  solicited  from  friends.  These  ladies  denied  themselves  needed 
clothing,  In  order  tliat  they  might  accomplish  the  work  which  they  saw  was 
so  much  needed.  The  ground  was  given  to  them,  and  they  have  deeded 
the  property  to  our  Society.  Here  Miss  Baldwin  goes  every  Sabbath  morn- 
ing, and  gives  instruction  to  tlie  house-full  of  men,  women,  and  children. 
During  her  absence.  Mrs.  Lewis  has  attended  to  this  work,  and  also  taken 
charge  of  the  school  at  Asbury.  They  have  arranged  for  a  minister  to  go 
once  a  week  to  preach,  receive  members  into  theChurch,  and  to  administer 
the  sacrament.  Finding  that  but  few  of  this  congregation  could  read,  Hiss 
Baldwin  opened  an  afternoon  school  for  tbem,  being  determined  that  they 
should  be  taught  enough  to  enable  them  to  read  the  Bible.  The  school 
lias  been  in  charge  of  one  of  our  Home  girls  all  Summer,  and  many  are 
now  able  to  read  Ood's  Word  for  themselves.  A  temperance  society  has 
been  established  here,  which  is  doing  great  good.  Thus  are  we  carrying 
the  Gospel  to  those  who  had  it  nuf|  and  giving  the  bread  of  life  to  "  those 
who  are  ready  to  perish." 

"Haven  Home"  has,  from  the  drat,  been  s  center  from  which  a  vast 
,  amount  of  missionary  work  has  been  done.  As  each  new  year  opens,  new 
needs  and  wants  are  seen  and  felt.    This  year  is  not  an  exception.    We  see 

Sreat  possibilities  opening  before  us.  Mrs.  Lewis  lias  remained  andVcared 
trail  of  these  interests  through  the  long,  hot  Summer.  She  will  now  go  home 
for  a  much-needed  rest.  Miss  Baldwin  has  returned  joyfully  to  her  post, 
determined  to  make  this  the  best  year's  work  of  her  life.  Miss  Emma  L. 
Jolls,  our  new  missionary,  enters  upon  the  work  full  of  fresh  enthusiasm, 
and  with  a  fixedness  of  purpose  that  can  but  result  in  marked  success. 
Every  thing  looks  promising  for  s  year  of  grand  work,  if  we  sustain  the 
workers  anil  do  our  part.  You  have  been  generous  to  Haven  Home; 
some  have  given  largely  for  it.    Is  there  one  who  regrets  whst  they  have 


done  ?    Nay ;  for  who  is  there  that  can  but  rejoice  in  being  permitted  to 

accomplished  such  a  vast  amount  of  good  ?    We  rejoice  to  be  able  to

assist  in  establishing  and  providing  for  a  work  that  has  been  so  signally 
blessed  of  God — a  work  far-reaching  in  its  influence,  and  which  has  already 


you  that  only  a  small  part  of  the  debt  of  Haven  Home  remains  unpaid. 
We  doubt  not  but  the  last  penny  will  be  paid  at  this  meeting,  and  that  the 
pledge  made  to  the  brothers  ef  Emily  Ham  will  be  redeemed.  They  gen- 
erously offered  to  pay  the  last  $500  of  our  debt;  but  on  being  assured  that 
the  Annual  Meeting  would  surely  pay  what  might  be  lacking,  they  sent  the 
$500,  and  thus  enabled  us  to  take  up  a  mortgage  note,  so  that  we  only  re- 
quire $100  in  order  to  take  up  the  last  note  and  be  able  to  rejoice  in  the 


i  not  make  the  mis- 
take of  thinking  that  we  have  nothing  more  to  do  for  Haven  Home. 
There  is  much  that  ought  to  be  done  in  order  to  develop  it,  and  make  the 
work  what  it  should  be.  Bishop  Mallulieu  saw  snd  felt  the  needs,  when 
in  his  dedicatory  prayer  he  asked  the  Lord  that  two  great  wings  might 
sjieedily  be  added  to  this  Hume.  This  prayer  baa  in  part  been  answered 
by  the  addition  of  a  very  small  wing  in  the  shape  of  an  enlarged  dining- 
room  and  kitchen.  On  visiting  the  Home  last  Spring,  we  saw  the  absolute 
and  immediate  necessity  of  doing  this  work.    We  knew  that  there  was  no 
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appropriation  for  it;  bat,  knowing:  that  it  must  be  done,  we  assumed  the 
responsibility  of  ordering  the  work  and  of  meeting  the  payments  when 
due.  Through  the  sain  of  "  photos,"  and  through  donations  given  by 
friends  for  this  special  work,  we  have  succeeded  in  paying  this  bill.  Money 
given  for  tile  running  expenses  of  the  Home  this  year  has  been  secured 
by  personal  effort.    In  view  of  this,  we  ask  that,  though  the  expenditures 


may  somewhat  exceed  the  appropriations,  they  be  not  carried 
charged  against  next  year's  appropriations.  We  do  not  aek  for  annuirr 
wing  this  year,  but  we  do  ask  that  the  third  story  be  finished.  We  greatly 
need  it  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  our  present  family.  They  are 
entirely  too  much  crowded,  either  for  comfort  or  health.  We  estimate 
that  $400  wilt  finish  and  furnish  the  four  rooms  that  we  desire  to  make. 
A  creche,  or  da  v- nursery,  is  greatly  needed  in  this  part  of  the  city.  There 
are  many  mothers  who  could  go  out  for  a  day's  work,  and  thus  earn  a 
good  living  for  their  families,  if  they  had  a  safe  place  in  which  to  leave 
their  little  ones.  Many  would  gladly  nay  the  cost  of  beeping  the  child,  if 
a  suitable  place  could  be  provided.  We  ask  that  $300  be  appropriated  in 
order  that  the  corner  building  on  our  grounds  may  be  put  in  condition  for 
this  work,  and  that  $300  be  appropriated  for  furnishing  and  supporting  it. 
For  repairs  and  incidentals  we  have  asked  for  $400— in  all,  $1,300.  These 
appropriations  have  passed  the  General  Executive  Board,  and  will  no 
doubt  be  passed  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 

So,  dear  sisters,  let  not  your  interest  in  Haven  Home  wane.  Though 
the  debt  may  be  paid,  there  is  work  to  be  done.  Our  ^irls  must  be  helped. 
Tbey  are  faat  becoming  fitted  for  usefulness.  Some  will  become  teachers; 
others  express  a  strong  desire  to  go  to  the  "  Dark  Continent,"  in  order  to 
carry  the  tidings  of  a  Savior's  love  to  the  benighted  of  their  own  race. 
These  are  some  of  the  results  of  our  work.  Shall  we  not  to-day  rejoice 
that  we  are  thus  privileged  to  take  some  part  in  forwarding  Christ's  king- 
dom, and  anew  pledge  ourselves  to  his  work  7

Report  from  Bureau  for  Middle  Southern  States. 

The  Bureau  which  I  represent  includes  the  States  of  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Kentucky.  The  special  work  done  by  the 
Society  the  past  year  in  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina  baa  been  the 
completion  of  the  Industrial  Homes  at  Greensboro,  N.  C,  and  at  Orange- 
burg, S.  C,  and  the  inauguration  of  a  Home  at  Camden,  S.  C. 

ORANGEBURG,  S.  C. 

The  Home  at  Orangeburg  has  been  built  by  the  ladies  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Conference  as  a  memorial  of  their  respect  and  love  for  Bishop  Simp- 
son, and  they  have  named  it  the  "  Simpson  Memorial  Home."  It  is  a  neat, 
commodious  structure,  pleasantly  located  in  connection  with  Claflin  Uni- 
versity, and  well  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  school.  Twelve  girls  are 
tccommodated  in  the  Home,  and  it  is  now  in  successful  operation,  under 
the  supervision  of  Miss  S.  O.  Purdum.  The  rooms  are  named,  and  the 
furnishing  is  provided  for.  Some  inside  painting,  necessary  out-buildings, 
and  a  fence  are  now  in  process  of  completion,  and  the  funds  to  meet  this 
expense  are  also  all  provided  for.  The  dedication  of  the  Home  will  occur 
early  in  the  coming  Winter,  and  at  that  time  I  hope  to  be  able  to  announce 
to  you  through  our  paper,  the  Home  Mumoru,  that  this  Home  is  completely 
finished,  and  that  our  Society  holds  a  clear  title  to  the  property. 

The  loving  Mary  brought  her  alabaster  box  of  costly  spikenard  as  a 
testimonial  of  her  love,  and,  breaking,  poured  it  on  the  Savior's  head  ;  and 
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the  whole  house  was  filled  with  the  fragrance.  The  ladiee  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Conference,  these  loving  Marys,  have  brought  their  alabaster  box 
of  precious  ointment  aa  a  twofold  testimonial  of  their  love — of  love  for  the 
eloquent  revered  Bishop,  lately  passed  into  the  skies  from  their  midst, 
whose  noble  life  and  labors  win  be  a  perpetual  inspiration  to  them  for  all 
Christian  endeavor,  and  of  love  for  poor,V)et  humanity,  that  prompts  them 
to  help  raise  the  ignorant  and  degraded  up  to  parity  and  true  womanhood. 
And  though  they  may  not  anoint  the  Savior's  head,  yet  he  will  understand 
and  accept  their  grateful  offering,  and  say,  "  Inasmuch  aa  ye  did  it  to 
these"  lowly  ones,  "ye  did  it  uuto  me;"  and  the  fragrance  will  remain 
for  evermore. 

GREENSBORO,  M.  C 

The  Home  at  Greensboro  has  recently  been  completed,  and  the  cost 
fully  provided  for.  This  Home  is  located  adjacent  to  Bennett  Seminary, 
and  is  larger  than  any  of  our  Homes  except  Haven  Home,  containing  seven- 
teen room*  in  all.  Tliefurniahingof  this  building  is  being  rapidly  completed, 
and  the  girls  are  already  domiciled  in  the  Home,  under  the  care  of  the 
efficient  Superintendent,  Mrs.  8.  D.  Snow.  The  dedication  of  this  Home 
will  soon  occur,  when  it  will  be  formally  opened  for  the  important  work 
that  it  is  expected  to  accomplish,  in  affording  the  industrial  training  to  class 
after  class  of  girls,  who  shall  hereafter  graduate  in  its  prescribed  course  of 
instruction. 

The  ladies  of  Troy  Conference  Society  inaugurated  and  carried  this 
work  to  completion  ;  and  while  it  has  been  a  labor  of  love,  it  ia  also  a 
memorial  as  well.  One  lady  has  given  to  it  more  than  $1,000,  and  has 
been  granted  the  privilege  of  naming  the  Home,  in  memory  of  her  lately 
deceased  husband,  "  Kent  Home."  Another  lady,  quite  recently  deceased, 
left  by  will  property  valued  at  $1,000,  to  aid  in  erecting  the  Home.  The 
ladies  of  Troy  Conference  have  worked  persistently,  and  have  heroically 
contended  with  many  obstacles,  till,  one  by  one,  all  have  been  overcome, 
and  now  this  substantial  and  well-built  house  (the  best-built  house  in  the 
town,  Dr.  Steele  writes)  attests  the  skill  and  wisdom  with  which  they  have 
wrought. 

CAMDEN,  S.  C. 

For  the  past  two  years  the  ladies  of  the  New  England  Southern  Con- 
ference have  been  raising  funds  to  build  a  Home  at  Camden,  8.  C.  There 
is  no  Church  school  located  at  that  place ;  hence  the  Home  and  its  work 
will  be  entirely  distinct  from  other  school-work.  Mrs.  Mather,  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Conference,  lias  donated  the  land  to  the  Society,  and 
with  great  zeal,  assisted  by  other  earnest  women,  has  vigorously  used  all 
available  measures  to  advance  this  work.  Already  a  sufficient  sum  has 
been  raised  to  warrant  the  Society  in  beginning  the  building;  and  a  plan 
for  the  Home  has  just  been  submitted  to  the  builder  for  estimates  of  cost, 
that  the  contract  for  building  may  be  made  as  soon  as  the  terms  can  be 
agreed  upon.  It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  of  these  ladies  to  complete 
the  Home  during  the  coming  year,  so  that  it  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  scholastic  year.  The  field  is  a  very  promis- 
ing one,  and  the  good  that  this  Home  will  do  among  a  large  colored  pop- 
ulation that  has  hitherto  been  deprived  of  industrial,  moral,  and  religious 
instruction  is  incalculable.  All  honor  to  the  ladies  of  the  Conference 
who  have  undertaken  and  sustained  tbie  work,  "  for  love  of  Christ,  and  in 
his  name." 

CHARLESTON,  S.  C. 

As  our  Church  has  no  school  in  Charleston,  and  as  there  is  a  large 
colored  population  in  the  city  and  vicinity,  it  has  been  thought  beet  to  in- 
vestigate that  point  with  reference  to  opening  a  mission.  I  have  been 
directed  by  the  Executive  Board  to  examine  closely  into  the  needs  and 
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opportunities  of  that  city,  and,  if  it  shall  be  thought  advisable,  to  send 
a  missionary  to  begin  work  for  our  Society  there.  A  missionary  of  expe- 
rience is  ready  to  go  at  once,  if  desired. 

TENNESSEE. 

We  have  no  organised  work  in  Tennessee ;  bnt  it  is  hoped  that  at  an 
early  day  a  Conference  Secretary  will  be  secured  for  the  Holston  Confer- 
ence, and  that  the  Churches  will  organize  auxiliaries  to  raise  money  to  be 
expended  within  the  bounds  of  that  Conference  (as  that  is  mission  terri- 
tory). We  very  much  desire  to  build,  at  some  important  place  in  this 
I  State,  an  Industrial  Home  for  the  poor  white  girls,  who  so  greatly  need 
I  the  training  and  fostering  care  famished  by  these  helpful  agencies. 
Would  that  some  large-hearted,  aide  friends  of  humanity  would  contribute 
a  sum  sufficient  to  build  such  a  Home! 

MORR1STOWN,  TENN. 

More  than  two  years  ago  a  proposition  was  made  by  a  gentleman  of 
Morristown,  Tenn.,  to  give  $1,000  toward  building  an  Industrial  Home  for 
colored  girls  at  that  place,  in  connection  with  the  seminary  supported  by 
the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  there.  But  later  his  property  became  involved 
in  litigation,  and  he  was  unable  to  redeem  his  pledge;  and  the  hopes  that 
bad  been  thus  raised  concerning  this  project  were  disappointed.  A  few 
encouraging  words  and  promises  of  help  from  the  Secretary  of  tbie  Bureau 
have  recently  revived  anew  the  desire  to  accomplish  thie  work,  and  friends 
of  this  enterprise  are  now  hopeful  that  the  necessary  amount  of  money 
can  be  raised  for  this  purpose.     Morristown  is  situated  in  the  north-east 

rlrt  of  Tennessee,  about  seventy  miles  from  Knoxville.  Aside  from  the 
ret-dmen'a  Aid  School,  the  colored  people  have  no  schools  in  that  city, 
and  in  the  country  their  schools  are  very  inferior,  and  seldom  continue 
more  than  two  or  three  months,  in  the  year.  President  Hill,  of  Morris- 
town Seminary,  writes :  "  We  have  a  large  colored  population  all  around 
us,  who  are  almost,  if  not  quite,  dependent  upon  us  for  school  advantages. 
We  have  East  Tennessee,  South-west  Kentucky,  part  of  Virginia,  and 
Western  North  Carolina,  more  or  less  relying  upon  us.  If  we  fail  them, 
they  are  left  destitute  of  all  school  privileges  lor  nine  or  ten  months  of  the 
year.  It  is  a  central  place  for  work  among  the  freed  men.  The  results  and 
influence  of  an  Industrial  Home  in  our  midst  can  hardly  be  realized.  To 
give  the  young  girls  right  conceptions  of  home  life,  anil  to  train  them  in 
the  art  of  economy,  is  one  of  the  most  important  works  that  can  be  in- 
trusted to  the  Church  of  Christ,  One  true  girl  going  out  from  one  of 
these  Model  Homes  will  do  more  to  elevate  her  own  sex,  and  through 
them  an  entire  community,  than  one  dozen  men  going  out  from  our 
tchnols  could  possibly  do." 

Bishop  Taylor,  of  Africa,  says  that  he  "wants  sympathy  and  prayers" 
for  his  work,  but  he  wants  ''that  kind  of  sympathy  and  prayers  that  is 
founded  on  a  money  ban*; "  and  that  is  the  kind  that  I  want  for  this  work. 
I  commend  to  you  the  building  of  an  Industrial  Home  at  Morristown  as 
a  greatly  needed  work,  and  most  earnestly  hope  that  the  various  Confer- 

1—ceB  will  assume  the  financial  responsibility. 
KENTUCKY. 
A  Conference  organization  was  effected  in  Kentucky  at  the  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference  ;  but  many  of  the  officers  were  appointed  without 
consultation,  and  have  been  unable  to  undertake  the  work.  A  few  aux- 
iliaries have  been  organized,  and  a  small  amount  of  money  has  been 
raised.  This  will  be  reported  by  the  General  Treasurer.  This  Bureau 
be  no  tprcial  work  in  that  Conference ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Conference 
will  be  permanently  organized  this  year.

trial  and  Model  Homes,  and  thus  add  strength  and  efficiency  to  these 
evangelising  influences.  In  this  territory  there  are  four  Conferences— the 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Little  Rock,  and  Arkansas.  The  last  two,  one 
white  and  the  other  colored,  occupy  the  same  territory.  Belonging  to 
these  Conferences  there  are  290  ministers  and  313  preaching-places.  There 
are  (our  Church  schools — New  Orleans,  Rust,  and  Little  Reek  Universities, 
and  the  Philander  Smith  College.  Our  Society,  co-operating  with  these 
ministers  and  teachers,  exerts  a  powerful  influence  throughout  these 
States,  as  tliey  are  strong  allies  everywhere  in  urging  better  methods  of 
living.  The  circuits  are  large,  and  the  presiding  elders  often  travel  hun- 
dreds of  miles  to  reach  their  appointments.  In  this  vast  territory,  equal 
to  Michigan,  Indiana,  and  Illinois,  with  a  population  of  more  than 
3,000,000,  there  is  only  one  city  of  more  than  13,000  inhabitants,  one  with 
11,000,  another  with  8,000,  and  a  few  towns  with  from  2,000  to  4,000. 
Hence  it  is  evident  that  our  work  must  be  planned  to  reach  the  people  in 
tbe  rural  districts.  They  generally  live  in  one-room  cabins,  as  is  found 
convenient  for  the  plantation  workmen.  Should  we  attempt  to  send  mis- 
sionaries from  the  North  to  them,  they  eould  not  visit  the  cabins  and  re- 
main long  enough  to  gain  an  abiding  influence  over  the  people.  Besides, 
there  are  no  conveniences  to  make  leaching  possible ;  but  hundreds  of 
youth,  young  men  and  women,  are  leaving  cabin  life  for  a  few  months  at 
a  time,  to  attend  the  colleges.  They  learn  books  quickly,  bnt  their  lives 
have  been  barren  of  the  sweet  amenities  of  home.  The  ideal  of  the  school 
and  the  pulpit  belong  to  another  sphere,  and  the  students,  when  they  re- 
turn home,  have  not  the  practical  skill  necessary  to  change  the 
methods  of  life  prevalent  in  the  cabins;  and  here  is  found  the  opportunity 
of  our  Society,  with  its  plan  of  industrial  training. 

The  girl  learns  bow  to  make  garments,  clothe  the  family,  cook  the 
food,  set  the  table,  and  keep  house,  while  the  brother  learns  the  use  of 
tools,  and  is  given  plans  of  simple  architecture  by  which  he  can  erect  an 
addition  to  the  cabin,  make  a  rude  table,  or  construct  rough  seats.  So 
these  young  people  return  home  with  inspiration  for  a  new  life.  To  the 
people  they  are  living  illustrations  of  possible  attainment,  and  furnish  ex- 
ample for  the  imitation  of  others.  Each  girl,  well  trained  in  a  Model 
Home,  is  a  better  missionary  than  a  lady  of  another  race  and  condition 
of  life  could  be.  She  understands  and  sympathises  with  the  needs  of  the 
people ;  besides,  she  con  live  with  them  cheaply,  and  teach  by  example, 
as  well  as  precept. 

In  this  Bureau  we  have  the  Adeline  Smith  Model  Home,  at  Little 
Rock,  the  house  and  its  furnishings  being  tbe  gift  of  Mrs.  Smith  and  Mrs. 
Blackstone,  It  is  conveniently  arranged  to  accommodate  nine  or  ten  girls; 
but  so  great  was  the  desire  of  the  people  to  profit  by  its  advantages  that 
fourteen  girls  have  been  crowded  into  it  most  of  the  year.  We  visited  the 
Home  in  June,  and  were  deeply  impressed  by  the  order  and  Christian 
spirit  of  the  family.  The  girls  had  learned  to  cook  and  serve  food  well 
and  tastefully,  had  gained  considerable  proficiency  in  sewing  and  dress- 
making, and  bad  good  ideas  of  economy  in  matters  of  housekeeping  and 
supplies.  Miss  Elizabeth  Mcintosh  has  had  charge  of  the  work  at  Little 
Rock.  The  influence  of  the  Mo.!  el  Home  has  extended  into  the  city  and 
neighboring  charges,  where  she  has  counseled  the  people  on  temperance 
and  Christian  living,  has  labored  in  Sabbath -schools,  and  formed  prayer- 
circles,  and  Bible-classes.  The  house,  besides  being  too  small  for  the 
family,  has  no  sewing  or  work-room.    It  was  the  gift  of  a  friend,  who  is 
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now  willing  to  co-operate  with  our  Society  for  the  establishment  of  a  well 
arranged  School  of  Domestic  Economy.  In  this  behalf  we  ask  for  the  ap- 
propriation of  $2,000,  on  the  condition  that  Mrs.  Smith  supplies  tbe  bal- 
ance, 54,000,  which  will  be  required  to  complete  the  enterprise ;  the 
Society,  on  its  part,  will  be  expected  to  turn  over  to  the  Philander  Smith 
College  the  building  now  occupied   by   us.    This   will  provide  ns  with  a 

Broperty  of  ample  accommodations,  worth  $6,000,  in  place  of  the  present 
lome,  worth  $2,000. 

A  School  of  Domestic  Economy  is  needed  in  connection  with  the 
Little  Rock  University.  We  have  secured  a  conditional  pledge  of  money 
to  erect  a  suitable  building.  The  approval  of  tbe  Board  of  Managers  is 
asked  for  the  appropriation  of  the  amount  required,  when  it  thai!  come 
into  the  treasury.  At  Holly  Springs,  co-operating  with  Rust  University, 
which  has  about  300  pupils,  a  School  of  Domestic  Economy  hjs  been  in- 
augurated.   We  have  a  line  property  adjoining  the  Campus,  consisting  of 

I  five  acres,  with  buildings.  The  Model  Home  is  a  frame  house,  of  graceful 
architecture,  erected  two  years  ago,  capable  of  accommodating  sixteen 
girls.    Miss  Sophia  Johnson  is  the  Superintendent,  and  her  wise  manage- 

|  ment  and  Christian  example  have  exerted  a  strong  influence  for  good 
throughout  the  school.     She  has  taught  from  80  to  100  girls  in  her  sewing- 

I  classes.  A  specialty  is  made  of  dress- making,  a  system  of  drafting  being 
used  which  is  reliable,  easily  understood,  is  adapted  to  all  garments  for 
the  family,  and  is  taught  to  classes,  the  teacher   using  the  blackboard  in 

I    illustrating  the  method.    This  system  is  furnished  us  by  the  inventor  at 

1    the  small  cost  of  $1.50.    Besides  the  house  above  referred  to,  there  is  a 

I I  brick  one  of  six  rooms,  which  will  make  another  Model  Home  for  a  fam- 
I    ily,  and  with  a  second  teacher,  will  enlarge  the  capacity  of  the  work. 

Miss  Anna  Harwood  has  been  serving  the  Society  efficiently  as  field 
I    missionary  and  organizer  in  the  State  of  Mississippi,  visiting  important 
charges,  and  addressing  the  people  in  churches  and  elsewhere  in  the  inter- 
est of  temperance,  morality,  and  education. 

NEW    ORLEANS. 

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  organized  efficiently  in  tbe 
|  Louisiana  Conference.  The  women  of  the  Church  are  deeply  interested 
I    in  the  establishment  of  a  School  of  Domestic  Economy  in  connection  with 

the  University,  and  will  raise  considerable   money  ior  this  object,  while 

they  continue  to  sustain,  as  heretofore,  mission-schools  in  many  of  the 
I  Churches.    These  are  needed  for  the  education  of  young  children  until 

the  State  provides  public  school  instruction  for  them.  More  than  a  score 
I  of  these  have  been  kept  during  the  year,  and  are  self-supporting.  To  ee- 
|  cure  the  best  interests  ol  the  work,  a  general  supervisory  influence  is 
i   needed  in  the  Conference  to  prepare  the   way  for  a  successful  industrial 

enterprise. 

In  accordance  with  the  constitutional  provision,  we  have  consulted 
|  with  the  ladies  in  the  Conferences  most  intimately  interested  in  the  work, 
,  with  reference  to  providing  special  committees  to  represent  them  in  su- 
i    pervisory  charge   of   the    work,   this    being   a   part  of   the    duty   of    the 

Secretaries  of  the  Bureau,  as  provided  by  By-law.

In  looking  into  the  countries  of  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  to  c: 
|  their  claims  for  evangelization,  we  find  there  a  true  mission- field, 
'    heritance — if  we  but  go  up  and  possess  the  land— for  Christ.    1  tlii 
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become  interested  in  any  country  in  proportion  to  the  knowledge  we 
have  of  its  needs  and  prospects.  The  vastneaa  of  the  territory  of  Mexico 
we  can  scarcely  comprehend;  its  history  is  full  of  wonder,  and  is  delight 
ful  as  a  romance.  Picturesque,  indeed,  are  the  adobe  buildings  of  the 
Mexicans,  made  of  sun-dried  clay,  with  their  quaint  roofs:  the  old  churches, 
with  th.'ir  gaudy  pictures  of  samts  and  angels  j  the  dark-hned  Spaniards, 
with  the  dress,  dialect,  tastes,  and  habits  of  the  past 

Arizona  has  an  area  about  as  large  as  New  England  and  New  York. 
In  this  rugged  South-west  we  have  laigrf  rivers,  mountains,  and  plains- 
The  surface  of  the  country  is  covered  with  verdure,  the  rich  grass  every- 
where inviting  the  herder  and  stock-raiser  to  its  fields;  while  gold,  silver, 
and  copper  are  found  hidden  under  the  soil  of  Its  vast  surface,  attracting 
capital  and  labor  for  its  development.  John  Hall  said,  when  traveling 
over  these  great  valleys:  "The  whole  scene  shows  God's  hand  in  nature, 
suggesting  freshness,  fullness,  and  peace." 

No  doubt  New  Mexico  and  Arizona  in  tbe  near  future  will  occupy  an 
important  place  among  the  States  of  the  Union.  But  alas !  how  many  in 
this  country  so  fair  to  look  upon  are  wicked  and  sinful,  without  the 
knowledge  of  God  and  of  a  pure  Gospel !  Scattered  over  this  vast  region, 
mostly  in  small  towns,  we  find  mining-camps  and  herders'  ranches.  Many 
thousand  people  live  therein  who  know  nothing  of  sacred  things  or  of 
holy  Sabbaths.  We  find  the  Indians  practicing  heathenism  in  their 
squalor  and  dirt ;  the  Mormons,  with  their  vile  polygamy ;  tbe  Romanists, 
with  their  bigotry  and  abominations ;  and  even  the  Chinese  are  there  in 
force  among  the  mines,  with  their  heathen  language,  customs,  and  preju- 
dices. There  is  probably  less  of  the  true  religious  element,  in  proportion 
to  the  population,  than  is  to  be  found  in  any  other  settled  portion  of  oar 
country.  To  be  sure,  the  Jesuit  missionaries  went  into  Mexico  in  tbe 
days  of  the  Spanish  conquest,  with  their  missions  and  schools,  ostensibly 
for  the  conversion  of  the  Indians ;  but  their  efforts  resulted  in  little  less 
than  the  complete  subjugation  of  these  ignorant  people  to  a  thralldom  of 
degrading  rites  and  superstitious.  The  reports  which  come  to  us  of  tbe 
cruel  superstitions  connected  with  tbe  worship  of  the  martyrs,  and  the 
penances  imposed  upon  Romanists  in  this  free  land,  are  appalling.  The 
accounts  of  the  pollution  and  tyranny  of  Monnoniem  among  this  ignorant 
people  stir  my  soul  to  its  very  depths.  The  fearful  degradation  of  Indian 
women  calls  aloud  for  schools  and  churches. 

I  find,  in  examining  into  the  work  of  our  own  and  other  denomi- 
nations, that  the  great  need  in  this  land  is  Bible  women  and  schools,  ss 
Ereparatory  for  Christianizing  the  people,  the  same  plan  as  is  adopted  in 
eathen  lands.  I  can  not  understand  why  Protestantism  has  been  bo  long 
neglectful  of  the  needy  multitudes  of  these  vast  territories.  Our  Church 
has  a  limited  mission-work  both  among  the  Spanish  people  and  the  En- 
glish-speaking people.  The  Presbyterians  and  Baptists  nave  a  larger  work, 
and  other  denominations  a  few  schools  and  missions  ;  but  their  united 
work  is  small  in  comparison  with  the  population  of  these  lands;  and  but 
few  hear  the  words  of  salvation  or  know  the  delights  of  a  Christian  home. 
the  time  for  special  effort  in  behalf  of  these  people.  Mining- 
re  growing  into  villages  and  embryo  cities.  Very  few  of  these  are 
.  .  ted  by  the  established  institutions  of  religion  in  any  form.  Truly 
the  harvest  is  great,  the  laborers  are  few.  Lest  year  $1,000  wss  appro- 
priated by  this  Board  to  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  conditionally,  the  con- 
dition being  that  the  amount  be  raised  by  or  through  a  Special  Fund  given 
for  that  work.  Bishops  Bowman,  Fobs,  and  Fowler  have  been  consulted 
in  regard  to  this  mission -fie  Id,  and  also  Rev.  Mr.  Harwood,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  our  Spanish  Mission,  in  New  Mexico.  They  emphasise  the 
needs,  and  encourage  us  to  plant  our  work  this  year. 

Your  Committee,  in  whose  hands  you  placed  this  work  last  year,  did 
not  ask  tbe  Executive  Board  to  disburse  one  dollar  to  it,  for  the  reason 


ached 
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that  some  debts  had  to  be  paid  elsewhere,  sod  they  have  patiently 
waited  until  now  for  fear  that  the  work,  if  begun,  might  not  have  proper 
nurture  for  want  of  means.  Now  your  Committee  can  not  be  put  off 
longer,  and  they  beseech  vou  to  remember  this  people  by  an  appropriation 
of  $2,000,  unconditional. 

We  recommend:  1.  That  a  Bible -reader  be  supported  at  Tipton  ville ; 
2.  That  $400  be  allowed  for  school  work ;  3.  That  the  remaining  part  of 
the  appropriation  be  used  in  furnishing  and  sustaining  a  Model  Home  in 
Tiptonville.  The  building  is  already  there,  which  can  be  used  for  that 
purpose.  These  recommendations  have  the  sanction  of  the  Church  offi- 
cials who  are  specially  interested  in  this  field.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Mormons. 


Knowing  how  valuable  is  every  moment  of  this  time,  we  have  simply 
to  ask  vou  for  a  patient  hearing  of  a  necessarily  long  report.  A  heariwr. 
first,  of  the  "faith  that  is  in  us"  that  the  lines  of  work  early  adopted  by  o 


Society,  and  now  pursued  in  Utah,  are  the  right  ones  ;  and  secondly,  that 
the  evident  "  crisis "  now  in  affairs  there,  which  must  be  met  Dy  the 
Churches,  demands  increased  interest,  as  well  as  the  increased  appropria- 
tions we  are  going  to  ask  of  you.  You  will  be  surprised,  we  know,  at  the 
very  audacity  of  this  asking;  but,  I  say  it  reverently,  God  is  behind  it, 
bidding  us  thus  "  ask  largely,"  and  so  we  are  not  afraid. 

As  we  understand  there  are  some  questionings  as  to  the  wisdom  of 
some  of  these  lines  of  work  above  referred  to,  may  we  take  time  for  a 
word  of  explanation  that  you  may  more  intelligently  vote  on  the  appro- 
priations we  shall  ask  for.  These  lines  are  the  same  as  those  pursued  by 
us  in  the  South,  but  very  different  in  their  relative  importance  in  the  two 
sections.  As  classed  now  in  the  South,  they  stand:  Missionary,  Industrial, 
Educational.  To  meet  present  needs  in  the  solving  of  this  Utah  problem, 
we  would  reverse  this  order,  placing  them  :  Educational,  Missionary,  In- 
dustrial. Outside  the  few  larger  cities  in  which  Gentile  influence  is  more 
or  less  felt,  the  despotic  priestly  power  rules  supreme ;  densest  ignorance 
and  the  lowest  plane  of  sensual  thought  seem  to  have  become  the  normal 
mental  condition  of  this  enslaved  people.  The  only  schools  in  these  rural 
districts  are  Mormon,  in  which  little  outside  their  infamous  doctrines 
is  taught. 

A  careful  study  of  this  problem  now  vexing  Church  and  State,  for 
more  than  a  year  in  personal  observation,  reading,  and  an  extensive  cor- 
respondence with  our  missionaries  on  the  ground,  has  led  to  the  belief, 
which  we  find  in  barmony  with  that  of  our  missionaries,  as  well  as  that 
of  other  denominations  interested  there  in  work,  that  the  law  can  do  but 
little  in  the  cure  of  this  curse,  aside  from  opening  the  door,  which  it  is 
now  doing,  for  the  Church  to  come  in  and  thoroughly  regenerate  this 
people.  It  is  agreed  that  this  work  most  principally  be  successful  among 
the  children  now  swarming  this  Territory,  lifting  them  up  by  Christian 
education  to  higher  planes  of  thought,  developing  their  reasoning  qualities, 
spreading  among  them  the  current  ideas  of  the  age,  and  thus  in  time  mak- 
ing Christian  Americans  out  of  Mormon  devotees. 

Tbeee  Christian  schools  we  are  starting  in  these  rural  towns,  by  ex- 
citing the  opposition  of  the  priesthood,  immediately  begin  to  agitate  these 
low,  turbid  waters,  and  become  centers  of  discussion.  Discussion  gives 
breadth  and  character  to  thought,  especially  in  the  children,  and  very 
soon  *  wise  and  consecrated  teacher,  with  genial  manner  and  fidelity  to 
duty,  will  disarm  this  prejudice  of  ignorance  and  diseased  moral  life,  and 
find  doors  of  hearts  and  homes  everywhere  open  for  the  entrance  of  the 
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true  Christ.  Verily,  a  little  child  shall  lead  them,  and,  before  we  dare 
hope,  these  children  will  take  into  their  own  hands  and  settle  this  prob- 
lem now  baffling  the  wisdom  of  Christian  and  statesman. 

If  the  need  for  these  schools  is  admitted,  then  the  necessity  arises  for 
a  school-room  in  which  to  conduct  them.  And  as  a  strong  prejudice  meets 
us  everywhere  in  these  towns,  refusing  in  most  eases  the  renting  of  the 
commonest  room,  the  wisdom  of  oar  other  line  of  work— building  "Lucy 
Hayes"  school-houses,  which  in  time  answer  both  educational  and  mis- 
sionary purposes— also  approves  itself  more  and  more  to  as.  In  regard  to 
these  two  lines  of  work,  Rev.  T.  C.  Iliff,  Superintendent  of  Missions  in 
Utah,  writes  us :  "  Please  urge  upon  your  Society  the  need  of  doubling  the 
number  of  missionary  teachers,  and  building  as  many  of  your  little  mis- 
sion school-houses  as  possible.  Say  to  the  ladies,  from  me,  that  this 
work  of  teaching,  while  of  the  greatest  importance  now,  will  only  be  a 
draft  on  them  for  a  few  years;  for  just  as  soon  SB  public  schools  come  into 
the  hands  of  proper  persons,  this  line  of  work  will  cease  to  be  needed. 
Bat  these  little  homes  you  are  building  are  not  only  an  equal  necessity 
now,  but  will  be  needed  in  all  the  future  in  the  direct  carrying  on  of  mis- 
sion work  in  this  Territory." 

With  this  plea  in  favor  of  our  present  lines  of  work,  we  make  the 
following  recommendations,  approved  first  by  each  member  of  our  Bureau, 
and  then  by  the  Executive  Board  at  its  last  meeting:  to  increase  our  tores 
of  missionary  teachers  from  six  to  ten,  with  two  or  more  added  conditionally, 
making  the  number  twelve ;  these  to  fill  the  following  places,  in  which 
provision  is  already  made  in  the  way  of  school-rooms  or  chapels:  A  Scan- 
dinavian Missionary  at  Salt  Luke  City ;  two  teachers  at  Grantsville  and 
Spanish  Fork,  where  the  Church  Extension  Society  has  built  chapels;  one 
teacher  for  the  Home  now  being  built  by  ladies  of  Columbus  at  Elslnore, 
which  will  be  dedicated  and  ready  for  use  the  I2th  of  December;  one 
teacher  for  Richfield,  half  of  whose  salary  is  already  pledged  by  that  royal

The  Parent  Missionary  Society  has  but  ni 

for  these  thousands  of  waiting  souls.  We  ask,  also,  an  appropriation 
three  school -houses,  two  of  them  conditional.  One  of  these  is  already  p 
vided  lor  at  Spring  City,  a  place  of  Infinite  need,  by  the  Findlav  (O.)  I 
tricl.  The  other  points  needing  school-houses  most  are  Logan,  Provo,  a 
Manti.    We  ask,  further,  an  appropriation  for  a  "  Contingent  Fund." 

Salt  Lake  Hoarding  Hohb, 

In  view  of  the  complications  arising  out  of  the  joint  ownership  of 
this  building,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  not  accomplishing  the  work  designed    . 
in  its  founding,  we  would  urge  upon  this  meeting  to  settle  in  some  *"" 
the  Btatus  of  this  ownership,  and  to  provide  for  the  carrying  out,  if  p 
sible,  of  the  original  design  in  its  erection — to  help  poor  girls  of  this  1 . 
ritOry  to  a  better  education — which  will  become  more  and  more  a  neces- 
sity in  the  opening  up  of  this  work  there. 

INDUSTRIAL.  CLASSES. 

These  are  now  being  formed  by  our  missionaries,  and  are  not  only  | 
full  of  promises  of  good  in  themselves,  but  are  proving  open  doors  into 
homes,  as  they  bring  into  acquaintance  and  sympathy  both  parents  and 
children.  Other  denominations  have  been  for  some  time  carrying  on  sue-  I 
cessfally  such  classes.  Materials  for  use  in  these  classes,  consisting  of 
calico,  muslin,  bright  yarns,  etc.,  must  be  furnished,  and  may  be  token  si 
special  work  by  Children's  Bauds  and  Young  Ladles'  Mission  Circles. 
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BENEFICIARIES. 


Early  last  Winter  our  attention  was  called  to  the  case  of  a  brother 
and  sinter  in  Provo,  Utah,  of  Mormon  antecedents,  but  converted  and  pos- 
sessed of  deep  religious  experiences  and  much  promise  of  character. 
These  of  late  have  felt  themselves  called  to  missionary  work,  and  most  have 
educational  advantages,  which  can  be  secured  cheaper  away  from  the  Ter- 
ritory. The  Education  Society  will  assist  the  young  man  in  part,  and 
he  will  enter  school  the  coming  term  at  Delaware,  O.  The  Mission  friends 
in  Utah  make  application  to  our  Society  for  help  for  the  sister,  that  she 
may  come  with  the  brother.  We  recommend,  as  our  one  beneficiary  from 
Utah,  this  young  girl,  though  realizing,  it  may  truthfully  be  claimed,  a 
bad  precedent  in  the  great  expense  involved.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
conditions  in  Utah  are  peculiar,  and  can  not  be  forced  into  the  straight 
lines  felt  to  be  necessary  and  hoped  for  in  the  future,  can  we  not  be  in- 
dulged in  calling  this  a  "special  case,"  rather  than  "  bad  precedent  T"  We 
urn  the  responding  to  this  call,  because,  instead  of  opportunities  seeking 
ana  inviting  us  out  to  success  in  this  field,  we  have  to  watch  for  opportu- 
nities, and  catch  at  every  chance  to  reach  in  behind  these  priestly  environ- 
ments to  save  souls.  Here  is  one  of  these  exceptional  opportunities  now 
seeking  us — one  of  these  girls  reaching  out  and  asking  help  to  lift  her 
above  the  environments,  and  fit  her  to  go  back  and  help  loose  this  en- 
slaved people. 

WORK  OF  THE  PAST  YEAR. 

Our  Society  has  supported  the  last  year  the  following  teachers  and 
missionaries  :  Miss  Martha  A.  Lock,  in  Salt  Lake  City ;  Mrs.  M.  M.  Skewes, 
in  Ogden ;  Miss  Liza  Saugstari,  in  Ban  Pete  Valley ;  Miss  A.  E.  Anderson, 
in  Moroni ;  Miss  C.  Larson,  in  Mt.  Pleasant ;  and  Miss  Lincoln,  in  Provo, 
the  last  three  having  only  been  employed  since  February.  Only  one  of 
the  three  houses  for  which  appropriations  were  made  at  the  Philadelphia 
Annual  Meeting  has  been  built — the  one  at  Elsmore,  built  by  ladies  of 
Columbus,  O.,  which  will  be  dedicated  the  12th  of  December.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Indians 

Tub  Indian  problem  is  still  before  the  Christian  Ohurcbfs,  one 
which  it  alone  can  solve  by  its  missions.  The  Methodist  Church  has, 
during  the  last  thirty  years,  interested  itself  less  in  these  noble  home 
Leathen  than  has  any  other  Christian  people  of  our  country.  Wherever 
it  has  prosecuted  missionary  work  among  the  Indians  it  has  been  singu- 
larly successful. 

The  fact  that  a  title  to  ground  for  building  purposes  can  not  be  ob- 
tained on  Indian  lands,  and  the  constant  interference  ol  the  government  in 
the  removal  of  Indians,  have  no  doubt  discouraged  our  Church  leaders, 
and  tbns  they  have  come  gradually  to  leave  the  poor  Indian  to  be  de- 
voured by  the  greedy  and  cruel  white  adventurer.  It  was  a  Methodist 
preacher  whom  a  chief  described  ss  "a  man  with  a  great,  loving  heart." 
who  attracted,  and  at  last  won  to  remarkable  devotion  to  Christ,  the  noble 
Ojibwa  tribes,  after  other  men  had  preached  to  them  many  years,  only  to 
be  doubted,  and  to  retire  discouraged. 

The  idea  that  advancing  civilisation  will  settle  the  Indian  question  is 


s  quieting  one  to  some  consciences.  If  we  bad  advanced,  as  William  Penn 
advanced,  with  the  open  Bible  and  a  just  and  brotherly  contact,  this 
would  be  a  proper  view.     But  the  fact  is  wholly  different.     Greed, 
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treachery,  and  robbery  bare  characterised  the  advance  corps  of  our  civili- 
■■'—      When  on  our  Western  border  the  two  races  have  met,  it  has 

inly  to  make  both  worse.     Neglect  of  the  Indiana  has  been  a 

hindrance  to  our  own  "  advancing  civilisation."  Plant  an  Indian  mission, 
and  the  influence  is  as  potent  among  whites  aa  Indiana.  This  is  exempli- 
fied in  the  mission  of  our  Society  at  Pawnee. 

PAWNEE,  INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

n  July,  1885.    At  that  time  then 


Mrs.  Gaddis.  addressed  herself  at  once,  wisely  and  gently,  to  establish  a 
Christian  Sabbath.  In  this  ahe  has  succeeded.  The  Indians,  who  enter- 
tained the  whites  on  the  Sabbath  with  their  bear-dances,  now  not  only 
attend  the  services  held  by  Mrs.  Oaddis  on  that  day,  bnt  bare  given  op 
their  heathen  dances.  Within  a  radius  of  forty  miles  there  was  no  divine 
worship  and  no  Sabbath  before  our  mission  wss  opened.  In  this  regard, 
as  well  as  many  others,  the  mission  has  benefited  both  whites  and  Indiana, 
and  initiated  a  new  and  Christian  civilisation.  One  chief  has  died  a 
beautiful  death,  addressing;  God  as  "  Father."  Seven  other  Indiana  have 
recently  professed  conversion.  The  Superintendent,  Rev.  8.  Snyder,  will 
organise  a  Church  there  very  soon,  and  Mrs.  Gaddis  will  have  the  help  of 
a  regular  preacher.  This  will  enable  her  to  give  still  more  time  to  the 
wretched  women  and  children.  The  Government  Report  speaks  highly  of 
our  work  and  of  our  missionary,  and  of  the  great  field  of  usefulness  open- 
ing before  our  Society  there.  Mrs.  Gaddis  deserves  the  praise  and  grati- 
tude of  the  Society  for  the  patience  with  which  she  has  endured  many  and 
varied  trials,  and  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  she  baa  conducted  the 
work.  The  influence  of  this  mission  for  good  on  "advancing  civilisation" 
can  not  be  overestimated. 

THE  OSAGES  IN  INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

This  tribe  ia  located  directly  north-east  of  the  Pawnees,  and  numbers 
1,500.  We  shall  probably  send  a  missionary  to  these  people  in  a  few 
weeks.  An  aged  lady,  upwards  of  ninety  years  of  age,  gave  to  this  mission 
$200  in  September  last,  requesting  work  to  begin  immediately.  The  gen- 
tlemanly agent  at  Pawtusky,  Osajre  Agency,  Hon.  Jas.  I-  David,  expresses 
the  utmost  cordiality  with  our  mission,  and  urges  immediate  action.  We 
hope  another  year  to  report  an  established  and  prosperous  station.  It  is 
also  probable  that  the  Ponca  and  Oloe  tribes  adjoining  will  press  their 
claims  upon  us  forthwith.  These  must  wait  another  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  next  Fall.  Here,  then,  will  be  at  least  two  thousand  as 
wretched  and  degraded  women  as  can  be  found  on  earth,  looking  to  us  for 
a  better  life.  We  trust  these  tribes,  with  the  whites,  will  form  a  circuit 
lor  the  Gospel  herald,  while  our  missionaries  devote  themselves  to  the 
women  and  children.     Bishop  Bowman  has  charge  of  this  Territory. 

MONTANA  AND  OREGON. 

Appropriations  are  made  to  work  in  these  localities,  and  we  are  en- 
couraged to  hope  that  missions  may  be  established  here  before  this  time 
next  year.  The  care  of  Indians  in  Montana  was  given  to  onr  Church  by 
Gen.  Grant's  Commissioners.  It  was  not  accepted,  however,  and  hence 
greater  neglect  has  fallen  to  those  tribes  than  to  others,  and,  consequently, 
great  suffering  and  heathenism.  Other  denominations  have  slowly  and 
courteously  taken  up  the  work  proffered  to  our  Church;  but  the  field  is 
still  open.    Bishop  Niude  has  charge  of  Montana  Missions. 
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WASHINGTON  TERRITORY. 


Through  Paget  Sound  Conference  a  mission  is  offered  as  at  Nootaack 
and  Quillayute.  Nootsack  is  partially  provided  for  by  the  Conference. 
Mrs.  Flynn  teaches  the  children,  and  her  husband,  Rev.  John  Flynn,  has 
labored  successfully  among  the  Indians,  having  had  129  conversions  the 
past  year.  Troy  Conference  has  sided  this  mission  with  supplies.  There 
are  about  200  families  at  this  point  The  Qoillayutes,  off  the  reservation, 
number  800.  To  these  we  are  pressed  to  send  a  missionary,  as  a  very 
needy  and  remarkably  promising  field.  The  Quillsyutes  are  a  very  bright 
and  industrious  people.  This  division  of  the  Bureau  is  in  efficient  hands, 
and  progress,  we  hope,  will  be  reported  within  a  short  time.  To  all  the 
above-mentioned  places  appropriations  have  been  made.  How  few  are 
these,  when  we  remember  that  there  are  more  than  sixty  tribes  yet  with- 
out a  missionary !  The  outlook  is  encouraging.  The  Indians  are  asking 
for  the  white  man's  ways,  and  the  white  man  ■'  ib  searching  out  the  matter 
he  knows  not " — the  secret  of  his  red  brother's  distress.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Alaska. 

In  reporting  the  work  of  the  Bureau  far  Alaska  I  purpose  to  make  it 
largely  historical,  as  there  seems  to  be  less  known  of  this  North-land  of 
ours  than  of  foreign  countries.  Although  nearly  twenty  years  have  passed 
since  "  both  American  and  Russian  troops  were  drawn  up  into  line,  .  .  . 
and,  with  roll  of  dram  and  discharge  of  musketrv,  the  imperial  eagle  of 
Russia  descended  and  the  Stars  and  Stripes  arose,''  yet  few  appear  to  real- 
ize that  Alaska  is  ^really  ours,  and  lewer  still  that  many  of  its  inhabitants 
are  as  thoroughly  heathen  to-day  as  anv  to  be  found  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

The  facts  here  given  come  largely  from  Government  Reports,  beginning 
with  the 

DARKEST    PHASE. 

The  darkest  of  all  is,  that  while  Christians  made  no  effort  to  tell  these 
new-bought  heathen  of  Jesus,  the  whisky-demon  began  his  work  at  once, 
snd  has  worked  actively  ever  since.  Ten  years  he  and  his  kindred  had 
the  field  all  to  themselves.  In  1677  one  lone  woman  opened  the  first  Prot- 
estant school  in  Alaska,  among  a  tribe  of  Indians  in  the  north-east  part  of 
the  Territory,  where  now  is  a  large  end  successful  Presbyterian  mission. 
This  unprotected  woman,  Mrs.  McFarland,  soon  won  the  confidence  of  the 
natives.  All  their  disputes  were  brought  before  her  for  settlement,  they 
always  accepting  her  decision.  Through  her  influence  they  agreed  to  ex- 
clude all  spirituous  liquors  from  their  tribe.  It  thus  remained  until  the 
United  States  Government  officials  claimed  control  of  their  affairs;  then 
whisky  flowed  freely,  and  Mrs.  McFarland  lost  her  influence.  In  less  than 
a  week  after  the  United  States  flag  was  raised  at  Sitka,  among  other  vices 
that  claimed  its  protection  were  "  Itro  drinking  taloons  and  two  ten-pin  alleyi." 
The  first  record  of  present-making  to  native  chiefs  by  the  "commander  of 
the  new  department"  was  "a  few  bottles  of  whisky  I"  Some  years  ago 
nearly  a  whole  tribe  on  the  North-west  coast  perished  from  starvation  be- 
cause their  Winter  stores  had  been  exchanged  for  a  cargo  of  whisky. 

There  are  no  densely  populated  places,  as  among  foreign  heathen, 
little  settlements  are  scattered  all  over  this  vast  Territory,  the  extreme  part 
of  which  is  "  as  far  west  of  San  Francisco  as  the  State  of  Maine  is  east." 
The  wild  tribes  have  each  their  own  special  vices  and  heathen  practices. 
In  some  the  belief  in  witchcraft  causes  immeasurable  suffering.  No  one  is 
free  from  suspicion.  Not  long  since  the  favorite  daughter  of  a  chief  was 
delivered  np  to  torture  and  death  because  suspected  of  bewitching  some 
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members  of  her  tribe.  In  others  polygamy  in  its  most  hideous  forms  is 
practiced,  fathers  taking  their  own  daughters  as  wives  in  the  same  hovel 
with  their  mother.  The  exchange  of  wives,  as  inclination  or  convenience 
dictates,  is  not  uncommon.  Human  sacrifice,  infanticide,  and  other  kindred 
crimes,  looked  for  only  within  the  "diocese"  of  Bishop  Taylor,  may  be 
found  among  the  mountains  and  ravines  of  Alaska — ottr  own  proud  Uotd! 
But  let  us  turn  to  a 

BRIGHTER     PHASE. 

Thcte  people  can  be  civilized  and  Chrutianiitd.  This  is  an  acknowledged 
fact,  fully  proved  by  the  Presbyterians  in  the  North-eastern  Archipelago, 
and  the  Greek  Church  and  the  Moravians  on  the  west  coast  and  the  Aleu- 
tian Islands.  The  last  named  is  one  of  the  brightest  parts  of  the  bright  side. 
I  call  special  attention  to  this  for  reasons  given  hereafter.  The  following 
extracts  are  from  Government  Reports: 

"  Unalashka  is  the  most  important  settlement  in  Western  Alaska,  and 
the  commercial  center  of  all  the  trade  now  in  that  region,  or  that  shall  de- 
velop in  the  future.  It  is  the  natural  outfitting  station  for  vessels  passing 
between  the  Pacific  and  Arctic  Oceana.  ...  In  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  Unalashka,  on  the  island  of  Spirkin,  is  Borka.  This  village  is  noted  fur 
its  cleanliness.  With  their  white-scrubbed  and  neatly  sanded  floors,  their 
clear,  clean  windows,  Deal  bedding,  tidy  rooms,  and  abundance  of  wild-flower 
bouquets  on  tables  and  window-sills,  they  may  properly  be  called  the  Hol- 
landers of  Alaska,  .  .  .  The  marriage  relation  is  respected,  and,  as  a 
rule,  each  family  have  their  own  house,  with  from  two  to  three  rooms.  They 
use  in  their  houses  a  small  cast-iron  cook-stove,  or  neat  wrought-iron  cook- 
ing-range, granite-ware  kettles,  white  crockery-ware  dishes,  pewter  or  plated 
silver-ware,  and  feather-beds  covered  with  colored  spreads.  Their  walls  are 
adorned  with  colored  pictures,  and  their  houses  lighted  with  kerosene  in 
glass  lumps.  Nearly  every  home  possesses  an  accordeon,  a  hand-organ,  or 
music-box,  some  of  the  latter  costing  as  high  as  $200.  They  dress  in  Amer- 
ican garments,  and  their  women,  with  great  interest,  study  the  fashion- 
plates,  and  try  to  imitate  the  latest  styles.  Many  among  them  are  highly 
educated  even  in  the  classics.  The  administrator  of  the  fur  company  often 
reposed  great  confidence  in  them.  One  of  their  best  physicians  was  an 
Aleutian;  one  of  their  beat  navigators  was  an  Aleutian:  their  best  traders 
and  accountants  were  Aleutians. 

When  the  Russians  took  possession  of  Alaska  the  inhabitants  of  these 
islands  were  as  degraded  as  the  wild  tribes  of  the  interior  now  are.  For  the 
change  which  has  been  wrought  in  them  credit  is  due  to  the  Greek  Church 
'  '  influence  of  the  Alaska  Commercial  Company.  There  are  other 
—  of  what  the  Gospel,  even  when  adulterated  by  ignorant  priests 
can  <io  tor  these  home  heathen.  I  speak  of  these  places  particularly,  because 
it  is  here  that  Dr.  Jackson,  Government  Agent  for  Education  m  Alaska. 
desires  the  Woman's   Home   Missionary   Society  of  our  Church  to  estab- 


INDUSTRIAL  AND  TRAINING 

Surely  'the  daughters  of  women  who  can  make  their  rude  homes  so 
bright,  and  study  the  fash  ion -plates  so  assiduously,  can  be  easily  fitted  to 
rescue  their  sisters  of  the  interior  from  heathenism.  Those  found  to  possess 
the  requisite  qualifications  could  be  sent  to  the  States  and  trained  for  physi- 
cians. The  lack  of  physicians  is  one  great  reason  why  the  population  in- 
creases so  slowly.  (For  ability  to  become  teachers  and  physicians  see  above 
extracts.) 

PetrofFs  "  History  of  Alaska  "  says :  "  The  natives  have  no  medicines 
whatever,  nor  any  knowledge,  so  far  as  can  be  discovered,  of  any  medicinal 
herbs.  .  .  .  These  people  are  certainly  fatalists.  When  ill  of  any 
disease  they  make  no  effort  to  recover,  but  patiently  suffer  until  released 
by  death." 
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February  16th,  Dr.  Jackson  wrote :  "  If  you  will  find  a  Methodist  man 
(married)'  who  will  go  to  Unalashka,  I  will  have  him  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment as  a  teacher."  No  claim  is  made  upon  the  time  of  the  wife,  and 
very  little  upon  that  of  the  teacher  out  of  school  hours,  and  none  on  the 
Sabbath,  thus  giving  them  the  privilege  of  doing  the  same  work  that  many 
missionaries  in  foreign  lands  have  long  done,  and  are  doing  to-day,  at  the 
expense  of  Missionary  Societies.  The  Government  salary  is  ample  for  the 
support  of  the  teacher  and  his  family.  Considering  this  an  opening  too  im- 
portant to  lose,  an  effort  was  made  at  once  to  find  persons  who  possessed 
the  requisite  qualifications.  This  was  no  easy  tusk,  but  success  attended 
the  search.  A  barrier  was  here  met  which  could  not  be  overcome  until  too 
late  for  our  chosen  couple  to  break  up  home  and  make  ready.  This  harrier 
lay  at  Washington.  Notwithstanding  525,000  was  appropriated  for  Alaska 
last  year,  and  twice  that  sum  asked  for  this  year,  the  Committee  of  both 
Houses  reported,  "  No  appropriation  for  Alaska." 

At  last,  well  into  August,  word  came  that  the  pittance,  $15,000,  had 
been  granted,  and  that  the  teachers  must  sail  August  31st.  Dr.  Jack- 
son succeeded  in  finding  a  man  and  wife  (with  two  children)  for  Unalashka, 
and  another  couple  for  an  adjacent  island.  Rev.  Isaac  Dillon  also  went 
with  them.  All  these  are  from  the  Pacific  coast.  They  are  engaged  only 
for  the  Winter,  but  mav  stay  longer.  With  these  and  others  from  various 
denominations  Dr.  Jackson  sailed,  September  2d,  from  Seattle,  W.  T.  No 
opportunity  was  had  to  learn  if  these  ladies  will  take  up  the  desired  work 
for  our  Society ;  but  Rev.  G.  F.  Arms,  of  Vermont  Conference,  with  his 
wife,  who  is  a  woman  of  unusual  ability,  fully  consecrated  to  Christ  and  bis 
cause,  stands  ready  to  go  in  the  Spring,  if  there  is  an  opening  at  that  time. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that,  in  taking  up  the  work  outlined,  only  the 
passage  and  outfit  (for  the  wife)  for  mission-work  and  its  support,  when  in- 
augurated, are  required. 

Hitherto  a  feeling  has  seemed  to  prevail  that  Alaska  was  a  sort  of  No- 
man't  land;  but  as  elsewhere,  and  as  it  has  been  proved  here,  what  is 
not  taken  pouestiort  of  for  Chrut  is  utilized  by  ku  enemiet.  Dear  sisters,  with 
these  facts  before  us,  surely  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  should  be 
appropriated  for  the  Industrial  and  Training  School  work  the  ensuing  year 
in  Alaska.    Will  you  not  appropriate  that  amount  for  this  purpose  ?

Report  from  Bureau  for  Chinese. 

Thk  Christian  Church  of  to-day  is  called  upon  to  meet  a  responsibility 
of  which  no  type  has  been  given  in  all  her  previous  history.  During  the 
last  half-century  the  largest  heathen  nation  in  the  world  has  come  to  Chris- 
tian America,  cringing  its  idols  and  idol-worship,  and  building  its  joss- 
houses  under  the  shadow  of  the  cross  which  rises  from  the  spires  of  Chris- 
tian temples.  The  "Chinese  problem,"  with  its  many  sides,  is  no  doubt  a 
long  way  from  solution;  bnt  to  every  earnest  Christian  there  comes  the 
inquiry,  "  What  can  be  done  to  bring  this  people  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
blessed  Gospel  of  Christ?" 

From  a  correspondence  with  many  missionaries,  who  are  actively  en- 
gaged in  work  among  them,  some  facts*  have  been  gleaned  concerning  their 
actual  condition,  their  needs,  and  the  probable  success  of  our  efforts  to 
Christianize  them.  Ten  years  ago  work  was  began  among  the  Chinese  of 
Boston,  under  the  auspices  of  the  City  Missionary  Society.  A  class  of  two 
pupils  was  at  first  organized.  This  year  the  8unday-scriool  numbers  140 
members,  with  an  average  attendance  of  112.  One  who  learned  the  English 
alphabet  in  this  school  has  since  graduated  at  Vanderbilt  University,  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,  and,  by  appointment  of  the  Church  authorities,  is  now  con- 
nected  with  the  Anglo-Chinese  University  at  Shanghai.     One  member  of

this  school  committed  the  whole  of  the  Gospel  of  John,  perfectly.  In  two 
weeks,  and  more  than  sixty  of  the  present  members  an  able  to  read  it 
About  one-third  of  the  Chinese  of  Boston  and  vicinity  are  estimated  to  be 
under  Christian  influence. 

In  1884  the  Chinese  Sunday-school  Union  was  organised  and  incorpo-   ■ 
rated  in  New  York  City.    It  is  undenominational  in  cliaracter.    Our  own  I 
Church  is  represented  in  the  organisation  by  the  Chinese  Sunday-school  of  ' 
the  Eighteenth  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  of  which  Miss  Mary  A.  i 
Lath  bury   ia  superintendent.     There  are  estimated  to  be  more  than  4,000 
Chinese  living  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  three-fourths  of  whom  bare  not  > 
been  brought  under  the  influence  of  Christian  instruction.    One  Chinees 
class  in  that  city  supports  a  missionary  converted  there,  and  sent  to  China  ' 
to  carry  the  glad  tidings  to  his  perishing  countrymen.    Chicago  has  at  least 
700  Chinamen,  nearly  all  of  whom  have  been  gathered  into  the  Sabbath- 
schools  of  the  various  denominations.     A  good  work  is  also  being  done  in 
New  Orleans,  by  the  Presbyterian  Church,  among  these  people. 

It  is,  however,  not  until  we  turn  our  eyes  to  the  cities  ol  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  especially  to  San  Francisco,  that  we  are  able  to  form  any  idea  of 
the  work  to  no  accomplished  by  the  Christian  Church  before  the  Gospel 
shall  be  beard  by  the  Chinese  in  our  midst.  Much  has  been  done,  but 
much  more  remains  to  be  done ;  for  not  a  tithe  have  been  brought  under 
Christian  influence.  The  outrages  inflicted  upon  this  people  through  rata 
prejudice  have  embarrassed  and  hindered  the  work.  Want  of  workers 
and  money  have  crippled  the  efforts  put  forth.  The  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  tire  Pacific  Coast  have,  for  a  number  of  years,  done  much  I 
for  the  Chinese  women,  their  Home  furnishing  an  asylum  for  all  who  wished 
to  abandon  a  wicked  life,  and  be  protected  from  persecution. 

The  united  verdict  of  workers  among  these  people  is,  that  they  are  a 
docile,  patient,  and  apt  race,  easily  accessible  to  Christian  influence.  That 
they  are  long-suffering,  and  exhibit  many  Christian  virtues  under  the  most 
bitter  and  unjustifiable  persecution,  the  reports  of  the  secular  press  bave 
proven  beyond  doubt  Rev.  A.  J.  Hanson,  who  has  been  for  many  years  ■  : 
missionary  upon  the  Pacific  coast,  in  a  report  published  two  years  ago,  says: 
"  Owing  to  the  extremely  unsettled  character  of  these  people — for  the  most 
part  single  men,  without  homes  or  holdings  of  real  estate  in  this  country, 
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American  Churches,  and  their  training  under  the  regular  pastorate  and  ii 
our  ordinary  Sunday -schools,  wherever  practicable." 

lu  view  of  all  the  information  it  lias  been  possible  to  obtain,  it  is  thought 
best  not  to  ask  an  appropriation  for  this  work  at  present  At  the  same  I 
time  it  is  suggested  tbat  nil  the  local  organizations  of  the  Woman's  Home  I 
Missionary  Society,  in  whose  territory  Chinese  are  found,  be  urged  to  put  ■ 
forth  every  effort  to  interest  them  in  religious  instruction  and  bring  them  I 
under  Gospel  influences.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Young  People's  ^rVorlCi 

This  Bureau  was  formed  by  the  Executive  Board  in  January,  1886, 
such  action  being  deemed  wise,  as  comparatively  little  attention  had  been 
given  to  the  development  of  this  branch  of  service.  Since  the  time  men- 
tioned, seventy  Auxiliary  Circles  and  Bunds  bave  been  reported  in 
Woman' §  Home  Muttons,  and  many  more  have  been  formed  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  United  States.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  state  how  many 
Bands  have  been  put  into  operation  during  the  six  years  of  the  Society  s 
existence,  but  enough  to  inspire  all  hearts  with  enthusiasm.    Several  of  , 
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Southern  work.    The  Indian  Bu- 
e  wee   ones,  and,  U  a  result,  the 
heart  of  our  lone  missionary  among  the  Pawnees  hag  been  encouraged. 

Last  July  an  impetus  was  afforded  this  department  by  the  following 
letter  from  Freddie  Rawcliffe : 

"B  Chkstkb  Avtnut,  TmnloD,  Haas. 

"Deab  Madam,— Can  yon  find  time  to  read  a  letter  from  a  working- 
man's  little  boy  ?  I  want  to  help  your  cause,  and  my  father  suggests  that 
it  wonld  be  a  good  thing  to  afford  Methodist  children  the  privilege  of 
founding  an  Industrial  Home,  and  have  the  pleasure  of  giving  the  entire 
cost  of  purchasing  a  farm  and  paving  for  the  building.  In  our  great 
Church  there  should  be  children  enough  to  raise  one  dollar  apiece  for 
such  good  work,  and  then  it  could  be  called  the  Children's  Home.  I  got 
nearly  all  the  inclosed  dollar  by  going  on  errands,  which  I  send,  hoping  it 
may  stir  up  all  onr  children  to  do  likewise. 

"Wishing  you  all  success,  I  remain  yours  truly,  F.  R." 

We  have  been  inclined  to  ask  each  boy  and  girl  in  the  Methodist 
Church  to  earn  one  dollar,  besides  the  membership  fee  of  25  cento,  and 
devote  the  proceeds  to  the  realization  of  this  noble  proposition. 

MOTHER'S  JEWELS. 

The  Executive  Board  at  its  last  session  previous  to  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing, recommended  that  "  Mother's  Jewels  "  be  secured  among  babies  and 
other  children  of  six  years  old  and  under,  by  the  annual  payment  of  one 
dime,  and  that  this  money  be  invested  in  the  proposed  Children's  Indus- 
drial  Home.  Fonr  leaflets  have  been  added  to  those  already  published, 
the  distribution  of  which  has  gone  far  toward  making  clear  the  work  of 
the  Society  among  juveniles.  Undoubtedly  the  hope  of  the  Church  is  In 
the  girls  and  boys  of  to-day,  and  their  progress  must  be  assured,  both  as 
a  means  of  education  in  systematic  benevolence  and  as  a  financial  success 
in  onr  undertaking. 

YOUNG  LADIES'  MISSION  CIRCLES. 

It  is  very  delightful  in  many  Churches  to  gather  together  young  per- 
sona of  sixteen  years  and  over,  to  work  for  a  common  cause.  We  propose, 
of  course,  that  the  management  of  these  circles  be  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  young  ladies,  with  the  gentlemen  as  honorary  members,  the  member- 
ship fee  being  not  less  than  fifty  cents.  What  shall  we  call  these  Mis- 
sion Circles  1  Why  not  Queen  Esther  Societies,  perpetuating  the  name 
and  memory  of  that  wise  and  loving  ruler,  who  wrought  for  her  own 
people?  We  shall  ask  our  Executive  Board  to  form  a  Constitution  for 
Young  Ladies'  Missionary  Circles.  Mas.  W.  A.  Inqiiam,  Secretary. 

Report  from  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

Wis  had  fully  expected  that  the  report  presented  to  you  at  our  last 
Annual  Meeting  would  have  closed  onr  connection  with  this,  one  of  the 
most  important  and  interesting  of  any  of  the  departments  of  our  work. 
At  that  meeting  von  laid  upon  us  the  duties  of  another  important  Bureau, 
and  promised  relief  from  this.  But  no  successor  having  been  appointed, 
and  being  unwilling  to  see  the  work  suffer,  we  have  carried  it  along  from 
month  to  month,  still  hoping  for  relief.  Having  two  such  important  de- 
partments of  the  work,  it  was  not  possible  to  develop  either  to  the  extent 
we  desired.  We  have  done  all  we  could,  and  far  more  than  health  or 
strength  justified. 

And  now  that  another  report  must  be  made,  what  shall  we  say  7    It  is 
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the  same  old  story  of  privations,  of  need,  of  suffering,  the  rtory  of  prompt 
and  generous  relief  given  "  for  love  of  Christ,  and  in  bis  name."  Though 
the  story  has  been  so  oft  told,  we  never  weary  of  hearing  it  Is  it  not 
somewhat  akin  to  "  the  old,  old  story  "  which  is  so  often  sung ;  the  blessed 
story  of  Jesus  and  his  love ;  the  story  of  all  stories,  of  which  we  never 
tire,  which  is  ever  fresh  and  ever  new  ? 

The  letters  containing  these  stories  of  want  and  suffering,  these  stir- 
ring appeals  for  immediate  aid,  are  the  letters  yon  most  desire.  Tbey  never 
fail  to  awaken  new  interest  and  greater  enthusiasm  in  our  work.  They 
have  been  published  in  our  papers — have  been  seat  to  you;  and  you  have 
read  them  in  your  homes,  and  In  your  auxiliaries,  and  in  your  Churches. 
Tbey  have  caused  the  tear  of  sympathy  to  flow,  and  your  hearts  hare  been 
moved  to  generous  deeds  and  to  acts  of  loving  kindness.  Many  of  you 
can  testify  to  the  great  blessings  which  have  come  to  your  homes,  your 
auxiliaries,  and  your  Churches  In  consequence  of  your  efforts  to  send 
blessings  to  others.  Yes,  the  words  of  the  Master  are  still  verified,  "  It  is 
more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

One  of  our  noble,  self-sacrificing  ministers  wrote  to  a  lady  from  whom 
he  had  received  help:  "How  I  wish  you  could  have  seen  dear  Nellie  when 
she  received  your  gifts !  If  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive,  how 
Weaned  you  must  nave  been !"  Yee,  they  that  have  given  and  they  that 
have  received  have  been  together  blessed.  Your  owu  hearts  and  the  letters 
which  you  have  received,  overflowing  with  thankfulness  and  gratitude, 
bear  testimony  to  this  fact  We  could  fill  a  volume  with  touching  inci- 
dents connected  with  this  department  Many  have  sent,  not  .only  such 
things  as  could  be  readily  spared,  but  have  made  personal  sacrifices  in 
doing  what  they  have  done.  One  marked  feature  of  the  year's  work  has 
been  the  large  amount  of  clothing  belonging  to  dear  departed  ones,  which 
has  been  contributed.  The  minister's  wife  has  in  several  Instances  given 
the  clothing  of  her  husband,  and  asked  that  it  might  he  sent  to  some 
frontier  minister  who  was  in  need.  A  minister  has  sent  the  clothing  of 
his  departed  wife,  saying,  "Give  them  to  some  missionary;  let  them  be 
doing  good."  A  childless  mother,  with  her  own  hands,  folded  the  garments 
of  her  three  children,  and,  as  the  tears  flowed  thick  and  fast  said,  "  They 
will  help  some  poor,  tired  mother  to  make  her  little  ones  comfort- 
able." Think  yon  that  these  hearts  made  no  sacrifices  ?  Many  of  these 
packages  have  been  prepared  especially  for  the  families  to  whom  they 
were  sent ;  while  many  others,  apparently  sent  at  random,  have  seemed 
to  be  providentially  directed.  It  has  really  been  wonderful  how  the  needs 
have  been  supplied.  How  often  has  word  come  back,  "Every  thing  was 
just  what  we  needed,  and  fitted  as  if  made  for  us."  One  good  old  colored 
minister  said,  on  trying  on  his  suit,  "  I'd  just  like  to  know  how  dote  blessed 
white  folks  got  my  measure."  One  minister  writes:  "I  could  hardly  have 
kept  my  Church  together  if  you  had  not  sent  these  things.  The  library, 
with  singing-books,  just  built  up  the  Sunday-school,  and  the  barrel  of 
clothing  made  it  possible  for  the  children  to  come  to  Sunday  -school.  We 
have  had  a  revival.  Sixty-five  were  added  to  the  Church,  and  we  owe  it 
all  to  the  help  which  you  have  sent  us."  Others  have  written,  "  But  for 
the  supplies  sent,  we  must  have  left  our  charges  and  gone  to  work  at  day 
labor  in  order  to  clothe  our  families."  Almost  every  letter  ends  with— 
"  God  bless  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  I"  Who  shall  say  that 
these  prayers  are  not  answered,  and  that  our  prosperity  is  not  in  a  meas- 
ure due  to  them  7 

This  department  of  our  work  has  not  only  grown  and  developed  with 
wonderful  rapidity,  but  it  has  been  the  means  of  stimulating  other  depart- 
ments. It  has  served  as  a  lever  which  has  moved  many  Churches  to  or- 
ganise auxiliaries,  and  has  been  the  means  of  adding  strength  and  energy 
to  our  Society  in  all  its  operations.  Much  of  its  present  strength  is  due 
to  the  interest  awakened  in  onr  work  through  the  Supply  Department 
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The  supplies  reported  by  our  Society  during  its  first  year  were  valued 
at  $1 ,542.11 ;  the  second  year,  $1,686.50 ;  third  year,  $7,869.97 ;  fourth  year, 
$20,737.84 ;  and  for  the  present  year  are  estimated,  $25,872.51.* 

A  schedule  of  the  operations  of  the  present  year  is  herewith  pre- 
sented showing  the  number  of  packages  reported  825,  and  estimated  value 
$25,672.51;  number  of  Conferences  represented,  44.  Tbe  supplies  were 
sent  to  more'  than  200  different  places,  principally  to  the  North-west, 
South,  and  South-west.  Many  of  you  will  remember  the  applause  given 
when  the  amount  reported  for  the  third  year  was  announced  In  the  report 
for  that  year.  Tbe  amount  was  thought  to  be  very  large-  To-day  let  us 
thank  our  Heavenly  Father  that  we  bare  been  so  privileged  to  work  for 
tbe  advancement  of  his  cause.  For  tbe  sake  of  the  suffering  ones  we 
should  pray  that  the  grasshopper,  the  drought,  tbe  bail-storms,  the  cy- 
clones, and  the  earthquakes  might  no  more  visit  our  borders.  While  these 
are  grievous  afflictions,  and  bring  sorrow  and  suffering  to  many  homes, 
they  afford  to  us  the  blessed  privilege  of  helping  to  relieve  sorrows  and 
assuage  woes. 

Let  as  not  weary  in  well-doing.  There  are  still  many  needy  ones. 
This  same  "  old  story  "  will  be  told  you  oft.  It  will  be  told  you  "  o'er 
and  o'er,"  and  we  doubt  not  but  tbe  love  of  Christ  will  constrain  you 
to  the  same  generous  deeds  of  love  as  'heretofore.  If  we  prove  our- 
selves faithful  stewards  of  tbe  Master,  and  do  all  in  his  name,  we  may  en- 
joy the  blessedness  of  hearing  him  say  unto  us,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it 
onto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me."

Report  on  Missionary  Intelligence. 

Thb  report  of  this  Committee  (or  the  past  yew  can  be  very  briefly 

Siven.  Its  work,  u  we  understood  it,  tti  to  gather  into  some  central 
spot  missionary  intelligence  of  a  general  character  In  regard  to  these 
various  Home  fields,  and  special  facie  relating  to  our  work  in  theee,  with 
fresh  incidents  from  time  to  time,  illustrating;  both  need  and  wort;  This 
intelligence  was  to  be  held  in  the  form  of  circulars,  manuscript  letters, 
leaflets,  etc.,  and  kept  constantly  on  hand,  to  be  drawn  from  by  Secretaries 
and  others,  for  use  in  the  formation  of  auxiliaries,  and  in  sustaining  inter- 
est afterwards. 

This  depot  of  supplies  was  finally  established  at  the  office  of  rrowua'i 
Home  Mixtions,  Delaware,  O.,  and  the  Chairman  in  charge  is  under  great 
obligation  to  the  other  two  members  of  the  Committee,  Mrs.  Rust  and 
Mrs.  Willing,  for  their  active  and  intelligent  help  in  sustaining  it  through 
the  year.  We  are  under  obligation,  also,  to  onr  missionaries  in  the  various 
fields,  especially  to  Mrs.  Gaddis,  for  contributions  in  the  way  of  manu- 
script letters,  with  fresh  facts  and  incidents  that  have  been  extensively 
circulated.  We  may  not  weigh  accurately  or  measure  statistically  the 
amount  of  work  accomplished  oy  these  silent  vet  eloquent  voices,  aa  they 
have  sounded  out,  mid  the  Churches,  notes  of  alarm,  and  again  pxans  of 
early  won  victories  on  these  fields.  We  would  close  this  brief  report,  by 
again  requesting  contributions  from  missionaries,  or  any  others,  who  have 
valuable  material  on  hand  that  can  be  thus  used.

One  hundred  and  five  articles  have  been  prepared  for  the  following 
Church  papers:  /.ion's  Herald,  Christian  Advocate, Northern Christian  Advocate, 
Western  Christian  Advocate,  Northwestern  Christian  Advocate,  Southwestern 
Christian  Advocate,  Central  Christian  Advocate,  Methodist  Advocate,  Michigan 
Christian  Advocate,  Cleveland  Christian  Advocate,  Buffalo  Christian  Advocate, 
Pnttbury  Christian  Advocate,  Philadelphia  Methodist,  Baltimore  Episcopal 
Methodist.

from  Gloversville,  N.  Y.,  and  a  box  of  warm  clothing  from  Massachusetts. 
It  caught  the  eye  of  that  veteran,  Mrs.  L.  A.  Wilbur,  in  Walla  Walla,  W. 
T.,  and  brought  from  her  a  check  for  (20.  By  being  closely  followed,  it 
opened  general  work  for  our  Society  in  Columbia  River  Conference,  and 
resulted  in  the  selection  of  an  admirable  woman  for  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer there. 

This  journalistic  work  is  among  the  mustard-seeds  of  the  Kingdom, 
which  may  yet  grow  into  a  great  tree,  overspreading  our  beloved  country, 
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as  apparently  difficult  as  it  is  to  take  root;  but  the  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society  must  pray  for  rain,  for  dew,  for  nourishment ;  and  we  are 
sure  the  Lord  will  not  smite  it,  as  he  did  the  barren  fig-tree,  with  the  mil- 
dew of  his  displeasure.

Report  on  the  Training-school. 

Thb  Chicago  Training-school  has  passed  the  first  year  of  active  opera 
tion,  having  been  opened  October  20,  1886.  The  year  baa  been  marked 
by  what  seems  to  its  friends  a  marvelous  success.  Twenty-two  different 
pupils  have  been  under  instruction  during  tbe  year.  A  new  building, 
suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  a  family  of  fifty,  is  in  process  ol  erection 
in  a  pleasant  locality,  and  easily  accessible  to  all  parts  of  the  city  by  street 
railways.  The  cost  of  the  land  and  expense  of  erection  have  been  largely 
met.  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  entirely  canceled  before  its  dedication.  The 
pupils  in  course  of  training  are  all  employed  in  evangelistic  work  in  the 
city.  Two  afternoons  of  each  week  are  devoted  to  visitation  from  house 
to  house;  Saturday  to  Industrial,  Kintercarten,  and  Temperance  work; 
and  Sunday  to  Sunday-school  teaching.     Thus  every  pupil,  whatever  her 

Burpoee  for  the  future,  during  her  course  of  instruction  is  employed  as  a 
ity  Missionary.  The  following  extract  from  Th e  Meuape,  the  organ  of  the 
Training-school,  April,  1886,  gives  some  idea  of  the  routine  work  : 
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"  We  prepare  for  three  fields,  the  Foreign,  Home,  end  City  Mission 
work ;  but  our  practical  work  while  in  training  is  concentrated  on  the  one 
field  of  this  city ;  and  here  lies  the  value  of  the  school  to  the  city.  The  Brat 
three  months  of  this  year  our  pupils  will  have  received  189  hours  of  instruc- 
tion— three  daily— of  which  76  have  been  on  the  English  Bible.  In  practi- 
cal work  they  will  have  made  over  600  calls,  with  nearly  60  opportunities 
for  prayer  in  the  Home,  distributed  hundreds  of  tracts  and  Church-cards, 
and  invited  hundreds  of  people  to  Church  and  Sunday -school-  We  have 
organized  three  Industrial  schools,  and  assisted  in  two  outers,  and  have  had 
about  125  in  our  Sunday-school  classes.  We  now  have  workers  in  eight 
Churches  and  Missions.  Our  plan  is  to  put  ladies  under  the  various  pastors, 
making  them  responsible  to  the  pastor  for  results  and  to  us  for  methods. 
The  time  seems  near  when  every  Church  and  Mission  in  the  city,  that  needs 
help  from  us,  may  have,  without  expense,  two  or  more  workers  under  the 
direction  of  the  pastor." 

The  school  is  open  to  any  lady  a  member  of  any  evangelical  Church, 
who  wishes  to  prepare  for  Christian  work,  city,  Home,  or  Foreign.  Lec- 
tures by  resident  clergymen  and  physicians,  each  in  the  line  of  their  pro- 
fession, as  well  as  by  laymen  and  women,  leaders  in  different  departments 
of  benevolent  Christian  work,  have  been  given  free  throughout  the  year, 
embracing  among  other  themes:  "Christian  Evidences,  "Bible  Inter- 
pretation," "  Medicine  and  Nursing,"  "Home  and  Foreign  Missions," 
"Principles  of  Kindergarten  Work,  '  Industrial  Schools."  In  addition  h 
these  instructions,  the  resident  teachers  have  daily  classes  in  the  English 
Bible,  Bible  History,  Methods,  Prayer-meeting  Talks,  Blackboard  Wc  " 
Doctrines,  and  the  Discipline.  , 

The  ceremony  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  building  took  place 
September  13th.     Bishop  Foster  made  the  address.    Among  other  thii 
he  said: 

"This  school  is  a  growth.    It  has  arisen  to  meet  an  absolute  neces- 

"  "  I  do  not  imagine  any  one  of  you  can  conceive  what  it  may  become." 
lot  impossible  that  in  a  few  years'  time  you  will  be  sending  out 
of  workers."  "  It  is  a  great  thing  that  these  students  can  have  this 
training,  and  the  best  part  of  it  is  that  they  are  indentured  to  the  very  hardest 
mission  work  in  the  hardest  part  of  Chicago.  It  will  develop  courage,  skill, 
invention,  heroism,  and  devotion." 

In  making  this  report,  we  wish  gratefully  to  record  the  special  provi- 
dence that  has  attended  the  work  from  the  beginning;  raising  up  friends 
for  its  financial  necessity,  and  helpers  and  instructors,  who  have  labored 
and  taught  gratuitously  in  all  its  departments.  And  so  on  this  first  mile- 
stone on  our  way  we  record  "  Ebtnarr."

Report  of  the    Publisher  of  "  Home    Missions." 

As  wb  again  present  briefly  in  this  report  the  history  of  our  little  paper 
for  another  year,  it  is  with  our  early  conviction  emphasized,  that  it  was 
surely  a  child  of  Providence,  and  that  its  life  has  been  eminently  one  of 
faith  on  the  part  of  our  Society.  This  history  of  the  paat  year  is  only  that 
of  the  two  former  years  repeated.  Some  months,  sky  bright,  seas  calm, 
friends  everywhere  smiling,  a  full  treasury,  and  with  our  little  white  sails 
spread  gayly,  laughing  at  any  possibility  of  failure.  Then  again,  turning 
from  this  fair  weather,  we  meet  life's  rainy  days,  the  sunshine  gone  out 
oi  our  little  office,  and  expenses,  ever  relentless,  now  pursuing  an  empty 
treasury,  not  knowing  surely  just  where  our  next  meal  is  to  come  from  ; 
every  mail  showing  us  friends  with  averted  faces;  and  the  mistakes  of  a 
thousand  postal  clerks  all  over  the  land,  to  say  nothing  of  careless  lathers. 
husbands,  brothers,  all  thrown  right  back  on  the  publisher's  office.  All 
these  unite  to  make  one  feel  that  even  faith's  beautiful  calm  can  not  al- 
ways still  such  unquiet  seas.  And  yet,  as  each  mouth  would  round  up, 
somehow  cash  and  expense  books  would  finally  meet,  balance  up  all  diffi- 
culties, and  prove  our  proposition  true,  that  faith  was  the  good  Genii  in 
control,  walking  alike  the  troubled  waters,  and  prevailing  in  the  unequal 
strife.  We  think  the  Annual  Meeting  at  Philadelphia  must  have  recog- 
nized, with  us,  this  faith  support,  as  it  so  gracefully  handed  the  paper  over 
to  us  once  more,  after  most  liberally  voting  increase  of  salary  to  editor  and 
publisher,  with  clerk  to  the  latter,  believing,  we  suppose,  that  the  heav- 
enly Genii  would  provide  for  these,  too,  as  a  part  still  of  the  "  all  things  to 
them  that  believe.  And  so,  dear  sisters,  it  is  with  pleasure  and  a  grate- 
ful heart  that  we  come  up  to  this  Annual  Meeting,  reporting  the  child  still 
living  and  well,  with  even  those  increased  expenses  all  met,  and  (would 
you  believe  it  ?)  twelve  dollars  and  nineteen  cents  in  the  bank  as  capital  in 
■lock  to  begin  a  new  year  with. 

As  faith  works  by  means,  it  will  not  invalidate  our  pet  theory,  hut 
will  be  just  all  round,  to  acknowledge  the  great  indebtedness  we  hold  to 
tbe  many  friends  who  have  stood  so  beautifully  by  us  through  the  year; 
among  whom  may  we  mention  our  dear  Mrs.  A.  C.  Morrow,  of  New  York, 
whose  busy-  life,     kept  for  the  Master's  use,"  was  not  too  busy  to  pledge 
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herself  last  Annual  Meeting  to  keep  one  page  of  oar  paper  fall  of  adver- 
tisements throughout  the  year,  promising  thus  to  net  us  tiro  hundred  dol- 
lars. The  pledge  has  been  faithfully  kept,  and  that  page  has  been  our  in- 
spiration, as,  without  any  care  or  trouble  to  us,  it  baa  come  up  each  month 
with  its  twenty  or  more  dollars,  netting  for  the  year  two  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars.  And  again  wonld  we  acknowledge  that  unfailing  stream 
of  subscribers  from  our  good  Anamoea  friend  in  Iowa,  foil,  Jroe,  and 
never  ceasing,  through  Summer's  heat  and  Winter's  chill  never  for- 
getting us,  or  failing  in  the  hard  work  it  meant  for  her,  while  netting, 
too,  many  hundred  names  from  all  over  those  wonderful  prairies  of  our 
West.  "  Let  my  right  hand  forget  its  Cunning,"  but  never  these  good 
friends.  One  more  acknowledgment  indulge  us  m,  though  we  would  make 
it  modestly,  for  obvious  reasons,  without  the  many  favors  of  the  office 
where  it  is  printed  our  paper  would  hardly  have  come  out  each  year  with 
the  financial  success  it  has.  Its  business  has  so  widened  out  that  a  large 
office,  with  all  the  appliances  necessary  to  a  large  publishing  basin  ess 
conveniences  of  shelves  for  back  files,  and  bnsinesa  desks,  three  of  which 
have  been  gradually  laid  bold  of,  and  are  now  in  \im,rtnlfree — has  become 
necessary.  During  mailing  days  two  of  these  rooms  are  needed  and 
brought  into  use,  provided  with  comfortable  fires  by  the  office,  though  not 
owned  by  it,  and  each  month's  rent  is  paid  for  the  same,  without  oMf  to  hi. 
While  we  can  not  report  as  large  an  increase  of  subscribers  as  last  year, 
we  can  report  less  of  change,  as  if  we  were  holding  better  these  old 
friends.    Our  subscription  list  now  numbers  nearly  11,000. 

I  would  like,  in  closing,  to  bear  witness  to  the  pleasant  office  re- 
lations of  the  editor  and  publisher.  With  all  the  weight  of  care  there  hss 
been  mutual  forbearance,  making  a  pleasure  of  this  past  year's  business 
relations.  I  have  no  financial  recommendations  to  make,  except  that 
three  more  sister  Morrows  be  found  living  in  large  cities,  who  will  take 
the  remaining  advertising  pages,  and  do  for  them  and  the  publisher,  who- 
ever she  may  be,  what  our  little  New  York  friend  has  done  for  as.

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Report  on  F*ut>lioation  and  Leaflets. 

The  publications  for  the  year  include  8,000  copies  of  the  Annual  He- 
port,  3,000  copies  of  Dr.  Haygood's  Address,  2,000  copies  of  the  Constitu- 
tion for  Juvenile  Societies,  3,000  circulars  on  Industrial  Training  Schools, 
together  with  quite  a  large  amount  of  blanks  for  reports,  letter-heads  and 
envelopes,  circulars,  labels,  and  wrappers  for  Mite-boxes,  programs,  and  a 
variety  of  forms,  orders,  bills,  etc  Twelve  new  Leaflets  (each  of  four 
pages)  have  been  set  in  type,  the  plates  electrotyped,  and  8,000  copies  of 
each  have  been  struck  off;  also  From  nine  different  plates,  electrotyped 
previously,  8,000  copies  each  have  been  struck  off;  making  a  total  of  168,- 
000  copies  and  490,000  pages.  These  Leaflets  have  been  published  since 
last  June,  at  which  time  I  was  requested  by  the  Executive  Board  to  take 
charge  of  the  matter  until  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  The  first  edition, 
consisting  of  80,000  copies,  and  a  part  of  the  second,  have  been  distributed 
among  the  Conference  Secretaries  and  others  who  have  made  individual 
application,  600  copies  of  each  variety  were  brought  to  this  Meeting  for 
distribution,  and  about  3,000  copies  of  each  kind  are  still  in  my  custody. 
Bat  I  now  resign  this  work,  ana  will  turn  over  the  Leaflets  ana  plates  to 
the  care  of  my  successor  in  office  when  she  has  been  duly  appointed.  It  may 
be  well  for  you  to  consider  here  whether  it  is  desirable  to  develop  this  work 
more  fully,  and  make  it  into  a  department,  or  whether  the  variety  now  pro- 
vided is  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Society  for  the  present  year. 

The  issue  of  the  Annual  Report,  a  stout  octavo  pamphlet  of  133  pages, 
was  delayed  somewhat  through  unavoidable  circumstances.  For  the  pa  * 
four  years  a  full  report  of  the  work  of  our  Society  has  been  publish*  _ 
yearly  In  this  form,  including  the  journal  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Annual 
Meeting.  While  thus  a  very  complete  history  of  the  work  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Society  has  been  given,  which  is  of  great  value  to  the  mem- 
bers, the  cost  of  publication  has  been  large,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
hereafter,  to  save  expense,  more  of  this  matter  should  be  published  in  the 
paper,  Home  Mimont,  and  less  in  the  Annual  Report.  It  is  for  you  to  de- 
cide whether  this  shall  be  done.  I  herewith  submit  the  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Board,  together  with  a  plan  for  the  further  division  of 
the  matter  usually  published  in  the  Annual  Report. 

Having  served  for  several  years  as  editor,  1  now  decline  to  be  a  candi- 
date for  re-election.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you  my  thanks 
for  your  forbearance,  and  for  your  approval  of  my  work,  and  to  ask  the 
special  privilege  of  naming  my  successor  in  office.  I  move  that  Mrs.  F.  A. 
Aiken  be  appointed  editor  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Report.

Report  on  Beneficiaries. 

To  aid  poor  girls  to  obtain  an  education  and  "industrial  training" 
through  the  Homes  of  our  Society  is  the  object  of  the  Beneficiary  Fund. 
Many  young  men  of  our  Church  have  been  aided  by  friends  to  become 
teachers,  physicians,  and  preachers,  while  no  such  help  has  been  offered 
to  girls.  Life  in  the  cabins  of  the  South,  or  in  the  hovels  of  the  ignorant 
and  oppressed  in  other  parts  of  our  country,  is  destitute  of  the  elevating 
influences  of  the  true  home  life.  We  desire  to  give  struggling  girl  a,  with 
aspirations  for  a  better  life,  but  without  the  means  to  avail  themselves  of 
a  regular  school  and  industrial  training,  a  little  help — financial  assistance — 
to  enable  them  to  become  good  servants,  good  housekeepers,  or  may  be 
teachers  and  missionaries.  It  is  our  hope  that  these  girls  may  go  out 
from  the  Homes  with  a  true  conception  of  Christian  character,  order,  and 
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It  was  tbe  privilege  of  this  Society  to  (waist  sixty  girls  bat  year  by 
donating  amounts  ol  money,  varying  from  ten  dollars  to  forty,  to  each 
girl  assisted,  according  to  her  need.  If  we  would  open  wide  oar  doors, 
and  bid  the  girls  come  to  na  to  be  educated,  thousands  would  apply  for 
entrance.  Indeed  so  tender  is  the  heart  of  womanhood  and  motherhood 
for  this  wide  benevolence  that  much  of  our  funds  would  run  in  this 
channel.  Thii  u  not  the  policy  of  our  Society.  To  aid  girls  to  **£>  them- 
aetaa,  and  not  to  support  them.  Is  the  design  of  our  Beneficiary  Fund. 
Our  work  must  be  symmetrical  in  its  projections,  if  we  expect  it  to  be 
commended,  and  in  this  field  of  true  benevolence  moat  be  restricted  and 
guarded. 

The  Committee  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  will  appropriate  for  Beneficiaries  a  sum  equal  to  the  sup- 
port of  one-half  the  number  of  girls  sustained  in  each  of  our  Industrial 
Homes  connected  with  our  Church  schools,  provided  that  twelve  girl* 
constitute  the  family.  And  at  our  Homes  not  connected  with  Church 
schools  a  sum  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the  number  in  the  family. 

2.  That  the  amount  for  each  girl  in  Homes  connected  with  Church 
schools  shall  not  exceed  forty  dollars  per  year:  but  in  Homes  located  in- 
dependently of  Church  schools  each  girl  shall  receive  sixty  dollars  per 
year.  (This  exception  is  made  because  the  school  year,  which  governs 
the  time  for  occupying  the  Home  by  girls  connected  with  the  schools,  is 
limited  to  eight  months;  and  the  girls  in  the  Homes  outside  of  this  con- 
nection remain  the  whole  year,  or  twelve  months.) 

3.  That  at  the  beginning  of  the  scholastic  year,  the  Superintendent 
of  Homes  located  in  connection  with  Church  schools,  shall  confer  with  the 
presidents  of  said  schools,  and  they  together  (iu  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  donors,  ss  far  as  possible),  select  the  Beneficiaries  for  tbe  year. 

4.  That  the  names  of  the  girls  thus  chosen  be  submitted  to  tbe  Gen- 
eral Executive  Board  for  approval,  and  be  placed  on  record  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary,  to  be  known  as  the  Beneficiaries  of  the  Society ;  and 
that  a  list  of  the  same  also  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  for 
reference  in  use  of  funds. 

5.  That  in  the  selection  of  Beneficiaries  for  the  Homes  not  connected 
with  Church  schools,  the  Superintendent  shall  confer  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Bureau  which  has  supervision  of  that  particular  Home,  and  the 

mes  of  the  girls  thus  chosen  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  for 
aon,  as  specified,  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

6.  One  or  more  persons  may  support  a  girl  in  any  Church  school, 
and  have  due  credit  for  the  same,  provided  that  the  necessary  funds  be 
not  taken  from  the  regular  Auxiliary  Funds,  but  contributed  for  tbst 
special  purpose.  * 

7.  That  all  moneys  contributed  for  Beneficiaries  Bhall  be  sent,  as  other 
moneys  are  sent,  through  the  Conference  Treasurers  to  the  General  Treas- 
urer; and  in  no  case  shall  voucher%  be  accepted  instead  of  money. 

8.  That  the  General  Treasurer  shall  make  remittances  for  tbe  support 
of  Beneficiaries  to  the  Superintendents  of  tbe  Homes  at  such  regular 
intervals  as  the  Executive  Board  may  determine.

While  we  work  for  improvement,  we 
also  realise  the  need  of  enlargement,  and  o(  many  important  changes,  in 
order  to  make  the  paper  what  all  desire  to  see  it.  The  combined 
efforts  of  editor,  publisher,  and  Committee  can  not  bring  about  these 
changes  without  your  hearty  co-operation.  A  little  effort  on  the  part  of 
each  member,  and  our  subscription  list  will  be  more  than  doubled.  Then 
shall  we  be  able  to  present  to  you  a  paper  that  will  fully  meet  the  needs

ARTICLE  I.-Nama. 


ARTICLE  1 1. -Object*. 
The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organise  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country,  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co  operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work. 

ARTICLE  Mt.-OrvanlZfttlon. 

Section  1.  The  office™  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  fire  Vice 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sue.  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be: 

(1.)  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  labor,  examining  the  report*  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  purposes  and  methods  herein  indicated ;  to  arrange  with 
the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Con- 
ference, and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are  complete, 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  All  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other" 
demand ;  provided  all  its  pla 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  interim  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 
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Sac.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  he : 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affairs  of  the  Society  between  the  annual 
siona  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording  Sec- 
retary shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Coi  responding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission-field,  to 
correspond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  ana  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  alt  needful  information ;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  be  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission-field,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  for  the  information  of  the  membership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only  such 
bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  she  shall  make  audi  disposition  of  tbe  funds  in  her 
hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  tbe  year  the 
accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV. -Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  tbe  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's  dis- 
trict, a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer  (the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  may  also  be  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall 
constitute  tbe  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
These  officers  shall  he  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till 
others  are  chosen. 

Sac-  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

To  co-operate  in  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Society 
within  the  Conference  bounds ;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  Meeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exercises;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Sac  4.  (1.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treasurer 
in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

(2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice-presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
ise Auxiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,  and  by  all  proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  and  seal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in  the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  effect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution;  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and  beneficiaries  in  the  schools  as  are  supported  by  the  Conference  ; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board  a  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society,  and  to 
present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly,  keep- 
ing a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  Mine  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5. — Special  Work. — Individuals,  Auxiliaries,  or  Conference  Societies 
may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor,  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  they  may  also  educate  beneficiaries 
selected  by  themselves. 

ARTICLE  V.    Auxiliary  Societies. 

8ncnoN  1.  Ten  or  more'  women  who  shall  organise  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereby  be- 
come a  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.  And  the  pastor 
shall  report  the  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual  Conference. 

Sbc.  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  DO  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  .the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they  shall 
report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.-MambarsrtlD. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twenty  dollars  life  membership.  Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  an  Honorary  Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  for  life. 

ARTICLE  VI I. -Relations  to  Other  Branches  of  Church  Work. 

Section  1.  This  Society  will  engage  exclusively  in  missionary  labor  in 
our  own  land,  and  it  will  work  in  harmony  with  the  connections!  societies 
of  the  Church. 

a.  The  appointment  employment,  and  remuneration  of  its  mission- 
aries shall  be  subject  to  toe  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

0.  The  fields  of  labor  and  the  general  plans  and  designs  of  work  of  this 
Society  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

e.  All  the  missionaries  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society,  and  if  in  a  mission,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regult 
tione  that  govern  tile  other  missionaries  in  that  particular  r-:--:---

members,  life  members,  honojt&rj^jnembersi  managers,  and  patrons,  by  col- 
lections token  in  audiences  convened  in  thfi  interests  of  the  Society,  and  by 
other  methods  (such  as  fairs,  festivals,  lectures,  etcT)  which  will  not  inter- 
fere with  the  collections  snd  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Miseion- 


Ssc.  2.  The  funds  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  not 
be  raised  by_  collections,  nor  by  subscriptions  taken  during  any  regular 
Church  service,  nor  in  Sunday-schools,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing 
members,  life  members',  honooirv  rnembers,  managers,  and  patrons,  by  cof 


charge,  in  order  that  they  may  be  entered  among  the  benevolent  collections 
and  published  in  the  Annual  and  General  Minutes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  may 
act  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman  s  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  it  real  estate  or  other  trusts,  as  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  may  desire. 

Sso.  4.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
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Home  Missionary  Society,  which  determines  its  work  for  the  year,  shall  be 
so  arranged  that  its  plana  may  be  submitted  to  the  authorities  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  for  approval, "at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  November. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  by  the  General  Conference.  Amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  may  be  proposed  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  a  three- 
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ANNUAL     MEETING. 

1.  Tits  Chairman  and  the  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretaries  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  unless  this  has  been  done  at  a  previous  Annual  Meeting. 

2.  A  committee  of  five,  appointed  by  the  Executive  Board,  shall  pre- 
pare a  program  of  exercises  and  an  order  of  business  for  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing. They  shall  see  that  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  are  announced  in 
all  the  Church  papers. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Nomination  of  Officers  for  the  Society  shall  consist 
of  one  member  from  each  Conference  delegation,  to  be  appointed  by  the  re- 
spective delegations,  and  five  members  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 
The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Mission  Fields  shall  consist  of  the 
President  of  the  Society,  Ihe  Chairman  of  the  General  Executive  Board,  the 
Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Secretaries  of  Bureaus,  together 
with  the  Conference  Secretaries  present  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  and  five 
other  persons  chosen  by  the  Annual  Meeting. 


BURSAU& 

1.  Our  mission-fields  and  departments  of  work  shall  be  placed  in  charge 
of  Bureaus,  each  consisting  of  a  Secretary  and  Assistants. 

2.  Each  Bureau  shall  have  the  entire  responsibility,  in  its  own  field,  of 
executing  all  the  plane  and  applying  all*  the  funds  as  ordered  by  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Managers,  and  supervised  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

3.  Each  mission  shall  be  placed  under  the  special  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  ladies  nominated  by  the  Conference  Society  or  Societies  most 
immediately  interested*  in  the  mission,  and  elected  by  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Boa'rd.  These  Committees  shall  report  quarterly  or  oftener  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  and 
needs  of  the  work  in  their  charge. 

4.  Each  Bureau,  except  Supplies  and  Local  Missionary  Work,  shall 
consist  of  its  Secretary  and  the  Committees  in  charge  of  the  work  within  its 
territory. 

5.  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  to  co-operate  with 
these  committees  in  the  management  of  the  work,  secure  conformity  to 
the  rnlee  approved  by  the  General  Board   of  Managers  for  mission  work, 

•The  Conference  or  Conference*  assuming  the  DnaDolal  responsibility. 
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and  give  a  detailed  report  quarterly  or  ofteoar  to  the  General  Executive

Board. 


6.  The  Bureaus  shall  be  (1)  East  Southern  States:  (2)  Middle  Southern 
States;  (3)  West  Southern  States;  (4)  Texas;  (5)  New  Mexico  and  Ari- 
zona; (6)  Mormons;  (7)  Indians;  (8)  Alaska:  (9)  Mission  Supplies;  (10) 
Local  Missionary  Work;  (11)  Young  People's  Work. 

7.  The  Bureau  for  the  East  Southern  States  shall  consist  ol  its  Secretary, 
and  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  oE  these  States,  Georgia  sod  Florida. 

S.  The  Bureau  for  the  Middle  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secre- 
tary and  two  or  more  ladies  (or  each  of  the  following  States :  North  Caro- 
lina, South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Kentucky. 

9.  The  Bureau  for  the  West  Southern  States  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary 
d  two  or  more  ladies  for  each  of  the  following  States :  Mississippi,  Louisi- 
ana, and  Arkansas. 

10.  The  Bureau  for  Texas  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or 
more  ladies. 

11.  As  fast  as  work  develops  in  other  Southern  States  they  shall  be 
placed  .in  appropriate  Bureaus. 

12.  The  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  the  Mormons,  the  In- 
dians, and  Alaska  shall  each  consist  of  its  Secretary  and  three  or  more 

13.  The  Bureau  for  Mission  Supplies  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary,  and 
three  ladies  at  head-quarters,  and  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

14.  The  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary 
and  such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

15.  The  work  of  this  Bureau  shall  comprise  the  supervision  of  mission 
work  in  our  large  cities  and  towns,  as  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  by 
our  auxiliaries  in  harmony  with  the  local  Church  authorities,  pastors,  anil 
official  Boards  ;  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools  for  instruction  in  religion, 
morals,  temperance,  and  the  elementary  Industries;  and  the  employment 
of  Bible-readers  for  general  missionary  work  among  neglected  women  and 
children. 

16.  Local  Missionary  work  for  which  credit  for  money  expended  is 
given,  shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Genera]  Exec- 

ive  Board,  after  a  formal  application  for  permission  to  undertake  such 
irk  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

17.  All  persons  employed  as  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  rules  relating  to  testimonials  as  to  fitness,  and  to  furnishing 
reports  of  work,  that  are  applicable  to  missionaries  in  our  other  fields. 

IS.  The  funds  used  for  the  support  of  this  city  work  shall  be  raised 
for  that  special  purpose,  and  by  such  methods  as  shall  not  diminish  the 
amount  that  would  otherwise  be  contributed  to  the  general  treasury. 

19.  Churches  and  individuals  furnishing  supplies  to  meet  the  needs 
of  organized  Local  Missionary  Work,  may  be  credited  for  the  same  through 
the  authorized  channels  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Young  People's  Work,  to 
awaken  and  sustain  interest  in  Young  Ladies'  and  in  Juvenile  Societies. 

21.  All  Secretaries  of  Bureaus  shall  be  nominated  by  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  and  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

22.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Bureaus  of  Supplies,  of  Local  Missionary 
Work,  and  of  Young  People's  Work,  may  nominate  the  members  of  their 
Bureaus,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Executive  Board. 

III. 

FINANCE. 

1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  shall  cud 
the  15th  of  October. 

2.  Auxiliary  Societies.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 


shall  send  their  quarterly  reports,  as  specified  in  By-It 

15,  December  16th,  March  16th,  June  16th,  and  September  15th. 

3.  Conference  Societies. —The  Corresponding  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  send  their  quarterly  reports  as  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  Article 
IV,  Sections  3  and  4,  January  15th,  April  16th,  July  16th,  and  October  15th. 

4.  General  Executive  Board. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  fur- 
nish the  reports  specified  in  the  Constitution,  Article  III,  Section  8,  as 

on  as  possible  after  the  16th  of  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

5.  All  moneys  raised  for  the  Society  must  be  sent  by  the  auxiliaries  to 
the  Conference  Treasurer,  and  thence  forwarded  to  the  General  Treasurer. 
Moneys  to  be  expended  for  missionary  supplies  for  frontier  or  Southern 
work,  must,  in  all  cases,  be  raised  as  a  special  fund  for  such  work. 

6.  Moneys  shall  not  be  collected  by  the  employes  of  the  Society  for 
any  special  purpose,  unless  such  collection  is  authorized  by  the  Board,  and 
the  purpose  approved  ;  and  moneys  so  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  Gen- 
eral Treasury,  and  be  regularly  appropriated  therefrom. 

7.  All   missionaries,  superintendents  of   Industrial  Schools,  and  teach - 
»  in  the  employ  of  the  Society  shall   present  to  the  Board  through  the 

Secretaries  of  their  respective  Bureaus  (not  later  than  September  10th  of 
each  year)  carefully  prepared  estimates  for  their  work  for  the  coming  year. 

8.  Each  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  is  requested  to  come  to 
tbe  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers  prepared  to  any  what  work 
her  Conference  will  support  for  the  coming  year. 

9.  With  a  view  to  protect  this  Society  against  any  embarrassments  that 
might  possibly  grow  out  of  unauthorized  engagements  or  pledges  in  respect 
to  the  funds  or  the  operations  of  the  Society,  it  is  hereby  ordered : 

(1.)  That  no  officer  of  the  Society,  no  Auxiliary  or  Conference  Society 
shall  contract  for  the  purchase  of  property,  or  undertake  any  special  work 
(other  titan  local  work  within  its  own  territory)  without  the  approval  of 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society,  expressed  in  writing  and  duly 
certified  by  the  signatures  of  tbe  Chairman  aud  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
said  Board. 

(2.)  That  if  the  special  work  proposed  to  be  undertaken  shall  be  the- 
erection  of  a  building  or  buildings,  whether  for  religious,  benevolent,  or 
educational  purposes,  the  erection  of  tfie  same  shall  not  be  begun  nor  con- 
tracted for  until  the  money  that  will  be  required  for  the  completion  thereof 
shall  have  been  paid  into  the  General  Treasury  of  this  Society  or  fully  pro- 
vided for,  nor  until  the  erection  of  the  said  building  or  buildings,  and:  all 
the  plans  and  contracts  relating  to  the  same,  shall  have  been  approved  by 
the  General  Executive  Board  of  this  Society  in  tbe  manner  specified  hi  the 
foregoing  paragraph. 

IV. 

BUILDINGS  AND  CARS  OR   HOMES  AND  SCHOOLS. 

1.  The  erection  of  all  buildings  for  Home  and  school  work  shall  be 
under  the  care  of  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Bureau  having 
charge  of  tbe  work.  This  committee  shall  determine  the  site,  select  the 
plan,  let  the  contract,  supervise  the  erection,  and  accept  the  work,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive  Board  through  the  Secretary  of 
the  Bureau. 

2.  The  furnishing  of  Industrial  Homes  and  schools  shall  be  plain, 
simple,  and  economical,  and  as  carefully  adapted  to  circumstances  as  pos- 
sible. The  purchases  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau  in 
charge,  and  the  property  shall  belong  to  the  Society.  It  shall  be  carefully 
marked,  and  at  the  end  of  each  year  an  inventory  of  property,  and  a  state- 
ment of  its  condition,  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Board  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Home.

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3.  Each  Industrial  Sdbm  shall  be  under  the  care  of  a  Superintendent, 
who,  together  with  the  teachers  at  the  school,  shall  he  elected,  employed, 
and  [laid  by  the  tieneral  Executive  Board.

10.  A  missionary  shall  receive  her  traveling  expenses  from  her  home 
to  her  field  of  labor;  also,  her  return  expenses  when  she  is  recalled  by  the 
General  Executive  Board,  and  her  salary  from  the  time  of  arrival  in  her 
field.  This  salary  shall  be  paid  monthly,  at  the  rate  of  MO  per  month. 
She  shall  also  be  allowed  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  postage. 


YOTJNO  PEOl^B'S  WORK.

CONSTITUTION  FOR  JUVENILE  SOCIETIES. 

Article  1,  This    Society    shall    be   called    the   Mission    Band 

of Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2.  The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  interest  the  children  and  youth 
ol  the  Church  in  missionary  work  in  our  own  land,  and  to  secure  their  help 
in  carrying  it  forward. 

Art.  3.  This  Society,  by  virtue  of  its  voluntary  obligations  to  render 
material  help  in  various  departments  of  the  work,  shall  be  recognized  as  a 
lawful  adjunct  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  make  reports  thereto. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  an  adult  lady  Director, 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  lake  charge  of  and  direct  the  Society,  a  President, 
four  or  more  Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  and  a  Corresponding  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  usual  to  such  offices. 

Art.  5.— Skc.  1.  Any  child  or  young  person,  with  consent  of  parents  or 
guardian,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  by  paying  yearly  twenty- 
five  cents  as  membership  fee. 

Sec.  2.  This  Society  may  hold  entertainments  or  use  any  methods  for 
securing  funds  that  are  in  harmony  with  Christian  usages  and  the  rules  of 
our  Church.

HE  Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  or  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  began 
oa'Thnrsday,  October  27th,  at  10  A.  M.,  with  the  President,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  in 
the  chair. 

The  pulpit  and  platform  of  the  Church  were  decorated  with  foliage  and 
blooming  plants;    a  large  United  States  flag   was  gracefully  draped  over  the 
organ ;  and  from  the  arch  over  the  pulpit  were  suspended  in  white  lettering  the  ' 
initial*  W.  H.  M.  S.,  above  the  word  Welcome. 

The  opening  services  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  V.  A.  Cooper,  of  Host 
After  the  hymn,  "Jesus,  we  look  to  thee,"  was  sung,  Mrs.  Cooper  read  the 
thirty-fifth  chapter  of  Isaiah,  also  a  selection  from  the  ninth  chapter  of  Matthew, 
and  led  in  earnest  prayer  for  the  diiine  blessing  to  rest  upon  the  meeting/. 
"Hark,  the  voice  of  Jesus  calling"  was  read  by  Miss  Newhall  of  Lynn,  Mass., 
and  sung  by  the  large  audience  assembled. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Aiken,  the  Recording  Secretary,  called  the  list  of  the  Confer, 
ences,  and  the  delegates  took  the  seats  assigned  them. 

Mrs.  Aiken  nominated  as  Assistant  Secretaries,  Miss  Martha  Van  Matter  of 
New  York  City,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Ingham  of  Cleveland,  0.,  and  Mrs.  H.  E.  Doud  of 
NorwaJk,  O.,  who  were  duly  elected. 

Rev.  W.  H.  Annable,  Presiding  Elder  of  Syracuse  District,  delivered  a 
iddress  of  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  Methodist  Clergy  of  the  city,  extendin 
fraternal  greetings  to  "the  Miriams,  the  Hannahs,  the  Marys  and  the  Deborahs 
0!  our  beloved  Methodism." 

Mrs.  J.  V.  Benham,  of  Syracuse,  cordially  and  gracefully  welcomed  the 
meeting  in  behalf  of  the  ladies  of  Syracuse. 
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The  response  to  these  addresses  of  Welcome  wu  made  by  His.  N.C  Alger, 
of  New  Hampshire,  whose  well  rihoseu  words,  sparkling  with  wit  and  bun, 
nor  only  pleased  the  ear  but  moved  the  hearts  of  all  present  as  she  daaxty  oat- 
lined  the  God-given  work  entrusted  to  woman's  hands. 

The  President,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Hayes,  presented  her  msjl  report,  as  follows: 

The  reports  of  the  several  officers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  our  Church,  which  will  be  read  before  the  Society  during  that  ■  ■>■» 
of  this  Annual  Meeting,  will  sufficiently  spread  before  you.  the  work  of  the  past 
year.  It  remains  therefore  for  me  to  thank,  as  I  now  do,  oar  friends  in  this 
beautiful  city  for  the  very  cordial  welcome  they  have  extended  to  as,  and  in 
state  without  dwelling  upon  them  a  few  of  the  reasons  on  which  the  friends  of 
Home  Missions  rest  their  claim  for  increased  encouragement  and  substantial  aid, 
especially  from  the  devoted  members  of  tbe  Church  of  our  choice.  Before 
doing  this,  I  beg  leave  to  repeat  from  the  remarks  made  by  me  laat  year  at 
Detroit  a  single  paragraph :  We  would  reflect  on  no  other  benevolent  enterprise. 
We  would  discourage  no  other  beneficent  work  adopted  or  endorsed  by  the 
Church.  But  our  conviction  is  that  the  best  hope  for  humanity  is  in  America. 
Within  our  borders  and  within  our  reach  are  gathered  representatives  of  all  the 
races  of  mankind.  If  by  reason  of  our  neglect  of  home  work  tbe  stream  of  un- 
christian tendencies  from  abroad  and  tbe  flood  of  indifference  and  vice  in  oar 
own  country  shall  overwhelm  our  cherished  institutions,  all  missionary  work,  at 
home  and  abroad,  will  suffer  alike  by  tbe  common  calamity. 

The  friends  of  Home  Missions  rely  on  familiar  facts.  Not  leas  than  Ave 
millions  of  people  are  now  added  to  the  population  of  our  country  in  each  ten 
years  by  emigration  from  foreign  lands.  Among  them  an  no  doubt  persons  of 
education,  of  morality  and  of  religion,  who  in  spite  of  want  of  familiarity  with 
our  language  and  institutions  will  in  good  time  become  valuable  citizens  without 
special  effort  in  their  behalf.  As  to  a  multitude  of  others,  it  may  be  truly  said 
that  the  missionary  to  pagan  lands  will  find  nothing  more  hostile  to  Christian 
civilisation  than  the  evil  influences  which  immigration  brings  into  the  very 
bosom  of  our  American  society.  Home  Missions  seek  to  protect  our  own  land 
from  imported  heathenism.  Again  the  condition  of  tbe  emancipated  race  in  onr 
Southern  States  still  engages  the  attention  of  the  patriot  and  the  philanthropist 
It  is  represented  by  well  informed  and  conscientious  observers  that  the  colored 
people  increase  more  rapidly  than  the  whites  in  proportion  to  their  number,  and 
that  the  proportion  of  the  ignorant  and  unchristian  does  not  diminish.  The 
facts  do  not  permit  us  to  indulge  the  hope  that  the  Christians  of  America  have 
done  and  are  doing  their  whole  duty  with  respect  to  the  Africans  within  onr  own  ' 
borders  and  at  our  own  doors. 

Never  before  was  the  progress  of  settlement  in  our  new  States  and  Territo- 
ries so  rapid  as  it  is  now.  The  Michigan  Conference  Home  Missionary  Society 
recently  published  an  appeal  which  should  not  be  passed  by  unheeded.  Its 
statements  as  to  the  situation  in  the  new  counties  of  that  prosperous  and  enlight- 
ened State  are  equally  true  of  other  vast  regions  in  our  country.  The  report 
says  an  extensive  area  is  largely  missionary  ground.  It  is  rapidly  filling  up  with 
a  population  mainly  of  Protestant  proclivities  and  generally  very  poor.  They 
are  unable   to  support   ministers,  but  they  need  the  gospel  and  wish  to  have  it 
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preached  among  them.  Many  of  them  look  to  oar  Church  a*  their  religious 
home-  It  is  unjust  that  missionaries  should  be  sent  into  these  difficult  fields  and 
allowed  oftentimes  to  suffer  for  the  necessaries  of  life.  The  Methodist  Church 
has  been  called  the  Pioneer  Church.  No  true  Methodist  will  neglect  the  pioneer 
mission  work  of  the  Church.  I  might  continue  this  catalogue.  The  Indians 
ttiU  claim  our  attention.  The  cloud  of  Mormonism  which  hangs  over  Utah  is 
spreading  to  other  Territories.  But  I  have  said  enough  to  indicate  at  least  the 
number  and  magnitude  of  the  demands  on  our  Church  for  missions  in  our  e 
country.  The  claims  of  missionary  work  whose  aim  is  the  improvement 
American  homes  are  attractive  and  urgent.  Homes  such  as  they  should  be, 
neat,  orderly,  and  where  punctuality  and  good  methods  prevail— in  short,  o 
fortable  Christian  homes — tend  strongly  to  train  the  young  to  abhor  those  vices 
which  chiefly  afflict  civilized  society  and  to  practice  those  virtues  which  are 
best  security  of  wise  institutions.  Such  homes  are  (he  fruit  of  woman's  w< 
and  the  instruction  that  gives  the  household  skill  which  creates  them  can  be 
parted  only  by  female  teachers,  workers  and  missionaries. 

In  conclusion,  may  we  not  sum  up  the  whole  matter  in  these  few  words? 
America  is  "the  cradle  of  the  future"  for  all  the  world.  The  future  of  America 
is  in  her  homes,  and  her  homes  depend  on  (be  mothers  of  America.  Hence  the 
value  and  importance  of  missionary  societies  whose  work  is  done  by  women  ill 
the  homes  of  our  own  beloved  country.

She  excels  him  ii 
sensibility,  chasteoess,  tenderness,  compassion,  affection.  Heart  is  the  vital  ele- 
lt  in  Christian  work.  Woman's  worth  is  seen  in  her  power  or  sympathetic 
appreciation.  Woman  steps  ever  onward  in  the  face  of  opposition.  Christ  is 
emancipator.  Prejudice  has  had  its  day  of  darkness.  Time  will  give  woman 
her  appropriate  recognition.  Woman's  work  should  be  in  harmony  with  her 
-  nature.  She  has  the  gift  of  utility  as  well  as  beauty.  She  was  made  for  purity, 
iOt  for  pleasure.  Appropriate  work  transfigures  woman.  Woman's  work  finds 
Is  highest  sphere  in  the  Christian  home.  America  is  woman's  place  of  freedom 
and  the  present  is  her  time  of  glowing  opportunity.  This  nation  is  on  proba- 
i.  Fidelity  to  God  alone  can  keep  it  from  destruction.  Woman's  problem  ii 
to  produce  national  unity  among  the  heterogeneous  elements  of  our  country.

4.  That  a  contingent  fund  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Bureau  to  pro- 
ride  for  the  exigencies  which  constantly  arise  under  the  anomalous  social  condi- 
tions of  Utah  Territory.

The  Correspond i rig  Secretary  of  the  Woman'!  Home  Missionary  Society 
respectfully  presents  her  Sixth  Annual  Report.  It  is  with  a  deep  tense  of  re- 
sponsibility, and  a  strong  feeling  of  obligation,  that  wc  enter  upon  a  review  of 
the  work  of  the  year,  set  forth  the  opportunities  for  usefulness  enjoyed,  and  urge 
upon  our  sisters  the  claims  and  needs  of  our  country  at  an  important  Geld  of 
ssionary  effort. 
While  gratefully  acknowledging  the  generous  gifts  of  friends,  the  Board nf 
Managers,  with  faith  in  the  great  work  demanded  at  its  hands,  is  oftimes  sad. 
iew  of  its  inability  to  respond  to  earnest  appeals  to  carry  out  the  work  of 
reform  planned  with  so  much  solicitude  and  care.  Thus  the  experience  of  the 
year  has  been  both  pleasant  and  painful,  hope  deferred  and  fruition,  sunthiac 
and  shade,  something  as  we  have  seen  the  lights  and  shadows  chasing  each  other 
across  a  landscape  ;  but  we  know  that  the  great  Sun  of  righteousness  is  shining 
over  att,  however  the  clouds  may  lower,  and  we  can  rest  in  the  assurance  that 
while  He  leadelh  us  all  is  well. 

One  great  object  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  to  spread  in- 
telligence among  our  people  in  regard  to  the   conditions  of  want  and   danger  in 
ir  own  land,  and  to  call  attention  to  the  pressing  need  of  home  evangelitation. 
is  encouraging   that   everywhere  the   Church   is   becoming  aroused  to  the  in- 
irtance  of  this  subject,  and  is  considering  the  question  of  Home  Missions,  and 
at  the   press,  both   religious   and   secular,  is  contributing  to  its  proper  under- 
inding  and   settlement.     Would   that   the   interest,  the  effort,  and  especially 
the  giving,  were  in  proportion  to  the  obligation.    They  will  be,  we  are  convinced, 
when  patriots  and  Christians  realize  the  ominous  peril  of  the  hour,  which  is  in- 
dicated by  the  rapid  increase  of  our  country's  population  with  the  condition!  of 
illiteracy   and    degradation    in    which    so  many  are  involved,  the  flocking  of  the 
masses  to  cities,  and   the   fearful  growth  of  infidel  and  anarchical  sentiments, 
which  are  fatal  to  all  safety  and  prosperity. 

MISSION    FIELDS. 

Marvelous  changes  have  taken  place  in  this  country  within  a  few  years, 
that  vitally  effect  the  obligations  of  the  Church.  The  Home  Mission  Field  now 
iviting  our  effort,  Only  a  few  years  ago,  hardly  extended  beyond  the  prosperous 
States  north  of  the  Ohio,  and  east  of  the  Mississippi  river.  Encouraged  by  the 
pulpit  and  the  press,  Missionary  impulse  and  effort  reached  out  to  foreign  hea- 
then people.  Thi»  is  well,  but  within  a  quarter  of  a  century  the  opening  of  our 
frontiers  South  and   West  to  Missionary  effort  has  multiplied  the  area  of  Home 
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Missionary  territory  many  times,  while  the  increased  proportions  of  ignorance 
and  danger  can  hardly  be  estimated.  Immigration  has  become  an  important 
factor  in  our  civilization,  not  only  in  controlling  the  cities,  but  in  determining 
the  destiny  of  vast  sections  or  the  country.  Our  great  Territories  are  rapidly 
becoming  settled,  and  will  soon  become  Stales.  Their  Government,  Social  and 
Political,  is  being  moulded  and  controlled  by  those  antagonistic  to  Republican 
and  Christian  principles. 

WESTERN    TERRITORIEa. 

In  our  Western  Territories,  infidelity,  Mormonism,  and  Romanism  contend 
far  supremacy  in  Government,  while  the  Indian  tribes,  scattered  and  persecuted, 
are  more  frequently  disturbed  in  their  heathen  worship  by  the  crack  of  the  rifle 
of  our  soldiery,  than  by  the  voice  of  the  Gospel  of  love.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  not  including  Alaska,  is 
two  and  one-half  times  larger  than  that  east  of  it,  and  it  is  not  true,  as  we  have 
been  in  the  habit  of  thinking,  that  this  section  is  merely  a  vast  wilderness  in 
which  Indians  and  wild  buffaloes  roam  at  will.  Statisticians  inform  us  that  in 
1900,  there  will  be  nearly  38,000,000  of  people  west  of  that  river,  as  many  as  were 
east  of  it  in  1880.  This  will  give  to  that  vast  region  in  fifteen  years  an  average 
population  more  than  one-third  as  dense  as  now  resides  east  of  it.  The  cen 
informs  us  that  in  1880  58.9  per  cent,  of  the  population  between  the  Mississippi 
river  and  Alaska  was  of  foreign  birth  or  parentage,  and  75  per  cent,  of  the  ir 
migrants  go  West.  Settlements  of  a  single  nationality  occupying  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  acres  of  land  are  already  established.  They  form  distinct  cc 
inanities  essentially  foreign  in  ideas,  habits,  and  language.  Following  the  pres- 
ent rate  of  increase,  in  fifteen  years  25,000,000,  or  two-thirds  of  the  whole  popu-  ' 
Iition  west  of  the  Mississippi,  will  be  of  foreign  birth  or  parentage. 

In  eight  of  the  Western  Territories  there  are  eighteen  times  as  many  Cath- 
olics as  there  are  members  of  all  Protestant  bodies.  From  1850  to  1880  the 
population  of  the  country  increased  116  per  cent.  The  communicants  of  Pro- 
testant Churches  Increased  185  percent,  and  the  Catholic  population  194  perce 
During  the  same  period  the  number  of  Evangelical  Churches  increased  125  per 
cent,  and  the  Catholic  Churches  447  per  cent.  Protestant  ministers  increased 
173  per  cent..  Catholic  Priests,  391  percent.  In  1850  the  Catholic  population 
was  45  per  cent,  of  the  Evangelical  Church  membership  in  the  country.  In 
1880  it  was  65  per  cent.  Since  1S80  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the 
Catholic  population.  The  average  annual  growth  from  1870  to  1880  was  176,733, 
while  from  1883  to  1SS4  it  was  331,312.  In  ten  of  these  great  Territories,  with 
an  area  larger  in  extent  than  all  the  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  river,  there 
is  only  an  average  of  one  in  182  of  the  population  connected  with  any  Evan- 
gelical Church,  while  in  two  of  them,  which  are  nearly  equal  in  square  miles  to 
the  original  thirteen  States,  the  proportion  is  one  to  671.  If  the  Church  is  to 
be  established  in  this  section,  the  people  must  be  reached  by  some  power  that 
will  bring  them  into  intelligent  sympathy  with  our  Christian  Institutions.  The 
difficulty  of  reaching  and  influencing  them  will  increase  in  proportion  as  the 
foreign  element  dominates  in  numbers  and  influence.  That  infidelity,  Mor- 
monism, Communism,  and  Romanism,  are  strong  factors  against  us,  no  intelligent 
person  will  deny. 
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Thii  ii  the  golden  hour  of  our  opportunity.  If  we  famuli  Christian  edi- 
tion for  the  children,  in  fifteen  years  we  may  secure  a  generation  of  lop] 
Christian  citizens.  If  we  neglect  it,  imagination  can  scarcely  conceive  the  feat' 
ful  consequences.  To  meet  our  share  of  this  obligation,  we  think  thii  Society 
ought  ID  send  at  least  300  Missionary  teachers  into  that  section  within  the  nest 
ten  years.  If  the  population  of  the  Territories  needing  Christian  aid  ooh" 
reaches  30,000,000  in  that  time,  this  would  be  only  one  teacher  to  100,000  peo- 
ple.    Women  as  teachers   through   their   influence  with  the  children  can  gsu

both  races  to  attend  the  same  school .'     If  they  are  not  educated  and  trained  ii 

us  tries,  elevated  in  morals,  and  prepared  to  enercise  the  rights  and  perfore 
the  duties  of  intelligent  Christian  ciliiens,  they  will  become  a  most  dangerous 
element  of  society.  It  will  not  be  difficult  for  demagogues  to  lead  them  to 
deeds  of  violence.  They  will  be  good  subjects  for  the  platters  of  Anarchy  to 
work  among,  for  they  have  reason  to  feel  that  the  good  things  of  the  land  belong 
to  them,  as  two  hundred  years  of  unreqoilted  toil  is  on  their  side  of  the  balance. 
The  Church  has  established  schools  and  Churches,  and  sent  teachers  sod 
preachers  among  them,  hut  they  aie  Ij;;:'  y  destitute  of  homes  or  of  a  proper 
conception  of  what  the  term  home  means.  The  home  is  the  center  of  every- 
thing good  and  beautiful.  All  the  virtues  are  essential  to  its  maintenance,  and 
only  a  few  of  them  will  remain  m  a  people  bereft  of  it.  The  natural  increase 
of  the  Negro  population  in  this  country  last  year  was  300,000.  It  is  impossible 
for  the  Missionary  agencies  of  the  Church  through  all  itt  branches  to  provide 
for  tbe  primary  education  of  these  immense  and  rapidly  growing  masses.    This 

st  be   the  work  of  the  State,  stimulated  and  aided  by  Church  funds  in 
preparation  of  teachers,  ministers  and  home-makers.    The  Church  cannot  al 

smploy  any  methods  but  the  most  economical  and  successful.     The  several 
denominations  working  in  this  section  have  been  studying  the  problem  for 
renty-five  years,  and   the  experience  of  all  agrees   that  Christian  education  is 
e  only  foundation  upon  which  permanent  reform  must  be  based. 

The   other  branches  of  benevolence  of  our  Church  have  been  established 
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for  years,  and  have  gained  prestige  and  influence  in  the  community.  Our 
Society  coming  into  the  field  at  this  late  hour,  may  profit  by  all  that  these  have 
dene  and  gained.  Industrial  and  moral  training  being  its  legitimate  sphere  of 
work,  its  opportunity  is  in  connection  with  the  schools.  The  pupils  in  these  are 
chokes  from  the  multitudes  seeking  aid,  and  are  the  most  promising  of  the 
young  people.  These  may  be  trained  for  teachers.  We  find  in  these  schools 
promising  girls  partially  educated.  They  have  been  tested  as  to  ability,  integrity, 
and  morality,  and  they  may  easily  be  trained  in  womanly  and  industrial  pur- 
suits that  will  make  them  good  teachers,  wives  and  mothers.  All  over  the 
South  land  their  homes  will  be  models  for  imitation,  and  will  have  a  more  in- 
spiring and  practical  influence  in  the  community  than  any  amount  of  precept. 
A  good  home  under  almost  any  circumstances  is  an  object  lesson  which  will 
be  understood,  appreciated,  and  imitated  by  this  aspiring  people. 

The  Church  succeeds  by  uniting  its  agencies  in  effort,  each  being  supported 
by  the  others.  Our  Society  cannot  afford  to  send  out  its  workers  alone  unsus- 
tained  by  the  various  organizations  of  the  Church.  As  in  the  Western  Terri- 
tories we  need  to  have  our  Missions  in  co-operation  with  the  Church,  so  in  the 
South  ;  to  secure  economy  and  efficiency,  our  work  must  be  supplimental  to  the 
other  benevolent  enterprises.  The  Church  in  this  follows  with  advantage  the 
rules  of  business.  Organization  multiplies  force.  Mission  work,  to  accomplish 
great  and  permanent  results,  must  be  planned  broadly  and  each  step  of  progress 
most  be  firmly  taken.  When  a  canal  or  railroad  is  to  be  constructed,  the  work- 
men are  not  distributed  carelessly  along  the  track.  The  strength  of  many  is 
concentrated  on  a  point.  They  bring  to  their  aid  powerful  machinery.  The 
work*  moves  steadily  forward.  The  results  are  complete  and  enduring.  A 
Missionary,  unsupported  by  the  other  agencies  of  the  Church,  works  at  similar 
disadvantage.  It  is  easy  to  kindle  the  enthusiasm  of  an  ignorant  and  confiding 
people,  we  are  encouraged  by  their  ready  response,  as  the  lone  workman  who 
had  felled  a  few  trees,  or  excavated  a  few  feet  of  a  canal  would  be  glad,  but  in 
a  little  while  the  undergrowth  hides  his  clearing,  and  the  drift  fills  the  embryo 
canal.  If  our  work  is  not  established  on  a  good  foundation  of  Christian  char- 
acter, when  left  without  the  inspiring  presence  of  the  Missionary,  the  weeds 
will  spring  up  and  hide  his  pathway.  The  people  will  be  enervated  rather  than 
strengthened,  just  as  the  injudicious  giving  of  alms  makes  paupers  instead  of 
relieving  mendicancy.  -When  starting  a  Missionary  in  the  field,  it  is  an  impor- 
tant question  for  us  to  consider  whether  we  are  in  danger  of  sowing  our  seed 
where  the  tares  may  choke  it.  or  in  stony  places,  without  the  moral  and  educa- 
tional foundation  in  which  it  may  lake  root,  or  where  it  will  be  devoured  by  the 
vultures  of  sin  as  soon  as  it  reaches  the  ground. 
CITIES. 

Our  large  cities  and  towns  contain  one-quarter  of  the  population  of  the 
whole  country,  and  this  proportion  is  rapidly  increasing.  In  the  ninety  years 
preceding  1880.  the  entire  population  increased  [2-fold,  while  that  of  the  cities 
increased  86-fold.  A  little  less  than  one-third  of  the  population  of  the  United 
States  and  Territories  is  of  foreign  birth  or  parentage,  while  in  the  leading 
cities  as  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Boslon,  New  York  and  Chicago,  it  is  respect- 
ively 62,  69,  70,  88,  and  91  per  cent. 
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The  Roman  Catholic  Church  exert*  a  controlling  influence  in  the  Govem- 
ment  in  several  of  our  Territories,  and  it  is  dominant  and  rapidly  glowing  in 
numbers  and  proportionate  strength  in  the  cities.  Brooklyn  has  eighteen  timi 
as  many  people  to-day,  as  it  had  in  1840,  and  while  it  has  only  ten  times  as  man; 
Protestant,  it  has  twenty-live  timet  as  many  Catholic  Churches.  Newark  hai 
eight  times  the  population  of  1840,  rive  limes  as  many  Protestant,  but  fourteen 
times  as  many  Catholic  Churches.  Since  1850,  the  population  of  Jersey  City  | 
has  increased  nineteen  times,  Protestant  Churches  six  and  one-half,  and  the 
Catholic,  sixteen  times.  In  these  three  cities,  there  was  in  1840  one  Protestant 
Church  to  1,250  persons;  in  1887,  one  103,000.  In  1840  there  was  one  Catholic 
Church  to  32,500  persons,  and  in  1887,  one  to  12,000.  The  population  of  New 
York  City  has  increased  300,000  since  1880.  To  preserve  ihe  proportion  of 
Protestant  Churches  to  the  population,  loo  should  have  been  added  during  these 
seven  years,  while  the  startling  fact  remains  that  there  are  now  only  four  a 
Protestant  Churches  than  at  that  time. 

In  six  Assembly  districts  in  New  York,  with  an  aggregate  population  of 
360,240  in  1880,  there  were  3,018  saloons  and  31  Protestant  Churches,  over  too 
times  as  many  saloons  as  Churches,  a  saloon  to  every  112  persons,  and  a  Pro- 
testant Church  to  every  1 1,600.  In  the  First  Assembly  district,  there  isi 
saloon  to  every  47  persons,  in  the  8th,  one  to  119,  and  in  the  20th,  one  to  20& 
The  number  of  Protestant  Churches  to  the  population  in  the  1st  district  is  00c 
06,285,  in  the  8th,  one  to  11,466,  and  in  the  20th,  one  Protestant  Church  to 
10,246  people.  The  testimony  of  facts  proves  that,  especially  in  our  cities,  the 
nasses  that  most  need  the  Gospel  are  not  attracted  by  the  accustomed  servii 
The  beautiful  music,  fervent  prayers,  and  eloquent  sermons,  do  not  reach  tc 
wanderers  from  the  house  of  God  with  their  burdened  hearts.  They  need 
light  in  their  darkness,  sympathy  in  their  sorrow,  help  in  their  poverty  and  en 
couragement  in  their  despondency. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  vice  and  misery  abounding  in  large  cities  is  owing  . 
such  facts  as  these  ;  the  people  depreciate  the  dignity  of  labor,  are  ignorant  1 
any  occupation  by  which  nn  honest  living  may  He  secured  and  of  the  econo-  | 
us  essential  to  home  making.     Every  avenue  of  employment  offering  any  in 
:ement  is  crowded  by  young  women  anxious  to  secure  self-support.     A  large  ' 
majority  of  the  applicants  are  unable  to  do  anything  well.     It  is  not  surprising  I 
t  "ten  thousand  girls  a  year  are  lost  in  the  maelstrom  of  sin  in  a  single  city."  ■ 
This  wrong  might  be  largely  remedied  if  the  youth  were  given  Industrial  tra 
ing,  shown    the   advantage  of  skilled   labor,   and  assured  of  employment. 
instruction  could  be  provided  for  fjirls  in  all  branches  of  home  service,  cooking, 
sewing,   dressmaking,   in   hook-keeping,   stenography,   type  setting,   etc.,  am 
provision  could  be  made  for  distributing  these  trained  workmen   over  the  coun 
,  where  their  skill  and   strength  are  in  demand,  incalculable  good  could  1> 
secured  to  young  yirls. 

On  another  occasion  we  urged  that  "Mission  Churches  should  be  made  cen 

■s  of  all  these  saving  influences,  places  where  may  be  found  schools  in  which 

children  may    he    trained    in    useful    occupations    and  in  morals,  young  women 

lught  remunerative  industries,  where  employment  may  be  secured,  and   above 

all,  places  where  any  who  may  come  will  be  met  with  loving  sympathy."    The  j 
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Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  could  efficiently  aid  the  Missions  of  a  city 
ihrough  its  Bureau  of  Local  work,  in  thus  adapting  their  methods  to  the  needs 
of  the  people.     Then  the  Mission  Employment  Agency,  through   the  auxiliar- 

alf  over  the  country,  could  offer  these  girls  good  homes,  good  wages  and  the 
opportunity  of  useful  and  happy  lives  in  hundreds  of  smaller  cities  and  towns. 
The  Society  has  constantly  felt  a  strong  drawing  toward  the  needy  population  of 

cities.     Evidently,  God  in  His  Providence  is  moulding  and  preparing  it  to  en- 
gage in  this  important  work.      It  has  not   yet  been  able  to  satisfactorily  formu- 
e  plans  and  thoroughly  «.ystemire  this   work.     While  it  studies  the  question, 
and  listens  attentively  to  the  suggestions  of  wisdom  and  experience,  we  believe, 

>o  distant  day,  under  divine  guidance  it  will  enter  upon  the  work  of  saving 
masses  in  cities  with  an  enthusiasm,  and  efficiency  that  will  secure  the  mos 
hopeful  results.  We  feel  assured  that  a  Mission  of  so  great  importance  i 
nrthy  the  providential  origin  and  earnest  endeavor  of  this  organization  of  the 
Church.  Zion's  Herald,  reviewing  an  article  on  the  Woman':)  Home  Missi 
ary  Society,  asks:    "Who  knows  but   the  elect    womanhood  of  the  Church  has 

■e  to  the  kingdom  at  this  lime  to  set  up,  and  operate  the  long-sought,  efficient 
enginery  for  city  evangelization,. and  10  do  the  honors  of  our  National  Christian 
home  to  the  millions  whom  God  is  strangely  bidding  to  our  feast  ?" 

We  notice  that  the  plans  just  published  for  a  grand  Mission  movement  in 
London,  by  the  Wesleyans  of  England,  and  which  was  to  be  inaugurated  the 
»m  day  of  October,  are  almost  identical  with  the  above  referred  to.  "The  Lon- 
don Mission  Homes  Or  chapels  are  to  be  centers  of  all  sorts  of  social  movements, 
ladies'  organizations,  mothers'  meetings,  rescue  homes,  evening  homes  for  girls, 

«es  for  young  men,  social  purity  societies,  and  high  class  musical  evenings, 
grafted  upon  the  spiritual  organization,  with  a  brass  band  to  lead  preaching  ex- 
peditions to  Trafalgar  Square,  and  the  Parks  in  summer,  and  concerts  in  winter 
to  fill  up  the  long  and  dreary  evenings."  If  such  a  work  was  to  be  inaugurated 
here.  Mission  Churches  already  established  could  be  remodeled  for  the  purpose, 
and  if  good  work  was  assured  funds  would  not  be  lacking  for  its  support.  In 
cities,  particularly  in  the  seaport  towns,  where  multitudes  of  ignorant  for- 
eigners swell  the  tide,  the  strength  of  adjoining  Conferences  might  be  com 
titled,  and  we  may  be  assured  the  prosperous  Churches  so  engaged  will  not 
languish  and  die.  In  this  line  of  its  activity  the  great  possibilities  for  useful- 
ness of  our  Society  may  be  illustrated. 

DIVISION    OF    WORK, 

The  Constitution  provides  for  this  by  making  it  the  "duty  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  arrange  with  the  Conference  Societies  the  work  to  be  done  by  each." 
In  view  of  the  extent  of  our  fields  and  the  number  of  points  that  will  be  touched 
as  the  sphere  of  the  Society  is  enlarged,  it  is  evident  that  no  Board  could  givi 
special  direction  throughout  the  whole  field.  Particular  supervision  of  the  de- 
tails must  be  provided  for  through  Committees,  and  by  entrusting  it  to  the  vari 
Conference  Boards. 

It  is  evident  also  that   the  Board  of  Managers  annually,  and  ihe  Execu 

Board  during  the  year  must  be  informed  of  the  needs  of  the  field,  and  of  the 

extent  and  progress  of  the  work,  in  order  that  harmony  with   the  general  plan 
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and  spirit  of  the  Society  uiay  be  secured.  To  (his  nod,  the  Constitution  hu 
made  provision  for  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  hu  defined  the  duty  of  this 
officer  as  followi :  "To  make  herself  acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportuni- 
ties of  the  Mission  fields,  to  correspond  with  the  Missionaries,  and  with  the 
Conference  Secretaries,  to  furnish  Conference  Boards  with  needful  information, 
to  secure  the  details  of  their  work,  and  to  make  reports  of  all  this  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board  quarterly,  and  to  the  Board  of  Managers  annually,  concerning  the  . 
conditions  and  needs  of  the  Mission  fields,  and  to  publish  the  same  for  the  in 
■nation  of  the  membership."  Of  course  no  person,  unaided,  can  make  personal  i 
investigation  of  the  condition  and  character  of  the  needs  in  every  part  ol 
widely  extended  country,  balance  the  relative  importance  and  claims  of  each, 
suggest  the  best  means  of  relief,  see  that  the  plans  of  work  that  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Managers  are  carried  out,  and  then  bring  this  informa- 
tion, properly  compiled,  regularly  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  to  the  Execu- 
tive Board.  Besides,  the  conditions  in  these  fields  are  rapidly  changing  so  as  Id 
modify  our  duty  towards  them.  To  provide  for  this  work  economically  the  Geld 
has  been  divided  into  sections,  and  these  divisions  placed  under  the  ca 
Bureaus.  The  Secretary  of  each  Bureau  gathers  the  facts  from  her  part  of  the 
held,  and  from  the  Committees  entrusted  with  the  management  of  the  Missions, 
and  forwards  them  to  the  general  Secretary. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Society  holds  the  Corresponding  Secretary  respon- 
sible for  this  supervision  and  information.  The  assistance  necessary  to  accom-  ! 
plish  the  object  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  must  supplement  the  work 
of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  several 
Bureaus,  together  with  that  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  make  the  report  of  | 
the  office.  Instead  of  compiling  them  in  one  paper,  it  is  preferable  that  each 
Secretary  of  a  Bureau  present  the  report  of  her  division  of  the  field.  Thus  the 
details  of  the  work  of  the  year  will  appear  in  the  reports  of  the  several  Bureaus. 

ALASKA. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  commencing  work  in  this  Territory,  and  a  Mis- 
sionary was  commissioned  last  spring.  In  company  with  her  husband  she  made 
the  journey,  and  bravely  entered  upon  her  work  amid  trials  and  discouragement], 
but  was  taken  ill  and  died  a  few  months  after  her  arrival  in  that  land.  This  en 
terprlsc,  commenced  with  so  precious  a  sacrifice,  we  trust  will  during  the  comlai 
year  be   permanently  established  at  Unalaska,  which  seems  most  strongly  to  claim 

MEW    MEXICO    AMD    ARIZONA. 

If  there  was  no  other  condition  of  these  Territories  claiming  Missionary  aid, 
that  Romanism  is  dominant  in  them,  and  only  one  person  in  681  is  connected  with 
any  evangelical  Church,  would  be  sufficient  reason  for  a  vigorous  effort  in  their 
behalf.  Two  Missionaries  have  recently  entered  upon  this  work,  and  it  is  proposed 
to  establish  a  permanent  Mission  at  Albuquerque.  Besides  the  Spanish  population 
New  Mexico,  a  promising  Mission  field  invites  us  among  the  Navajos  in  northwest 
New  Mexico,  and  northeast  Arizona.  This  tribe  of  Indians  numbers  22,000. 
They  have  increased  one  thousand  a  year  for  the  last  twelve  years.     They  are 
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■omadk,  and  arc  wealth;  in  sheep,  cattle  and  horses.    Their  manufactories  in 
r,  pottery  and  blankets  are  very  remarkable.     They  are  heathen  and  destitute 
of  schools.     Faithful  ministers  could  win  them  easily  to  Christ,  for  they  despise  o 
border  civilization.     The  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  has  granted  the  Society 
eighty  acres  of  land,  not)  military  protection  is  promised  if  needed. 

MORMONS, 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Bureau  will  show  that  several  new  Missions 
ve  been  established  during  the  year,  and  teaching  has  been  prosecuted  with  good 
ccesa.  Thirteen  Missionaries  are  employed  in  the  Territory,  buildings  have  been 
provided  at  three  points ;  others  are  projected,  and  special  fundstprc  being  raised 
~ir  their  erection  in  localities  where  they  are  needed  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
schools.  The  buildings  of  the  Society  in  Utah  have  been  provided  at  a  cost  of 
over  $12,000. 

INDIANS. 

Our  Mission  at  Pawnee,  Indian  Territory,  has  been  in  operation*  two  years, 
ind  it  is  one  of  the  most  promising  that  has  ever  been  established  among  this 
people.  Recently  two  additional  Missionaries  were  sent  to  this  Territory,  to  aid 
the  work  inaugurated  so  successfully  by  Mrs.  Caddis  and  her  son.  The  claims  of 
other  Indian  tribes  are  urgent,  and  Missions  will  be  opened  among  several 
of  them.  -  Owing  to  the  dangers  and  difficulties  attending  labor  among  this  people 
great  precaution  is  needed  in  selecting  stations  with  reference  to  protection  and 
support  from  the  Government  and  the  Missionary  agencies  of  the  Church. 


This  department  has  achieved  valuable  results.  Ministers  in  several  of  our 
Conference*  by  this  aid  have  been  enabled  to  remain  in  the  field  during  the  year. 
Its  plan  of  operation  is  becoming  more  and  more  systematized ,  and  appropriations 
of  clothing  and  material  can  be  made  through  it  with  the  assurance  of  valuable 
results.  We  ask  special  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  Model  Homes  and  Indus- 
trial Schools  depend  largely  upon  this  department  for  supplies.  In  each  of  our 
Model  Homes,  classes  or  from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  girls  are  taught.  They 
d  sewing  materials,  garments  cut  and  ready  lo  be  made,  half  worn  clothing  to 
be  repaired,  and  material  to  be  cut  and  made  by  the  modeling  classes,  needles, 
thread,  thimbles,  etc.  These  should  be  sent  early  in  the  year  to  each  of  the 
Model  Homes. 

TRAINING    SCHOOL. 

The  Training-school  for  Missionaries,  at  Chicago,  by  its  remarkable  success, 

jgests  a  new  and  efficient  agency  for  City  evangelization.     Schools  similar  to 

this  may  be  established  wherever  needed,  and  may  become  great  centers  of  Mis- 

117  influence.  The  enterprise  was  started  under  the  auspices  of  this  Society, 
and  has  become  an  instrumentality  of  blessing,  not  only  in  Chicago  and  this  coun- 
try, but  for  foreign  lands.  Already  in  il  are  consecrated  women  preparing  for 
Mission  work  at  home  and  abroad.     A  beautiful  building  for  the  school  has  been 

led  at  a  cost  of  $26,000.  Forty-three  students  are  in  attendance,  all  of  whom 
are  engaged  in  active  Mission  work.     These  have  made  this  year  1,795  religious 
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visits,  and  have  taught  $,433  pupils.  Nine  young  ladies  have  en) 
of  Deaconesses  and  give  their  whole  time  and  strength,  without 
Mission  work  in  Chicago. 

WORK    INAl'ODRATRD    Dl'RING    THE    YEAR. 

At  Greensboro,  N.  C. ,  we  have  a  fine  site  adjoining  the  campus  of  B 
Seminary,  on  which  was  erected  last  year  the  Kent  Model  Home.  It  is  1 
•nd  appropriate  house  of  two  stone*,  substantially  built,  and  well  adapted  to  tat 

da  of  the  work.  It  was  opened  early  last  fall,  and  has  been  filled  during  the 
year  with  girls,  fiie  advanced  students  of  the  school.  The  ladies  of  the  Troy  Con- 
ference, whose  wfark  it  is,  have  reason  10  rejoice  in  the  success  thus  far  achiever! 

At  Ashville,  N.  C,  a  school  property  valued  at  $5,01 
Society  hy  Rev.  L.  M.  Pease,  on  the  condition  that  we  sustain  a  graded  Industrie 
school  for  colored  youth.  Our  denomination  has  a  small  colored  membership 
here,  and  no  house  of  worship  for  them,  hence,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Church  as  a  sustaining  influence  for  the  school.  A  room  in 
the  school  building  will  he  used  temporarily  for  Sunday  school,  and  Chapel  pur 
>ses.  A  minister  from  the  North  will  aid  in  this  object  and  serve  as  Superintend- 
it  of  the  school,  which  has  opened  with  encouraging  prospects. 

Charleston,  S.  C,  furnishes  an  important  field  for  Missionary  effort.  Lsst 
January  a  lady  of  experience  was  sent  to  Charleston  to  labor  as  a  Missionari, 
who.  remained  during  the  year,  and  she  reports  good  results.

At  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  in  connection  with  the  Philander  Smith  College, 
the  larger  building  provided  by  the  generous  donation  of  Mrs.  Smith,  of  Oak  Part 
Ills.,  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  the  last  of  December.  A  beautiful  si 
purchased  which  will  afford  ample  space  for  the  Model  Home,  and  the  additions! 
buildings  required  to  accommodate  the  Industrial  branches.  It  adjoins  the  Col- 
lege campus,  and  the  elevated  site  overlooks  the  city. 

At  New  Oklkans,  La.,  a  fine  property  for  a  School  of  Domestic  Economj  ! 
has  been  secured.      This  was  obtained  through  the  influence  of  Bishop  Mallalieu,

ning  both  ways.  It  is  centrally  located  with  easy  communication  with  every  pari  | 
of  the  city,  and  a  broad  and  influential  work  may  lie  established  here.  The  sire 
of  the  lot  will  furnish  ample  accommodation  for  the  industrial  building,  (which 
may  also  serve  for  n  home  for  the  Missionaries  engaged  in  city  work.)  and  for  the 
Model  Homes  that  will  operate  for  the  instruction  of  the  students  from  the  run! 
districts  who  are  attracted  by  the  College.  This  association  with  the  Univenily 
will  extend   the  sphere  of  its  usefulness  as  wide  as  the  patronage  of  the  School  1 
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Within  a  radius  of  two  hundred  miles  there  are  a  million  colored  people.    A  varied 
work  is  possible  here,  and  it  is  important  that  this  be  so  arranged  as  to  inculcate 
the  love  of  home.     Instead  of  one  large  building  several  smaller  houses  to  accoi 
modate  each  a  doien  or  sixteen  will  bring  these  girls  in  contact  u-ilh  something  li 
a  real  home,  and  they  will  learn  to  perform  the  duties  of  housekeeping.     At  first 
one  Model  Home  will  be  erected,  and  others  will  be  added  as  means  allow. 
building  in  the  center  of  the  square  will  provide  facilities  for  the  various  branches 
of  the  School  of  Domestic  Economy.     In  time  this  may  hecome  a  Missionary  c 
ter  for  our  workers  throughout   the  city,    including  the   features  suggested  for  i 
Mission  work,  and  some  of  the  methods  of  the  Training-school  at  Chicago. 

Missions  to  French-speaking  People.  There  are  in  this  country  o 
1,000,000  of  French-speaking  people.  A  large  portion  nf  these  are  in  Ihe  States 
of  I-ouisiana  and  Mississippi.  The  Chufth  has  inaugurated  an  important  Miss 
in  their  behalf  in  l^iuisiana,  and  last  fall  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society 
sent  ■  Missionary  to  co-operale  with  this  Mission  in  New  Orleans.  The  importance 
of  the  work  can  hardly  be  estimated.  "Canal  street,"  snys  our  Missionary,  "is 
English  channel  of  the  city ;  above  il  is  the  English,  hetow,  the  French-speaking 
quarter;  the  Straits  of  Dover  no  more  divide  two  nations  distinct  in  life  and  lan- 
guage lhan  does  this  street.  In  the  'Quartier  Frantaisr',  there  are  those  who  during 
>  residence  of  fifty  years  have  never  crossed  Canal  street."  The  French  language 
and  habits  arc  found  not  only  in  a  large  part  of  New  Orleans  but  prevail  in  who! 
sections  of  the  Stale.  In  counties  up  the  river,  and  along  the  gulf  in  both  dire 
lions,  the  people  both  colored  anil  white  use  this  language  almost  exclusively. 
small  proportion  are  Romanists,  but  mostly  they  are  infidel  in  faith.  A  promising 
work  has  thus  been  commenced,  several  chapels  and  Sunday  schools  are  established, 
services  in  French  are  used,  and  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  finds  here

At  Holi.v  Springs,  Miss.,  an  appropriation  from  the  Slater  fund  to  K 
University  was  used  for  Ihe  advancement  of  our  Industrial  work  (or  girls, 
struction  in  dressmaking  and  cooking  has  been  provided,  and  a  building  on  ihe 
grounds  was  fitted  up  with  all  the  necessary  conveniences,  (kiod  teachers  « 
employed  for  each  department,  and  the  classes  were  continued  through  the 
year.  From  the  same  fund  a  priming  pre-.-,  was  secured  at  a  cost  of  $JOO,  an  < 
fit  of  type  provided,  and  a  etas*  of  girls  has  been  employed  in  this  industry,  making 
good  progress  in  type-setting.  Special  training  in  the  duties  of  nurses  will  or 
provided  wherever  our  work  is  inaugurated. 

A  new  era  is  dawning  when  girls  may  be  encouraged  to  prepare  themselves  fo; 
the  varied  industries.  Hitherto  the  wash  tub,  the  field  and  domestic  service  wen 
almost  the  only  employment-  open  to  them.  Labor  has  long  been  unpopular  ir 
the  South,  and  Ihe  Freer  I  men  have  imbibed  more  or  less  of  this  spirit.  This  false 
view  of  life  and  labor  must  be  corrected,  and  Industrial  schools  are  the  best  means 
for  its  accomplishment.  Everywhere  in  the  South  schools  under  the  care  of  our 
denomination  have  introduced  the  industries  into  the  course  of  study.  The  same 
consideration  is  given  lo  them  as  to  other  studies,  and  the  pupils  are  graded  for  their 
proficiency  in  the  industrial  as  in  other  branches  of  learning.      This   recognition  of 
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the  dignity  of  labor  is  having  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  people,  and  the  work  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  through  the  schools  is  exerting  a  beneficent 
influence  as  wide  as  that  of  the  schools,  because  we  have  the  same  pupils,  and 
through  them  can  exert  the  same  wide-spread  influence. 

Mission  at  Castle  Garden.  A  year  ago,  the  Society  entered  upon  Mission 
work  at  Castle  Garden.  Previous  to  that  time  there  had  been  no  Protestant  Mis- 
sionary at  this  place  to  attend  to  the  wants  of  the  English  speaking  emigrants. 
The  field  for  such  a  work  U  very  great.  Eighty-four  large  steamships  arrive  at 
the  port  every  month  bringing  passengers.  Thirty-two  of  these  are  from  Grett 
Britain  and  Ireland.  Our  one  Missionary  cannot  meet  the  wants  of  those  speakiif 
our  own  language  for  advice  and  spiritual  help.  Additional  workers  are  greatly 
needed  ;  also  a  home  or  lodging  place  that  will  furnish  temporary  shelter  for  women 
and  children.  The  neighborhood  furoissfcs  no  safe  accommodation  for  these,  and 
:  earnestly  hope  that  an  appropriation  will  be  made  for  this  object.  In  connec- 
in  with  this  Mission,  there  is  an  important  need  for  an  Emigrant's  Home,  sad 
Industrial  Training  School.  This  could  be  situated  outside  the  city,  the  receiving 
house  being  at  the  landing  place.  Large  numbers  of  girls  come  to  this  country 
with  the  hope  of  becoming  self-supporting,  but  with  no  plans  for  securing  employ- 
ment, and  ignorant  of  American  ways.  These  could  be  taught  cooking,  and 
other  branches  or  domestic  service,  and,  through  our  hundreds  of  auxiliaries, 
placed  in  good  homes  in  other  cities  and  small  towns.  Without  any  organised  co- 
operation our  Missionary,  Mrs.  Mathews,  has  already  commenced  successfully  s 
work  of  this  character. 

If  the  Church  in  America  is  to  become  a  power  for  the  evangelization  of  the 
rid,  its  latent  energies  must  be  developed  and  its  forces  properly  conserved. 
Whether  this  nation,  richly  freighted  with  the  hopes  of  countless  millions,  shall  be 
preserved,  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  beacon-light  to  other  lands,  is  a  question  that 
lies  near  the  heart  of  intelligent  Christian  women,  not  only  because  their  Own  ele- 
vation and  happiness  are  closely  connected  with  every  movement  for  the  evangel- 
ization of  the  world,  but  also  and  especially  because  every  impulse  of  their  nature 
is  in  the  fullest  sympathy  with  such  a  result. 
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Report  from  Bureau  for  East  Southern  Statu. 

As  we  review  (he  work  of  the  past  year  and  note  the  vast  amount  of  Ubor 
expended  by  oar  faithful  Missionaries,  and  realize  the  wonderful  amount  of  good 
that  has  been  accomplished  through  these  labors,  we  can  but  rejoice  and  give 
thinks  to  God  who  hath  so  wonderfully  led  us,  and  so  kindly  cared  for  this  de- 

Cacnt  of  His  work.  The  seed  that  has  been  sown  is  bearing  abundant  fruit. 
people  throughout  Georgia  and  Florida,  the  States  comprised  in  this  Bureau, 
are  realizing  the  great  benefit  which  they  are  deriving  through  our  Industrial 
Homes,  and  from  different  parts  of  these  States  come  urgent  pleas  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  more  Homes,  both  for  white  and  for  colored  girls.  From  tome  locali- 
ties strong  inducements  have  been  offered  us  if  only  we  would  begin  the  work. 
The  lime  is  not  far  distant  when  we  must  move  forward,  and  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  do  all  that  we  can  to  help  lo  take  this  great  "Southland"  for  Him. 

Daring  the  past  year  we  have  been  doing  all  that  we  could  lo  strengthen  and 
develop  the  work  in  the  three  Homes  which  we  already  have. 

Atlanta. 

We  sold  to  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  our  little  cottage  for  the  sum  of  $500. 
t  leased  of  them  a  tract  of  ground  zoo  by  300  feet  for  99  years,  renewable  for- 
ever, for  the  consideration  of  $1.00,  said  tract  being  a  part  of  the  campus  of 
Clark  University.  Thus  we  were  enabled  in  August  to  give  the  contract  '" 
building  the  new  Industrial  Home.  This  building  is  fast  approaching  completi 
It  will  cost  $4,000,  of  which  $1,000  is  still  to  be  provided  for.  This  Home  will 
accommodate  16  girls,  and  will  be  one  of  the  most  complete  and  convenient  of  our 
many  Homes.  During  the  year  much  was  accomplished  in  the  way  of  Ik 
training,  as  well  as  in  the  sewing  and  dress  making  departments,  and  also  so 
thing  in  the  line  of  Missionary,  Sunday  school,  and  Temperance  work.  The  girls 
have  been  trained  in  this  kind  of  work,  and  many  of  them  have  returned  to  their 
homes  full  of  missionary  spirit,  and  have  been   the  means  of  accomplishing  much 

Haven   Home. 

Another  good  year's  work  has  been  done  in  Haven  Industrial  Home.  The 
third  story  has  been  finished  and  furnished.  We  have  not  added  to  our  numbers, 
u  we  still  keep  the  number  36,  but  we  are  able  to  make  the  family  more  o 
fortablc  and  have  more  room  for  our  Industrial  work.  This  we  deem  to  be 
of  the  moat  important  departments  of  our  work.  Many  of  our  girls  are  giving 
special  attention  to  cutting,  and  fitting,  and  making  the  garments  for  the  house- 
hold. Next  year  a  number  of  these  girls  will  go  out  to  begin  life's  conflict  for 
themselves.  We  expect  them  to  go  thoroughly  furnished,  and  ready  to  do  valiant 
service  for  Christ  and  for  humanity.  They  now  go  with  our  Missionaries  and 
issist  in  holding  services  in  cabins,  in  the  hospital,  and  in  the  jails.  They  teach 
11  Sabbath  schools  and  conduct  prayer  meetings  in  the  Home.  Thus  the  influence 
of  this  Home  is  being  felt  all  through  the  community.  Some  of  the  girls  reir 
firm  in  their  desire  to  go  as  Missionaries  to  Africa  in  order  to  try  to  lead  their  < 
people  to  Christ.     Others  will  And  their  Africa  nearer  home  and  enough  tc 
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therein.  The  school  rooms  are  crowded,  and  while  rapid  progress  is  being  mult 
in  the  branches  that  are  taught,  many  of  the  most  important  tenons  taught  are  not 
found  between  the  lids  of  books,  but  proceed  from  hearts  warmed  by  the  love  of 
Christ,  and  filled  with  an  intense  desire  to  uplift  and  save  thoae  who  an  committed 
10  i heir  care.  Through  the  scholars  our  Missionaries  gain  access  to  the  homes,  thni 
the  parents  are  reached,  the  home  life  is  improved,  and  one  of  the  great  object!  of 
our  Society  is  accomplished. 

At  Speedwell  Mission  the  good  work  ilill  goes  on.  Service*  are  held  regular- 
ly each  Sabbath  conducted  by  our  Missionaries.  Daring  a  part  of  the  year  they 
also  conducted  a  day  and  sewing  school,  which  were  the  meant  of  doing  una 
good.  Recently  a  bell  has  been  placed  in  the  cupola  of  the  little  white  chapel, 
and  now  the  people  rejoice  in  being  able  to  know  when  the  hour  for  service  ar- 
rives; and  from  every  quarter  they  come  through  the  woods  and  across  fields  eager 
to  receive  the  instruction  which  is  so  gladly  given  to  then. 


The 'past  year  has  been  one  of  marked  success  in  Boylan  Home.  The  work 
lias  developed  in  a  remarkable  manner.  The  generous  gift  of  another  thousand 
dollar)  by  our  faithful  patron,  Mrs.  DeCroot,  enabled  ns  to  enlarge  our  building 
and  to  adapt  it  to  the  needs  of  the  work.  Last  year  we  could  accommodate  bat 
ten  girls,  now  we  have  twenty-one,  and  a  large  list  of  applicants,  whose  parent* 
urge  us  to  take  them  and  thus  save  them  from  the  lives  that  their  older  children 
are  leading.  Are  girls  of  ten  and  twelve  years  too  young  to  begin  with  this 
training,  when  it  is  not  uncommon  for  many  to  become  mothers  at  13  and  14?  It 
is  hard  for  us  of  the  North  lo  realize  the  state  of  things  in  the  South.  We  have 
some  girls  whose  ages  range  from  17  to  19,  but  the  majority  arc  from  13  to  IS 
years  old.  The  len  thai  were  in  the  Home  last  year  made  remarkable  improrc- 
ment.  Some  of  these  girls  hod  never  sat  down  to  a  table  until  they  entered  the 
Home,  nor  did  they  know  the  use  of  a  knife  and  fork.  So  rapid  has  been  their 
improvement  that  they  have  become  quite  skillful  little  housekeepers.  Here,  is  in 
our  other  Homes,  the  work  it  divided,  each  one  taking  her  part  in  its  dailyaper- 
formance.  The  work  is  changed  every  month  and  thus  each  girl  receives  training 
in  all  of  the  departments  of  house  work.  Aside  from  this  work,  regular  lesson) 
are  given  in  kitchen-garden  work,  and  in  cooking,  to  outside  classes  a*  well  as  to 
these  Home  girls.  These  lessons  have  created  great  interest,  and  have  been  of  much 
lienehi  to  the  people.  The  sewing  department  has  been  made  a  special  feature  of 
the  Home.  Many  of  the  girls  are  learning  to  cut  and  fit  dresses,  and  evea  the 
youngest  with  but  little  showing  and  no  help  are  able  to  make  neat  and  tasteful 
dresses  for  themselves. 

The  girls  of  the  Home  are  organized  into  a  Mission  Band,  and  they  conduct 
their  meetings  in  a  systematic,  business-like  way.  The  training  class  for  Mission- 
aries, the  Temperance  and  Mothers'  Meetings  continue  to  be  great  factors  for  good. 
The  work  in  the  suburbs  of  Jacksonville  is  full  of  interest.  Several  new  points 
are  urging  their  claims  but  il  is  impossible  for  our  already  overworked  Missionaries  to 
take  up  any  new  work.  Were  space  allowed  us,  we  would  gladly  say  many  things 
in  regard  lo  the  work  of  our  Missionaries,  Miss  Mitchell  at  Atlanta,  Mrs.  Lewis, 
**'  Baldwin  and  Miss  Jolls  at  Haven  Home.  Miss  Emerson  and  Mrs.  Emerson  at 
Home.     They  are  a  noble  band  of  women.     The  work  in  each  place  is 
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ferent  and  must  lie  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  people.  This  haa  been  a  year  a 
peculiar  trial  to  each  of  these  Missionaries.  There  have  been  many  difficulties  to 
meet,  many  obstacles  to  overcome,  Sickness,  sorrow  and  death  have  entered  oar 
Homes,  but  the  "Blessed  Comforter"  has  been  an  abiding  guest,  and  the  precious 
promise  "As  thy  days,  so  shall  thy  strength  be,"  has  again  and  again  been  verified. 
And  now  as  these  noble  women  "For  love  of  Christ  and  in  His  name"  take  up 
the  labor  of  the  new  year,  shall  we  not  for  the  same  blessed  cause  pledge  our- 
selves anew  to  do  all  that  we  can  lo  support  this  work  which  has  been  so  signally 
blessed  of  God  ?

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Report  from  Bureau  for  Middle  Southern  States. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  more  than  usual  satisfaction  that  I  present  the  report 
of  the  Bureau  for  the  Middle  Southern  States  to  this  meeting,  because,  by  the  di- 
rection of  the  Executive  Board,  it  has  recently  been  my  privilege  to  visit  the 
various  places  in  these  Stales  where  our  work  is  located,  and  thus  I  am  able  to 
speak  concerning  them  from  personal  observation. 

Wherever  I  travelled  in  the  sunny  South,  whether  among  the  picturesque  and 
sublime  scenes  of  the  hills  and  valleys  of  the  Cumberland  Range  in  Tennessee, 
or  over  the  mountains  and  bottom  lands  of  the  Blue  Ridge  in  North  Carolina,  or 
across  the  plains  and  pine  -lands  of  South  Carolina,  there  were  visible  reminders 
that  a  condition  of  society  exists  largely  unknown  among  us — a  bondage  of  igno- 
rance and  superstition  that  still  holds  its  victims  fettered  and  enslaved, though 
not  with  bands  of  iron  and  steel.  As  the  train  passed  along  by  the  fields  of  corn, 
tobacco,  rice,  and  sugar  cane,  in  which  the  men,  women  and  children  were  gath- 
ering these  various  harvests,  my  heart  was  filled  with  thanksgiving  that  the  sound 
of  the  overseer's  lash  is  no  longer  heard  in  that  land,  that  the  tears  and  groans  of 
despairing  slaves  have  forever  ceased,  and  that  the  scenes  portrayed  in  the  song 
of  "Nellie  Gray,"  which  I  used  to  sing  in  the  long  ago,  can  never  be  re-enaclei' 
All  hail  the  power  of  the  National  Government  that  broke  the  chains  of  the  ei 
slaved,  and  raised  them  up  to  be  freedmen,  and  "Alt  hail  the  power  of  Jesu 
namel'  that  by  transforming  grace  can  lift  these  freedmen  up  to  be  free  men  i 
Christ;  and  thanks  be  unto  God  that  to  us,  women  of  the  Home  Missions. 
Society,  has  been  given  the  privilege  to  be  co-workers  with  Him  in  bringing  these 
"strangers  and  foreigners — aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of  Israel,"  to  be 
"fellow  citizens  with  the  saints,  and  of  the  household  of  God." 

1  propose  to  present  a  view  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  the  past  year, 
and  alto  to  lay  before  you  new  needs  that  have  arisen  in  the  development  of  the

At  Simpson  Home  a  family  of  twelve  girls  has  been  sustained  during  the 
year.  Some  of  these  have  been  able  to  help  themselves  in  whole  or  in  part,  and 
the  others  have  been  supported  from  the  beneficiary  fund.  The  amount  of  bene- 
ficiary money  contributed  for  Simpson  Home  should  be  increased  the  coming 
year,  that  the  needs  of  the  Home  may  be  adequately  met.-  I  also  suggest  and 
nrge  that  hereafter  all  supplies  sent  to  our  Homes  alrtady  furnishtd  in  the  line  of 
carpeting,  bedding,  linen,  towelling  and  clothing,  be  of  the  unmadt  materials, 
that  the  girls  in  the  sewing  classes  may  be  supplied  with  materials  for  tewing; 
and  that  they  may  be  taught  how  to  fit,  cut  and  make  everything  needed  in  these 
lines  of  house-keeping,  both  for  their  own  personal  benefit  in  the  future,  and 
that  the  stock  of  supplies  in  the  Home  may  be  replenished  from  time  to  time, 
order  to  meet  the  necessary  drafts  that  must  be  mode  upon  it  to  replace  the  n 
and  tear  of  constant  use. 

The  location  or  this  Home  is  pleasant,  and  the  building  is  conspicuous  and 
attractive.  All  the  rooms  have  been  named  by  donors,  and  the  plates  with  the 
names  engraved  are  now  ready  to  be  put  in  their  proper  places.  In  some  minor 
uattcn  the  building  was  not  quite  finished.  I  requested  Dr.  Dunton  to  have  this 
matter  attended  to  at  once,  and  sent  a  list  of  the  needs  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  having  this  work  ill  charge.  Owing  to  the  sandy  character  of  the 
soil,  grist  does  not  grow  without  fertilizers  and  irrigation  in  the  region  of  Orange- 
burg, and  hence  there  are  no  grassy  lawns  unless  made  at  large  expense.  Trees, 
however,  grow  well,  but  the  lot  on  which  the  Home  stands  has  no  shade  trees 
growing.  These  are  greatly  needed  both  for  shade  and  ornamentation.  My  at- 
tention was  colled  to  a  species  of  trees  that  grows  rapidly  in  that  climate,  and 
become*  large  and  spreading  like  the  Elm.  I  have  asked  a  special  appropriation 
for  planting  trees,  and  for  building  necessary  out- buildings. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  Miss  Purdum,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Home  for  the  past  two  years,  was  married  to  Rev.  Dr.  Webster,   with  whom  she 
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hoped  to  have  enlarged  opportunities  for  religious  work  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple. But  in  less  than  two  months  Dr.  Webster  sickened  and  died,  and  Mrs. 
Webster  returned  to  her  former  home  in  Ohio.  Miss  Mary  L.  Santley,  a  lad* 
who  has  had  large  experience  in  educational  and  Missionary  work  in  the  Sonlh, 
has  recently  been  elected  Superintendent  of  Simpson  Home.  She  is  present  at 
this  meeting  en  route  for  Orangeburg,  and  1  am  sure  you  will  be  glad  to  meet  her 
d  g've  her  a  cordial  greeting  and  God-speed  in  her  work. 

I  regret  to  state  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  make  satisfactory  arrange-  .' 
mts  concerning  the  land,  and  have  not  yet  obtained  a  title  to  it.  The  necessary  j 
t-buildings,  woodshed,  laundry,  cowshed,  etc,  have  not  been  built  owing  to  \ 
questions  of  location,  and  hence  the  Home  has  not  been  dedicated,  »  it  cannot  be  < 
till  all  ,these  things  are  done.  We  hone  that  arrangements  will  soon  be  made  by  , 
which  we  shall  reach  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  this  matter  which  has  so  locf  ; 
been  unsettled.  '

Kent  Home,  at  Greensboro,  has  been  finished  throughout  with  neatness  and 
te.  It  was  dedicated  last  Spring  with  appropriate  services  at  a  time  wheat  ' 
large  convention  was  held  in  the  town,  and  many  visitor*  from  abroad  wot 
■resent.  Rev.  Dr.  Sawyer,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  made  the  address.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  | 
:.  W.  Simpson  and  Mrs.  Kent  were  present,  and  added  much  interest  to  the  oc- 
ision.  The  situation  of  the  Home  is  well  chosen.  It  is  painted  brown  and  if 
quite  imposing  in  appearance.  It  contains  17  rooms,  each  of  which  has  been 
named  by  the  donors.  Over  the  door  of  each  room  there  is  a  small  white  potte- 
lain  plate  on  which  is  printed  in  black  letters  the  name  of  the  room.  Eleven 
girls  have  been  sustained  in  the  Home  during  portions  of  the  year,  and  have  beta 
most  carefully  taught  and  trained  in  domestic  duties  by  the  efficient  matroa, 
Mrs.  Snow.  The  girts  in  our  Home  have  exerted  an  influence  for  good  over 
those  in  the  Seminary.  Six  of  the  girls  who  had  been  in  the  Home  the  past  yen 
taught  school  during  the  summer,  two  are  working  as  nurse  girls,  t>ne  is  soon  to 
marry  a  prosperous  colored  man  in  Greensboro,  and  one  served  Mrs.  Steele  ss 
housekeeper  at  Collage  City  during  the  vacation,  and  thus  earned  the  means  to 
pay  her  expenses  at  the  Seminary  during  this  coming  year.  She  does  good  work 
at  Greensboro  as  teacher  in  the  Sunday  school,  as  leader  of  class  and  temperance 
meetings,  etc. 

Rose  bushes  and  flowers  were  cultivated  in  the  grounds  with  moderate  tal- 
is. Shade  trees  are  also  much  needed  there.  The  hot  and  dry  summers  parch 
and  kill  out  the  lawn  grasses,  but  cause  a  very  rapid  growth  of  weeds,  and  1 
kind  of  wire  grass  covers  the  soil,  thus  giving  an  appearance  of  greenness.  The 
water  supply  of  the  town  is  from  wells,  hence  the  impossibility  of  irrigation. 
This  fact,  together  with  the  large  expense  of  fertilizers,  renders  the  problem  of 
grassy  lawns  a  doubtful  one. 

The  ladies  of  Troy  Conference  have  been  very  generous  in  sending  supplies 
for  the  furnishing  and  equipment  of  the  Home,  and  a  good  stock  is  now  on  hand, 
T  -m  glad  for  this,  as  these  active  and  energetic  ladies  will  now  be  more  at  libertj 
issist  in  furnishing  Supplies  for  other  points  where  our  work  is  just  begun,  or 
about  to  commence,  and  where  help  is  greatly  needed  ;  and  I  trust  their  leal  is 
"--'a  direction  will  not  abate. 

Charleston,  H.  C. 

Last  January  the  Society  sent  Miss  Belts  to  Charleston,  S.  C,  to  begin  Mis- 
nary  work  in  that  city.  The  work  she  has  inaugurated  is  one  full  of  promist 
She  has  established  sewing  schools  in  connection  with  each  of  the  three  colored 
hurches  there,  which  meet  weekly,  where  she  instructs  large  numbers  in  sewing, 
11I  is  assisted  by  the  members  of  the  Churches,  whom  she  inspires  to  engage  in 
lis  work.  In  these  schools  religious  and  moral  instruction  is  given,  and  all  gc* 
ping  and  trifling  conversation  is  strictly  forbidden.  She  has  taken  charge  of 
ime  struggling  Sunday  schools  in  the  outlying  destitute  sections  of  the  city,  and 
ts  made  them  strong  and  efficient  by  furnishing  the  instruction  and  helps  necei- 
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st  and  benefit  (hose  attending.  One  of  these  schools  she  superin- 
tends etch  Sunday  morning,  and  the  other,  in  a  different  locality,  in  the  after- 
noon. In  this  latter  place  she  found  at  first,  two  small  schools  held  in  rooms 
very  damp  and  injurious  to  health.  She  obtained  a  large  comfortable  room  in 
which  she  united  the  two  schools  in  one,  greatly  to  their  advantage,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  the  people  to  pay  the  rent  of  the  room,  thus  relieving  the 
Society,  and  at  the  same  time  educating  them  in  the  lines  of  systematic,  benevo- 
lent giving,  and   self-sustaining  Church  work.     This  is  a  point  that  our  Mission- 

'  :s  should  carefully  guard  in  all  their  benevolent  gifts  to  the  poor  people  among 
>m  ihey  labor,  vii:  not  to  distribute  aid  so  as  to  encourage  indolence  or  beg- 
gary, but  rather,  so  as  to  inspire  and  enable  those  receiving  it  to  make  efforts  to 
help  themiclves  in  ways  that  they  had  not  been  able  to  do  before.  Miss  Belts 
finds  great  destitution  and  even  heathenism  in  some  of  the  crowded  sections 
where  the  colored  people  live  in  poverty  and  filth.  Here  as  a  Sister  of  Mercy 
she  goes,  clothes  the  naked,  supplies  the  needs  of  the  sick,  gives  instruction  in 
nursing,  reproves  (he  idle,  and  from  these  places  she  sends,  in  some  cases,  whole 
families  to  Sunday  school  and  Church,  who  for  want  of  decent  clothing  had 
previously  been  unable  to  attend.  Her  need  for  supplies  to  meet  these  want 
and  also  for  the  sewing  schools,  is  great  and  should  be  fully  met. 

There  is  alto  a  great  need  for  a  Missionary  among  the  poor  white  people  i 

d  about  Charleston,  who,  in  many  instances,  have  not  had  the  advantages  an 
belp  that  the  colored  people  have  had,  and  are  in  a  very  neglected  and  needy 
condition.  I  have  asked,  and  the  Committee  has  recommended,  that  another 
Missionary  be  tent  to  Charleston  for  work  among  the  white  people.  You  are 
aware  that  we  have  no  Mission  work  among  the  poor  whiles  of  the  South,  and 
that  there  is  urgent  need  for  it.  Many  members  and  friends  of  the  Society  have 
been  very  desirous  that  such  work  should  be  begun,  and  have  expressed  a  wish 
to  contribute  money  to  support  it.  Quite  a  sum  is  already  in  the  treasury  given 
expressly  for  white  work.  We  wish  to  rent  a  house  as  a  home  for  these  Mission- 
aries, where  they  can  make  themselves  comfortable  and  possibly  take  some  poor, 
homeless  girls  who  can  be  taught  to  work,  and  have  the  privileges  of  a  Christian 
home  while  they  are  learning.  This  house  should  also  have  a  large  room  in 
which  the  poor  whites  can  assemble  for  sewing,  Sunday  school,  and  religious 


meetings,  as  the  Missionary  shall  desire.     This  is  the  more  necessary  as  there  is

During  the  year  the  ladies  of  the  New  England  Southern  Con  fere  nee.  have 

en  actively  engaged  in  gathering  funds  for  building  the  Home  at  Camden. 

They  wisely  decided  not  to  begin  the  building  until  they  had  the  money  in  hand, 

>r  nearly  so,  to  complete  it.     This  has  now  been  accomplished.     The  plans  and 

Scifications  have  been  approved,  and  (he  work  will  go  forward  as  rapidly  as 
season  will  permit.  As  the  building  had  not  been  commenced  when  I  was 
in  the  South  I  aid  not  judge  it  bes(  to  visit  Camden,  but  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  several  people  who  were  acquainted  with  the  place  and  its  needs,  from 
whom  I  teamed  that  the  colored  people  in  all  the  surrounding  country  were 
deeply  interested  in  the  work,  and  were  anxiously  awaiting  the  completion  of 
the  Home,  in  order  to  avail  themselves  of  its  advantages.  The  former  labors  of 
Mrs.  Mather  in  her  school  at  that  place  have  bome  fruit,  and  her  memory  is 
cherished  with  gratitude  and  love. 

Moniilown,   Tenn. 
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the  Seminary  at  that  place,  which  ii  aided  by  the  Freed  men 'a  Aid  Society,  has 
proffered  to  give  to  our  Society  an  acre  or  more  of  ground,  if  It  will  erect  there™ 
an  Industrial  Home.  The  ladies  of  the  New  Jitney  Conference  pledged  to  fire 
all  their  special  fund  for  this  purpose  thia  year,  and  the  Conference  Secretaries  of 
several  other  Conferences  promised  10  ask  their  auiiliaries  to  assist  In  thia  wort. 
Altogether  some  six  hundred  dollars  hare  been  raised  or  conditionally  pledged 
for  this  purpose  up  to  (his  time.  The  need  for  help  here  U  urgent.  In  sddltka 
to  the  local  patronage  from  the  town,  pupils  come  to  thia  school  from  pertlwi  of 
the  four  surrounding  States — upper  Tennessee,  southern  Kentucky,  West  Vir- 
ginia, and  western  North  Carolina,  and  it  is  (he  only  school  far  advanced  colored 
pupils  in  all  that  section.  Between  200  and  too  students  of  all  ages  gather  heir 
and  toll  up  the  hill  of  science  in  over-crowded  and  poorly  furnished  schoot-roowi, 
a  goodly  number  of  whom  are  girls  and  young  women  eager  for  improvement 
Never  was  a  better  opportunity  afforded  for  industrial  teaching  than  is  fond 
here.  President  Hill  said  that  if  we  would  send  an  Industrial  teacher  there  tin 
,r  (thus  anticipating  the  work  of  the  Home,)  he  would  arrange  that  she  should 
<e  her  daily  classes  in  sewing  and  industry  meet  in  the  large  dining  room  of 
the  Boarding  Hall,  and  her  entire  time  would  be  occupied  in  this  work,  so  Ism 
were  the  numbers  desiring  to  learn,  and  so  great  was  the  need.  I  have  asked  for 
an  appropriation  to  send  an  Industrial  Teacher  to  Morristown,  and  feel  that  sat 
can  do  greatly  needed  Missionary  work  both  in  the  school  and  also  in  the  hones 
of  the  poor  people  in  the  town.  Boxes  of  supplies  will  be  wanted  to  meets 
Urge  demand.  I  most  earnestly  urge  that  the  Society  assume  the  $2,000  needed 
for  the  Industrial  Home,  and  that  the  sum  be  so  divided  among  the  Conferences 
that  it  will  surely  be  raised  this  year.

Lying  in  the  Atlantic  ocean,  about  16  miles  from  Charleston,  is  John's 
Island,  where  a  population  of  several  thousand  colored  people  are  found.  Some- 
times the  State  schools  for  colored  people,  usually  taught  by  inexperienced 
teachers,  are  continued  two  months  in  the  year;  sometimes  they  are  not  opened 
at  all.  The  destitution,  ignorance,  and  superstition  of  these  people  are  very 
great.  A  minister  said  to  me  "I  was  Presiding  Elder  on  that  district  four  yesrs, 
and  I  am  sure  that  this  side  of  Africa  there  is  not  a  darker  spot."  The  pastoi 
of  our  Church  on  that  Island  had  written  me,  earnest!*  begging  that  our  Society 
would  send  a  Missionary  to  help  him  in  his  work  in  the  same  way  as  Miss  Belli 
was  doing  in  Charleston.  1  am  satisfied  (hat  (here  is  no  place  that  needs  the 
help,  which  our  Society  can  give,  more  than  that  Island,  and  1  recommend  thai 
a  mission  be  opened  there.  As  the  place  is  somewhat  unhealthful  for  white 
people,  I  think  it  not  wise  to  send  a  white  Missionary  to  reside  there,  but  have  sougbt 
to  find  a  competent  colored  woman,  who  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Belts  can 
teach  an  Industrial  School  and  do  Missionary  work  among  the  neglected  people. 
As  they  are  so  very  poor,  their  needs  are  great,  and  extra  supplies  In  the  way  of 
clothing  and  sewing  materials  will  be  in  constant  demand.

Sumter,  S.  C,  with  reference  (o  establishing  an  Industrial  School  (here.  While  at 
Orangeburg,  I  me(  several  people  from  (hat  place  who  were  very  sanguine  in 
the  opinion  (hat  such  a  work,  as  is  contemplated  at  Camden,  ia  greatly  needed  at 
Sumter  and  would  do  vast  good  there.  Among  those  whom  I  met  was  the 
Presiding  Elder,  whom  I  asked  if  the  people  at  Sumter  were  not  able  to  help 
themselves  in  this  respect.  He  thought  (hey  were  able;  and  mindful  of  the 
resolution  lately  passed  by  the  Executive  Board,  that  hereafter  we  would  pat 
less  money  into  buildings,  and  more  into  the  actual  Missionary  work,  1  said  to 
him  that  if  the  people  of  Sumter  would  furnish  the  building  and  bear  the  expense 
or  it,  I  would  ask  the  Society  to  furnish  and  support  the  Industrial  Teacher,  or 
Missionary.     He  thought  those  terehs  could  be  met,  and  promised  to  see  what

Aafcerllle,  N.  C 

Asheville,  N.  C,  has  already  become  noted  as  a  health  resort  for  people  both 
from  the  North  and  the  South.  Its  mild  climate  in  winter  and  its  coolness  in 
rammer  have  contributed  to  make  it  the  Saratoga  of  the  South.  Already  northern 
enterprise  and  money  have  stirred  the  latent  southern  energy  there,  and  the 
place  it  now  rapidly  increasing  in  sice,  and  many  new  buildings  are  in  process  of 
erection.  The  town  has  a  most  romantic  and  picturesque  situation  among  the 
mountains  of  western  North  Carolina,  from  which  most  charming  views  of 
river,  vale,  hills  and  mountains  are  obtained  in  almost  every  direction  the  eye  can 
turn.  On  one  side  of  the  town  at  the  base  of  the  hills  flows  the  rapid  everchang- 
ing  French  Broad  river,  and  on  the  other  the  sparkling  bright  Swannanoa. 
Embowered  among  beautiful  forest  trees  on  the  rolling  uplands  and  hills  are  many 
tasteful  and  substantial  residences;  and  perched  upon  the  hitl  sides  and  nestled 
in  the  valleys,  are  the  cottages  and  cabins  of  the  poor  and  lowly. 

Last  spring,  Rev.  L.  M.  Pease,  of  Asheville,  proffered  to  give  to  our 
Society  a  school  properly  consisting  of  a  large  town-lot,  on  which  is  a  sub- 
stantia! school  building,  two  stories  in  height,  containing  four  rooms  well  venti- 
lated and  lighted,  three  of  the  four  rooms  being  supplied  with  good  plain  seats 
and  desks.  On  this  lot  is  also  a  small  dwelling  house  containing  two  fair-sized 
rooms,  a  small  kitchen  and  dining  room,  and  two  chambers.  In  the  rear  of  the 
house  is  the  well,  and  back  of  that  a  small  two-roomed  cabin.  The  lot  in  front 
or  the  cabin  is  level  to  the  street,  but  behind,  it  gradually  slopes  to  a  ravine  or 
low  portion  of  ground.     The  entire  property  was  valued  at  $5,000. 

The  conditions  of  the  gift  were  that  a  graded  Industrial  School  should  be 
last ained  there  for  the  colored  people,  in  which  they  should  receive  insii 
the  common  English  branches  of  study;  and  in  addition  that  special 
should  be  given  to  religious  and  industrial  training.  The  matter  was  folly  con- 
sidered by  the  Executive  Board,  and  the  gift  was  accepted.  It  involved  a  new 
departure  in  the  line  of  school  work,  but  a  valuable  property  came  to  us  free  of 
cost,  and  an  opportunity  was  opened  to  begin  our  special  lines  of  work,  at  a  very 
important  point,  from  which  we  can  reach  a  large  colored  population.  In  the 
near  future  we  hope  to  build  an  addition  to  the  present  dwelling  and  make  an 
Industrial  Home  where  the  girls  can  be  thoroughly  taught  in  all  the  departments 
of  housekeeping  and  domestic  economy.  Mr.  Pease  has  already  pledged  Jloo 
toward  the  new  Home,  and  says  "my  hope  for  the  school  was,  and  is,  a  fitting 
education  for  all  the  probable  life  work  of  the  future."  Owing  to  the  fact  that 
necessary  improvements  and  repairs  were  required  to  be  made  on  the  property, 
and  that  a  new  order  of  school  work  was  to  be  inaugurated,  it  became  evident  to 
those  on  the  ground  who  understood  the  work  and  the  relative  condi  ' 
1  -*  ally  urged  by  Mr.  Peast'  -'-'-'  '  ■ 
was  needed  to  organiz 

Fvide  for  the  establishment  of  a  Church  as  a  sustaining  agency  for  the  school, 
what  seemed  a  providential  arrangement  we  were  able  to  secure  the  services 
Rev.  N.  S.  Albright,  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference,  who,  on  account  of  fail- 
ing health,  had  spent  the  greater  portion  of  last  year  in  Asheville,  and  had  made 
himself  acquainted  with  the  condition  of  the  people,  and  of  the  work  there,  and 
ilso  had  won  the  respect  and  love  of  many  leading  citizens  of  that  place.  His 
physicians  at  Asheville  urged  him  to  remain  there  another  year  for  the  complete 
restoration  of  his  health.  Bishop  Mallalieu  and  the  members  of  his  Conference 
advised  him  to  accept  the  position,  and  thus  we  were  able  to  put  ihe  school  in 
charge  of  an  excellent  scholar,  a  Christian  gentleman,  an  able  preacher,  and  a 
warm  friend  of  our  Society.  We  have  secured  Miss  Alice  B.  Dole  as  our  Indus- 
trial Teacher,  an  experienced  educator,  a  good  seamstress,  an  earnest  Christian 
who  goes  to  the  place  with  great  enthusiasm,  and  gives  proof  of  rare  fitness  for 
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the  work.  Supplies  for  furnishing  the  home  for  the  Missionaries,  and  n 
the  sewing  classes  will  be  needed,  as  well  u  wall  maps,  writing  charts,  and  the  I 
necessary  outfit  in  the  school  rooms  for  elementary  instruction.  No  more  is-  . 
portant  work  has  been  undertaken  by  our  Society  than  this  Industrial  School  !

Report  from  Bureau  for  West  Southern  States. 

The  same  general  conditions  continue  within  the  limits  of  this  Bureau  as  wi 
reported  last  year.  It  includes  three  States  with  an  aggregate  colored  population 
of  nearly  1,000,000.  In  two  of  them  the  Negroes  are  in  the  majority.  0r« 
900,000,  77  per  Cent,  of  those  above  ten  years  of  age,  are  illiterate.  In  this  ter- 
ritory only  thirteen  towns  contain  more  than  two  thousand  inhabitants,  and  of  these 
only  four  have  above  rive  thousand.  The  population  is  principally  rural.  A  lirgt 
proportion  of  the  women  habitually  labor  in  the  field.  Among  them  the  hour 
hardly  exists,  and  they  have  but  little  conception  of  it,  and  are  almost  en'~'~ 
'  sstitute  of  elevating  and  refining  influences. 

Speaking  of  prevailing  conditions,  the  wife  of  a  leading  minister  in  a  Sontl- 
n  Conference  said  :  "Our  members,  as  a  general  thing,  are  illiterate,  and  there- 
fore unable  to  judge  of  the  Qualifications  of  the  teachers.  Many  of  the  women 
competent  to  teach  have  not  the  moral  qualifications.  So  of  our  auxiliaries.  * 
many  of  [he  Churches  throughout  the  country,  there  is  not  a  woman  who  can 
It  is  the  blind  leading  the  blind."  The  country  people  need  us  most.  We  si 
plan  our  work  to  elevate  them.  They  live  in  cabins  where  Missionaries  could  not 
conveniently  teach,  nor  remain  long  enough  to  secure  a  controlling  influence  utct. 
them.  The  Church  has  its  schools  of  higher  grade  centrally  located  here.  These 
enjoy  the  confidence  of  the  people,  and  exert  a  strong  influence,  attracting  the 
most  promising  and  enterprising  young  people  from  the  rural  districts.  These 
pupils  quickly  acquire  the  rudiments  of  an  education  and  return  to  their  homes 
to  serve  as  teachers  among  those  who  have  never  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  1 
school.  The  Industrial  department  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  . 
sustained  in  connection  with  these  schools,  furnishes  the  practical  and  moral  train- 
ing that  is  needed  to  supplement  the  teaching  of  the  schools.  In  the  general 
report,  we  noticed  the  fact,  that  the  schools  established  by  the  Freedmen's  Aid  ! 
Society  have  placed  industrial  training  in  their  courses  of  study. 


The  Adeline  Smith  Industrial  Home  is  located  near  the  Philander  Smitb 
College  at  Little  Kock.  The  house  hitherto  occupied,  arranged  to  accommodate 
')  or  10  girls,  has  been  crowded  during  the  year  with  from  14  to  16,  which  fur- 
nishes a  pleasant  tribute  to  the  work  and  management  of  the  Superintendent.  . 
Miss  K.  Mcintosh,  who  has  won  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all.  The  .Secretary  I 
of  the  Hureau  has  received  invaluable  assistance  in  the  selection  of  the  site  and  I 
in  |ierfecting  plans  fur  the  new  building,  from  the  Committee  of  the  Kock  Rivet 
Conference,  which  has  special  charge  of  this  branch  of  work.  Ureal  difficult? 
was  experienced  in  securing  the  site  in  consequence  of  the  unwillingness  of  the 
people  10  favor  colored  schools.  The  lot  finally  purchased  is  very  desirably  lo- 
cated, adjoining  the  campus  of  the  College,  is  on  a  commanding  elevation  over- 
taking the  cily,  and  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  buildings  required 
to  insure  success.  The  cost  was  $2,500,  provided  for  except  $500  by  the  appro- 
priation of  $J.ooo  made  last  year. 

Although  we  paid  high  interest  for  a  few  months  on  the  deferred  payment,  we 
are  more  than  compensated  by  the  fact  that  the  property  includes  three  buildings 
valued  at  over  $300,  which  will  he  utilized  for  more  than  that  amount  in  the  pros- 
ecution of  the  work.      The  house  is  in  process  of  erection,  and  will  be  ready  for 
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occopaiicy  in  December.  It  will  be  well  adapted  to  the  work,  will  cost  $4,000,  and 
is  the  generous  donation  of  Mrs.  Adeline  Smith,  of  Oak  Park,  Ills.,  who  also  con- 
tributed the  Model  Home  hitherto  used  by  the  Society,  and  which  she  now  trans- 
fers to  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society,  10  serve  as  a  residence  for  the  President.  The 
College  is  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  Rev.  Philander  Smith.  An  assistant  teacher 
has  just  entered  upon  the  work  here,  and  a  promising  future  opens  before  us.  The 
good  influence  of  our  Industrial  Home  already  reaches  every  part  of  the  Confer- 
ence. The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  been  organized,  and  yearly  con- 
tributions in  money  have  been  sent  by  the  Little  Rock  Conference  organization  to 
the  general  Treasury.  We  ask  the  continuance  of  the  appropriation  in  behalf  of 
an  Industrial  Home,  in  connection  with  the  Little  Rock  University.  Much  interest 
is  developed  in  this  work,  and  several  Conference  Societies  are  engaged  in  collect- 
ing funds  for  a  Home  for  our  needy  white  members  in  that  section.  The  Church 
It  poor  and  struggling  for  existence.  Public  schools  are  almost  worthless  in  the 
country,  and  neither  our  ministers,  nor  the  people,  are  able  lo  educate  their 
daughters  properly. 

Louisiana. 

The  Conference  Society  organized  here  is  on  mission  ground,  and  therefore 
under  the  care  of  the  Bureau  including  its  territory.  The  same  general  mission- 
ary and  school  work,  has  been  sustained  as  last  year.  In  addition  an  interesting 
Mission  has  been  commenced  among  the  French  people,  already  noted  in  the 
report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  fact  that  this  is  the  language  of  fully 
half  the  population  of  New  Orleans,  more  than  115,000  people,  and  of  large 
sections  of  tne  surrounding  country,  gives  importance  to  this  movement,  which  IS 
emphasized  by  the  consideration  that  the  French  population  of  the  United  States 
numbers  over  x,ooo,doo,  and  is  rapidly  increasing.  The  report  of  the  Missionary 
pies  this  fact :  •■There  are  no  Protestants  among  them.  The  Roman  Catholic 
Church  has  lost  all  power  over  multitudes  of  them,  *  •  *  the  men  never  go  to 
Church."  During  the  year,  the  French  Mission  was  aided  by  our  Society,  through 
the  labor  of  a  Missionary,  Mrs.  Monett,  who  has  rendered  most  valuable  assistance. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  services  have  been  held  in  the  French  language, 
50,000  tracts  distributed,  100  Testaments  given  away  or  sold,  and  1,000  song 
charts  printed.  They  use  the  "Cantiques  Populaire,"  very  popular  in  Paris  and 
throughout  France.  The  plans  for  the  establishment  of  a  school  of  Domestic 
Economy  here  have  been  given  in  general  terms  in  the  report  of  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary, 

niMiMipm. 

At  Holly  Springs,  the  Industrial  work  has  been  enlarged  and  developed. 
The  lite  of  the  grounds  admits  of  the  cultivation  of  flowers,  fruits  and  vegetables, 
and  the  example  of  this  work  going  on  among  the  pupils  is  an  inspiration  to  them 
when  they  return  to  their  homes.  The  cabins  throughout  the  country  are  desti- 
tute of  almoit  every  convenience;  not  a  flower,  nor  shrub,  nor  bit  of  garden,  nor 
appearance  of  comfort  is  to  be  seen  upon  the  premises.  A  promising  beginning  for 
bee  culture  was  made  last  year,  and  several  of  the  young  ladies  in  the  school 
became  greatly  interested  in  it,  and  obtained  considerable  knowledge  of  the  care 
of  bees.  An  appropriation  from  the  Slater  Fund  enabled  us  to  provide  excellent 
advantage*  in  the  sewing  department ;  an  experienced  dressmaker  was  secured, 
and  classes  instructed  in  dressmaking  and  in  millinery.  Special  instructor  '- 
cooking,  and  in  the  preparation  of  food  for  the  sick,  was  also  given,  and  room 
a  building  on  the  grounds  were  provided  with  conveniences  for  classes  in  these 
industries.  It  is  demonstrated  that,  since  these  branches  have  been  introduced 
into  the  school,  labor  is  much  more  respected,  and  the  students  have  become 
greatly  interested  in  industrial  pursuits.  It  is  not  the  intention  to  introduce  what 
il  termed  "  fancy  cooking,"  but  to  teach  the  making  of  yeast,  good  bread,  and 
simple  deserts,  the  use  of  oatmeal,  cracked  wheat,  and  other  inexpensive  and 
healthful  articles  of  food,  the  proper  cooking  of  Vegetables  and  meats,  the  prep-

•ration  of  food  for  the  nek,  and  to  give  suggestion] 
and  care  of  supplies. 

A  printing  press  at  a  coit  of  $300,  and  a  full  outfit  of  type  was  procured,  tad 
l  class  of  girls  hat  made  good  program  in  this  industry.  A  targe  constituency  cu 
be  reached  by  our  department,  a*  we  have  no  other  important  school  in  that  Sua 
within  100  milet.  The  Model  Home  is  crowded,  and  so  anxious  are  patents  thai 
their  daughters  may  profit  by  its  advantage*,  that  they  make  great  sacrifices  to 
send  them  to  it  and  to  the  school.  The  Superintendent,  Miaa  Johnson,  wroteis 
September, ' "The  house  is  already  crowded,  and  applications  enough  to  fill  another 
house,  from  promising  girls,  have  been  received.  Parent*  are  unwilling  to  hire 
their  daughters  leave  home,  unless  they  can  have  the  protection  and  training  of 
the  Home."  On  our  grounds  there  is  a  brick  house  of  six  rooms.  The  lower  a 
basement  rooms  are  devoted  to  the  cooking  department  and  stores,  the  upper 
rooms  are  adapted  to  the  sewing  department,  but  for  want  of  room  we  are  obliged 
tonic  them  for  lodging  rooms  for  girls  and  for  the  second  teacher,  and to  accomsM- 
date  the  sewing  Classen  in  an  old  building  formerly  used  for  slave  quarters.  At 
addition  to  the  brick  house  that  could  be  provided  by  a  small  appropriation  u 
urgently  needed,  and  would  add  greatly  to  the  usefulness  and  influence  of  tan 
department  of  work. 

The  appropriations  requested  Tor  the  year,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Hss- 
agers,  are  included  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee.  During  the  winter, 
I  visited  various  parts  of  the  South,  and  the  States  embraced  in  this  Burets, 
namely;  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Arkansas.  Careful  study  was  made  of  the 
needs  of  the  work  already  established,  and  the  best  means  of  developing  and 
strengthening  it.  I  carefully  investigated  the  opportunities  for  establishing  new 
work,  and  reported  the  results  of  this  examination  to  the  Executive  Board.  The 
visit  was  extended  into  Texas  by  request  of  tfae  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  hivisf 
charge  of  that  field,  and  the  results  were  communicated  to  the  Bureau.  The 
journey  was  made  at  an  expense  of  $95,  which  was  cheerfully  donated  to  the 
Society.  Hit.  R.  S.  Rust,  Stcnttrj. 


Saport  from  Bureau  for  Tsui. . 

The  Bureau  for  Texas  includes  but  one  State,  and  yet  that  State  it  to  large 
that  it  comprises  more  territory  than  any  other  Bureau.  It  it  thirty-three 
timet  larger  than  Massachusetts  und  has  a  population  of  1,500,000,  of  whics 
nearly  400,000  are  colored  and  20  per  cent,  are  of  foreign  birth.  Texas  is  said 
to  offer  to  the  farmer,  stock  raiser,  wool  grower,  merchant,  manufacturer  sad 
mechanic  more  inducements,  advantages,  and  prospects  of  ultimate  success  thai 
any  other  locality  on  the  American  continent.  Rich  in  natural  resources  and 
possessing  great  business  advantages  it  it  still  one  vast  mission' field,  and  it  is  the 
hope  and  prayer  of  the  Committee  constituting  this  Bureau,  that,  as  northeri 
capital  and  northern  enterprise  have  aroused  the  dormant  life,  and  imparted  to 
this  great  State  renewed  vigor  and  push,  the  Gospel  of  Christ  may  be  carried 
there  to  purify  the  lives  and  elevate  the  homes  of  the  people. 

There  are  two  Conferences  in  Texas  with  which  our  work  is  associated :  the 
Texas  and  West  Texas,  both  colored  Conferences.  The  Freedmcn't  Aid  Socictj 
has  a  large  school,  Wiley  University,  at  Marshall,  which  i*  in  the  bounds  of  the 
Texas  Conference,  another  at  Houston,  and  another  at  Dallas,  and  one  at  Austin. 
Mrs.  Richardson,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  West  Texas,  and  Mrs.  HowelU 
of  the  Texas  Conference,  have  been  doing  good  and  efficient  work  in  their  respec- 
tive Conferences.  Last  December,  Mrs.  Richardson  formed  a  Conference  So- 
ciety, with  Mrs.  L.  A.  Westhrooks  as  President,  and  a  Vice-President  and  Man- 
ager from  each  Presiding  Elder's  District.  She  has  traveled  quite  extensively 
and  organ  i  led  several  new  auxiliaries  during  the  year.  She  writes:  "I  can  re- 
port only  a  fraction  of  the  work  I  have  done  and  am  constantly  doing,  because 
my  work  IS  so  irregular  ;  a  large  amount  of  primary  work  must  be  done  before 
such  work  as  the  ladies  of  the  Executive  Board  call  regular.     In  organiiia{ 
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auxiliaries,  much  difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding  suitable  persons  to  take 
charge  of  them."  She  strongly  urges  the  erection  of  nn  Industrial  Home  at 
Austin,  and  says,  "1  do  not  see  any  other  way  of  reaching  the  vast  number  of 
wretched  homes  in  this  State." 

Mrs.  Ho  wells  has  been  travelling  recently  in  the  Texas  Conference,  which 
covers  a  large  territory.  She  is  full  of  energy  and  the  spirit  of  consecration,  and 
toils  on  year  after  year  with  the  most  indomitable  perseverance,  never  growing 
discouraged,  never  lessening  her  pious  zeal  for  the  cause.  She  submits  willingly 
to  all  kinds  or  privations  that  she  may  help  others  to  a  higher  and  better  life. 
The  Industrial  Home  for  which  she  has  been  working  is  almost  free  from  debt, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  very  soon  this  property  will  be  transferred  to  our  Society, 
and  brought  into  the  regular  lines  of  work.  This  has  been  requested  by  the 
Executive  Board,  and  we  ask  that,  if  it  is  done,  an  appropriation  be  made  to 
carry  it  on  during  the  coming  year,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Hoard. 

Mrs.  L.  A.  Westbrooks,  President  of  the  Conference  Society,  has  been  teach- 
ing a  Mission  school  in  Waco  during  the  past  year.  The  school  numbered  forty 
Dine.  The  record  of  her  work,  and  especially  the  school  that  grew  upon  her  hands, 
is  conclusive  evidence  that  she  is  an  earnest,  efficient  worker  in  the  Nome  field. 

Iii  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  every  reason  lo  hope  that  by  this  time 
our  Industrial  Home  at  Marshall  would  be  built  and  ready  for  occupancy  this 
Fall.     The  need  for  such  a  Home  is  very  pressing.     Many  bright  and  deserving 

S'rls  are  waiting  patiently  for  the  advantages  which  this  Home  will  furnish. 
rs.  Clifford,  the  wife  of  the  former  President  of  Wiley  University  wrote  last 
winter,  "We  have  now  twenty-two  boarders.  The  dormitory  was  built  for  only 
fourteen,  and- more  are  expected  within  a  week.  At  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
there  was  appropriated  for  the  work  in  Texas  two  thousand  dollars  for  a  Model 
Home  at  Marshall ;  four  hundred  for  furnishing,  and  three  hundred  for  Confer- 
ence work-  It  was  understood  that  one  thousand  of  the  amount  Tor  the  Home 
had  been  provided  for,  through  the  generous  gin  of  Mrs.  Hitler,  (of  the  Central 
Ohio  Conference).  It  has  since  been  learned  that  Mrs.  Kilter  thought  the  work 
at  Marshall  was  white  work,  and  on  learning  the  contrary,  she  prefers  lo  have 
the  money  used  for  the  building  of  a  Home  for  the  whites  in  Texas,  if  possible. 
This  of  course  has  rendered  it  impossible  (o  do  anything  for  Marshall  up  to  the 
present  lime.  The  ladies  of  the  Central  Ohio  Conference,  who  have  taken  this 
work,  have  raised  several  hundred  dollars  towards  this  project.  Mrs.  Clifford 
Vast  Winier,  by  her  own  efforts,  raised  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollaia, 
which  she  has  in  bank  to  aid  the  enterprise.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  money 
thus  appropriated  has  not  been  asked  for  during  the  past  year,  and  because  of  the 
great  and  pressing  need  for  a  Model  Home  at  this  point,  we  would  respectfully 
ask  that  the  appropriation  be  continued  for  the  coming  year,  trusting  that  as  it 
is  the  Lord's  work  the  money  will,  in  some  way,  be  provided.  Your  Committee 
alio  ask  that  the  $i  ,000  Ritter  fund  be  held  for  white  work  in  Texas,  subject  lo 
the  order  of  Ihe  Executive  Board. 

It  is  Ihe  earnest  desire  of  the  ladies  of  this  Bureau  thai  great  things  shall  be 
accomplished  for  Texas  during  the  coming  year,  and  to  aid  Ihem  in  this  endeavo 
ihey  would  respectfully  make  the  following  requests : 

t.  That  Ihe  money  appropriated  for  the  Home  at  Marshall  last  year,  be 
re-appropriated  for  the  coming  year,  ($2,000  for  Home,  and  $400  for  furnishing.) 

a.  That  the  $1,000  Killer  fund  be  held  for  white  work  in  Texas,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Board. 

3.  That  in  case  the  Industrial  Home  at  Harrisburg,  now  under  the  care  ot 
Mrs.  Ho  wells,  be  transferred  lo  Ihe  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  together 
with  the  title  of  the  land,  as  has  been  requested  by  the  Executive  Board,  an 
appropriation  be  made  by  means  of  which  it  may  be  carried  on  during  the  coni- 

4.  That  the  Austin  Auxiliary  be  permitted  to  apply  the  money  raised  for  a 
special  fund,  toward  the  building  of  an  Industrial  Home  in  Austin,  remitting  all 
moneys  received  for  this  purpose  to  the  Treasurer  in  Cincinnati,  to  be  held  by 
her  until  needed  for  this  purpose.

Evangelism  resolutely,  there  will  be  in  the  South-wett  a  gr> 
lie  States  tinctured  with  paganism,  and  Mormon  polygamy.

Beveridge  hat  gathered  facts,  from  personal  observation  of  the  country  and  fro 
study,  lor  (he  aid  of  our  outgoing  Missionaries.     Mrs.  Teller,  af  the  laat  teaaii 


t  Superintendent!  in  charge  of  the 
general  Missionary  work  of  our  Church  in  the  two  Territories:  Harwnod,  of  the 
Spanish,  Thornton,  or  the  English  speaking  work,  and  Adams,  of  Aritona.  She 
secured  information  which  hat  been  roost  serviceable.  The  Bureau  hat  reported 
for  the  action  of  [he  Board  nothing  upon  which  each  member  bat  not  given  her 
voice.  This  relieves  the  Secretary  of  responsibility,  and  in  create*  the  confidence 
of  the  Board  in  the  management  of  the  Bureau. 

The  Society  hat  now  three  employes  in  New  Mexico.  Mrs,  Maria  B. 
Torres,  wire  of  Rev.  O.  Torres,  of  Espanola,  hat  been  at  work  at  a  Bible 
Reader  since  June  tit,  and  the  reports  much  work  done  and  good  accomplished. 
She  is  Spanish,  and  the  reads  the  Bible  in  that  language  in  Mexican  familio, 
talking  with  them  about  spiritual  religion.  Mrs.  Annie  Norton,  and  Mis*  Hi 
Brimmer  have  begun  work  in  Albuquerque.  Your  Secretary  mot  them  wheo 
they  pasted  through  Chicago.  They  are  ladies  of  pleasant  addreta,  line  culture, 
and  deep  piety.  We  trust  we  have  been  divinely  guided  in  the  selection  of 
those  who  are  to  open  our  work,  and  lay  its  foundation. 

Our  Arizona  correspondence  proves  plainly  that  we  niuti  begin  oar  work  it 
that  Territory  without  further  delay.  From  information  given  by  Bishops,  sad 
others  interested  in  the  New  Mexican  Indians,  we  End  that  the  time  hat  com 
(or  establishing  Missions  among  the  Navajo,  Zuni,  and  other  tribe*. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  two  more  ladies  be  tent  to  New  Mexico; 
that  there  may  be  two  in  the  Spanish  and  two  in  the  English  speaking  work; 
also,  that  two  be  sent  to  Arizona ;  and  two  others  to  the  Navajo  Indians  or  iaj 
other  tribe  in  which  there  may  be  a  Providential  opening  for  work.  IT  our 
ladies  fail  to  find  buildings  that  they  can  occupy  for  the  present,  it  will  be  nec- 
essary for  them  to  put  up  their  Industrial  School  houses  quite  toon. 

\Ve  would  recommend  an  appropriation  for  a  building  in  New  Mexico,  tod 
o  on  the  Navajo  Reservation.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Hormone. 
As  we  again  present  our  annua!  report,  and  recommendations  for  this  ini- 
nriant  field,  we  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kind  response  to  our  reooeili 
L  last  Annual  Meeting,  which  widened  out  at  that  time  our  work  to  aliMst 
double  its  former  proportions.  While  believing  that  this  enlargement  wis  i 
ettity  at  that  lime,  we  have  realized  through  the  year  that  the  new  workhtt 
lorne  cases  suffered  from  want  of  proper  facilities  and  support.  To  strengthen 
and  make  more  effective  this  general  work,  is  now  the  most  imperative  need. 
We  ask  for  no  more  enlargement,  unless  it  be  comliliimoi  on  special  work  tktt 
'    s  been  fully  provided  for,  and  which  will  not  interfere  with  regular  lines. 
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Our  present  corps  of  worker*  in  Utah  are  divided  into  Missionaries  and 
Ttatktrt.  The  work  of  the  first  is  visiting  from  house  10  house,  distributing 
tncts  and  religious  literature,  conducting  Sunday  schools,  singing  schools,  and 
prayer  services,  assisting  in  every  way  the  stated  or  visiting  pastor,  and  teaching 
Industrial  classes.  There  have  been  live  of  these  on  duty  this  last  year.  Miss 
Martha  A.  Locke,  English  speaking,  and  Mrs.  Chris lopherson,  Scandinavian,  in 
Salt  Lake  City;  Mrs.  M.  M.'Skcwcs  in  Ogden,  the  devoted  widow  of  a  deceased 
Missionary  ;  Miss  Mary  Walters  in  Provo,  an  important  Mormon  educational 
center;  and  Miss  Eliia  Saugstad,  Evangelist  or  Missionary  at  large,  with  home 
at  Mount  Pleasant.  Quite  recently  Mrs.  Christopherson's  health  Tailed,  and 
Miss  Hoserud  of  Forest  City,  Iowa,  was  appointed,  by  the  Executive  Board, 
Scandinavian  Missionary  in  her  stead,  and  is  now  engaged  actively  at  work  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  We  ask  your  approval  of  this  appointment.  We  are  pained 
also  to  report  the  failure  of  Miss  Walter's  health.  Hoping  that  rest  and  change 
night  restore  her  health,  she  was  released  from  duty  and  went  to  California  in 
July.  But  it  proved  too  late,  nnd  she  has  now  returned  to  Lincoln,  Nebraska, 
her  former  home,  with  but  little  hope  of  resuming  the  active  work  to  which  she 
had  devoted  herself.  We  ask  prayer  that  the  great  Physician  with  His  own  tender- 
healing  touch  may  restore  the  health  of  this  Missionary,  so  valuable  to  our 
work  in  Utah.  We  commend  the  work,  and  recommend  the  reappointment  of 
Miss  Martha  A.  Lock  at  Salt  Lake  City,  whose  long  residence  has  given  her 
large  and  valuable  experience  with  this  people,  and  whose  devoted  work  is 
endorsed  by  both  Superintendent  and  Missionaries  on  the  ground.  Also  that  of 
Mrs.  Skewes  at  Ogden,  and  Miss  Saugstad,  our  indefatigable  Missionary  at  large. 

The  teachers  this  last  year  numbered  seven,  five  of  whom  were  newly 
appointed  last  Annual  Meeting.  These  are  located  in  different  Mormon  centers 
in  the  Territory,  where  school  houses  have  been  provided  either  by  our  Society 
or  the  Church  Extension  Society.  These  teach  ten  months  in  the  year,  and  are 
paid  monthly  as  Missionaries  $40.00.  These  teachers,  though  ostensibly  engaged 
in  educational  work,  are  at  the  same  time  doing  the  most  valuable  kind  ol  Mis- 
sionary work.  Not  until  March  (with  one  exception)  were  these  live  new  teachers 
regularly  installed  in  their  work.  Their  names  and  fields  of  labor  are:  Misses 
Wilma  Burton,  at  G-rantsville ;  Bessie  Helgeson,  at  Spanish  Fork ;  Sophia  Peter- 
son at  Richfield;  Ellenor  Nelson,  at  Elsinore;  and  Emma  Thorson,  at  Ephraint. 
A  careful  study  of  the  work  rendered  hy  these  devoted  women,  from  results  as 
we  have  been  able  to  gather  them,  makes  us  feel  that  their  appointment  was  of 
divine  direction,  and  that  our  no.k  is  being  made  a  prayerful,  careful  study 
while  carried  on  by  them.  Miss  Mary  Helgeson,  who  took  charge  of  the  school 
at  Ml.  Pleasant  the  first  of  September,  is  also  proving  herself  most  effective  in 
Missionary  work  along  with  her  school  duties.  We  recommend  that  these  all 
be  continued  this  coming  year.  As  Mrs.  Deauman  had  resigned  her  place  as 
teacher  at  Maroni,  and  our  Society  had  no  one  to  immediately  fill  it,  that  the 
work  might  not  suffer  loss  by  delay,  the  late  Conference  appointed  temporarily 
Miss  Mary  Iverson,  a  most  devoted  Scandinavian  worker  on  the  ground.  Her 
testimonials  will  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  the  examining  Committee,  and  if  satis- 
factory, I  recommend  her  regular  appointment. 

In  view  of  the  greater  expense  of  living  in  this  Territory,  the  ever  inhospi- 
table air  that  surrounds  the  Missionaries  and  teachers,  and  the  positive  lack  of 
welcome  that  is  shown  them,  sometimes  becoming  actual  persecutions  on  the 
part  of  the  Priesthood,  the  fullest  equipment  adequate  to  our  means  as  a  Society 
■hanld  be  given  these  devoted  women.  To  this  end  we  asked  and  were  granted 
last  Annual  Meeting  an  incidental  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  a  month  to  each  of  our 
Missionaries  at  Salt  Lake  City,  and  ten  dollars  each  to  the  three  on  duty  in  more 
rarai  districts.  We  have  realized  through  the  year  that  our  teachers  and  Mis- 
sionaries have  suffered  from  lack  of  appliances  necessary  in  school  rooms,  etc., 
and  now  for  this  purpose  and  for  the  better  strengthening  of  our  work  generally 
we  ask  that  the  aggregate  of  the  extra  sum  allowed  these  Missionaries  last  year 
1. .  , 1 ciJoat,  giving  the  two  Missionaries  at  Salt  Lake  ten  dollars  extra 
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■  month,  and  the  two  outside,  five  dollars,  and  thai  divert  part  of  this  Mm  into 
an  incidental  fund  of  $500  for  the  more  general  strengthening  of  the  work. 
This,  with  the  $5.00  provided  in  the  Constitution  for  postage  10  each  of  oar  Mis- 
sionaries, amounting  in  all  to  $55,  will  complete  all  of  actual  appropriation!  we 
will  ask  for. 

Or  the  $2,100  appropriated  for  three  Lucy  Have*  school  buildings  last  feat 
o  part  was  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  owing  to  failure  of  auxiliaries  and  parties 
liticipating  this  work,  to  supply  the  needed  funds.  As  money  for  two  of  these 
is  fast  being  gathered,  and  the  request  comes  that  it  be  made  possible,  if  enough 
is  secured,  to  build  them  this  coming  year,  we  ask  a  re-appropriation  of  $1,400 
for  these  on  condition  that  money  sufficient  be  raised.     Another  eomdititiml  ap- 

firoprintion  we  also  ask  of  $3,500,  to  be  used  by  the  Philadelphia  Conference 
adies  who  desire  to  lake  up  special  work  at  Logan,  Utah,  and  build  there  s 
Home  suitable  to  the  wants  of  that  important  center.  Part  of  this  amount  it 
already  in  the  Treasury. 

Recently  I  was  called  to  use  the  discretionary  power  granted,  I  believe,  in 
all  txtrtmt  cases  to  Secretaries  of  Bureaus.  Word  came  from  onr  Missionary  in 
Maroni  that  she  had  finally  failed,  so  great  was  the  Mormon  prejudice,  to  secure 
a  permanent  place  to  board.  She  bad  at  last  found  an  empty  room  and  was  pos- 
sessed of  only  one  blanket,  with  cold  weather  near,  and  could  not  even  get  bread 
baked,  but  had  to  have  it  with  all  other  things  brought  from  Mt.  Pleasant.  As 
if  providential,  this  letter  was  followed  next  day  by  one  from  Iowa,  from  friendi 
of  Miss  tverson,  who  had  heard  of  the  needs  of  tbts  case,  asking  the  privilege 
of  helping  her  to  what  would  make  her  comfortable.  A*  this  was  a  case  of 
emergency  thai  could  not  wait  for  your  Board  to  act  on,  and  as  this  line  of  work 
had  not  been  appropriated  for  in  onr  Utah  work — the  furnishing  of  rooms — I 
used  my  discretionary  power,  gave  them  authority,  and  urged  their  immediate 
response  to  this  call.    1  hope  this  Board  will  approve  my  action  in  this  tpeckl 

As  the  $6,000  invested  in  Davis  Hall,  Salt  Lake  City,  was  given  in  trust  M 
is  Society  to  be  used  by  it  for  Utah's  redemption,  we  believe  the  time  has  cone 
when  it  can  and  should  be  utilised  by  us  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  wns  en- 
trusted to  us.     To  this  end  we  recommend  that  a  strong  committee  be  appointed 
o  consider  the  advisability  of  con  verting  this  into  an  Educational  and  Industriil 
September.     Request  comes  for 
L     ,  tr  Society  holds  a  deed,  to  a  Iocs] 

Board  of  seven  Trustees  now  on  the  ground.  This  Board  is  in  every  way  trust- 
worthy, not  only  bearing  all  the  current  expenses  of  this  Church,  bnt  is  now  eft- 
gaged  in  improvements  and  repairs  that  will  cost  some  two  hundred  dollars. 
This  transfer  we  believe  will  be  wise,  as  it  is  not  our  policy  to  build  crow* 
church  property;  while  again  it  will  please  and  stimulate  these  people  to  in- 
creased activity  and  self-support.  We  earnestly  ask  your  endorsement  of  this 
transfer  as  soon  at  a  satisfactory  statement  can  be  had  of  the  conditions  on  which 
:an  be  made. 

Miss  Lirzie  McCoard,  our  Beneficiary  from  Provo,  Utah,  preparing  to  go 
back  as  missionary  to  that  people,  has  been  in  attendance  at  our  school  in  Deb- 
ware,  O.,  this  last  year.  By  her  sweet  Christian  (.'races,  **>d  devotion  to  this 
careful  preparation  for  ber  life  work,  she  has  won  everywhere  the  hearts  of  both 
teachers  and  people.  We  are  sorry  to  report  ber  as  far  from  well,  with  iudics- 
''~~is  of  having  applied  herself  too  closely  to  study. 

You  will  pardon  the  closing  thought  that  notwithstanding  the  now  threaten- 
ed danger  of  the  admission  of  Utah  as  a  State,  the  signs  of  the  times  are  most 
hopeful.  The  majority  report  of  the  Utah  Commission  just  made  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  will  have  weight,  as  it  pronounces  most  emphatically  against 
the  wrong  of  this  admission.     This  report,  too,  gives  a  most  favorablt  "' 

the  working  and  effects  of  the  Edmunds'  law  in  this  Territory,  and  comm 

activity  of  the  officers  in  its  enforcement.  And  so  with  Federal  rule  established, 
low  making  honorable  the  law  too   long   defied,  and  Christianity  dotting  each 
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vile  and  hilltop  with  its  Churches,  while  its  Mission  schools  are  working  sway 
faithfully  alt  along  the  foundation  lines  of  Society,  we  cannot  hold  back  oar  en- 
thusiastic "God  speed"  to  this  work  of  your  Society,  and  indulge  the  hope  that 
"Utah's  redemption  draweth  nigh."

Report  from  Bureau  for  Indians. 

The  number  of  Indian  tribes  destitute  of  schools  and  Missionaries  ii  slowly 
decreasing.  The  Woman's  Indian  Association,  the  Indian  Defence,  and  Indian 
Rights  Associations,  have  succeeded  in  arousing  public  attention,  and  awakening 

ntiment  which  has  resulted  in  the  multiplication  of  both  schools  and  missions. 

ire  are  five  government  schools.  East  and  West,  besides  the  Ramona  school 
at  Santa  Fe,  which  is  a  memorial  or  Mrs.  IE.  H.  Jackson,  and  partly  supported 
by  the  government.  There  are  also  schools  on  the  reservation  at  the  Agencies, 
but  in  many  instances  these  scarcely  deserve  the  name.  Notwithstanding  these 
effort*  very  few  tribes  are  properly  cared  for,  while  many  are  nearly  destitute, 
and  others  entirely  so.  The  wealth  of  the  government,  the  numbers  and  wealth 
of  the  Church,  render  the  condition  of  the  helpless  wards,  long  dwelling  among 
us,  an  astonishing  spectacle.  The  converted  Indians  themselves  express  aston- 
ishment, often  with  tears  and  lamentations,  at  the  neglect  of  the  pale  faces  to 
II  their  people  of  Christ. 

The  Indian  Bureau  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  sought, 
during  the  past  year,  not  only  to  strengthen,  but  to  extend  the  work  already  be- 
gan among  our  Indians.  The  Mission  at  Pawnee  has  prospered.  In  September, 
Rev.  James  Murrey,  Superintendent  of  Missions  in  Indian  Territory,  organized 
a  Church  there  of  ag  members,  including  several  chiefs,  who  intelligently  par- 
took of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  gave  good  testimony  of  conversion  in  a  love 
feast  held  on  the  occasion  of  the  organization.  This  tribe  had  missionaries 
among  them  while  in  their  native  northern  forests,  and  when  their  number  was 
twelve  times  greater  than  it  now  is.     Referring  to  this  and  other  feeble  efforts 


among  them,  a  government  officer  urges  us  to  "pursue  no  halting  policy" 
missionary  efforts  for  them.  The  reports  of  our  faithful  Missionary,  corroborated 
by  those  of  Agency  and  Church  officials,  encourage  us  to  believe  that  satisfac- 
tory work  is  being  done  among  these  unfortunate  people.  Instead  of  taking  up 
the  Otages,  where  another  Board  proposed  labor,  we  accepted  the  Ponca  and 
Otoe  Mission,  from  the  ladies  of  Brooklyn,  a  Mission  undertaken  by  the  Kev. 
H.  W.  Beecber's  Church,  at  the  instance  of  Mrs.  A.  S.  Quinton,  and  after  a 
powerful  appeal  by  tbat  now  departed  minister.  This  Mission  was  founded  by 
the  Ladies  Indian  Association,  who  had  employed  a  missionary  there  for  several 
yean,  whose  quiet  labor  is  well  reported  by  Government  officers.  This  Mist' 
has  been  assigned  to  the  care  or  the  Troy  Conference  Society.     The  Otoes 

w  cared  for  by  Mrs.  Santley,  of  the  North  Ohio  Conference. 
The  Pawnees  during  the  past  year  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  ladies  of 
the  Philadelphia  Conference.  Mission  houses  are  planned  for  these  stations, 
which  are  to  be  not  only  a  home  for  the  Missionary,  but  a  place  for  Missionary 
work,  each  having  a  large  room  for  that  purpose.  We  hope  to  have  both  these 
houses  erected,  and  the  Missionary  located  in  them  before  Spring.  The  only 
delay  is  in  the  slowness  of  the  Indian  Officer  to  grant  a  site  for  the  buildings. 
They  would  have  been  built  ere  now  were  it  not  for  this  hindrance.  Mrs. 
Gaddis,  after  two  laborious  and  successful  years  at  Pawnee,  has  returned  East 
for  a  visit.  The  Misses  Wilson  and  Beard,  of  Chicago  Training-school,  have 
n  occupy  her  place  at  Pawnee,  Ponca  and  Otoe.  Only  those  who  know 
rumstances  incident  to  Indian  missions  can  estimate  the  heroism  of  these 
young  ladies,  and  that  of  our  Missionary,  who  has  established  the  mission. 

Appropriations  were  made  last  year  for  Montana  and  Washington  Territory, 

t   owing  to  the  peculiar  difficulties  attending   Indian  work,  nothing   has  yet 
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been  done  in  those  localities  beyond  the  tending  of  supplies.  The  utmost  efcrt 
■nd  wisest  planning  of  the  Secretary  of  the  North-western  Division  have  failed 
to  secure  what  wai  hoped  for,  but  another  year  will  undoubtedly  find  her  per- 
sistent and  successful.  Mrs.  Lyon,  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Division,  end  now 
Chairmen  of  the  Pone*  Committee,  reports  from  Montana,  as  follows: 

"Quite  early  in  the  year  that  is  just  closing,  attention  in  Troy  Conference  in 
directed  to  the  extremely  sad  condition  of  the  tribes  in  Montana  Territory.  It 
was  determined  to  establish  Missionary  work  among  then,  to  train  the  squaws 
and  children  in  Industrial  and  sewing  schools  and  in  all  domestic  arts,  and  to 
teach  to  these  tribes  the  gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Correspondence 
was  accordingly  opened  with  Superintendents  ol  Minions,  Chaplain*  of  tats, 
Indian  Agents,  etc.,  all  of  whom  expressed  very  great  satisfaction  in  learning 
that  the  wmtn  had  become  interested  in  the  poor  Indiana,  and  promised  to  do 
all  in  their  power  to  help,  but  regretted  that  at  present  there  was  no  safe  point 
which  could  be  recommended  for  the  work.  After  a  few  months  it  beer — 
evident  that  the  doors  of  Montana  were  courteously,  but  surely  closed  to 
Missionary  labor.  Hope  for  these  neglected  tribe*  is  not,  however,  abandas 
Patient  waiting  for  the  coveted  opportunity,  and  earnest  prayer  to  the  Lord  of 
Hosts  will  in  His  own  time  be  rewarded." 


The  funds  appropriated  to  work  which  could  not  be 
transferred  by  the  Executive  Board  to  the  Navajos  of  New  Mexico  and  Alison*. 
Through  the  aid  and  courtesy  of  Rev.  Dr.  Ladd,  President  of  New  Mexico 
University,  of  which  the  Kamona  Indian  school  is  a  part,  this  powerful  sad 
wealthy  tribe  of  Indians  has  been  brought  within  reach  of  our  Indian  Unreal 
President  Ladd  has  obtained  for  us  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  an  order 
for  an  area  of  land  not  to  exceed  eighty  acres,  upon  which  to  erect  Mtsstos 
buildings,  and  Tor  Mission  purposes.  No  titles  can  be  given  for  land  on  India 
Reservations,  but  we  hold  it  securely  so  long  at  it  is  "used  for  Mission  purpose 
only."  These  Indian*  have  been  transferred,  by  consent  of  the  Indian  Bams, 
to  the  Bureau  for  New  Mexico  and  Ariiona,  within  whose  bounds  they  dwell. 
They  are  noted  for  their  skill  in  manufactures,  for  their  wealth  In  sheep,  horses, 
and  ponies,  and  for  their  physical  vigor ;  and  here  we  probably  have  our  most 
promising  Indian  field.     Christianity  may  End  in  this  wholly  heathen  tribe

to  go  among  these  tribes  without  the  help  and  protection  of  men  seat 

from  the  parent  Board ;  and  could  we  have  this  aid  and  protection,  the  seal  of 
the  Society  would,  no  doubt,  rise  to  the  support  of  work  in  every  destitute  tribe. 
We  appeal  to  the  parent  Board  to  consider  the  interest*  of  the  Indiana.  Justice 
in  behalf  of  centuries  of  wrong,  common  sense  as  a  financial  measure,  and 
patriotism,  since  Indian  missions  are  fountains  of  civilisation  on  our  frontiers, 
appeal  to  our  brethren  to  ignore  no  longer  the  haunts  of  heathenism,  nude 
worse  by  the  vices  of  wicked  adventurers,  which  darken  so  much  of  on 
Christian  land. 

Our  principal  thought  in  these  Indian  Missions  is  to  establish  the  Sabbath 
first  as  a  means  for  publishing  the  Gospel  and  remembering  God ;  and  also  » 
insist  upon  Christian  marriage.  [Indians  usually  exchange  ponies  or  some 
article  of  merchandise  for  their  wives,  and  are  generally  polygamous,  which 
fact  greatly  aids  the  Mormons  in  successfully  propagating  their  doctrines  antra* 
them.]  The  Bishop  allows  our  Missionaries  to  adopt  some  Christian  form  of 
absence  of  properly  authorized  clergy.  To  the  teachings  of 
1  principles  we  add  as  secondary,  industrial  training  of  the 
b»«_.La_:nn    ^nd  nursing  the  sick.     We  need  skilled  and 
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efficient  women,   women  of  experience,  with   hearts  so  devoted   to  the   great 
cause  as  to  feel  no  weariness  or  drawing  back  at  the  difficulty  and  disagreeable- 
is  of  the  work  among  degraded  and  lavage  heathen.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Alaska, 

"The  desire  accomplished  is  sweet  to  the  soul."  The  ladies  of  this  Bureau, 
who  for  the  last  two  years  have  been  doing  all  in  their  power  to  open  Mission 
work  in  Alaska,  cannot  as  yet  report  their  "desire  accomplished. "  It  it  well 
that  this  Bureau  is  composed  of  women  whose  hearts  are  not  easily  made  sick 
by  "hope  deferred."  They  are  still  possessing  their  souls  in  patience,  with 
their  eyes  upon  the  light  in  the  distance.  Mad  it  seemed  possible  to  establish 
oar  work  independently  of  government,  as  have  some  other  sects,  this  long 
delay  would  not  have  been  necessary.  Individuals  may  be  interested  and 
hastened,  not  so  the  Government.  Strong  men  and  many  women  have  failed, 
until  recently,  to  induce  the  Government  of  these  United  Stales  to  do  little  more 
than  glance  at  the  .condition  and  claims  of  the  people  of  Alaska.  In  not  a  few 
instances  what  devoted  Missionaries  have  done  for  the  elevation  of  these  people 
has  been  nndone  by  the  Government  officials. 

During  the  past  year  a  Congressional  Committee  has  visited  Alaska ;  on  the 
return  of  these  men,  they  reported  the  imperative  necessity  of  an  increased 
appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year,  which,  doubtless  will  have  more  weight 
with  the  authorities  at  Washington  than  all  the  petitions  they  have  received. 
Public  attention  has  of  late  been  attracted  to  Alaska  as  never  before.  Last 
simmer  there  was  not  conveyance  enough  for  more  than  a  fraction  of  those 
desiring  to  see  this  "new  country."  It  is  said  thai  the  coming  year  additional 
steamers  will  be  put  upon  the  line  to  meet  the  increased  demands  of  the  public. 

The  fishery  troubles  of  the  East  have-directed  the  attention  of  those  inter- 
ested to  the  inexhaustible  supply  of  fish  in  the  waters  in  and  around  this  neg- 
lected possession  of  ours.  In  one  city  alone  a  dozen  or  more  fishing  vessels  are 
being  constructed  for  use  in  the  Alaskan  waters.  Rich  gold  and  silver  mines 
are  being  discovered  in  the  mountain  range,  which  extends  the  entire  length  of 
Alaska.  By  many  these  mountains  are  believed  to  be  a  continuation  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains  even  to  the  extreme  West  of  the  Aleutian  Islands,  and  that 
they  are  as  rich  in  precious  metals  in  the  west  as  in  the  east  portions.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  these  attractions  will  induce  targe  numbers  of  men  to  go  to  Alaska 
as  early  in  the  Spring  as  they  can  get  there.  Probably  some  of  these  may  be 
good  citizens,  possibly  Christians,  but  if  we  may  judge  by  precedents,  a  large 
majority  will  be  of  the  class  who  will  take  along  the  liquor  and  gambling  saloons, 
with  all  their  attendant  vices.  This  fact  places  upon  us  added  and  weighty  re- 
sponsibilities. The  question  we  have  to  Settle  is  :  Shall  we  let  these  emissaries  of 
perdition  precede  Ike  cress  ef  Christ  ? 

Another  matter  to  be  considered  is  this:  Dr.  Jackson  has  selected  the  local- 
ity he  considers  the  best  in  western  Alaska  for  a  Home  and  Industrial  School, 
but  he  cannot  hold  it  for  us,  as  all  land  not  already  taken  by  others  is  free  to 
whoever  wants  it.  Evil  eyes  are  upon  our  location  and  if  we  do  not  lake  posses- 
sion in  the  early  Spring  we  may  lose  it.  Not  far  from  this  locality  is  the  Island 
Of  Unga  (one  of  the  Shumagin  group,)  where  our  dear  Mrs.  Carr  did  such  effi- 
cient service  for  the  Master  in  the  few  months  she  was  permitted  to  remain 
there.  Dear  sisters,  do  you  know  thai  if  Mrs.  Carr  could  have  had  a  home  as 
comfortable  as  we  provide  for  our  animals,  she  possibly  might  have  continued 
her  work  for  years  f  On  learning  of  the  privations  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carr,  it  was 
Hi  side  red  an  act  of  cruelty  to  send  another  lady  before  a  comfortable  home 
mid  be  provided  for  her,  but  how  to  provide  it  was  a  hard  question  in  answer. 
After  long  and  careful  thought,  it  was  decided  to  adopt  the  plan  so  successfully 
used  some  years  since  to  raise  money  for  a  special  purpose,  viz  :  to  issue  sub- 
scription books  to  obtain  fifty  cent  shares  in  the  Home,  with  the  autograph  of  each 
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contributor,  so  far  as  practicable.  These  books  were  issued  in  April  last ;  a  food 
degree  of  enthusiasm  lias  been  manifested  in  the  movement  in  many  localities. 
The  work  has  not  progressed  so  rapidly  as  it  would  have  done,  had  not  ill  health 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  prevented  correspondence.  Uy  the  efforts  of  one 
lady.  Tour  books  of  too  names  each  have  been  filled,  and  her  efforts  are  still  being 
put  forth  for  more.  Another,  to  whom  a  book  was  sent,  replied  at  once,  asking 
lor  a  dozen  more.  It  has  been  impossible  to  learn  how  much  has  been  collected, 
as  most  or  the  books  are  still  out.  When  this  plan  for  raising  the  money  was  de- 
cided upon,  it  was  also  decided  that  the  name  should  be  \i\ejrste  Let  Mtmarial 
Home  and  Industrial  School.  Why  this  name  ?  Because  the  indomitable  courage 
and  perseverance  of  Jesse  Lee,  "  the  pioneer  of  Methodism  to  New  England," 
planted  Methodism  in  the  extreme  East  of  our  land,  it  was  thought  eminently 
proper  that  his  name  should  be  placed  on  the  first  piece  of  Methodist  property  / 
West. 


The  outlook  for  success  in  the  near  future  is  brighter  than  at  any  previoi 
time.  Dr.  Jackson  wrote  from  Alaska  as  follows :  "  Bishop  Fowler  with  h 
family  were  fellow  passengers  with  me  on  the  steamer.

Even  the  little  band  of  Moc 
have  expended  $15,000  in  one  year  for  Homes  and  school  buildings  alone. 
great  Methodist  church  has  expended  the  magnificent  sum  of  thirty  dollars,  for

Boport  from  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

One  rear  ago,  I  received  from  your  hands  the  Bureau  of  Mission  Supplies. 
I  had  no  idea  ot  the  magnitude  of  this  work,  nor  of  the  method*  for  carrying  tt 
on.  At  soon  a*  I  could  do  so,  I  went  to  Cincinnati  and  spent  several  day*  with 
ray  predecessor,  Mrs.  Whetstone,  to  whom  this  Bureau  is  indebted  for  its  exist- 
ence. Here,  working  under  her  able  supervision,  I  soon  became  initiated  into 
the  duties  of  the  office.  Returning  to  my  own  home,  I  then  engaged  in  what 
has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  busiest  years  of  my  life.  During  the  year,  I  have 
learned  much  or  the  suffering  in  our  beloved  land,  and  much  of  the  heroism 
with  which  this  sudering  has  been  endured.  I  have  also  learned  of  noble, 
generous  hearts,  whose  love  for  God  and  their  fellow  men  prompt*  them  to  seek 
these  needy  ones,  manifesting  their  love  for  them  by  relieving  their  necessities. 

Our  work  has  been  a  labor  of  love  mingled  with  some  anxiety.     As  I  have 

B'ven  the  orders  for  this  place  and  for  that,  I  have  asked  the  Father  above  to 
es*  the  smders  of  these  gifts  a*  well  as  the  recipients.  Have  you  not  realized, 
a*  you  tent  ydur  barrel,  that  it  is  indeed  "more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive  ?" 
""  ■  e  sending  to  all  parts  of  our  West,  North-west,  and  Southern  fields.  There 
:en  a  great  demand  for  supplies  in  Nebraska,  Kansas,  Dakota,  Minnesota 
and  the  South.  Almost  all  of  our  societies  prefer  tending  to  the  minister*  on 
the  frontier,  cither  North  or  North-west.  This  fact  is  stated  with  considerable 
emphasis  at  times.     It  is  well.     But,  dear  sisters,  we  must  remember  one  work

inclined  to  get  into  order  as  quickly  as  the  occasion  require*. 

There  ha*  been  much  suffering  in  Dakota  and  Minnesota  from  drought  and 
failure  of  crops.  During  the  past  year  we  have  sent  a  large  number  of  barrels 
to  these  Conferences,  and  1  do  not  know  how  some  of  the  ministers  could  have 
lived  through  the  Winter  if  we  had  not  helped  them.  The  same  condition  of 
Tairt  eiisis  this  year,  and  we  shall  again  be  obliged  to  assist  in  caring  for  these 
initters.  The  Minnesota  ladies  worked  with  a  will  last  year.  This  year  they 
e  better  prepared  for  the  work,  still  we  must  lend  a  helping  hand.  Mrs.  Dr. 
Smith,  President  of  the  Minnesota  Conference  Society,  writes:  I  wish  you  could 
have  teen  the  ministers  of  our  Conference,  and  heard  them  tell  of  the  trials  they 
had  endured,  the  privations  they  had  suffered  ;  and  how  often  the  timely  aid 
from  onr  Society  had  comforted  and  encouraged  them.  This  i*  a  peculiar  field ; 
many  Eastern  people  have  come  here,  investing  all  they  had  in  lands  and 
crops — the  tatter  often  failures.  These  are  cultured,  well-bred  people,  who 
want  and  deserve  the  best  talent  possible  to  obtain.  They  divide  with  their 
pastor,  but  even  then  the  salary  is  limited  to  two  or  three  hundred  dollars. 
The  Congregationalist  and  Episcopalian  Churches  give  as  much  again  help, 
through  their  Missionary  money  and  supplies,  as  our  Church  can  afford,  and  yet, 
at  the  Western  World  says,  "Our  minister  often  takes  the  town."  We  of  the 
Eatt  could  better  appreciate  the  situation  if  once  wc  had  felt  the  touch  of  a 
blizzard,  and  could  realize  that  our  ministers  must  face  the  storms  in  reaching 
two  or  three  appointments  twelve  or  fifteen  miles  apart,  often  thinly  clad,  poorly 
shod,  and  sometimes  obliged  to  walk  the  weary  way,  not  being  able  lo  own  a 
horse.  Comfortable  people  in  the  cities  and  towns  say  "they  are  foolish  lo  remain 
"     But  with  them,  as  with  us,  "The  love  of  Christ  constraineth." 
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I  hive  heard  that  great  destitution  exists  Id  northern  Michigan,  bat  Ike  ltd™ 
of  the  Conferences  in  that  State  assure  roe  that  they  can  care  for  their  own  awl 
need  no  help;  that  they  arc  meeting  every  demand.  During  thepeit  year  we  have 
our  Missionaries  in  New  Mexico  many  valuable -barrels.  These  were  greatly 
needed,  and  were  the  cause  of  rejoicing  in  many  ministers'  families.  Bet  per-  I 
baps  in  no  portion  or  our  country  is  the  good  we  are  doing  through  this  derail- 
ment more  apparent  than  in  Utah,  where  such  wretched  conditions  of  life  exist.  / 
3ur  Missionaries  and  teachers  must  at  all  times  be  well  (applied  with  dothixg 
uiinble  Tor  men,  women  and  children.  With  the  bleated  word  of  God  in  one 
hand,  and  warm  clothing  in  the  other,  the  Missionary  Is  often  enabled  to  sria 
precious  souls  to  embrace  the  religion  of  our  Christ  and  to  accept  hit  u — 
gospel  of  peace. 

I  have  received  from  the  various  auxiliaries  lists  of  supplies  sent  by  tl 
;  estimated  value  of  which  amounts  to  $31,600,74,  an  increase  over  last 
of  nearly  $6,000  in  value.  I  shall  have  ready  in  a  tew  dan  a  blank  for 
vouchers,  which  I  shall  Gil  an4  return  to  you  for  each  list  of  supplies  received. 
These  vouchers  are  to  be  given  to  your  respective  pastors  before  they  go  to  Con- 
ference, that  they  may  present  them  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  a*  authority 
for  him  to  give  credit  in  the  Conference  report*  for  the  Missionary  supplies  test 
out  from  the  several  Churches.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Young  People's  Work, 

So  Tar  305  Circles  and  Binds  have  reported  organization,  but  this  is  *  small 
part  of  the  entire  number  formed.  During  the  past  year  but  71$  Mother's 
Jewel*  have  been  enrolled  in  our  paper. 

The  character  and  location  of  the  Home  to  be  built  for  children  by  chil- 
en  has  not  yet  been  determined,  although  a  Committee  now  exists  for  that 
purpose.  As  yet  but  very  few  Conferences  have  a  Superintendent  of  Juvenile 
Work,  although  that  has  been  recommended  as  the  surest  means  to  secure  per- 
fected organization.  We  have  a  beginning  of  Literature  for  this  Department : 
A  half  dozen  leaflet  publications;  the  "Praise  of  the  Nation,"  an  allegory 
'ten  by  Miss  Alice  House,  of  Cincinnati,  with  attractive  cast  of  characters  as 

intertainment ;  and  we  have  a  sustained  column  in  Woman's  Home  Missions, 
wherein  may  be  found  a  variety  of  matter  for  readings  and  recitations.  We  are 
yet  in  the  merest  beginning,  and  hope  to  become  strong  for  service  in  our 
Coanuy't  future.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work. 

While  an  increasing  interest  is  everywhere  expressed  in  City  Missionary 
Work,   but    comparatively  little  has   as  yet  been   done  that   can   be   formally 
reported.     There  are  two  reasons  for  this.     First,  our  people  have  not  seen 
clearly  how  to  organize  and  carry  it   on  as  a  department  of  Home  Missionary 
work,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  adapting  any  one  plan  to  so  varied  circumstan- 
ces as  have  to  be  met ;   and  second,  the   pressure  for  funds  fot  the  general  work 
hu  been  so  great  that  the  auxiliaries    have  not  felt  justified  in  withholding 
money  for  local  uses.     What  our  auxiliaries  now  need  is  to  understand  how 
much  can  be  done  along  these  lines  with  a  very  small  expenditure  of  money, 
and  also  that  a  little  effort  will  always  secure   money  for  this  purpose,  which 
would  not  come  into  our  treasury  for  any  other.      There  are  persons  in  every 
community  who  will  contribute  to  a  local  effort,  who  are  not  interested  in  ai 
other  phase  of  benevolent  work,   and  such  persons  may  be  welcomed   to  o 
body  and  entered  upon  our  lists  as  contributors  to  the  local  fund.     Further,  o 
'  sties  need  to  be  instructed  how  to  organize  and  carry  on  a  mother's  meetir 
a  cottage   prayer-meeting,   how   most   successfully  to   comlutt   a  sewin 
school,  how  to  organize  Bands  of  Hope,  and  Ten  times  One  Bands ;  how  to  pr 
vide  temporary  lodgings  for  homeless  women,  and  day  nurseries  for  children, 
and  so  on,  that  by  all  available  means  some  may  be  saved.     I  suggest  these  ari 
matters  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  discussed  in  Our  paper,  Home  Missions,  am 
that  all  who  have  successful  experience  in  these  directions,  should  he  forward  ti 
'  re  it  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  none- 
Some  things  seem  to  be  settled   by  the  experience  of  two  years.     One  is, 
it  as  a  rule,  local  work  must  begin  in   the  organized  Churches,  under  the  eye 
of  the  pastor,  the  results  to  be  gathered  for  the  increase  and  strength  of  these 
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[a  regard  to  the  chancier  mod  qualification  of 
tse  local  fields,  as  can  and  ihould  be 
Missions  supported  from  fundi  drawn  from  the  general  Treasury.  1 
cannot  meet  all  the  requirement!  of  the  Candidate!  Committee,  may,  in  these 
fields  and  under  immediate  and  conitant  supervision,  do  excellent 
Amon'g  tome  of  our  foreign  population!  it  ma*  be  true  that  a  man  and 
woman  can  serve  ui  better  than  two  women  can  do.  Again,  it  ia  not  quite  cer- 
tain what  field  the  local  work  include*.  The  assumption  has  been  tbat  the  Local 
Bureau  had  the  oversight  of  only  inch  work  is  ia  supported  and  controlled  bj 
the  auxiliaries,  but,  if  this  be  so,  there  is  one  department  of  our  work  which  ii 
in  no  Bureau,  and  which  therefore  has  no  representative  to  this  body  or  to  the 
Executive  Board,  namely,  the  city  work  outside  our  Minion  territory,  which  it 
supported  by  funds  from  the  general  Treasury.  The  question  arises,  should 
this,  too,  be  included  in  the  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Work. 

There  is  every  reason  to  feel  encouraged  by  the  growth  of  sentiment  sad 
conscience  in  regard  to  City  Missionary  effort.  Wise  people  are  coming  to  feci 
and  to  say  that  if  we  can  save  our  large  cities  America  U  safe;  and  if  America 
will  hold  her  Christian  faith  in  integrity,  and  show  her  fsith  by  works  of  right- 
eousneii,  she  will  be  God's  instrument  for  saving  the  world.  If  m  God's  provi- 
dence all  the  nations  are  to  be  lighted  by  our  sun,  bow  great  is  the  responsibility 
upon  every  initru mentality  snd  organisation  in  this  country  whose  field  is  tht 
strengthening  and  purification  of  the  moral  sentiments  snd  Christian  graco. 
The  man  who  lowers  the  standard  of  faith  or  morals  anywhere  in  this  Got- 
favored  land  by  a  hair's  breadth,  either  by  practice  or  teaching,  becomes  by  » 
much  an  enemy  of  his  country,  snd  thereby  the  enemy  of  all  the  world  and  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  himself,  who  will  have  all  men  to  come  lo  a  knowledge  of  the 
truth;  and  on  the  other  hand,  we  may  lay  it  to  our  hearts,  when  we  are  wesrj 
and  ready  to  faint  from  discouragements,  that  he  who  raises  this  standard  by  ike 
least  jot,  either  by  deeper  personal  piety  or  by  adding  a  new  witness  to  Christ1! 
power  on  earth  to  forgive  sin,  thereby  renders  the  highest  possible  service  to  the 
country,  and  through  it  to  alt  the  nations  of  the  earth.  We  may  be  assured  that 
God  has  great  plans  for  us  in  sending  the  re  preservatives  of  all  nations  to  oar 
doors,  that  we  may  speak  to  them  the  word  of  healing.  What  the  divine  plu 
is  doth  not  yet  appear,  but  Dr.  Schaff,  in  a  recent  article  in  the  Sunday  Sritl 
Times,  beautifully  and  suggestively  says,  "God  has  great  surprises  in  store  for 
his  people.  The  Reformation  is  not  the  last  word  he  has  spoken.  We  may  look 
and  hope  for  something  far  better  than  Protestantism  in  any  of  its  forms.     And 


America,  where  all  the  Churches  are  commingling  and  rivaling  each  other, 

;  become  the  chief  theater  of  such  a  re-union  of  Christendom  as  will  preserve 

every  truly  Christian  and  valuable  element  in  the  various  types  which  it  bit 


assumed  in  the  course  of  ages.' 

Akron,  East  Ohio  Conference,  report!  the  expenditure  of  $169  in  furnishing 
an  organ  and  communion  set  for  a  colored  Mission  church  and  for  the  employ- 
ment of  a  city  Missionary.  Mrs.  Bos  well,  of  the  Newark  Conference,  reports  s 
Missionary  employed  in  Newark,  who  since  early  in  March  has  visited  3,000  fami- 
lies, distributed  500  tracts  per  month  in  various  languages,  has  a  sewing  clan, 
a  mothers'  meeting  and  3  cottage  prayer  meeting,  each  weekly.  She  report!  75 
as  having  come  into  the  Sunday-school,  several  as  having  signed  the  pledge,  s 
man  and  wife  as  having  been  brought  into  the  Church  through  the  cottage  prayer 
meeting,  and  two  men  as  having  died  apparently  converted,  as  the  result  of  her 
visits  to  them.  Many  poor  have  been  provided  with  comfortable  second-hand 
clothing,  and  a  good  foundation  has  been  laid  for  future  work.  There  was  aim 
an  Industrial  School  opened  in  Jersey  City  which  had  forty  scholar*,  bo t  which 
was  discontinued  during  the  hot  weather,  to  be  opened  again  this  Autumn.  Mrs. 
Simpson,  of  Troy  Conference,  send!  a  report  of  a  beautiful  work  In  Saratoga. 
The  Missionary  reports  five  cottage  prayer  meetings,  held  weekly  in  different 
localities,  a  mothers'  weekly  meeting  for  sewing,  with  which  is  mingled  religion! 
conversation  and  recitation  of  Scripture  verses,  to  which  is  added,  once  a  month, 
a  comfortable  tea.     During  the  year  forty  children  have  been  brought  into  the 
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Sunday-school,  ten  persons  have  professed  faith  in  Christ,  40  woman's  sewing 
meetings  have  been  held,  1,000  tracts  distributed,  50  books  lent,  1,800  visits  have 
been  made,  and  $100  used  for  relief  This  is  a  union  Christian  work  to  which 
the  Methodists  have  contributed  $102  this  year.  Mrs.  Marsh,  of  Amsterdam, 
N.  Y.,  also  reports  work,  consisting  or  visits  to,  and  care  for,  the  sick  and  poor, 
and  aid  given  to  poor  children  to  bring  them  to  Sabbath-school.  Fort  Edward, 
N.  V.,  reports  visits  among  the  sick,  destitute  and  afflicted,  and  assistance  given 
in  clothing  and  bedding.  Michigan  Conference  reports  an  expenditure  of  $56.47, 
with  the  statement  that  much  more  has  been  done  which  has  not  been  formally 
reported.  Mr*.  C.  W.  Bickley,  of  Philadelphia,  reports  the  employment  of  a 
city  Missionary,  who  has  a  room  furnished  to  her  for  sewing  classes,  mothers' 
meetings,  and  so  on.  She  visits  from  house  to  house,  spending  some  of  her  time 
at  the  Emigrant  depot,  and  distributes  tracts,  articles  of  clothing  and  delicacies 
for  the  sick,  as  she  finds  occasion. 

Miss  New  hall  writes  that  Local  Missionary  work  is  being  carried  on  in  theci 
of  Chelsea,  Charlestown  and  Lynn.  In  Chelsea  the  work  has  been  visiting  and 
caring  for  the  poor  and  bringing  them  to  Church  and  Sunday-school.  The  same 
kind  of  work  is  done  in  Charlestown.  Lynn  has  built  a  Mission  church  a' 
coat  of  $800. 

Mrs.  Strong,  of  Columbia  River  Conference,  writes  that  Walla  Walla  ha* 
expended  $39  in  care  of  the  poor  and  sick,  and  that  considerable  Temperance 
work  has  been  done. 

Mrs.  Richardson,  of  West  Texas  Conference,  writes  of  a  young  girls'  sewing 
class  at  Austin,  and  a  good  deal  of  Temperance  work  done  in  and  about  the  city- 
She  says  "  a  great  deal  has  been  done  in  spreading  Temperance  sentiment,  and, 
although  we  have  lost  the  amendment,  our  work  is  not  lost.  The  people  are 
aroused,  and  will  not  sleep  again  till  we  have  prohibition."  She  also  reports  a 
Mission  school  at  Waco,  by  means  of  which  several  have  been  brought  into 
Church  and  Sunday-school. 

Mrs.  Smith,  of  the  Pittsburg  Conference,  reports  $276.60  paid  their  Mission- 
ary in  the  coke  regions  and  their  Bible  reader  in  Pittsburg.     She  reports  nearly 
Jioo  additional  paid  (or  excellent  Christian  work,  which  is  a  little  outside  onr 
lines  of  work.     Mrs.  Culver,  of  the  Erie  Conference,  reports  for  Meadville  aux- 
iliary $48.71  spent  in  Local  work.     Mrs.  Carhart,  of  New  York  East  Conference, 
writes:  "Six  months  ago  the  New  York  East  Conference  opened,  after  careful 
thought  and  prayerful  planning,  a  work   for  factory  girls  in  Brooklyn.     In  this 
city  there  are  100,000  working  girls  in  factories  and  shops  who,  living  mostly  in 
tenements,  have  every  avenue  upward   closed  to  them,  and  the  temptations  all 
dragging  them  downward.     This  Conference  Society  opened  rooms  in  a  factory 
neighborhood,  with  a  library,  a  piano,  and  other  attractions,  where  the  girls  a 
invited   to  spend  their  evenings  instead  of  on  the  street,  as  heretofore.     Ht 
have  been  opened  classes  in  dress-making,  millinery,  fancy  work,  and  plain  se 
ing,  writing,  music  and  elocution  under  competent  teachers;  weekly  talks  a 
given  on  important  practical  themes;  a  monthly  entertainment  is  combined  wi 
the  business  meeting,  in   both  of  which  the  girls  take  a  part,  and  are  factors  of 
our  system.     A  competent  Missionary  is  constantly  employed  visiting  the  homi 
of  the  girls,  who  also  gathers  the  younger  girls  into  a  sewing-school  weekly,  an 
the  mothers  into  a  mothers'  meeting,  and  in  this  way  we  not  only  reach   these 
girls,  but  every  member  of  these  needy  families.     The  work  has  been  very  sue 
cessfnl  and  its  influence  is  greatly  felt  in  this  neighborhood.     What  we  need  is 
five  other  such  works  in  different  parts  of  the  city ;  and  the  ladies  have  it  in  mind 
to  make  in  each  of  these  a  Model  Home,  into  which  we  may  gather  the  home- 
less of  onr  girls,  and  which  may  also  be  an  object  lesson  to  the  whole  community. 
About  $500  have  been  expended  in  this  work." 

In  view  of  the  needs  of  the  work  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work 
unanimously  reports  the  following  recommendations: 

I.  That  each  auxiliary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  appoint  a 
committee  on  Local  Work,  whose  duty  shall  be  (unless  parish  visitation  has

a.  That  where  the  parish  is  large  and  thickly  settled,  a*  in  large  cities,  one  or 
more  suitable  persons  be  employed  as  pastors'  assistant*  or  Missionary  visitors, 
who  shall  devote  their  time  in  whole  or  in  part  to  visiting,  teaching  sewing- 
schools,  conducting  mothers'  meetings,  and  engaging  in  such  other  Christian 
work  as  may  be  indicated  by  the  auxiliary  missionary  committee  and  pastor. 

3.  That  in  the  large  cities,  individual  Churches  or  Church  unions  emptor 
Missionary  visitors,  who  shall  go  beyond  the  limits  of  Christian  Protestant  inn's- 
ence  into  the  unkept  part  of  God's  vineyard,  and  establish  religious  centers  of 
work  and  influence,  such  as  Sabbath-schools,  prayer  circles,  mothers'  meeting!, 
and  industrial  classes. 

4.  That  in  Churches  and  communities  in  which  city  mission  work  is  already 
carried  on  outside  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  our  auxiliaries,  instead 
of  patting  their  money  into  a  common  fund,  assume  the  responsibility  of  sonr 
special  department  of  the  work.  By  so  doing,  it  will  be  possible  for  the  fnndiof 
the  auxiliaries  to  be  administered  by  the  officer*  of  the  society  and  according  to 
it*  plans ;  and  at  the  same  time  our  societies  can  enter  into  active  co-operation 
with  other  benevolent  organizations. 

5.  That  our  auxiliaries  be  permitted  to  use  for  defraying  the  expenses  of 
Local  work,  all  moneys  raised  specially  for  the  purpose,  ana,  if  it  be  necessary, 
one-half  of  all  other  moneys  coming  into  their  respective  treasuries,  exclusive  of 
membership  dues  and  funds  contributed  for  special  purposes  other  than  Local 
work.  But  in  no  case  (hall  membership  "due*  and  funds  for  special  work,  other 
than  Local  work,  be  used  by  the  auxiliary  for  Local  work. 

6.  We  recommend  that  all  funds  used  for  Local  work  be  reported  quarterly 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  a*  other  funds  are  reported;  a  formal  statement  of 
the  Auxiliary  Treasurer,  as  provided  by  a  suitable  blank,  being  accepted  at  a 
voucher  in  the  stead  of  money. 

7.  That  all  Missionary  candidates  employed  by  local  committee*  and  paid 
from  local  funds,  be  subject  to  the  same  tests  as  other  Missionaries,  the  comiait- 
tee  on  examination  consisting  of  the  Conference  President  and  Corresponding 
Secretary,  together  with  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
auxiliary  employing  the  Missionary. 

S.  That  each  auxiliary  report  its  Local  work  to  the  Conference  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  quarterly  on  the  blank  provided,  and  that  the  Conference  Cor- 
responding Secretary  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of 
Local  Work.

Discerning  signs  of  promise,  we  looked  forward  a  year  ago  with  hope  and 
confident  expectation  of  a  successful  year  for  our  Cincinnati  Conference  Home 
Missionary  Society.  Now,  at  its  close,  the  question  arises,  what  fruit  have  «e 
of  our  labor  of  the  past  twelve  months?  And  it  is  with  gratitude  we  record  ihii 
our  hopes  have  been  in  large  part  realised,  and  our  expectations  to  some  extent 
fulfilled.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  organization  of  a  Conference  Execu- 
tive Board,  with  headquarters  at  Cincinnati.  Our  Districts  have  been  organised 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  adopted  at  the  last  Annual 
Meeting;  efficient  officers  have  been  elected,  who  have  entered  upon  the  work 
with  earnestness,  and  are  prosecuting  it  with  success.  Four  District  meeting! 
have  been  held,  all  of  them  occasions  of  interest  and  profit. 

The  third  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Springfield  the  first  week  in  Just. 
In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Executive  Board,  it 
was  decided  to  adopt  some  special  lines  of  work,  and  to  petition  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  privilege  of  building  an  Industrial  Home  for  white*.  The 
adoption  of  the  Envelope  system,  which  provides  for  the  payment  of  ten  eealt 
per  member  a  month,  and  has  been  used  with  great  success  by  several  of  oar 
auxiliaries,  was  recommended.  We  hope  thereby  to  secure  uniformity  and  sys- 
tem  in  the  payment  of  dues,  and  also  to  accumulate  a  much-needed  contingent 
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fund.     During  the  recent  session  of  tbe  Cincinnati  Conference  an  afternoon  it 
accorded  for  a  joint  anniversary  meeting  of  the  Woman'*  Foreign  and  Home 
Missionary  Societies,  which  was  largely  attended  and  deeply  interesting. 

We  record  with  gratitude  the  bequest  of  one  thousand  dollars  by  the  late 
Mr.  Wm.  Glenn,  of  Cincinnati. 

We  regard  with  peculiar  satis/action  the  growth  of  our  Young  People') 
department,  the  membership  of  which  has  a  little  more  than  doubled  daring  the 
year.  In  number*,  in  interest,  in  contributions  our  Conference  has  steadily 
advanced;  but,  while  lengthening  the  cords,  we  have  sought  also  to  strengthen 
the  stakes,  and  think  we  may  truly  say  that  the  past  year  has  been  the  most  s 
cessfol  in  the  history  or  this  Society,  not  only  because  of  actual  results  acc< 
pllshed,  but  because,  by  the  adoption  of  more  thorough  and  systematic  plans  for 
its  prosecution,  the  promise  for  continued  and  more  rapid  progress  is  better  than 
ever  before.

"Whereas,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  now  duly  recognised 
by  the  General  Conference  as  one  of  the  arms  of  Christ's  service,  and  is  showing 
itself  "approved  of  God"  and  "a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed," 
rightly  dividing  its  benefactions  where  they  are  most  needed,  therefore, 

Resolved,  that  we,  the  Columbia  River  Conference,  will  encourage  the  organ- 
ization of  auxiliary  societies  in  our  charges,  and  assist  in  devising  methods  for 
raising  funds  for  the  use  of  the  same,  within  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline 
governing  such  societies." 


The  year  has  been  marked  not  so  much  by  large  increase  in  auxiliaries  and 
members  as  by  substantial  achievements  in  other  lines,  and  by  increased  faith  ia 
the  possibilities  for  the  usefulness  of  our  Conference  Woman's  Home  Missions^ 
Society.  One  year  ago  we  were  happy  to  welcome  to  Detroit  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  general  Society,  and  the  information  obtained  and  enthusiasm  awakened 
during  its  sessions  have  been  felt  in  the  work  through  the  whole  year.  We  hat 
reason  to  rejoice  that  through  the  efforts  of  our  Conference  Society  the  ""'   ' 
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Committee  of  the  Parent  Society  voted  for  this  year  an  increase  to  the  Missionary 
appropriation  to  Detroit  Conference  of  $3,000,  By  means  of  this  the  wild  and 
nigged  regions  of  northern  Michigan,  so  rapidly  developing,  and  filling  up  largely 
with  an  ignorant  foreign  population,  may  obtain  in  some  degree  the  teaching  of 
the  Gospel,  and  the  dissemination  of  the  principles  of  Christian  living  by  Mis- 
sionary pastors.  The  work  of  our  Society  is  still  needed  there,  and,  so  long  as 
toe  tide  of  emigration  from  the  most  debased  peoples  of  Europe  continues  to 
flood  our  Commonwealth,  we  feel  that  there  is  work  for  us  to  do  among  them,  a 
work  that  not  only  may  secure  their  salvation,  but  as  sorely  must  be  done  to  pre- 
serve our  institutions,  civil  and  religious. 

The  Home  Missionary  Loan  Library,  established  last  year  for  the  use  of 
ministers  in  the  mission  charges  of  our  Conference,  has  been  highly  appreciated. 
It  has  been  enlarged  by  gifts  and  purchases,  and  its  prosperity  and  eminent  use- 
fulness seem  to  be  assured.  The  department  of  Local  Work  is  slowly  assuming 
definite  form  with  us.  There  is  a  deep  and  increasing  interest  in  it,  and  a  wide- 
spread hope  that  oar  Society  may  be  instrumental  in  solving  the  problem  of  how 
o  reach  the  unchurched  masses. 

Our  Department  of  Supplies  has  done  noble  work,  sending  to  the  Mission- 
aries within  the  Conference  supplies  valued  at  $1,750.  Something  has  also  been 
lone  by  this  department  for  one  or  more  of  the  Model  Homes.  Our  interest  in 
the  whole  great  field  of  work  of  the  general  Society  is  unabated,  and  some  generous 
donations  have  been  sent  to  the  general  Treasurer  from  our  Society.  We  are 
glad  to  record  that  two  Home  Missionaries  from  the  membership  of  our  Confer- 
ence Society  have  this  year  been  commissioned  by  the  general  Society,  and  sent 
10  important  fields  of  labor.

The  East  Ohio  Conference  Society  has  suffered  severely  in  the  past  year  by 
the  removal  and  death  of  officers  in  both  Conference  and  District  organizations, 
only  one  or  the  eight  Districts  retaining  both  officers.  Notwithstanding  this 
condition  and  the  fact  that  the  work  has  been  crippled  by  sickness  in  person  or 
family  of  those  whose  duty  it  was  to  pnVsecute  the  work,  we  believe  that  the  real 
conscientious  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  has  never  been 
greater  than  at  present.  A  large  number  of  auxiliaries  have  held  public  meet- 
ings during  the  year.  Two  very  profitable  District  meetings  have  largely  in- 
creased the  interest  in  their  respective  Districts.  District  Conferences  have  been 
visited  and  the  claims  of  our  Society  presented.     The  anniversary  of  our  Society, 


during  the  session  of  Conference  held  at  Cleveland,  was  ably  addressed  by  Mrs 
Campbell,  Mrs.  Hickman,  and  Rev.  C.  N.  Grandison,  who  spoke  from  his  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  work  being  done  in  the  South,  and  paid  an  eloquent 
tribute  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

There  has  been  a  small  increase  in  contributions.  The  amount  of  supplies 
has  been  equal  to  that  of  last  year,  if  not  greater.  Several  of  our  Children's 
Band*  are  supporting  beneficiaries  in  "  Haven  Home,"  and  Other  special  worlfcis 
being  helped  by  different  auxiliaries.     Superior  street,  Cleveland,  has  purchased

laboring  for  the   past  five  or  six  years  just  as  the  others  have,  and  has  r 

'  iwn  any  support  from  the  Society. 

While  visiting  the  work  in  Baton  Rouge,  we  were  requested  to  call  on  1  gen- 
tleman of  that  city  who  wished  to  donate  a  lot  of  ground  for  the  "  Hester  Wil- 
liams Home."  This  we  did,  and  obtained  from  him  the  legal  documents  atte 
jng  the  gift.  He  is  anxious  to  have  the  Home  built  at  an  early  date.  At  the 
Detroit  meeting  last  year  Aunt  Hester  was  authoriied  to  collect  funds  for  the 
building  of  the  Home  in  Baton  Rouge.  If  there  are  any  friends  who  desire  10 
assist  her  in  this  effort  she  will  gladly  accept  the  donation,  or  a  pledge  lor 
future  help. 

September  27-19,  a  delegated  Convention  was  held  in  New  Orleans  repre- 
enting  twenty  auxiliaries,  the  first  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Convention  ever 
held  in  Louisiana.  The  sessions  were  largely  attended  by  pastors  and  people,  and 
the  Convention  was  in  all  respects  a  decided  success.  Since  February  of  the  pres- 
ent year  we  have  added  18  auxiliary  societies,  21  Juvenile,  and  17  "Mother's 
Jewels"  to  our  list  of  last  year,  and  have  increased  our  membership  6ll.  We  , 
ave  raised  $370  for  Local  work.  It  is  difficult  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  oar  , 
people  the  necessity  and  advantage  of  sending  one  dollar  each  to  the  general 
Treasury.  They  ask,  "What  good  does  that  do?"  or,  "What  benefit  do  1 
receive  for  that  dollar  I"  Yet  I  think  our  membership  dues  have  nearly  or  quite 
doubled   those  of  last  year.     As  I  stated  above,  we  have  31  schools,  with  500 

Eupils  in  attendance,  and  46  subscribers  to  Hemt  Missions,  Since  January  I  have 
eld  213  meetings,  made  131  religious  visits,  have  written  III  letters  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  work,  have  given  out  500  garments,  and  about  100  yards  of  cotton  flan- 
nel, a  barrel  of  which  was  kindly  sent  me  hy  Mrs.  Lodge;  have  kept  the  sewing 
schools  supplied  with  all  materials  necessary  to  carry  forward  their  work,  anil 
have  distributed  312  tracts,  pamphlets,  etc.  We  return  thanks  to  our  friends  who  I 
have  so  generously  supplied  us  with  these  goods,  and  especially  to  Mrs.  Richard  1 
Dymond,  of  Cincinnati,  for  a  box  of  lovely  quilt  scraps.  The  children  in  or-  -' 
our  schools  have  finished  a  beautiful  quilt  made  of  these  pieces.  Supplies 
greatly  needed  in  this  field,  and  friends  interested  in  Southern  work  canno

It  was  determined  at  our  last  Annual  Meeting  that  our  work  for  the  fron- 
tier  should  be  cash  this  year;  no  supplies  to  be  sent  unless  specially  requested,  i 
This  has  embarrassed  us  somewhat,  and  will  account  for  an  apparent  falling  off 
iur  financial  showing,  though,  really,  we  have  exceeded  last  year's  cast  \ 
mm.  The  calls  for  help  from  our  Northern  ministers  seem  as  imperative  is 
-,  and  duty  says  we  still  must  care  for  them. 
We  have  employed  a  Conference  organizer  this  year,  whose  expenses  have 
been  met  from  her  collections,  leaving  a  small  surplus  for  contingent  fund.  She 
did  excellent  work  for  the  time  spent,  and  we  speak  from  experience  when  we 
say  it  pays  to  have  an  organizer  in  the  field  to  give  all  her  lime.

South. 

One  year  ago  a  lady,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  attended 
the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Lynn  Common  auxiliary.  She  was  much  inter- 
ested, and  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  asked  for  some  leaflets  to  learn  more  about 
the  work,  which  were  gladly  given  to  her.  Later  she  called  on  the  President  of 
the  auxiliary,  and  wished  to  gain  still  further  information.  She  intended  to 
organize  a  Home  Missionary  Society  among  the  Friends.  The  President  gave 
her  all  the  needed  information,  and  also  a  Constitution  from  which  the  Friends 


drafted  one  of  their  own,  and  a  Home  Missionary  Society  was  organized. 
short  time  since  they  gave  an  entertainment  and  realized  $200,  of  which  {too 
were  given  to  the  Foreign  work,  and  $100  to  the  Home  work.  Thus  the  seed 
sown  is  taking  root  in  good  soil,  and  bringing  forth  encouraging  results.  New 
England  Conference  will  do  well  if  in  its  Home  Missionary  work  it  shall  catch 
the  spirit  of  the  command,  "Whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed,  do  all  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus."

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  of  the  New  England  Southern 
Conference,  is  increasing  in  numbers  and  strength.  With  scarcely  an  exception, 
the  officers  of  the  Society  are  young  women ;  they  are  greatly  interested  in  the 
cause,  and  are  hecoming  efficient  workers.  Our  Committee  on  Camden  Home 
already  sees  a  broad  future  for  this  enterprise,  and  is  planning  accordingly.  The 
money,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  building,  is  provided  for.  The  plan  of  our 
Home  we  think  admirable.  It  will  contain  17  rooms,  conveniently  arranged  for 
sewing,  culinary  purposes,  and  laundry  work,  with  bath-room,  sleeping  apart- 
ments an  apartment  for  the  sick  with  nurse-room  contiguous,  Matron's  room 
and  parlor.  The  rooms  on  the  first  floor  open  into  each  other  by  double  doors, 
and  are  easily  converted  into  a  large  hall  for  religious  meetings.  We  congratu- 
late ourselves,  that  on*  will  he  a  Model  Home  indeed.  We  hope  the  house  will 
be  finished  at  an  early  date,  and  we  propose  to  furnish  it,  and  place  therein  a 
Matron  and  Missionary  teacher  as  soon  as  it  is  done.  Our  Conference  Board,  and 
our  Committee  on  Model  Home,  are  a  unit  in  thought  and  action.

Owing  to  ill-health,  the  lady  elected  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Conference  last  April  has  not  been  able  to  do  the  work;  and  as  I 
have  had  the  office  about  one  month  I  can  give  only  a  general  idea  of  what  has 
been  accomplished  the  past  year.

Just  now  cards  are  out  for  collecting 
money  to  name  a  children's  room  in  the  Home.

The  work  of  the  year  has  not  been  marked  by  great  advance  numerically. 
but  there  has  been  steady  growth  in  faith  and  loving  interest,  and  we  enter  apse 
the  new  year  with  quickened  courage.  Two  all-day  meetings  have  been  held 
during  the  year  in  New  York  city,  of  very  deep  interest  and  most  blessed  inrhi- 
ence.  At  the  first  of  these  the  time  was  worthily  Riled  by  home  workers,  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  Board.  Ai  the  second,  inspiring  addresses  were  made  by 
Bishop  Mallalieu,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Hum,  Mrs.  Kennard  Chandler,  Mrs,  Mary  Grant 
Cramer,  and  others. 

The  Young  People's  work  is  prospering  among  us.     Oar  Bands  and  Circles 

I    are  proving  their  faith  in  the  need  of  Home  Missions  by  their  works.      The  Supply 

Department  is  not  neglected,  many  barrels  of  blessing  having  gone  forth  daring 
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the  year,  and  there  are  more  to  follow.  The  Minion  to  emigrants  at  Castle  Gar- 
den has  grown  into  a  work  of  wide  interest  and  importance.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers at  the  Syracuse  meeting  voted  an  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
>  temporary  lodging-house,  to  he  opened  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible.  This, 
we  trust,  will  be  the  beginning  of  an  Emigrants'  Home  and  Training-school.  It 
was  also  recommended  that  the  Society  at  large  collect  funds  for  this  worthy 
object,  which  will,  we  believe,  prove  a  blessing  to  those  who  help,  as  well  as  to 
the  large  class  whom  we  aim  to  help. 

Mrs.  Mathews  furnishes  the  following  statistics,  which  ought  to  awaken  seri- 
ous thought : 

Eighty-four  steamships  from  Europe  land  emigrants  at  the  port  of  New  York 
e»ery  month ;  of  these  twelve  are  from  the  Mediterranean,  twenty  from  Germany, 
six  from  France,  fourteen  from  Scandinavia,  and  thirty-two  from  British  ports. 
Since  your  Missionary  entered  this  field  nearly  400,000  immigrants  have  passed 
through  Castle  Garden,  and  more  than  one-third  of  them  were  from  the  British 
Isles.  The  smallest  number  landed  in  a  month  was  8,213,  and  the  largest  num- 
ber 61,133.  Of  the  311,706  landed  in  1886,  180,470  were  men,  85,340  were 
women,  and  55,968  children  under  twelve  years  of  age.

Kew   York    East  Conference. 

The  New  York  East  Conference  comes  for  the  first  time  to  lay  her  offering 
upon  the  altar  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  though  the  gift  we 
bring  seems  very  small  compared  with  that  of  some  of  our  older  sisters,  it  is  a 
rery  cheerful  and  hearty  one,  and  comes  freighted  with  many  prayers.  '*  We're 
glad  we're  in  this  army.'1  We  are  nearly  two  years  old  as  a  Conference  Society, 
but  have  seen  scarcely  one  year  of  active  service.  It  was  unfortunate  for  us  that 
onr  Conference  Secretary  was  called  away  l«fore  we  were  fairly  organized,  and 
the  work  was  dropped  into  hands  already  full.  Thus  little  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  organizing  of  auxiliaries,  and  in  genera]  aggressive  work,  for  lack  of 
time  to  devote  to  it.  Then  this  work  is  difficult  in  this  Conference,  because  of 
several  large,  new,  connectional  enterprises,  each  just  now  clamoring  for  notice 
and  aid,  so  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  gain  the  ear  of  either  pastors  or  people 
in  the  interest  of  any  new  society,  even  though  it  be  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society. 

In  spite  of  this  we  have  been  making  public  sentiment  in  our  favor  by  pub- 
lic meetings  in  our  churches,  and  especially  by  pushing  our  Local  city  work. 
This  we  deem  of  the  most  vital  importance,  situated  as  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a 
large  and  growing  city ;  and  the  time  of  the  Conference  Secretary  has  been  given 
chiefly  to  the  establishment  of  an  Industrial  Home  for  working  girts  in  one  of 
the  factory  districts  of  Brooklyn.  This  work,  which  will  be  more  largely  reported 
at  another  time,  has  been  very  successful,  even  beyond  our  hopes,  and  we  think 
only  needs  the  co-operation  of  our  general  Society  to  make  it  one  of  the  most 
influential  and  far-reaching  in  its  results  of  any  of  the  many  departments  of  that 
many-sided  work.  It  aims  to  give  these  girls  who  are  employed  in  factories  and 
shops  during  the  day  the  opportunity  for  instruction  in  practical  branches,  and  also 
to  give  them  a  quiet  place  where  they  may  come  Tor  rest  or  entertainment  in  the 
long  evenings,  thus  enticing  them  from  the  streets,  and  bringing  them  under  the 
influence  of  Christian  women; 

We  have  a  reading-room,  a  .sewing-school  and  a  mothers'  meeting  also  in 

!,lh    this  work,  and  employ  a  Missionary  who  does  house  to  house 

f'e  have  evening  classes  in  dress-making,  millinery,  writing,  fancy 
work,  mending,  elocution,  and  reading.  We  would  like  during  the  coming  year, 
with  the  permission  of  the  Hoard,  to  open  two  more  such  places  in  different  parts 
of  the  city,  and  so  enlarge  them  as  to  make  room  for  hoarding  and  lodging  those 
of  our  girls  who  have  no  homes.  With  a  matron  in  charge,  the  girls  could  assist 
with  the  work,  and  these  Homes  could  be  made  an  object  lesson  to  the  whole 
community.

year  are  many  in  number,  elaborate  in  detail,  and  satisfactory  in  general  results 
Among  other  things,  Mrs.  Angie  V.  Newman  gave  to  our  Conference  the  entire  I 
month  of  June,  during  which  time  she  gave  fourteen  public  lectures  in  nearly  u 
many  of  our  larger  towns  and  cities,  held  miscellaneous  meetings  and  children's  I 
meetings  unnumbered,  and  gave  the  anniversary  address  of  the  Conference 
Society,  which  was  held  at  New  London,  June  15th  and  loth.  Our  work  takes  1 
on  more  definite  shape  in  plans  and  in  their  execution,  and  our  workers  ai 
delightfully  harmonious  in  spirit  and  method.  Some  of  our  Districts  are  orgi! 
iied  into  associations;  tlie  District  Secretary,  in  this  case,  keeps  a  roll  of  the  I 
entire  membership  of  her  District ;  these  members  report  to  her  either  as  auxili- 
aries or  individuals ;  in  this  way  many  are  gathered  into  the  Society  from  places  j 
where  an  auxiliary  is  not  practicable.  Ten  dollars  were  recently  reported  from  1 
such  a  charge.  In  one  case,  a  single  woman  furnished  a  lecturer  and  made  a  l:* 
member,  besides  sending  over  $60  worth  of  supplies  in  the  last  year,  and  a 
"I  can  do  more  without  a  society  than  with  one." 

At  our  Conference  anniversary  we  adopted  a  scheme  for  a  Home    Missionary 
Reading   Circle  and    Lecture    Bureau,  the  details  of  which  may  lie  furnished,  if 
desired.     The    ]>lan  was  unanimously  adopted    by  a   rising  vole,  and   even  m 
enthusiastically  received    by    the  preachers,  whose  hearts  are  beating  in  uni 
with  us.     A  circular  letter  was  sent  out,  inviting  each  preacher  so  disposed  to 
into  our   Lecture  bureau,  when   twenty-six  accepted,  and  were  enrolled  in 
Conference  Directory,  wilh   a  goodly  number  of  stars  of  greater   magnitude,  as  , 
honorary  members,  for  churches  prone  to  ambition  in  such  matters.      This  assures 
a  campaign  of  at  least  twenty-six  lectures  during  the  winter  on  the  subject  of  out  ■ 
Mission  fields,  to  which  the  profits  are  applied   in  accordance  with  the  nature  of 
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the  clerical  contract.  Within  ■  few  weeks  fifty  names  have  been  forwarded  from 
iwo  auxiliaries  alone,  with  instructions  for  enrollment  in  the  Reading  Circle, 
while  preachers  are  moving  and  reading  up  for  their  lectures.  Finally,  il  is  our 
thought  and  aim,  so  to  combine  business  and  sentiment,  that  we  may  continue  to 
lin  strength,  harmony  and  proportion  in  all  our  work.

We  submit  to  you  the  first  report  of  our  organization,  which  has  not  the 
maturity  of  years,  being  but  six  months  old.  On  April  14th,  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  or  Northern  New  York  Conference  was  organized,  by  the  aid 
'  ur  general  Secretary,  Mrs.  Dr.  Rust.  Prior  to  this,  a  few  auxiliaries  already 
ed,  were  doing  efficient  work,  and  some  charges,  although  sustaining  no 
nization,  were  contributing  money  and  supplies  in  aid  of  Home  Missions,  so 
that  the  aggregate  amount  accredited  to  the  Conference  was  $507.27.  In  recog- 
nition of  the  new  organisation,  the  following  resolution  was  passed   by  the  Con- 

"Reiotved,  that  we,  as  pastors,  will  welcome  the  agents  of  this  Society,  and 
aid  them  in  forming  auxiliaries  on  the  charge^  under  our  care." 

To  the  pastors,  to  the  officers  of  the  Society,  and  to  the  people,  the  work 
with  its  duties  and  demands,  was  new.  Of  the  Managers,  two  of  which  were 
appointed  on  each  Presiding  Elder's  District,  some  cheerfully  accepted  the  office, 
having  gained  information  concerning  its  duties,  while  from  others  we  have 
failed  to  elicit  any  response;  but  amid  many  difficulties  and  discouragements, 
steady  advancement  has  been  made,  a  spirit  of  inquiry,  (a  most  encouraging  in- 
dication,) has  been  awakened,  and  the  inspiration,  which  comes  from  assurance 

The  statistics  which  we  give  do  not  justly  represent  the  status  of  our  work. 


t  fully  manifest.  We  learn  that  several  auxiliaries  have  been  formed,  which 
ve  not  yet  reported.  We  have  eleven  active  auxiliaries,  with  an  aggregate 
[mbership  of  250,  and  ahout  175  subscribers  for  Woman' 1  Nome  Millions. 
Several  valuable  boxes  and  barrels  have  been  sent  to  the  Little  Rock  Industrial 
Home,  and  to  needy  families  in  the  West,  while  in  other  instances,  the  work  has 
been  confined  to  local  charities.

Lasl  year  I  reported  seven 
iliaries,  and  now  but  two  can  be  heard  from.  The  partial  failure  of  crops  in 
this  part  of  Kansas  has  retarded  the  work  much.  We  gave  up  our  annual  meet- 
'  ,  because  money  was  so  scarce  we  could  not  go,  (and  mostly  ministers'  wives 
connected  with  the  work)  and  before  mid-winter  several  families  of  minister* 
I  he  in  a  real  suffering  condition,  unless  help  can  be  obtained  for  them.  We 
.  Je limes  say  the  darkest  hour  is  just  before  day,  and  I  trust  it  may  be  so  for 
ihe  Home  Missions  in  our  Conference ;  and  while  dark  clouds  gather  around  lis 
thickly,  we  will  clasp  the  hand  of  God  tighter,  feeling  it  is  his  work  not  ours, 
and  trustingly  ask  him  to  care  for  it,  and  make  it  a  blessing  to  many  hearts 
which  now  are  under  heavy  burdens.

The  days  and  hours  of  another  year  have  flown  like  a  weaver's  shuttle  over 
the  plane  of  time,  and  we  gather  from  the  four  quarters  of  our  great  land,  like 
the  children  of  Israel  coming  up  to  Jerusalem,  to  give  our  report  of  (he  fabric 
woven  in  (his  our  fourth  year.  We  cannot  bring  it  and  spread  it  out  before  you, 
for  only  the  clarified  vision  of  eternity  will  reveal  the  texture  and  show  the  warp 
and  woof— the  prayers  and  tears  here,  the  bits  of  bright  coloring  there,  the 
broken  dropped  stitches  of  lost  or  wasted  opportunity  all  through  ;  but  if  through- 
out can  be  seen  the  face  of  Him  "for  love  of  whom  and  in  whose  name"  we  have 
wrought  at  all,  we  are  glad.  We  have  kep(  our  own  in  numbers,  and  not  only 
so,  but  have  increased  our  membership  by  401.  We  took  up  as  our  special  work 
building  a  Lucy  Hayes  School-house  in  Provo,  Utah.  Before  our  plans  were 
matured  the  Congregation  a  list  Church  began  to  erect  a  $10,000  school  building, 
and  by  advice  of  Bishop  Walden  and  Mr.  Franklin  we  turned  our  attention  to 
the  town  of  Logan,  and  will  there  locate  our  school,  upon  approval  of  the  Board. 
The  Pawnee  agency  has  been  partially  in  the  care  of  the  Philadelphia  Confer- 
ence Society,  and   reports  of  being  well  cared  for  have  come  to  us  from  Mrs. 

The  Supply  department  has  been  well  sustained,  and  supplies  to  the  amount 
of  about  $2,000  have  been  sent  out.  The  paper,  Woman'*  Heme  Missions,  has 
been  well  supported,  and  the  number  of  subscribers  increased.  The  Local 
department  of  our  work  has  been  developed  as  never  before,  and  we  have  secured 
a  city  Missionary  fll,d  a  couple  of  rooms,  to  be  used  for  reading-rooms,  mothers' 
meeting,  sewing-schools,  etc.  We  sadly  record  the  death  of  one  of  our  District 
Secretaries,  Miss  Emma  Mecaskey,  of  the  North  Philadelphia  District.  Our 
President,  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Goff,  has  heen  indefatigable,  apparently,  in  her  labors 
in  and  for  the  cause,  and  our  success  is  due  largely  to  her  efforts.  We  have  con- 
tributed more  than  $2,300.  for  which  we  thank  God  and  take  courage;  and  we 
hope  to  do  better  in  the  future.     We  can  now  report :

The  objects  of  Home  Missionary  work  to  which  our  efforts  have  been  prin- 
cipally applied  the  past  year  are  the  Model  Homes  of  Atlanta  and  Little  Rock, 
the  Training-school,  anil  the   Bohemian  work  in  the  city,  where  a  young  man  of

:ce  and  a  prosperous  Sunday-school.  The  project  of  the  Alaska  Home  and 
School,  which  was  taken  up  near  the  close  of  the  year,  elicited  more  than  usual 
favor,  and  wilt  be  one  of  the  leading  interests  of  the  coming  year.  Special  donors 
this  year  have  been  Mrs.  Philander  Smith,  of  Oak  Park,  who  has  given  $4,000 
for  the  Little  Rock  Model  Home,  the  building  of  which  will  soon  be  completed; 
Mrs.  E.  H.  Gammon,  of  Batavia,  $500  to  the  new  Gammon  Home,  Atlanta,  a 
fine,  commodious  structure,  in  which  our  Conference  has  had  special  interest 
from  the  beginning  of  the  enterprise;  Mr*.

Our  design  is  to  have  all  bene- 
factions applied  strictly  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  given,  with  the  least 
possible  expenditure;  and  the  example  of  so  pure  a  benevolence  as  the  Training- 
school,  carried  on  with  so  small  an  outlay,  is  a  perpetual  incentive  to  the  spirit 
of  self-sacfifice.  Neither  do  we  stagger  at  the  promise  "  that  always  having  all 
sufficiency  in  all  things,  we  may  abound  unto  every  good  work,"  for  thus  is  "God

The 
result  of  my  journey  across  the  Continent  is  four  organized  and  fully  officered 
Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Societies:  Oregon,  Pnget  Sound, 
Columbia  River,  Idaho  ;  and  eleven  auxiliaries,  (with  the  expectation  of  organis- 
ing several  more)  giving  a  total  of  about  400  new  members,  and  179  new  sub- 
scribers, as  will  be  found  duly  reported  under  each  Conference.  If  an  Ohio 
woman,  like  dear  Sister  Strong,  could  live  in  every  town,  the  results  for  the 
Society  would  be  grand.  Besides  dues,  donations,  etc.,  of  about  $40,  the  Daven- 
port ladies  have  given  $18  for  Local  Missionary  work.  A  quilt  is  being  made 
by  deft  fingers  in  Jessup.  From  Maquoketa  a  barrel  and  $6  went  to  Utah,  and 
much  Local  work  has  been  done.  From  Mason  City,  we  have  mode  one  Life 
Member,  sent  box  to  Nebraska  worth  $90,  paid  cash  into  the  treasury  543,  and  | 
$40  more  to  furnish  a  room  in  the  Atlanta  Home.  This  royal  wife  of  the  pastor 
also  gave  me  the  names  of  the  newly  elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Is  not 
this  the  Banner  Society?  Morrison  ladies  have  sent  a  box,  valued  at  $30,  and  $6 
to  Morristown  Home.  They  are  aided  by  Pastor  Pottle.  Independence  Auxili- 
ary has  been  greatly  bereaved  in  the  death  of  the  beloved  wife  of  the  pastor,  and 
Sister  Sanford,  whose  lives  and  deeds  are  "as  ointment  poured  forth."  This 
society  is  flourishing. 

Iowa  City,  with  its  40  members,  36  subscribers,  12  "jewels,"  2  Life  Mem- 
bers, made  $40  from  a  lawn  sociable  and  a  supper;  from  a  musicale,  $10;  hid 
a  November  Thank -offering  day,  when  two  boxes  were  filled  with  provisions. 
clothing,  &c,  and  sent  to  the  frontier  ministers,  worth  $60 ;  held  the  Young 
Ladies'  quilting  bee,  in  which  three  quilts  were  completed  and  sent  to  the 
Savannah  Home,  (worth  $15),  and  $5  toward  said  Home;  $10  were  given  to  a  bene- 
ficiary in  the  South  ;  $20  to  frontier  ministers  ;  $1.90  for  Annual  Reports;  $1.10 
for  "Jewels  ";  $5  for  circulating  library  ;  $2  to  contingent  fund.  Blessed  women  ! 
Royal  workers !  Jefferson  Street,  Waterloo,  and  Grace  Church,  have  each  sent 
donations  abroad  of  real  value.  The  former  is  a  working  auxiliary.  Ml.  Auburn 
cannot  die  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rawson  as  helpers.  The  Hampton  ladies  "are 
more  and  more  enthusiastic  in  the  work."  From  Waverly,  "  We  have  raised  in 
all,  dues,  box,  etc.,  $83.75."  From  Hopkinton,  "We  have  raised  this  year  $30, 
$25  of  which  are  money,  the  remainder  a  very  nice  quilt,  and  express  charges. 
sent  10  the  Adeline  Smith  Home.  Sister  Earhart  .always  helps  every  good  cause. 
Manchester's  45  grand  members  have  aided  in  almost  every  department,  while 
the  "Mission  Buds"  nunther  30.

Burgess  is  full  of  zeal  in  Home  Missions.  Mt.  Vernon  has  sent  two  boxes. 
worth  $90,  to  Nebraska.  "Our  Society  is  prospering,"  the  Secretary  writes.  "The 
Lord  is  opening  onr  eyes  to  the  needs  of  our  own  country,  and  touching  our 
hearts  with  Christ's  love.  We  wilt  pledge  $60  for  some  special  work  the  coming 
year."  There  are  fifty  helpers  here.  DeWitt  has  sent  two  barrels,  beside*  dues, 
etc.  Marion  reports  cash  $55.  supplies  $56.  Epworth  has  a  second  barrel  nearly 
ready,  and  is  prospering.  The  Vernon  Prairie  Auxiliary  has  furnished  a  room 
this  year,  $30,  "and  just  sent  a  pretty  blue  and  white  quilt  to  the  Chicago  Train- 
ing-school, worth  $4.50,  and  now  numbers  28."     Mrs.  Dr.  Wilbur  has  made  the 
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Rockford  Society  ■  most  wonderful  success,  and  treasures  have  been  sent  out  to 
be  counted  again  by  our  Lord.  One  good  woman  and  the  Lord  make  marvelous 
majority  !  Anamosa  never  misses  the  quarterly  tea  ;  sent  one  box,  worth  $58,  to 
Missouri,  and  full  dues,  etc.,  including  $5.00  from  Rev.  Bishop  Is.  bell. 

I  have  recorded  a.  faithful  summary  from  the  hundreds  of  reports  received 
during  the  year,  and  those  Missions  not  mentioned  will  therefore  understand  the 
omission,  although  the  large  majority  are  in  successful  operation.  Over 
Annual  Reports  have  been  taken  ;  hundreds  of  letters  and  postals  written  in 
interest  of  the  Society ;  and  to  present  date,  Oct.  20,  1887,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  the

About  one  hundred  and  forty  children,  organized  and  unorganized,  have 
dollar  cards  to  till.  Reports  have  been  so  imperfect  I  am  not  able  to  give  the 
correct  number  of  Woman's  Home  Missions  taken,  but  hope  the  list  has  increased 
during  the  year. 

Our  Treasurer's  book  shows  that  over  $500  have  come  into  her  hands,  and 
one  Band  reports  $23  sent  to  Mrs.  Gaddis.  Besides  this,  considerable  has  been 
expended  for  clothing  for  beneficiaries  and  freight  on  supplies.  In  many  of  01 
societies  we  have  work  for  the  hands,  while  some  one  reads  the  news  from  tl 
Mission  fields,  and  so  twice  each  year  we  have  been  able  to  send  to  needy  plao 
such  articles  as  must  help  the  destitute  to  realize  that  the  mantle  of  Christian 
charity  reaches  from  North  to  South,  from  East  to  West.  At  our  annual  Con- 
ference last  April  we  had  several  speakers  who  increased  the  enthusiasm  of  our 
workers,  and  brought  conviction  of  duty  to  others.  Dr.  R.  S.  Rust  and  Rev. 
J.  W.  Hamilton  spoke  a  good  word  for  our  Society  and  its  work.  Mrs.  Daggett, 
Secretary  of  Bureau  for  Alaska,  appealed  to  the  hearts  and  the  pockets  of  those 
present  to  help  the  Alaskans,  and  books  were  circulated  to  collect  funds  by 
shares  to  build  a  Home  there,  to  which  we  will  probably  send  one  of  our  Ver- 
mont preachers  as  Missionary.  The  amount  received  1  am  not  able  to  give. 
Mrs.  Angie  Newman  gave  a  description  of  Mormon  life,  in  a  manner  that  gave 
much  information,  and  thrilled  the  hearts  of  alt.  A  collection  was  taken  for 
work  in  Utah. 

Last  August  Mrs.  N.  C.  Alger,  of  New  Hampshire  Conference,  visited  four 
of  .our  camp-meetings  and  addressed  the   people,  and  organized  Bands  at  each 

Clace,  each  child  receiving  a  dollar  card  to  fill.  In  the  last  three  months  we 
ave  had  other  workers  in  the  field.  Our  Conference  President  (Mrs.  Frost)  has 
spoken  thirteen  times  and  organized  eleven  Societies.  The  members  of  our  Con- 
ference Board  have  tried  to  perform  their  duties  faithfully,  with  many  discour- 
agements, but  our  constant  prayer  is  for  wisdom  to  know  and  to  do  His  will. 
We  feel  that  we  have  the  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  a  large  number  of  the 
preachers  of  our  Conference,  and  sincerely  expect  that  more  efficient  work  will 
be  performed  in  the  days  to  come.

waters  by  so  many  loving  Christian  hands  shall  be  gathered  in  the  near  folate  ! 
with  an  increase  that  will  repay  their  work  and  sacrifice.  From  feebleness  in 
every  sense  we  are  coming  to  strength.  As  an  instance,  we  cite  the  fact  that  txr 
Missionary  collection  of  this  year  was  two  hundred  and  fifty  per  cent,  above  that  j 
of  Inst  year,  and  well  up  to  the  two  million  line.

We  are  glad  to  report  an  increase  in  our  work  during  the  past  year. 
e  growing  steadily  but  slowly.  We  have  organiied  during  the  year  twenty- 
ie  auxiliaries,  with  a  membership  of  live  hundred  and  sixteen.  Some  of  the 
older  societies  have  more  than  doubled  their  membership;  others  have  been 
sleeping  during  tbe  summer  months,  but  promise  to  resume  work  again  soon. 
Four  societies  have  died.  We  have  now  twenty-six  wide-awake  auxiliaries 
ready,  we  trust,  for  good  work.  This  Conference  has  raised  daring  the  yew  for 
various  purposes,  including  dues,  Local  and  frontier  work,  the  sum  of  $616.61. 
It  is  hard  to  gel  some  of  our  societies  lo  fully  report  their  work.  The  desire  xnd 
aim  of  each  auxiliary  is  to  do  considerable  Local  work.  Our  Conference  Board 
is  contemplating  a  systematic  plan  for  Local  work  this  year,  so  that  it  will  not 
interfere  with  raising  funds  for  other  causes.  Several  auxiliaries  have  proposed 
this  coming  year  to  send  forty  dollars  each  to  some  one  of  tbe  Homes  for  the 
support  of  a  girl. 

Every  society  is  anxious  to  do  all  it  can  where  it  is  most  needed,  but  just 
iow  there  seems  to  be  a  loud  call  in  our  own  Conference  for  help.  We  are  open-  . 
ing  up  new  Mission  fields  in  the  northern  part  of  this  State,  where  the  Gospel  ii 
not  heard ;  where  all  is  dark,  dark  as  night.  The  Conference  this  year  has  test 
consecrated  men  into  these  fields,  with  very  small  salaries.  Many  of  ouraui- 
""  ies  feel  we  should  aid  them  all  we  possibly  can.  May  the  Lord  bless  every 
rt  to  promote  his  work.

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Owing  to  the  resignation  of  the 
alion  concerning  the  work,  nothing 
wu  attempted  until  January,  "(886,  when  Mrs.  Willing  came  to  Wilmington  and 
organized  auxiliary  societies  in  three  of  our  city  Churches.  Since  then  the  Home 
.Missionary  Society  has  been  slowly  but  surely  gaining  a  place  in  the  hearts  of 
our  people.  Many  of  our  Churches  are  not  able  to  do  more  than  to  sustain  them- 
selves and  the  societies  already  existing  in  them.  Some  of  our  ministers  are  in 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  work,  and  would  be  glad  to  have  auxiliaries  in  their 
Churches  were  it  possible.  We  have  held  two  Conference  anniversaries,  having 
for  speakers  at  the  first  one  Mrs.  R.  W.  P.  Gaff,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Bishop  Mal- 
lalieu ;  at  the  second,  Mrs.  Angie  F.  Newman  and  Dr.  Hartzell.  On  April  ^^,  1887, 
was  held  our  first  annual  meeting.  The  afternoon  session  was  devoted  to  reports 
from  auxiliary  societies,  election  of  officers,  etc. ;  in  the  evening  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  having  with  us  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust,  who 
greatly  increased  the  interest  in  the  cause  by  her  forcible  presentation  of  the 
vastness  of  the  field  for  Home  Mission  work. 

Our  chosen  line  of  work  is  the  building  of  the  Industrial  Home  at  New 
Orleans.  In  addition,  we  have  sent  boxes  of  supplies  to  the  frontier,  and  to  the  In- 
dustrial Homes  and  Schools.  We  find  the  people  always  ready  to  help  pack  a  box, 
and  hope  box-packing  may  be  the  initiative  of  many  a  flourishing  auxiliary  in  our 
Conference.  Two  public  entertainments  have  been  given  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Society — a  musicale  and  "Kaffee  Klatch" — the  net  proceeds  amounting  to 
$265.69.  We  have  7  Auxiliary  Societies,  369  Annual  Members,  3  Life  Members, 
"  Mother's  Jewels,"  136  subscribers  to  Heme  Millions,  and  I  Honorary  Mana- 

ter.  Total  collected  in  cash,  supplies  and  Local  work  since  our  organization, 
1,192.41.  We  have  not  done  all  we  desired,  yet  hope  at  the  close  of  another 
year  to  be  able  to  report  a  targe  increase  in  auxiliaries,  as  well  as  in  every  other 
department  of  the  work.

The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  of  Wyoming  Conference  brings  tc 
this  convention  a  report  of  more  decided  success  for  its  year's  work  than  for  any 
year  previous.  We  have  at  present  13  active  auxiliaries,  with  a  membership  of 
327;  4  Young  Ladies' Circles,  numbering  173  members,  with  5  Mission  Bands 
of  301  members,  making  a  total  of  702,  an  increase  of  348  over  that  of  last  year.

It  of  a  competent  directress.      One  has  recently  been  secured,  and  we  trust  it 

i  soon  be  thoroughly  reorganized.  Mrs.  Dr.  Rust,  in  her  usual  sincere  and 
nest  manner,  presented  the  interests  of  the  South  before  our  Conference  in 
April,  when  we  decided  to  adopt  for  our  work  the  new  Home  at  Little  Rock. 
While  hearts  already  interested  in  all  Home  Mission  fields  have  been  willing  to 
undertake  [hat  particular  line,  we  felt,  however,  after  an  address  by  Mrs.  Math- 
ws,  of  Castle  Garden,  that  no  work  appealed  so  strongly  to  our  people,  generally, 
t  that  of  the  Barbara  Heck  Home.  Although  Mormondom  pleaded  so  elo- 
quently for  help  through  Mrs.  Newman,  the  tide  of  immigration,  with  its  drink- 
ing, desecration  of  the  Sabbath,  and  unprotected  womanhood,  was  felt  to  be  more 
closely  allied  to  our  own  lives  and  interests.  At  a  Conference  Executive  Board 
meeting,  held  October  25,  1887,  it  was  decided  to  transfer  our  work  from  Little 
Rock  to  Cast  If  Garden. 

Believing  that  plans  might  be  devised  whereby  better  results,  both  in  or|. 

iiing   societies  and  money-raising,  could  be  secured,  we  agreed  to  apportion, 

---ording  to  wealth  and  oumber  of  charges,  to  each  District  a  certain  sum  of  the 
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money*  to  be  raised  above  membership  daw  In  the  Conference  during  the  coining 
year,  thai  throwing  upon  the  District  officen  the  responsibility  of  Bringing  np 
their  respective  localities  to  ■  creditable  showing.  In  "every  cue  the  share 
assigned,  we  believe,  has  been  targe  enough  to  necessitate  new  organisations.  A 
deep  interest  hat  been  awakened  in  the  Supply  department,  and  lew  of  oar  »o>- 
iliariea  during  the  past  year  have  failed  in  attending  to  its  demands,  while  a  num- 
ber of  charges,  unable  to  admit  organisations,  have  found  It  possible  to  provide 
for  needs  on  the  frontier.  Supplies  valued  at  $1,121.36  have  within  the  year 
been  sent  from  oar  midst  on  their  errands  of  mercy.  With  one  hand  In  our 
Master's  and  .  the  other  upon  our  work,  we  enter  upon  this  new  year  with  the 
assurance  that  whatsoever  we  ask  in  His  name  shall  be  given  us ;  and,  truly,  — 
are  asking  great  things.

Report  on  Mfte-Bojce*. 

During  the  year,  from  November  1st,  1886,  to  November  1st,  1SS7,  there 
were  sent  out  under  my  direction : 

Mite  boxes 3,707 

Mite  jugs *9 

Mite  barrels 2,176 

Total 4.9" 

From  April  last  mite  barrels  were  exclusively  seat  out — being  cheaper,  more 
durable  and  less  liable  to  injury  from  transportation,  while  they  have  the  addi- 
tional advantage  that  they  can  be  repeatedly  used,  whereas  boxes  and  jugs  sre 
destroyed  by  being  opened.  The  jugs  cost  $3.00,  the  boxes  $2.10.  and  the 
barrels  only  $1.80  per  hundred,  which  includes  packing.  The  barrels  are  fur- 
nished free  on  application,  the  cost  of  transportation  being  paid  by  the  receiver ; 
and  it  is  found  that  it  is  cheaper  to  send  them  by  express  than  by  snail.  It  was 
my  desire  lo  be  able  to  report  the  total  amount  collected  in  mite  barrels  sod 
boxes  during  the  year,  but  the  reports  sent  in  to  me  are  so  meagre  in  sMSff 
that  It  is  impossible  to  do  so.      It  appears,  that  the  mite  collections,  as  a  role.

lave  carefully  studied  the  plan,  and  we  approve  it  in  all  important  par- 
he  substance  of  which  we  submit  in  the  following  recommendations: 
intend  that  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  create  a  Bureau  to 
as  the  •'  Home  Missionary  Reading  Circle  and  Lecture  Bureau." 


object  of  this  Bureau  is  10  systemUe  a  course  of  reading  which  shall 
a  few  hooks,  well  chosen,  the  whole  embracing  about  two  books  per 
period  of  three  years,  consecutive  or  otherwise,  the  whole  covering  our 
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life  by  »  system  of  Reading  Circles;  not  by  heavy  tasks,  suddenly  done,  bat  by  j 
short  lessons  in  worthy  literature,  forming  a  habit  of  life.  We  believe  that  i  ' 
course  of  reading  in  connection  with  dues,  suitably  stimulated  by  tokens  of 
recognition,  will  insure  regularity  of  dues  and  subscriptions  to  Woman's  Horn  i 
Missions,  besides  generating  a  deeper  and  more  intelligent  interest  in  our  work. 
We  live  in  the  midst  of  a  great  nation,  in  a  time  of  great  peril,  and  we  believe 
that  a  knowledge  of  our  resources  and  our  dangers  will  stimulate  thrift  and 

auicken  Missionary  activity.  The  spirit  of  Missions  grows  with  cultivation,  and 
oes  not  exhaust  in  giving.  Our  children,  almost  invariably,  gravitate  West,  J 
South,  or  into  large  cities,  to  rear  families,  build  fortunes,  and  to  grow  up  with 
the  country ;  our  Church  is  our  home,  and  our  nation  is  our  door-yard.  Whit 
seed  we  sow  will  bear  fruit  of  its  kind,  as  the  legitimate  inheritance  of  those  who 
shall  follow  in  our  footsteps.  Our  foreign  Missionaries  cannot  sail  from  a  so- 
port  in  America  without  first  cutting  their  way  through  armies  of  the  very  diu 
of  heathen  they  go  abroad  to  seek  and  to  save,  and  we  believe  that  a  knowledge 
of  the  condition  of  the  Mission  fields  in  our  own  country  will  not  only  stimnlitt 
ictivity  in  the  home  held,  but  it  will  help  the  home  work  to  become  antecedent  ' 
o  foreign  work. 

Meetings. 
Nothing  can  thrive  without  substance,  and  we  believe  that  a  system  of  read- 
ings, reviewed  by  a  lecture  or  a  course  of  lectures,  where  convenient,  is  the  present 
necessity  among  our  auxiliaries;  we  believe  that  our  own  pastors  are  fully  com- 

Ktent,  and  glad  of  the  privilege  of  thus  aiding  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
ciety  to  the  end  of  a  better  understanding  of  our  perils  and  their  remedies 
through  Home  Missions;  we,  therefore,  recommend  the  following 

Plan. 

There  shall  be  created  a  Bureau  known  as  the  "  Home  Missionary  Reading 
Circle  and  Lecture  Bureau."  The  Bureau  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary,  annuillj 
elected,  and  a  committee  chosen  as  in  the  case  of  other  bureaus  of  work,  together 
'"  '  e  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries,  who,  by  virtue  of  their  office, 
institute  a  co-operative  committee  to  operate  the  plan  in  their  respective 
Conferences. 

Circle.  . 

There  is  but  one  general  Circle  which  centers  in  the  Bureau,  in  which  >  , 
membership  is  entirely  voluntary,  and  an  individual  affair,  in  no  way  interfering  i 
with  the  present  form  of  membership  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
The  same  dues  paid  lo  the  same  treasury,  in  the  same  way,  answer  for  both,  and 
the  only  additional  lax  in  order  to  become  a  member  of  the  Reading  Circle,  ss 
well  as  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  is  the  reading  of  the  books. 

Reporting. 

Each  enc  who  wishes  to  become  a  member  of  the  Reading  Circle  must  send 
her  name  to  her  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary,  who  shall  enter  all  names 
sent  her  on  a  Conference  roll.  Conferttve  Stcrttarut  shall  report  In  summary, 
with  items  of  interest  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau,  who  shaft  report  quarterly 
to  the  General  Executive  Board,  in  keeping  with  other  Bureaus  of  work.  The 
quarterly  blanks  for  reports  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Society  shall 
include  the  question :  "  How  many  members  in  the  Home  Missionary  Reading 
Circle  ?" 

We  recommend  as  a  means  of  communicating  with  the  women  of  the  Society  | 
at  the  least  expense,  that  a  column  in  Woman's  Home  Mission!  be  at  the  disposil  j 
of  this  Bureau,  with  the  privilege  of  an  occasional  circular  letter  for  miscellaneous 
distribution.

It  was  in  a  little  room  in  St.  Paul  church,  Cincinnati,  four  yean  ago  that  * 
band  of  ladies,  weary  and  worn,  sat  toiling  over  the  problems  of  the  then  ne* 
organization  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  I  sat  there  by  iavits-  ' 
1,  an  observer  only.

In  the  midst  of  the  deliberations  two  ladies  lining  by  a  little  table  suddenly 
lifted  up  their  heeds  from  a  close  consultation.  These  ladies  were  Mrs.  Clark 
'  and  Mrs.  Whetstone.  Mrs.  Whetstone,  with  the  gravity  belonging  to  great  per- 
i  sons,  said,  "I  move  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  have  a  paper  of 
j  which  Mrs.  Bugbee  and  Mrs.  McCabe  shall  be  editors."  My  heart  stood  still  at 
'  being  so  suddenly  brought  to  a  decision,  having  decided  1  would  do  no  more 
public  work.  During  the  silence  Mrs.  Davis,  the  Chairman,  rose  from  her  seat, 
and  in  a  whisper  of  sweet  command  in  my  ear  said,  "Calista,  don't  you  refuse. 
It  U  of  the  Lord."  I  thought,  "  Well,  I  used  to  edit  the  paper  for  our  literary 
dub.  .  I  can  do  this  work  and  stay  at  home,  and  will  never  be  required  to  go 
away  and  make  a  speech,"  and  so  I  concluded  I  would  try  to  help  Mrs.  Bugbee. 
Upon  this  the  vote  to  have  a  paper,  with  Mrs.  Bugbee  and  Mrs.  McCabe  editors, 
was  taken  in  the  affirmative.  Then  Mrs.  Whetstone  said  with  great  solemnity, 
"  Name  this  child."  This  proved  to  be  a  matter  of  discussion,  and  was  referred. 
As  the  Society  is  a  weighty  one  with  a  weighty  object,  we  rejected  all  fanciful 
cognomens  and  decided  upon  the  name  H'mmm't  Heme  Minimis,  as  directly  indi- 
cating the  nature  and  scope  of  the  periodical.  Mrs.  Bugbee  decided  that  she 
could  not  undertake  it.  She,  however,  consented  to  be  editorial  correspondent 
and  to  take  charge  of  the  monthly  Concert  Lesson.  These  she  has  prepared  with 
much  care  and  labor  without  remuneration,  her  best  and  only  reward  being  the 
fact  that  many  auxiliaries  appreciate  and  use  them.  Her  sweet  poems,  always 
superior,  sometimes  come  into  our  columns  like  the  bouquets  on  the  platform 
which  relieve  the  tediousness  of  business  with  their  color  and  fragrance. 

Then  the  ladies  said:  "We  commit  the  paper  to  your  care.  Manage  it  as 
you  can,  and  find  a  publisher."  Bishop  Wiley  was  always  ready  to  "lend  us  a 
hand,"  and  sent  me  such  papers  as  he  thought  models,  and  said,  "Publish  where 
you  are  in  Delaware."  I  went  home  and  got  estimates  of  prices  at  different 
printing  offices,  and  then  I  oat  down  in  silence  and  waited  for  my  publisher.  As 
soon  as  Mrs.  Thomson  rose  above  my  mental  horizon  1  said,  "Yes;  she  is  the 
one,"  and  pat  on  my  wraps  immediately  and  went  and  told  her  so.  She  declined ; 
thought  it  wa£  new  work,  and  she,  like  myself,  didn't  intend  to  take  any  more 
public  burdens.     She  inquired  if  we  would  not  be  responsible  for  the  debts  of  the 

Kper.  I  said,  "  Yes,  because  we  sign  the  contract ;  but  the  Executive  board  is 
ck  of  us,  and  will  never  see  us  go  to  prison."  I  said  1  would  bring  Esther 
Pngh,  an  old  editor  and  publisher,  who  would  give  us  all  needed  instruction.  Thus 
I  persuaded  her.  Esther  came  ;  she  told  mc  what  type  to  use  for  this  and  for 
that,  and  showed  me  how  to  "make  up  a  dummy,"  She  went  with  Mrs.  Thom- 
son, selected  her  books,  and  informed  her  regarding  the  best  management  of 
them  and  her  work  as  publisher.  She  rendered  invaluable  assistance,  as  Mrs. 
Thomson  lovingly  remembers.  Well,  f  arranged  my  articles  for  the  paper.  Mrs. 
Williams1,  I  think,  was  the  first,  and  Mrs.  Strong's,  of  Walla  Walla,  followed,  both 
la  orthodox  long  primer  type,  as  was  the  editorial.  To  one  who  looks  for  provi- 
dences nothing  happens.  I  did  not  notice  at  the  time,  but  since  I  have  felt  it 
was  significant — the  first  poem  of  our  first  paper.  The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  all 
ordered  of  God,  and  Esther  Tuttle  Pritchard,  a  woman  of  God,  then  residing  in 
my  family,  said  she  had  a  poem  for  me.  The  title  of  that  poem  is,  "  Do  Ye 
Nexte  Thynge."  We  had  in  Missionary  lines  done  the  next  thing  by  organizing 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  we  had  done  the  next  thing  by 
starting  a  paper.  That  is  the  Lord's  way— step  by  step,  going  on  doing  the  next 
Iking.  And  how  pleased  we  were  when  we  saw  the  face  of  our  first  paper. 
According  to  printers'  rules  it  is  the  prettiest  of  all  that  have  followed.  I  think 
»e  looked  upon  it  as  the  mother  looks  upon  her  first  little  one ;  and  I  never  lose 

7  delight  in  each  new  one,  but  always  hurry  to  the  office  to  get  a  first  glimpse 
the  new  arrival;    and   though   it   may  not   be  very  pretty,  1  always  hope,  as 
parents  do,  that  it  has  come  to  be  a  blessing. 

I  cannot  close  this  narrative  without  recognizing  the  prompt  financial  help 
of  Mrs.  Whetstone.  While  we  still  had  our  hands  and  shoulders  to  the  wheel 
of  our  finances,  she  obtained  many  valuable  advertisements  and  long  lists  of  sub- 
scribers, sparing  neither  expense  nor  lahor.     To  Mr.  J.  M.  DeCamp  we  are  in-

■till  continue!  hit  liberality.  I  mnit  above  all  recognize  the  loving  wordt  tad 
kind  encouragement  I  have  received  from  ao  many  member*  of  thia  ■nagnificeal 
organieation.  Patiently  you  wait,  biding  your  time  for  the  ankle  yuo  (eel  * 
neceuary  to  the  work,  trailing  that  your  editor  ii  doing  as  welt  a*  ahe  can.  For 
thia  I  thank  you  from  my  heart.  Exchange!  crowd  upon  me  with  commendatory 
words.  Periodicals  to  large  and  valuable  1  would  not  presume  to  aak  lor  then 
have  come  in  exchange  for  our  modal  little  paper.  Among  them  are  the  Aw- 
byiirian  ffemt  Miltumary,  the  Htm*  Minion  Atmlkly,  the  Missionary  papers^ 
the  Baptist,  Episcopalian,  and  other  denominations,  and,  later,  Edward  Everett 
Hale's  paper.  Lend  a  Hand  alno  comes  asking  exchange,  and  ape* king  of  inter- 
est in  our  pages.  Here,  dear  friends,  is  the  history,  in  part,  of  your  little  paper, 
I  hope  you  wilt  every  one  take  it  to  your  heart,  the  little  four-year-old  child, 
which  still  needs  tender  nursing,  and  thousands  more  of  substantial  friends,  alar 
it  never  grow  leas,  but  continue  to  be  an  inspiration  and  a  bleating  until  its  net 
•»  ended- Mia.  H.  C.  McCam,  Edit*. 


But  few  of  you  realize  the  financial  .struggle  that  hat  attended  these  four 
years  of  our  little  paper's  life,  enabling  it  on  its  own  limited  income  to  ant 
out  each  year,  except  the  last,  without  drawing  on  the  Treasury.  The  first  two 
years  this  was  accomplished  by  your  Publisher  doing  all  the  work  pertaining  to 
her  office,  and  using  the  strictest  economy  in  expenses.  The  third  year,  si 
Philadelphia,  you  kindly  raised  the  salaries  of  Editor  and  Publisher  $100  each, 
and  voted  $200  for  a  clerk  to  lighten  office  work.  Our  subscription  list  had 
then  run  up  to  eight  thousand,  and  I  made  a  close  estimate  that  if  we  cotU 
reach  twelve  thousand,  and  have  three  or  four  paces  kept  full  of  advertisements, 
we  could  still  meet  even  this  added  expense  of  four  hundred  dollars,  with  the 
income  from  the  paper.  By  great  effort  on  the  part  of  our  workers  thia  sobscrip- 
lion  list  was  raised,  as  I  had  requested,  to  over  eleven  thousand,  and  by  the  help 
of  devoted  friends,  nearly  four  pages  of  advertisements  were  secured  us  all  the 
year.  The  requirements  asked  for  being  so  nearly  met,  we  were  with  strict 
economy  again  enabled  to  meet  expenses,  and  came  out  with  a  little  over  twelve 
dollars  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  third  year.  For  this  fourth  year  now 
closing,  we  are  sorry  10  report  subscriptions  fallen  back  nearly  two  thousand, 
while  most  of  the  year  we  have  averaged  not  more  than  one  and  one-half  psgu 
of  advertisements,  netting  a  decrease  in  receipts  of  some  hundreds  of  dollars. 
This  has  laid  on  your  Publisher  the  added  embarrassment,  after  a  vain  effort  to 
conquer  impossibilities,  of  coming  out  in  debt  $330,97.  We  have  failed  to  solve 
this  mystery  of  such  heavy  loss  in  subscriptions.  We  are  told  that  the  Foreign 
Society  has  experienced  a  corresponding  falling  off  in  subscriptions  to  "Heatheo 
Woman's  Friend."  As  I  now  hand  over  to  you  this  interest,  that  like  a  tenderly 
loved  child  has  laid  on  my  heart  these  four  years,  it  is  with  tears  and  regret 
Tenderest  memories  follow  my  resignation  (now  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee 
on  the  paper)  and  will  ever  flow  out  towards  the  many  devoted  friends  will 
whom  I  have  been  connected  in  its  interests,  for  the  love  and  Christian  charity 
that  have  ever  met  me  in  my  work,  and  for  all  the  beautiful  sun-shine  that  has  so 
often  flowed  into  our  office  of  care  and  anxiety  from  correspondence  with  them. 
The  workers  fail,  but  the  work  because  His  goes  grandly  on.

I  began  preparing  for  the  transportation  of  delegates  and  visitors  to  the 
Sixth  Annua!  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  in  June 
out,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  the  names  of  those  who  would  probably  attend. 
My  correspondence  extended  to  twenty-five  States,  one  Territory  and  the  District 
of  Columbia.  Hundreds  of  letters  were  written  and  answered,  in  relation  not 
only  to  transportation,  but  as  to  what  the  arrangements  would  be  for  the  entertain- 
ment of  delegates  and  visitors  while  at  Syracuse.  I  succeeded  in  obtaining  a 
reduction  in  the  return  railroad  fare,  so  that  the  rate  was  full  fare  going,  and  one- 
third  returning;  and  to  every  one  whose  name  was  furnished  on  time,  a  circular 
explanatory  letter  with  blank  certificate  was  sent.  The  whole  number  sent  west 
of  Buffalo  was  94,  and  east  of  that  point  the  number  sent  was  zoo.

The   specific   objects  of  the  Chicago  Training-school,  as  set  forth  in  its  an-  - 
icentent  for  the  year,  are  the  following :  i 

1  I.  To  give  to  any  one  who  desires  it  a  broad,  hasal  knowledge  of  the  Word  ' 

i    of  God. 

I  2.  To  afford  a  thorough  drill  in  Methods  of  Teaching. 

I  3.  To  give  genera]  information  concerning  Missionary  Fields. 

4.   To  afford   an  opportunity  for  Courses   of  Lecture*  on  Elementary  Medi- 
cine and  Nursing. 

I  5.   To  give  practical  training  in  the  Missionary  work  of  our  large  city,  by 

Industrial  schools,  and  house  to  house  visitation  among  the  neglected  classes 

6.  To  furnish  a  true  home  under  Christian  and  Missionary  influences  for 
students,  and  to  give  practical  training  in  domestic  work  and  management,  under 
the  care  of  a  competent  matron. 

7.  To  test  those  offering  themselves  for  home  or  foreign   Missionary  fields, 
both  as  to  physical  strength,  mental  fitness  and  consecrated  purposes. 

8.  To  aid  Churches  and  pastors  in  the  present  great  emergency  in  city 
sionary  work. 

Every  part  of  this  design  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  in  the 
school,  which  is  now  fully  equipped  for  its  work.     The  embarrassment  of  insv" 
dent  accommodations,  under  which  it  was  inaugurated,  have  given  place  K 
fine  building,  large,  light,  and  well  adapted  both  in  location  and  construction 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  erected.      A  family  of  forty-seven,  including  officers 
and  students,  have  during  the  past  year  enjoyed  the  comforts  of  the  new  Home;  1 
and  the  school  opens  for  the  coming  year  with  additional  numbers,  taxing  it* 
full  capacity.      The  usual  routine  of  work,  lectures  and  drill  has  been  carried  for 
ward,  regular  portions  of  time  being  given  to  each  department,  and  every  student 
required  to  have  part  in  all.

The  work  oT  the  whole  institution,  including  the  service  of  the  pupils  among 
the  needy  population  of  the  city,  is  a  pure  gratuity.  Thus  every  penny  donated 
goes  directly  to  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  given.  One  hundred  dollar*  sup- 
ports a  pupil  for  the  year.  There  are  no  endowment  funds  in  any  department, 
but  provision  has  been  made,  in  some  cases,  for  the  support  of  individual  students 
who  have  proved  worthy,  and  have  been  unable  to  pay  their  own  way.  .Such 
esses,  supported  by  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  are  reckoned  as  bene- 
ficiaries, and  are  so  accredited.  The  results  of  the  work  already  appear.  Of  the 
forty  students  in  attendance  the  past  year  all  have  been  engaged  in  the  city  work, 
making  in  all  1,795  religious  visits,  and  teaching  5,432  pupils  in  Industrial,  Kin- 
dergarten and  Sunday -schools.  Thus  the  direct  practical  benefit  of  the  school 
comes  first  to  the  Home  work.  There  are  now  eleven  in  the  different . depart- 
ments of  the  Home  work :  four  are  in  Utah,  three  in  Indian  Territory,  and  four 
in  City  work. 

Our  new  building  claims  a  little  space  in  this  report.     September  13,  1SS6, 
1   band   of  the  faithful  gathered    under  weeping  skies  for   the   ceremony  of  lay- 
ing the  corner-stone.      llishop  Foster  was  present  with  judicious  and  encouraging    , 
words.     Among  other  things  he  said:   "  It  is  a  great  thing  that  these  students 
can  hnve  this  training,  and  that  part  of  it  is  that  they  are  indentured  to  the  very 
hardest   Mission  work,  in  the  hardest  part  of  Chicago."      February  17  the  house    j 
was  ready  for  dedication     A  bright  morning  dawned,  but  the  rain  poured  before 
noon,  adding  force  to  Mrs.  McCabe's  words,  who  represented  the  Home  Mission-    j 
iry  Society  on  the  occasion.      She  said  :   "A  Home  Missionary  meeting  is  like  the    i 
building  of  the  second  temple  in  the  rain.     It  always  rains  on  great  Home  Mis-    ! 
nonary  days."     There  still  remains  a  debt  of  $4,000  on  the  building,  which  we   I 
wish  those  who  are  stewards  of  God's  bounties  to  consider.    "The  blessing  of  God 
in  this  work  has  been  so  manifest  from  the  beginning  that  we  sometimes  say  that    j 
the  building  is  a  gift  from  Him.  just  as  really  as  if  it  had  come  slowly  creaking 
rlown   from   heaven  on   ropes  and  pulleys;  hut  it  is  none  the  less  true  that  an 
immense  amount  of  patient,  persevering,  downright  bard  work  has  been  given  to 
the  enterprise,  by  those  most  closely  connected  with  it."     June  14,  the  first  grad- 
uating exercises  took  place  at  <  Irace  church.      Fifteen  young  women  received  cer- 
tificates or  qualification  for  work  in    Home  and  Foreign  fields. 

In  connection  n-ith  the  school  has  arisen  a  department  called  the  Deaconess' 
Home.  The  history  of  its  origin  is  as  follows :  '•  During  the  past  Summer  our 
first  American  Deaconess'  Home  was  begun  in  the  Chicago  Training-school 
building,  which  was  devoted  to  that  purpose  for  the  three  months  of  vacation. 
Several  of  the  students  signified  their  willingness  to  give  their  time  for  such  work, 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Meyer  offered  to  superintend  it  and  to  rely  upon  voluntary  ! 
contributions  for  its  support.  The  committee  accepted  the  proposition,  and  the  I 
result  has  been  most  satisfactory.     Eleven  persons  were  enrolled  as  workers;  the 
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average  being  eight  for  the  whole  vacation.     SU  days  each  week,  including  Son- 


day,  were  devoted  to  violation  and  instruction,  and  the  following  summary  will 
give  some  idea  of  the  work  accomplished :  There  were  2,751  calk  made,  India 
468  placet  they  embraced  the  opportunity  of  reading  the  Bible  and  prayer;  nan- 
bet  of  children  taught  in  Sunday- schools,  1,819;  thirteen  lick  and  destitute  per- 
son 1  were  found  and  reported  10  proper  authorities.  Total  expense*,  fjSo-jj; 
total  receipts,  all  of  which  were  voluntarily  given,  $366.90.  *  ■  •  ■  \jr.Atr 
these  circumstances  the  executive  committee  of  the  Training-school  met  Septem- 
ber 38th,  and  decided  that,  in  view  of  such  providential  indications,  they  mast  go 
forward  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  and  at  least  begin  the  establishment  of  a  per- 
manent institution,  to  be  called  the  Chicago  Deaconess'  Home.  A  sub-commit- 
tee wis  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  matter.  This  committee  have  rented* 
Rat  near  the  Training-school  building  at  $30  per  month,  which  will  accommodate 
eight  persons."  These  give  their  whole  lime  to  evangelistic  and  charitable  work 
among  the  needy  of  the  city,  without  compensation.  There  is  alio  in  contempla- 
tion, in  connection  with  the  Deaconess'  Home,  a  department  for  nut* 
"trained  thoroughly  for  their  work,  •  »  *  who  shall  be  willing  to  go  * 
to  rich  and  poor  alike,"  receiving  in  payment  only  a  "home,  and  clothing  a- 
provisions  for  a  home  in  sickness  or  old  age."

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  of

13.  The  Bureau  for  Mission  Supplies  shall  consist  of  its  Secretary,  and 
three  ladies  at  head-quarters,  and  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

14.  The  Bureau  for  Local  Missionary  Work  shall  consist  of  a  Secretary 
and  such  assistants  as  she  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

15.  The  work  of  this  Bureau  shall  comprise  the  supervision  of  mission 
work  in  our  large  cities  and  towns,  as  inaugurated  or  carried  forward  by 
our  auxiliaries  in  harmony  with  the  local  Church  authorities,  pastors,  and 
official  Boards ;  the  support  of  Industrial  Schools  for  instruction  in  religion, 
morals,  temperance,  and  the  elementary  industries;  and  the  employment 
of  Bible-readers  for  general  missionary  work  among  neglected  women  and 
children. 

18.  Local  Missionary  work  for  which  credit  for  money  expended  is 
given,  shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Board,  after  a  formal  application  for  permission  to  undertake  such 
work  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

17.  All  persons  employed  as  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  rules  relating  to  testimonials  as  to  fitness,  and  to  furnishing 
reports  of  work,  that  are  applicable  to  missionaries  in  our  other  fields. 

18.  The  funds  used  for  the  support  of  this  city  work  shall  be  raised 
for  that  special  purpose,  and  by  such  methods  as  shall  not  diminish  the 
amount  that  would  otherwise  be  contributed  to  the  general  treasury.

HE  Seventh  Annum.  Meetixr  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers  of  the  Woman 
Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  McthodiM  Episcopal  Chnrch  opened  o 
Thursday,  November  I,  at  lo  A.  M.,  in  Tremont  Street  Church,  Boston.  The 
President,  Mrs.  Rutherford  li.  Hayes,  with  Mrs.  John  Davis,  First  Vice  Presi- 
dent, entered  promptly  at  the  appointed  hour,  and  were  cordially  greeted  by 
the  vast  audience  with  the  beautiful  and  expressive  Chautauqua  salute. 

The  pulpit  and  platform  of  the  Church  were  bright  with  blooming  plan 
while  the  organ   was   tastefully  decorated  with  flags  and  emblems  of  welcon 
The  molloof  our  Society,  "For  the   love  of  Christ   and  in   His  name,"  * 
prominently  displayed,  recalling  afresh  the  source  of  our  inspiration  to  love  and 
labor. 

The  opening  religious  exercises  were  conducted  by  Mrs.  E.  B.  Green. 
Rochester,  N.  Y.  After  the  singing  of  "Jesus  shall  reign,"  Mrs.  Green  read 
the  seventeenth  chapter  of  St.  John's  Gospel,  and  offered  fervent  prayer  for  the 
blessing  of  the  Lord  upon  the  work  of  the  Convention.  "I  need  thee  every 
hour"  was  then  sung  by  the  large  audience. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Allien,  Recording  Secretary,  called  the  roll  of  the  Conferences, 
and  delegations  took  the  seats  assigned  them.

The  Annua)  Address  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Hayes,  followed,  in  which  the 
briefly  but  ably  reviewed  the  situation,  and  gave  reasons  why  this  Society,  w 
beneficent  and  so  fur-reaching  in  its  purposes  and  plans,  should  not  only  exist,  but   | 
grow  and  flourish   in  always  increasing  vigor  and  efficiency.     She   spoke  as 

"  Watchman,  tell  us  of  the  night." 

Does  the  need  of  Home  Missions  grow  less  ? — Is  the  opportunity  to  do  good 
at  the  hearth-stones  of  our  own  land  on  the  wane?  Is  the  call,  is  the  demand 
for  the  special  work  of  women  in  our  American  society  more  rarely  heard  ?  The 
reply  to  these  questions  is  near  at  hand,  and  clear  enough  to  all  who  see  and 
consider. 

The  necessity,  the  opportunity,  and  the  demand  for  Christian  effort  ai 
more  and  more  at  our  very  door.  Even  the  champions  of  unbelief  in  the  doc- 
trines cherished  by  our  fathers,  seeing  the  tide  that  is  coming  in  upon  u: 
are  forced  to  exclaim  "  Men  cannot  do  without  the  Christian  religion." 

We  know  how  "  Distance  lends  enchantment  to  the  view."  And,  indeed, 
the  benighted  people  of  Africa,  of  China,  of  India,  and  of  other  pagan  lands, 
have  claims  on  us.  None  of  them  should  be  excluded  from  our  thoughts,  o 
prayers  or  our  gifts.  But  it  has  been  well  said — let  it  be  repeated  and  heard  in 
every  Christion  circle,  "There  are  needy  souls  under  our  own  eyes  and  within 
reach  of  our  own  hands."  The  significant  and  appalling  fact  is  that  their  num- 
ber is  gaining — largely  and  rapidly  gaining.  The  most  casual  glance  at  the 
elements  of  our  American  Society  which  are  deprived,  or  at  least  destitute,  of 
Christian  privileges  will  convince  the  candid  observer  that  this  is  not  an  c 
statement  of  the  evils  and  perils  which  it  is  the  aim  of  this  Society  under 
Providence  to  mitigate,  and  if  possible  to  remove. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  Negroes  of  the  South  are  not  dying  out  by 
reason  of  the  freedom  they  now  enjoy.  At  their  rate  of  increase  in  the  past  few 
years,  before  the  end  of  the  next  century  they  will  exceed  in  number  the  total 
present  population  of  the  United  States. 

Devoted  men  and  women,  generous  philanthropists,  and  influential  religious 
organizations  have  labored  with  zeal  and  intelligence  to  uplift  these  wards  of  the 
Nation.  The  Negroes  themselves,  wherever  they  have  been  adequately  reached, 
have  been  more  than  willing,  they  have  been  anxious  and  eager,  to  accept 
education  and  true  religion.  But  the  lamentable  situation  still  remains, 
multitude,  vast  and  increasing,  are  still  in  chains  to  pagan  superstition  and  the 
ignorance  and  vice  of  generalions  of  bondage. 

To  deal  with  this  condition  is  home  missionary  work  in  the  targe  general 
sense,  and  to  deal  with  it  most  effectively,  is  to  reach  family  life,  and  to  teach 
correct  family  habits  and  true  family  duties.  To  do  this  is  the  peculiar  province 
of  women  and  the  special  object  of  the  "  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society." 

It  is  not  easy  to  marshal  the  missionary  duties  of  women  in  the  order  of  their 
importance.  Christians  can  not  look,  even  in  the  most  thoughtless  and  careless 
way,  at  the  map  of  our  country  without  having  their  attention  fixed  by  the 
crime  against   women  that   now  holds   Utah,  and   which   is  spreading  almost 
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unchecked  in  all  directions.  That  center  of  bad  influences,  moral,  social  and 
political,  the  government  and  the  law,  while  they  threaten  and  condemn,  fail 
utterly  to  abolish  or  even  to  control. 

There  surely  never  existed  before  in  the  bosom  of  any  civiliied  community 
such  an  offense  against  women,  and  such  a  crime  against  the  home.     If  any  o 
asks  the  reason  for  home  missions,  organized  and  managed  by  women,  Mormon- 
ism  in  Utah  furnishes  the  answer. 

The  influences  and  elements  of  population  brought  into  our  country  from 
•broad,  and  the  questions  arising  out  of  immigration  have  undergone  v 
change!  during  recent  years.  These  changes  are  not  friendly  to  American 
institutions.  For  the  most  part  in  the  first  century  after  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  immigrants  were  from  the  most  civiliied  nations  of  Europe,  and 
were  seeking  liberty  and  land  for  homes.  Now,  however.'an  increasing  number 
come  or  are  brought  from  the  less  enlightened  European  nations  and  fi 
heathen  countries,  seeking  simply  better  wages,  and  caring  little  or  nothing  for 
land  or  homes.  They  are  sadly  lacking  in  education  and  religion,  and  are  by  n 
meant  well  fitted  for  the  citizenship  of  a  republic.  Their  great  deficiency  is  the 
want  of  home  life,  and  a  due  and  practical  regard  for  women.  How  can  their 
needs  be  better  supplied  than  by  means  of  missions  under  the  direction  of  the 
women  of  onr  churches? 

No  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States  are  nearer  to  the  hearts  of 
the  members  of  the  Methodist  Church  than  our  own  countrymen,  the  patriotic 
Americans  who  have  crowded  in  such  numbers  to  our  Western  frontier  settle- 
ments from  Mexico  to  British  America.  No  one  of  the  old  States  contains  so 
large  a  proportion  of  the  veterans  of  the  Union  Army  and  of  their  wives  and 
children.  Never  before  were  so  many  American  citiiens  braving  the  hardships 
and  privation  of  pioneer  life  as  may  now  be  found  on  onr  widely  extended 
frontiers. 

Our  Church,  with  an  instinctive  foresight  of  the  future  of  the  West,  has  built 
a  host  of  churches,  and  sent  out  her  ministers  to  do  and  to  suffer  in  the  wilder- 
ness. The  story  of  the  Methodist  preacher  on  his  circuit  in  the  forest,  on  the 
plains,  and  in  the  mountains,  is  rarely  heard  and  little  known  in  the  old  and 
prosperous  States.  One  hundred  dollars  a  year  for  the  minister,  his  wife  and 
the  little  Ones,  often  in  a  cold  climate,  where  almost  everything  is  lacking  and 
where  all  things  are  costly,  it  has  been  truly  said,  is  barely  enough,  not  to  live 
upon,  but  to  starve  upon.  Could  all  of  our  good  friends  read  the  grateful  letters 
coming  from  devoted  clergymen  when  the  box  or  barrel  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Mission  is  received,  this  part  of  the  work  of  our  Society  would  gain  a  much 
needed  impetus,  fruitful  of  beneficent  results. 

The  appointed  work  of  our  Society  reaches  also  the  neglected  poor  of  the 
cities,  the  Spanish  Americans,  the  Indians,  and  other  children  of  misfortune. 
Deed  not  for  my  present  purpose  try  to  complete  the  catalogue  of  our  aims.  Our 
objects  and  our  methods  after  full  consideration  have  been  sanctioned  by  the 
highest  authority  of  the  Church,  the  General  Conference,  and  they  are  approved 
by  the  Bishops. 

The  vital  question  is,  shall  this  Society  have  an  increasing  and  hearty  sup- 
port ?    Our  appeal  is  to  the  Clergy  and  the  membership  of  the  Church.     The 
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Clergy  w»d  the  Church  depend  under  Providence,  in  some  mtisure  it  least,  on 
the  women  of  their  congregations.  With  confidence,  therefore,  we  invoke  their 
aid  in   our  efforts  to  carry   the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  "  needy  souls  at  our  very 

At  this  point  Mrs.  Davis  stated  that  Mrs.  Col.  Springer  of  Iowa  hid  an 
announcement  to  make.  It  proved  to  be  a  presentation  of  gavels  to  Mrs.  Hayes 
and  Mrs.  Davis,  and  hollywood  pen-holders  to  Mrs.  Rust,  Mrs.  Clark,  Mrs. 
Hoyt  and  Mrs.  Aiken.      Mrs.  Springer  sai'd  : 

I  have  been  very  desirous  to  present  to  Mrs.  Hayes  this  gavel  of  olive  wood, 
which  I  secured  in  Jerusalem,  but  have  been  denied  this  privilege  for  years,  be- 
cause I  could  not  make  two  out  of  this  one,  or  go  to  the  Holy  City  for  another; 
and  knowing  it  would  give  no  pleasure  unless  our  dear  Mrs.  Davis  could  share  the 
token,  I  had  to  wait  until  last  December,  at  Santa  Cruz,  where  the  talismaoic 
Mittzanita  wood  was  found  and  a  gavel  ordered  tinished  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  So  now  I  have  the  privilege  of  offering  these  tiny  tokens  of  my  love. 
And  it  occurred  tn  me,  it  is  about  time  some  recognition  is  given  our  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  Mrs.  Rust:  our  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Clark;  our  Annual  Report  Pub- 
lisher, Mrs.  Hoyt;  our  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Aiken,  for  the  generous  gift 
of  their  time,  means,  and  social  enjoyments  to  serve  this  Society ;  and  conscious 
that  a  pen  made  in  Edinboro,  Scotland,  of  the  native  holly  wood,  and  stamped 
with  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument,  is  just  that  much  more  than  you  ever  expccteJ 
to  receive  in  this  life  for  your  work,  1  beg  ynur  acceptance  of  these  trifles;  and 
though  1  Aii-v  hrard  of  the  illustrious  poets  and  writers  of  classic  Boston,  1 
shall  quote  from  an  tarlicr  author —

Mr?.  A.  R.  Clark  presented  a  summary  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  showhj 
that  the  total  receipts  in  the  eight  years  of  its  existence  have  been  $375,631,431 
which  sum  has  been  expended  in  maintaining  teachers  and  schools  in  the  South, 
and  among  the  Indians  and  Mormons,  in  rendering  assistance  to  Immigrants,  it 
evangelizing  in  largc*cities,  and  in  other  modes  of  Christian  effort. 

Mrs.  R.  S.  Rust  presented  an  interesting  abstract  of  (be  report  of  the 
Corresponding  Secretary.  (The  report  is  published  in  full,  immediately  follow- 
ing these  Proceedings.) 

The  Anniversary  address  was  delivered  by  Miss   Frances  E.   Willard,  who 
spoke  of  the  importance  of  the  work  heing  done  by  the  Society.      Miss  Willirf 
paid  Mrs.  Haves  a  high  compliment  for  her  noble   work  when   mistress  of  the 
White  House,  and  then,  in  res]wnse  to  het  own  query,   "Is  there  any  need  of  : 
the  work  of  thi- Society  ?"  proceeded   to  show  the  vast  amount  of  evil  existing 
throughout  the  country,  that  women  may  remedy.     The  foreign  element  of  our  | 
population,  with  theit  anarchistic  ideas  and  their  desire  for  open  saloons,  and  fori 
continental  Sabbath,  she  deemed  one  of  the   most   threatening   dangers  of  the  j 
times.     Out  of  every  hundred  persons  in  New  York,  she  said,  but  twelve  are  of  : 
American     parentage.       Of   the    seven  millions  of  young  men  in  the  nation,  , 
five  millions  never  darken  a  church  door ;  ninety-five  per  cent,   of  them  are  not 
members  of  any  church,  and  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  criminal  classes  are  made 
up  of  young  men.     There  is  enough  grain  wasted  annually   in   the  manufacture 
of  liquors  to  pave  with  luscious  loaves  of  bread   a  thousand  miles  of  roadway. 
There  arc  in  the  nation  four  thousand  murderers,  nine  thousand   burglars,  aad  , 
seventeen  thousand  common  thieves.     Women  in  Chicago  are  paid   seveoty-6ve 
cents   for   manufacturing   twelve  shirts,    and    four   cents  for   one  cloak.     F>cts 
such   as   these   ought    to   make   every   woman   a   friend  of  this   Society.     The*' 
abuses  can  never  he  prevented  till  the  wage  workers  come  to  see  that   the  Bible 
is  the  book  of  a  common  brotherhood.     As  long  as  Christianity  is  kept  botthsl  : 
up  like  canned  fruit,  so  long  will  the  evils  go  on  increasing.

Resolved,    1.     That  in  accordance  with   the  ecclesiastical  law  of  our  beloved 
Church  (paragraphs  207-212  inclusive)  providing  for  Deaconesses,  we,  the  board  : 
of  Managers  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  pray  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences to  appoint  on  the  "Conference  Board  of  Deaconesses"  our  Conference  ' 
""  -responding  Secretary  and  Conference  President  annually. 

2.  Thai  in  organization  for  city  work  the  joint    Woman' 
ary  Societies  of  the  city  either  in   conventional  capacity   or  through   official 
council,   shall   recommend  one  or  two  ladies  for  every  ward  of  the  city,  a    ' 
shall  secure  the  approval  of  each  nominee  in  her  own  Quarterly  Conference  tl 
she  shall  be  authorized  a  diakonon  (or  deaconess)  by  the  Conference  Board. 

3.  That  certified  diakonoi  shall  constitute  the  Supervisory  Board  of  all 
me  Missions  in  the  city,  being  at  once  authorized  by  the  Church  and  in  of- 
ficial relation  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  as  executive  members 
of  the  Conference  Society. 

4.  That  the  general  duties  of  the  diakonoi  shall   be  to  seek  to  secure  the 
t  forms  of  Christian  living,  simple  Christian    home  life  being  ihe  truest  type. 

And  that  the  wife,  the  mother,  the  widow,  the  home-keeper  who   performs  the 
'   -ies  of  deaconess  as  defined  in   the  Discipline,   is  doubly  armed  and  hedged 
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■boat  by  the  holy  Christian  power  of  her  own  home,  whenever  she  may  glen 
in  the  harvests  of  her  Lord,  and  is  herself  revitalized  for  new  toils  and  victories 
by  each  return  to  its  sacred  precincts. 

5.  That  the  words  "relinquish  wholly  all  other  pursuits"  in  paragraph  207 
of  the  Discipline,  shall  not  be  construed,  as  applying  to  the  diakonoi  of  this 
Society,  in  the  Christian  duties  of  home-keeping  as  the  best  model  of  activities 
for  the  women  or  the  world  to  emulate. 

6.  That  the  diakonoi  of  any  city,  proposing  any  new  place  of  general  work 
for  the  evangelization  of  the  city,  shall  first  detise  a  thorough  plan  according  to 
the  discovered  need  of  the  city  and  present  the  plan  to  the  General  Board  for 
approval.  1

REPORT  OF  CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY. 


I  \eport   of  i\)e    Oor responding    ^pei 


Another  year's  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  finished. 
Much  has  been  done  in  organizing  new  work,  and  in  strengthening  that  already 
established,  but  vaster  fields  anil  more  imperative  calls  challenge  our  attention. 
Though  the  achievements  of  the  year  have  not  equalled  the  anticipations  fondly 
cherished  al  the  commencement,  yet  the  work  has  been  earnestly  prosecuted  in 
faith  and  prayer,  and  the  success  that  has  crowned  our  effort  furnishes  occasion 
for  gratitude  lo  God,  and  stimulus  for  greater  efforts  and  sacrifices  in  time  to  come. 
Christian  missions  originate  in  a  renewed  heart  and  love  for  Jesus.  The 
first  struggle  of  a  new  born  soul  is  solicitude  for  sinners,  and  earnest  efforts  to 
e  them.  Every  young  convert  in  accepting  Christ  becomes  a  missionary. 
The  theory  of  operation  is  to  save  the  one  nearest  first,  and  then,  re-enforced 
by  the  one  saved,  to  extend  the  efforts  for  the  conversion  of  every  member  of  the 
human  family.  This  is  the  divine  order  for  the  redemption  of  man.  In  its  very 
nature  home  missions  must  precede  and  furnish  the  foundation  of  foreign  mis- 
sions, and  give  to  them  strength  and  efficiency.  The  work  is  one  in  object, 
scope,  spirit,  influence,  and  in  results  ;  and  for  convenience  sake  is  arranged 
under  the  heads  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  Both  departments  have  been 
greatly  neglected.  Only  a  small  part  of  the  time,  the  effort,  the  talent,  and  the 
money  at  the  disposal  of  the  Church  has  been  consecrated  to  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  which  the  heathen  world  had  a  right  to  expect ;  and  which  our  obliga- 
ns  to  God  have  urged  us  in  vain  to  discharge. 
In  the  providence  of  God  this  Society  has  been  called  into  existence  and 
consecrated  to  the  work  of  Home  Missions.  Mission  work  here  is  imperatively 
demanded,  and  by  it  only  can  we  escape  the  dangers  that  threaten  our  free 
institutions,  and  preserve  our  country  from  destruction.  Influences  may  be  set  in 
operation  here  that  will  exert  a  controlling  influence  everywhere.  This  country 
in  view  of  its  language,  its  free  government,  its  vast  domain,  its  resources,  its 
Capabilities,  is  attracting  multitudes  to  it,  that  greatly  need  home  mission 
effort.  Our  Society  can  thus  reach  in  the  home  field  immense  numbers  of  for- 
eigners, bring  them  under  religious  principles,  and  through  them  influence  the 
inhabitants  of  the  countries  whence  they  came.  Our  cities  furnish  large  numbers 
speaking  all  the  varied  languages  of  the  earth,  and  these  can  be  reached  far  more 
successfully  and  economically  here  than  in  foreign  lands.  A  careful  inspection 
reveals  the  astounding  fact  that  there  arc  multitudes  in  our  own  country  that 
are  scarcely  less  ignorant  and  degraded  than  the  heathen  of  foreign  countries. 
Unless  this  country  can  be  preserved  for  Christ,  ability  to  aid  the  foreign  work 
will  be  crippled,  and  the  neglect  of  the  home  field  will  be  followed  everywhere 
by  disastrous  effect*. 


I  woman's  home  missionary  society. 

Societies  of  Christian  women  organized  for  the  removal  of  evil  and  the  it- 
mplishment  of  good  have  been  crowned  with  signal  success.  They  hue 
selected  various  departments  of  Christian  effort,  as  temperance  reform,  lid 
foreign  missions,  white  the  home  field  has  been  accepted  by  this  Society.  Hon 
than  two-thirds  of  the  membership  of  our  Church  are  women,  and  their  enthisi- 
1  in  the  cause  of  missions  is  one  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  of  the  times, 
Women  by  their  efforts  and  appeals  have  awakened  deeper  interest  in  missions, 
have  raised  an  increased  amount  of  money  for  their  support,  and  why  should 
they  not  be  allowed  to  participate  in  the  expenditure  of  the  funds,  the  selection 
of  the  mission  fields,  and  the  employment  of  suitable  laborers  to  cultivate  theor 


This  is  the  eighth  year  of  the  history  of  the  Society,  and  it  seems  to  be  in 
appropriate  time  to  give  a  brief  account  of  the  last  year's  work,  and  the  work  of 
the  quadrenium  preceding,  and  the  one  following  the  adoption  of  the  Society  b; 
the  General  Conference  as  one  of  its  benevolencies,  that  we  may  trace  the  pro- 
gress, avoid  the  mistakes,  and  more  closely  adhere  to  the  principles  and  measure! 
by  which  success  has  been  achieved, 

TUB    LAST    YEAR'S    'WORK. 

Nearly  one-half  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  prosecution  of  thiswors 
s  conditioned  upon  its  being  raised  by  special  donations.       In  order  that  the 
Society  might  not  accumulate  a  debt  the  Executive  Board  has  only  disbursed  to 
these  object  such  money  as  has  been  collected. 

In  Alaska,  buildings  are  greatly  needed,  and  this  mission  cannot  be  com- 
menced with  any  prospect  of  success  until  the  necessary  means  are  provided. 

In  Utah,  the  schools  and  mission  work  have  been  strengthened  by  additional 
buildingsat  Salt  Lake  City,  and  Spring  City,  and  by  fi' 
w  have  twelve  laboring  in  that  field.

In  the  South  industrial  work  has  been  sustained  in  the  Industrial  Homes  it 
Little  Rock,  Ark.,  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  Atlanta  and  Savannah,  Ga.,  Greensboro, 
N.  C,  Orangeburg  and  Camden,  S.  C,  and  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  at  which  place 
important  improvements  have  been  made  through  the  benevolent  interest  of  Mrs. 
DeGroot  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  expressed  in  her  gift  of  three  thousand  dollars.  A 
beautiful  new  home  has  been  erected  at  Little  Bock,  Ark.,  by  the  liberality  of 
Mrs.  Philander  Smith  of  Oak  Park,  111.,  which  adds  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  mission.  A  commodious  and  well  appointed  building  for  the  industrial  de- 
partment for  girls  is  nearly  completed  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  for  which  we  are  large); 
indebted  to  our  generous  friend,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Gammon  of  Batavia,  III.  At  Cam- 
den, S.  C,  school  and  industrial  work  have  been  commenced  in  a  rented  building, 
while  the  Home  is  in  process  of  construction.      This  mission  is  under  the  special 
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ore  of  the  ladies  of  (he  New  England  Southern  Conference.  Kent  Home 
Greensboro,  N.  C.,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Troy  Conference  Society  is 
doing  excellent  work  in  training  young  women  in  the  duties  of  housekeeping. 
graded  school  has  been  established  at  Asheville,  N.  C,  and  three  teachers  have 
been  employed.  Industrial  work  has  been  introduced  as  a  marked  feature  and 
is  friends  hope  soon  to  build  a  Home,  which  is  much  needed.  At  Morristown, 
Tenn.,  industrial  instruction  has  been  provided  in  connection   with  the  school. 

The  payment  on  the  block  of  land  in  New  Orleans,  previously  purchased  at 
:ost  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  an  Industrial  and  Mission  Home,  was  gener- 
ously met  by  Mrs.  Bennett  of  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  and  a  commodious  building  will 
be  erected  on  it  at  an  early  date. 

The  Castle  Garden  Mission  has  been  continued,  and  a  suite  of  rooms 
rented  which  furnish  temporary  protection  for  women  and  children.  The  facili- 
ties for  this  work  are  very  inadequate,  and  should  be  greatly  increased  and  im- 
proved. Among  (he  special  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Managers  is 
"The  es(ablishmen(  of  a  Home  for  Immigrants"  at  that  point  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  the  collection  of  funds  for  this  object. 

Local  Mission  Work  is  inaugurated  in  many  places,  with  encouraging  re- 
sults, and  missionaries  are  sustained  who  aid  the  pastors  in  city  charges.     Special 
efforts  have  been  made  to  reach  the  needy  classes  in  our  cities,  as  the  Bohemian 
missions  in  Chicago  and  Pittsburg,  the  Polish  work  in  Detroit,   and    the  missi 
in  the  Coke  Regions  of  Central   Pennsylvania.  — 

Missionaries.      During  the  last  year  thirty-nine  missionaries  have  been  si 
ported  by  the  Society. 

Woman's  Hone  Missions.      The  circulation  of  the  paper,   which  a  year 
■go  was  only  9,576,   and  the  publisher  reported  a  deficit  of  $330.97 — has  1 
reached  thirteen  thousand,  with  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $118  over  all 

The  Department  for  Young  People   is  bringing    into   sympathy    v 
Christian  work  our  youth,  and  (raining  them  for  usefulness  in  the  Church. 

Reading  Circle.     The  plan  of  disseminating  information  in  regard  to 
needs  of  our  country  is  awakening  enthusiasm  in  behalf  of  missions,  and  prom 
to  do  for  the  cause  of  Christian  philanthropy  what   the  Chautauqua  Circle  has 
done  for  education. 

The  reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  several  Bureaus  will  present  the  work 
in  detail,  while  that  of  the  Treasurer  will  show  the  receipts  and  expenditures. 

flOADRIIMIinjn    PREVIOUS    TO    RECOGNITION. 

During  the  first  four  years  (he  Society  labored  upon  virgin  soil,  sowing  seed 
and  gathering  fruit  as  best  it  could.  For  several  years  previous  to  1880,  the  date 
of  its  organization,  the  logic  of  events,  and  leading  minds  of  the  church,  had 
urged  the  necessity  of  an  Association  among  women  for  home  mission  wi 
This  was  effected  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  General  Conference,  which 
convened  in  Cincinnati  in  18S0.  The  new  Society  had  the  usual  experience  of 
difficulties — passive  opposition  from  the  indifferent,  and  active,  from  the  preju- 
diced and  the  pre-occupied. 
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The  first  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers  was  held  in  Cincinnati, 
:t.,  1882.  The  Board  convened  again  at  (he  same  place  the  following  yi 
and  the  third  meeting  was  held  in  Cleveland  in  1884.  It  is  an  encouraging 
fact  that  at  the  first  meeting  ten  Conference  Societies  were  represented  by  dele- 
gates, and  several  others  by  interested  visitors.  Twenty-seven  Conference 
Auxiliaries  had  been  formed.  A  year  later  (he  number  was  forty-one,  and  in 
forty-five  reported  organization,  and  forwarded  fnnds  (o  (he  treasury. 

That  (he  General  Conference  had  not  yet  recognized  (he  Society  ma 
necessary  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conferences  before  it  could  sue- 
cessfuly  introduce  the  work  within  their  territory.  Previous  to  the  first  meeting 
of  the  managers  in  1882  forty-three  of  these  had  welcomed  the  Society,  and  the 
number  had  increased  to  sixty-five  before  the  meeting  of  1884.  The  Correspond-  / 
ing  Secretary  and  Mrs.  1..  M.  Dunton  during  the  first  two  years  visited  thirty- 
three  Conferences  ill  annual  session,  and  urged  (he  necessity  of  this  organisation,  j 
and  during  the  quadrenium  visited  fifty-eight  of  the  sixty-five. 

At  the  close  of  [882  the  cash  receipts  were  $7,934.15,  and  a  Department  for 
Supplies  was  established  which  forwarded  $1,542.41  worth  of  goods.  The  neit 
year  the  aggregate  of  cosh  and  supplies  was  $18,737.21 ;  and  the  third  $22,819.57, 
making  the  sum  of  the  receipts  for  the  four  years  $51,033.45.  The  Society  sus- 
tained in  the  field  eight  missionaries  the  first  year,  nine  the  second,  (en  the  third, 
and  thirteen  the  fourth  ;  aggregating  forty  years  of  service.  It  aided  from  ten 
10  eighteen  beneficiaries. 

In  1882  the  Genera]  Board  appropriated  $20,000.00  to  its  work  as  folio*;: 
in  the  South,  among  the  Mormons,  the  Indians,  and  an  Industrial  Hone  >t 
Atlanta.  Another  Home  at  Little  Rock  was  approved,  and  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers recommended  "that  an  industrial  department  should  be  added  to  every  j 
school  in  the  South  sustained  by  the  church."  The  next  year  Homes  were  estab- 
lished at  Hotly  Springs  and  Orangeburg,  and  the  system  of  industrial  training 
was  thus  inaugurated  at  four  important  places. 

The  Board  at  its  meeting  in  1883  made  an  appropriation  for  the  establish-  : 
merit  of  a  Training-school  for  missionaries  at  Chicago.  Plans  for  local  city  mis-  1 
sion  work  were  adopted.  It  was  decided  to  issue  a  paper,  and  an  editor  wis 
elected.  During  the  year  this  gained  a  circulation  of  4.500,  paid  all  expi 
and  had  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $101.00. 

"Bureaus  of  Information"  were  provided  at  the  meeting  of  1883  to  aid  the  I 
Corresponding  Secretary  in  bringing  "information  of  (he  needs  and  opportunities 
of  mission  work  in  the  several  fields  before  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Board  | 
of  Managers."        Distinct  portions  of  the  field  were  assigned  to  each  commi 

In  1883  funds  to  erect  a  building  for  (he  aid  of  Salt  Lake  Seminary  in 
were  solicited,  and  the  work  was  completed  before  Oct.,  1884,  at  an  expense  of  ! 
$6,000,  The  third  year  over  five  hundred  (housand  pages  of  leaflets  and  hone 
mission  reading  matter  were  circulated,  and  the  fourth  year  over  one  million 
pages.  A  mission  among  the  Indians  at  Pawnee,  Indian  Territory,  was 
inaugurated. 

The  first  year  when  our  missionaries  went  to  the  field  there  was  not  money 
enough  in  the  treasury  to  pay  a  month's  salary,  and  during  the  year  a  debt  of  | 
over  three  thousand  dollars  was  accumulated.      This  was  liquidated  before  the  i 


close  of  the   third   year.     The   organization    was  so  favorably  received   in 
Church  that  at  the  close  of  the  quadrennium  the  Board  carried  forward  a  balance 
of  $4,919,  and  appropriated  $36,000  to  the  next  year's  work. 

QlTAnMJSXMIVX    FOLLOWING    KECOOMITIOK. 

During  the  preceding  period  the  Society  had  demonstrated  the  right  t 
exist,  and  presented  such  an  encouraging  record  of  achievement,  that  the  General 
Conference  gave  a  hearty  approval  to  its  Constitution  and  methods  of  work, 
and  received  it  into  the  family  of  Church  benevolences. 

Although  the  Society  may  not  have  fully  met  the  expectations  of  its  friends, 
yet  much  valuable  service  for  Christ  has  been  rendered,  and  it  has  steadily  ad- 
vanced in  usefulness,  extending  its  influence  and  strengthening  its  organization. 
It  has  had  the  advantage  of  recognition  by  the  authorities  of  the  Church,  and  the 
impulse  of  the  work  accomplished. 

The  summary  of  the  second  period  shows  that  in  1S85  we  had  17  mission- 
aries ;  the  following  year  26,  the  next  33,  and  the  last  year  39,  making  115  years 
of  service.  The  cash  receipts  for  the  successive  years  were  $30,180.39,  $39,950.. 
71,  $47,574.57,  and  $53,000+,  aggregating  $171,700+.  Supplies  have  been 
distributed  during  the  four  years  valued  respectively  at  $20,737.84,  $25,672.51, 
$32,600.74,  and  $43,744.48,  aggregating  $112,755.36,  the  total  of  cash  and 
supplies  for  the  quadrennium  being   $294,455+. 

The  paper  had  the  first  year  of  this  period  a  circulation  of  9, 100,  the  second 
11,000;  thethird  year  it  decreased  to  9,576.  This  past  year  it  has  increased  to 
13,000, 

The  work  of  industrial  teaching  has  been  successfully  established  in  the 
South,  with  Industrial  Homes  in  nine  important  localities.  The  Homes  at  Cam- 
den, S.  C,  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  Greensboro,  and  Asheville,  N.  C,  having 
been  provided  during  the  second  quadrennium.  Industrial  teaching  has  been 
furnished  for  Charleston,  S.  C. ,  Morristown,  Ten.n.,  and  New  Orleans,  La. 

Three  missions  have  been  established  among  the  Indians.  In  Utah  build- 
ings for  the  accommodation  of  our  work  have  been  erected  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Mt. 
Pleasant,  Ogden,  Maroni,  Spring  City,  Richfield,  Elsinore,  Ephraim,  and  Provo. 
and  the  number  of  missionary  teachers  has  been  increased  from  four  in  1884  tt 
thirteen  in  1888.  In  New  Mexico  two  promising  missions  have  been  commenced; 
a  mission  at  Castle  Garden  has  been  opened  ;  and  local  work,  or  city  evangeliza 
tion,  is  assuming  more  importance,  and  praticat  methods  for  its  accomplish  men 
are  employed. 

We  have  now  67  Conference  organizations,  1,340  Auxiliary  Societies,  and 
nearly  37,000  annual  members.

At  a  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Managers,  October  1887,  $77,01 
appropriated  for  the  year's  work.  $43,000  of  this  sum  was  "conditional,"  and 
was  required  to  be  received  outside  of  membership  dues  for  the  specified 
objects.  This  left  a  balance  of  $34,000,  of  which  $23,8a6were  appropriated  for 
the  salaries  of  the  missionaries,  $3,745  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  their  homes,

We     cannot     refrain    from    offering     a   brief     tribute    to    these   frithW 
tQilers,     whose    consecration    of    talents    and    life    to    this    work    is   tn " 
Christlike.         A    nobler  and    more   self-sacrificing   band   of    Christian  work 
cannot  anywhere  be  found,  and  it  is  to  sustain  these  who  execute  our  plans 
this  blessed  ministry  that  the  General  Fund  is  especially  needed,  as  nearly  ni 
tenths  of  it  is  devoted  to  their  benefit.     In   proportion  as  we  prize  the  swot 
amenities  of  family  and  social  life  we  should  appreciate  their  sacrifices,  mi 
give  them  a  comfortable  support,  and  a  generous  expression  of  our  loving  sympa- 
thy.     Sheltered  in  our   pleasant   home*   we   should   consecrate  our  membership 
dues  and  special  donations  to  the  General  Fund,    for  it  is  invested  with  pecnliu 
sacredness,  dedicated  as  it  is  to  the  personal  sustentation  and  care  of  a  heroic 
company  of  Christian  women. 


The  Corresponding  Secretary  last  year  in  accordance  with  a  requirement  of 
the  Constitution,  submitted  a  full  report  of  the   mission    fields,    the   work  to  be 
done,  and  the  means  of  its  accomplishment.      Especial    attention    was   called  to 
the  needy  populations  of  our  great  cities.      The  circumstances  have  not  mifcciall] 
changed  in  these  fields.     The   same   conditions  of  ignorance,  degradation  an 
danger  prevail,   and   demand  similar  sacrifices  and   efforts  for  their   removal.  1 1 
Grave  responsibilities  are  entrusted  I')  the  Board  of  Managers  in  the  selection  of 
fields  of  effort  and   the  apportionment  of  it*  funds.      Careful  attention  should  be  I 
given  to  the  relative  importance  of  different  sections,  as  shown  by  the  number  of  ' 
the  inhabitants  and  their  probable  influence  on  our  civilization. 

Our  republican  government  and  our  Christian  institutions  depend  largcli 
upon  the  character  of  the  voting  population.  If  in  any  section  oT  the  countn  : 
the  majority  of  the  ballots  are  cast  on  the  side  of  Mormonism,  or  Romanism,  M  1 
Socialism,  or  Infidelity  ;  or  the  majorities  who  go  to  the  polls  are  the  ignorant  I 
tools  of  demagogues,  we  should  endeavor  to  reach  the  homes  of  that  section.  ! 
where  character  is  moulded,  with  Christian  and  saving  influences.  In  order  lo 
accomplish  this  m  must  so  distribute  our  funds  as  to  reach  the  largest  number 
of  those  who  cast  the  voles.  A  wise  general  does  not  send  out  strong  battalions  , 
in  search  of  stragglers,  merely,  but  he  so  masses  his  forces  that  he  may 
the  centers  of  strength,  and  capture  the  foe. 

The  census  of  1880  furnishes  facts  that  are  suggestive  on  this  subject.       For  | 
example  take  the  States  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut, 
gave  an  aggregate  population  of  2,682,316.  and  we  find   1,544,088  in  o 
above  5,000  inhabitants,  and  t,ij8,zaB  in  the   country  and  towns  of  less  thai 
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5,000 — (he  difference  is  405,860  against  the  country  and  in  favor  of  the  large 
cities.  The  population  is  increasing  rapidly  in  the  cities,  largely  by  the  influx 
of  foreigners.  The  proportion  of  illiteracy  is  also  increasing  in  them,  and  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  grows  more  rapidly  in  proportion  to  population  than 
the  Protestant. 

If  we  take  the  three  States  adjacent  to  New  York  City,  New  York,  New 
Jersey  and  Connecticut,  we  find  a  population  of  6,836,687,  of  which  3,565,483  m 
18S0  were  in  cities  of  over  5,000,  an  excess  over  the  smaller  towns  and  the  country 
of  294,079.  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  Michigan  aggregate  9,338,058  with  more 
than  four-ninths  of  the  whole  population  in  cities.  With  the  Bible  in  many  places 
excluded  from  the  public  schools,  the  city  governments  and  the  police  forces 
largely  Roman  Catholic,  and  the  influence  of  the  saloons  dominant  with  the 
majorities  of  those  who  vote,  the  picture  becomes  startling.  Our  cities  in- 
crease nearly  eight  times  more  rapidly  than  the  rural  districts,  and  it  is  propor- 
tionately important  to  see  that  Christian  influence  in  them  prevails. 

Most  certainty  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  an  important 
duty  here.  If  the  Church  is  not  strengthened  in  these  centers  of  wealth  and 
power,  as  well  as  of  population,  we  shall  not  be  able  10  establish  and  maintain 
Christian  institutions  in  less  favored  sections,  where  illiteracy  and  vice  triumph, 
and  where  antagonistic  sentiments  now  dominate.  The  ability  of  this  Society  (o 
enlarge  its  work  depends  on  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  in  the  older  sections. 
While  we  must  not  neglect  the  South  nor  the  West,  we  must  give  special  attention 
to  the  divine  command,  by  "beginning  at  Jerusalem."  South  Carolina,  Georgia' 
and  Florida  taken  together  had  not  in  1S80  a  population  equal  to  that  of  the 
present  population  of  the  three  cities,  which  really  are  one,  centering  around 
New  York  harbor.  Boston  exceeds  in  population  the  State  of  Florida  by  60,000, 
and  the  increase  in  Brooklyn  and  New  York  cities  in  the  last  eight  years  exceeds 
it  by  40,000. 

There  are  more  than  a  dozen  other  large  cities  that  would  outnumber  in 
population  an  equal  number  of  our  western  Territories.  In  1880  the  population 
of  Arizona  was  40,440:  Colorado  194,327;  Dakota  135,177;  Florida  269,494 ; 
Idaho  32,610;  Montana  39,159;  Nebraska  452,402;  Nevada  62,266;  New 
Mexico  119,565;  Oregon  174,768;  Utah  143,963;  Washington  75,116;  Wyom- 
ing 20,789  ;  and  in  Alaska  less  than  50,000  people  are  scattered  over  its  557,- 
390  square  miles. 

While  it  is  important  to  the  nation  that  the  populations  of  the  sparsely  settled 
districts  shall  be  furnished  with  Christian  education,  it  is  equally  vital  that  the 
sources  of  financial  strength  and  governmental  powers  shall  be  kept  pure.  While 
we  plan  our  work  as  wisely  as  we  may,  and  make  appropriations  of  money  to  send  the 
gospel  to  the  Territories  and  Slates  with  only  a  few  hundred  thousand  inhabitants, 
where  liy  the  force  of  circumstances  we  can  reach  only  a  very  limited  number,  it 
impresses  us  that  the  duty  of  supreme  importance  to  the  individual  in  every 
part  of  the  land  is  the  preservation  of  the  Church  and  our  Christian  institutions 
for  their  influence  on  the  world's  evangelization. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  to  establish  our  missions  and  expend  our  money  so  as  to 
reach  and  convert  the  largest  numbers  of  those  whose  influence  will  be  most 
potent  in  controlling  our  highest  civilization  and  evange Illation.

Christian  living.  We  have  heard  excellent  reports  of  some  of  them  as  they 
e  gone  oul  during  the  summer  doing  missionary  work  for  their  own  people. 
The  work  at  Speedwell  is  always  full  of  interest.  Il  has  grown  and  developed 
and  assumed  sutK  proportions  that  it  really  demands  the  time  of  one  missionary. 
Another  very  needy  and  promising  field  now  opens  to  as  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  city.  (Jur  missionaries  will  give  to  it  all  of  time  and  strength  that  they  art 
able.  During  the  year  they  have  continued  to  teach  the  large  day-school,  have 
cared  for  two  Sabbath  Schools  and  the  Temperance  work,  and  have  also  found 
time  for  a  large  amount  of  missionary  work  in  which  the  girls  of  the  Home  have 
been  very  efficient  helpers.  Mrs.  Lewis,  Miss  Baldwin  and  Miss  J  oils  have  spent 
their  vacation  in  their  Northern  homes.  Mrs.  Daley  has  remained  and  cared 
for  the  work  during  the  summer.  The  prevalence  of  disease  in  the  South  has 
caused  us  to  delay  the  opening  of  our  work  until  a  later  date  than  usual.  The 
Home  is  now  filling  up.  The  needs  are  many.  We  trust  that  the  many  new 
fields  that  are  being  opened  up  to  us  will  not  cause  the  old  friends  of  "Haven 
**  me"  to  feel  less  of  interest  in  it,  and  that  many  new  friends  may  be  raised  up 
)  may  find  it  in  their  hearts  to  strengthen  and  broaden  this  important  work, 
to  establish  it  upon  a  firm  basis. 


Here  our  work  centers  in  Boy i an  Home  at  Jacksonville.  From  this  Home 
influence  has  gone  out  which  is  felt  in  even  the  remote  parts  of  the  State. 
Urgent  appeals  have  come  from  three  different  points  asking  for  the  establish- 
ing of  similar  Homes.  They  have  been  accompanied  by  proffers  of  land  and 
the  promise  of  earnest  and  substantial  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  people. 
Oh  that  we  had  the  means  to  enter  these  open  doors.  In  Jacksonville  our  work 
is  similar  to  that  in  Savannah.  Our  missionaries  have  conducted  work  at  four 
suburban  points.  It  has  included  Sunday  School  and  missionary  meetings  ;  ten 
perance  and  sewing  classes,  and  house  to  house  visitation.  Our  girls  in  the  Hon 
received  all  the  advantages  of  this  kind  of  training,  and,  besides  that  of  an  ei 
cellenl  day  school,  thorough  training  in  the  domestic  industries.  They  hare 
appreciated  these  opportunities,  and  many  of  them  have  attained  to  marked  pro-. 
ficiency  in  the  various  departments.  The  house  has  been  filled,  and  many  promis- 
ing girls  have  been  refused  admittance  because  there  was  no  place  for  them. 
The  work  has  developed  rapidly.  The  possibilities  are  great.  The  necessity 
for  enlarged  accommodation  became  apparent,  not  only  to  our  missionaries  and 
those  more  especially  interested  in  the  Home,  but  to  the  visitors  and  strangers. 

Bishop  Mallalieu  visited  the  Home  during  last  winter.     He  commended  the 

rk    in    highest    terms,    and    urged    the    necessity   of  securing  the    adjoining 

properly.     We  looked  at  it  and  greatly  desired  it  for  our  work.     At  last  we  came 

eel  that  we  must  have  it.     About  this  time  it  was  offered  for  sale.       We  laid 

matter  before  the  Board.  They  realized  the  importance  of  securing  the 
property  before  the  price  should  advance  or  the  opportunity  pass.  Still  thry 
were  helpless,  as  they  had  neither  money  nor  appropriations  for  it.  It  seemed  an 
emergency  that  must  be  met  ;  so  they  said:  "Yes,  you  may  make  the  purchase 
provided  you  can  secure  the  money  io  some  special  way,  and  not  make  a  general 
appeal  to  the  Society.''  With  the  territory  so  restricted,  the  outlook  was  not 
very  bright.  Faith  said  we  need  it ;  it  will  be  ours.  Our  heart  turned  to  "Boy- 
lan's"  patron  saint.  When  she  came  to  fully  understand  the  pressing  needs  and 
the  great  possibilities  for  good,  she  generously  gave  the  required  $3,000,  making 
$6,000  that  she  has  given  to  (his  Home.  She  is  building  wisely.  She  is  build, 
ing  better  than  she  knew.  We  are  told  that  "One  never  mounts  so  high  a* 
when  one  does  not  know  whither  one  is  going."  When  Mrs.  DeGroot  gave  her 
first  $1,000  she  little  dreamed  "whereunto  the  thing  would  grow."  Nor  are  , 
we  yet  able  to  measure  this  fast  grow  ing  work  or  to  make  any  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  good  that  will  be  accomplished  through  her  noble  benefaction. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  Miss  Baker  returned  to  her  home.  Miss 
Emerson  remained  until  warned  hy  her  physician  of  the  necessity  for  rest  and 
for  change  of  climate.     She  arranged  to  go,  expecting  her  mother  to  accompany 
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her ;  when  the  time  for  leaving  drew  near,  Mis.  Emerson  said,  "My  daughter,  if 
I  go  with  you  I  shall  never  return.  My  work  is  here."  She  stayed.  Soon  the 
scourge  came.  The  affrighted  ones  fled  for  life— on  all-sides  the  people  were 
iclten  with  the  dread  disease.  Scarce  a  home  was  spared.  Three  times  [he 
thori ties  commanded  Mrs.  Emerson  to  take  the  family  of  seven  ami  flee  to 
(he  refugee  camp.     She  said  "No.     I  am  where  the  Lord  wants  me  to  be.     I 

'11  stay  till  He  bids  me  go."  How  brightly  has  her  strong  Christian  character 
one  forth  through  these  lung  and  trying  days !  Her  faith  never  failed.  She 
fell  that  she  conld  hear  God's  voice  speaking  to  her  and  saying,  "I  will  never 
leave  thee  nor  forsake  thee."  In  the  midst  or  so  much  danger  she  has  stood 
like  a  heroine,  and  quietly  attended  to  the  every  day  duties  as  they  came.  She 
has  cared  for  the  day  and  sewing  school,  the  temperance  work,  the  class  and 
prayer  meetings,  endeavoring  to  keep  all  about  her  busy  and  happy.  One  little 
girl  writes,  "Mrs.  Emerson  not  afraid,  so  we  is'nt  either."  Her  calm,  quiet 
spirit  has  blest  all  that  came  within  her  influence.  Last  year  our  neighbor  on 
the  south  built  a  tight  board  fence  twenty-four  feet  high,  as  he  said,  to  keep  out 
the  sight  of  "niggers  with  books."  This  fence  has  been  to  us  as  a  wall  of  de- 
fense. It  has  shielded  our  home  from  the  prevailing  windsas  they  came  laden  ed 
with  disease.  The  neighbor  who  built  the  fence  fell  early,  a  victim  to  the 
scourge.  His  wife  was  prostrated  by  it.  Up  to  this  time  our  family  has  been 
preserved  in  perfect  health.     As  we  realize  this  wonderful  preservation,  and  re- 

'w  the  year's  work  with  all   of  its   mercies   and   blessings,  have  we   not  great 

son  for  thanksgiving  and   praise?     In  a  signal   manner    "Our  Father"  has 

placed  his  approving  smiles  upon  our  work.       He  owns  il  as  his  work.       Shall 

e  not  with  the  Psalmist  exclaim  "What  shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord    for  all 

is  benefits  unlo  us.  We  will  take  the  cup  of  salvation  and  call  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord."  We  will  renew  our  vows  for  another  year  of  faithful  service  for 
Christ,  and  for  this  work  that  he  has  given  us  to  do  for  him.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Middle  Southern  States. 


At  Orangeburg,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  the  girls  in 
Simpson  Home  have  been  trained  in  the  most  approved  methods  of  general 
housekeeping.  Large  classes  of  girls  from  the  University  have  been  taught  in  the 
various  grades  of  sewing,  and  good  improvement  has  been  made."  Some  of  the 
Philadelphia  ladies  who  have  this  work  in  charge  visited  the  Home  early  in  the 
winter,  and  formed  plans  for  the  belter  prosecution  of  the  work,  which  the 
Superintendent  has  endeavored  to  carry  out. 

Some  difficulty  is  found  here,  as  in  all  our  Homes  connected  with  the 
liversities  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society,  in  securing  for  the  girts  in  our 
Home  the  requisite  time  for  thorough  training  in  the  domestic  department,  ow- 
ing to  the  pressure  of  studies  upon  them.  It  is  not  possihle  for  these  girls  to 
take  all  the  studies  in  the  regular  classes,  to  spend  the  entire  session  of  each 
day  in  the  school-room  largely  occupied  in  recitations;  to  give  special  attention 
to  Normal  training  in  evening  schools,  as  those  do  who  are  preparing  for  teach- 
ers; and  in  addition  to  find  lime  for  a  thorough  training  in  domestic  economy. 
In  order  to  obtain  the  best  results  in  our  Homes,  and  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
for  which  they  were  established,  we  must  be  able  to  command  quite  a  portion  of 
the  time  of  each  girl  daily.  To  spend  half  an  hour  or  an  hour  of  lime  in  rushing 
through  a  given  duty  of  sweeping,  or  dishwashing,  or  chamber  work,  or  cooking, 
with  the  feeling  that  this  is  perfunctory  while  the  study  of  books  is  the  real  and 
important  work  that  must  be  thoroughly  done,  must  cause  careless,  shirking  habits 
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lat  are  incompatible  with  neatness,  and  orderly  methods  of  work.  What 
e  wish  to  secure  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  ii  the  feeling  that  our  Hornet  arc 
>t  intended  to  supplement  the  work  of  the  schools  by  affording  boarding  facili- 
..es  for  an  additional  number  of  girls,  but  as  departments  of  the  University, 
having  a  specific  work  to  be  done  in  the  line  of  Domes  tit  Economy,  which  requires 
a  given  number  of  hours  daily  for  its  accomplishment.  This  department,  while 
having  its  distinctive  work,  should  sustain  the  same  relation  to  the  University 
that  the  Theological,  the  Medical,  the  Agricultural,  and  other  manual  labor  i 
part  men ts  sustain.  , 

During  the  year  some  necessary  inside  finishing  and  painting  have  be 
ne  in  Simpson  Home,  a  laundry  and  woodshed  have  been  built,  a  well  h 
been  dug,  and  a  pump  placed  in  the  laundry  ;  and  a  lot  of  land  100  feet  front 
with  a  varying  depth,  owing  to  irregular  shape  in  the  rear,  has  been  enclosed 
with  a  fence.  Terms  have  not  been  agreed  on  for  the  land,  and  as  yet  we  have 
no  deed  therefor.  Miss  Santley  has  kept  the  house  open  a  part  of  the  lummc 
and  has  given  instruction  to  a  class  of  girls  from  the  town  in  domestic  work,  i 
eluding  the  canning  of  fruits  and  vegetables.  She  has  placed  in  store  a  supply 
of  these  canned  goods  for  the  use  of  the  family  the  coming  year,  which  will 
afford  a  most  valuable  variety  to  the  somewhat  monotonous  bill  of  fare  a  ' 
tofore  provided.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  Conferenci 
recently  held,  a  resolution  was  passed  heartily  indorsing  Miss  Saotley's  manage- 
ment for  the  year,  and  it  was  ordered  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  sent  to  the  Home. 
Greensboro,  M,  C. 
The  year  has  been  a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  one  to  the  family  in  Kent 
Home  at  Greensboro.  A  sufficient  amount  of  time  has  been  secured  to  the  girls 
for  domestic  work  under  the  efficient  and  motherly  care  of  Ihe  Matron,  Mrs. 
Snow.  They  have  been  taught  sewing  and  plain  dress-making,  and  some  of 
them  wish  to  learn  systematic  dress-making. 

A  petition,  signed  by  leading  colored  citizens  of  Greensboro,  both  men  and 
women,  was  sent  to   the  ladies  of  Troy  Conference,  who  have  this   Home  in 
charge,  asking  (hat  a  competent  dress-maker  be  sent  to  the  Home,  who  could 
teach  the  trade  to  the  girls,  and   who  could   also  make  dresses  for  the  colored 
families  of  the   town.     The  statement   was  made  that  while  dress-makers  were 
unwilling  to  teach  the  trade  to  colored  girls,  and  that  well-to-do  colored  families 
living  in  the  town,  who  wished   to  have  fashionable  dress-making  done,  were 
obliged  lo  pay  exorbitant  prices  to  white  dressmakers.    They  therefore  petitioned  | 
the   Society  to   furnish  a  competent   dress-maker  for  the   Home,   staling  that 
they  believed  that  the  income  of  that  department  from  tuition,  and  from  outside 
patronage,  would  nearly  or  quite  pay  the  salary  of  the  teacher.      The  ladies  of  I 
Troy  were  anxious  to  grant  this  petition,  and   the  Executive   Board  sanctioned   I 
it.     A  competent  woman  has  been   found  and  approved,   and  she  has  already  | 
entered   upon   her  work  at   Kent   Home.     I  feel  sure  that   this  commendable 
effort  on  the  part  of  these  long-suffering  victims  of  race  prejudice  lo  have  their 
daughters  taught  this  most  necessary  trade  will  meet  with  your  wannest  approval, 
Charleston,  B.  G. 
The  conditions  of  Charleston  are  similar  to  those  of  last  year.      Miss  Belts  has   j 
been  successful  in  her  work  among  the  colored  people,  and  has  continued  it  on   - 
the  same  lines.     An  appropriation  was  granted  us  to  open  work  among  the  poor  i 
white  people  of  that  city  and  vicinity,   but  a  competent  woman  could  not  be   I 
obtained  before  the  season  was  so  far  advanced  that  it  was  thought  not  wise  lo  • 
send  her.      This  year  it  is  proposed  lo  transfer  Miss  Betts  to  the  white  work,  and    I 
send  a  second  missionary  to  carry  on  the  colored   work  which  she  has  inaugur-  , 
ated.      The  appropriation  asked  for  John's  Island  was  not  used,  as  Ihe  conditions  | 
could  not  be  readily  met.      I   greatly    desired   that   an    appropriation   should   be  i 
made  this  year  which  could  be  used,  under  Miss  Belts'  supervision,   to  help  the  ' 
poor  people  of  that  island  in  their   desire   for   industrial   and   missionary    help.   | 
Bui  owing  to  ihe  imperative  demand  for  the  strengthening  and  extension  of  the 
work  we  already  have  in  hand  this  appropriation  was  '     '  ' 


tp  that  school  last  year  who  devoted  her  entire  time  lo  her  department.  She 
had  over  one  hundred  girls  in  her  sewing  classes  from  day  lo  day  ;  and  a  most 
gratifying  as  well  as  touching  feature  of  her  work  was  that  many  mothers  from 
the  town  came  to  her,  and  begged  to  be  taught  how  to  cut  and  fit  plain  gar- 
ments for  their  families.  The  work  accomplished  has  been  very  gratifying,  and 
yet  it  has  been  done  under  difficulties  for  want  of  room  and  proper  facilities. 
The  buildings  now  there  are  already  over-crowded  with  students,  and  the  need 
for  our  Home  has  became  very  urgent. 

The  ladies  of  the  New  Jersey  Conference  for  the  past  two  years  have  con- 
tributed to  this  special  work,  and,  could  they  have  been  allowed  to  use  their 
membership  dues,  would  now  have  had  fully  half  the  amount  needed.  Upper 
Iowa  Conference  would  have  undertaken  to  raise  $1,000,  and  thus  have  the 
privilege  of  naming  the  Home  if  if"  could  have  been  allowed  to  use  member- 
ship dues  for  this  purpose  ;  but  so  great  is  the  tendency  in  the  Society  at  lame 
to  undertake  special  work,  and  thus  to  draw  money  into  special  funds  to  the 
neglect  of  the  General  Fund  ;  and  so  great  are  the  calls  upon  the  General  Fund 
for  sustaining  the  general  work,  thai  the  Executive  Board  has  been  compelled  to 
require  that,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  all  member- 
ship dues  be  paid  into  the  General  Fund,  and  that  all  special  work  be  carried  on 
by  money  raised  expressly  for  such  work.  I  most  earnestly  hope  that  in  select- 
ing your  work  for  your  Conference  Societies  this  year  you  will  all  take  a  share 
in  Morristown  Home,  so  that  the  remainder  of  the  sum  necessary  to  build  the 
Home  may  .be  raised,  and  the  building  completed  during  the  year.  At  no 
point  is  there  a  greater  need  than  here.

You  will  recall  that  last  year  there  was  an  appropriation  made  for  an  in- 
dustrial teacher  to  be  sent  to  Sumter  on  condition  that  the  people  of  that  place 
should  build  and  make  ready  a  school-building  for  this  purpose.  During  the 
year  the  house  has  been  built,  and  a  school-room  of  good  sue  is  now  completed 
and  ready  for  use.  It  is  proposed  by  the  people  there,  as  soon  as  it  can  be 
done,  to  add  rooms  in  which  the  teacher  can  live,  and  be  able  to  give  some 
practical  lessons  in  simple  cooking  and  housekeeping,  in  addition  to  the  daily  in- 
struction in  sewing  in  all  its  departments,  and  in  moral  and  religious  duties.  Miss 
S.  E.  Thornborough  of  Ohio  has  been  appointed  Industrial  Teacher  and  Mission- 
ary at  Sumter,  and  will  soon  go  to  her  work.  As  the  people  there  also  desire 
to  have  their  daughters  taught  the  elementary  and  grammar  school  branches, 
and  think  the  tuition  will  support  the  teacher,  I  have  asked  an  appropriation 
for  an  additional  teacher,  conditioned  upon  the  amount  being  raised  by  them 
for  this  purpose. 

AsHevIIle,  H.  C. 

The  work  at  Ashevillc  has  been  developed,  and  placed  on  a  good  founda- 
tion through  the  efficient  management  of  those  having  it  in  charge.  From 
most-unpromising,  rude,  and  untrained  pupils  in  the  beginning,  a  very  orderly, 
well-disciplined,  and  studious  school , was  evolved,  and  very  commendable  and 
satisfactory  progress  was  made  in  study.  The  following  items  from  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent  are  of  interest :  "  Beginning  with  an  enrollment  of  5  the  first 
day  the  total  number  enrolled  at  the  end  of  one  month  was  93  ;  each  month 
added  to  the  number,  till  in  May  243  had  been  enrolled.  After  this  no  more 
were  admitted,  though  many  applied.  Number  of  boys  enrolled,  98  ;  girls,  145. 
Their  ages  ranged  from  6  years  to  58.  Five  former  teachers,  and  two  preach- 
ers were  enrolled;  twelve  married  women,  two  of  them  grandmothers,  were 
enrolled.  Some  of  the  scholars  walked  daily  long  distances  over  t)ie  mount- 
ains." The  excellent  Christian  instruction  and  prayerful  seed  sowing  early 
bore   fruit.

The  lot  we  now  own  is  not  large  j 
enough  for  us  to  build  an  Industrial  Home  in  addition  to  the  buildings  already 
there.     Rev.  Mr.  Pease,  who  donated  the  property  to  us,  was  so  well  pleased 
with  the  school,  and  so  impressed  with  the  need  for  the  Home   that  early  id 
the  summer  he  proposed  to  buy  an  adjoining  lot  at  a  cost  of  $2,100,  and  donate  1 
it  to  the  Society,  on  which  the  Home  could,  be  built,   and  such  other  buildings  [ 
as  the  Industrial  department  may  require  from  time  to  time.     When  he  was  j 
about  to  make  the  contract  some   uncertainty  was   found  to  exist  in    regard  to  I 
the  title  of  the  land,  and  the  purchase  was  deferred  until  the  facts  could  be  at-  , 
certaineil.

As  it  was  expected  that  the  amount  1 
neressary  to  finish  the  building  would  all,  or  nearly  all,  be  in  hand  by  the  time  ! 
of  this  Annual  Meeting,  the  members  of  that  Conference  Board  had  signified,  ' 
through  their  Secretary,  their  desire  and  intention  to  come  regularly  into  the 
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work,  and  conform  to  the  same  rules  as  the  other  Conferences  do,  viz:  to 
their  membership  dues  to  the  General  Fund,  and  all  other  money  to  such  special 
funds  is  they  may  indicate,  that  it  may  be  appropriated  therefrom  as  they  may 
desire,  and  as  shall  be  approved  by  this  body.  But,  as  there  is  still  need  for 
several  hundred  dollars  to  complete  the  building,  and  for  quite  an  additional 
sum  to  thoroughly  furnish  and  equip  it,  the  auxiliaries  would  still  be  held  for 
some  time  to  this  special  work,  and  thus  the  thorough  completion  of  the  Home 
would  be  delayed. 

Quite  recently  a  lady  who  lived  within  the  bounds  of  that  Conference  has 
died,  and  left  by  will  $2,000  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society ;  and  the 
ladies  of  that  Conference,  feeling  the  burden  of  the  work  upon  them,  especially 
since  a  larger  amount  will  be  needed  to  complete  it  than  was  at  first  estimated, . 
have  united  to  ask  that  they  may  have  enough  of  this  bequest  to  complete  and 
furnish  the  Home.  By  assisting  them  to  complete  their  Home  immediately  they 
will  be  enabled  to  enter  at  owe  upon  the  more  general  work  of  the  Society, 
whereby,  it  is  hoped,  new  enthusiasm  and  efforts  will  be  aroused.  1  therefore 
recommend  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  appropriated  from  this  bequest  to  finish  and 
furnish  the  Home  on  the  plan  already  approved  by  the  Society,  and  in  accord' 
ance  with  which  ■  the  Home  is  now  being  built,  the  amount  to  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  presented  to  you  in  itemized  form  for  your 
approval.  This  generous  act  on  your  part  will  lift  a  burden  off  that  Society 
which  is  heavier  than  it  can  well  bear,  and  will  enable  it,  in  turn,  to  help  bear 
the  burdens  that  rest  upon  you  for  the  ensuing  year.  '•  Bear  ye  one  another* 
burdens,  and  so  fulfill  the  law  of  Christ."

Our  Woman's  Home  Mission- 
ary Society,  co-operating  with  these  schools,  exerts  an  untold  beneficial  and 
Christian  influence  over  the  hearts  and  lives  of  those  who  seek  our  industrial 
training.  As  we  review  our  field  we  recognize  with  gratitude  the  Providence 
of  God  in  our  prosperity.  He  has  lovingly  and  graciously  upheld  us.  In  our 
perplexities  he  has  been  ourwisdom.  In  our  weakness  he  has  been  our  strength, 
while  each  hope,  each  toil  have  been  interwoven  with  blessings. 

Little    Rock. 

The  New  Adeline  Smith  Iniiistriai,  Home  at  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  was 
dedicated  on  the  seventh  of  March,  18S8.  A  number  of  prominent  ministers 
were  present  on  the  occasion,  imposing  services  were  held,  and  since,  the  Home 
has  been  progressing  under  the  most  favorable  auspices.  The  revered  benefac- 
tress of  this  Home  has  not  only  perfected  the  exterior  of  the  building  on  its 
attractive  location,  but  has  aimed  to  adapt  it  to  the  necessities  of  each  depart- 
ment of  our  industrial  work.  There  is  provision  in  the  building  for  twenty 
persons,  and  each  apartment  is  ample  and  complete  in  arrangement.  Various  aux- 
iliaries have  furnished  rooms  anew,  while  the  old  furniture  has  been  repaired. 
The  house  throughout  is  comfortable,  convenient  and  tasteful.  Each  girl  is  her 
own  seamstress,  and  does  sewing  of  all  kinds  also.  Printing  and  type-setting  are 
successfully  taught.  A  regular  system  of  cooking  and  housekeeping  is  so 
organized  that  each  girl  falls  into  the  line  of  domestic  duty  and  industry. 

The  pious  examples  and  religious  teachings  of  the  Superintendent,  Miss*]E. 
H.  Mcintosh,  and  her'  assistant,  Miss  A.  Wood,  have  in  the  past  year  resulted 
in  the  conversion  of  every  pupil.  Prayer  meetings,  Sunday  Schoolsjtemperance 
and  missionary  meetings  have  been  regularly  held  in  the  Home,  all  of  which 
have  been   of  great  assistance  to  the  spiritual  training  of  the  household.     We 
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rejoice  as  we  contemplate  ihe  opportunities  for  the  future  usefulness  of  ibis 
Home.  Many  dark  listers  have  already  gone  from  its  walls  as  bright  lights  id 
scatter  knowledge,  religion,  industry  and  sunshine  through  the  cabin  homes  of  j 
their  South  land,  cherishing  with  grateful  recollection  memories  of  the  venerible 
'     ior,  whose  name  to  them  will  ever  be  "  blessed."  . 

An  earnest  plea  come*  to  us  from  Utile  Rock  in  behalf  of  the  illiterate 
ite  girls  of  the  South.  There  are  many  of  our  ministers  who  cannot  afford  to 
educate  the.ir  daughters,  and  hove  no  way  or  means  to  give  them  the  indnstraJ 
training  so  helpful  to  women.  A  lot  near  the  University  has  been  proffered  our 
Society  on  satisfactory  terms,  and  much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  project  of 
building  an  Industrial  Home.  In  many  sections  we  find  only  sympathy  for  the 
poor  white  girls,  and  from  among  these  we  have  pledges  amounting  to  five 
hundred  dollars  in  behalf  of  this  Home.  After  examining  the  situation  closely, 
and  comprehending  the  great  need  of  extending  our  efforts  in  this  direction,  we 
recommend  that  an  Industrial  Home  for  illiterate  white  girls  be  erected  at  Little 
Rock,  to  be  named  the  Ritter  Industrial  Home. 

Holly    Spring*. 

THB  E.  L.  Rust  Home  at  Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  is  most  successfully  prov- 
ing the  advantages  of  Christianity  and  education  to  colored  women.  Mast  of 
the  girls  who  enter  this  Home  are  painfully  ignorant,  having  never  sat  at  a  (  " 
or  used  a  knife  or  fork ;  but  they  are  very  ambitious  and  imitatjve,  and  it  1 
them  but  a  short  time  to  acquire  good  habits  and  learn  to  conform  lo  the  rules 
of  the  Home.  Many  of  them  regard  labor  as  degrading,  and  think  if  they  ire 
educated  they  need  not  work.  They  associate  work  with  slavery.  With  their 
false  ideas  of  what  is  noble  and  womanly  how  great  the  necessity  of  combining 
industry  with  their  school  duties.  Stimc  of  the  pupils  go  out  into  five  States  to 
teach — Alabama,  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  Arkansas  and  Louisiana — with  an  earn' 
'  desire  to  lift  their  people  to  a  higher  plane. 

Emma  Ganet,  an  attractive  young  girl  of  sixteen  years,  promised  before 
leaving  school  last  spring  to  give  Ihree  Hollars  toward  a  new  Rust  Hall.  """ 
returned  ready  to  meet  the  obligation,  saying,  as  she  handed  the  money  to 
President,  that  she  had  picked  cotton  for  it.  Besides,  she  had  washed  and  ironed  , 
all  summer  to  provide  herself  suitable  clothing  for  school.  Surely  such  girls 
need  help  and  encouragement.  Sewing  is  successfully  taught  by  Miss  Lindsay,  ' 
and  she  sends  an  earnest  request  for  a  new  or  second-hand  sewing  machine.  She  ! 
also  begs  to  solicit  material  for  sewing.  1-adies  desiring  plain  sewing  doneor 
stamped  table  linen,  napkins,  or  towels  embroidered,  can  have  them  cheaply  and 
neatly  done  by  sending  them  to  the  E.  L.  Rust  Home  at  Holly  Springs.  Apron- 
will  be  made  free  of  charge,  for  the  sake  of  furnishing  employment  for  the  girl-. 
All  the  industries  are  taught,  and  no  girl  leaves  the  Home  without  having!  ! 
good  knowledge  of  cooking  and  housekeeping.  The  average  number  of  girls  is 
eighteen,  and  with  so  large  a  family  and  in  such  limited  quarters,  the  system, 
method,  order  and  punctually  arc  remarkable.  Nothing  is  left  undone  by  our 
Superintendents,  Miss  Johnson  and  Miss  Lindsay,  to  accomplish  the  grand  pur-  I 
poses  of  our  mission,  realizing  as  they  do,  that  they  are  helping  to  save  the  souls 
of  those  uncouth,  ignorant  girls  who  seek  their  care,  and  to  build  lives  which  will  j 
some  day  lie  stones  in  a  great  temple,  jewels  in  a  glorious  crown.

Report  from  Bare  an  for  Texas, 

The  report  of  the  Bureau  for  Texas  is  not  so  gratifying  as  we  could  desire, 
and  we  should  be  full  of  discouragement  were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  in  his  own 
good  time  the  Lord  will  open  the  way  for  the  work  which  he  desires  to  be  done. 
We  are  more  than  ever  convinced  that  there  is  a  great  work  to  be  done  in  Texas. 
The  field  is  large,  and  as  soon  as  our  Society  is  able  to  enter  it  and  take  possession 
the  results  must  be  great.  Just  after  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  was 
written,  the  sad  news  came  of  the  death  of  our  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
West  Texas  Conference,  Mrs.  Richardson.  This  was  a  great  blow  to  the  wa  ' 
and  the  societies  which  she  had  organized  and  faithfully  watched  over  s. 
languished,  so  that  Mrs.  L.  A.  Westbrooks,  who  was  appointed  Conference  Secre- 
tary, found  it  necessary  to  reorganize  many  of  them.  She  has  been  quite  successful 
in  this,  as  well  as  in  organizing  new  societies.  Mrs.  Westbrooks  is  an  active, 
earnest  worker,  and  is  doing  all  that  she  can  to  help  on  the  enterprise. 
Harrlaburg. 

The  work  at  Harrisburg,  in  the  Texas  Conference,  under  the  care  of  Mrs. 


meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  nearly  a  year  ago,  the  following    resolution  was 
offered :     "That  we  request  the  Secretary  of  the  Texas  Bureau  to  secure  from 
Mrs.  Howells  a  transfer  of  her  school  to  our  Society,  with  the  title  of  the  land, 
bringing  her  work  into  our  regular  lines."     This  request  was  communicated  to 
Mrs.  Howells,  who,  after  some  length  of  time  had  elapsed,  replied  that   matters 
were  in  too  complex  a  state  for  this  to  be   done   at  present.     At   a  subsequ< 
meeting  of  the  ladies  the  Board  decided  not  to  have  the  transfer  made,  as  t 
conditions  had  not  been  met.     Mrs.  Howells,  who  has  charge  of  the  work,  a 
Rev.  Carson  Moore,  from  whom  the  land  had  been  purchased,  were  apprised  of 
this.      Mr.  Moore  afterward  sent  the  deed  for  five  acres  of  the  land.      A  Commit- 
tee,  consisting  of  Mrs.   Willing  and   Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark,  has  been  appointed  to 
investigate  this  work,  and  it  is  hoped   some  satisfactory  arrangements  may  be 

MarsliaM. 

The  Industrial  Home  at  Marshall,  in  connection  with  Wiley  University,  has 
not  yet  been  built,  and  much  disappointment  has  been  caused  by  this  delay,  as 
it  is  confidently  believed  that  there  is  no  location  in  connection  with  our  work 
where  such  a  Home  is  more  needed.  Wiley  University  is  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition ;   "  it  is  attended  by  increasing  numbers,  has  enlarging  plans,  and,  under 
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it*  present  efficient  management,  gives  increasing  promise  of  thorough  work  ia 
consider  ably  extended  directions."  The  girls  connected  with  it  u  pupils  an 
eager  for  the  training  which  they  can  secure  only  in  air  Industrial  Home.  Tin 
President  of  the  University  strongly  urges  it  as  a  great  need  and  will  aid  to  the 
extent  of  his  power  in  the  enterprise.  An  appropriation  for  this  Home  has  been 
made  for  two  years,  conditionally.  We  hope  this  appropriation  may  be  nude 
utuimditiatusl  at  the  approaching  Annual  Meeting. 
El    Paso. 

At  the  April  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  on  request  of  Mrs.  Willing. 
Secretary  of  the  Bureau  for  New  Mexico,  Miss  Mary  E.  Sanborne  was  transferred 
from  Tiptonville  to  El  Paso,  it  having  been  found  impracticable  to  snstsini 
teacher  at  Tiptonville.  This  transfer  toolt  her  from  the  Bureau  for  New  Mtiico 
and  placed  her  in  the  Bureau  for  Texas,  her  work  to  be  among  the  Spanish. 
Miss  Sanborne  has  been  very  ill  ever  since  this  transfer  was  made,  and  she  ta 
not  able  to  go  to  El  Paso.  She  has  been  furnished  money  for  a  return  ticket,  is 
her  health  will  probably  not  permit  her  to  continue  her  missionary  work. 

We  recommend  that  another  missionary  be  appointed  to  El  Paso.  This 
seems  to  be  a  good  point  for  our  work,  as  there  are  no  schools  of  any  kind  for  tic 
Mexicans,  except  Catholic.  Out  of  a  population  of  ten  thousand  three  thousand 
are  Mexicans,  and  there  is  a  large  Mexican  population  in  adjoining  towns. 

Requests  have  come  from  two  young  girls  during  the  past  year  for  lid  lo 
attend  school,  in  order  that  they  may  be  better  fitted  for  teachers  or  missionaries, 
We  recommend  that  they  be  aided  from  the  Beneficiary  Fund.

Romanism.     Mrs.  Torres  is  doing  good  work  as   a   Bible  Reader  at    Espanola, 


and  Mrs.. Chavez,  at  Peralta. 

Our  Industrial  School  at  Albuquerque  is  in  a  rented  house,  and  under  the  cart 
of  Mrs.  Norton.  She  and  Miss  Brimmer  have  been  tireless  in  their  efforts  lo 
establish  a  school,  but  in  that  Roman  Catholic  Territory  the  odds  are  againsl  ' 
them.  A  large  "  Sisters"  school  and  a  Jesuit  convent,  a  short  distance  from 
them,  make  it  extremely  difficult  to  hold  their  scholars.  The  coming  year  we 
must  increase  the  number  of  their  beneficiaries,  and  build  their  Home. 

In  September  Miss  Brimmer  went  to  Las  Vegas  to  open  Our  work  there. 
We  must  build  our  Industrial  School  in  that  city  this  year.  We  hope  the  field 
will  prove  less  difficult  than  Albuquerque.  Miss  Sanborne  began  work  in  Tip- 
tonville; but  your  Secretary  found  thai  Ihere  are  only  about  five  hundred  Mexi- 
cans there,  and  they  are  under  the  control  of  a  bigoted  Romanist ;  so  the  Board 
transferred  her  to  the  Texas  Bureau,  and  stationed  her  in  El  Paso.  Her  health 
failed,  and  she  was  released  from  her  obligation  to  the  Society. 

A  visit  to  the  Navajo  Reservation  convinced  your  Secretary  that  it  is  not 
safe  to  send  ladies  alone  to  that  tribe.  They  are  noble  and  spirited  Indians, 
displaying  marvelous  mechanical  ingenuity.  If  we  can  induce  the  general 
Missionary  Society  to  open  a  school  amonj;  them,  we  must  begin  work  at  once. 
There  are  nineteen  thousand  of  them,  and  they  have  not  a  single  religions 
teacher  except  their  own  "  medicine  men." 

Among  the  Jicorilla  Apaches  there  is  what  Captain  Wiliton,  a  special 
Indian  Agenl,  whom  I  met  at  Fort  Defiance,  calls  "the  best  opening  for  an 
Indian    School   in  the  United  States."     There  are  176  children  between  six  and 
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sixteen  years  of  age,  whose  parents  are  under  contract  to  put  them  in  school.  I 
found  that  of  the  large  appropriation  made  by  the  Government  for  Indian 
education  the  Catholics  hive  about  one-half.  I  went  to  Washington  in  May, 
and  the  Indian  Commissioner  agreed  to  give  us  a  grant  of  eighty  acres,  upon 
whicb  to  build  our  school,  one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  a  year  for  each  board- 
ing pupil,  and  thirty  dollars  for  each  day  scholar.  If  we  can  get  an  average  of 
"S  of  their  92  girls  in  our  school,  we  can  draw  on  the  Government  for  over 
.  B,ooo  a  year  for  its  support.  Two  superior  ladies  who  have  been  for  some  time 
in  the  Ramona  Indian  School  in  Sante  Fe  have  gone  to  the  headquarters  of  the 
Dnlce  Reservation  to  gather  the  girls  together,  and  to  oversee  the  building. 

We  hope  during  the  coming  year  to  do  something  for  the  Indians  and 
iiicans  in  Arizona.  Jennie  Fowlee  Willing,  Stcrttary. 


Report  from  Bureau  for  Mormons. 

I  regret  that  I  am  not  able  to  give  a  report  of  the  work  done  this  year  by 
the  Secretary  of  this  Bureau,  Mrs.  S.  W.  Thomson,  who  has  been  compelled  to 
resign  on  account  of  sickness  in  her  family.  She  has  been  indefatigable  in  her 
pleading  and  in  her  labors  for  the  deluded  and  enslaved  Mormon  women. 
To-day  she  is  praying  that  you  may  appropriate  the  amount  that  she  thinks 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  in  Utah.  She  is  modest  in 
her  request,  but  strong  in  faith.  Any  failure  to  secure  this  appropriation  will 
reflect  on  her  successor  for  the  last  three  months.  We  realize  that  the  work  it 
not  ours,  but  yours  ;  we  are  your  servants  for  Christ's  sake.  It  is  for  us  to  bring 
the  needs  of  this  work  before  you,  and  you  cannot  fail  to  see  the  importance  of 
it.  As  the  work  of  this  Society  is  by  woman  for  woman,  to  bring  her  to  Christ, 
and  as  we  have  entered  this  open  door  that  God  in  his  providence  has  so  widely 
opened,  let  us  see  10  il  that  we  improve  each  opportunity  to  possess  every  foot 
of  land  for  him  to  whom  shall  be  given  "the  heathen  for  his  inheritance  and  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  his  possession."  Is  not  the  territory  of  Utah  to  be 
His? 

Bishop  Fowler  once  said  that  no  zenana  in  India  was  darker  and  more  de- 
graded than  these  harems  of  Mormonism  in  this  Christian  nation.  I  remember 
listening  to  a  word  picture  presented  by  Mrs.  Chandler,  in  which  she  showed 
that  a  little  instrument  called  the  needle  had  unlocked  the  zenana  in  India. 
Shall  it  not  be  used  in  Utah  with  the  same  effect  ?  If  you  could  read  the  reports 
of  our  missionaries  you  would  see  that  God  is  blessing  that  same  instrument 
there,  and  by  it  reaching  the  hearts  of  the  motherhood  of  Mormonism.  Will 
we  not  multiply  these  Industrial  Schools  where  the  consecrated  needle  can  be  as 
successful  as  rams'  horns  in  pulling  down  the  walls  of  sin  and  iniquity. 

Allow  me  just  here  to  quote  from  a  tetter  of  one  of  our  missionaries,  which 
eceived  a  few  days  ago  i 

"There  is  a  widow  here  that  had  three  children  in  school  last  year.  She 
was  very  destitute,  and  I  bought  books  and  shoes  for  the  children,  and  gave  them 
their  dinner  every  day  from  January  until  the  close  of  school ;  but  this  summer 
the  Mormons  persuaded  her  to  be  baptized,  and  now  they  have  taken  her  chil- 
dren. There  is  another  family  that  sends  six  to  our  school,  and  since  last  Janu- 
ary two  grown  daughters,  a  grandchild,  and  the  man's  mother  have  been  buried, 
and  at  such  times  of  sorrow  the  Mormons  try  |o  take  advantage  of  the  people. 
They  have  tried  every  possible  way  to  get  this  man  to  take  his  children  out  of 
our  school.  They  tell  him  the  reason  he  has  so  much  trouble  is  because  he  has 
apostatized  from  the  Mormon  faith  ;  but  they  have  not  succeeded  in  getting  him 
back.  His  father  lived  in  polygamy,  had  seven  wives  and  fifty  children,  so  be 
knows  to  the  fullest  extent  what  Mormonism  means.  I  have  two  new  pupils 
right  out  of  a  Mormon  family,  and  they  come  to  Sabbath  School  also,  which  is 
a  victory  gained  ;  for  very  often  we  can  get  them  to  day  school,  but  they  go  to 
the  Mormon  Sunday  School.     Children  coming  to  our  school  suffer  persecution, 
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and  have  already  had  many  healings  from  the  Mormon  children  whoa 
they  meet  on  the  street,  and  the  Mormon  children  will  ask  my  scholars  if  thq 
have  been  out  '  hunting  Jesus.'  The  Mormon  children  call  these  girls'  mothu 
■  the  Methodist  Squaw,'  but  still  the  work  goes  on." 

Can  we  resist  such  pleadings  as  these,  and  cast  them  from  us  as  though  it 
had  done  alt  we  could  to  relieve  the  sufferings  and  distress  of  those  women  mi 
children.  Among  the  implements  which  Bishop  Fowler,  in  his  sermon  on  "lie 
Baptism  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  put  so  much  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  into  were  lit 
hammer  and  the  anvil,  the  plane  and  the  chisel,  the  washboard  and  the  needle 
He  wanted  the  carpenter  to  know  that  he  has  something  to  do  in  the  redemption 
of  the  world  for  the  "carpenter's  son,"  and  the  washwoman  to  have  some  thing  to 
'    in  the  "washing  away  of  the  sins"  of  this  world. 

Let  us  all  realize  that  God  has  honored   us  in   making   us  co-laborers  wi 
n  in  the  redemption  of  Utah  for  Christ.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Indians. 

Were  we  to  enter  upon  the  history  of  Indian  Protestant  Missions,  1  think  ire 

>uld  begin  in  New  England  with  those  names  venerated   for  their  Christ-like 

devotion  to  the  dreaded  and  vanishing  Indian.      But  our  business  to-day  i»  no: 

with  past  history,  but  with  the  work  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has 

entered  upon  and  projected  during  the  last  three  years. 

The  Pawnee*,  Poncas  and  Otoes  of  Indian  Territory  were  handed  over  to  ui 
by  the  Woman's  Indian  Association.  The  Pawnees  were  once  a  large  and 
powerful  tribe  in  Nebraska,  removed  by  the  Government  to  Indian  Termor;, 
and  were  the  first  western  tribe,  I  think,  to  whom  missionaries  were  sent.  The 
Congregational  ists  sent  missionaries  to  them  in  1835,  when  Nebraska  mis  an 
unknown  wilderness.  Frequent  removals  discouraged  missions,  and  we  found 
them  in  1886  without  the  Gospel. 

We  furnished  our  missionary  with  a  small  house  and  barn,  and  a  pony.    She 
immediately   began   visiting   the  Indians  in  their  cabins  and  tepees.     She  found 
one  of  the  eleven  chiefs  sitting  in  his  tepee  door,  dressed  in  a  suit  of  unbleached 
cotton— a  sacque  and  a  sort  of  overskirt  trimmed  with  red,  and  a  soft  hat  adorned 
with  a  feather    from  a  goose's  wing.      Everywhere  she  was  received  warmly,  all  I 
begging  her  to  stay  forever — "  heap  of  slay."     -She  gave  them  lessons  on  the 
Israetitish  tribes,  which  they  Were -quick  to  apply  to  themselves.      She  broke  Dp  i 
their  heathen  dances,  held  on  the  Sabbath  10  entertain  the  whites.      She  insisted  ; 
they  must  not  sell  their  daughters  in  marriage,  and   had  permission  from  the  j 
Bishop   to  marry    in  some   religious   form.     She  had  her  house  full  of  women 
learning  to  sew  twice  a  week.     They  were  very  proud  of  these  garments,  which,  I 
though  made  for  underwear,  with  great  neatness  and  the  exactness  characteristic 
of  the  Indian,  they  insisted  cm  putting  outside  their  clothes  and  then  promenading 
the  agency  with  all  the  assurance  of  a  civilized  belle.     These  people  were  deeply 
interested  in  the  word  of  God  as  affecting  their  prosperity.      The  mission!       "" 
presenting  a  copy  of  the  Bible  to  the  tribe,  invited  the  principal  chief  to  n 
speech.      (An  Indian  is  always  ready  to  make  a  speech.)      He  held  up  the  Bible, 
and  uith    tears  running  down    his  cheeks,  told  his  people  to  do  what  that  book 
said,  "  to  keep  Sunday  still  "  (not  dancing,  etc;),  and  so  the  Great   Spirit  would 
stand  by  and  help  them.      During  the  last  year  a  large,  line  Bible  has  been  pre-  j 
sentcd    to  this    tribe   by  a  genlleman  of   Philadelphia,  of  which    they   are  ver 
proud.     This   Mission  "is  in  the   hands  of  the  Philadelphia  Conference.    Th 
missionary,  Mis'.  Beard,  ha.  continued  the  >c*wing  school  the  past  year,  has  it' 
ited  over  the  reservation,  had  a  Sabbath  School,  and  held  Sabbath  services. 

All  our  Indian  mi  .si  onirics  have  ponies,  as  the  Indians  are  scattered  o«e 
the  reservations.  They  vwt  them  and  teach  them  to  care  for  the  sick  with 
proper  food  and  medicine,  of  which  they  know  nothing.  The  missionary  it 
I'awnee  lately   married  a  young  Indian  couple  who  had  been  educated  at  one  » 
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our  Eastern  schools.  She  has  also  buried  the  dead.  They  have  warm  attach- 
its  to  each  other,  and  are  full  of  joy  when  l hey  bear  of  the  resurrection.  One 
>t  woman  walked  eleven  miles  to  be  assured  from  the  lips  of  the  missionary 
t  she  should  see  her  child  again.  The  Superintendent  of  our  Missions  in 
ion  Territory   promises  this  year  to  send  a  preacher  here  and  to  Ponca  and 

Otoe.     It  is  difficult  to  hold  them  together  without  the  help  of  a 


The  Otoes  are  very  few.     They  are  the  brightest  intellectually  of  the  three 
bes.     Government  has  a  good  school  with  religious  teachers,  so  that  we  have 
not  yet  felt  it  important  to  open  work  there;  but  the  North  Ohio  Conference  has 


it  supplies  to  the  school,  which  have  been  very  welcome  and  very  useful,  and 
the  Parent  Board  has  found  us  a  minister  for  them. 


We  received  this  work  from  the  ladies  of  Plymouth  Church,  Brooklyn,  who 
undertook  the  work  after  a  strong  appeal  from  Mr.  Beecher  and  Mrs.  Quinton. 
This  is  our  only  mission  located  on  a  railroad.  Troy  Conference  has  built  a 
comfortable  house  here,  in  which  Miss  Emma  Clark,  our  missionary,  now 
ies.  A  portion  of  the  land  alloted  to  us  is  being  fenced  off,  and  a  small  bam 
recently  been  built.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  fence  and  barn,  Miss  Clark's  pony 
away  soon  after  she  went  to  Ponca,  and  was  seen  no  more  for  many  weeks. 
i  was  during  the  heat  of  summer,  and  our  missionary  found  the  long  walks 
was  compelled  to  take  in  order  to  visit  the  Indians  a  great  tax  upon  her 
strength ;  but  she  did  not  lose  courage  or  faith  in  him  whose  powerful  hand  was 
upholding  her.  She  made  the  most  of  every  opportunity,  however  insignificant 
it  might  seem,  talking  with  the  Indians  and  the  children  whenever  she  met  them, 
.interesting  herself  in  whatever  interested  them,  anil  (hen  before  leaving  them 
laying  a  word  for  her  Master,  about  his  love  and  his  wonderful  atonement.  In 
a  short  time  Miss  Clark  had  so  won  the  respect  and  the  confidence  of  the  Indians 
that  when  one  of  their  tribe  died,  to  whom  she  had  tenderly  ministered  during 
his  long  sickness,  she  was  permitted  the  unusual  honor  of  being  allowed  to  offer 
rer  at  his  funeral.  The  heathen  rites  were  actually  suspended,  and  the  dusky 
riors  stood  in  silence  while  the  fair  young  girl  knelt  in  their  midst  and  pleaded 
for  the  blessing  of  the  God  of  nations! 

The  women  of  the  tribe  are  learning  to  regard  the  "  missionary  lady "  as 
their  friend  and  often  go  to  her  house  with  their  little  ones.  Miss  Clark  loves 
these  children,  and  as  she  talks  with  the  mothers  about  them,  she  tells  them  of 
the  Son  of  God,  born  in  a  manger, crucified  for  the  redemption  of  a  sinful  world. 
She  has  become  so  interested  in  this  people  that  she  desires  to  be  allowed  U 
remain  with  them  and  teach  them  the  way  of  salvation.  In  a  recent  letter  she 
175 :  "Oh,  please  all  pray  for  me.  You  Eastern  people  have  no  idea  of  this 
erplexirJg  Indian  question.  It  seems  as  though  I  must  go  to  you  and  tetl  you. 
ometimes  I  just  walk  the  floor  here  in  my  house  and  pray.  Yes,  walk  and  pray 
nd  talk  with  my  Heavenly  Father." 

Miss  Clark  has  recently  been  elected  to  the  office  of  Sunday  School  superin- 
tendent at  Ponca  Agency,  showing  that  she  has  won  the  esteem  and  respect  of 
the  white  people,  as  well  as  of  the  Indians. 

We  might   be  astonished  at  the   progress  our  missionary  has  made,  did  .._ 
)t  know  that  she  labors  for  him  who  has  said :  "  For  I  the  Lord  thy  God  will 
hold  thy  right  hand,  saying  unto  thee.  Fear  not ;  I  will  help  thee." 


[Osage  Indians.] 

We  have  long  been  earnestly  pressed  to  enter  this  field.  We  therefore  sent 
a  missionary  there  last  spring,  who  was  warmly  received  by  those  who  are  inclined 
to  Protestantism,  including  the  whites  and  agency  officials.  After  a  summer  of 
hardships  and  many  difficulties  the  way  opened  for  beginning  a  school.  A  small 
Mission  House  was  purchased  at  $650,  and  fifteen  boarders  were  received.  This 
was  at  the  earnest  request  of  some  of  the  principal  Indians.     Most  of  these  chil- 
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dren  will  be  clothed  by  their  parents. 
The  field  was  large,  but  there  were  many  kind  ranees.     There  were  difficulties  i 
Washington.     We  would  think  ourselves  ready  to  proceed,  and  then  were 
fronted  by  some  new  trial. 

All  concerned  were  much  in  prayer.  Our  eyes  were  unto  the  Lord, 
nidnight  we  rose  to  inquire.  There  were  many  scholars  for  us,  but  no  mc 
or  a  school.  We  had  one  Mission  House,  costing  $650,  which 
dale  ten  boarders  1  hut  how  should  we  feed  them  and  meet  all  expenses?  lor 
months  we  had  been  looking  to  Washington,  having  been  promised  a  certtii 
sum  for  each  pupil's  support.  We  were  delayed  from  time  to  time,  until  we  fdt 
our  request  would  never  be  granted.  But  we  began  this  school,  and  they  were 
a  happy  and  orderly  little  hand;  but  how  should  we  support  them?  We  sought 
the  Lord  more  earnestly.  There  were  prayers  in  the  field,  and  prayers  in  the 
Bureau,  and  prayers  in  Washington.  Mrs.  Ex-Secretary  Teller  was  our  tireles* 
friend  at  court.  She  went  from  one  official  to  another.  She  got  promises,  bet 
they  were  not  fulfilled.  She  did  not  falter.  Under  God,  we  owe  her  much.  As 
soon  as  Mr.  Oberly  was  confirmed  as  Indian  Commissioner  she  flew  to  him.  tic 
said,  "Yes,  I  am  happy  and  proud  to  be  the  first  to  grant  this  favor  to  the 
Methodist  women."  A  week  lost  Saturday,  while  we  waited  in  a  cloud  of  dark- 
is  and  hope,  there  came  a  letter  post-marked  Washington.  I  opened  it.  and 
s.  Teller  said;  "Rejoice;  lam  singing  the  Doxology.  The  contracts  foi 
,  nr  annuities  for  Osages  are  on  the  way."  And  they  came,  and  I  read,  "J«5 
per  capita  for  year  of  nine  months  "  ;  and  so  all  alone  I,  too,  sung  the  Doxology. 

Two  teachers  and  a  matron  will  be  employed  in  the  school,  releasing  out 
missionary  for  visiting  through  the  tribe.  The  usual  English  branches  will  be 
'aught;  instruction  in  the  Bible  and  in  sewing  and  housework 'will  be  given, 
fith  general  looking  up  of  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  people. 

The  Osage  nation  is  not  poor.  Government  holds  their  funds,  and  they 
yearly  receive  a  comfortable  support.  Judge  Rogers,  one  of  their  officers,  hat 
two  daughters  in  the  school,  and  is  very  kind.  He  has  a  good  house,  and  one 
Friday  look  the  whole  school  home  with  him.  The  Sabbath  proved  too  sionni 
to  go  out,  and  he  therefore  tried  in  his  Indian  way  to  teach  them  the  Bible 
Lesson,  and  did  it  well.  Nearly  all  Indians  gamble,  and  frequently  lose  their 
annuities  in  this  way ;  and  as  the  Catholic  priests  are  not  total  abstainers  they  arc 
addicted  also  to  drinking  spirits.  A  late  agent,  looking  upon  their  miserable 
mental  and  physical  condition,  said:  "How  rich,  but,  oh,  how  poor!''  Thtr 
desire  to  keep  their  children  with  them  ;  they  tenderly  love  them,  and  our  school 
being  like  the  Eastern  schools  will  be  patronized.  They  want  their  daughter* 
taught  all  that  relates  to  home  and  womanhood.  They  are  very  proud  of  any  bit 
of  fancy  work  they  may  learn,  and  look  with  pleasure  on  our  neat  table  and 
napkins,  "all  the  same  as  Washington,"  they  say.

Mrs.  L.  H.  Daggett,  with  an  able  Committee,  has  charge  of  this  mission. 
Early  in  the  fall  Mrs.  L.  A.  Morehouse,  M.  D.,  was  sent  to  this  field.  There  is 
also  a  minister  of  the  Parent  Board  laboring  there.  At  the  late  Annual  Meeting, 
a  lady,  Mrs.  Stickney  of  Albany,  gave  $1000  towards  building  a  Home  among 
this  tribe.  The  missionary  is  on  the  ground  and  the  Home  will  soon  be  erected, 
and  the  mission  known  as  the  "  Stickney  Home  and  Industrial  School. "  The 
Nootsachks  are  an  industrious  and  well  inclined  people,  and  the  mission  will  be 
valuable  to  our  church,  now  and  hereafter. 

All  over  our  West  the  whites  gather  at  Indian  agencies.  They  are  without 
the  Gospel,  and  this  gives  double  worth  10  our  Indian  missions.  The  Indian) 
ly  die  out,  but  every  Indian  mission  we  plant  will  be  a  future  stronghold  for 
r  country  and  for  Christ.  When  Bismarck  sent  the  Catholics  out  of  Berlin 
they  came  to  our  Western  Territories.  They  are  everywhere,  able,  learned  men, 
devotees  of  the  great  Roman  Church,  not  raising  up  an  educated  and  enlightened 
people  to  cover  our  West  and  he  a  future  strength,  but  a  people  who,  in  their 
hands,  kept  in  ignorance  will  outvote  free  thought,  free  schools  and  free  speech. 
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The  Indians  are  not  all  a  dying  race.  Many  of  them  are  accepting  life 
e  live,  and  are  prospering.  They  are  exact  in  handiwork,  they  are  just,  they 
re  eloquent.  If  they  must  vanish  let  us  still  help  them  to  the  best  life  with  o 
wisdom  and  our  love.  Tender  and  mellow  as  (he  Indian  summer  let  their  g 
ing  be  a  cuthanasy  made  beautiful  by  the  gospel  of  him  who  loves  the  r 
in  as  much  as  the  white. 

As  I  rode  to  this,  your  beautiful  New  England,  and   saw  your  valleys  ai 
li  bright  with  living  green,  and  clear  flowing  waters,  yet  so  wild,  I  thoug 
of  the  vanished  race  who  loved  and  owned  it  all  once. 

'iTheir  name  is  on  your  waters. 
Their  baptism  on  your  shores, 
Ye  cannot  wash  it  out." 
Gone  to  the  setting  sun,  though  late,  will  you  not  send  the  gospel  after  them  ? 
Your  churches  stand  on  land  that  was  theirs,  your  homes,  your  cities.      For  all 
this  glorious  land  they  have  received  nothing,   and  we  have  it.      In  how  many 
of  these  churches  are  collections  taken  to  send   the  gospel  to  these,  our  own 
people?     When  you  take  collections  for  China  and  India,  remember  the  Indians.

Bepoit  from  Bureau  for  Alaska, 

Again  we  have  to  report  our  Mission  in  Alaska  not  yet  opened,  a  fact  m 
disappointing  to  us  than  it  can  possibly  be  to  others.  That  the  reasons  for  slow 
;ress  may  be  better  understood,  we  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  two  great 
acles  in  our  way.  First,  the  fact  that  we  are  wholly  dependent  upon  the 
Government  for  our  teachers;  and  second,  the  great  distance  of  our  mission 
field,  in  point  of  time  for  receiving  answers  to  communications,  farther  than 
India,  and  with  no  degree  of  regularity  in  mails.  Belter  mail  service  i 
promised  (his  year,  but  not  furnished.  Dr.  Jackson  has  been  kept  in  Alaska  by 
the  Government,  so  nearly  all  information  from  Washington  must  come  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  public  press.  Watching  (he  proceedings  of 
Congress,  we  feared  just  what  has  proved  true:  Congress  adjourned  and  no  ap- 
propriation for  Alaska.      For  this  reason  we  have  not  felt   warranted   in  pressing 

a  have  the  Home  soon."     This  we  could  not  promise  and  left  the  money  for 
her  work.     This  action  will  account  for  any  seeming  inactivity   on  the  par(  of 
the  Bureau. 

The  long  delay  of  Government  has  led  us  to  feel  that  an  appeal  should  be 
made  to  the  Parent  Missionary  Society  a(  New  York  to  send  a  missionary  to 
Alaska,  whose  wife  could  take  charge  of  our  work,  on  the  same  conditions  as 
(hose  we  have  made  with  the  Government.  Notwithstanding  little  effort  has 
been  made  to  hasten  receipt*,  our  lines  have  been  laid  in  many  directions,  and  we 
have  encouraging  reports  of  deepening  and  widening  interest  in  Alaska.  Enquir- 
ies in  regard  (o  (he  proposed  work  and  voluntary  requests  for  autograph  hooks 
have  come  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  No  less  than  forty  shares  in  the  Jesse 
Let  Home  htnv  fieen  taken  by  Chinamen,   some  in  Chicago,  some  in  Boston. 

Only  to-day  a  letter  was  received  from  a  lady  in  the  far  West,  who  says  she

Many  touching  incidents  of  self-denial  on  the  part  of  donors  to  our  Memorial 
Home  have  come  (o  our  knowledge.  Among  others  a  lady  sen(  a  single  dollar, 
which  she  had  kept  over  15  years  as  a  keepsake  from  a  brother  v,ho  gave  his  life 
for  his  country  during  (he  war.  A  simple  statement  to  one  of  the  "elect  ladies" 
that  we  should  need  an  organ  for  our  Home  when  completed  brought  this  reply  : 
"I  read  your  letter  to  my  husbaod  and  he  said  he  would  give  you  an  Estey 
Chapel  Organ  when  you  are  ready  for  it."

At  L'MiA,  where  Mr.  Carr  anil  hi*  now  minted  wife  did  such  effective  work, 
the  people  have  built  themselves  a  school-house,  At  first  in  Alalia,  Mtilt  by  matrrtt. 
During  the  year  two  teachers,  selected  by  this  Bureau,  have  been  approved  kj 
the  Alaskan  Board  of  Education.  One  has  orders  to  go  to  Unga  by  the  first 
■he  Spring.     The  other  stands  ready  to  go  when  the  Government

Siece  of  Methodist  property  in  Alaska,  even  a  single  share  is  gladly  welcomed 
oin  any  person  wherever  located.  We  aim  for  10,000  share-holders.  Fifty  cents 
with  a  prayer  for  the  Home  from  each  ! 

We  cannot  close  our  report  without  thanking  all  the  kind  donors  for  their  .

Report  from  Bureau  of  Supplies. 

I  come  to  you  to-day  happy  in  the  thought  that  our  labors  have  not  been  ii 
vain ;  that  the  supplies  you  have  so  carefully  and  lovingly  prepared  ind 
sent  out  with  your  blessing  and  prayers  to  the  needy  and  desolate  homes  of  the 
frontier  have  carried  comfort  with  them,  and  have  caused  thanksgiving  and  joy 
to  spring  up  in  the  hearts  uf  those  who  have  received  them  ;  and,  I  doubt  not, 
your  own  lives  have  been  sweetened  by  the  blessing  that  accompanies  the  per. 
formanceof  such  kind  deeds  and  the  remembrance  of  Christ's  words  "Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  uf  the  least  uf  these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

Our  Western  field  has  been  unusually  dependent  this  year.  The  failure  of 
crops  for  three  successive  years  ha*  caused  great  destitution  among  tbe  people. 
The  settlements  are  new.  The  people  have  been  induced  to  leave  their  Eastern 
homes  that  they  might  secure  for  themselves  homes  in  this  country  where  land  it 
cheap,  and  tbe  future  growth  of  tbe  country  seems  to  promise  so  much  for  their 
families.  Having  entered  this  land,  in  order  to  retain  it,  they  must  remain  then. 
even  though  there  be  hardships  to  endure.  They  have  expended  the  littk 
means  brought  with  them  in  improving  the.  laud,  and  in  making  the  home  habit- 
able for  their  families.  Life  is  a  struggle  for  them  in  this  far-off  land.  The 
people  need  the  comforting  and  refining  influence  of  the  gospel  among  them- 
Their  children  must  have  Sabbath  School  privileges. 

Cultivated  and  relined  ministers,  with  a  love  for  souls,  are  found,  who  art 
willing  to  go  to  these  remote  places.  They  are  willing  to  receive  from  the  Churri 
and  the  people  such  remuneration  as  they  are  able  to  give.  The  highest  saline' 
received  range  from  four  to  live  hundred  dollars.  The  larger  number  reccin 
less  than  three  hundred,  while  some  of  these  ministers  receive  less  than  oat 
hundred  dollars.  Vet,  with  such  salaries  as  these,  with  large  circuits  and  lone, 
cold  rides  before  them,  they  fatter  not.  but  taking  their  wives  and  little  ones  [° 
to  these  outposts  of  our  /ion  that  they  may  preach  Jesus  to  the  people. 

It  has  heel)  a  great  satisfaction  10  you  and  to  me  to  be  able  to  supplement 
the  work  of  tbe  Church  and  I'arenl  Society  by  sendinj;  out  our  barrel"  "1"  -u[>plit- 
These  supplies,  as  a  rule,  have  n<it  been  of  an  inferior  or  "disgraceful"  quality,  *> 
Siime  would  have  us  think.  Von  know  with  what  care  and  solicitude  for  the  re- 
cipient, you  have  prepared  jvwr  barrel.  In  sending  out  such  vast  quantities  is 
we  do,  it  would  indeed  be  remarkable  did  no  mistake  occur.  So  that  if  a  liarrel 
suited  to  the  Indian  work,  or  to  a  frontier  settlement  by  some  mistake  may  k*« 
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1  «en  sent  to  a  minister's  home,  think  it  not  strange,  nor  grieve,  especially  when 
yon  learn  that  a  first-class  barret  was  immediately  dispatched  to  atone  for  the 
"scantiness  of  the  former  misscnt  one.  We  denl  with  all  kinds  of  people,  and 
•must  not  be  discouraged  by  criticism. 

I  have  received  since  my  arrival  in  Boston  a  letter  from  one  of  the  ministers 
upon  our  Western  frontier.  Il  is  the  same  old  story,  yet  this  time  a  fresh  recital 
of  it.  He  writes  as  follows:  "1  wish  you  could  know,  you,  and  your  co- 
laborers,  that  your  noble  work  of  sending  supplies  to  this  field  has  made  it  pos- 
sible for  our  ministers  to  remain  here.  My  district  is  rapidly  developing,  and  if 
Clod  continues  to  bless  us  as  He  has  the  past  year,  we  shall  soon  he  in  such  a  con- 
dition that  we  shall  not  be  the  recipients  of  your  bounty.  We  hope  then  to  be 
able  to  assist  you  in  caring  for  other  needy  ones.  I  assure  you  that  there  is  no 
organization  which  has  so  warm  a  place  in  our  hearts  as  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society.  "  May  heaven's  richest  blessing  rest  upon  you  all."  I.e((cr* 
of  this  character  are  constantly  coming  to  us,  for  which  our  grateful  hearts  thank 
God  and  take  courage. 

The  same  general  condition  prevails  upon  our  Northern  frontier  as  upon  the 
Western,  aggravated  and  intensified  by  a  more  severe  climate,  with  a  scarcity  of 
fuel.  Our  Bureau  has  sustained  a  very  great  loss  in  this  Northern  work  in  (he 
death  of  Mrs.  S.  G.  Smith.  Her  earnest,  sympathetic  heart  found  frays  for  the 
relief  of  (he  poor  ministers  before  another  would  have  discovered  the  need.  I 
have  missed  her  loving  words  or  encouragement  the  past  year.  But  God  makes 
no  mistakes;  "He  doeth  all  things  welt,  -and  other  hearts  and  hands  must  as- 
sume the  responsibilities  our  sister  has  laid  down. 
,  In  consequence  of  the  ravages  of  Yellow  Fever  in  our  Southern  field,  I  har 

found  it  necessary  (o  send  more  than  (he  usual  amount  to  this  work.  As  many 
or  our  teachers  and  missionaries  are  with  us  to-day,  I  wish  to  say  that  they  repre- 
sent our  Society  in  the  South.  They  are  our  almoners  in  (he  distribution  i  ' 
supplies  to  those  coming  under  their  influence,  in  the  Homes,  in  the  sewing- 
classes,  and  in  house  to  house  visitation.  All  goods  sent  to  you  are  yours,  for  this 
parpose.     Keep  (hem  under  your  own  control. 

We  have  found  great  pleasure  in  the  past  in  sending  clothing  to  the  Freed- 
!n'«  Schools,  assisting  to  clothe  worthy  young  men  and  women,  thus  helping 
them  to  obtain  an  education.  We  shall  do  this  in  the  future  with  great  pleasure. 
But  all  applications  must  come  from  the  school'',  anil  not  through  our  teachers 
or  missionaries.  These  requests  must  be  made  to  (he  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of 
Supplies  and  tut  to  any  auxiliary.  Ladies  will  please  fill  no  order  that  is  not 
received  in  the  regular  way,  no  matter  whence  it  comes  to  you.  We  are  always 
willing  to  lend  a  helping  hand ;  but  in  a  work  so  large  as  this  we  are  compelled 
(0  take  some  cautionary  measures. 

Credit  will  be  given  for  all  supplies  used  in  local  work  if  promptly  and  ac- 
curately reported.  When,  where,  to  whom,  value,  the  name  of  your  church, 
your  Conference,  city,  state,  being  essential  items  iu  reporting  supplies.  During 
the  year  we  have  greatly  improved  in  our  methods  of  work,  having  put  into  s 
cessful  operatfcn  a  more  systematic  method  for  keeping  our  accounts.  Somt 
us  must  yet  learn  to  be  prompt  in  reporting,  as  well  as  to  be  accurate.  Let 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  an  auxiliary  report,  as  soon  as  she  can  do  so,  after 
shipping.  We  may  attain  unto  perfection  in  time,  I  think,  by  a  little  persistent 
effort  in  these  essential  points. 

The  value  of  supplies  reported  to  me  from  Nov.  I,  1887,  to  Nov.  I,  1888. 
lounts  to  $43,744.39.  This  large  sum  should  encourage  us  to  still  greater 
exertion  the  coming  year.  Our  barrels  must  be  of  good  quality,  (he  garments 
neat  and  clean.  Those  needing  repairs  should  be  mended,  except  when  sent  to 
our  sewing-classes,  where  mending  is  taught.    1  had  no  thought  of  asking  Tor  new 

foods  altogether,  when  writing  the  article  for  the  August  paper.  I  do  think, 
OWever,  (hat  as  Christians  we  should  grow  in  grace,  did  we  practice  more  self- 
denial  in  our  own  dress,  using  (he  means  obtained  thereby  to  purchase  a  pair 
of  soft,  warm  flannel  blankets  or  some  other  new  article  to  put  into  the  barrel 
we  send  to  (he  needy.      Sam  Jones  says,    "If  the  Lord  should  require  (he  women 
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of  the  Church  to  w«ar  in  Heaven  the  clothing  Ihey  give  to  his  poor  on  earth, 
would  lie  several  weeks  before  they  could  go  calling."    There  is  a  good  deal  of 
food  for  thought  in  this  characteristic  remark. 

There  are  many  perplexities,  my  sisters    coming  to  yon  and  to«ne  in 
prosecution  of  this  work.     We  have  the  promise  of  the  dear  Lord,  "  Lo,  I 
with  you  alway."     Let  us  not  falter,  but  let  us  go  forth  to  battle  the  coning 
year  with  a  steadfast  reliance  upon  his  promise.

!  number  of  our  Circles,  Bands  aod  Mothers'  Jewels  has  come  up  into  the 
Is  and  thousands;  the  ingatherings  of  these  "Queen  Esthers,"  "  Merry 
s,"  "Happy  Gleaners,"  "Busy  Bees,"  "  Look-up  Legions,"  "Sunbeams," 
ine  Weavers  "  and  •■  Morning  Stars"  are  brightening  the  dark  places  of 
a  land  from  Alaska  to  the  Gulf.  A  lady  writes  of  the  Band  in  an  Ohio 
and  this  represents  a  host  of  others:  "Ours  has  been  organired  6v( 
Leetirigon  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month.      Its  successive  officers  are  no* 

Smen  anil  women  of  the  church,  leaders  in  all  good  work,  while  its 
ip  has  increased  lo  almost  one  hundred." 
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It  is  true  that  a  Home  Mission  Band  becomes  in  a  very  short  time  the  cerii 
of  life  and  inspiration  to  an  entire  community  of  young  people.  It  is  well  Itnov 
(hat  through  this  agency  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  determined 
to  build  the  Mothers'  Jewels  Home,  in  which  industrial  and  Christian  train 
ing  may  be  given  to  destitute  children  in  some  section  of  the  United  States  o: 
Territories.  Sixty-four  Conference  organizations  are  now  contributing  to  thi 
fund,  which  at  present  date  reaches  $  1,000.  There  seem  to  be  diverse  opinion; 
upon  the  location  of  this  enterprise.  Many  favor  the  establishment  of  an  Indus 
trial  Home  and  School  en  the  frontier,  for  orphaned  ajid  half  orphaned  children 
of  ministers  ;  and  others  equally  zealous  desire  that  we  may  lay  its  foundations  in 
the  South,  for  illiterate  white  girls.  It  is  expected  throughout  our  Society  (hat 
the  Board  of  Managers  now  convened  in  Boston  will  locate  a  site  for  this 
building. 

Literature.  ' 

The  literature  of  this  department  has  been  somewhat  enriched  during  the  . 
past  year.  We  sustain  a  column  in  Wentan's  Home  Missions.  Through  one  of 
our  number.  Miss  Hoag,  Preceptress  in  Dickinson  Seminary,,  we  have  issued  a 
circular  to  the  Presidents  of  all  Colleges  where  girls  arc  educated.  Miss  Hoag 
writes,  under  date  of  October  25th  ;  "Can  you  not  bring  (his  new  work  promi- 
nently before  the  Convention,  and  lay  it  upon  the  heart  of  every  Conference 
Secretary  to  go  home  and  immediately  commence  correspondence  with  the 
Institutions  within  the  bounds  of  her  own  Conference?  I  have  introduced  the 
work  to  all  the  Presidents,  and  I  think  now  each  Conference  Secretary  ought  t< 
do  her  duty  early  in  the  year." 

Our  idea  is  to  form  a  Mission  Circle  in  each  Institution  where  girls  are  edu 
cated.  It  is  one  of  the  most  hopeful  features  of  all  our  endeavors.  Several 
ladies  have  prepared  programmes  for  Entertainments  and  Monthly  Concert 
Exercises.  Leaders  in  the  Cincinnati  Conference  gave  in  their  chief  city,  on  the 
8th  of  Jane,  a  beautiful  Flower  Festival,  which  it  is  hoped  may  he  repeated  in 
all  our  cities.  There  is  a  call  equally  pressing  for  a  Harvest  Festival,  to  be  held 
in  the  early  autumn  after  we  all  come  home  from  the  grove  or  the  sea  shore  fresh 
for  work.  Will  not  some  of  our  brilliant  women  prepare  forthwith  a  programme  for 
a  Harvest  Home  Fete,  grains  and  fruits  coming  prominently  into  sight,  and  thus 
practically  bear  fruitage  to  the  multitude  of  Band  treasuries  throughout  the 
nation.  There  is  growing  need  for  a  compilation  of  rhetorical  eiercises,  sprightly 
and  attractive  in  composition,  for  grouped  and  single  recitation.  In  this  com- 
pilation we  must  have  solos  and  choruses  set  to  music,  that  our  youth  may  sing 
their  way  into  the  hearts  and  pocket-books  of  the  people. 

conne    of  instruction. 

Instruction  concerning  our  work  is  necessary  for  Circles  and  Bands.  The 
founder  of  our  glorious  order  of  Mothers'  Jewels,  Mrs.  McCabe,  of  Delaware, 
<-'..  suggests  that  through  our  paper  there  he  Questions  for  children  and  youth  on 
the  geography  of  our  fields,  as  well  as  on  the  spiritual  and  temporal  needs  of  the 
inhabitants;  also  a  Scriptural  drill  upon  our  duty  to  our  neighbor,  and  other 
broadening  and  pertinent  topics,  combined  with  a  sort  of  Uniform  Readings, 
which  shall  lead  little  ones  to  become  thoughtful,  intelligent  and  devout.

Report  from  Bureau  for  Looal  Kiuionuj  Work. 

The  condition  or  our  Local  Work  has  not  greatly  changed  since  my  report  of  I 
one  year  ago.     There  is  a  constantly  deepening  conviction  that  the  danger  to  our 
republic,  morally  and  politically,  U  in  our  large  cities,  and   [hat  our  deliverance 
is  to  come,  not  through    political   parties  or  legal   enactments,  but  by  the  prcn-    ! 
lence  of  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion.     1  do  not  need  to  reiterate  the  < 
oft-repeated  statement  that  our  lowest  and  most  ignorant   voting  population  i> 
crowded   together  in  these  centers.      If  nil  the  moral  strength  and  all  the  means 
of  this  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  could  be  devoted  to  devising  phut 
and  carrying  forward  Christian  work  in  our  large  cities  alone  there  would  bean 
abundance  of  work  for  it  to  do. 

It  is  an  admitted  fact  which  should  humble  us  into  the  dust  before  God  that  ! 
mr  churches  are  organized  and  conducted  the  poor  do  not  come  to  them,  and 

is  embarrassed  in  saying  that  il  is  seriously  questioned  whether  we  really  . 
it  them  in  our  own  pews  and  at  our  communion  altars.  If  the  women  here 
assembled  can  tell  the  great  Protestant  Church  of  oar  land  how  to  make  the  poor  ' 
man  and  his  family  feel  that  our  churches  belong  to  them  equally  with  their  , 
well-to-do  neighbors,  and  then  if  they  will  show  the  way  to  bring  them  to  oir 
churches  and  10  keep  them  there,  they  will  have  solved  the  problem  which  U 
perplexing  all  workers  in  city  churches  and  city  missions.  Is  it  free-seating;  is 
it  simple  dressing ;  is  it  cordial  greeting ;  is  it  simple,  practical  preaching  and  . 
congregational  singing  ;  is  it  an  unaffected  recognition  of  the  poor,  showing  oir 
sisterly  feeling  by  our  hearing  toward  them ;  is  it  such  a  system  of  church  finance 
that  the  poorest  person  may  /Mr  temtMng  and  so  feel  that  he  has  a  proprietirj  I 
interest  in  God's  house, — what  is  the  secret,  the  mastery  of  which  will  bring  the  I 
poor  into  the  churches  and  keep  them  there? 

Then  after  those  most  readily  reached,  those  simply  neglectful,  have  been 
brought  into  our  churches,  there  is  a  great  outlying  multitude  which  aunt  be 
caught  with  guile,  compelled  to  hear  the  gospel,  for  they  have  no  religion* 
convictions  which  will  lead  them  into  the  churches.  This  class  of  people  in 
believe  will  best  be  reached  through  ihe  women  and  children,  and  there  is  in 
way  so  effectual  for  one  woman  to  reach  another  woman's  heart,  as  for  her  lo 
comfort  her  in  illness  and  sorrow,  to  feed  and  clothe  her  hungry  and  naked  chil- 
dren, to  help  her  prepare  her  dead  for  burial,  lo  find  her  employment,  to  assiu 
her  daughters  lo  become  decent  in  appearance,  and  to  lead  them  into  the  ways  of 
virtue  and  self- helpfulness.  All  ihis  we  believe  our  industrial  schools,  our 
deaconess'  homes,  our  system  of  visiting  missionaries,  is  expressly  adapted  to  do, 
id  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  upon  the  fact  that  our  plan  is  elastic  enough 
conform  itself  to  the  varying  needs  of  different  localities. 

It  is  our  growing  conviction  that  the  requests  for  appropriations  for  thi 
ork,  as  this  work  lakes  definite  form,  had  best  come  before  our  Finance ' 
iitee  and  be  appropriated  for  in  the  regular  way.  This  will  hold  our 
steadily  within  our  own  lines,  for  it  is  not  entirely  understood  yet,  even  03 
loyal  workers,  that  /mi'/  il'rrA-  is  missremrynvri,  really  and  truly  so,  the  difference 
being  that  the  expenses  of  it  are  paid  out  of  a  fund  raised  for  the  especial  purpose 
and  disbursed  by  a  heal  committee  instead  of  being  paid  by  ihe  general  treatunr 
from  the  general  treasury. 

It  seems  hesl  in  making  this  report  to  compile  to  some  extent  the  reports  of 
Conference  Secretaries,  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  methods  of  work,  concerning 
which  there  in  a  constant  desire  for  information. 

The  Cincinnati  Missionary  Society  for  Local  Work  reports  as  follows,  through 
Mrs.  Mr.  Bayliss,  the  President :  •  "  The  society  is  composed  of  represen lathes 
from  the  various  Methodist  churches  of  the  city,  who,  at  the  monthly  meetings 
— -arl  the  work  done  by  each  of  the  churches.  The  plan  of  work  is  visiting 
n  house  to  house,  inviting  the  people  to  church,  reading  the  Bible  and  pray- 
ing with  the  inmates,  distributing  tracts  and  religious  papers,  and  assisting  ihose 

•The  report  ii  coadiDlcd   considerably. 
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known  to  he  deserving  who  are  destitute  or  in  affliction.  The  number  of  calls 
reported  during  the  year  is  1380.  For  three  and  one-half  months  the  society  has 
employed  a  lady  missionary  who  has  worked  in  the  vicinity  of  four  churches,  alt 
of  which  report  good  results  from  her  labors.  Quite  near  lo  one  church  she 
found  twenty  persons  having  church  letters  which  had  not  been  presented!  So- 
ttas visited  the  city  hospital  once,  sometimes  twice,  a  week  and  a  number  of  ct 
versions  have  resulted  from  her  labors  there.  During  the  three  and  one-half 
months  she  made  15,75  visits.  In  view  of  the  recent  organization  of  the  society 
the  work  accomplished  is  encouraging."  Carthage,  a  suburb  of  Cincinnati, 
reports  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  village  in  the  interest  of  soul-saving  with  an 
expenditure  of  $117.35. 

Mrs.    Henry    Wade    Rogen-    semis    the  following    interesting  report  of  the 
Iroit  City  Mission: 

•Tif  Dtlrmt  City  Mhsien  is  managed  liy  a  Mission  Bureau  composed  of 
members  from  the  different  Methodist  churches  of  the  city.  The  mission  was 
opened  late  in  autumn  of  1887,  by  renting  a  cottage  in  the  German  and  Polish 
quarter  of  the  city  and  starling  a  Sunday  School.  A  missionary.  Mrs.  Muller,  is 
employed  from  the  Eastern  Training  School,  who  lives  at  the  cottage  and  super- 
-  vises  the  whole  work.  She  visits  from  house  to  house,  assists  in  the  Sunday 
School,  and  carries  on  Mothers'  Meetings  and  a  sewing  school.  The  Sunday 
School  has  a  membership  of  100.  and  names  are  added  weekly.  A  Kitchen 
Garden  has  lieen  started  under  the  supervision  of  a  competent  Superintendent 
of  such  work,  and  there  are  now  two  classes  of  twelve  pupils  each  in  the  Kinder- 
garten. The  work  is  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  and  has  outgrown  its 
present  quarters.  The  Mission  ljure.au  intends  at  an  early  day  to  purchase  a 
suitable  brick  building  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  £3,000.  A  very  deep  and  earnest 
interest  is  manifested  in  the  Mission  by  those  having  it  in  charge  and  by  others 
as  well.  Nearly  all  the  money  for  the  support  of  the  Mission  has  heen  raised  in 
Detroit.     The  expense  thus  far  has  been  as  follows :

Besides  this  the  Bureau  has  on  hand  $145,   as  a  piano  fund,   donated    by  those 
interested  in  supplying  the  mission  with  a  piano. 

Mrs.  Rogers  also  reports  for  her  Conference  work  done  in  Ann  Arbor  lo  the 
amount  of  $168.90;  Jefferson  Avenue,  East  Saginaw,  $36  and  300  pieces  of  cloth- 
ing distributed  ;  Madison  Avenue,  Kay  City,  $16.76;  Simpson  church,  Detroit, 
$K>;  Plymouth  church,  $3;  Howler  ville,  $25,  making  a  total  of  $716.33. 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Simpson  of  Troy  Conference   reports  the  employment  of  a  mis- 
lionary  in  Saratoga,  New  York,  for  the  support  of  whom  the  auxiliary  at  Si 
toga  has  paid  $181.35. 

Mrs.  Spencer  of  Central  New  York  Conference  reports  $30  used  by  . 
Caienovia  Auxiliary  in  local  work.  The  Central  Ohio  Conference  reports  St. 
Paul,  Toledo,  as  having  expended  $40.51,  and  Delaware,  William  Street,  $13.70, 
besides  many  supplies  whose  value  is  not  reported. 

Mrs.  Chas.  VI.  Smith  of  Pittsburg  Conference  reports  for  Pittsburg, 
missionary  employed,  Mrs.  1..  W.  Jones,  who  from  November  14,  1887,  to  No- 
vember 14,  1888,  has  made  1360  visits,  has  distributed  3520  leaflets,  has  kept  six 
books  in  circulation  for  reading,  has  visited  140  sick,  has  conducted  Bible-read- 
ings, mothers'  meetings  and  genera!  religious  meetings.  The  missionary  says  in 
her  reportt  "  In  connection  with  my  work,  I  mention  the  Industrial  School  held 
for  five  months  in  the  Liberty  Street  M.  K.  church,  which  was  made  up  of  nearly 
one-half  Roman  Catholics.  Of  an  enrollment  of  eighty  there  were  thirty -si 
Roman  Catholics,  and  these  principally  from  the  ward  in  which  Romanists  1: 
using  every  effort  to  gain  possession  of  our  public  schools."  The  I'ittsbut 
work  was  supported  at  an  expense  of  $106.81. 
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Topeka,  Kansas,  has  sustained  two  Sabbath  Schools,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  65  pupils  in  one  and  55  in  the  other,  at  an  expense  of  $71.86. 
The  Atchison  Auxiliary  has  done  good  work  in  looking  after  the  poor.  Mrs. 
Colonel  Springer  reports  the  Upper  Iowa  Conference  as  having  given  $1530.15 
to  frontier  work  within  its  borders,  and  to  the  Dubuque  mission.  Mrs.  Boswell 
reports  for  Newark  Conference  the  employment  or  a  missionary  in  Newark,  Mrs. 
M.  E.  Douglass,  who  has  been  doing  good  work  and  who  reports  467  visits,  with 
many  leaflets  distributed,  books  loaned,  religious  services  conducted,  clothing 
distributed,  and  a  sewing  school  conducted  with  an  average  attendance  of  twenty 
pupils.  Mrs.  Drake  of  Jersey  City  has  conducted  a  sewing  school  of  thirty-fiie 
pupils  and  eight  teachers  for  several  months  of  the  year. 

Union  Church  Auxiliary,  St.  Louis,  reports  the  employment  of  a  church 
visitor,  Mrs.  Louise  Reichart,  from  May  15  to  September  15,  who  has  made  13J 
visits,  has  distributed  tracts,  leaflets,  food  and  clothing  as  furnished  to  her, 
besides  othet  supplies  valued  at  $53.90.  Mrs.  Ocumpaugh  reports  for  the  Corn- 
hill  Auxiliary,  Rochester,  New  York,  the  employment  of  Miss  Lora  Hopkins  u 
city  visitor  at  an  expense  of  $90  and  supplies  distributed  to  the  value  of  $115. 

Mrs.  Alvira  Beach,  the  chairman  of  the  local  committee  for  Plymouth  church, 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  reports  the  employment  of  a  missionary  by  that  church  who  ha>  1 
made  439  visits,  has  found  45  families  not  attending  any  church,  and  has  secured  ' 
Ihe  attendance  of  many,  both  upon  church  and  Sunday  School.  'She  has  held 
religious  services,  distributed  leaflets  and  faithfully  performed  the  duties  of  > 
missionary.  Mrs,  Beach  also  reports  336  visits,  lb  garments  made,  17  seiriaj 
meetings  held,  143  garments  distributed,  valued  at  $153,  and  other  supplies 
given,  valued  at  $169.70,  a  Sunday  School,  a  weekly  cottage  prayer-meeting, 
and  a  weekly  mothers'  meeting,  kept  up,  all  by  the  auxiliary  of  Plymouth 
church,  in  addition  to  the  work  done  by  the  missionary. 

Mrs.  C.  H.  Bickley  reports  for  the  Philadelphia  Conference  the  employment 
of  a  missionary  in  Philadelphia,  Miss  Ida  B.  Simpson,  who  is  earnest,  consecrated, 
and  abounding  in  every  good  work ;  and  since  September  last  the  employment  of 
a  second  missionary.  Miss  Simpson's  weekly  programme  is  as  follows:  Mondiy 
A,  M.,  visits  North  Penn ;  P.  M.,  Industrial  School:  Tuesday  A.  M.,  visits 
Haddington;  P.  M.,  sewing  class:  Wednesday  A.  M.,  visits;  P.  M.,  visits  and 
holds  prayer-meeting:  Thursday  A.  M.,  visits  Haddington;  P.  M.,  Industriil 
School :  Friday  A.  M.,  visits  Norlh  Penn  ;  P.  M.,  sewing  class  :  Saturday  A.  M.. 
sewing  class  in  North  I'enn ;  I'.  M-,  sewing  class.  She  has  kept  up  her  classes 
during  Ihe  entire  summer.  The  amount  expended  for  local  work  in  the  Confer- 
ence is  $877.61.  Of  this  amount  $719.95  was  used  for  salary  of  missionaries, 
room  rent,  supplies  for  schools  and  so  on.  Mrs.  Lodge  reports  the  employmenl 
[>f  a  city  missionary  by  Roberts  Park  church  of  Indianapolis.  The  result  of  the 
work  of  ihe  missionary  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Church  in  a  Sabbath  School 
has  been  the  establishment  of  a  new  church  of  seventy-nine  members  in  oneof 
the  must  needy  parts  of  the  city.  Another  school  promises  equally  good  results 
in  the  near  future.  The  missionary  is  Mrs.  VV.  W.  Pretlyman,  a  missionary  for 
years  in  Bulgaria. 

Mrs.  Lida  Kingsley  Arter  of  Cleveland  reports  the  organization  of  a  .Mission- 
ary Union  in  that  city  for  the  purpose  of  work  among  foreigners.  All  the 
Methodist  churches  were  invited  to  join,  each  one  pledging  a  certain  amount  10 
support  the  work.  Mrs.  Emma  Holness  was  employed  as  a  missionary  and 
began  her  work  among  the  Bohemians.  She  visits,  holds  mothers'  meetings, 
prayer-meetings,  Bible  readings  and  sewing  schools.  She  has  enrolled  in  her 
sewing  school  105  members,  with  an  average  attendance  of  60  pupils.  The 
children  are  bright  and  interested,  arid  the  needlework  is  good.  The  garment' 
that  are  made  are  sold  to  the  families  of  the  scholars  at  a  very  slight  advance  on 
the  cost  of  material,  thus  making  the  school  nearly  self-supporting.  The  Union 
has  its  general  officers  :  its  vice  presidents  are  the  wives  of  the  pastors;  it  has  also 
an  executive  committee;  a  finance  committee  ;  a  committee  on  visitation  of  chant-  . 
able  and  reformatory  institutions;  on  visiting  police  stations;  on  visiting  mission 
Sunday  Schools ;  a  committee  on  wardrobe,  and  on  sewing  school.     The  meetings  ; 
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are  held  monthly  Bud  are  well  attended.     The  city  pastors  show  their  sympathy 
and  confidence  by  attending  the  meetings  and  rendering  such  counsel  and  as.- 
ince  as  they  are  able. 

From  these  reports  the  Bureau  is  encouraged  to  believe  that  our  local  work 
is  coming  to  be  better  understood  and  is  taking  definite  shape.  As  fast  as  it  does 
so,  we  would  recommend  that  appropriations  be  made  for  it  as  for  other  work 
carried  on  by  the  Society,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers.

Bureau  for  Lectures"  and  Home  Minnion.a,ry  Beading  Circle. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  October, 
1SB7,  this  department  of  work  was  formally  adopted,  the  bureau  created  and  a 
Secretary  appointed  ;  we  were  not  prepared,  however,  to  go  forward  till  the 
necessary  preparations  were  made.  Headquarters  must  be  established,  and  plans 
matured  for  supplying  books  at  uniformly  low  prices,  circulars  must  be  provided 
and  distributed,  and  the  Annual  Report  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  members,  in 
order  that  this  work  might  be  understood.  Before  all  this  could  be  accomplished 
to  advantage  the  season  was  far  spent,  and  ladies  began  lo  write  commending 
the  plan,  but  in  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the  summer  vacation,  in  a 
majority  of  instances,  it  was  thought  best  to  advertise  it  this  year,  and  pursue 
the  course  next  year.  We  then  fell  upon  the  plan  of  closing  the  year  with  the 
June  quarter  in  order  to  articulate  with  the  rest  o,f  the  world,  and  give  ourselves 
time  after  each  Annual  Meeting  to  get  before  the  Society  any  new  measures  pro- 
jected by  the  Board. 

Vears   Work. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  largely  that  of  preparing  the  way  and  lay- 
ing foundations  on  which  to  build  in  future.  As  Secretary  of  this  bureau  I  beg 
leave  to  report  that  arrangements  have  been  made  with  Messrs.  Cranston  and 
Stowe  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  to  furnish  books  (o  our  Society  at  greatly  reduce' 
prices,  sent  prepaid  to  any  part  of  the  United  States ;  and  100,000  circulars,  se 
ting  forth  (he  plan,  have  been  printed  and  donated  hy  this  firm.  About  45,0c 
of  these  leaflets  have  been  distributed  to  Conference  Secretaries  and  through  01 
leaflet  department  ;  in  addition  10  this  30,000  circular  letters,  concerning  01 
work,  our  books,  and  our  Lecture  Bureau  have  been  donated  and  sent  out.     . 

Juan  1  icy  of  badges  stamped  with  the  monogram  of  the  Circle,  the  course  for  the 
rat  year  of  the  series,  and  the  initials  of  the  Society,  have  been  provided,  anJ 
an  elegant  banner  of  original  design,  all  of  which  have  been  donated  lo  th 
Society.  Our  banner  is  to  be  held  in  trust  from  year  to  year  by  the  Conferenc 
reporting  the  greatest  number  who  have  finished  a  year's  course  in  (he  Home 
Missionary  Reading  Circle  not  before  reported,  (he  dates  of  which  hereafter  will 
be  from  June  to  June ;  though  the  banner  will  be  presented  at  the  Anpual  Meet- 
ing, and  it  is  designed  to  be  used  at  Conference,  district,  and  local  anniversaries 
of  the  Society.  Our  banner  and  a  full  supply  of  Circulars  were  placed  on  exhi- 
bition at  the  Ohio  State  Centennial  held  in  Columbus,  September  and  October 
of  this  year. 

This  Bureau  has  been  presented  atquiteanumher  of  public  meetings  through- 
out our  territory,  and  written  up  in  several  of  our  Church  Papers,  while  a  corner 
in  Woman' 1  Home  Missions  has  been  set  apart  for  our  use.  Under  date  of  Oct. 
■Sth,  the  Northern  Christian  Advocate  gives  an  elaborate  and  forceful  editorial, 
reviewing  the  "Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society" 
calling  special  attention  10  the  enormity  of  our  Mission  Fields  and  emphasizing 
the  fact  that  Woman's  Home  Missions  has  been    self-supporting  from    the   begin-

We  start  the  year  with 
50,000  ;  let  the  orders  be  many  and  tbe  scattering  broadcast. 

Concerning  the  price  of  badges,  it  is  required  that  each  person  receiving  a 
badge,  pay  10  cents  into  the  treasury  of  the  local  auxiliary  to  which  she  belongs, 
and  should  there  be  no  auxiliary,  it  may  be  paid  to  the  Conference  or  general 
treasury  of  the  Society.  The  expenses  of  this  bureau  for  the  past  year  have  all 
been  met  by  donations  as  follows :

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Reports    of  Conference  Corresponding  ^Secretaries. 


About  six  years  ago  Mrs.  Wiley  and   Mrs 

sionary  Work  at  a  session  of  our  Conference  1 
not  present  at  the  meeting,  being  engaged  in  my  school  dut 
I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  I  had  been  elected  Secretary  of  the  work  for  01 
Conference.  With  one  exception,  I  have  been  re-elected  to  this  position  eic 
year.  This  is  the  first  opportunity  I  have  had  of  attending  an  Annual  Heeling 
of  the  Society,  or  of  making  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  work  in  Arkan- 
sas. While  Mrs.  Rust  was  with  us  she  organized  our  auxiliary  society,  andso-" 
months  afterwards  1  organized  one  at  Judsonia.  I  once  read  a  comment  on 
Methodists  in  the  South  to  the  effect  that  while  one  revival  a  year  would  siiffia 
in  the  North,  wje  require  one  each  quarter  to  keep  us  up  to  the  work.  Be  that 
as  it  may,  by  the  time  Mrs.  Willing  reached  us  we  were  in  sad  need  of  a  home 
missionary-revival.  She  put  new  life  into  our  organization  and  organized  i 
Young  Ladies'  Society.  For  reasons  which  I  would  gladly  give,  did  lime  alio*, 
these  three  were  the  only  societies  ever  organized  in  our  Stale,  and  I  think  do 
one  of  them  is  now  in  existence.  I  have  heard  nothing  from  the  Society  in 
Judsonia  for  some  time.  Since  the  death  of  Mrs.  Titus,  the  moving  spirit  of  tit 
Society,  I  have  been  unable  to  learn  anything  from  it.  The  President  of  the 
"lung  Ladies'  Society  in  Little  Rock  moved  away  from  the  city,  the  youif 
lies  who  composed  it  either  graduated  from  the  University  and  returned  ID 
eir  homes,  took  unto  themselves  husbands  and  went  to  share  their  fate,  or  be 
other  means  were  removed  from  our  midst.  The  woman's  Society  of  Little 
Rock  was  composed  chiefly  of  women  who  were  members  of  ofher  churches, 
who  frequently  found  themselves  in  embarrassing  situations  on  account  of  their  ' 
loyalty  to  the  society.

When  our  University  was  planted  in  our  midst,  my  hopes  ran  high,  1 
entered  into  correspondence  with  some  30  or  40  girls  who  were  hoping  and 
praying  and  working,  seizing  every  opportunity  to  advance  themselves,  and 
eagerly  looking  forward  to  the  lime  of  their  emancipation  from  the  bondsof 
ignorance  and  consequent  helplessness.  Our  University  offers  great  educational 
opportunities  which  our  girls  can  not  take  advantage  of.     I  am   not   weak,  and 

my  sympathies  could  not  endure  the  strain  of  this  correspondence. 


REPORT  OF  CONFERENCE  CORRESPONDING   SECRETARIES. 


The  curse  of  slavery  did  not  fall  on  the  colored  people  alone.  The  poor 
white  girls  of  the  South  are  in  a  sad  condition.  They  can  not  compete  with  the 
colored  girls  as  servants,  and  they  have  not  education  sufficient  to  raise  them 
above  the  plane.  'But  it  is  for  the  daughters  of  our  ministers  that  I  make  my 
strongest  plea.  I  was  authorized  to  say  to  yon  that,  with  One  exception,  no 
minister  in  our  Conference  can  afford  to  send  his  daughters  (o  our  University. 
The  fathers  are  sacrificing  themselves  and  ihexr  families  (o  the  work  of  spreading 
the  gospel,  and  will  you  not  help  in  educating  the  daughters?  These  girls  are 
quick  and  intelligent,  anxious  to  learn,  and  eager  to  use  their  knowledge  for  the 
benefit  of  others.  They  need  lo  be  taught  just  the  things  (hat  our  Industrial 
Homes  teach.  I  can  conceive  of  nothing  that  would  so  assist  our  Church  in  our 
State  as  such  a  Home  in  connection  with  our  University.  If  we  can  not  have 
this  at  once,  can  I  not  induce  some  of  the  auxiliary  societies  to  take  this  special 
work  this  year?    This  is  truly  a  Macedonian  cry.

It  was  delightful  to  have  the  noble  presence  of  that  most  faithful  helper  in 
all  benevolences,  Rev.  Dr.  Crary,  at  the  Preachers'  Meeting,  at  San  Francisco, 
November  14th,  when  I  spoke  of  the  claims  of  our  Home  Society.  Rev.  Dr. 
Anthony  was  equally  anxious  lhat  the  action  of  the  General  Conference  in  regard 
to  this  work  be  duly  recognized,  and  in  answer  to  the  inquiry,  "Are  there  any 
pastors  here  needing  aid  ?"  said,  "  When  Presiding  Elder  I  often  declined  taking 
my  allowance,  as  the  pastor  would  be  in  such  great  need  of  the  collection  for 
the  necessities  of  life."  Resolutions  were  adopted  highly  indorsing  Mrs.  Colonel 
Springer  in  her  work. 

In  San  Francisco,  November  zdth,  an  address  was  given  in  Rev.  Dr.  Mc- 
Creary's  church,  when  twenty-one  names  were  obtained  as  members;  but,  by 
the  efforts  of  the  President  of  the  "  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Pacific 
Coast,"  and  two  other  ladies,  an  organization  was  prevented,  they  saying,  "  If 
auxiliaries  are  formed  in  any  of  the  other  city  churches  these  twenty-one  shall 
then  unite."  I  forwarded  the  names  lo  Mrs.  A.  R.  Clark;  but  it  needs  the 
stimulus  of  meetings  Insecure  success.  The  "Woman's  Missionary"  Society 
takes  the  place  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  1  was  told  by  pastors. 
November  25th,  spoke  in  Grace  church,  and  by  aid  of  Dr.  Anthony,  organized  a 
fine  auxiliary,  including  Mrs.  Bishop  Fowler  as  a  member.  November  17th,  in 
First  church,  secured  fourteen  members,  Pastor  Urmy  and  an  official  member 
most  generously  filling  two  of  the  offices.  November  30th,  at  Central  church, 
amid  such  workers  as  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Case,  fifty-seven  formed  the  auxiliary. 
December  7th,  in  Oakland,  First  church,  secured  thirty-three  members,  and 
December  igth,  in  Santa  Cruz,  thirty-one  members.  Rev.  Mr.  Dille  at  Oakland, 
and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Mann  at  Santa  Cruz,  aided  in  these  organiiations  to  the 
utmost.  December  twenty-first,  at  Alameda,  a  society  of  twelve  was  formed, 
with  Henry  B.  Taylor,  son  of  Bishop  Taylor,  for  the   Corresponding   Secretary. 

I  requested  permission  of  the  ministers  to  present  the  work  at  San  Jose, 
Santa  Clara,  Monterey,  and  several  other  churches,  but  could  not  speak  for  want 
of  time.  I  also  solicited  several  ladies  to  be  the  Conference  officers,  and  permit 
their  names  to  be  presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  in  December, 
1887,  for  election;  but  they  deemed  it  best  to  wait  till  the  next  Conference, 
"  hoping  at  that  date  many  more  would  be  ready  to  aid."  As  no  elections 
have  been  effected  lo  date,  for  the  more  rapid  advancement  of  the  work,  I  noi 
natc  as  the  ad  interim  Executive  Board  of  California  Conference  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society,  the  following  :

One  year  ago,  we  were  afforded  the  pleasure  or  welcoming  to  Syracuse 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society.  The  infomatiM 
gained,  and  enthusiasm  kindled  daring  that  meeting  have  been  an  inspiration  to 
us  the  whole  year.  While  we  have  not  increased  in  numbers  in  proportion  to 
the  needs  of  the  work,  we  are  nevertheless  thankful  that  we  are  able  to  report 
an  advance  in  all  lines.  We  have  sent  fifty-eight  packages  of  supplies,  valued  it 
$3,500,  and  the  treasurer  will  be  able  to  report  in  advance  in  her  receipts  in 
proportion.  We  have  live  new  auxiliaries,  with  an  increase  of  336  members, 
one  more  Band,  7  additional  Life  Members,  1 1  members  of  the  Reading  Circle, 
and  62  new  subscribers  to  the  paper.  Our  full  statistical  record  will  he  found  in 
the  tabulated  report. 

The  interest  in  the  Peck  Home  is  constantly  increasing,  and  we  hone  before 
another  year  closes  to  be  able  to  report  the  building  completed.  Mrs.  Peel, 
although  in  great  feebleness,  is  watching  with  intense  interest  the  success  of  this 
Society.  We  have  to  record  the  death  of  one  of  our  charter  members  in  Ithia, 
Mrs.  E.  C.  Hazen.  She  was  advanced  in  years,  and  deeply  interested  in  the 
Foreign  Society,  the  Five  Points  Mission,  and  all  the  benevolences  of  the  Church, 
yet  she  was  enabled  to  take  this  new  work  into  her  heart  also.  One  of  the  list 
acts  of  her  life  was  to  constitute  herself  a  Life  Member,  and  then  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  her  property  the  interests  of  our  work  were  not  forgotten.  By  this  faith- 
fulness unto  the  end,  she  "  being  dead,  yet  speaketh."

Cincinnati    conference. 

An  advance  of  more  than  one-third  mark*  the  growth  of  the  Cincinnati 
Conference  Society  during  the  past  year,  being  an  increase  of  22  Societies,  635 
members,  anil  246  Subscribers  to  /limit  Missions.  Five  District  meetings  have 
been  held,  the  result  in  each  case  being  an  increase  of  interest  and  leal  on  the 
part  of  the  members,  and  new  worker-,  added  to  the  ranks.  The  Conference 
anniversary  meeting  was  held  in  September  Inst,  at  which  time  an  able  address 
was  delivered  by  Dr.  l.eonard.  Missionary  Secretary.  The  fourth  annual  meet-' 
ing  of  the  Society,  held  in  Kaper  church,  Dijrtdn,  the  first  of  June,  brought 
together  a  large  number  of  representatives  from  all  pari-  of  the  Conference,  and 
was  an  occasion  of  unusual  interest  and  profit.  At  this  meeting,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Conference  Kxeculirc  Hoard  the  following  measures  were  adopted; 
"Rtsohtd,  That  beginning  with  the  first  Saturday  of  June,  1880,  that  date  shall 
he  hereafter  observed  by  the  Cincinnati  Conference  Society  as  ■  Young  People's 
Flower  Day ' ;  and.  further,  that  this  action  be  presented  for  the  consideration  of 
the  *  Board  of  Managers  '  at  its  next  Annual  Meeting,  with  the  view  of  incorporat- 
ing it  as  a  permanent  feature  of  the  work  nf  the  general  Society."  On  the  8th 
of  June  last,  a  Flower  Festival  was  held  in  Cincinnati,  the  proceeds  of  which. 
amounting  to  sis  hundred  dollars,  are  the  offerings  nf  the  Cincinnati  Conference 
Society  to  (he  "Mothers'  Jewels  Home." 

H'y  the  action  of  the  annual  meeting  the  "Home  Tor  illiterate  whites  in  the 
South,"  to  he  built  by  the  Conference  Society,  received  the  name  of  the  "  Wm. 
Glenn  Home."  Great  interest  is  felt  by  all  the  memliers,  old  and  young,  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  work  :    a  large  part  nf  the  money  has  been  already  provided. 

Home  is  determined,  the  remaining  funds  necessary  for  its  erection  will 
promptly  and  cheerfullv  furnished.  We  trust  that,  before  the  close  of  another 
year,  this  Home  will  stand  as  n  monument  of  the  zeal  of  the  Cincinnati  Confer- 
ence  members,  marking  at  the  same  lime  a  new  era  in  the  work  of  the  Society, 
By  subsequent  action  it  has  been  decided  to  ask  the  privilege  of  increasing  the 
ippripria lion*  from  $3,000  10  $4,000.  Hut  while  our  efforts  are  given  largely 
for  the  present  to  this  special  enterprise,  our  sympathies  and  contribution*  are 
given  to  all  departments  of  the  work,  as  we  trust  will  appear  from  the  reports  of 
the  several  departments.

The  fourth  year  of  the  Detroit  Conference  Society  closed  September,  188S, 
with  a  record  ahead  of  that  of  any  previous  year.  The  increased  enthusiasm  snd 
interest  in  the  work,  no  less  than  the  broader  knowledge  manifested  at  the  annua: 
meeting  give  us  cause  for  gratitade  that  home  mission  work  is  no  longer  aa 
experiment  in  our  Conference,  but  a  permanent  department  of  usefulness.  The 
society  has  raised  during  the  year  about  $3,700  in  money,  and  supplies  have  been 
sent  to  the  value  of  $1,500. 

The  organiiation  of  the  Conference  Society  is  complete  in  each  department, 
and  the  progress  of  the  work  depends  now  simply  on  the  energy  and  efficiency  of 
the  women  who  have  been  placed  in  charge  for  the  ensuing  year.  An  ever 
increasing  interest  prevails  in  the  work  of  the  general  Society,  and  our  contrib* 
[ions  have  gone  to  various  departments  of  its  wJrk. 

We  have  continued,  as  has  seemed  necessary,  to  assist  in  the  support  of 
missionaries  within  our  Conference.  This  work  is  imperatively  demanded  by 
the  condition  of  the  newer  portion  of  the  State,  where,  statistics  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  show,  there  are  over  two  hundred  hamlets  and 
villages  totally  without  religious  privileges.  The  utter  lack  of  religious  instruc- 
tion in  the  numerous  mining  and  lumber  camps  of  the  Stale,  and  the  terrible 
evils  abounding  in  simc  of  these,  were  brought  to  our  attention  during  the  put 
year.  Our  Conference  Society  assisted  this  year  in  the  support  of  an  excellent 
missionary  in  a  region  of  lumber  camps  and  agricultural  settlements.  Through 
his  labors  eight  Sunday  Schools  have  been  organized,  and  ten  preaching  stations 
arranged  for,  where,  before  there  were  no  Protestant  places  of  worship  within 
twenty-five  miles.  About  50,000  men  are  employed  in  the  camps,  and  many 
thousand  men  and  women  have  taken  up  homesteads  in  the  surrounding  agricul- 
tural districts.  Nearly  all  of  these  are  without  churches,  Sunday  Schools  or 
pastors.  The  saloon,  with  its  train  of  deadly  evils,  has  full  sway  in  these  ne» 
settlements.  We  requested  the  Conference  to  place  missionary  pastors  in  charge 
of  this  great  work,  and  pledged  the  aid  of  our  society  in  sustaining  them.  We 
believe  this  to  be  a  work  of  vital  importance  in  determining  the  character  of  the 
population  in  the  newly  settled  parts  of  the  Stale. 

The  local  work  has  become  a  favorite  department  in  many  of  the  auxiliaries, 
and  through  it  children  have  been  brought  into  Sunday  Schools,  the  sick  and 
strangers  have  been  visited,  the  poor  clothed  and  invited  to  church  services,  and 
in  some  cases  mission  schools  and  Sabbath  services  provided  for.  The  field  of 
work  for  this  department  is  as  attractive  to  the  Christian  worker,  as  it  is  un- 
limited in  extent  and  importance.  The  Detroit  Mission,  authorized  last  year  by 
the  general  Society,  was  begun  in  the  winter  of  1887,  and  is  prospering  beyond 
all  expectation.  The  scope  of  its  work  has  broadened  from  the  first,  and  it : 
comtemplates  establishing  in  connection  with  the  industrial  mission  a  Deacoi 
Home.     The  Mission  is  located  in  the  heart  of  the  foreign   quarter  of  Detroit, 
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and  now  has  in  successful  operation  a  Sabbath  School  n 
ants,  and  a  Kitchen-garden  with  two  full  classes  under  ■■ 
German-speaking  missionary  is  employed,  Mho  visits  fro 
development  of  this  excellent  work  is  calling  forth  the  it 
who  believe  it  to  be  the  beginning  of  a  welt-planned  and  v 
effort  to  uplift  the  great  foreign  population  of  our  metropolis. 

A  large  amount  of  literature  has  been  circulated  (luring  the  year,  chief 
among  which  may  be  mentioned  over  600  copies  of  "  Home  Missions"  taken  in 
the  society,  two  hundred  copies  of  the  Annual  Report,  and  1,000  copies  of 
Detroit  Conference  Manual,  a  pamphlet  of  twenty-two  pages,  prepared  by  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  use  of  auxiliaries. 
About  3,000  leaflets  have  been  distributed.  The  l.oan  Library,  for  the  use  of 
ministers  in  poor  parishes,  has  commended  itself  as  a  most  helpful  agency,  and 
its  enlargement  is  demanded.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-one  mite  boxes  have 
been  distributed,  and  a  lively  interest  in  the  mission  of  these  silent  preachers  has 
been  awakened.  The  department  of  Young  People's  work  reports  increased 
interest  and  numbers.  Statistics  for  the  Conference  Society  are  given  in  the 
tabulated  report. 

The  home  mission  work  has  been  a  benediction  to  those  of  us  who  have 
engaged  in  it,  and  we  trust  also  to  the  beneficiaries  of  it.  The  lie  binding  our 
hearts  in  Christian  love  has  been  strengthened,  and  the  utmost  harmony  of  pur- 
pose and  of  action  prevails  among  us.  We  bring  you  warm  greetings  from 
Michigan,  dear  fellow  workers,  and  pray  for  the  blessing  of  Uod  to  rest  upon 
our  united  labors.

The  interest  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  is  rapidly  increasing 
within  the  bounds  of  this  Conference,  as  its  aims  are  becoming  belter  understood.

The  ladies  of  Cleveland  are  successfully  prosecuting  Local  Missionary  wor 
among  the  Bohemians  of  that  city.  A  Christian  lady  has  been  employed,  each 
of  the  Methodist  Churches  agreeing  to  pay  a  cerlain  amount  ;i  month  for  ' 
support.  She  visits  in  the  homes  of  the  foreigners,  and  gives  religious  ins'r 
tiou  as  she  can,  and  has  organiied  a  sewing  school  for  girls. 

Two  candidates  have  offered  themselves  for  missionary  work  this  year.  O 
Miss  Thorn  borough,  after  studying  in  the  Chicago  Training-school,  has  been 
appointed  to  work  in  the  South.  Seven  new  Life  Members  have  been  made.  We 
have  several  very  flourishing  Young  People's  societies  :md  many  members  of  the 
Reading  Circle.  Anxiety  has  been  felt  lest  the  introduction  of  this  new  Society 
would  hinder  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Itut  th<j 
facts  are  that  Cleveland  and  Youngslovvn  District-,  where  there  are  the  most 
societies,  raised  more  money  for  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  last 
year  than  ever  they  did  before,  while  in  some  of  the  Districts  where  we  have 
very  few  Home  societies  the  Foreign  fell  behind  in  its  appropriations.

The  Trinity  Church  auxiliary  of  Oil  City  presented  us  with  a  beautiful  banner 
for  the  Society,  richly  trimmed  with  the  national  colors,  for  use  in  the  work. 

The  Missionary  Reading  Circle  and  I-ecture  Bureau  has  been  present*!, 
through  the  Pittsburg  Christian  Advocate,  also  by  distribution  of  circulars  and  If 
correspondence;  and  a  place  has  been  given  on  all  programs  of  Convention 
Ac,  for  its  presentation  and  discussion.  Much  interest  has  been  expressed,  bit 
inly  one  Circle  has  been  reported  as  fully  at  work,  that  of  East  Springfield, 
Pa.,  bat  so  much  seed  sown  cannot  fail  of  a  harvest.

!K  held  Sept.  Zi,  1888,  at  Greenville,  Pa.,  the  seat  of  the  Erie  Annual  Con- 
ference. The  public  meeting  was  remarkable  for  enthusiasm.  Miss  V.  F. 
Baldwin  of  Haven  Home  addressed  the  meeting,  Mrs.  J.  N.  Dawson  spoktof 
the  work  at  Castle  Garden,  Mrs.  VI.  I'.  Bignell,  Conference  Vice  President, 
presided.  Miss  Baldwin  mentioned  the  need  of  a  horse  and  buggy  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Speedwell  Mission  al  Savannah.  A  minister  proposed  to  give  It* 
buggy  if  the  horse  were  donated.  In  a  few  moments  the  audience,  with  the 
aid  of  the  ministers  and  laymen  in  the  committee  rooms  below,  contributed  the 
price  of  a  good  horse,  and  a  lady  added  (he  finale  by  presenting  a  whip.  Al 
ready,  at  this  writing,  Miss  Baldwin  reports  the  horse  "Erie"  (a  large,  black 
horse,  five  years  old  and  gentle  without  being  lazy)  as  having  begun  his  mis- 
sionary work. 

Permit  me  to  add  a  few  words  .if  myself.  For  the  first  time  in  eight  vein

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a  new  District,  organized  auxiliaries,  and  our  members  were  zealously  engaged 
in  Ihe  work  when  summer's  heat  and  the  dreaded  fever  interfered.  Our  ann' 
versary  and  annual  meeting  were  held  at  (he  time  of  the  Conference  in  Jan 
ary.  At  this  session  Bishop  Mallalieu  was  present,  and  in  a  brief  add  re 
heartily  endorsed  the  work  of  the  Society  emphasizing  the  need  of  Industrie 
Homes  and  domestic  training.  His' earnest  words  awakened  the' interest  i 
many  of  the  preachers  who  subscribed  for  "  Home  Missions,"  and  asked  for 
information  about  organizing  auxiliaries  on  their  charges. 

Jacksonville  and  Gainesville  Districts  had  made  a  beginning,  but  nothing 
had  been  done  on  Palatka  District.  In  Jacksonville  are  three  promising  Bands ; 
Ebenezer,  Cookraan  and  Boylan  Home.  Three  smaller  ones  are  growing,  and 
alt  together  number  75  active  members.  Kbenezcr  Church,  Jacksonville,  very 
nearly  reached  the  $100  line,  its  self-appointed  limit,  and  easily  led  all  others  in 
amount  of  money  raised.  We  hope  at  our  next  anniversary  to  hear  good 
ports  from  many  auxiliaries  and  to  double  our  Home  Missions  subscription 
of  75.  We  dare  not  hope  for  a  full  treasury.  Sickness  and  suffering,  and  cruel 
want  have  entered  the  homes  of  many  of  our  people,  and  stayed  the  hands  of 
some  of  our  earnest  workers.  During  the  trying  months  of  the  summer  help 
has  been  furnished  to  many  needy  ones  who  will  gratefully  remember  it. 

The  dwellers  in  Boylan  Home  have  realized  the  presence  of  the  angel  of 
Ihe  Lord,  who  has  wonderfully  delivered  them  from  sickness  and  death.  Among 
the  signs  of  promise  for  the  future  are  the  increased  interest  and  steady 
growth  of  Boylan  Home,  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  aim  and  object  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  in  general.  At  one  auxiliary  meeting 
recently  attended,  in  a  membership  of  eighteen,  not  one  could  read.  A  little 
girl  stood  by  the  side  of  the  President  and  read,  tine  by  line,  the  121st  Psa" 
the  company  repeating  it — "I  will  lift  up  mine  eyes  unto  the  hills."  It  ne  . 
sounded  more  sweetly  to  me.  The  child  told  me,  after  the  meeting,  that  "they 
had  most  learned  that  Psalm,"  and  then  she  should  take  a  new  one.  Surely  in 
this,  as  in  other  lines  of  God's  work,  according  to  his  word  "A  little  child 
shall  lead  them."

During  the  year  that  is  now  closing  we  have  been  greatly  encouraged  by  the 
increased  interest  in  the  Home  Mission  work  that  has  been  manifested  through- 
out our  Conference.  There  have  been  rive  public  meetings  held  ;  two  in  Buffalo, 
two  in  Rochester,  and  one  on  Silver  l.ake  Camp  Ground.  All  were  well 
attended  and  enthusiastic  meetings.  Our  annual  meeljng  held  in  Delaware 
Avenue  Church,  Buffalo,  was  one  of  great  interest  and  profit.  Dr.  Bashford, 
pastor  of  the  church,  delivered  a  most  interesting  address,  filling  our  hearts 
with  courage  and  enthusiasm  for  the  work  of  the  coming  year.  At  this  meeting 
Mrs.  A.  E.  Rice,  late  Preceptress  of  l.enesee  Wesleyan  Seminary,  was  elected 
Conference  organizer  ;  she  is  deeply  interested  in  the  work,  and  we  hope  for  a 
large  number  of  new  auxiliaries  next  year.

at  Champaign,  and  a  Young  Ladies'  society  at  Paris.  Two  of  these  young 
women  have  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  Readfng  for  [he  year.  Four  of 
our  nine  Districts  have  been  organized  and  held  their  first  annua!  meeting,  which 
was  helpful  and  profitable  not  only  to  the  ones  immediately  interested  hut  to 
the  promiscuous  audience  which  assembled  in  the  evening  to  listen  to  the  pres- 
entation of  the  work  of  the  society.  Believing  that  intelligence  regarding  our 
work  coupled  with  the  love  of  God  and  humanity  in  the  heart  is  the  key  which 
will  unlock  not  only  the  hearts  and  the  minds  of  the  indifferent  to  the  needs 
and  possibilities  of  our  work  but  their  purses  and  efforts  as  well,  we  have  there- 
fore distributed  at  all  our  conventions  our  Annual  Reports  and  other  literature. 
The  claims  of  Tkt  Woman's  Home  Missions  has  always  found  a  place  upon 
our  programme,  and  subscriptions  have  been  taken  for  the  same. 

The  Bloomington  First  Church  Auxiliary  has  the  largest  number  of  Life 
Members,  and  sustains  an  Industrial  department  which  meets  weekly,  owns  a 
sewing  machine,  and  takes  in  sewing  to  increase  llie  funds  of  the  Society. 
Kvery  auxiliary  in  the  Conference  is  eager  to  learn  of  the  work  and  to  increase 
its  efficiency.  In  the  early  winter  Mrs.  Rust,  by  invitation,  visited  the  auxil- 
iaries in  Bloomington,  and  the  inspiration  of  her  work  and  words  still  abides. 
Our  annual  meeting  held  in  Grace  Church,  Jacksonville,  was  marked  for  its 
interest  and  helpfulness  to  the  workers.  Papers  were  read  which  for  beauty  of 
diction  and  depth  of  heart  power  are  rarely  surpassed  upon  like  occasions. 
Rev.  T.  C.  Iliff,  or  Utah  Missions,  delivered  our  annual  address,  which  was  a 
tribute  to  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  an  opening  up  of  the 
work  in  Utah  that  was  a  marvel  to  all. 

Our  Conference  anniversary  at  Springfield  during  the  Session  of  Conference 
was  the  crowning  event  of  the  year.  We  made  strenuous  efforts  to  have 
with  us  our  beloved  Mrs.  Hayes,  and  other  members  of  the  Executive  Roard, 
but  we  failed  ;  yet  we  were  very  happy  to  again  be  able  to  command  Bro.  Iliff, 
who  after  the  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  gave  one  of  his  most 
Brilliant  addresses.  The  interest  and  the  atttetim  were  a  delightful  surprise  to 
us  all.  Besides  the  basket  collection  our  twenty  dollar  pledge  to  the  frrt  Home 
was  promptly  contributed  almost  entirely  by  dollars.  One  gentleman  sent  up  a 
five  dollar  gold  piece,  for  which  we  paused  in  the  midst  and  sang  "  Praise  Cod 
from  whom  all  blessings  flow." 

Wc  have  reported  contributions  in  supplies  and  money  during  the  year 
eleven  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars,  as  against  five  hundred  the  preceding 
year,  Since  accepting  the  position  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  which  was 
made  vacant  early  in  the  year  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  S.  A.  Crist,  a  lady 
who  gave  promise  of  much  efficiency  in  the  work,  I  have  been  able  to  devote 
only  a  small  portion  of  my  time  to  this  cause,  but  hope  to  do  more  in  the  future. 
I  have  given  the  lights  of  our  work  without  the  shadows.  Our  embarrass- 
ments and  discouragements  are  not  a  few,  but  with  the  sunlight  of  the  loving 
favor  of  our  Father  we  hope  to  dispel  them  all.

The  Atchison  Auxiliary  has  sent  during  the  year  five  boxes  and  barrels  of 
supplies  valued  at  $107.50.  It  also  pledged  $40  to  the  Little  Rock  Model  Home, 
and  hopes  to  raise  it  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Much  local  work  has  also  been 
accomplished  by  this  auxiliary.  The  work  done  has  been  among  the  sick  and 
poor  of  the  church,  and  in  aid  of  the  Sunday  School.  A  juvenile  society  at  the 
same  place  is  doing  well.  Topeka  First  Church  organised  in  March.  It  has  in 
connection  two  mission  Sunday  Schools,  which  are  conducted  at  an  annual  ex- 
pense of  $71.86,  and  the  Schools  average  65  pupils  each.  One  barrel  of  supplies 
has  been  sent  by  this  Church,   valued   at  $35.     The  juvenile  society  is  doing 
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good  work  in  tbe  same  church,  >nd  sent  to  Haven  Home  $50,  besides  supplying 
a  Sunday  School  with  papers  in  Salt  Lake  Cily.  The  same  juvenile  society  bat 
pledged  to  raise  $50  for  the  Alaska  Home.  The  auxiliary  at  Manhattan  is  weak, 
but  keeps  up  its  monthly  meetings  with  interest,  and  is  planning  for  aggressive 
work.     It  has  sent  a  box  of  supplies  to  the  Mission  field. 

The  Home  Missionary  societies  of  this  Conference  had  an  hour  each  day  of 
the  Sunday  School  Assembly.  A  part  of  this  was  given  to  a  consecration 
-vice,  followed  by  essays,  talks,  and  music.  Addresses  were  given  by  two  of 
returned  delegates  to  the  General  Conference.  The  result  of  these  special 
services  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  Home  mission  work  in  the  Conference  ; 
and  we  expect  to  organize  a  number  of  new  auxiliaries  before  tbe  meeting  of 
the  Conference  in  the  spring.  The  missionary  literature  distributed  has  been 
read  with  interest.

Our  first  report  for  a  full  year  is  not  as  encouraging  as  we  had  hoped ;  but 
view  of  alj  the  circumstances  it  really  shows  considerable  progress.  Organ- 
izing and  keeping  up  auxiliaries  in  this  Conference  is  decidedly  up  hill  v«L 
The  people  not  understanding  letters  can  not  readily  understand  our  work,  ud 
after  we  visit  them  and  get  them  started,  they  often  fail  to  keep  up  the  meeting)  ' 
because  they  do  not  understand  how  to  conduct,  and  make  them  interesting. 
When  we  successfully  establish  an  auxiliary  many  are  the  obstacles  which  tit 
enemy  finds  to  throw  in  the  way  of  a  people  no  farther  advanced  than  thw. 
They  are  so  poor  and  unlearned,  that  we  find  but  few  places  where  we  cangiio 
a  foot-hold  for  the  establishment  of  a  Home  Missionary  Society.  We  made  two 
trips  among  them  during  the  year,  and  met  with  a  cordial  reception.  Ci« 
them  six  public  addresses  and  organized  three  societies.  While  we  are  »itb 
them  they  are  enthusiastic,  but  after  we  leave,  in  some  cases,  the  inspiration  is 
gone,  and  they  remain  inactive  until  a  new  inspiration  isawakened.  The  cry, 
"  Come  and  talk  to  our  people,"  "Come  and  give  us  a  lecture,"  comesop 
from  many  places,  but  in  the  pressure  of  business — building,  furnishing,  ud 
caring  for  the  New  Adeline  Smith  Home  this  cry  has  had  10  go  not  unheeded 
but  unanswered. 

We  gave  one  public  entertainment,  showing  tbe  Indian  phase  of  our  work, 
with  the  wig-wam  under  the  pine  trees  to  our  left,  and  our  Young  People's 
Society,  with  an  interesting  programme,  to  our  right.  This  was  a  great  sulccs 
and  helped  make  our  work  clear.  The  Lonoke  Auxiliary  must  be  considered 
our  "Banner  Society,"  as  they  styled  themselves,  having  gone  ahead  of  all  the 
other  societies,  and  having  really  taken  this  work  upon  their  hearts.  When  our 
School  and  Home  are  a  few  years  older  we  will  look  for  better  things  in  our 
Conference. 

At  the  Annual  Conference  we  brought  our  work  before  the  minister*. 
d  we  are  trying  to  give  them  a  belter  understanding  of  it.  Many  appeal' 
have  come  from  the  Conference  this  past  year  for  clothing  and  for  aid  for  tbe 
girls  who  desire  to  enter  our  Home.  Three  barrels  of  clothing  have  been  gi«D, 
ind  in  addition  to  this  one  hundred  and  sixty  garments  have  been  distributed 
n  the  Conference.  Five  ministers'  daughters  have  received  some  aid  from  our 
Beneficiary  Fund.  Some  fifty  or  sixty  letters  have  been  written,  and  many 
packages  of  reading  matter  have  been  distributed.  Our  members  cannot  be 
definitely  stated.  We  cannot  count  any  one  a  member  only  as  the  25  cents  ait 
paid  by  the  quarter.  When  summer  comes  no  meetings  are  held,  and  no  roonti 
is  paid  in.  In  the  fall  it  again  requires  an  effort  to  resuscitate  these  different 
auxiliaries  and  get  them  to  work,  so  whosoever  would  do  this  work  must  be  »"■ 
ceasing  in  effort.  We  know  our  report  will  seem  meager  by  way  of  comparison. 
but  it  may  give  cause  for  thankfulness  for  your  abundance,  and  call  out  jnur 
sympathies  for  those  who  are  less  favored.

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The  work  of  the  Society  here  ha*  grown  slowly  this  year,  but  the  in teres 
greater  than  in  any  previous  one,  as  the  people  arc  realizing  the  good  that  is 
being  accomplished.  September  26-29  "e  held  a  very  interesting  annual  meet- 
ing, when  officers  were  elected,  and  since  that  time  new  zeal  is  manifested  by  the 
better  class  of  our  people.  Fifteen  new  auxiliaries  have  been  organized  this 
year,  five  juvenile  Bands,  and  two  Young  Ladies'  Circles.  We  have  also  organ- 
ized a  Sabbath  School  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  where  we  have  gathered 
together  fifty-three  children  and  eighteen  to  twenty  old  folks.  Our  local  work 
is  systematized ;  house  visitation,  Bible  and  prayer  meetings  and  sewing  schools 
are  held  regularly.  Our  mission  day  schools  are  not  as  prosperous  as  heretofore, 
owing  to  the  extreme  poverty  of  our  people,  and^as  yet  we  have  succeeded  in 
having  but  one  supported  by  the  Society.  The  amount  of  money  sent  from  i"  ' 
Conference  this  year  is  not  what  it  ought  to  have  been,  but  under  the  circt 
stances  it  was  all  that  could  be  raised. 

In  the  early  par!  of  the  year  four  of  our  District  officers  were  ill  and  una 
for  months  to  do  anything;  then  followed  the  riots  through  parts  of  the  country 
where  our  most  successful  auxiliaries  were.  Murder  ran  high  ;  families  were 
driven  from  their  homes  or  shot  down  like  cattle.  Of  course  our  officers  could 
not  visit  those  points,  nor  could  we  expect  dues  from  people  so  oppressed. 
there  is  a  land  where  mission  work  is  needed  it  is  right  here  in  Louisiana.  C 
of  our  greatest  needs  is  mission  schools  in  our  churches,  taught  by  good  Christ 
women.  The  latter  part  of  the  year,  when  much  might  have  been  done,  a  great 
storm  passed  over  this  section  of  the  country,  devastating  portions  of  the  Sti ' 

and  flooding  a  great  part  of  New  Orleans.      People  were   forced    to   leave  th 

homes  and  live  on  rude  rafts  built  for  the  occasion.  No  one  can  picture  the 
poverty  and  distress  of  the  people  of  our  State  the  past  year.  Again,  the  yellov 
•es'Ver  scare  crippled  our  work  and  receipts.  During  the  session  of  our  annua 
"faceting  all  points  of  interest  were  quarantined,  and  many  of  our  women  from 
'he  country  were  unable  to  attend  the  meeting.  While  the  work  accomplished 
,5**  Ae  year  is  not  what  we  had  expected  or  wished,  we  take  fresh  courage,  be> 
*i«Sving  that  there  is  a  firm  foundation  laid  in  our  Conference  for  future  work. 
I  have  just  received  from  Mrs.  Wheeler  of  (Jarre,  Vt.,  a  splendid  barrel  of 
clothing,  for  which  we  return  sincere  thanks,  as  they  were  sorely  needed.  *"

During  the  year  encouraging  interest  has  been  awakened  in  many  Churches 
within  the  New  England  Conference.  These  are  asking  for  leaflets  and  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  work  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  auxiliaries  to  aid  the 
cause  of  Home  Missions.  The  anniversary  meetings  held  at  Lake  View  and 
Sterling  Camp  grounds  were  well  attended  and  evinced  constantly  increasing 
interest  in  our  work.  The  Lynn  District  Association  has  had  two  connectional 
conventions  where  each  department  of  Church  work  was  intelligently  repre- 
sented. Its  first  place  of  meeting  was  at  Lynn  Common  Church,  in  March,  when 
Dr.  Brodbeek  delivered  an  able  and  interesting  address  on  the  subject  of  Home 
Missions.

We  call  especial  attention  to  our  work  among  the  Immigrants  in  East  Bos- 
ton. The  Conference  Society  has  rented  a  house  of  eight  rooms,  and  these  have 
been  furnished  by  as  many  auxiliaries.  The  work  was  commenced  in  May.  Oar 
missionary,  Mrs.  Clark,  is  a  competent,  earnest  Christian  lady,  and  already  the 
results  are  very  encouraging.  When  the  steamers  arrive  our  faithful  missionary 
is  present  with  words  of  Christian  council  or  practical  instruction  and  help  for 
the  unfortunate  or  bewildered  strangers,  while  the  home  furnishes  the  shelter 
and  protection  they  need.  At  first  her  intercourse  with  the  immigrants  was  re- 
stricted, but  since  the  authorities  have  understood  the  object  and  nature  of  her 
work  the  restrictions  have  been  withdrawn,  and  a  free  pass  has  been  granted  to 
the  wharves.  To  make  this  work  eminently  successful  we  should  have  the  J 
sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  general  Society.  If  it  is  known  throughout 
the  Churches  of  New  England  that  this  Mission  is  under  the  care  and  support 
of  the  general  Society  it  will  add  greatly  to  its  strength;  and  will  open  the  way 
to  organize  auxiliaries.  An  urgent  appeal  has  come  to  us  from  Rev.  Geo.  Whit- 
aker  [a  New  England  man]  of  Marshall, Texas,  pleading  for  an  Industrial  Home 
at  that  point,  for,  as  he  says,  "  the  girls  so  sadly  need  home  training."  We  hope 
to  aid  in  that  work.

At  the  Annual  Meeting  held  in  Cleveland  in  1884,  the  Board  of  Managers 
authorized  the  New  England  Southern  Conference  Society,  in  accordance  villi 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  \o  take  up  special  work — the  duty  of  build- 
ing an  Industrial  Home  and  School  at  Camden,  S.  C-  The  arrangement  nt 
that  all  money  given  to  the  Conference  should  be  used  for  that  purpose,  ur.lrs 
the  donor  should  specify  some  other  object;  and  that  the  Society  should  nol  go 
outside  of  its  own  Conference  bounds  to  collect  funds.  When  we  commenced 
this  work,  we  had,  after  the  labor  of  two  years,  only  two  auxiliaries  outside  our 
Camp-meeting  work.  Our  whole  territory  had  been  pre-empted  by  another 
Society,  and  was  zealously  guarded.  We  worked  against  fearful  odds.  We 
have  had  no  help  from  the  General  Fund,  nor  from  individuals  outside  gar  o«d 
Conference.  We  have  paid  our  own  organizer  from  oar  own  contingent  fund. 
Thus  we  have  labored  on  in  faith,  with  the  hope  of  aid  outside  our  membership 
dues,  collections  and  donation.-.,  and  our  expectations  and  faith  have  now  beeo 
honored. 

A  legacy  has  been  left  us  by  Mrs.  Kannie  O.  Browning,  formerly  of  Monl- 
ville,  Conn.,  which  will  enable  us  to  complete  our  work  in  a  satisfactory  manna. 
This  legacy  will  entitle  Mrs.  Browning  to  the  name  of  the  Home,  and  we  expect 
it  will  be  known  as  the  Fannie  O.  Browning  Home-  Owing  to  delay  in  our 
contract  for  building,  which  was  left  largely  in  our  hands,  as  well  as  the  dr»»- 
ing  up  of  our  plans  and  specifications,  we  considered  the  feasibility  of  opening 
our  school  at  once  in  a  hired  house.  This  the  Executive  Board  approved,  wi"> 
the  proviso  that  we  lake  all  the  financial  responsibility,  and  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  rent  and  incidentals  ourselves.  We  employed  two  teachers  and 
a  matron.  We  had  over  eighty  pupils  in  the  day  school,  and  the  tuition  re- 
ceived met  the  expense*  of  rent,  incidentals,  and  the  salary  of  one  teacher 
during  the  time  she  was  employed.  The  salary  of  our  matron,,  and  another 
teacher  has  been  paid  from  our  funds. 

During  the  past  year,  with  the  aid  or  Mrs.  N.  C.  Alger,  we  have  doubled 
the  number  of  our  organizations.  Mrs.  Alger  has  been  in  labors  abuudiM. 
She  has  sometimes  spoken  nt  four  different  places  on  one  Sabbath,  going  over 
rough  roads  in  jotting  vehicles,  living  on  box  lunches  to  save   expense.      We 
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have  been  left  with  ihe  entire  responsibility  of  erecting  our  building,  which  is 
now  ready  for  occupancy,  making  our  own  contracts,  and  meeting  our  own  fo- 
ments. We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  brotherly  and  efficient  aid  of  Rev. 
M.  Dunton,  of  Orangeburg,  S.  C.,  who,  bearing  great  responsibilities  in 
own  work,  has  graciously  lent  us  a  helping  hand.  The  cost  of  erecting 
building  thus  far  has  been  $31,000.  Outbuildings  anil  necessary  improvements 
are  to  be  added  during  the  coming  year.  , 

It  may  be  thought  that  we  erred  in  commencing  our  building  before  w 
had  all  the  funds  in  hand.  We  are  convinced  that  we  took  the  right  courst 
We  had  had  a  building  on  paper  long  enough.  We  had  been  (oiling  for  a 
idea.  We  wanted  something  tangible.  As  soon  as  we  commenced  to  build 
donations  increased,  and  during  the  year  they  have  exceeded  our  revenue 
■a  membership  dues.  Our  home  is  nearly  supplied  with  furniture.  We  need 
«  out-buildings,  fence,  cistern,  funds  10  finish  our  attic  rooms,  and  an  ex- 
lion  for  laundry  and  wood-shed,  and  school-room.  Grant  us  an  appropria- 
tion for  these,  and  the  legacy  will  meet  all  the  expenses  of  it ;  and  we  will  enter 
heartily  into  new  work,  which  we  greatly  desire  to  do.

We   have   nearly    doubled  the 
J    number  of   our  auxiliaries,   and    received    considerable    contributions  from  six 
churches  where   immediate   organization?   were   not   deemed   advisable.     Like 
many  others  we  find  our  greatest  obstacle  in  the  slowness  of  the  Churches  to  add 
anew  society   to  the  already   long  list  of  interests  which  claim  their  time  and 
attention,  especially    in    our   large   cities.      Sentiment   in    favor  of  our  work  is 
increasing,  and  we  believe  the  fields  are  ripe  for  the  larger  harvest  of  the  coming 

We  have  realized  during  (lie  year  quite  a  large  amount  of  money,  of  which 
the  larger  portion  has  been  raised  especially  for  our  city  work,  a  single  church 
having  contributed  through  its  three  societies  a  handsome  sum.  Our  special 
local  care,  "The  Working  Girls'  Society"  of  Brooklyn,  to  which  you  gave  such 
generous  recognition  one  year  ago,  has  been  continued  and  enlarged.  It  wa 
thought  best  by  our  local  committee  not  to  open  in  several  parts  of  the  city,  a 
proposed  at  our  last  annual  meeting,  but  we  have  moved  into  larger  quarters 
with  improved  facilities,  thus  giving  to  the  work  more  permanent  shape. 

Our  missionary,  Mrs.  J.  G.  Sharpe,  has  been  adopted  by  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board,  thus  making  this  work  your  work,  from  the  beginning  of  this  pro- 
ject she  has  proved  herself  invaluable.  Devoted  and  enthusiastic  in  her  work, 
she  has  shown  .rare-tact  in  winning  the  hearts  of  the  girls,  and  mothers  as  well, 
and  (he  whole  community  feel  that  in  her  they  have  a  trusted  friend.  She 
visits  them  in  their  homes  and  spends  most  of  her  evenings  with,  the  girls  at  the 
rooms.  We  have  now  eighty-five  regular  members,  who  are  distributed  in  the 
different  classes  according  to  their  desire,  besides  many  other  girls  who  come 
here  to  spend  an  evening  or  read,  who  do  not  yet  care  to  join  any  of  (he 
different  classes.  The  sewing  class  for  younger  children  is  zvry  successful,  and 
has  almost  outgrown  our  accommodations.  These  children  are  also  gathered 
into  a  religious  service  once  a  week,  which  is  having  a  marked  influence  upon 
their  characters.  Also  the  Bible  class,  held  on  Sabbath  afternoons  with  the 
older  girls,  is  proving  a  great  blessing,  two  of  them  having  joined  the  Church 
within  the  past  month. 

And  so,  with  great  thanksgiving  for  the  past,  and  increased  faith  for  the 
future,  we  launch  our  little  craft  for  another  year's  voyage,  praying  most  of  all 
that  the  Master  "  may  come  up  with  us  into  the  ship."

North    Nebraska    Conference. 

The  Conference  Auxiliary  was  organized  in  1884,  at  Blair,  by  Mrs.  Colonel 
Springer  of  Iowa,  since  which  time  we  have  held  an  anniversary  meeting  each 
year  at  the1  session  of  the  Conference.  Mrs.  Jennie  Fowler  Willing  was  present 
at  our  anniversary  held  at  Tekamah  during  Conference,  and  greatly  cheered 
and  strengthened  nur  hearts  hy  the  inspiration  of  her  faith,  and  her  impassioned 
eloquence.  Owing  to  difficulties  which  could  not  be  overcome,  the  work  of 
organization  has  been  delayed  ;  but  work  has  been  done  which  must  bear  fruit. 
Our  society  has  thirty  members  and  seventy  subscribers  to  the  official  paper, 
"  Home  Missions,"  Its  cause  is  represented  in  fourteen  different  charges,  and 
the  collections  aggregate  $1 17,  an  increase  of  $76  over  last  year.  This  appears 
small,  but  Nebraska  Methodism  is  engaged  in  foundation  laying,  and  this  great 
State,  potentially  an  empire,  is  to-day  practically  mission  ground.

Financial  em- 
barrassment is  as  widespread  as  our  boundless  prairies.  Nineteen  charges  report 
salary  under  £400,  while  out  of  ninety  charges  only  eight  report  $1,000  or  over. 
As  the  line  of  settlement  is  pushed  further  westward,  and  new  lines  of  railwij 
are  extended,  "open  doors"  swing  wide,  and  the  Macedonian  cry  arises  in 
communities  on  the  frontier  where  perishing  souls  are  asking  for  the  "bread  of 
life."  If  the  North  Nebraska  Conference  contributed  little  this  year  to  the 
treasury  of  the  Society,,  the  reason  is  found  in  the  fact  that  local  demands  hi 
been  so  pressing. 

During  the  ensuing'year  we  expect  to  thoroughly  organize  the  work  through 
out  the  bounds  of  our  Conference.  We  hail  with  joy  the  coming  of  the  Home 
Missionary  Society.  It  will  carry  sunshine  and  warmth  into  many  a  frontier 
borne.  We  intend  to  capture  this  great  State  for  Christ  and  Methodism.  0c 
motto  is,  "In  God's  war  slackness  is  infamy."

Although  among  the  wee  ones  in  the  fraternity  of  Conference  Societie 
our  work  has  advanced  all  along  the  lines.  We  are  a  class  of  Marthas  " 
bered  with  much  serving"  in  care  of  our  loved  ones,  as  well  as  for  local  church 
work,  yet  the  devotion  of  the  loving,  spiritual  Mary  has  been  gloriously  manifest. 
Those  longest  in  the  work  have  remained  staunch  and  true  (only  one  society 
having  refused  to  act)  while  the  hitherto  uninitiated  have  taken  hold  like  veter- 
ans.

The  Pittsburgh  Conference  does  not  present  a  very  brilliant  showing  in  the 
Home  Missionary  line.  Owing  to  providential  reasons  the  Conference  Secretary 
has  been  able  to  give  the  work  no  personal  supervision  during  the  past  year ;  and 
yet  the  work  is  going  on  and  growing.  Only  three  societies  have  been  organized 
during  the  past  year  ;  but  knowledge  and  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Society  have 
been  steadily  increasing  throughout  all  the  Conference,  and  different  ladies  have 
promised,  "Next  year  we  will  organize  in  our  church,"  in  the  Home  as  well  as 
in  the  Foreign  work.  Upon  the  whole,  in  looking  over  the  field,  we  find  no 
cause  for  discouragement.  Once  given  a  hearing  before  earnest  Christian 
women,  we  are  sure  of  their  help  and  sympathy.  Quite  a  number  of  our  most 
prominent  and  nourishing  societies  have  built,  or  are  building,  new  church 
edifices,  and  refuse  absolutely  to  entertain  the  idea  of  another  missionary  society 
until  they  are  out  of  debt.  So  we  "  bide  our  time,"  and  wait  patiently,  trying 
in  the  meantime  to  sow  the  seed  of  information,  which  is  certain  in  time  to 
bring  forth  the  fruit  of  organization  and  earnest  effort.  Several  church  societies 
in  our  Conference  which  have  not  properly  organized  auxiliaries  send  boxes  of 
supplies  every  year  to  the  West,  of  which  they  make  no  report  to  the  Conference 
Secretary,  and  which  cannot  therefore  be  officially  accredited. 

The  auxiliaries  already  in  existence  take  more  and  more  interest  in  this 
work  from  month  to  month.  One  of  these  (a  model  one)  has  eighty-seven  mem- 
bcrs,  having  increased  about  one-third  during  the  year,  and  besides  the  member- 
ship dues  forwarded  to  the  general  treasury,  has  contributed  over  two  hundred 
dollars  to  different  beneficiaries,  and  to  Local  work,  and  has  sent  supplies  valued 
at  $178.  Another  auxiliary,  numbering  about  sixty  members,  has  raised  over 
three  hundred  dollars.

These  schools,  together  with  a  Loyal  Legion,  a  Hand  of  Hope,  and  a  Mother/  |

This  ef- 
fort, with  the  sending  out  of  a  circular  letter  to  call  attention  to  the  furnishing 
of  the  Little  Rock  Home,  confirms  the  sentiment  that  it  is  most  available  to  au 
intelligent  interest,  and  most  productive  of  results,  to  work  for  a  given  time  for 
definite  ends. 

6.  Collections  have  been  made  for  the  Alaska  Home.  Our  work  for  the 
people  of  this  portion  of  the  country,  now  visited  by  tourists,  as  well  as  statesmen 

~d  political  economists,  elicits  interest  from  many  who  regard  it  merely  from 
sse  standpoints.

Miss  Ada  Morgan's  Sunday  School  class  is  a  nourishing 
Queen  Esther's  Hand.  That  Sabbath  evening  presented  this  philanthropy  at 
Lyons,  under  promise  to  the  Pastor  not  to  attempt  an  organization,  as  it  is  a 
struggling  church.  Bv  the  effort  of  Pastor  Norton  a  most  delightful  Home 
Mission  service  was  held  at  the  DeWit  Camp  Meeting,  "which  included  charming 
music  by  Ladies  Norton  and  Van  Ness,  pleasing  exercises  by  the  children,  who 
had  been  well  drilled  by  Mrs.  I'mf,  Hall,  and  a  perfect  address  by  Rev.  D.  Bron- 
son,  which  ought  to  be  published  in  leaflet  form,  being  a  model  of  argument 
and  persuasion.

From  no  Life  Members  in  i8$l  we  have  over  one  hundred  in  18S8,  and  dur- 
ing these  six  years  have  paid  over  two  thousand  dollars  to  the  General  Fund. 
Our  anniversary,  October  3,  in  the  beautiful  new  temple  at  Vinton,  was  blessed 
with  the  helpful  presence  of  Mrs.  C.  A.  Manwell,  our  new  President,  who  is 
"  ready  for  every  good  word  and  work  ;"  our  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Nellie  S. 
Brush,  who  knows  just  what  to  do  at  the  right  time;  and,  though  missing  our 
most  unselfish  and  faithful  Treasurer,  I'astor  Van  Ness  read  his  wife's  report  so 
well  we  were  grateful.  Rev,  Solon  Bronson  gave  a  perfect  address,  while  Dr. 
McCahe  sung,  and  helped  with  rare  ability.  Collection  $16.50,  which  is  more 
than  at  five  of  our  seven  anniversaries.

Our  Conference  is  small,  many  charges  are  only 
We  have  no  large  or  wealthy  churches,  hut  here  and  there  a  few  willing  workers 
who  are  endeavoring  to  do  what  they  can  for  our  dear  I-ord  in  the  different 
branches  of  his  work.  One  circle  has  become  discouraged  and  disbanded.  The 
Reading  Circle  has  received  some  attention,  but  I  am  not  able  to  say  we  have 
more  than  Iwenty-rive  members.  We  recommend  it  to  all  auxiliaries  as  a  source 
of  entertainment  for  llieir  meetings.  Our  preachers  have  been  invited  to  give  it 
attenlion  through  circulars  carefully  prepared  by  Mrs.  Doud,  and  the  books  are 
to  be  introduced  into  some  of  our  Sunday  School  libraries.  We  have  distributed 
considerable  literature  on   work  in  Alaska,   and   have   collected   money   for  an 
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Industrial  Home  there,  but  no  special  line  of  work  has  been   taken   up  in  the 

We  have  employed  organizers  on  each  District  of  our  Conference,  thinking 
thus  to  lessen  traveling  expenses,  and  we  feel  that  the  money  paid  for  this  work 
has  been  well  expended.  Last  November  wc  were  privileged  to  have  Mr*.  Gad- 
dis  speak  in  two  places,  and  we  feel  that  her  earnest  words  have  helped  ns  to 
labor  more  diligently.  Our  Conference  anniversary  was  addressed  by  Rev.  T.  P. 
Frost,  and  the  ladies'  meeting  by  Mrs.  G.  F.  Arms.  Both  were  reported  as  very 
interesting  and  profitable  meetings. 

District  meetings  have  been  held  with  good  results.  One  District  formed 
an  Association  at  Camp-meeting.

Wc  are  anxious  that  the  Industrial  Home  shall  soon  he  built  at  Marshall,  so  toil 
our  girls  will  have  an  oppurtunity  for  domestic  training  that  they  cannot  obliii 
elsewhere.

Dr.  J.  M.  King's  eloquent  appeal  in 
behalf  of  the  Society  at  our  last  Conference  anniversary,  combined  with  the 
earnest  work  of  our  President,  has  changed  sentiment  in  our  favor  among  (hem, 
and  some  who  last  year  declined  to  have  the  work  presented  to  their  congrega- 
tions are  now  asking  that  auxiliaries  be  organized.  Our  annual  meeting  (all-day) 
in  April  was  the  best  attended,  as  well  as  the  most  interesting  one  we  have  held, 
and  its  influence  has  been  felt  in  many  directions.  We  art  greatly  indebted  to 
Mrs.  Goffand  Mrs.  Mathews  for  their  services  on  that  occasion. 

It  was  determined  to  present  the  work  at  the  Camp-meetings  held  during  the 
summer,  but  for  various  reasons  it  was  found  impossible  except  in  one  instance. 
For  want  of  some  one  to  organize  throughout  the  Conference,  we  have  not  done 
all  we  desired.  Mrs.  Browne,  our  President,  has  kindly  consented  to  do  all  she 
possibly  can  in  organizing,  and  during  .September  and  October  organized  three 
auxiliaries  and  one  young  people's  Band,  still  having  three  churches  in  which 
engagements  are  made  for  November. 

The  auxiliary  societies  in  Wilmington  on  resuming  their  meetings  this  Fall 
were  more  enthusiastic  than  ever  before.  One  has  determined  to  furnish  a  room 
in  "  Peck  Home" ;  another  to  furnish  a  minister's  family  on  the  frontier  with 
quilts  and  carpet ;  another  to  send  supplies  to  Mrs.  Gaddis  ;  and  one  just  organ- 
ized to  furnish  a  minister  in  Kansas  with  clolhing,  while  all  are  hoping  to  do 
something  to  help  on  the  work  in  Castle  Garden.  Last  fall  and  winter  clothing 
and  house  furnishing  goods  to  the  amount  of  $288.59  were  sent  to  the  South  and 
West.  Boxes  of  cards,  both  from  individuals  and  societies,  have  been  sent  Mrs. 
Mathews  for  her  work  among  the  immigrants.  Between  two  and  three  hundred 
circulars  of  (he  Reading  Circle  have  been  sent  to  ministers  and  auxiliaries 
throughout  the  Conference  as  directed.  We  have  eighteen  members  of  the 
Reading  Circle,  and  hope  to  add  many  more.  Seventy-five  mile  barrels  hav 
been  distributed,  while  leaflets  have  been  sent  in  every  direction.  Home  Misiim 
lias  had  a  full  share  of  attention,  and  Annual  Reports  have  been  disposed  of 
where  it  was  thought  they  would  accomplish  the  most  good.  Twelve  auxiliaries 
lave  been  organized  ;  nine  are  in  good  working  order ;  one  is  dead,  and  two  need 
skillful  doctoring,  hut  with  proper  treatment  we  think  they  will  revive.

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net  for  the  paper.  Not  to  build  up  and  sustain  a  splendid  and  costly  literary 
magazine,  furnishing  food  for  an  intellectual  and  thoughtful  public,  does  this 
Society  organize  its  plans  and  inspire  its  workers.  No,  the  paper  is  only  an 
agent,  called  into  existence  to  serve  the  Society.  Vet  so  closely  are  the  two 
related  that  neither  can  "live  in  glory"  and  leave  the  other  behind.  Our 
lerience  from  the  first  has  been  a  somewhat  level  one  with  an  upward  incline, 
I  we  come  into  our  sanctum  not  a  little  anxious  sometimes,  and  can  sympa- 
thize with  Scipio  Africanus  as  he  sings  "  Oh,  I'm  sometimes  up  and  I'm  some- 
times down."  Bat  now  our  publisher's  eyes  are  steadfastly  up,  and  your  editor's 
faith  does  not  fail  that  we  shall  early  enter  into  the  goodly  mountain  of  10,000  sub- 
scribe". And  how  is  this  number  to  be  reached  ?  Cranston  and  Stowe  say,  and 
no^doubt  they  are  competent  to  judge,  "  It  is  not  enlargement  of  the  Advocate 
we  need  in  order  to  prosper.

"  I  calculate."  Well,  let  us  take  3,000  surely,  and  get  these  each  to  pledge 
three  more  =  9,000  -j-  '3>°°°i  then  we  have  22,000  subscribers.  So  the  list  of 
20,000  subscribers  is  no  longer  an  impracticable  thing.  Shall  we  not  hold  it  an 
omen  that  they  are  to  tt,  since  our  first  calculation  is  in  this  staid,  thriving  New 
England,  whose  calculations  the  last  two  hundred  years  have  proved  so 
prosperous  ? 

But,  coming  to  "mind  our  own  business"  as  Editor,  we  inquire,  why  ask 
for  a  wider  field  for  the  paper?  Because  a  wider  field  for  the  paper  means 
broadened  fields  of  work  for  the  Society.  How  shall  the  people  know  unless 
they  read,  and  how  shall  they  read  without  the  paper?  And  they  will  read,  and 
will  be  interested,  and  wilt  work  if  the  paper  is  put  into  their  hands.  I  believe 
every  letter  from  the  frontier  adds  to  our  strength  in  every  particular.  For  the 
first  time,  through  the  paper,  many  learn  we  have  devoted  and  cultured  minis- 
ters, with  pious,  refined  families  enduring  the  discomfort  of  pinching  poverty  on 
our  frontiers.  Often  cold,  hungry,  half-clad,  wanting  all  things,  but  full  of  hope 
and  faith,  these  are  the  heroes  of  the  West,  of  whom  Joseph  Cook  says,  "  they  are 
the  noblest  men  and  women."  The  letters  from  these,  in  response  to  the  supplies 
our  Society  has  sent  to  their  relief,  rehearse  their  joy  and  thanksgiving,  as  they 
Stand  around  and  unpack  our  loaded  barrels,  with  something  for  each  and  all. 
We  did  not  know  this  a  short  time  since.  It  is  the  paper  that  has  opened  the 
door,  and  let  us  look  into  the  cabins  and  houses,  and  behold  the  poverty  and 
heroism  of  our  frontier  preachers  and  their  wives.  How  the  people  should  read, 
line  upon  line,  month  by  month,  of  the  grieved  and  outraged  womanhood  of 
Utah,  of  the  infatuated  women  there  who  accept  their  dower  of  sorrow  in  the 
name  of  Christ.     How  little  in  the  past  have  we  known  of  the  sweet,  simple 

E'rlhood  of  thousands  of  Scandinavians,  their  pink  cheeks  and  golden  hair  less 
vety  than  their  pure  spirits,  lured  to  this  land  of  plenty  by  Mormon  missiona- 
ries. They  come  jubilant  with  the  hope  that  their  young  arms'  strength  can  earn 
money  to  relieve  the  poverty  at  home,  only  to  find  themselves  the  victims  of 
polygamy. 

We  need  the  paper  everywhere  to  keep  the  people  awake  to  these  things, 
for  while  too  long  we  have  slept  an  enemy  hath  been  sowing  tares  all  over  the 
land.  The  sunny  South,  sunny,  but  with  shadows  long  and  dark,  and  foreboding 
danger  to  the  country,  tells  a  story  every  month  in  our  little  paper  of  the  upward 
look  of  many  of  the  dusky  daughters  of  the  long  oppressed  millions.  And  the 
Indians,  and   the  cities  with  their  motley  population  sprat.       Instead  of  asking 
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why  a  paper,  shall  we  not  rather  say  without  a  paper  we  perish,  for  want  of 
knowledge  the  people  perish  ? 

So,  dear  friends,  tike  the  paper,  read  it,  take  it  to  all,  make  it  your  bwaua 
a  look  after  it.  How  many  more  then  will  know  "The  Master  calletti  tottia," 
and  how  many  more  will  rise  and  go, out  to  join  him. 

And  now  let  us  "  calculate  "  again.  Our  paper  is  very  plain  looking.  It  is 
)t  so  large  and  dressed  upas  our  older  and  larger  sister's  paper  is.  It  is  a  plain 
dressed,  genuine  old-fashioned  Methodist,  cousin  to  the  Friends  of  blessed 
record.

Frances,  W.  Meeks  left  a  devise  of  $2,000  "To  the  Cincinnati  Branch  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  New  York,  in  trust  for  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society."  The  heirs 
brought  suit  to  set  aside  the  will,  but  it  was  compromised.  Unhappily  the  debts 
Of  the  estate  are  so  large  that  it  is  feared  our  Society  will  gel  but  little.  M 
Fannie  O.  Browning  of  Montville,  Conn.,  left  us  a  legacy  of  $1,000,  and  bj 
letter  from  the  Executor,  we  are  informed  there  seems  no  doubt  that  the  legacy 
wilt  be  paid  in  full.      It  will  be  paid  sometime  in  January,  1889. 

Attention  is  called  again  to  the  use  of  our  corporate  name  in  making  wills 
ill  our  favor.

The  following  communication  from  Judge  M.  II.  Ilagans,  the  legal  advi 
of  the  Executive  Board,  which  appeared  in  the  IVtstcrn  Christian  Athixait  of 
Oct.  24,  1888,  emphasizes  the  need  fur  a  careful  understanding  of  the  corporate 
names  of  our  benevolent  societies,  and  sets  forth  the  facts  of  this  case.  "  The  at- 
tention of  the  Church  has  been  called  to  the  danger  to  bequests  ami  legacies  to 
oar  missionary  societies,  from  not  carefully  noting  their  corporate  names  re- 
spectively.     There  is  the   Missionary  Society,   which   we  commonly   call   the 
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Parent   Society  ;    the    Woman's    Home   Missionary  Society,    and   the    Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society.      In  fact,  there  is  some  confusion  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  who  intend  ^liberal  things  to  the  missionary  work,  growing 
out  of  a  failure  to  note  these  corporate  names,  and   to  designate   the   particular 
beneficiary  intended  for  such  liberality.      Anil  this  confusion  has    not    only  per. 
iled  these  bequests  and  legacies,  as  against  the  heirs  of  a  given  estate,   who  may 
claim  that  they  are  void  for  uncertainty,  but  affected  the  societies  among  them- 
selves.    One  of  the  most  notable  cases  of  this  sort,  while   there   are  others  of  a 
similar  kind,  is  the  large  legacy  recently  left  by  James  Banks,   of  Eric  County, 
Ohio,  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and   the   Home  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.     Now,  there  are  no  such  societies  or  corpora, 
tions  known,  and  unless  it  be  that  the  testator  intended  his  bounty  for  the  for- 
eign department  in  the  one  legacy,  and  the  home  department   in   the  other,  of 
the  Parent  Society,   or  to  the  Woman's   Home   Missionary   Society   and  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  respectively,  there  is  no  one  to  take  these  I 
legacies.     Happily,  it  is  understood  the  heirs  are  not  likely  to  interpose  any  ob-  | 
jections.     It  is  a  fact,   however,   that   the   Parent  Society  claims  both  legacies, 
while  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  claims  the  legacy  to   "  the  Home 
Missionary  Society,"  which  involves  a  very  large  sum.      It  has  become  impracti- 
cable to  settle  these  conflicting  claims,  and  therefore  the   Woman's    Hom<   "' 
sionary  Society  is  about  to  institute  an  amicable  suit  to  determine  the  resp 
claims.     This  suit  is  in  no  sense  hostile  ;  but  it  is  desirable  on  all  hands  chat  the 
question  which  arises  in  this  case,  and  is  likely    to   arise,    and    has   already  pre- 
sented itself  in  other  instances,  should  be   definitely   settled.      The  attentiui     ' 
the  Church  should  be  called  to  this  confusion  in  corporate  names,  so  that  l< 
tors  hereafter  should  carefully  desigoate  by  the  proper  corporate  name  the  b< 
ficiary  intended,  and  to  the  fact  of  these  conflicting  claims  among  our  miss 
arv  societies,  growing  out  of  this  confusion.     Let  no  one  suppose  that  that 
voke  the  aid  of  a  court   in    determining   these   questions,   under  tie 
ces.in  any  spirit  of  hostility  to  each  other ;  for,  after  all,  it  is  lanjelj 
a  question  of  administration  of  the  bounty  of  the  Church,  and  will,  in  the  end, 
redound  to  the  glory  of  God  and   the  spread  of  his  kingdom  ;  for  the  worldis 
wide  enough  for  the  energies  of  the  Church,  and    to   give   abundant  occupation 
in  the  special  fields  occupied  by  each  of  these  societies." 

This  suit  has  since  been  brought.  Several  efforts  were  made  either  to  con- 
promise  or  arbitrate  these  differences,  but  without  avail.  The  conclusion  *is 
that  neither  of  these  methods  would  settle  anything,  so  that  we  reluctant!;  | 
determined  that  the  question  should  be  definitely  settled  by  legal  proceedings 
We  are  informed  that  a  number  of  similar  legacies  are  claimed  by  the.  Par"" 
Society,  that  properly  belong  to  our  Society,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  thi* 
suit  will  settle  the  question  of  our  legal  rights  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  all.

Report    on    Beneficiaries. 

e  Beneficiary   Fund   is  to  aid  poor  girls  to  obtain  an  educa- 
training,''  through  the  Homes  of  our  Society,  and  tl 
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enable  them  to  become  good  servants,  teachers,  housekeepers  and  missionarie 
We  assisted  one  hundred  girls  last  year  by  amounts  of  money  varying   from  tt 
dollars  to  forty,  according  to  the  need  of  each  one.     To  help  girls  to  help  th/i 
stilts,  and  not  to  support  them,  is  the  design  of  our  Beneficiary  Fund. 
The  Committee  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That   we  will   assist   only   such   Beneficiaries  as   are    inmates    of  01 
Industrial  Homes. 

2.  That  we  will  appropriate  for  Beneficiaries  a  sum  equal  to  the  support  of 
one-third  the  number  of  girls  sustained  in  each  of  our  Industrial  Homes  connected 
with  our  Church  schools,  provided  that  twelve  girls  constitute  the  family.  And 
at  our  Homes  not  connected  with  Church  schools  a  sum  equal  to  two-thirds  of 
the  number  in  the  family. 

3.  That  the  amount  for  each  girl  in  Homes  connected  with  Church  schools 
shall  not  exceed  forty  dollars  per  year;  but  in  Homes  located  independently  of 
Church  schools  each  girl  shall  receive  sixty  dollars  per  year.  (This  exception  is 
made  because  the  school  year,  which  governs  the  lime  for  occupying  the  Home 
by  girls  connected  with  the  schools,  is  limited  to  eight  months  ;  and  the  girls  in 
the  Homes  outside  of  this  connection  remain  the  whole  year,  or  twelve  months.) 

4.  That  at  the  beginning  or  the  scholastic  year,  the  Superintendents  of 
Homes  located  in  connection  with  Church  schools  shall  confer  with  the  I 'resi- 
dents of  said  schools,  and  they  together  (in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  donors, 
as  far  as  possible,)  shall  select  the  Beneficiaries  for  the  year. 

5.  That  the  names  of  the  girls  thus  chosen  be  submitted  to  the  General 
Executive  Board  for  ajjprov.il,  and  be  placed  on  the  record  by  the  Recording 
Secretary,  to  be  known  as  the  Beneficiaries  of  the  Society  ;  and  that  a  list  of  the 
same  also  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  for   reference  in  use  of  funds. 

6.  That  in  the  selection  of  beneficiaries  for  the  Homes  not  connected  with 
Church  schools,  the  missionary  shall  confer  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau 
which  has  supervision  of  that  particular  Home,  and  the  names  of  the  girls  thus 
chosen  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Board  for  action,  as  specified  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraph. 

7.  That  all  moneys  contributed  for  Beneficiaries  shall  he  sent,  as  other 
moneys  are  sent,  through  the  Conference  Treasurers  to  the  General  Treasurer; 
and  in  no  case  shall  vouehers  be  accepted  instead  of  money. 

8.  That  the  General  Treasurer  shall  make  remittances  for  the  support  of 
-Beneficiaries  to  the  Superintendents  of  the  Homes  at  such  regular  interval 
the  Executive  Board  may  determine.

Report    OU    Trafntng-Mihoot, 

The  following  extract  from  the  last  yearly  "  Announcement"  of  the  Training 
School  indicates  the  practical  missionary  work  of  the  students,  and  gives  a  1 
cise  summary  of  what  has  been  accomplished  : 

"Though  the  School  has  not  yet  completed  its  third  year,  106  different 
young  women  have  been  in  attendance.  Twenty  different  States  and  Territories 
have  been  represented  by  these  students,  and  they  are  now  at  work  in  Chicago, 
Arkansas,  South  Carolina,  Indian  Territory,  Utah,  India,  Japan,  Africa  3  ' 
China.  The  practical  missionary  work  of  our  pupils  is  found  to  he  of  value 
our  over-taxed  city  pastors.  During  the  term  of  seven  mttnths  just  closi  _ 
(April,  1888,]  4,386  religious  calls  have  been  made,  750  opportunities  for  prayer 
or  Bible  reading  have  been  embraced,  many  conversions  have  taken  place,  large 
nun) tiers  of  children  have  been  taught  in  Sunday  Schools  and  Industrial  Schools, 
and  many  have  for  the  first  lime  been  brought  within  the  reath  of  Christian  infiuetiie." 
The  School  was  established  under  the  auspices  of  the  Chicago  Preachers' 
Meeting  and  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies ;  and  for  the 
most  part  its  pupils  are  now  laboring  in  the  interest  of  these  three  organizations, 
during  their  novitiate  as  helpers  of  the  city  pastors,  and  afterwards,  in  Home 
and   Foreign   fields.     The  history  of  this  enterprise,  so  far  as  it  relates  to   '

In  November,  [883,  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  appropriated 
;  sum  of  $1,000  for  the  establishment  of  a  Missionary  Training-school  ia 
Chicago.  A  local  committee  was  appointed,  and  a  site  selected  for  the  school 
In  February,  1884,  the  Evanslon  Auxiliary,  in  a  Fair  for  that  purpose,  raised 
$200,  which  was  held  in  trust  to  he  applied  on  the  Training-school.  Injnnt, 
1885,  was  held  in  Chicago  a  joint  meeting  of  the  representatives  of  the  Womtn's 
Home  and  Foreign  Societies  with  the  Preachers'  Meeting,  before  which  Mn. 
Meyer  made  an  address  upon  the  great  need  of  such  an  enterprise.  The  follow- 
ing August,  members  of  the  same  organizations,  in  a  meeting  at  Lake  Bluff, 
appointed  a  committee  of  "ways  and  means"  for  the  establishment  of  Ike 
school,  which  was  opened  in  October,  nearly  two  years  after  it  was  proposed  by 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society,  and  the  raising  of  the  first  money  for  it> 
establishment. 

The  capacity  of  the  house  is  already  taxed,  and  an   additional  huildmj 
adjoining  has  been  secured,  that  will  double  the  accommodations.

of  the  Training-school  : 

first. — Two  clause*  of  Deaconesses  shall  be  recognized :  Missionary  Dea- 
conesses, and  Nurse  Deaconesses. 

Second. — The  two  years  of  "continuous  service"  required  by  the  Discipline 
ill  be  spent  in  careful  training,  whenever  possihle  in  a  Training-school  and 
Deaconess'  Home  for  the  Missionary  Deaconesses,  anil  for  the  Nurse  Deacon 
i  Training-school  and  Hospital. 

Third. — For  both  classes  the  first  year's  training  shall  be  mainly  theore 
and  the  second  year's  practical. 

Fourth. — a.  The  subjects  to  be  studied  by  the  Missionary  Deaconesses  during 
the  first  year  shall  be  as  follows : 

I,  The  English  Bible,  book  by  book;  2,  The  Discipline;  3,  Catechism  No. 
_  ;  4,  Theological  Compend— Binney;  5,  Smaller  If  istory  of  the  Bible— Smith  ; 
6,  Life  of  Christ— Slather;  7,  Bible  Geography— Hurtburt;  8,  Church  History— 
Hurst;  g,  Compendium  of  Methodism — Porter. 

b.  The  subjects  to  he  studied  by  the  Nurse  Deaconesses  during  the  first 
year  shall  be  as  follows: 

I,  The  English  Bible,  book  by  hook ;  2,  The  Discipline ;  3,  Catechism  No. 
3  ;  4,  Physiology— Hutchinson  ;  5,  Clara  Weeks'  Nursing  Manual ;  6,  New  Haven 
Nursing  Manual ;  and  the  Theoretical  Instruction  prescribed  by  the  Faculty  of 
the  Chicago  Training-school  for  Nurses,  together  with  such  practical  work  in  the 
hospital  wards,  under1  the  superintending  nurse,  as  does  not  seriously  conflict 
with  the  course  of  study. 

1.     Recommended  to  be  read :

Fifth. — With  the  practical  work  of  the  second  year,  there  shall  be  pursued 
by  both  classes  the  following  course  of  Reading: 

1,  Life  of  Christ— Griiie;  1,  Life  of  John  Wesley—  Watson;  3,  Life  of  Sis- 
ter Dora;  4,  Woman  and  Temperance— /■'.  £.  Wiliard;  5,  The  Christian's  Secret 
of  a  Happy  Life—//".  Whitall  Smith  ;  6,  Life  of  Elizabeth  Fry  ;  7,  Outlines  of  the 
World's  History— Swinton;  8,  School  History  of  the  United  States— Ridpath ;  9, 
Quiz  Compend.  on  Obstetrics— Landis;  10,  How  we  Live;  or,  the  Human  Body 
and  How  to  Take  Care  of  It. 

Sixth. — No  License  shall  be  issued  till  a  satisfactory  written  examination  has 
been  passed  in  all  the  suhjects  of  study,  and  also  in  the  rudiments  of  English. 

Seventh. —  Whereas,  The  Chicago  Training-school  for  City,  Home  and  For- 
eign Missions  is  already  in  successful  operation,  and  the  curriculum  is  very 
similar  to  that  required  by  Deaconesses,  by  action  of  this  Board,  therefore. 

Resolved,  I.  That  we  respectfully  request  the  Faculty  of  that  Institution 
to  incorporate  into  their  course  of  study  those  subjects  indicated  for  the  Deacon- 
esses which  are  not  already  emhraced  in  the  Training-school  Course. 

2.  That  we  most  earnestly  urge  that  all  applicants  for  Deaconess'  license 
take  the  first  year's  training  at  the  Chicago  Training-school  for  Missionaries  and 
Nurses  whenever  possible.

ARTICLE  I,  Name. 


ARTICLE  H.-ObJeotS. 

The  aim  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  enlist  and  organize  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  behalf  of  the  needy  and  destitute  women  and  children 
of  all  sections  of  our  country,  without  distinction  of  race,  and  to  co-operate 
with  the  other  societies  and  agencies  of  the  Church  in  educational  and  mis- 
sionary work. 

ARTICLE  It  I. -Organization. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  five  Vice- 
presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and 
twelve  Resident  Managers,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  General  Ex- 
ecutive Board,  and  reside  in,  or  not  remote  from,  the  city  of  Cincinnati. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Cincinnati,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  consist  of  the 
General  Executive  Board,  together  with  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
one  delegate  from  each  Conference. 

Sec  3.  The  work  of  the  Annual  Session  shall  be: 

(1.1  To  elect  the  General  Executive  Board  for  the  bnsuing  year. 

(2.)  To  take  into  consideration  the  demands  of  the  entire  work  of  the 
Society,  designating  fields  of  tabor,  examining  the  reports  of  missionaries 
already  employed,  and  selecting  beneficiaries ;  to  estimate  the  needs  of  the 
mission  fields,  determine  the  amounts  to  be  raised,  and  to  devise  means  for 
carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society ;  to  appropriate  its  receipts  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  purposes  and  methods  heroin  indicated  {  1o  arrange  with 
the  several  Conference  Secretaries  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each  Con-, 
ference,  and,  until  such  time  as  the  conference  organizations  are  complete, 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  fill  the  place  of  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  conference  work  in  the  several  Conferences. 

(3.)  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
demand;  provided  all  its  plans  and  directions  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  General  Executive  Board  oc- 
curring ad  inttrim  the  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Executive  Board  ahull  meet  quarterly,  or  oftencr, 
at  the  call  of  the  President  und  Recording  Secretary,  and  seven  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  business. 
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Sec.  6.  The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

(1.)  To  execute  all  orders  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

(2.)  To  determine  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Board. 

(3.)  To  administer  all  the  affairs   of  the  Society  between  the  annual 

ions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  7.  The  duties  of  the  President,  Vice-presidents,  and  Recording  Sec- 
retary shall  be  such  as  usually  devolve  upon  such  officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Cot  responding  Secretary  shall  be  to  make  her- 
self acquainted  with  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  mission-field,  to 
corresiiond  with  missionaries  and  with  the  Conference  Secretaries,  and  to 
furnish  the  Conference  Boards  with  all  needful  information;  also  to  secure 
from  them  the  details  of  their  work,  which  will  be  necessary  to  make  quar- 
terly reports  to  the  Executive  Board  and  annual  reports  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  concerning  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  mission-field,  and  pub- 
lish the  same  for  the  information  of  the  meml>ership. 

Sec.  9.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  the  .Society,  report  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  Annul 
Meeting  and  lit  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  pay  only  such 
bills  as  it  shall  direct,  each  order  being  signed  by  the  President  and  Re- 
cording Secretary,  anil  she  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  in  her 
hands  as  the  Executive  Board  may  approve.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the 
accounts  shall  be  audited  by  a  competent  person  selected  for  the  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Conference  Organization. 

Section  1.  A  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  all  (he  Auxiliary  Soci- 
eties in  a  given  Conference,  together  with  a  Conference  Executive  Board. 
It  shall  take  the  name  of  the  Conference  in  which  it  is  located. 

Sec.  '2.  The  officers  of  the  Conference  Society  shall  be  a  President,  one 
Vice-president,  and  one  or  more  Managers  from  each  presiding  elder's  dis- 
trict, a  Corresponding  and  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  n  Treasurer  (the  Cor- 
rcs|>onding  Secretary  may  also  lie  the  Treasurer).  These  officers  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Conference  Society  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  and  five  shall  constitute  ft  quorum. 
These  officers  shall  lie  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  hold  office  till 
others  are  chosen. 

Sec.  3.  The  duties  of  the  Executive  Board  shall  be: 

To  co-operate  in  plans  for  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  Society 
within  the  Conference  bounds ;  to  provide  for  an  Annual  Meeting  and 
arrange  anniversary  exorcises;  and  to  transact  any  other  business  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  may  demand,  provided  its  action  is  in  harmony 
with  this  Constitution. 

Skc.  4.  II.)  The  duties  of  the  President  and  Recording  Secretary  shall 
lie  such  as  usually  appertain  to  their  respective  offices,  and  to  co-opente 
with  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  Vice-presidents,  Managers,  and  Treasurer 
in  organizing  and  conducting  the  work. 

i2.)  The  duties  of  the  Vice- presidents  and  Managers  shall  be  to  organ- 
aixiliaries  in  their  respective  districts,   and   by  all   proper  means  to 
awaken  missionary  interest  anil  zeal. 

(3.)  The  duties  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  to  attend  the 
session  of  the  Annual  Conference  ;  to  endeavor  to  interest  ministers  and 
ladies  in  the  work  of  the  Society;  to  organize  Auxiliary  Societies  in -the 
various  charges  in  the  Conference,  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  effect  a 
Conference  organization  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution;  to  conduct  the 
eorresjKiiidemv  of  the  Society  with  the  General  Executive  Board,  with 
Auxiliary  Societies  within  the  Conference,  with  such  missionaries  in  the 
field  and'  lieiieliriarics  in  the  schools  as  tire  supported  by  the  Conference; 
to  forward  quarterly  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Exec- 
utive Hoard  n  full  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Conference  Society,  and  to 
present  an  annual  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
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(4.)  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  who  may  also  be  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  to  receive  and  forward  all  funds  of  the  Society  monthly,  keep- 
ing a  book  account,  and  to  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  5. — Special  Work. — Individuals,  A  ux  iliaries,  or  Conference  Societies 
may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Conference  Board  and  of  the  General 
Executive  Board,  select  special  fields  of  labor,  and  provide  for  the  support 
of  missionaries  therein  employed,  and  tbey  may  also  educate  beneficiaries 
selected  by  tliemselveB. 

ARTICLE  V.-Auxlllary  Societies. 

Section  1.  Ten  or  more  women  who  shall  organize  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-laws  for  Auxiliaries,  and  pay  their  annual  dues,  thereby  be- 
come a  Society  auxiliary  to  the  Conference  Society,  and  are  entitled  to  one 
delegate  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Conference  Board.  And  the  pastor 
shall  report  the  collections  of  this  Society  at  the  Annual  Conference. 

Sec.  2.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  local  Committees,  when  there  is  no  Con- 
ference Society  yet  established,  shall  report  to  the  Conference  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  General  Executive  Board.  When  there  is  no  Secretary 
in  the  Conference  within  the  territorial  bounds  of  which  they  are,  they  shall 
report  to  the  Treasurer  and  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  General  Execu- 
tive Board. 

ARTICLE  VI.-MemberwhlD.

fere with  the  collections  and  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church ;  and  the  amounts  so  col- 
lected shall  be  reported  to  the  Annual  Conference  through  the  preachers  in 
charge,  in  order  that  they  may  be  entered  among  the  benevolent  collections 
and  published  in  the  Annual  and  General  Minutes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  may 
set  as  the  Trustee  of  the  Woman  S  Home  Missionary  Society  in  all  matters 
of  legacies,  and  in  holding  for  it  real  estate  or  other  trusts,  as  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  tuny  desire.

temperance,  and  tbe  elementary  industries;  and  the  employment  of  Bible- 
readers  for  general  missionary  work  among  neglected  women  and  childrei. 

18.  Local  inissionary  work  for  which  credit  Tor  money  expended  is  given, 
shall  be  entered  upon  only  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Executive 
Board,  after  a  formal  application  for  permission  to  undertake  such  work 
through  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of  Local  Missionary  Work. 

19.  All  persons  employed  as  missionaries  in  these  fields  shall  be  sub-

Any  person  paying  a  regular  subscription  ol  two  ceuts  i>er 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society,  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  constituted  a  lite  member. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treas- 
urer, who  together  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  administer 
the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5.  Meetings  of   the  Society  for  business  and 'communication  of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.    The  Anniversary  Meeting
